GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS TO MISSIONARIES. 


Dear Brorner,—Your appointment as a missionary indicates the confidence 
which the appointing power has in your wisdom and integrity, as well as the great 
necessity of a faithful application of yourself to all those duties which grow out of 
your relation to the Church and to the world. To some of these duties permit me 
to call your attention.

I. As a Methodist minister, it is expected that you will attend to all those duties, 
so far as they are applicable to the state of your mission, which are prescribed in 
our Discipline for those who have the charge of circuits. On this head, therefore, 
it is only necessary to refer you to those sections of the Discipline which treat of 
the duties of a Methodist preacher to God, to his brethren, and ‘to those who are 


more immediately committed to his charge. 


II. As a Methodist missionary, it is expected that you will faithfully attend to the 
following directions :— 

1. It is made your duty to form your circuit, unless you labour among the slaves, 
into an auxiliary missionary society, and to make regular class and quarterly collec- 
tions, and to transmit the amount so raised to the treasurer of the Parent Society, 
either by indorsing it on your draft, or by sending the money. The reason of this 
requirement is founded on the very obvious principle, that it is the duty of all men 
to help themselves according to their several ability, and to contribute their quota 
toward defraying the expenses attendant upon the worship of God, building houses, 
supporting ministers, &c. And this plain Scriptural’ duty should be inculecated 
upon all who hear the gospel, that they may be early trained to its performance, 
that thereby the Missionary Society may be aided in its benevolent efforts to diffuse 
abroad the gospel of the grace of God. Itis hence expected that you will punctu- 
ally attend to this part of your duty in all cases where it is practicable, let the 
amount collected be ever so small. 

2. Another duty enjoined upon all our missionaries, is to send regular quarterly 
reports to the corresponding secretary. By referring to the constitution of the 
Society, you will perceive’ that the spirit of this rule is complied with when the 
superintendent of a missionary district, which may include a number of cirenits or 
stations, sends his report of the whole work, and therefore, in such cases, it is not 
necessary for each missionary to send a separate report. By attending to this re- 
quirement in this way, much time and expense may be saved. In general, these 
reports should be short, embracing the principal facts; or, if lengthened out, be 
filled with those incidents or historical details which alone can make them interest- 
ing and profitable. If you are on a foreign station, or among the aborigines of 
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our country, those facts respecting the peculiar customs, language, and habits of 
the people—their laws and government—their individual conversions and progress 
in Christianity, will always render your reports entertaining and instructive. But 
mere common-place observations on topics which come under the eye of every one 
in any place, or speculations on abstract truths, unless needful to illustrate the 
grace of God in Christ Jesus, are dull and monotonous to the reader, and convey 
not the information which is expected from the report of a missionary. 

You will also recollect that these reports, if published, as it is desirable they 
should be, will return to the people about whom you speak : and hence the neces- 
sity of saying nothing that will give just cause of offence, or which you would not 
be willing to express to their face. Much injury has been done to the cause of 
missions, in some instances, by exaggerated accounts of the wickedness and 
miseries of the people, made apparently with a view to awaken sympathy, and to 
enlist the benevolence of the community in their behalf. These errors should be 
scrupulously avoided, lest **your good be evil spoken of.” 

In the report which you may transmit toward the close of the missionary year, 
that is, the one which will reach the secretary by the first of April in each year, 
you are requested not to forget the following items of information :—1. The number 
of church members, distinguishing between the Indian, white, and coloured mem- 
bers. 2. Number of missionaries employed, whites and natives. 3. Of schools, 
teachers, and scholars, These items of information are essential to make out an 
accurate statement of the condition of the several missions for the Annual Report. 
And facts of this character are worth a hundred general remarks, and for the want 
of which our Annual Reports are often very imperfect and unsatisfactory. 


Ill. The mere fact of your being a missionary throws you into the midst of a 
people of strange habits, of different modes of thinking, and who, in many instances, 
are of varicus sects of religion. These circumstances necessarily render your task 
difficult; and make it needful to use great caution and prudence, lest you excite 
such a prejudice against you as to obstruct your usefulness and prevent your suc- 
cess. All these habits and prejudices, not in themselves sinful, should be respected, 
or, at least,so far tolerated as not to make them matters of conscience and contro. 
versy. Surrounded as you are by these circumstances, while you strenuously 
maintain ‘the truth as it is in Jesus,” and * contend earnestly for the faith once 
delivered to the saints,” it is highly important that you should cultivate with other 
Christian denominations, with whom you may come in contact, a spirit of Christian 
love and union, and thus endeavour to strengthen each other’s hands in the great 
work in which you are mutually engaged. While contending against the supersti- 
tions of paganism, in its various forms, and condemning those vices which corrupt 
the soul, it should be made manifest, by the manner in which you do these things 
that you are actuated solely by a love to perishing souls, and by an ardent thirst for 
their salvation. Thus shielded by the purity of your motives, and the exemplari- 
ness of your conduct, you will be able to pass through the fire of opposition unhurt: 
and should you even fail in the accomplishment of your object, you will have the 


consoling satisfaction of having done all things for the glory of God in Christ Jesus 
and the salvation of the souls committed to your trust, 


IV. It need hardly be added, that your success in your mission mainly depends 
upon the uprightness of your conduct among the people. The pious and holy de- 
portment of a missionary is a living comment upon the doctrine he preaches, and 


, 
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a lively exhibition of those Christian virtues which he recommends. Everything, 
therefore, which would cause your motives to be suspected, and render you in any 
way an object of contempt by the sober and thinking part of the community, should 
be scrupulously avoided. So to behave on all occasions as to let « no man despise 
you,” on account of inconsistencies of conduct, frivolity of speech or manners, or 
of loying “this present world” more than the cause of God, is essential to enable 
you to gain the confidence and affection of the people to whom you are sent, and 
without which all your labour will be in vain. 

But much more especially is your “sufficiency of God.” Not by human might, 
wisdom, or prudence, but by God’s Spirit, must we look for success in the great 
work of * converting sinners from the error of their ways.” To maintain, there- 
fore, constant communion with Him from whom cometh every good and perfect 
gift, by the constant exercise of prayer and faith, and a life of self-denial, is above 
all other things most essential for a successful issue of your labours. To his grace, 
then, you are recommended, in the hope that he will guide and sanctify all your 
words and actions, and make you instrumental in enlarging the kingdom of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in the world. 


N. B.—The above instructions have been prepared in conformity to the request 
of the Bishops. : 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS TO FOREIGN MISSIONARIES. 


Dear Brotuer,—You are hereby instructed by the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church :— 


I. To give your entire attention to the great business in which you have engaged, 
and to undertake no business or enterprise which will in the least interfere with 
your appropriate work ; and you are also to see that the missionaries, teachers, and 
all others under your supervision, shall do the same. 


II. You are to report directly to the Board, through the corresponding secretary, 
all matters which relate to the state of the mission, and to consider no instructions 
as legitimate which do not come from the official organ of the Board. 


III. You are to make a detailed report at least once in each year, and oftener if 
practicable, embracing the following particulars, with any other matters of which 
you may judge it important that the Board should be advised, namely :— 

As to the persons employed in the mission—missionaries, teachers, physicians, 
artisans, &c., &c.; and in relation to each of these, whether they have families, 
and if so, of what number, what labour they perform, and what salary they receive. 
Also how many pupils in the schools, and what number of each sex. 

As to the fiscal state of the mission—what amounts have been received from 
the Board, distinguishing between cash and merchandise. What amounts from the 
mission, distinguishing between contributions, produce, meat, or receipts for ser- 
vices rendered by the mission physician or artisans to those who are not connected 
with the mission. 

As to the estimated value of the mission property, distinguishing between real 


estate, stock, goods in store, produce, furniture, farming utensils, mechanics’ tools, 
&ce., &c. 


IV. The superintendents of our foreign missions are hereby directed to keep a 
diary of all their proceedings, as well as of the operations of the missions generally ; 
and to require all the missionaries under their supervision, as far as it may be 
practicable, to do the same. These diaries should contain not only the operations 
of the ministers, but of the secular members of the mission. And jit will be ex- 
pected that these diaries will be transmitted to the corresponding secretary by 
every opportunity, up to the time such opportunities may occur. 


V. You are particularly instructed on no account to exceed in your expenditures 
the amount appropriated for the support of the mission, which amount will be 
annually communicated by the corresponding secretary. 


ANNIVERSARY MEETING. 


Tue Thirty-first Anniversary of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was held on Monday evening, May 13th, in the Greene-street Church. 

On motion of Rey. Daniel Smith, Francis Hall, Esq., was called to the chair; 
which, to the early and constant friends of this society, was among the most agreea- 
ble features of the meeting. A member of the first Board of Managers, and for 
more than twenty years the Recording Secretary, nothing could have been more fit, 
than, in the absence of the President and Vice-Presidents, to have this gentleman 
preside. 

The services were opened with singing; after which, Rev. G. Peck, D. D., en- 
gaged in prayer. 

The following communication from the Corresponding Seeretary, addtessed to 
the Chairman, was read by Mr. J. B. Edwards, the Recording Secretary :— 


* To the Chairman of the Thirty-first Anniversary of the Missionary Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


«Tt was my intention to have been present with you; but, under advice, it is 
deemed best that I should visit the New-Hampshire Conference now in session. I 
regret my absence from your meeting the less, as the late Secretary, our excellent 
brother, the Rey. Dr. Pitman, had timely arranged the exercises for this meeting, 
and provided the speakers. 'The late Secretary has also prepared, as far as was 
practicable, the Thirty-first Annual Report. It is usual to read an abstract of this 
at the Anniversaries ; but as the Report will shortly be published for distribution, 
and as the current intelligence is found weekly in the Christian Advocate and Jour- 
nal, in a condensed form, and monthly in the Missionary Advocate, in detail, it is 
deemed advisable to omit reading the general abstract, and content ourselves with 
the special abstract of the Treasurer’s Report. 

« As a general remark, I may say, it has pleased the joint meeting of the 
General Missionary Committee, and the Board of Managers, with the concurrence 
of the superintendents, to increase largely the general appropriation for the present 
year. They raised it from $100,000 to $150,000. The present Anniversary is 
the first public meeting held since this enlargement of the appropriation ; and may 
we not expect that the fruits of it will give good promise that the Church will respond 
to the large and liberal views of the joint meeting ?

8 ANNIVERSARY MEETING- 


An abstract from the Treasurer’s Report was then read. 

At this stage of the proceedings the congregation joined again in offering praise ; 
after which, the Rev. David W. Bartine, of the New-Jersey Conference, was intro- 
duced to the meeting, and delivered an address on, the merits and prospects of this 
sublime work, in his usual impassioned style. 

Dr. M’Clintock was next introduced to the audience, and proceeded to exhibit the 
claims of this organization to the confident affection of our people, who have hitherto 
given all they have been required to give for the maintenance of the work we have 
undertaken. He expressed an increase of confidence in the Society, and was of 
opinion, that in the Church generally there was a more buoyant missionary feeling 
existing now, than had existed at any former period. 

When this brother began to enlarge upon the providential indications of the almost 
illimitable fields inviting our attention, and the exhaustless treasures apparently pro- 
vided, he evidently awakened an interest in the very large audience present, which 
was most painfully disappointed by the suddenness with which he was obliged to 
desist, from most alarming indications of being prostrated at once by the disease 
which is taking him from us—for a season at least—to Europe. Our ready Chair- 
man, by affectionately stating the case, and calling upon the congregation to unite 
in singing a few verses, preserved the order and attention of the assembly. The 
Doctor, haying by this time somewhat revived, came again before the audience, to 
give them what he seemed to consider the best part of his intended speech, by read- 
ing some most interesting extracts from the letter of one of the first converts, in our 
German mission in Bremen. 

At the close of this address the collection was taken up, which, together with 
donations sent in for the occasion, amounted to above $300. We were subsequently 
favoured with a brief address from Rev. Daniel Smith, who admonished us, that 
there was much more reason to fear a lack of labourers than of means to support 
them, and in his felicitous manner exhorted the friends to supplicate « the Lord of 
the harvest to send forth more labourers.” 

The Doxology was then sung, and the congregation dismissed, with the Bene- 
diction by Rev. George Lane. 


THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT. 


AssEMBLED as we now are, to celebrate the thirty-first anni- 
versary of our Missionary Society, it becomes us to unite in 
devout acknowledgments of gratitude and praise to that Being 
“ whose we are, and whom we serve.” Another missionary 
year has elapsed since we met on a similar occasion. How 
rapid has been its flight! How great its responsibilities! How 
almost crushing its anxieties! Yet, in the midst of all, we have 
endeavoured to sustain ourselves, in the performance of the ar- 
duous duties devolved upon us, by a firm and abiding trust in 
the promised presence of our seleae ind Lord. In the prosecu- 
tion of the holy work confided to their management, the Board 
have never been unconscious of the weakness and fallibility of 
human judgment. But with all the infirmities of human na- 
ture in its best estate, they have laboured to stand approved in 
the sightof God. Ifin any case they have erred,—and “to err 
is human,”—they elaim that such error should be attributed to 
the head, and not to the heart. 

The facto of the past year has furnished ground both for 
grateful joy and for painful anxiety. It is matter of holy re- 
joicing that the God of missions continues to honour his mis- 
sionary servants with seals to their ministry. ‘This is true both 
of the Foreign and Domestic fields. Some of the stations em- 
braced in the Liberia Mission have been graciously visited du- 
ring the year, and many souls have been born to God. The 
South American Mission has also witnessed a glorious outpour- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, and considerable accessions have been 
made to that infant Church. Oregon too has been favoured 
with some showers of mercy, and a number of happy converts 
in that wilderness country boldly testify to the pardoning love 
of God. Even China begins to give encouraging: indications 
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that the day of her redemption draws near. And as our mis- 
_ sionaries become familiar with the very difficult language of 
' that country, we have good reason to hope that gospel triumphs 
' will be witnessed there as elsewhere. 

Many of our Domestic Missions also continue to exhibit en- 
couraging signs of progress, especially those among the abori- 
gines of the country, and those established for the benefit of our 
foreign population. The Indian Missions have been attended 
with their usual prosperity ; and the missionaries, though called 
to endure great hardships, suffer many privations, and grapple 
with numerous adverse influences, are pursuing their toilsome 
work with a most commendable zeal, and with marked success. 
The German field is constantly enlarging, and more than a 
hundred devoted, laborious, and self-denying missionaries are 
engaged in proclaiming “the unsearchable riches of Christ” to 
their countrymen, in their own native language. A noble 
harvest, as will be seen by the reports from that field, has al- 
ready succeeded their pious toils. Encouraging efforts are also 
being made to evangelize the French, the Welsh, the Swedes, 
and the Norwegians, who have sought their homes in this land 
of freedom. Andit is ardently hoped that the day is near when 
mission stations shall be multiplied among these different classes 
of foreigners, and when multitudes of them shall have been 
brought to the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus. 

But beautiful and pleasing as is the picture we have thus 
briefly drawn of our missions and missionary success, it has 
also its dark side. Your Board cannot but be deeply pained, 
| that in proportion to the agencies and resources of the Church, 
| so little has been done for the promotion of the cause in which 
they are engaged. The highest amount of receipts which has 
flowed into our treasury in any one year since the separation 
of the South, is $84,045 15. This sum is not sufficient to meet 
our expenditures, It will not cover the expenses of our present 
missions,—much less warrant any enlargement. And unless 
there is a considerable advance upon former contributions, we 
must soon be plunged not only into a state of painful insolvency, 
but be obliged to reduce the number of our missionaries, and 
thus curtail our missionary field. Such a result would stamp 
an indelible stigma on the character of the Church, and is, for 
other and weightier reasons, to be deprecated by all good men. 
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At the meeting of the General Missionary Committee, held 
in May, 1849, for the purpose of making the annual appropria- 
tion, much anxiety was felt as to the state of the funds. Nu- 
merous and urgent calls were made upon them to occupy new 
and opening fields, and to strengthen some of the old ones. 
But with little increase in the annual receipts, and an almost 
exhausted treasury, they scarcely felt themselves warranted in 
making any enlargement. Having been frequently urged, how- 
ever, frony various quarters, to enlarge the field, and trust the 
people for the necessary funds, they finally ventured upon the 
measure. ‘The sum appropriated for missions for the year just 
closed, was $100,000. In making this appropriation, the Com- 
mittee and the Board have thrown themselves upon the in- 
tegrity of the Church. The response from our people must 
determine whether this policy was well or ill judged. Though 
we have yielded in this case to the opinions and importunities 
of others, it still remains to be seen whether the apostolic in- 
junction, “ owe no man anything,” should not apply to benevo- 
lent organizations, as well as to Christian individuals. 

It becomes our painful duty to record the death of one of our 
most laborious and faithful missionaries among the Indians. 
Rev. L. F.. Harris, preacher in charge of the Flint River Mis- 
sion, has ended his warfare on earth in the midst of victory 
and giory. He died at his post, of a fever of fourteen days con- 
tinuance, on the 7th of May, 1849. He has left the world la- 
mented by all who knew him, both red and white men. 
His zeal for the Lord doubtless hastened his dissolution. But 
we “sorrow not as those who have no hope,” confidently be- 
lieving he has gone to reap his reward in heaven. 

We also have to record the death of Rev. Elijah Johnson, 
one of our oldest missionaries in Liberia. He departed this life. 
at the White Plains station, on Friday, March 23d, 1849. He 
was one of the pioneers in the enterprise of Americo-African 
colonization, and it may be said, that under God he was the 
father of Methodism in Liberia. He went out in the ship 
Elizabeth, the May-F lower of Liberia, in 1820; and was among 
the ill-fated ones who were thrown upon the dreadful swamp 
of Sherbro. But it was in the order of Providence he should 
survive, and enjoy comparatively good health; and it was per- 
haps more through his lively disposition, and habitual activity, 
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than through anything else, that a vestige of the colony re- 
mained when the Nautilus arrived at Sierra Leone, in 1821. 

Brother Johnson removed to Monrovia in 1822, and though 
almost entirely destitute of education, manifested so much na- 
tural good sense, and practical industry, that he was soon pro- 
moted to offices of trust and responsibility, the duties of which 
he invariably performed ably and faithfully. At one period, 
during the absence of the agent of the Colonization Society, he 
was appoirited to conduct its affairs, which were carried on to 
the entire satisfaction of those interested. He was at different 
times selected as a commissioner to treat with the natives, and 
his transactions with them were characterized by a deep regard 
for the interests of the colony, and a proper appreciation of the 
rights of the natives, who were led by this means to regard him 
with almost a superstitious reverence, so that in peace his word 
was law, and in war his name a tower of strength, 

From the time Brother Johnson entered the ministry, he la- 
boured indefatigably for the interests of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. He connected himself with the Church in her infan- 
cy, when there were few to help, and his time, talents, and 
money were thenceforth freely bestowed in her behalf. But he 
rests from “his labours, and his works do follow him.” He 
has left a wife and eight children to mourn their loss. 

It was stated in our last Report, that Rev. Isaac Owen, of the 
Indiana, and Rev. William Taylor, of the Baltimore Conference, 
had been sent out as missionaries to California. We are happy 
to learn that these brethren, with their families, have arrived at 
their respective destinations in safety and good health. Brother 
Taylor arrived at San Francisco on the 21st of September, 
1849, after a voyage of a little over five months ; and Brother 
Owen reached Sacramento City just one month later, after a 
long and tedious journey of about eight months, by the over- 
land route. Our latest accounts bring the information that 
both these missionaries have entered upon their labours with 
great zeal, and under favourable auspices. 

In relation to the matter of this Report, your Managers have 
taken great pains to obtain all possible information from our 
several mission fields. The Corresponding Secretary has called, 
both by letters and through the Church periodicals, for Sanwa 
reports from the missions. But, after all, there is too much 
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reason to believe that, in some ‘instances, defects will appear. 
Such information, however, as we have been able to procure 
will be spread out on the subsequent pages, under the appro- 
priate heads ; sometimes in the language of the missionaries 
themselves, but more generally in a form somewhat condensed. 

In presenting a detailed view of the several missions under 
the care of this Society, we shall pursue our usual order, com- 
mencing with 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Under this general designation, we have included, the past 
year, the Liberia, Oregon, South American, China, and Cali- 
fornia Missions. To these must be added the new mission to 
Germany, which was provided for at the meeting of the Gene- 
ral Missionary Committee, held in May, 1849. 

In a brief survey of these missions, separately, we shall ob- 
serve our usual order, commencing with 


1. Liberia Mission.

It is now two years since Brother Benham, from ill health, 
was obliged to abandon the superintendency of this mission, and 
return to the United States. More than a year elapsed before 
the Bishops could obtain such a man as they deemed suitable, 
with whom to supply this vacancy. Meanwhile, the Bishop 
having charge of Foreign Missions had adopted the measure 
of districting the field, and appointing three presiding elders, 
who, during the absence of a regular Superintendent, might 
exercise a supervision over the interests of the mission. ‘This, 
though a judicious arrangement, under the circumstances, was 
not deemed sufficient to exclude the necessity of having a white 
Superintendent in that field. Accordingly, at as early a period 
during the past year as was practicable, Bishop Morris selected 
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. 
for this responsible position, Rev. N. S. Bastion, of the Illinois 
Annual Conference. After arranging his affairs in Illinois, 
Brother Bastion, with his wife and child, came on to New-York 
in the latter part of July last. 

As the “Liberia Packet” was expected to sail very soon, and 
as it was exceedingly desirable he should go out in her, he pro- 
ceeded at once to make arrangements for the voyage. In pur- 
chasing necessary articles for his outfit, he laboured under seri- 
ous disadvantages, for want of sufficient time. He sailed on 
the 1st of August, and arrived in Monrovia on the 19th of Sep- 
tember, 1849, just fifty days from the time of his embarkation at 
Baltimore. 

Since his arrival we have received large despatches from the 
Mission, under date of November 12th; but as the Liberia Con- 
ference had not yet been held, no regular annual report was 
sent. From these despatches we learn that, up to the time of 
writing, Brother and Sister Bastion had both escaped a regular 
attack of the African fever. They were deeply afflicted, how- 
ever, by the loss of their little boy, their only child, who was 
suddenly taken from them by death, soon after their arrival. 
We gather from the communications received, that some por- 
tions of the Mission have been favoured with an encouraging 
‘degree of spiritual prosperity. This is true especially of Mon- 
rovia, Millsburg, Caldwell, New-Virginia, New-Georgia, &c.; 
in all of which places numbers have been converted to God and 
added to the Church. 

On account of the hostile attitude of neighbouring tribes, and 
the alarming rumours of war, the Goulah station is, for the 
present, abandoned. Much anxiety and the deepest feeling 
seem to pervade the minds of our brethren in Africa respecting 
the educational interests of the Mission. Our Superintendent, 
also, appears to be greatly interested in this matter. But the 
plans and projects suggested in our despatches relative to this 
subject failed to secure the full approbation of the Board. 

Several communications from our missionaries in Africa, re- 
lating to the work in their respective charges, accompanied the 
advices of our Superintendent. But as some of these have al- 
; ready appeared in our Church papers, we deem it unadvisable 

to insert in this Report more than the following extract from 
one of Brother Bastion’s letters :— 
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* You will see from the letters of the preachers, that the work in this part of the 
Conference is in a state of great prosperity, and that the stations ‘up the river,” 
(St. Paul’s,) have, during several weeks past, enjoyed unusual times of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord. ‘The town of Monrovia has also enjoyed a very 
extraordinary outpouring of the Spirit of God. You will also learn from these ~ 
letters, the particulars of the meeting which has been in progress here during some 
two or three weeks, and has continued up to the present time. The Church has 
been greatly quickened ; an unusual spirit of grace and supplication has been poured 
out upon the members, and in answer to their entreaties. Through the faithful laboura 
of Brother Wilson, and the other preachers, travelling and local, in the vicinity, 
the spirit of conviction has gone abroad in the congregation, the town, and the 
country. The people have flocked to the altar by scores, like ‘ doves to their 
windows,’ and their weary spirits have found rest in Jesus. Numbers of weeping 
penitents have been seen in the house, the fields, and the streets. O, it would 
have made your heart ache and rejoice at once, to have seen the poor natives 
walking over these hills and plains, with downcast look seeking the Lord. These 
unsophisticated children of nature, when under conviction, are honest and sincere. 
They act out their feelings without disguise, and although, like other (might I not 
say all other) seekers, they may sometimes have mistaken notions as to manner,, 
yet God understands them, and they are as docile as little children. I will explain 
myself by an incident. In the highest state of the excitement, after the burial of 
our little boy, I was out in the grave-yard, superintending the clearing away and 
improving of the mission burial-ground. Several of the natives, who were under 
deep conviction, and some of whom had not partaken of food for several days, were 
solemnly pacing through the grounds; some lying prostrate, full-length, on the 
graves, on the damp earth, under a sun almost vertical, with only their heads 
covered with their rude cloth. They were asked, ‘What are you doing here? 
Answer, ‘ Live pray, find God.’ Fearing their native superstition might have 
something to do with their praying in the burial-ground, and lying on the graves, 
they were advised to abandon these things; that they could as well find the Lord 
at home, by retiring to a private place, upon their knees, or otherwise. They at 
once left off what was objectionable in their conduct, and many of them have been 
converted, and are happy in God their Saviour. They give a very clear account 
of their conversion, relying alone in the blood of the Crucified. O, it would fill 
‘you with gratitude to see their countenances radiant with a smile of heavenly love, 
and their tongues magnifying their Redeemer. 

«A large number of Liberian citizens and their children have also been the 
subjects of this good work. Taking ail the places where this revival has prevailed, 
considerably over one hundred have been converted, the most of whom have united 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. Let the friends of missions know that their 
money is not thrown away upon Africa. 

“© Several letters from the preachers and teachers, and the numbers of Africa’s 
Luminary accompanying this, will show you that the work in general is in as 
healthy and prosperous a condition as at any former period, if not more so. The 
few points from which I have received no letters, I have heard from by Mr. Gurley, 
who went down the coast with the packet to Palmas, while I was compelled to re- 
main with my family. Some of these places are favoured with revivals, and ail 
are doing well. The only exception is found in the Goulah mission and school, at 
Mount Andrew and Morrisburg. Owing to the hostile attitude of the tribes lying 
contiguous to that in which the mission is located, this far interior station will, for 
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a time, have to be abandoned, perhaps for some months. This you will learn from 
the letters of the preacher, and those of the teacher. 

« It appears plain to my mind, that nothing can now retard the progress of our 
missions in this land, unless it be the want of a good high-school, in which to rear 
up an abundant supply of well-qualified teachers, to supply, as they shall rapidly 
increase in number, all your schools.”

The following letter from Brother Roberts, dated November 
6th, 1849, will furnish the only account we have received of the 
state and prospects of the missions in Oregon and California, 
since the organization of the new Conference; and also their 
progress during the past year :— 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY OF THE Missionary SocieTy oF THE 
Meruopist Eriscopan Cuurcn. 


Salem, Oregon Territory, November 6, 1849. 

Dear Brotuer,—In accordance with the provisions of the last General Confer- 
ence, and the instructions of Bishop Waugh, communicated in his letter of Sep- 
tember 25th, 1848, the preachers in the employ of the mission were called together 
at the chapel of the Oregon Institute, on the 5th of September, 1849, and a con- 
ference organized, under the style and title of the Oregon and California Mission 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Since my return from California, 
the amount of work which had accumulated during my absence has occupied 
every moment of time,—so fully, that I have written but one letter to you, and 
that I now find will never reach its destination. It is of no moment, as I shall 
embody in this communication everything to which it related. 

Last night I arrived at home, having just finished my first tour of quarterly 
meetings on this part of the district since conference. Your letters of May 24th 
and June 20th, together with one from Brother Kidder, and two from Brother 
Johnston, came to hand to-day. So that with all our increased facilities of corre- 
spondence, one of these letters was over five months in reaching Oregon, The 
mail steamers do not come to Oregon, and there are none others here 3 perhaps 
the Massachusetts may be excepted, which is somewhere on the Pacific coast, in 
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the government service. ‘The mail is carried in the sail vessels, which carry lum- 
ber, &c., and receives such attention as the mania for gold will allow. We had 
understood the contract of the Pacifie Mail Company to require the steamers to 
come to Oregon ; but such is not the construction put upon it by the agents on this 
coast, and we must still submit with patience, I suppose, to such delays as are 
unavoidable. 

There is much difficulty for sailing vessels ta enter the Columbia at some sea- 
sons. Head winds, fog, and smoky weather prevail for weeks together. Seven 
or eight vessels have just arrived from California, and one of them, with an inex- 
perienced captain, was out fifty days. Water and provisions falling short, a boat 
was sent ashore, which swamped in the surf, and three men were lost. 

This state of things, so far as the mail is concerned, cannot long continue. Cu- 
pidity, which now keeps the steamers away, will, if nothing else, soon bring them 
here. Although there are, as yet, no very rich gold mines discovered in Oregon, 
the facilities for getting gold are more abundant here than in any country I am 
acquainted with. Groceries, dry-goods, agricultural implements, mechanical la- 
bour, and indeed all sorts of labour, are immensely high ; and when the truth be- 
comes known, the tide of emigration will flow to Oregon. When the tidings of 
the gold really took possession of the people of Oregon, in 1848, it interfered with 
everything, so that from about May until February, I found no means of com- 
munciation with you at all. 

This is what “was the matter.” Nothing but impossibility has, or ever will, 
while I am concerned in the matter, prevent you from receiving communications 
at least quarterly. Before leaving this question of correspondence, let me request, 
when you send letters in duplicate, that one copy be directed to me at San 
Francisco, care Rey. William Taylor, or such Methodist preacher as you may know 
to be there. Otherwise, I cannot stop my own letters even if at San Francisco, 
on the arrival of the mail. There is reason to think that all of your communica- 
tions, up to June 20th, have been received: some of them were delayed considera- 
bly. Capt. Gelston did not come to Oregon, but sent his letters and goods by the 
first conveyance. “ 

According to the instructions of Bishop Waugh,I went to California, and travel- 
led over such+parts of it as seemed to be necessary, and time would allow. Leav- 
ing home on the 6th of June, I crossed the bar of the Columbia, in the auxiliary 
steam-ship Massachusetts, on the 16th, and arrived at San Francisco on the 20th, 
just an hour too. late to send letters by the steamer for Panama, which started that 
day at noon. From California L-sent communications to you three times, twice 
from Francisco, and once from the rue Mill. These despatches I trust did not 
miscatty, y contained the Amifual Report, and give a detail of my California 
tour. ..::. some six hundred miles by land, and visiting every place of 
importance that seemed to call for immediate attention, I left on the 30th July, in 
the brig Forést, for the Columbia river. Brothers Owen and Taylor had not yet 
arrived, and I was elled to leave without seeing then. In order to facilitate 
their work, and | hat prepare the way of the Lord, I bought, before leaving 
home, the materials for a church, 24 by 40 feet, and had it framed on the banks of 
the Walamet river. It arrived at San Francisco before I left. A lot was purchased, 
and such other arrangements made as would soon furnish a place of worship, 

Our voyage was greatly lengthened out by calms and head winds. On the 
twentieth day we made the Cape, and after striking once very gently on the north 
sands, failed to get in. The next day it was smoky and foggy, so that we could 
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not see the land-marks. We continued standing off and on for four days, when we 
made another attempt, but were compelled to anchor inside the bar, near the spot 
where I spent a night on board the Whiton, in 1847. Itis an uncomfortable spot ; 
the vessel pitches badly; the breakers are on all sides, and very near; the Cape 
is some four miles distant, and I begin to think that “ Disappointment” is its proper 
name, The next morning we succeeded in entering the river, and by Saturday 
night at 12 o’clock I reached Oregon City, in time to attend my quarterly meeting. 
Thus have I been absent from the country sixty-nine“days, twenty-nine of which 
py were spent on the ocean, and forty in California. The tour was one of absorbing 
interest and exhausting labour. I met many an old acquaintance from the land of 
my birth, and was permitted to bear testimony in favour of the gospel of Christ, 
among hundreds where, with fearful emphasis, iniquity abounds. 

Whatever opinion may be formed of the prospects of success in the immediate 

/ conversion of sinners in California—and I am not without strong hope even in this— 
there is work enough to do in strengthening the hearts and hands of God’s people, 
in reclaiming the prodigal, in instructing the youth, in visiting the sick and dying, 
and restraining the wickedness of the wicked, to engage all the enterprising piety 
and sanctified talent we can lay under contribution. 

I received much assistance from my excellent friend and brother, Capt. Gelston, 
and in former letters have made mention of others, who, if yet alive, are working 
for God and his Church. : 

Meeting with Mrs. Roberts at Oregon City, and learning the children were well, 
I remained there until the following Wednesday, when we once more tested the 
excellency of horseback exercise, and by sun-down were at our own fireside, 
thankful once more to find our family circle still complete: 

There is some sickness in Oregon this autumn,—intermittent and bilious fevers 
‘are found along some of the water-courses, while persons residing at a distance are 
entirely exempt. My residence is nearly a mile from the Walamet river; and while 
nearly every family on the banks of the river at Salem is afflicted, mine is exempt. 
The town is situated close to the water, and some families use river water for 

_ culinary purposes. 

The time for our conference was now at hand; on the day above mentioned 
the brethren met, and after appropriate religious exercises, and the appointment of 
a secretary, pro tem., an extract was read from the Bishop’s letter, stating the ac- 
tion of the General Conference of May, 1848, in relation to the Pacific coast, and 
authorizing the organization of an Annual Conference, under the style and title 
aforesaid, some time in the autumn of 1849. ' 

Brothers Owen and Taylor were not present, of course ; and the conference had 
no information that they had yet reached the place of their destination. ‘The busi- 
ness of the conference proceeded with the utmost harmony and good feeling. 
Brother Wilbur is Secretary. Accompanying this, I send a copy of the Minutes 
intended for the General Conference, which you will please preserve and forward 
accordingly, as we have no other representative. A superr 


merary relation was 
granted to Brother Leslie, at his own request. 


Four persons were admitted on trial: 
Joseph E. Parrott, John M’Kinney,. James O. Raynor, and Chauncey O. Hosford. 
William Helm, a located elder from the Kentucky Conference, was admitted. 
Close and diligent attention was given to the various causes of missions, the circu- 
lation of the Bible, Sabbath-schools, and education generally. A Conference Mis- 
sionary Society was organized, and on Sabbath afternoon a missionary meeting 


was held. After an appropriate sermon by Brother Leslie, a collection was taken, 
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amounting to $46 37. The pledges which were given, most of which were paid 
on the spot, increased the amount to $260 87; the congregation consisting of 
thirty adults and seventeen children. 

The first annual ‘meeting of the Oregon Bible Society was held during the confer- 
ence. A sermon in behalf of the Bible cause was preached on Sabbath morning, 
and the meeting for business was held on Monday. The moneys collected for 
the cause were,—on old subscription, $45. Collection, $43. Subscription in 
advance, $39. Total, $127. 

The committee on periodicals reported that there are twenty subscribers to the 
Christian Advocate and Journal, six to the Western Christian Advocate, seven to 
the Quarterly Review, and seven to the Ladies’ Repository. But you will find, 

if Brother Wallis’s communications are received, that the number is greatly in- 
creased, If justice could only be done to Oregon in the establishment of a mail 
route through the country, we could circulate our periodicals in almost every 
family, even at the present exorbitant rates of postage. 

A pastoral address was sent out by the conference, chiefly in relation to the sup- 
port of the ministry, and it is hoped that it will exert a redeeming influence among 
the people. Times have changed in Oregon. Previous to the discovery of gold, 
in regard to money, the people were in abject poverty ; now they are in affluence. 
It remains to be seen if they will support the men who bring’ them the bread of 
life. I trust that they will do this most cheerfully, wherever they are in sufficient 
numbers. The following statistics were reported :— 
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The conference closed its session at noon on Monday, and is to hold its next 
session at Oregon City, on the first Wednesday in September, 1850. The follow-

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There was a measure of prosperity on our, circuits during the summer season. 
Two camp-meetings were held, one at Yamhill, on the old ground, the other at 

Salem. At the former place the power of God was manifest, more in reclaiming 
- the backslidden, and building up believers, than in the conversion of sinners. There 
was more than ordinary liberty in preaching the word, and many persons found it 
a precious season. A collection was taken for the poor, amounting to $65, and 
another for missionary purposes, amounting to $80. The preachers on this circuit 
have been steadily at their work, and God has blest their labours. 

Another camp-meeting was held at Salem, in July. It was a cold, stormy sea- 
son, so that little was done until Sabbath evening, when a gracious work began. 
Such were the indications of Divine power, that the meeting was continued until 
Tuesday. The students at the Institute shared liberally at this meeting. Some 
twelve of them were converted and joined the Church. 

During the summer, one of the sons of Brother Helm, after a lingering illness, 
died in the faith. I think the affliction has been sanctified, and that Brother Helm 
is more than ever devoted to his work. Brother Wilbur laboured as Principal of 
the Institute up to the time of the conference, with much acceptability and useful- 
ness. Perhaps he never had a post assigned him more congenial to his feelings, 
or more profitable to those under his care, than during this period. Sister Wilbur 
was his faithful co-worker in the primary department, until her health failed under 
her severe labours, some time in July. 

The department was then placed in the hands of Brother Hosford until confer- 
ence. Immediately on the close of conference, we held a camp-meeting on the 
Colapovia. The time was injudiciously chosen. It came too soon after confer- 
ence. ‘The preachers, who had to move their families, could not attend; for all 
the moving in Oregon ought to be done before the first of October. 

The meeting was moderately attended, and although I know of no one case of 
conversicn, it was a profitable season to many. We have a most excellent society 
here. ; ; 

_The Rey. Mr. Spalding, who so narrowly escaped being murdered in the upper 
country, is keeping a school near this place. He was with us at the meeting, and 
among many others, several of the children of his school came forward for prayers. 
A Dr. N., who had once been an official member in our Church, came forward and 
was blest. ‘There was some interest in the case of a Universalist who was present : 
taking umbrage at some strong things a brother had said in his sermon against his 
favourite notions, he called the preacher to account for it after the sermon was 
over, on Sunday evening. It seemed the matter was not mended any by private 
discourse, for before the conversation ended, the poor fellow awoke to a conscious- 
ness of his error, and with heartfelt sincerity begged the brethren to pray for him. 
Since that time meetings have been held at his house. 

No sooner was the camp-meeting over, than, in company with Mrs. Roberts, Hi 
hastened to Oregon City, to arrange the goods that came out in the Whiton for 
distribution among the mission families. Several days were thus occupied ; and 
when we were ready to return, one of the little trials which sometimes befall 
travellers in this country happened to us. Our horses were missing, 

An opportunity occurring, Mrs. Robertd rode home in a wagon, which, by the 
way, nearly proved fatal to her ; for, being kept out in the cold night air until mid- 
night, she took the severest cold she has had this side the mountains. The lost 
horses were found on the Molalla river, and cost me an additional twenty miles 
ride. By the time I was ready to start, Brother Campbell came up to the city from 
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California; he had been sick nigh unto death, and was now almost too feeble to 
sit on a horse ; but transferring my saddle to Mrs. Roberts’s favourite riding horse, 
I placed the sick man on it, and by night had him at my fireside, fifty miles nearer 
his own home. The next day I accompanied him home, and enjoyed the satisfac- 
tion of seeing a man just rescued from the grave, in that land of sickness and 
death, placed in the bosom of his family. A brother Leander Ballow, an excellent 
local preacher, who went in company with Brother Campbell, now sleeps the sleep 
of death in California, leaving a widow and seven little children. 

It had been my intention to take Brothers Waller and Wilbur at this time, and 
visit the Dalles, crossing the cascade mountains, by way of Barbow’s road. But 
Brother Wilbur was taken very sick with fever, so that the expedition is abandoned 
for the present. The quarterly meetings were arranged so as to be held in four 
successive weeks, in the middle month of the quarter, commencing with Oregon 
City. 

At that meeting I was exceedingly sick with a cold, just able to drag myself to 
church and preach, with no power whatever to enter into any other exercises of 
the meeting. Brother Wilbur is yet very feeble. The moral condition of this 
place is deplorable. The two or three companies of soldiers which came overland 
last season are quartered here. Every part of the city is crammed full. I have 
reason to believe that when Brother Wilbur shall have regained his health, he will 
enlist some of them as soldiers for Christ. There are no chaplains with them at 
present. Some of the soldiers are serious, but Ido not know of a pious officer 
among them. They are under the command of Col. Loring, who lost an arm at 
the gates of Mexico. 

On the Saturday and Sabbath following, the quarterly meeting was on Mary’s 
river circuit, in the Belknap settlement. That isa choice circuit, and this a choiee 
partofit, The location is fifty miles above the Institute, west of the Walamet, and 
the surrounding country is “like unto the garden of the Lord; like unto the land 
of Egypt as thou comest unto Zoar.” It was a good meeting. I was edified with 
the evidences of spirituality among the people. But it cost me a most painful ride 
to get there. The day was hot, the atmosphere smoky, and the wind north, so 
that, like some travellers on the highway of life, we rode all day in our own dust. 
Not having recovered from my catarrh, I laboured under the most oppressive sense 
of suffocation. fs 

At Yamhill, the week following, the meeting was well attended ; but before the 
next Saturday and Sabbath, the time appointed for Salem circuit, the autumn rains 
came on with such violence that the attendance was very small. As this is anew 
era in our ecclesiastical history, quite an amount of time was taken up in arranging 
the temporalities of the church, and laying plans to support the preachers. 

This round on the district has been too hurried to accomplish what I had de- 
sired. My little affliction, and the pressure of official duties, have denied me that 
full and free intercourse with the people which is indispensable to prosperity. The 
rains of this season were very late in coming on, so that our dry season was un- 
usually long. As is usual, the country was overspread with fires, and the smoke 
became so dense as to be almost beyond endurance. In some cases it was abso- 
lutely unsafe to go out from the roads or trails into the prairies, lest you could not 
find your way home again. The constant smoke of the dry season is a feature of 
the country at once disagreeable and unhealthy. And yet, at its commencement, 
there are to be witnessed, at times, scenes of surpassing beauty. I have travelled 
along the western slope of the cascade range of mountains, where the forests for 
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miles above me were on fire. No pyrotechny of art can compare in beauty with 
these fire-works of nature. And 1 have prayed, while gazing on the scene, that 
the few labourers in the work of the ministry in this dark land might be so suc- 
cessful in kindling the fires of piety in every settlement, and in every family, that 
the lust of sin would be consumed, its darkness driven away, and the benighted 
traveller guided in safety along his pathway to heaven. 
I am, dear brother, yours in Christ, 
Witi1am Roserts. 

P. S. Tuesday evening, November 28th, 1849. I am now in Oregon City ; 
have rode fifty miles to-day to get my despatches into the mail. But I find that the 
minutes of the conference are not ready, and, withal, I must return to my home and 
get the Bishop’s letter, an extract of which is to go into them. I do my best, and 
then if the papers get safely and speedily into your hands, well; and if they get 
swamped in the intervening distance, well. I allude to this, to explain if the 
minutes do not come to hand with the rest. Brother Wilbur is much better. This 
city is getting to be a very Sodom—worse and worse every day. The Rev. St. 
Michael Fackler, son-in-law to Brother Wilbur, is Principal of the Institute, and 
the school is doing well. Miss Mary Leslie has charge of the primary department. 
More next mail, 


3. South American Mission. 
Missionary, D. D. Lore. 

This mission continues to be sustained by the “Society for 
the Promotion of Christian Worship in Buenos Ayres ;” and 
they will hereby receive the grateful acknowledgments of the 
Board and of the Society, for the liberality with which they have 
supported our missionary. “Several communications have been 
received from Brother Lore during the year, but up to the time 
of writing this, no regular annual report. From our despatches, 
we gather that the mission presents a more favourable aspect 
than formerly. The followingdetter, dated in the latter part of 
July last, shows an encouraging state of prosperity even in 
Buenos Ayres :— 

To tue Boarp or Manacers or THE Misstonary Society oF THE 
Meruopist ‘Episcopan, Cuurcn. 


Dear Breruren,—There is nothing that has made me feel more sensibly my 
isolated condition, and that would sooner excite a desire to return to our own fa- 
voured land, than:the many revival notices published from time to time in our 
Christian Advocate. ‘These never fail to call up in strong contrast my present cir- 
cumstances with those of other days, when I also partook of the enjoyments, and 
shared in the labours of religious revivals. These notices have, at times, made me 
almost long for home ; for there is nothing so dear to a minister’s heart as the 
prosperity of the work of the Lord, and nothing so gratifying as the privilege of 
seeing it. 

In a conversation some time since with an American gentleman resident here, upon 
the state of the congregation, and the prospect of accomplishing good, he remarked 
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to this effect: “'Thatif the minister succeeded in imposing a check on our country- 
men, and induced church attendance, and the maintenance of outward respect for 
religion, it was all he could expect. In accomplishing this, he would accomplish 
much. As for conversions, they were quite out of the question.” 

It seems to be conceded that this, spiritually, is a barren field, yielding but little 
fruit. The good Dr. Bangs, in one of his excellent articles on the “ Present State 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” says, in reference to South America, ‘in this 
last place I grant but little comparatively has been done.” Also, in an editorial in 
the Christian Advocate of March Ist, in noticing a communication read to your 
Board, the editor remarks: ‘ Brother Lore writes encouragingly, although he re- 
ports no conversions.” It was sadly true, when I penned that communication: 
there were no satisfactory cases of conversion to report. 

Such was the state, and such were the opinions of this field of labour. And 
this strong contrast with the condition of things as reported at home, we say, has 
been calculated somewhat to depress the spirits. But since then brighter days 
have dawned upon us. We have been visited with the liftings up of the light of 
God’s countenance. We have had a revival; and it is still in progress... We have 
already gathered some of its fruits, and more is mellowing and ripening, under the 
influence of the Holy Spirit. True, we cannot tell of scores and hundreds added 
to the Lord ;. yet surely the times of refreshing from the presence of the Lord have 
visited us. We must report a revival. 

You have already been apprized by a very brief notice of the gracious visitation 
experienced by us. Buta more extended and minute detail’ would perhaps be 
satisfactory. 

The first indications of special influence manifested themselves under the regular 
means of grace. The word was preached plainly and pointedly, and under it much 
seriousness was apparent for a long time. And the minister began to fear that the 
effect was like the morning cloud and the early dew. 

But the set time was come to favour our little Zion. At one of our Sabbath 
afternoon prayer-meetings, the first public and decided step was taken. A young 
man tremblingly arose, and with tears confessed his sins; acknowledged his re- 
sistance of the Holy Spirit, and humbly begged an interest in the prayers of God’s 
people. You can scarcely imagine the effect produced on our praying circle, ga- 
thered in the dining-room of the parsonage We had many times enjoyed refresh- 
ing seasons there, but this was like the gushing forth of the waters from the smitten 
rock, to the thirsting Israelites in the wilderness, We thanked God, took courage, 
and rejoiced exceedingly. . 

We appointed an extra prayer-meeting for the following evening, and continued 
so to do from time to time, with an occasional general class. These meetings in- 
duced me to say of my former despondency, “* This was my infirmity, but I’ will 
remember the years of the right hand of the Most High. Thy way, O God, is in 
the sanctuary ; who is so great a God as our God !” 

The interest increased, and spread from one to another, until about a dozen pro- 
fessed to pass from death unto life. I assure you, brethren, it was cheering to the 
heart of the missionary to have those who had been seekers visit me, one after 
another, bearing glad tidings. For when a soul is converted, here, as at home, 
there is no desire to conceal it. 

At our ensuing love-feast, held on the 30th of March, (at which Brother Lenhart 
was present, late of the New-Jersey Conference, now chaplain in the United States 
Navy, and on duty at this station, and acted as presiding elder for us,) we received 
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twelve persons on probation. A hundred, in one of your congregations at home, 
would not have been so great an event as this was with us. Nine of those who 
joined were males: six young men, and three heads of families, and three females- 
Nearly all of these already give evidence of usefulness and honour to the Church. 
Those who were heads of families erected the family altar, and already the wives 
of two of the husbands have united with the Church. 

One of them said to me, a few days since, that she could not describe, or be 
thankful enough for, the great change effected in their family. Formerly the Sab- 
bath-day was a weariness to them. They had neither employment nor enjoyment 
suitable to it; but now it was hailed with delight, and parted with with regret. 

This work of grace continues to progress, The spirit and results of revival are 
still manifesting themselves. Since the first accessions at the love-feast, we have 
received six more, making in all eighteen, as the fruit of this reviving visitation. 
And there are yet several others deeply serious, who have expr&ssed their deter- 
mination to seek the Lord, and have been, and still are, using the means of grace. 
We are praying that they may be brought in, yea, that many may be added to our 
number, of such as shall be saved; for we have many in our congregation, and 
to whom we have access, who must be born again, or die to all eternity. There 
are many of our young people, who have been trained in our Sabbath-school, just 
now at an age when it is altogether important for them to make choice of reli- 
gion. 

We are now spread into two bands. The increase in our numbers has made 
it necessary to form a second class. It meets in my study, and is led by myself, 
on Wednesday afternoon at four o’clock. It has thus far been an exceedingly pro- 
fitable meeting. ’ 

From all of which it may be inferred, that the general condition of our congre- 
gation, in a spiritual sense, is good. Perhaps it was never better than at present. 
Greater interest is felt, by a greater number, than ever before. It is evidently 
beginning to be believed that good-can and will be accomplished. In point of 
numbers it is fully sustained ; it is certain that there is no decrease in the attend- 
ance ; and the prospect is, I think, encouraging for a gradual and permanent 
increase. 

Our Sunday-school also continues to flourish; it is constantly receiving acces- 
sions to its numbers; so, upon the whole, the religious aspect of our affairs is 
truly encouraging. And we would fain hope that our South American mission 
will yet be as a fruitful field which the Lord doth bless. We do most earnestly 
solicit an interest in the prayers of the Board, and of all the lovers of Zion.

In another letter, dated December 4th, the Sabbath-school is 
represented to be in a flourishing condition; the class-meeting 
manifestly improving, and prospects generally growing brighter. 
Brother Lore suggests the importance of extending our borders 
in thatcountry. He says, “there are many American, English, 
Scotch, and German families, located in the surrounding 
country, who are entirely destitute of the means of grace, and 
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who might be reached by a faithful missionary operating upon 
the circuit plan.” He thinks there would be no difficulty 
respecting his support. He promises to write more fully on this 
subject at a future time. If the regular annual report should 
be received before this goes to press, we will give the statistics 
of this mission in another place. (See Appendix B.) 


4. China Mission. 
MISSIONARIES. 
Rey. Judson D. Collins. Rey. Moses C. White. Rev. Robert S. Maclay. 


As was apprehended at the time of publishing our last Report, 
Rev. Henry Hickok, owing to an entire failure of his health, 
was, at an early period of 1849, compelled to retire from our 
mission-field at Fuh-Chau. Yielding to the unanimous advice 
of his physicians, his colleagues, and his associates of other mis- 
sions, he and his lady embarked for the United States, as the 
only course promising to prolong life and restore health. 

The Board feel themselves indebted to numerous individuals 
for kind attention shown to Mr. and Mrs. Hickok, prior to their 
final embarkation, and while in a most enfeebled state of health. 
Having no other means of conveyance down the coast, they 
were kindly offered a passage from the river Min to Hong-Kong, 
in her Britannic Majesty’s brig-of-war Scout. Rev. George 
Loomis, chaplain of the American Seamen’s Friend Society, 
met them at Hong-Kong, for the express purpose of arranging 
for their passage. ‘Through his influence, excellent accommo- 
dations at a reduced price were offered them by Mr. Carter, 
agent of a fine ship then about to sail for New-York. 

"A kind Providence conducted them safely on their way. 
Brother Hickok’s health gradually improved on the voyage, 
and in the month of July he arrived among his friends. His 
health has since so far recovered, as to enable him to enter 
upon pastoral labours in the East Genesee Conference, of which 
he was a member. 

About the time that Brother Hickok left Fuh-Chau, Brother 
Collins suffered a severe attack of illness. On his partial re- 
covery, he made an excursion as far north as Shanghai, taking 
occasion to visit the Christian missions established at that 
place, at the same time that he recruited his health. 

A 
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Subsequent to his return, and up to the first of November, 
1849, the date of our latest intelligence from the mission, the 
three brethren stationed there had enjoyed good health, and 
had been enabled to prosecute their labours with regularity 
and diligence. Notwithstanding the sickness that has been 
suffered at Fuh-Chau, all our missionaries concur in the 
opinion, that no port of China accessible to foreigners is, on the 
whole, more healthy. 

They also unite in regarding the location of the mission as 
highly favourable in most, if not all respects, to its general ob- 
jects. Far less of the prejudice against foreigners, so character- 
istic of the Chinese, is encountered at Fuh-Chau, than at Can- 
ton and Hong-Kong for example. Fortunately for the prospects 
of missionary labour, it is not likely that Fuh-Chau will ever 
become the seat of an extensive foreign trade. Nevertheless, it 
is in itself, and with reference to China, animportant city. Its 
position is central on the coast. It is the capital of a large pro- 
vince. It is surrounded by numerous other towns and villages, 
entirely accessible to our missionaries, and containing vast 
numbers of people speaking the common dialect of Fuh-Chau. 

Our missionaries have been convinced, by experience and 
observation, that we were providentially directed in selecting 
the proper location for our Christian efforts in China. 

They are also deeply impressed with the importance of es- 
tablishing a strong and well-furnished mission at the point 
selected. Such a mission is necessary for its own sake, that its 
members may have society and mutual co-operation. It is 
necessary, in view of providing against the contingencies of 
sickness and death, which are liable to occur, and to leave the 
mission in a powerless state, unless its number of labourers is 
sufficiently large to bear reduction in an emergency. A strong 
mission is necessary, in order to make an impression upon the 
public mind of the Chinese. 

Finally, a goodly number of labourers in the same field is 
desirable, in order to allow of a division of labour. Ina foreign 
mission, as in a Church, ali have not the same office. Sete 
must daxbet themselves especially to preaching the word in the 
colloquial dialect. Others must study the written language, in 
order to writing and printing tracts and Scriptures. It would 
be well, also, to have a Missionary Physician, who, in addition 
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to caring for the health of his associates, should heal the sick 
among the natives, ministering at once to the wants of body 
and soul. Besides this, there ought to be in every mission 
Christian teachers, who should devote themselves specially to 
instructing the young. At present, our missionaries are doing 
all they can to keep in action these various instrumentalities of 
usefulness. 

They go out daily into the crowded streets and preach, as 
well as they are able, Jesus Christ and the resurrection, to the 
groups who will listen to their voice. They distribute tracts 
and Scriptures printed under our own supervision, and find 
persons eager to receive them. One of the brethren, having 
had the advantages of a partial course of medical study, has 
opened a dispensary, in which he has treated many cases of 
disease; giving, at the same time, to the patients and their 
friends, religious instruction and Christian books. 

Each of the missionaries has under his personal supervision 
a day-school, taught by a Chinese master. In the three schools 
are sixty-four scholars, averaging an attendance of fifty boys 
per day. 

This mission is strictly in its infancy, and most of the labours 
devoted to it, thus far, contemplate prospective results. Never- 
theless, the labourers are not without present encouragement. 
They perceive a yielding of inveterate prejudices, a willingness 
to allow them to occupy portions of the city in which, at first, 
they could get no foothold. As they become more familiar 
with the language and customs of the people, they see greater 
openings for usefulness, and cherish stronger hopes of being 
able to accomplish the work whereunto they are sent. They 
have called earnestly and long for reinforcements, and it is a 
matter of reeret to the Board that a mission family, such as we 
have been diligently inquiring for, has not been found and sent 
to their aid during the past year. We hope that, before another 
year shall elapse, at least two more missionaries and their wives 
may be on their way to this distant and important field. We 
hope, moreover, that the intelligent and earnest appeal which 
the mission has made for the establishment of a boarding-school 
for the literary and religious instruction of youth of both sexes 
will be responded to, and that the necessary sum for the erection 
of a suitable edifice for the purpose will be promptly raised by 
special contribution. 
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This mission, as the only one we have among the millions of 
China, and indeed in all Asia, is commended to the special at- 
tention of the Church, as deserving her most liberal support, 
and an abiding interest in her fervent prayers. 


5. The Mission to Germany. 


On the third of May, 1849, the Board of Managers resolved 
to establish a mission in Germany, and called upon the Episco- 
pacy to send one or more of our German missionaries to preach 
the Gospel in their native land. The results have already 
shown that this resolution was adopted under the guidance of 
a wise Providence. 

The Bishop appointed, as the first Missionary of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to Germany, the Rev. L. S. Jacoby, of the 
Illinois Conference, a man whose unusual qualifications for the 
post were well known to the appointing power, and have been 
already amply illustrated in his work. He was directed to 
proceed to Bremen, and to make that city and its harbour the 
centre of his labours. ‘There were various substantial reasons 
for this—one of the most important being the fact that Bremen is 
the principal point of embarkation for the vast numbers of emi- | 
grants from Germany to America. Nearly sixty thousand 
came from that point alone during the year 1849. The number 
of vessels from Bremen to New-York, in that year, was seventy ; 
besides many to Baltimore, New-Orleans, and other ports. 
Next to Bremen in importance in this respect, is Hamburg, from 
which port thirty-two vessels sailed for New-York in 1849. It 
will not be long before our Board will be called upon to esta- 
blish its missionaries and colporteurs in Hamburg also. 

Mr. Jacoby sailed from New-York in the Hermann, on 20th 
October, 1849, and reached Bremen on the 9th of November. 
He was kindly received by several persons of standing and in- 
fluence, to whom he had letters. He soon found that the Lord 
had a people there who would gladly acknowledge him as a 
brother and fellow-labourer in the Divine vineyard. | Finding 
that he could get tracts printed at the exceedingly low rate of 
fifteen hundred pages for sixty cents, he caused twelve of our 
tracts to be struck off at once, and soon commenced their dis- 
tribution. His next effort was to obtain a place for preaching ; 
and, after some delay, he succeeded in renting a saloon in the 
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Kramer-amt-Haus, (Grocers’ Hall,) capable of holding five hun- 
dred persons. His subsequent labours, and their fruits, may be 
best gathered from the following extracts from his letter to the 
Missionary Secretary, dated February 26, 1850 :— 


I. « What has been done. Ihave commenced with more labour than my feeble 
strength will allow ; but who can restrain himself when he sees the need and the 
desire of the people? JI preach in the city, every Sunday night, in the Kramer- 
amt-Haus. The saloon, which will accommodate,about five hundred persons, is 
filled half an hour before the meeting commences, and many have to go away for 
want of room. On Monday evenings I have for some time held a meeting for ex- 
hortation and prayer at my own house; but, to avoid the expense, (as I have to 
pay extra for the use of the house for such services,) I now hold the prayer-meet- 
ing at the house of one of our sisters. On Tuesday night I preach in a dancing. 
saloon, in one of the suburbs of the city. Here I have a very attentive congrega- 
tion of about three hundred; and many are asking the way of salvation. On 
Thursday night I lecture on Methodism in the Kramer-amt-Haus, explaining our 
doctrines and usages plainly and fully. Many prejudices have vanished. Pious 
Christians acknowledge that such agencies are needed here. On Friday evenings 
I hold a class-meeting, having received fourteen members on trial, at least half of 
whom have professed conversion since my labours commenced; the rest are be- 
lievers who have been revived and strengthened. Some others who have been 
converted have not yet joined us. 

‘In the distribution of tracts much has been done. Our tracts are very gladly 
received, and the tract containing our ‘ General Rules,’ with that entitled, «The 
Methodist Episcopal Church a Church of God,’ I have found very useful. Ihave 
also commenced the printing of Wesley’s Sermons in parts. Part I., containing 
ten sermons, is now ready, and they are sold for about 144 cents. The printing 
of the Hymn-Book will be finished by the. middle of March. It will be sold, in 
plain binding, for 27 cents. I have so arranged matters, that our Book-Concern 
can assume these publications whenever it is deemed advisable. 

“ Our work with the emigrants will lie at Bremerhaven, (the harbour of Bremen, 
about thirty-five miles from the city,) where they are already beginning to gather. 
On Friday we go there to labour. I have felt myself obliged to employ one of our 
brethren to aid me asa colporteur among the emigrants. 

«‘T haye commenced, at my own house, a library of religious books, to be cir. 
culated among the people—using for that purpose some of my own books, with 
others that I have bought. As yet, we have but about fifty volumes, including 
bound volunies of tracts, Cannot the Sunday-School Union aid us in this enter- 
prise ? 

II. “ What is needed to be done. In Bremen alone, the services of two preach- 
ers are needed. ‘The full time of one will be occupied in doing the work of a 
pastor, and in making and receiving visits. Eighty thousand people are here, and 
many are hungry for the Word of life. But there is the country! I have had in- 
vitations from many quarters with which it is impossible for me to comply. A 
young man is needed without delay for service in the country, and to assist also in 
labours for the emigrants. 

¢ We should establish a mission also at Hamburg without delay. I trust that 
the Board will make the arrangements in May. 
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“ Our place of worship in Bremen is secured for six months; but I cannot hope 
to get it for the winter months, as the dancing-saloon brings in a great deal of 
money in that season. For future use, we must either buy a house, or lease it for 
many years, and fit it up fora meeting-house. Let me make a proposition to erect 
the rmst Mernovist Episcoran Cuurca in Germany. We are every way en- 
couraged to believe that Methodism will find entrance into Germany. A church- 
pbuilding here is necessary; the Lord will give his blessing to such an under- 
taking.” 


At the suggestion of Brother Jacoby, the Board, after mature 
deliberation, resolved to authorize the publication of a German 
Methodist paper in Bremen, as soon as $500 should be con- 
tributed here, specially for that object. As soon as the object 
was announced, contributions began to flow.in; but the en- 
larged Christian liberality of Messrs. Baker and Brother, of 
Baltimore, anticipated the gifts of others—as those brethren 
authorized the Treasurer to draw on them for the whole amount. 
We trust that this German Mission will call forth many similar 
manifestations of the missionary spirit. ‘The proposed paper is 
to be devoted to practical and experimental religion, and to the 
exposition of the doctrines and usages of Methodism. It will 
be of great service in enlightening the minds of emigrants— 
many of whom are taught strange things about Methodism in 
America. Such a paper, managed with prudence and judg- 
ment, as we have no doubt it will be by Brother Jacoby, will 
unquestionably do great good. 

‘The second Missionary has already been appointed. The 
officers and teachers of the Morris Chapel Sunday-School, Cin- 
cinnati, have pledged themselves to furnish the Missionary So- 
ciety with funds to pay the outfit and support of an unmarried 
missionary to Germany. Bishop Morris has accordingly ap- 
pointed Rev. Lewis Nippert, of the Ohio Conference. It is 
stated in the Western Christian Advocate, (though not yet offi- 
cially announced to the Board,) that the Christie Chapel Sun- 
day-School of Cincinnati will furnish the salary for another 
unmarried missionary in the same field. 

Thus every indication of Providence, thus far, has augured 
the success of our Mission to Germany. We have little doubt, 
on our own part, that a work has commenced there which will 
pervade Germany, as the work commenced on our own shores 
by Mr. Wesley’s missionaries pervaded America. 'There are 
thousands of pious Christians in Germany now who will wel- 
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come the spirit of revival, whether it comes through the medium 
of Methodism or not. The German mind is peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the great truths of religion, which in Methodist 
preaching are made prominent. The poor there will hear us 
gladly; and to the poor it has always been, and we trust always 
will be, our chief glory to proclaim the unsearchable riches of 
Christ... This German Mission will call for large contributions 
from the friends of Christ’s cause among us; and the call, we 
are sure, will not be made in vain, 


DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


The German and Indian Missions, the Swedish Mission in 
the city of New-York, and the various circuits and stations 
which are supported, in whole or in part, by the funds of this 
Society, are included in this department. So far as intelligence 
has reached us from these missions, it will be spread out under 
its appropriate heads, in the following order :— 


I, GERMAN MISSIONS. 


These missions are each succeeding year becoming more 
interesting and promising. From the first effort of the Society 
to evangelize the German population of this country, through 
a succession of years down to the present time, the blessing of 
Heaven has signally rested upon the enterprise. And though 
our missionaries have been called to grapple with the various 
forms of error peculiar to the Germans, and with a baptized 
formalism equally unyielding, yet in a multitude of cases has 
the Gospel proved “the power of God unto salvation.” 'Thou- 
sands of them have been brought to feel and acknowledge the 
power of evangelical truth, and, under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit, have sought and found refuge in a crucified Redeemer. 
From these converts God has raised up more than a hundred 
missionaries, who are devotedly and faithfully labouring to pro- 
mote the cause of German evangelization. These men, in the 
spirit of sacrifice and great endurance, have followed the Ger- 
man emigrants to almost every accessible point, where, in the 
midst of many toils and sufferings, they are wielding the in- 
strumentalities of the Gospel with an almost unparalleled 
SUCCESS. 


32 MISSIONARY REPORT. 


Owing, as the most ofthem do, their own conversion to mis- 
sionary instrumentalities, and being deeply impressed with the 
perilous condition of most of their countrymen, they are admi- 
rably adapted to the missionary work. Doomed, as they have 
been, to hard labour, severe exposures, and scanty allowances, 
they have, so far as we know, submitted to their appointments 
without murmuring or complaint. Perhaps it will not be too 
much to say, that a more self-denying, devoted, and faithful set 
of men can scarcely be found. 'They seek not for worldly ease, 
shrink not from toils and dangers, neither are they discouraged 
on account of the fierce opposition by which they are not un- 
frequently assailed. Unfettered by “philosophy falsely so 
called,” and untrammelled by metaphysical subtleties, they pur- 
sue their holy calling with diligence, faithfulness, and success. 
And so long as they retain their simplicity and spirituality, and 
continue to place their whole reliance upon the Divine effi- 
ciency, the work so happily begun will doubtless continue to 
prosper. 

But, while contemplating the happy results of missionary 
labour in this field, we must remember that a great work is yet 
to be done. Hundreds of thousands of Germans have, within 
a very few years, immigrated to this country, and adopted it as 
their permanent home. With the appliances of true Christi- 
anity brought to bear upon them, they will form a class of our 
most useful and reliable citizens. And they are by no means 
inaccessible to Christian instrumentalities, as the history of our 
missions among them abundantly demonstrates. It is true that 
much has already been done ; but it is equally true that the 
field is widening every year, and that the most urgent calls are 
made upon us for the establishment of new mission stations, 
and of course the multiplication of missionaries. How these 
increasing demands are to be met, is a problem not easily 
solved. ‘The cost of sustaining our German Missions has al- 
ready become a large item in the expenditures of: the Board. 
And we see not how this promising work is to be extended, 
without a considerable increase in our annual receipts. But, 
engaged as we are, in a work so clearly indicated by Provi- 
dence, we are not willing to believe we shall be left without the 
means of prosecuting it to a successful and triumphant issue. 
Providentially, as it seems to us, the work of supplying the Ger- 
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man emigrants with the doctrines and institutions of a pure 
Christianity, has, in a great measure, been committed to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. She must not shake off these 
responsibilities, or attempt to evade them. She has undertaken 
to supply these famishing multitudes with the ministry of the 
Word, and the ordinances of the Gospel; and in this effort she 
has, thus far, gloriously succeeded. But she must not become 
“weary in well doing.” She must push her conquests farther, 
and still farther, until every German settlement is supplied with 
a faithful missionary—and until many additional thousands 
shall be gathered into the Christian fold, and included in the 
number of those who shall finally be saved. 

In entering upon the more detailed accounts of these missions, 
as furnished by the missionaries themselves, we are gratified to 
Jearn that the approving smile of Heaven still rests upon them. 
The field is extending, the labourers multiplying, the member- 
ship increasing, and the spirit of enterprise, in erecting churches 
and parsonages, is highly commendable. In this work of 
getting up church accommodations, we are pleased ‘to observe 
that our German brethren are generally careful not to involve 
themselves in heavy pecuniary responsibilities. But we must 
close these general remarks, and proceed to notice, in their 
order, the several portions of this promising field. 

No material change has taken place in the arrangement of 
the German work, except that a new district has been formed, 
including all the circuits and stations on the east side of the 
mountains. There are now nine German districts—eight in 
the West, and one in the East. These missions are now all 
reported by districts, and will be noticed in that form, as 
follows :— : 


1. German Missions in the Cincinnati District. 


This district, in its formation, remains as it was reported last 
year, except that the Dayton and Sidney missions have been 
enlarged, and now employ, each, two preachers. The presid- 
ing elder, in order to meet his appointments, has to travel, an- 
nually, about twenty-six hundred miles, mostly on horseback. 
He preaches four to five times a week, besides performing all 
the other duties of his office. The district embraces ten circuits 
and stations. Brother Wilkins, who travels this district, re- 
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ceives, as his appropriation, four hundred and thirty dollars. 
There has been a good work on most of the missions, and about 
three hundred and fifty have been received on trial during the 
year. But the report is only up to the time of the session of the 
last Ohio Conference. The new conference year has com- 
menced under favourable auspices. ‘We proceed to notice the 
stations and missions on the district, separately:— 

Race-street Station.—Jacob Fry, preacher in charge. The 
German population within the bounds of this charge is very 
large, and may be set down at from fifteen to twenty thousand. 
They are generally Roman Catholics, or German Rationalists. 
The membership in this charge, including those on trial, is three 
hundred and forty-three. Connected with this station is a 
flourishing Sabbath-school, consisting of thirty officers and 
teachers, one hundred and twenty-eight scholars, with two hun- 
dred volumes in the library. The church property consists of 
one good brick church, and a two-story brick parsonage. On 
this property there is a debt of $1,500, but it is not embarrass- 
ing to the Society. The preacher in this charge is supported 
without any aid from the Missionary Society. Besides sup- 
porting their preacher, the members of this church, during the 
past year, have raised for the cause of missions the sum of one 
hundred dollars. 

During the last conference year, one hundred and. fifty per- 
sons have been received into the Church on probation; the 
most of whom had experienced a saving knowledge of the truth. 
But owing to constant removals, the net increase here is never 
very large. The presiding elder states, that “a good work has 
been going on in the mission since conference; and that one 
of the descendants of Abraham recently confessed, not only that 
Jesus of Nazareth was the true Messias, but that he had power 
on earth to forgive sins.” Connected with this station are two 
local preachers and two exhorters, | 

Everett-street Mission.—John Hoppen, missionary. This 
mission embraces the western and north-western parts of the 
city, commonly called Texas. It has two appointments, one 
in Everett-street, and the other five miles east of the city. It 
includes a German population of about six thousand, and the 
prospects are said to be good. The missionary is reported as 
having attended faithfully to all his duties. This mission has 
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a membership, including those on trial, of one hundred and 
forty-seven. It connects with it a Sabbath-school, consisting 
of eleven officers and teachers, fifty scholars, with one hundred 
and thirty volumes in the library. é 

The church property consists of a church and parsonage, 
both frame buildings, the value of which is estimated at $3,000. 
There is a debt on these of several hundred dollars, which is 
fast diminishing, and will not be embarrassing to the Society. 
The missionary appropriation for the current year is $200, to 
which will probably be added by the people $150. There have 
been sixty clear conversions in this mission since the last year’s 
report, and the prospects are still good. The net increase for 
the past year is thirty-eight. 'There are two exhorters in this 
mission. We are pleased to learn that, during the raging of 
the epidemic last summer, our missionaries remained at their 
posts, and were made a blessing to many. 

Buckeye-street Mission.—Henry Bahrenburg, Adam Miller, 
sup., missionaries. It was stated in our last report, that the lot 
purchased on Vine-street had been given up, and the purchase 
of another near the head of Main-street was contemplated. 
That lot has since been procured, and a brick church, 63 by 
45 feet, has been erected, of which the basement is already com- 
pleted, and is occupied asa place of worship. A society has been 
organized, which, including probationers, numbers one hun- 
dred and eight members; but as most of these were taken from 
the Race-street charge, and are reported among the membership 
of that society, they should not be counted here. A flourishing 
Sabbath-school has been established, which consists of twelve 
officers and teachers, and fifty scholars. The library connected 
with the school contains fifty volumes. 

This mission embraces all that portion of the city lying north 
and east of Main-street, and contains a German population of 
six thousand. The field is important, and the prospects for 
success are highly encouraging. The appropriation for the 
preacher on this mission for the present year, is $400. In order 
to complete the church, the presiding elder states, that it will be 
necessary to receive some assistance from abroad. 

Newport and Covington Mission.—Christian Vogel, mis- 
sionary. "This mission, embracing within its limits a German 
population of three thousand, was established Jast year ; and 
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though its prosperity hitherto has not been so great as we could 
have wished, there seems to be a brighter day dawning upon it. 
The presiding elder reports a membership of twenty-eight, in- 
cluding six probationers, who have recently been added to the 
society ; and he also states, that there are others who are ear- 
nestly seeking the pardon of their sins. Owing to the number 
of removals, the membership is no larger than at our last report, 
though several have been received into the Church. A Sab- 
bath-school has been established, numbering five officers and 
teachers, and twenty scholars. No library is reported. ‘There 
remains upon the church property, valued at $700, a debt of 
$150; and as the members of the charge have been endeavour- 
ing to relieve themselves entirely from pecuniary embarrass- 
ment, they have done nothing toward the support of their 
preacher. The appropriation to this mission is $300. 

Lawrenceburg Station—John Bier, preacher in charge. 
This station, last year, embraced two appointments, Lawrence- 
burg and Aurora; the latter of which is now included in the 
Indiana district. 'The German population, in both places, is 
estimated at six hundred. The Lawrenceburg church has 
now one exhorter, and one hundred and two members, includ- 
ing probationers. During the past year there were twenty-five 
conversions, several of which were of persons who had hitherto 
been Roman Catholics. Attached to the church are a small 
day-school, and a Sabbath-school, consisting of fourteen officers 
and teachers and fifty scholars, having a library of one hundred 
volumes. The church isof brick, and valued at $1,200. Du- 
ring the past year the society raised $250 for their pastor, and 

_Teceived no assistance from the Board; and this year also, they 
expect to be able to support him without aid. May God con- 
tinue to bless them ! 

Dayton and Hamilton Mission—William Ahrens, John M. 
Hartman, missionaries. At the last session of the Ohio Con- 
ference, this mission, which had previously embraced only the 
city of Dayton and its immediate vicinity, was enlarged by the 
addition of the country north, east, and west of Dayton, to the 
extent of fifteen miles, and south to within ten miles of Cin- 
cinnati, taking in Mount Pleasant, which was last year con- 
nected with the Race-street charge. The report for the old 
Dayton mission showsa church-membership of seventy-three, in- 
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cluding a few probationers, and aSunday-school with ten officers 
and teachers, forty scholars, and a library of fifty volumes: 
Attached to the society are three local preachers, and one ex- 
horter. ‘The church is of brick, and cost $2,500, of which $250 
remain to be paid. The missionary appropriation for the pre- 
sent year is $575, to which it is expected about $100 will be 
added by the people. The German population is very large, 
there being in and near Dayton alone not less than four thou- 
sand, without including the rest of the Germans in other por- 
tions within its limits. May God give success to the work in 
this enlarged field ! 

Sidney Mission.—John Ficken, Jacob Pfifer, missionaries. 
This mission embraces the counties of Shelby, Auglaise, Allen, 
and Darke. Upon it are seven regular appointments, viz. :— 
Sidney, St. John, Knoxville, Jacksonville, Greenville, St. John’s 
Church, and Berdos. During the past year there was but one 
preacher to do all the labour of this mission ; and to fill all the 
above appointments once in two weeks, which he did, required 
him to travel one hundred and fifty miles each round. The 
success of our brother, though labouring in the midst of a large 
German population, has. not been great. He has laboured 
faithfully during the year, but, owing to deaths from cholera, 
there is a small decrease. But we are happy to learn that those 
who died gave satisfactory evidence of the safety of their state. 
The missionary has attended punctually to all his duties, and 
reports a membership of sixty-one. He also reports three Sab- 
bath-schools, with eighteen officers and teachers, seventy-five 
scholars, and one hundred and fifty volumes in the library. 

The church property consists of four churches and two par- 
sonages, valued at $750. 'T'wo missionaries are now employed 
on this circuit, and the field is greatly enlarged. The appro- 
priation for both is $300, to which something will be added by 
the society. Connected with the mission are two local preach- 
ers, and two exhorters. 

Defiance Mission.—Charles Schelper, missionary. This 
mission embraces seven regular preaching-places, which are 
supplied once in two weeks. The missionary preaches five 
times a week, and performs all his other duties faithfully. The 
circuit embraces a German population of about six hundred, of 
whom one hundred and thirty are members of the Church. 
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There are four Sabbath-schools connected with the mission, 
having eighteen officers and teachers, and sixty scholars. No 
library reported. 

This mission has one church and parsonage, valued at $350. 
A second church is in course of erection. The appropriation 
for the current year is $170, to which the society will probably 
add $125. The spiritual condition of the mission is good, and 
there is some prospect of accessions. ‘T'wo exhorters are con- 
nected with this mission. 

Angola Mission.—Benjamin F. Diemer, missionary. This 
mission now includes part of Williams county, Ohio, and parts 
of De Kalb and Steuben counties, Indiana. The country is 
newly settled, but is fast filling up. The German population 
is now reported at fifteen hundred souls. There is a German 
membership of fifty-nine. Several conversions have taken 
place during the past year, and a greater harvest is confidently 
expected. ‘There are six regular appointments on this mission 
circuit, which are filled once in a fornight, requiring the mis- 
sionary to travel about a hundred miles each round. He has 
attended to all his duties faithfully, but owing to the state of the 
country, he has not been able to organize more than one Sab- 
bath-school. Connected with this are five officers and teachers, 
and thirty scholars. No library reported. 'The society has the 
use of a church in connexion with the English brethren, and a 
parsonage of its own, valued at $150. The appropriation for 
this mission is $200, to which $50 will be added by the people. 
The spiritual condition and prospects of the mission are said to 
be good. 

Fort Wayne Mission.—John Phetzing, missionary. This 
mission embraces Fort Wayne, and the country around it for 
several miles. ‘There are six regular preaching-places, which 
are attended once in two weeks. The missionary spends the 
Sabbath mornings and evenings at Fort Wayne, and the after- 
noon at one of the other appointments ; and during the week, 
serves the other appointments. The German population is set 
down at about three thousand. But out of all these, only about 
thirty members are reported; and the most of these were con- 
verted during the past year. Connected with this mission is a 
Sabbath-school, with five officers and teachers, twenty scholars, 
and fifty volumes in the library. 
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The Fort Wayne mission is one of our hardest fields, but the 
people come out to hear the word, and invite the missionary to 
their houses. Even this is hailed as a good sign. A brick 
church has been erected, valued at $1,200, on which there re- 
mains a small debt of $50. 'The missionary appropriation for 
the present year is $335, May the prospects of this mission 
continue to brighten. 

From the. above statistics we gather the following aggre- 
gates :— 

The Cincinnati district, in its present form, embraces four- 
teen churches and six parsonages. It includes a membership 
of nine hundred and seventy-three, fifteen Sabbath-schools, one 
hundred and twenty-eight officers and teachers, five hundred 
and twenty-three scholars, with seven hundred and thirty-two 
volumes in the libraries. There are in the district seven local 
preachers, and nine exhorters. Including the presiding elder, 
there are now employed in this field fourteen missionaries. 
The whole amount appropriated by the Missionary Society for 
the support of these brethren is $2,880, averaging to each of the 
twelve missionaries sustained by the society, about $240. The 
German population included in this district is, perhaps, about 
sixty thousand. 


2. German Missions in the North Ohio District. 


Brother Riemenschneider, who still has charge of this district, 
has sent us the following report, which, with a few exceptions, 
we give in his own language :— 


‘¢'To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY OF THE Missionary SocleTy OF THE 
Meruopist Eriscopar, Cuvrcu. 


« This report reaches only from January to September, 1849. The district, in 
its form, is nearly the same as last year; it extends from Cleveland, fifty miles 
south of Columbus, and again in a north-western direction to Ann Arbor, in Michi- 
gan. I travel eight hundred miles every quarter, and preach four or five times in 
each week. ‘The district now embraces seven missions, on most of which I spend 
two full weeks every round. My appropriation is $400, and I receive nothing 
from the people. Our prospects for this conference year are truly encouraging. 
The work is progressing, and we are-looking for a rich harvest of souls, 

‘The details of our report are as follows :— 

<‘ Columbus and Circleville Mission —Conrad Gahn, John V. Balduff, missiona- 
ries. This mission, during the past year, has been blessed with a considerable out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit. We had a number of conversions, and the prospecis 
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are still good. Brother Nippert, who was here last year, reported to me at confer- 
ence as follows :— 

« < Our mission embraces six counties, viz.:—Franklin, Pickaway, Ross, Hocking, 
Fairfield, and Licking. The German population is estimated at about eight thou- 
sand, of whom one hundred and thirty-four are members of our Church. The 
missionaries have eighteen appointments, and two hundred miles travel each round. 
There are on this mission circuit two churches and one parsonage, valued at 
$3,000. The church at Columbus is nearly out of debt. We have three Sabbath- 
schools, with twenty-four officers and teachers, one hundred and sixteen scholars, 
and one hundred and thirty-eight volumes in the library ; no local preachers or ex- 
horters. The missionary appropriation for the two preachers is $280.’ 

‘‘ Delaware Mission—Lewis Nippert, Benevel Browmiller, missionaries. ‘This 
mission, previous to the last conference, included Galion and several other places, 
but it is now divided. Brother Hoevener, who was the preacher in charge last 
year, reported to me at the conference as follows :—* The geographical extent of this 
mission is about two hundred and fifty miles, having twenty-two appointments. We 
preach five times each week, and travel three hundred miles each round. We also 
lead class every week, and visit the Sabbath-school as often as possible. The 
German population is estimated at six thousand ; of whom two hundred and forty- 
six are members of our Church. We have five Sabbath-schools, with forty-eight 
officers and teachers, one hundred and ninety-seven scholars, and one hundred and 
ninety-one volumes in the libraries. There are four churches and two parsonages, 
valued at $2,250. We have here one local preacher and five exhorters: The 
spiritual condition of the mission is good, We have had about sixty clear conver- 
sions during the year. The missionary appropriation for the current year is $225.’ 

** Galion Mission——Nicholas Nuhfer, M. Ruoff, missionaries. This is a new 
mission circuit, set off from the old Delaware mission, at the late session of the 
Ohio Conference. As it is of recent establishment, and its statistics all incorpo- 
rated in the mission last reported, we have nothing further to report, except that 
the missionary appropriation for the current year is $380. 

“ Cleveland and Liverpool Mission.—John A. Klein, C, Young, missionaries. 
This mission suffered much last year by the fall of the junior preacher, who was 
expelled. ‘The prospects, however, are now favourable. The following is brother 
Klein’s report at the conference:—This mission embraces Cleveland, Cuyahoga, 
Medina, Lorain, and some parts of Erie counties. We have ten regular appoint- 
ments, requiring us to travel atleast one hundred miles each round. The German 
population amounts to seven or eight thousand. We have as yet only thirty mem- 
bers. The house of worship and parsonage belonging to the mission, are worth 
$2,500. We have one Sabbath-school, with five officers and teachers, seventeen 
scholars, and a library of fifty-two volumes. No local preachers or exhorters. The 
missionary appropriation for the present year is $400. 

“ Lower Sandusky Mission.—William Geyer, Peter Snyder, missionaries. 'The 
report at conference was as follows :—‘ The geographical extent of the mission is 
two hundred and sixty miles. It embraces Lucas, Wood, Sandusky, Seneca, and 
Hancock counties. We have twenty-one preaching-places, which we visit every 
two weeks. “We attend to other duties as far as our time will permit. The Ger- 
man population here is between two and three thousand, of whom one hundred 
and thirty-nine are members of our church. There are two houses of worship on 
the mission, valued at $1,000. No parsonage. We have three Sunday-schools, 
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with sixteen officers and teachers, and fifty-nine scholars, but no library. There 
are no local preachers nor exhorters among us. The appropriation to the mission 
is $325. Our prospects are tolerably good.’ 

“ Detroit Mission —Charles Helwig, missionary. Although the missionaries last 
year had much to do with the building of the church, yet they had many awaken. 
ings and conversions, The work of God at Detroit has made decided progress- 
Brother Helwig’s report is as follows :—‘ This mission embraces the city of Detroit, 
and two appointments in the country, viz., Great Point and Clemens. We gene- 
rally preach four times, and visit several classes every week. We also pay par- 
ticular attention to the Sabbath-school, which is in a flourishing condition. The 
German population is estimated at about two thousand, of whom eighty-three are 
members of the Church. Our church, as far as it is completed, has cost $2,000.’ 

‘* The appropriation from the Missionary Society is $150. We cannot but regret 
that the Sabbath-school statistics are not reported. The prospects of this mission 
are said to be good. 

‘* Ann Arbor Mission.—John H. Westerfelt, missionary. Of this mission the pre- 
siding elder remarks :—‘ This is a hard field, yet we will not despair of reaping at 
last. There are three appointments on this mission ; one in the town, and two in 
the country. Though one-third of the inhabitants of this county are Germans, yet 
we have only sixteen church-members. Our Sunday-school has only seven 
scholars. Our library contains forty-three volumes. We have one house of wor- 
ship worth about $1,200. The appropriation for the present year is $300.” 


From the above details we gather the following summary :— 

There are in the district eleven churches, and four parsona- 
ges. It includes a church-membership of six hundred and 
forty-eight ; fourteen Sabbath-schools, with ninety-four officers 
and teachers, three hundred and ninety-six scholars, and four 
hundred and twenty-three volumes in the library. There is 
only one local preacher reported, with five exhorters. The dis- 
trict employs twelve missionaries, exclusive of the presiding 
elder. For the support of these thirteen labourers, the whole 
missionary appropriation for the current year is $2,460; making 
an average of about one hundred and eighty-nine dollars to each 
missionary. ‘This district embraces a German population of 
about twenty-seven thousand. 


3. German Missions in the Pittsburg District. 


The boundaries of this district remain as they were last year, 
and Rev. George A. Breunig still retains his post as presiding 
elder. Below we give, in a condensed form, all the information 
we have been able to procure in relation to the spiritual and 
temporal prosperity of the missions in this district. 

Pittsburg and Birmingham Mission —John Geyer, mis- 
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sionary. ‘This mission embraces the city of Pittsburg and its 
suburbs, and the town of Birmingham. During the last year 
the missionary has preached about eight sermons each week, 
besides visiting one class weekly, and attending the Sabbath- 
school as frequently as possible. His labours have been re- 
warded by the reception of ninety probationers into the Church 
during the year. The membership, including the probationers, 
is now one hundred and fifty; a small number, in comparison 
with the German population on the mission, which is estimated 
at twenty thousand ; but the prospects are encouraging, as there 
has been a net increase of fifty-two to the society during the 
year. Connected with the Church are one local preacher and 
two exhorters. There are two Sabbath-schools, with twenty 
officers and teachers, eighty-five scholars, and one hundred and 
forty volumes in the libraries. ‘The appropriation for the sup- 
port of the missionary is $200, and an equal sum was raised 
last year by the membership. There is still a debt of $1,000 
upon church property, valued at $4,000. 

Wheeling Mission.—Sebastian Barth, missionary. Wheel- 
ing is the only regular appointment in this mission. The mis- 
sionary preaches three times a week, besides visiting two or 
three of the classes, and the Sunday-school as regularly as pos- 
sible. ‘There is a German population of some five thousand on 
this mission. The society numbers one hundred and four 
members, including one local preacher, and one exhorter. Du- 
ring the year twelve persons have joined the Church, and there 
have been several conversions. Connected with the Church is 
a Sabbath-school, numbering ten officers and teachers, and 
thirty-two scholars, with a library of one hundred and thirty- 
three volumes. A church-building and parsonage belong to 
the mission, valued at $3,000, on which there remains a debt 
of $75. ‘The appropriation for the support of this mission is 
$125. 

Captina Circuit. — Paul Brodbeck, preacher in charge. 
There are six appointments on this circuit, requiring the 
preacher to travel forty-six miles each round. The missionary 
preaches five times weekly, and visits the Sabbath-school almost 
every Sabbath. The appointments are not so regulated as to 
admit of the preacher attending class so frequently as is desira- 
ble. The German population on this mission is about two 
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thousand. Thechurch-membership is one hundred and eighty, 
one of whom is anexhorter. he Sunday-school is in a flourish- 
ing state, having twelve officers and teachers, and seventy 
scholars, with a library of ninety volumes. The church- 
building and parsonage are worth $600. The members sup- 
port the preacher without aid from the Missionary Society. 

Buckhill and Malaga Mission.—Adolph Koetter, mission- 
ary. There are five regular appointments on this mission cir- 
cuit, which is sixty-five miles in extent. The missionary 
preaches five sermons weekly, visits the classes twice a month, 
and attends Sabbath-school whenever he can. There is on 
this mission a German population of twenty-five hundred, of 
whom one hundred and nineteen are members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, including one local preacher, and one ex- 
horter. Four Sabbath-schools have been organized, which 
now have fourteen officers and teachers, sixty-seven scholars, 
and sixty-six volumes in the libraries. Ata recent quarterly 
meeting, there were twelve souls happily converted to God. 
There are on the mission two churches and one parsonage, 
valued at $600. The missionary appropriation is $150. 

Marietta Mission.—Conrad Bier, William Dressler, mis- 
sionaries. 'This mission has been enlarged, and an additional 
missionary appointed. ‘The report of the presiding elder states 
that there were last year four regular preaching-places. The 
missionary travels sixty-four miles in going the round of his 
appointments, preaching four times every week, besides leading 
all the classes once every quarter, and visiting the Sabbath- 
schools frequently. The German population is about two 
thousand. The Church numbers one hundred and twenty- 
four members, including one local preacher and two exhorters. 
There are two Sabbath-schools, with twenty-three officers and 
teachers, sixty-six scholars, and seventy-seven volumes in the 
library. A number of the scholars have professed religion du- 
ting the past year. The church-building and parsonage on 
this mission are valued at $1,500. The appropriation by the 
Missionary Society is $275, and iast year $132 were raised by 
the people for the support of their missionary. 

Pomeroy Circuit—J. M. Mulfinger, missionary. This cir- 
cuit, formerly called Chester mission, is fifty miles in extent, 
and has upon it four regular appointments. The missionary 
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preaches five times, and visits one class each week. ‘There are 
about three hundred German families on this mission circuit. 
The society now numbers one hundred and forty-five mem- 
bers, including two local preachers. 'The Sabbath-schools are 
four in number, with twenty-five officers and teachers, and 
eighty-nine scholars. The library contains one hundred and 
twenty-four volumes. The church property consists of two 
buildings for worship, and a parsonage, and is valued at $2,000. 
The people support their preacher without assistance from the 
Missionary Society. 

Portsmouth Mission.—H. Koch and L. Heiss, missionaries. 
There are twelve regular appointments on this mission, requir- 
ing each of the missionaries to preach from seven to eight times 
every week. Each preacher visits at least one class weekly; 
and the Sabbath-schools as frequently as their other duties will 
allow them to do. The German population on the mission is 
about five thousand five hundred. The Church has one hun- 
dred and fifty-seven members, many of whom were formerly 
Roman Catholics. During the year, seventy-nine probationers 
were received. Connected with the mission are four Sabbath- 
schools, having thirty-two officers and teachers, ninety-six 
scholars, and eighty volumes in the libraries. Seven of the 
scholars have been converted. The mission property consists 
of one brick church and a parsonage already completed, and 
another church almost finished. The total value is $1,500. 
This mission receives $300 from the Missionary Society, and 
during the last year $257 were raised by the people. 

West Union Mission.—W. Floerky, missionary. - On this 
mission there are five regular appointments. The missionary 
preaches four times, weekly, besides leading class and visiting 
the Sabbath-school. There are about two hundred German 
families on this mission. There are connected with the Church, 
ninety members, including one local preacher and one exhorter. 
The Sabbath-schools are two, having eight officers and teach- 
ers, thirty-two scholars, and sixty-three volumes in the libraries. 
The church and parsonage are valued at $300, on which there 
is a debt of $50. The missionary appropriation is $125. Last 
year $91 were raised by the members. 

From the details above given, we make out the following 
statistical aggregates :— 
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The district embraces eight missionary circuits and stations, 
in which are employed ten missionaries, exclusive of the pre- 
siding elder. It has a church-membership of ten hundred and 
sixty-nine, of whom seven are local preachers, and eight ex- 
horters: 'T'wenty Sabbath-schools are reported, with one hun- 
dred and forty-four officers and teachers, five hundred and 
thirty-seven scholars, and seven hundred and seventy-three 
volumes in the libraries. There are in the district at 
least twelve churches and eight parsonages. The entire 
amount of appropriations from the Missionary Society for the 
support of these missions is $1,575; making an average of 
about $144 to each missionary. In this calculation the pre- 
siding elder is included. 'The German population in this dis- 
trict may be set down at forty thousand. 


4, German Missions in the Indianapolis District. 


Though the name of this district has been changed, it is not 
materially altered in its form. Brother Kisling still has charge 
of it, and continues to sustain himself well in his office. He 
reports for the district eleven mission circuits and stations, and, 
including himself, fourteen missionaries. 'The following is his 
report of the different charges :— 

Mount Vernon Mission.—Frederick Heidmeyer, missionary. 
This circuit embraces the same appointments as reported last 
year. It includes seven preaching-places. It has one local 
preacher and one exhorter. ‘There are three churches and one 
parsonage, valued at $800. On these there remains a debt of 
$180. There are ninety-five members in full connexion, and 
nine probationers ; in all, one hundred and four. ‘There are in 
successful operation two Sabbath-schools, with seven officers 
and teachers, forty-six scholars, and sixty-four volumes in the 
libraries. The missionary’s claim for support is $307, toward 
which he receives from our missionary funds $150, and de- 
pends on the people for the balance. 

Evansville Mission.—F rederick Heller, missionary. This 
mission includes Evansville and two appointments in the 
country. It has two churchesand one parsonage. ‘The church 
property is worth about $2,500, and has a debt upon it of $400. 
There are eighty members in full connexion, and eight on trial ; 
in all eighty-eight. Hundreds ofnames are on the church record 
at Evansville, great numbers of whom have removed by certifi- 
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cate, which may account, at least in part, for a small decrease 
this year. We have two exhorters. There are two Sabbath- 
schools, with eight officers and teachers, sixty scholars, and 
sixty-five volumes in the libraries. ‘The missionary’s claim for 
support is $364, of which he receives from the Missionary So- 
ciety $175, and looks to the people of his charge for the re- 
mainder. ; 

Boonville and Huntingburg Mission.—Christian Wytten- 
bach, Charles Dierking, missionaries. 'The boundaries of this 
mission remain the same as they were last year, embracing a 
great extent of territory, and a large German population. There 
are two churches already built, and two in process of erection 
on this mission. The society numbers eighty-one members, 
and eleven probationers, being a total of ninety-two, included 
in which are one local preacher and one exhorter. Connected 
with the church is a Sabbath-school, with seven officers and 
teachers, and twenty scholars. No library reported. The 
claims of the missionaries for support amount to $659, of which 
$450 are paid from the missionary funds, leaving $209 to be 
raised by the people. 

New-Albany Mission—John Strauch, missionary. This 
mission embraces the same field of labour that was known last 
year as the Charleston mission, with the exception of Jefferson- 
ville, which is now attached to the Louisville mission. There 
yet remain three appointments on the mission, and an equal 
number of churches erected, in addition to which $700 have 
been subscribed towards a church and parsonage at New-Al- 
bany, which, when completed, will be worth $1,200. The 
church-property, as it now stands, is worth $1,000. The num- 
ber of members is one hundred and seven, including thirty- 
three probationers. Connected with the Church are one ex- 
horter and one local preacher. The Sabbath-school consists of 
seven officers and teachers, and twenty scholars. No library 
is reported. The claims of the missionary are $364, of which 
he receives $200 from the missionary funds, leaving $164 to 
be collected among the membership. 

Louisville and Jeffersonville Mission —Henry Henke, mis- 
sionary. There are three appointments on this mission. 'The 
church and parsonage are valued at $3,000, on which remains 
a debt of $300. The society numbers fifty-six members, and 
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eighteen probationers ; in all, sixty-four, among whom are one 
local preacher and one exhorter. A Sabbath-school is attached 
to the Church, with five oflicers and teachers, and twenty 
scholars. No library is reported. The appropriation for this 
mission is $300. 

Louisville Station —George Danker, preacher in charge. 
The society on this station numbers one hundred and seventy- 
six, of whom twenty-six are probationers. The Sabbath-school 
has twelve officers and teachers, sixty-six scholars, and a library 
of two hundred and twenty-five volumes. The church and 
parsonage belonging to this station are valued at $3,000. The 
people support their preacher without aid from the missionary 
funds. Connected with the society are a local preacher and an 
exhorter. 

Rockford Circuit—Jacob Rothweiler, preacher in charge. 
There are upon this circuit ten regular appointments. 'The 
church-property consists of five churches and one parsonage, 
valued altogether at $2,000. The society numbers one hun- 
dred and eighteen members, and thirty-seven probationers, 
making a total of one hundred and fifty-five, including one 
Jocal preacher and one exhorter. There were in operation 
during the summer season four Sabbath-schools, having nine- 
teen officers and teachers, and seventy-five scholars. These 
schools were stopped through the winter. No libraries are re- 
ported. ‘The people on this circuit support their preacher 
without aid from the Missionary Society. 

Madison Mission.—John Barth, missionary. This mission 
includes Madison, and four appointments in the country. 
There is upon it one church valued at $2,500, with a debt of 
$700. The society consists of ninety-eight members and fifteen 
probationers, one hundred and thirteen in all, one of whom is a 
local preacher, and another an exhorter. The Sabbath-school 
has seven officers and teachers, twenty-five scholars, and a 
library of one hundred and sixty volumes. The preacher re- 
ceives $200 from the missionary funds, leaving $217 to be 
raised by the people. 

Laughery and Aurora Mission.—Frederick Schimmelpfen- 
nig, missionary. This mission has recently been enlarged by 
the addition of Aurora, and it now has upon it sixteen regular 
appointments. Four churches are already built, and $1,200 
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are subscribed toward the erection of two more. 'The present 
church-property is valued at $1,300. The society numbers 
one hundred and forty-nine members in full connexion, and 
seventy-one probationers ; in all, two hundred and twenty ; of 
whom three are exhorters. There are two Sabbath-schools in 
operation, with eight officers and teachers, forty-five scholars, 
and a library of one hundred and forty volumes. The preacher 
receives from the missionary funds $225. ‘This work is pros- 
pering gloriously. 

Brookville Mission.—Frederick Baker, missionary. Upon 
this mission there are a church and parsonage valued at $1,200; 
with a debt of $290. The number in society is thirty-three, 
twelve of whom are probationers. In the Sabbath-school are 
five officers and teachers, and twenty scholars. No library 
reported. The preacher receives $272 from the funds of the 
Missionary Society. 

Indianapolis Mission.—Conrad Muth, missionary. 'This 
mission was established some years since, but had been aban- 
doned for a time, when brother Conrad Muth was appointed to 
labour there last autumn. He has already succeeded in or- 
ganizing a society of forty members, all but eight of whom are 
probationers. A lot has been procured, and $500 subscribed 
towards building a church. The appropriation to the preacher 
is $300. 

From the statistics above given, we gather the following 
summary :— 

The district embraces eleven circuits and stations, in which, 
including the presiding elder, there are employed fourteen mis- 
sionaries. All of these, except the preacher in the Louisville 
station and Rockford circuit, are supported in whole or in part 
by the Missionary Society. The whole appropriation for 
twelve missionaries is $2,672, making an average to each of a 
little over two hundred and twenty-two dollars. There are 
connected with the district sixteen Sabbath- schools, with eighty- 
five officers and teachers, three hundred and ninety-seven 
scholars, and libraries containing four hundred and fifty-four 
volumes. ‘There are twenty-three churches, and five others in 
course of erection. 'T'here are also nine parsonages. Including 
probationers, the district embraces a membership of eleven 
hundred and ninety-one, of whom five are local preachers, and 
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twelve exhorters. There have been collected fromthe people 
during the year, for all purposes, $3,618. Brother Kisling 
closes his report by saying, “'Ten years ago I was here alone, 
‘ What hath God wrought !’” 


5. German Missions in the St. Louis District. 
Brother Philip Kuhl now has charge of this district, having 
received the appointment at the last session of the Illinois Con- 
ference. He has entered upon his work in the spirit of his 
Divine Master. And though but recently inducted into his 
new office, he has furnished us with the ig) interesting 
report :-— 


‘“T have just finished my first round of appointments, and can say the Lord was 
with us at all our quarterly meetings. The prospects for a good work are highly 
encouraging. The past has been a year of great affliction among us, and many of 
our members were cut off by the pestilence. But we rejoice that their end was 
peace—generally triumphant 

*¢ Some changes have taken place in the arrangement of the district. Manches- 
ter mission has been taken off and added to the Missouri district, and two new 
missions have been connected with this district, so that it now embraces twelve 
mission circuits and stations, to reach which I am obliged to travel a distance of eight 
hundred miles each quarter. In view of the difficulties of travelling here, this is 
no trifle. My appropriation is $300. We have much to contend=with from Ro- 
manism, Puseyism, and Rationalism, yet the Lord is with us of a truth, and the 
preachers are labouring like men of God, I will now give you a detailed report of 
the several missions :— 

“ North St. Louis Station.—G. L. Mulfinger, preacher in charge. This charge 
is in a flourishing condition. The church, which is 47 by 70 feet, is usually filled 
with attentive hearers. The prospects of a good work are brightening, The so- 
ciety has suffered a serious reduction in numbers, owing to deaths and removals 
last year, but is now again increasing. The church, with parsonage and lot, is 
worth $8,000, upon which a debt exists of $2,500. As the debt is neither em- 
barrassing nor pressing,tit is considered providential that a lot on |the corner of 
Fourth and Spruce Streets was offered, on which to erect a central German Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church. The trustees accordingly purchased it in May last, at 
$50 per foot; payable in four annual instalments. The lot, which is fifty-six feet 
front on Fourth-street, by sixty-five feet on Spruce-street, is situated in the vicinity 
of a dense German population, and at an equal distance from our two principal 
charges. In view of all the circumstances, we concluded soon after conference to 
build on the lot asmall brick church 24 by 40 feet, at a cost of about $651. The 
house is nearly completed, and will be rented for a day-school during the week, 
and occupied on the Sabbath by local preachers for the present. Any donation 
from our friends abroad will be gratefully received, and may be sent to the care 
of brother G. L. Mulfinger, St. Louis, Mo. 

«¢‘ Another church is in course of erection on the camp-ground belonging to this 
charge. It will cost about $600. It is about ten miles from the city, and will be 
jointly occupied by the English and German Methodists. There is in connexion 
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with ‘this society a flourishing day-school, in which English and German are 
taught, with from ninety to one hundred pupils. We have also an excellent Sab- 
bath-school, : with forty-one officers and teachers, one hundred and forty scholars, 
and one hundred and seventy volumes in the library. ‘The numbers in society, 
including forty-four probationers, were reported at the conference at two hundred 
and sixty-seven, of whom two are local preachers, and five exhorters. 

“ South St. Louis Mission—Charles Koenecke, missionary. This mission 
has, during the year, passed through scenes of great trial and difficulty ; but, since 
conference, the clouds and darkness appear to be vanishing. The society worship 
in a good substantial brick church, with a basement arranged for a school-room, 
and residence for the missionary. The church-property is valued at $3,500, on 
which there is a debt of $500. ‘The Sunday-school is in good condition, and num~ 
bers nine officers and teachers, forty scholars, and eighty volumes in the lbrary.. 
Including seven on trial, the membership was reported at the late conference at 
seventy-two. ‘The prospects at present are by no means discouraging. We are 
led to hope, that notwithstanding its embarrassments, the mission will yet prosper, 
and soon be placed on the self-supporting list. The missionary appropriation is 
$300 for the present year. 

«East St. Louis Mission—Charles Hollman, missionary. This mission is yet 
in its infancy, and has had to contend with strong opposition. Nevertheless, 
several have been converted and added to the society. The attendance on the 
means of grace is increasing, which induces us to hope for a prosperous year. Con- 
nected with this mission is a Sabbath-school, with seven officers and teachers, 
twenty scholars, and fifty-one volumes in the library. The lot on which the church 
stands was leased for five years, after which we are to pay according to its value- 
The church is a neat frame building, 28 by 45 feet, surmounted with a cupola and 
bell. Attached to the rear of the church is a school-room, 20 by 28 feet; also, a 
parsonage containing three rooms. The church property is worth $1,500, upon 
which is a debt of $575. The numbers in society were, at the last conference, in- 
cluding ten probationers, forty-four, of whom two are exhorters. The missionary 
appropriation is $275. The prospects of the mission are very good. 

“* Monroe Mission, Ill.—To be supplied. 'The vacancy has been filled by Chris- 
topher Koch, of the Beardstown mission. This is a mission circuit, embracing a 
circumference of about seventy miles. It has four appointments, It has one Sab- 
bath-school, with seven officers and teachers, twenty scholars, and fifty-one volumes 
in the library. There are, including probationers, eighty-nine church-members, of 
whom one is a local preacher. There are a frame church and parsonage, worth 
$450, and free from debt. The first German camp-meeting ever held in this mis- 
sion circuit, was held last August. The result was the conversion of twenty-five, 
and an accession to the Church of twenty-one. The mission will, doubtless, soon 
be enlarged. The missionary appropriation is $100. We have encouraging 
prospects. 

“ Perry Mission, Mo.—Franz Horstman, missionary. This mission embraces a 
circumference of one hundred and fifty miles, with eight appointments. It has 
seventy-three full members, and twenty-seven probationers 3 in all, one hundred. 
Of these, one is a local preacher, and two are exhorters. The mission has three 
Sabbath-schools, with fifteen officers and teachers, sixty-six scholars, and sixty 
volumes in the libraries. A lot of three acres has been purchased, and on it erected 
a neat frame church with a parsonage. They are said to be worth $600; the debt 
is only $75. The missionary receives from the funds of the Missionary Society 
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$125. Our last quarterly meeting was an occasion of rejoicing ; for gotryithatsnd. 
ing our opposition, nine persons cast in their lot with us. 

“ Chester Mission, Ill.—George Boeshenz, missionary. 'This mission was organ- 
ized at the last Illinois Conference. It is composed of parts taken ftom the’ Mon- 
roe and Mascoutah missions. It embraces a circumference of two hundred. miles, 
in which limits are seven hundred German families. The mission now numbers 
thirty-six church-members. The missionary appropriation for the current year is 
$150. 

* Belleville Mission, Ill—Henry F. Koenecke, missionary. This mission em- 
braces the town of Belleville, and one appointment in the country. It isin a 
flourishing condition. The necessity and importance of our labours here are more 
and more felt and acknowledged. We have a Sabbath-school, which, though in 
its infancy, numbers seyen officers and teachers, thirty scholars, and fifty volumes 
in the library. It has twenty church-members, and twenty-six probationers ; forty- 
six in all. We expect to obtain the old church of our English brethren, and hope 
to see a prosperous year in this young mission. The preacher receives $75. mis- 
sionary funds. 

“ Highland Mission, Jil——William Feigenbaum, missionary. The Alton mis- 
sion was united with this at the last conference, and one appointment of the High- 
land mission was transferred to the Mascoutah mission. In its present form this 
mission embraces a circumference of one hundred and eighty-five miles, including 
twelve appointments. It numbers thirty-eight full members, and thirty-seven pro- 
bationers ; in all seventy-five. Of these, two are local preachers. It has one 
Sabbath-school, with nine officers and teachers, forty-five scholars, and sixty volumes 
in the library. We have one brick church, with a basement arranged for a school- 
room and preacher’s residence. The church-property! of the mission is worth 
$1,206, on which they owe $300. Our quarterly meeting resulted in seven con- 
versions, and the same number of accessions to the society. The missionary ap- 
propriation is $125. The prospects are promising. 

“ Mascoutah Mission, [ll—Henry Feigenbaum, missionary. A portion of this, 
mission has been recently struck off and attached to the Chester mission. It now 
embraces a circumference of sixty miles, with five appointments, two churches, 
and one parsonage. The church-property is valued at $1,800, on which remains 
a debt of $300. There is one Sabbath-school, with nine officers and teachers, 
sixty scholars, and seventy-five volumes in the library. Including fifteen proba- 
tioners, the mission has’a membership of seventy-nine, of whom one is’a local 
preacher, and one an exhorter. This mission embraces a German population of 
_ about eight hundred families, mostly Rationalists; but we will not despair of win- 
ning many of them over to Christ. The missionary receives $50 from the funds 
of the society. 

“ Beardstown Station, Ill.—(Formerly attached to Quincy district.) Frederick 
Kerkman, missionary.. This station has three appointments in the country. ‘Thirty- 
six members have been transferred to the Springfield mission, leaving forty, of 
whom one isa local preacher, and two are exhorters. It has one Sabbath-school, 
with eight officers and teachers, twenty-one scholars, and one hundred and sixteen 
yolumes in the library. A day-school with thirty scholars is in successful opera- 
tion. There are a church and parsonage worth $1,000, on which is a debt. of 
$200. This station (the place of my conversion, and the earliest scene of my 
ministry) has suffered, during the past two years, a storm of opposition ; but we 
are happy to state that the membership are steady and immovable, and the spiritual 
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prospects of the society are brightening. The members have resolved to support 
their preacher the present year; consequently this place is now off the list of 
missions. 

‘“‘ Pekin Mission, Ill—Jacob Miler, missionary. This mission was formerly 
attached to the Quincy district. Recently, three appointments with seven mem- 
bers were transferred to the Springfield mission. As it now is, the mission em- 
braces a circuit.of one hundred miles, with five appointments, and, including those 
on trial, forty-three members, of whom one is a local preacher. ‘There is one 
Sabbath-school, with four officers and teachers, and ten scholars. No library. We 
have a church and parsonage worth $400, Appropriation not named. Prospects 
not very flattering. 

“ Springfield Mission—Left to be supplied. I have filled this vacancy with 
Henry Lahrmann, of the North St. Louis station. This mission has recently been 
organized. It has six appointments, and embraces a circuit of two hundred miles 
in extent. Including probationers, it has a membership of forty-three. The pro- 
perty owned by the mission consists of one church and parsonage ; also, thirty-five 
acres of land for a camp-ground ; the whole worth $600, upon which is a debt 
of $150. The missionary appropriation is $125. The prospects are encourag- 
ing.” 


In summing up the statistics of this district, we may present 
the following :— 

There are twelve mission circuits and stations, in which are 
employed, including the presiding elder, thirteen missionaries. 
The district has within its limits nine hundred and. thirty-four 
members, including nine local preachers and ten exhorters. It 
has twelve Sabbath-schools, one hundred and seventeen officers 
and teachers, four hundred and fifty-two scholars, and seven 
hundred and eighteen volumes in the libraries. ‘There are 
twelve churches already built, and one in process of erection; 
also, nine parsonages. The whole appropriation for the dis- 
trict, including the presiding elder’s allowance, is $1,625, making 
an average for each of eleven missiqnaries of about $148. 
German population not reported. 


6. German Missions in the Quincy District. 


Some changes have been made in the boundaries of this dis- 
trict since the publication of our last report. ‘Two of the mis- 
sions which had hitherto been connected with it are now at- 
tached to the St. Louis district, viz.:—Beardstown and Pekin. 
The territory included within the bounds of the Quincy dis- 
trict, embraces portions of the States of Illinois, Iowa, and Mis- 
souri. The population is sparse, and during the winter season 
the large rivers are greatly obstructed with ice, which renders 
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travelling very laborious, and makes it difficult for the preach- 
ers to be so prompt at their appointments as is desirable. Ne- 
vertheless, much good has been done, and the prospects are 
cheering. Rev. H. Koenecke, who was appointed presiding 
elder of this district at the last conference, has furnished ‘us 
with the following report of the missions under his charge :—

‘ Quincy, Ill., December 17, 1849. 


“Dear Brorner,—I herewith present you my report of the missions on the 
Quincy district’ I have just finished my first quarterly tour, and have found that 
all the brethren on this district are faithfully engaged in the performance of their 
ministerial duties. Several of them preach from four to six times per week, be- 
sides visiting from house to house, praying in families and at prayer-meetings, and 
leading class. Much interest is also taken in the distribution of religious tracts. 
May the blessings of the Lord rest on our feeble efforts, and crown them with 
success ! 

“ Quincy Station, Ill_—Rev. Caspar Jost, preacher in charge. This station is 
in a very prosperous condition. ‘The society numbers one hundred and five mem- 
bers, including six probationers, two exhorters, and one local preacher. There 
is a Sabbath-school connected with the church, having eighteen officers and teach- 
ers, eighty scholars, and a library of one hundred volumes. ‘There is also a day- 
school with about thirty scholars, in which both English and German are taught. 
The mission-property consists of a church and parsonage, valued at $3,000, on 
which is a debt of $600. The station supports the preacher, and, in addition, raised 
last year $81 05 for missionary purposes. 

“ Mill Creek Mission, Ill—Rev. John Schmidt, missionary. The territory em- 
braced in this mission is sixty-two miles in circumference, lying in the vicinity of 
Quincy. There are upon it four regular appointments, with forty-eight members 
in society, including seven probationers and one exhorter. Two Sabbath-schools 
are organized, having twelve officers and teachers, and fifty scholars, No library 
is reported. ‘Two churches have been erected, valued at $260. Last year this 
mission was a circuit, and supported the preacher in charge, who was a single 
man. ‘The present missionary is married, and receives from the mission funds 
$100. 

“‘ Nauvoo Mission, Ill._—Rev. John Planck, missionary. This mission embraces 
the towns of Nauvoo and Warsaw. ‘The church numbers thirty full members, and 
six probationers ; thirty-six in all, including an exhorter. Most of the members 
reside at Warsaw, where they have built a neat brick church, 24 by 36 feet in di- 
mensions. At Nauvoo, a lot with four small houses has been purchased. ‘Two of 
the tenements are occupied by the preacher ; the third is used as a place of wor- 
ship, and the fourth is yet unfinished. The whole value of the church-property is 
$750, of which $50 is unpaid.. There are two Sabbath-schools, with fourteen 
officers and teachers, fifty scholars, and no library. The missionary appropriation 
is $160. This will, ere long, be an important field. 

‘ Burlington Mission, Iowa.—Rev. Henry Nuelson, missionary. This mission 
includes only the city of Burlington. The society consists of fifty-six members, 
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nine of whom are probationers, and-one an exhorter. There is in. operation a Sab- 
bath-school, having fourteen officers and teachers, fifty scholars, and a library of 
fifty volumes. The church-property, a brick church and parsonage, is valued at 
$2,000, on which is a rather pressing debt of $650. The preacher receives $175 
from the missionary funds. 

& Bloomington Mission, Jowa—Rev. August Korfhage, missionary. This mis- 
sion was last year attached to the Wisconsin district. It embraces Bloomington, 
Wapello, Davenport, and two other settlements, and is one hundred and seventy 
miles in circumference. There are upon it six regular appointments. The num- 
ber of church-members, including one exhorter, is seventy-one, of whom sixteen 
are probationers. On the mission are two Sabbath-schools, having ten officers 
and teachers, and thirty scholars, but no library. A house formerly occupied as a 
parsonage, situated ten miles from Bloomington, has been changed into a place of 
worship, and the preacher has removed to Bloomington. A church is much needed, 
but cannot be built without aid from abroad. The missionary receives $175 from 
the funds of the Parent Society. The German population is large, and rapidly 
increasing. 

“ Towa City Mission.—Rey. Philip Funk, missionary. This mission is one hun- 
dred and eight miles in circumference, with seven regular appointments. The 
society, including two local preachers, numbers seventy, of whom eleven are pro- 
bationers. There are on the mission four Sabbath-schools, with twenty officers 
and teachers, and forty-five scholars. ‘These schools are without libraries, and are 
closed during the winter months. The mission-property consists of two block 
churches and a preacher’s house, valued in all at $250. The prospects for success 
are highly encouraging. The appropriation to the preacher is $100. 

“ Desmoines Mission, Jowa.—Rev. Henry Roth, missionary. There are seven 
appointments on this mission, which is one hundred and fifty miles in circumfer- 
ence, The society consists of thirty members in full connexion, and fifteen on 
trial—forty-five in all. There is one Sabbath-school, with three officers and 
teachers, and ten scholars. A portion of this mission was transferred to the Pal- 
myra mission, at the last conference, The amount received from the Missionary 
Society for the support of the preacher is $75. 

“Palmyra Mission, Mo.—Rev. John Keck, missionary. This mission includes an 
extent of territory one hundred and ninety miles in cireumference, and has upon it 
nine regular appointments. The number in society is forty-five, of whom eleven 
are probationers, and one/a local preacher. The only church-property is one par- 
sonage, Several small towns are included on this mission circuit, As yet, little 
has been done, though the prospects are rather encouraging. No Sabbath-schools 
or exhorters are reported, neither is the amount of the appropriation givens

From the above report, we gather the following statistical 
summary :— 

There are eight circuits and stations, and, including the pre- 
siding elder, nine missionaries, thirteen Sabbath-schools, ninety- 
one officers and teachers, three hundred and fifteen scholars, 
and one hundred and fifty volumes in the libraries. Including 
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eighty-one on. trial, there is a church-membership of four hun- 
dred and seventy-six. 'There are four local preachers and six 
exhorters. The whole appropriation for all these missionaries, 
including the presiding elder, is $1,310, averaging to each about 
$164. 'The district, in its present form, has nine churches and 
five parsonages. 


7. German Missions in the Wisconsin District. 


s 


A number of changes have been made in this district since 
the publication of our last Annual Report; Bloomington mis- 
sion having been transferred to the Quincy district, and several 
new ones established. The district embraces portions of Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Illinois. Below we give, with some slight al- 
terations, the report of the presiding elder.

“ Dear Brotuer,—The following is my second Annual Report of the state of 
the missions on the Wisconsin district :— . 

“ Milwaukie Mission.—Rey. Philip Barth, missionary. This is the most im- 
portant point in the State of Wisconsin, as the Germans are now estimated to con- 
stitute one-third of the whole population of the city, and thousands are annually 
flocking to it from the old world. One-half of the present German population are 
supposed to be Roman Catholics, and the greater portion of the balance are con- 
nected with the old Lutheran Church. During the past year several conversions 
have taken place, and the society now numbers thirty-one full members, and 
twenty probationers ; fifty-one in all. A Sabbath-school is in operation, having 
seven officers and teachers, and thirty scholars. No library reported. A church, 
35. by 45 feet, has been erected during the year, which cost $3,100. Upon 
it there is a debt of $700 yet to be paid. The appropriation from the Missionary 
Society is $350. The prospects of success in this field are good. 

“ Chicago Mission.—Rev. Henry Dreyer, missionary. Chicago, like Milwaukie, 
has a large German population, and the mission here is prosperous. The society 
consists of fifty-one members, of whom fourteen are probationers. The Sunday- 
school has eight officers and teachers, and thirty scholars, but no library is reported. 
The church is estimated to be worth $1,000. The missionary, in addition to 
preaching regularly three times, weekly, to his charge, also preaches twice at a 
school-house in the southern portion of the city, with strong hopes that his labours 
are not in vain. The appropriation from the missionary funds to the support of 
this mission is $325. 

‘ Cook Mission.—Left to be supplied. ‘The vacancy has been filled for the pre- 
sent by the appointment of Brother Stotzel, alocal preacher from Chicago. This 
mission embraces the territory in the immediate vicinity of Chicago, and was only 
laid out at the last Illinois Conference. Consequently, we have no statistical in- 
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formation to report concerning it. There is a large German population included 
in its limits, and the prospects for success are good. ‘The missionary appropriation 
is $75. 

«“ Galena Station —Rev. William Ellers, preacher in charge. Connected with 
this station are two appointments in the country. The membership on this station 
numbers seventy-one, of whom twenty-six are probationers, and one is a local 
preacher. There are two church-buildings belonging to the society,—one in the 
city, and one in the country. Some of the members profess the blessing of per- 
fect love, and practically exemplify it. The society support their preacher without 
aid from the missionary funds. 

“ Platteville Mission—To be supplied. This is a new mission, including that 
portion of the country in the immediate vicinity of Galena, and extending some 
distance up the Wisconsin River. For the present, Brother Hoffman, a local 
preacher from the Iowa district, labours on this mission. The missionary appro- 
priation is $75. 

“ Dubuque Mission —Rev. P. Henners, missionary. There are eight appoint- 
ments on this mission circuit, of which Dubuque is the least promising. In the 
country, several flourishing classes have been organized. ‘The membership num- 
bers fifty-nine, of whom two are local preachers, and seven probationers. One 
Sunday-school is in operation, having seven officers and teachers, and twenty 
scholars. No library is reported. The mission-property consists of two churches 
and a parsonage, valued in all at $900. There isa debt of $200 remaining on 
the church in Dubuque. The missionary appropriation is $125. 

“ Jefferson Mission.—This mission was left to be supplied at the last conference, 
and has since been partially under the charge of Brother Buehren, whom affliction, 
however, has prevented from bestowing so much labour on the field as was desira- 
ble. Still the prospects are encouraging. The appointments are seven in number, 
and connected with the society are seventy-five members, thirty-five of whom are 
probationers. No local preachers, exhorters, Sabbath-schools, churches, or par- 
sonages are reported. The appropriation to this mission is $150. 

“ Watertown Mission.—August Kellner, missionary. This new mission con- 
sists of the town of the same name, and some appointments cut off from the Jeffer- 
son mission. The prospects for success are good, as the German population is 
very numerous. ‘The church-property consists of one log house for worship, which 
formerly belonged to the Jefferson mission. The appropriation from the Parent 
Society is $150. 

« Washington Mission—To be supplied. Brother Vosshol has been labouring 
on this mission for some time with encouraging results. At the last conference 
sixty-one members were reported, thirty-one of whom were probationers. A por- 
tion of this mission has been transferred to the Jefferson, but there is still more 
labour than one man can perform. Excepting the membership, no statistics have 
been reported. The appropriation is $75. 

“ Sheboygan Mission.—Philip Lalk, missionary. This mission suffered some- 
what during the past year, as it was for a portion of the time without a preacher, 
Since the appointment of Brother Lalk, the prospects are more cheering. We 
have no statistics from this mission for the last year. The appropriation from the 
missionary funds is $150. 

“ Manitowac Mission —To be supplied. This new mission is at present under 
the charge of Brother Zimmerman, a local ‘preacher from the St. Louis district. 
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Brother Lalk has visited a portion of this mission, and reports the prospects to be 
encouraging. The appropriation is $75. 
Calumet Mission—As yet no preacher has been found to fill this appointment. 
The missionary appropriation is $75.

We have to regret again, as we did last year, the incomplete- 
ness of the statistical information furnished us by the presiding 
elder. ‘The following is the summary of the missions so far as 
we are able togiveit. There are twelve missions, one of which 
is a station, employing eight missionaries, including the pre- 
siding elder. Four local preachers are also temporarily en- 
gaged in filling appointments left vacant at the conference, and 
one mission is still to be supplied. 'There are three hundred 
and seventy church-members, including one hundred and thirty- 
five probationers, five Sabbath-schools, with thirty-six officers 
and teachers, and one hundred and sixteen scholars, seven local 
preachers, seven churches, andone parsonage. ‘The entire ap- 
propriation to this district is $1,975, including that of the pre- 
siding elder, averaging about $150 for each missionary.. 


8. German Missions in the Missouri District. 


This district is still under the superintendence of Rev. Wil- 
liam Schreck, who continues to discharge his onerous duties 
with commendable diligence and faithfulness. In their prose- 
cution he finds many difficulties to surmount, and trials to en- 
dure, while he also has some tokens of encouraging success. 
We herewith present his annual report as follows :—

« St. Charles, January 22d, 1850- 


«“ Dear Brorner,—lI hereby, send you my annual report of the Missouri Ger- 
man district. This district is of considerable extent, requiring me to travel eight 
hundred miles every quarter through a rough country, in order to attend my ap- 
pointments. But the thought of the importance of my undertaking encourages me. 
During the past year the Lord has been with us, and many precious souls have 
been converted to God. The prospects for the future are encouraging. 

“ Herman Mission—Peter Helweg, missionary. The circumference of this 
mission is about one hundred and six miles, with nine appointments, whieh the 
preacher regularly attends every three weeks. The membership consists of one 
hundred and twenty-one in full connexion, and twenty probationers, making in all 
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one hundred and forty-one. There are four Sunday-schools, with fifteen officers 
and teachers, and sixty scholars. No library reported. The church-property is 
worth about $350, consisting of three churches, and one parsonage. The people 
contribute $86 to the support of their preacher. The missionary appropriation is 
$75. The German population is numerous, and the prospects of the mission are 
encouraging. 

“ Jefferson City Mission.—N. Reitz, missionary. The circumference of this 
mission is two hundred miles, embracing six appointments, which the missionary 
regularly attends every three weeks. The number of members is sixty-six in full 
connexion, and six probationers, amounting in all to seventy-two. ‘There is one 
Sunday-school, with three officers and teachers, and ten scholars. No report of 
the library. On this mission there are two churches, valued at $180. The 
preacher receives $36 from the people, and $150 from the missionary funds. 
There is a large German population, and the prospects are very good. 

“ Versailles Mission.—Jacob Feisel, one to be supplied. This mission is one 
hundred and thirty miles in circumference, having in its bounds five appomtments, 
attended regularly every three weeks by the missionary. ‘The numbers in society 
are eighty-eight in full connexion, and twenty-two probationers ; in all, making 
one hundred and ten. ‘There are three Sunday-schools, eleven teachers, and forty- 
three scholars. Several of the latter are in the enjoyment of religion, and have 
united with the Church. There are three churches and one parsonage. The 
church-property is worth $350. 'The people contribute to the preacher $85. 
The missionary appropriation is $125. The country is thickly settled with Ger- 
mans, and the prospects are promising. 

“ Weston Mission.—William Niedermeyer, missionary. The extent of travel 
in this mission is ninety miles, including six appointments, which are regularly 
visited once in three weeks. ‘There is one Sunday-school, having three officers 
and teachers, and eleven scholars. There is one church in process of erection. 
The church-property is valued at $100. There are thirty members in full con- 
nexion, and fifteen probationers, making in all forty-five. The preacher receives 
from the people $26, and from the missionary funds $150. The prospects are 
tolerably good. The Germans are numerous, which leaves us room to hope for an 
increase in the membership. 

* Nodaway Mission.—William Ellers, missionary. This mission is one hundred 
and seventy miles in extent, having within its limits eight appointments, which are 
regularly attended by the preacher once every three weeks. The numbers in so- 
ciety are thirty-three in full connexion, and ten probationers, amounting to forty- 
three. There is one Sunday-school, with one teacher and seven scholars. The 
preacher receives $30 from the members, and $75 from the missionary funds. 
There are many Germans, and the prospects are somewhat encouraging, 

“ Chariton MissionHenry Hogrefe, missionary. The missionary attends 
three appointments every two weeks, travelling seventy miles. There are forty- 
eight members in full connexion, and fourteen probationers, making sixty-two in 
all. The church-property on this mission consists of two churches, valued at $800. 
There is one Sunday-school, with two teachers and fourteenscholars. The mem- 
bers contribute $70 for the support of their preacher. T'he missionary appropria. 
tion is $100. ‘The Germans are numerous, and the prospects moderately good. 

“ Warren Mission.—Jacob Haas, one to be supplied. On this mission there are 
eight appointments, which the missionary attends regularly once every three weeks. 
The extent of travel is one hundred miles. There are four Sunday-schools, with 
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twelve officers and teachers, and sixty scholars. There are five churches and one 
parsonage, valued at $600. The numbers in society are one hundred and sixty- 
five in full connexion, and forty-five probationers ; in all, two hundred and ten. 
The preacher received last year $98 from the people, and $150 from the mis- 
sionary funds. There is a large number of Germans, and the mission is in a very 
prosperous condition. 

“ St. Charles Mission.—L. Kunz, missionary. Although there has been no 
great increase on this mission, some good has been done. A fine brick church 
has been erected in St. Charles, which place is a strong-hold of the Roman Ca- 
tholics. There are two appointments, attended by the missionary once every two 
weeks. ‘There are forty persons in full membership, and six probationers ; in all, 
forty-six. There is one Sabbath-school, with four officers and teachers, and twenty- 
three scholars. During part of the year the missionary held a day-school. The 
preacher receives from the people’ $48, and from the missionary funds $125. The 
church is valued at $900. About half of St. Charles county is settled by Ger- 
mans. The prospects of the mission are tolerably good. 

‘ Winiiam ScHReck.” 


From the above report of the presiding elder, we gather the 
following summary :— 

There are within the limits of this district, seventeen churches 
and three parsonages. Including those on trial, there is a 
church-membership of seven hundred and nineteen. The Sab- 
bath-schools are sixteen in number, having fifty-one officers 
and teachers, and two hundred and twenty-eight scholars. 
The whole number of missionaries, including the presiding 
elder, is eleven ; and the entire amount of the appropriation to 
the district is $1,250; averaging about $114 to each mission- 
ary. In addition to this amount, the societies generally have 
contributed something to the support of their preachers. We 
regret exceedingly that we have no means of ascertaining the 
number of local preachers, exhorters, and volumes in the Sun- 
day-school libraries, on this district, as the presiding elder has 
failed to furnish us with any information concerning them. 


9. German Missions in the New - York District. 


This district was formed at the session of the New-York Con- 
ference held in 1849, and Brother John C. Lyon was appointed 
the presiding elder. The territory embraced in this German 
district is very large, reaching from Baltimore to Buffalo, and 
including all the German work east of the Alleghanies. Bro- 
ther Lyon, however, to whom the superintendence of this ex- 
tensive and laborious field has been assigned, possesses a strong 
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constitution and robust health, with a zeal and perseverance 
admirably fitting him for his arduous labours. We have re- 
ceived from him the following report, which shows the state 
and progress of the missions under his charge during the past 
year :—

«« Dear Broruer,—In compliance with your request, I send you the following 
report of the German work over which I have had supervision during the year 
which is just closing :— 

«“ West Baltimore Station—Thomas Steck, missionary. This mission is lo- 
cated in the midst of a sparse population, but fast filling up with Germans. A good 
brick church has been built, valued at $4,850, of which there is a debt of $1,500. 
The society, though small, consisting of twenty-three full members and three pro- 
bationers, is truly spiritual, and of a sound and substantial character. There is also 
agood and flourishing Sunday-school, with eight officers and teachers, fifty scholars, 
and one hundred and fifty-three volumes in the library. The preryace of this 
mission are every day becoming more encouraging. 

«“ East Baltimore Station —Andrew Schwartz, missionary. ‘The church at first 
built for this mission being found too small, and in an unsuitable place, was, within 
the course of this year, exchanged for one much more suitable as to size and loca- 
tion, and without incurring much additional expense. It has a membership of 
eighty-six in full connexion, and twelve probationers; also, four local preachers. 
The Sabbath-school numbers sixty-five scholars, seven officers and teachers, and 
two Bible-classes, ‘Three of the scholars have been converted during the past 
year. The church-property is worth $4,000. ‘The missionary has laboured with 
great zeal and success here during the past two years, and leaves to his successor 
a very interesting and prosperous field of labour. 

“ Philadelphia Station.—C. F. Grimm, missionary. Although this mission la- 
bours still under the serious disadvantage of the want of a church, being confined 
to a mere lecture-room, and in so large a city, with so many fine churches, yet the 
Lord deigns to bless the vine he has planted here with the continued showers of 
his grace. During the past year twenty-two have been received on probation, and 
five with certificate ; ; and the union and love of the society, and the evidences of 
prosperity and peace, were never greater than at present. The society numbers 
forty-seven full members, and thirteen probationers; and the Sabbath-school, which 
is in a very flourishing condition, consists of one superintendent, ten teachers, one 
hundred and thirty scholars, and two hundred and twenty-five volumes in library. 
Recently quite an interest has been wakened up among some of our friends, in 
favour of aiding the brethren of this mission to build a church, and the Youth's 
Missionary Society of the Union Methodist Episcopal Church appropriated $30 for 
that object. Other active and benevolent individuals have also exerted themselves 
in various ways, in aid of this most holy cause; and we trust that this mission will 
ere long be blessed with a comfortable church-edifice in which to worship the 
Lord of hosts. 

“ Newark Mission, N. J—Augustus Hertel, missionary. This mission has suf- 
fered somewhat from the administration of an untried and inexperienced missionary

through the early part of the year, but since he has been removed, prosperity has 
returned, souls have been converted, and the ship is afloat again. The number in 
full membership is forty-eight, probationers fourteen. The Sabbath-school con- 
sists of fifteen officers and teachers, seventy-five scholars, two Bible-classes, ten 
infant classes, and three hundred volumes in the library. The last year’s expenses 
of the school were $30 36. This school has been organized into a missionary 
society, which has raised $18 42 during the last year towards supporting a mission 
in California. The church-property is worth $3,000, with a debt of $1,300, of 
which it is expected that about $600 will be paid in a short time. 

«* New-York, Second-street Mission —C. H. Doering, missionary. This is pro-, 
perly the parent vine from which has sprouted forth the whole district, and it con- 
tinues to shoot forth its branches still in various ways. The frequent removals and 
colonies which have gone off from this mission, do not allow such a show of in- 
crease as it would otherwise be entitled to exhibit. .The members in full connex- 
ion are one hundred and sixteen, probationers fifty-two, local preachers two. The 
Sabbath-school numbers twenty-seven officers and teachers, one hundred and fifty 
scholars, average attendance, and three hundred and fifty volumes in library. The 
church-property is worth $15,000, on which there remains a debt of $7,600. A 
superior, to the missionary who has laboured here the two years past, in zeal and 
devotion to the cause of Christ, it would be difficult to find; and he leaves his 
flock for a distant field of labour, in the fatherland, with their warmest affections 
and prayers attending him. ? 

“« New-York, Bloomingdale Mission—William Schwartz, missionary. This ap- 
pointment has, within the two years past, been greatly blessed of the great Head 
of the Church. Thesigns of spiritual life and prosperity have been fully developed, 
and the pious ladies, the more immediate patrons of this mission, have abundant 
reason to congratulate themselves, or to thank the Lord for the grace of perse- 
-verance he has put into their hearts to foster this scion of the Church. There are 
in full connexion fifty-eight members and forty-two probationers. The Sunday- 
school consists of eleven officers and teachers, ninety-eight scholars, and one hun- 
dred and twenty-six volumes in library. The church-property is worth $1,200, on 
which there remains a debt of $300. The affectionate and devoted missionary 
will leave his flock bound together in great union of spirit, and their prayers and 
tears will follow him wherever he may go. 

“ New-York, Washington-street Mission—John Swahlen, missionary. This 
mission was commenced as a separate charge a year ago, specially for the benefit 
-of German sailors and emigrants, who usually land in great numbers in this vicinity ; 
and the Lord has here also testified his abundant approbation of the undertaking, 
by the vast amount of good that\has been accomplished during the year. There 
were, in the commencement, three full members in society, and six probationers, 
and upwards of seventy have been received up to this time; but owing to the 
shortness of the stay of many of them, the present number in full connexion is 
thirteen, and twenty-six probationers. The rest are scattered all over the country; 
some in Germany, and some ploughing the great deep, but carrying with them the 
sacred flame which the Lord, by his Holy Spirit, had kindled at this altar. The mis- 
sionary, who is in labours ‘more abundant, has made upwards of seven hundred 
family visits, besides his visits to the ships and emigrants on the wharves, imparting 
instructions and scattering blessings as he went. He has also scattered 15,618 
-pages of tracts, and laboured in the promotion of the cause of temperance. The 
Sabbath-school numbers seven officers and teachers, and forty scholars. A dona- 
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tion of $10 worth of books has been received, besides a great number of tracts and 
private bounties, through our worthy brother, Rev. D. P. Kidder. 

‘< We cannot close this report without expressing our deep conviction that this is 
one of the most important parts of missionary operation yet taken possession of by 
the Church ; and could the public sympathy be properly enlisted in its support, and 
the energies and the liberality, as well as the hearty co-operation of the Church 
be brought to bear on its interests, as the circumstances and prospects abundantly 
merit, this field would yield the richest harvest yet gathered from any mission-field 
in any quarter of the globe. Considering that this is the only German Bethel in the 

port, that the German and Holland vessels cluster all around here, often in great 

numbers at a time,—that the German emigrant here first touches the soil of his 
adopted country and his future home, and that first impressions are always the most 
lasting ones—if the friends of missions and of humanity would rally round this 
newly reared altar, and bring to it the sacrifices of their gold, the frankincense of 
their prayers, and the myrrh of their humanity, to procure a good German boarding- 
house, and a suitable sanctuary for the worship of the Lord our God, the good that 
could be done in scattering the seed of the word of life to every part of the world 
is incalculable. May the Lord soon wake up the liberality of many noble spirits to 
take hold of this enterprise with a strong hand! 

© Williamsburg Mission, L. I[—W.F. Brenner, missionary. Here the Lord 
has not left himself without witness, inasmuch as eighteen souls are confidently re- 
ported to have been converted here during the last year, and some cases of con- 
version haye been of a remarkable character. But owing to the very great fluctua- 
tion of the population here, there are only twenty-two left in society. The mis- 
sionary has been indefatigable in his visits from house to house, and in his distribu- 
tion of tracts, as well as in collecting subscriptions to pay off the debt still due on 
the church lot, which is $400, and further to improve the church-property. The 
prejudices and opposition of the people in these parts to vital Christianity are 
gradually wearing away, and we have no doubt but, by the blessing of the Lord, 
this mission is designed to become one of the most flourishing and successful en- 
terprises of the day. 

« Poughkeepsie Mission—Daniel Diirstein, missionary. Although the labours 
of calling sinners to repentance were begun some time before by the missionary, 
yet no church was{organized, properly speaking, until the commencement of this 
year. A church 30 by 40 feet has also been built, which, when finished, will be 
worth about $2,000. But help is still greatly needed, as it is the design of the 
trustees not to proceed any further in the matter than their means will warrant. 
Since last conference, sixteen have been hopefully converted to God in the midst 
of great persecution; and the whole society, numbering twenty-two members, 
and twelve probationers, ‘ are walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the comforts 
of the Holy Ghost.” One has died in great triumph during this year, leaving a 
most indubitable evidence behind that she was going home to Jesus. There is 
also a good Sabbath-school, numbering seven officers and teachers, and twenty- 
four scholars, with ninety-three volumes in library. The prospects of this mission 
are very encouraging. 

“ Albany Mission—Anthony Boing. = missionary. ‘This is the second year since 
the commencement of this mission. The influences opposed to its success were 
numerous and formidable, but by the blessing of the Lord the vine has struck its 
roots deep into the earth, and has sprouted. A living society has been formed here, 
and awakenings and conversions are frequent. Although the society are at present 
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without a church, the Lord has opened the heart of a good Presbyterian brother, 
who grants them the use of a very suitable hall, gratuitously. The number in so- 
ciety is thirty-three, nearly all of whom profess converting grace. The Sabbath- 
school is quite flourishing, numbering fifteen officers and teachers, and eighty scho- 
lars, with a suitable library. Many thanks to the English brethren and sisters for 
their various kindnesses, and their efficient help in the Sabbath-schools. r 

“Schenectady Mission—John J. Graw, missionary. This mission, though it 
does not as yet number a great many converts, has, nevertheless, effected a great 
amount of good among the German population. ‘The church was properly or- 
ganized at the first quarterly meeting of this year, and the subject of vital Christi- 
anity has taken a deep hold upon the hearts of the people, who were previously 
accustomed to scarcely anything but the form and the name. There are in all 
twelve members in society, an increasingly flourishing Sabbath-school, consisting of 
ten officers and teachers, thirty-five scholars, and one hundred volumes in library. 
The congregations are good, and they relish the plain and pointed truths of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, and the prospect of a flourishing church here lies fairly be- 
fore our view. A church is also being built here of brick, 33 by 44 feet, with a lec- 
ture-room in the rear 16 by 26 feet. The whole cost will be $1,900, $1,100, of 
which are already subscribed. 

« Rochester Mission ——John Sauter, missionary. This mission was commenced 
eighteen months ago in the house of the missionary, and the Lord began the mani- 
festations of his converting power in instances often almost as remarkable as the 
conversion of St. Paul. -Persecutions of the severest kind, even threats of death, 
followed, but the Lord of hosts was the defence of his people. ‘The numbers in so- 
ciety are twenty-two full members, and eighteen on trial. A substantial brick church 
is being built, 38 by 53 feet, with basement, which, when finished, will cost $1,800. 
They have also a Sabbath-school in successful operation, numbering seventy scho- 
lars, sixteen officers and teachers, and one hundred and ten volumes in library. 
The great amount of German population, tegether with the past success of this 
mission, warrant the conclusion that this is destined in the providence of God to 
become one of the best of missions in this State. May the Lord abundantly water 
it with the refreshing showers of his grace. The church lot was a donation by Rev. 
Dr. S. Luckey, and is worth about $300. 

‘© Buffalo Mission.—C. H. Hoevener and Geo. F. Jahnke, missionaries. The first- 
named of these missionaries was transferred from the Ohio Conference, for the pur- 
pose of extending the work into the neighbouring villages, some of which were 
almost exclusively settled by Germans, without any means of grace. The wisdom 
of this measure is abundantly manifest, by the success that has attended it, and 
thirty-eight persons have been converted to God. In the former part of the year, the 
mission seemed in a languishing condition ; but since the appointment of another 
labourer, the field has clothed itself in vernal green. It now numbers thirty full 
members, and thirty on trial. The Sabbath-school numbers thirty-six scholars, with 
eight officers and teachers, and a suitable library. 

“: Besides the above-named missions, there have also been three others commenced 
since conference, viz.:—one in Troy, one in Collikoon, Sullivan county, and one in 
Brooklyn. 'They have been supplied with local preachers, whose labours have been 
crowned, in a greater or less degree, with the blessing of the Lord. In each of 
these places the nucleus of a society has been formed, and there are the strongest 
reasons, if the means of the Church will warrant it, for forming them into regular 
missions the coming year. Yours, &c., J.C. Lyon.” 

April 3, 1850. 
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The detailed accounts of the missions on this district present 
the following summary :— 

“There are embraced in the,district thirteen missions, and in- 
cluding the presiding elder, fifteen missionaries, ten churches, 
and seven hundred and fifty-four church-members.’ Six local 
preachers reported, but no exhorters. ‘There are on the district 
twelve Sabbath-schools, one hundred and forty-two officers and 
teachers, eight hundred and fifty-three scholars, with sixteen 
hundred and fifty-seven volumes in the libraries. 

The following table exhibits, by districts, all the statistics of 
the German work so far as reported :—

II. INDIAN MISSIONS. 


The missions among the aborigines of this country have, 
from the beginning, shared largely in the labours and solicitudes 
of this society. Nor have these solicitudes and toils suffered 
any abatement by the lapse of years. Perhaps at no period 
since our efforts were first directed to the importance of evan- 
gelizing the Indian tribes, has there been more active zeal ex- 
pended to secure this object, than during the last two years. 
In addition to the annual appropriations of the Board for this 
purpose, very material aid has been furnished them by indi- 
vidual enterprise. By this means they have been enabled, in 
several instances, to purchase lands, erect necessary buildings 
and avail themselves of educational privileges, which they esi 
not otherwise have done. ‘The experiment thus made, of con- 
necting a civilizing with an evangelizing process, has been 
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found to work admirably. In most cases they have abandoned 
the chase, in whole or in part, and turned their attention to agri- 
culture and the arts of civilized life. Having changed, to some 
extent, the mode of their subsistence, they are, of course, more 
at home, and more likely to be kept under the salutary re- 
straints and influences of Christianity. Thus placed within 
the reach and under the direct influence of missionary instru- 
mentalities, they are less likely to be contaminated by the evil 
examples which surround them, and much more likely to re- 
tain their steadfastness in the Christian faith. 

One of the greatest obstacles in the way of the social and 
moral improvement of these sons of the forest, has been, and 
continues to be, the evil examples of many of the traders who 
go among them. With but few exceptions, these persons are 
of the most unprincipled character,—men who, for the sake of 
' driving a good bargain with the Indians, will ply them with 
ardent spirits until they entirely lose their self-control, and then 
take advantage of their helplessness. 'This evil probably does 
not exist so universally as it did a few years since, but there is 
still by far too much of it; and while bad white men are thus 
doing all in their power to degrade and brutalize the Indian 
race, it is the imperative duty of the Christian churches to exert 
themselves strenuously to counteract the evil effects produced 
by these servants of the wicked one. Already have the former 
owners of this vast continent dwindled from many millions to a 
few remnants of once powerful tribes; and, to a great extent, 
they have acquired the vices of civilization, without experi- 
encing its benefits, save so far as missionary effort has been 
successful. ‘To such agencies alone must we look for future 
good results, because while mercenary men find it to their ad- 
vantage to.make the character and position of the Indians worse, 
they will not relax their efforts to accomplish that object. For 
years past a mighty tide of emigration has been flowing from 
the Atlantic towards the Rocky Mountains, and now from the 
Pacific another flood comes surging on to meet it. Soon will 
they come together, and beneath their waves will be swallowed 
up the last vestiges of the aborigines of North America. How 
much civilization has done to injure them, impartial history 
will bear correct witness to. How much Christian benevolence 
ought to do to atone for those injuries, can only be estimated by 
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their extent.. A little longer and it will be too late to accom- 
plish anything. It behooves us then to work while yet there 
is a prospect of our labours xesulting in great good to those who 
are perishing for want of the bread of life. 

The pecuniary condition of the Society has never authorized 
the Methodist Episcopal Church to extend its missions among 
the Indians as it would have done, had the necessary means 
been at its disposal. But the good that has followed the limited 
efforts made has encouraged the Society not to relax in those 
efforts. ‘Though the fruits produced in this field have not been 
so abundant as in some others, yet there is satisfactory evidence 
that our labours have been productive of much benefit, enough 
to stimulate us to. renewed exertions. We present below a full 
statement of the condition of our Indian missions, so far as our 
means of information enable us to give it. We commence, 
as usual, with. 


1. Indian Missions in the Wisconsin Conference. 


There are but two Indian missions in this conference, both 
of which are included in the Fond du Lac Mission District. 
The following report from the presiding elder furnishes all the 
intelligence from these missions which we have received during 
the year :— 


“To THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY OF THE Missionary Society oF THE 
Meruopist Eriscorar, Cutrcu. 


“Dear Brorner;—l have visited the Indian missions in this distriet twice during 
the last conference year, and herewith present my annual report::— 

“ Oneida Mission—Seth W. Ford, missionary. This mission still continues to 
be favoured with the tokens of divine mercy. During the past year, twenty-five 
have been added to the society, which now numbers, in all, one hundred and 
twenty-five. We have recently erected a new mission-house,. of which the lower 
story is already completed, and we hope: to finish it entirely during the next sea- 
son. A Sunday-school has recently been organized, and the prospects of its suc: 
cess are highly encouraging. 


“ Brothertown Mission—William M. Osborne, missionary. This mission has 
suffered considerably from the absence of brother Osborne, whom domestic afflic- 
tion prevented from taking charge of his little flock until recently. He has, how- 
ever, arrived at the scene of his labours, with his family, and the prospects of the 
mission are already improving. Arrangements are being made for the erection of 
a mission-house, which is greatly needed. ‘The membership here embraces ten 
whites, three coloured persons, and. seventy-five Indians ;. in all,. eighty-eight. 
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There is a Sabbath-school, but it is suspended for the winter; -and as the mission- 
ary was absent at the time of my visit, I am unable to give any statistics relating 
to it. Nor am I able to present you with any further statistics.

2. Indian Missions in the Michigan Conference. 


Sault St. Marie Mission—P. O. Johnson, P. Marksman, 
missionaries. Brother Pitezel, the presiding elder of this mis- 
sion district, has favoured us with several communications rela- 
tive to this mission during the past year. One of these was 
sent in the form of a report, just at the close of the conference 
year, and published in the Christian Advocate and Journal. 
Another was dated January 2d, 1850. From the former of 
these we extract the following :— 


“ At this station we had a small class during the winter and spring, regular 
preaching and religious exercises, Sabbath-school, &c. The school numbered 
twenty-four scholars,—seventeen boys, and seven girls,—taught by the Rev. P. O. 
Johnson, assisted by brother Marksman. Seven children have lived in the mission 
family, of which four now remain. These are learning English very fast, and im- 
prove in every respect. In the early part of summer, as you were notified in 
my last report, all the Indian families left Little Rapids, and went to White Fish 
Point, Lake Superior, to fish, where they still remain. Some would have returned 
before now, only for fear of cholera. With my advice, brother Marksman followed 
these Indians, took lodgings in a wigwam, built a shelter, under which he has 
taught school during the week, and preached onthe Sabbath. His school-list shows 
fifty-two scholars—thirty-five boys and seventeen girls ; the average attendance for 
one month was sixteen and seven-twentieths. This average appears small; but 
it arises from the fact that a number could come only half a day at atime. I in- 
tended to go to administer the sacrament of the Lord’s supper to those Indians after 
my return from aboye, but was prevented by the breaking out of cholera at the 
Sault. The Indians at Naomakong and vicinity were visited frequently during the 
winter. ‘They are included in those at White Fish Point. The work of religion 
has been advancing, though we have not added to our number here, which is forty- 
six members, besides four whites. The'repairs made about the mission-farm in the 
spring were considerable. Our turnip crop was cut off by insects; the hay was 
light; but we have a very promising crop of potatoes and oats. Our main draw- 
back at Little Rapids is the removal of several families to Naomakong. Unlegs 
we can succeed in collecting more Indians at the station, I see no other alterna- 
tive than that it must be abandoned at no distant date. The Indians are very de- 
sirous that we should have a school at Naomakong. This would accomplish good 
in any event at Little Rapids, had we means to build school and dwelling houses, 


and to support a teacher.” 


In his letter under date of January 2d, 1850, Brother Pitezel 
remarks :— 
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«As to the mission at Sault St. Marie, I have notified the Board, through Bro- 
ther Lane, that the Indians have all left the mission station at Little Rapids, and 
gone to N aomakong, thirty-five miles above. I have been there twice since con- 
ference, and have succeeded in getting a comfortable mission-house built, which 
is now occupied by Brother Marksman and his family. Brother Marksman is 
teaching school and preaching. All communication between this place and that 
has been cut off for a month or more, and I have not heard what number of scho- 
lars he has ; but I presume it is not less than thirty, perhaps more. If the work is 
prosecuted aright, there isa prospect of doing good there. 

s As the Indians have all leftthe mission, it has imposed more labour on the mis- 
sionaries to take charge of the mission-farm. J have laid this matter before the 
Board, and recommended the sale of the farm, and the concentration of our efforts 
at Naomakong. How this is viewed by them I have not yet learned. 

‘©A difficulty having lately arisen between the Canada Indians and certain 
miners at work on lands claimed by them, they considered Mr. A., the Episcopal 
minister among these—though unjustly—to be opposed to their interests, and he 
was compelled to leave. Some of those Indians have urged me to come and 
preach to them again, as we did years ago. It ismy intention to go and see them, 
after returning from my next quarterly meeting, and if a door of usefulness opens, 
we shall try to step in. Some among them were once worthy members of our 
Church, and may perhaps be induced to return.” 


Kewawenon Mission.—Nelson Barnum, Rufus C. Crane, 
missionaries. 'The annual report of this mission, dated January 
Ist, 1850, was duly received. And as this report is of com- 
paratively recent date, and made out by the missionary on the 
spot, we think proper to insert it entire. It is as follows :— 


‘““To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY or THE Missionary Sociery oF THE 
Mernopist Eriscopan Cuurcu. 


“ Dear Broruer,—As the time has arrived for making the report of the affairs 
of this mission, we cheerfully address ourselves to the task. And first, we would 
record our thanksgivings, to God for the many blessings he has bestowed upon us 
during the past year. Though troubles and afflictions haye encompassed our path 
during a considerable portion of the time, yet the Lord has sustained us, and brought 
us safely through ; and our hearts now say, ‘Though he slay me, yet will I trust in 
him.” In making out this report, we shall endeavour to answer the questions con- 
tained in your circular, in the order in which you present them 3 and, 

“Ist. We have but one society in this charge, known as the Kewawenon mis- 
sion. Brother Crane has recently returned from Ontonagon, where he has been to 
visit the miners and preach to them; he thinks there is some prospect of our form- 
ing a society there some time during the year. 

«2d. The number of Indians, including some half-breeds—a part of whom are 
Papists—is eighty-seven. Of these, fifty-six are members and probationers in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


s¢3d. Our school for Indians is small, but doing well

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«4th. One Sabbath-school, two. superintendents, six teachers, and something over 
thirty scholars, We have enrolled over forty scholars during the year, some of 
whom have left, and others have come in to fill their places. The school has been 
poorly attended a part of the year, but recently we have been encouraged, and now 
hope to proceed more prosperously. We have a very good library, well adapted 
to our wants asa library of English books could well be. For a description of it, 
see Report of last year. 

«© 5th. We have a very good church nearly finished, worth probably about $500. 
For the present we worship in it with temporary seats. We are joo poor to finish 
it. Who will help us a little? 

“¢ 6th. Appropriation of the government of the United States, ae tN $250, 
for the support of the school. 

“7th. We are not fully advised of the amount furnished by the Micdenads So. 
ciety, not having attended conference at its last session ; but suppose it to be $350, 
making our entire appropriation $600. 

“8th, We can say, to the praise of God, and for the encouragement of the 
Church, the spiritual condition of the society is good. Our meetings are well at- 
tended, and very interesting, and, for aught we can see, the ‘ prospects for success 
in the future’ are good as could be expected. 

«9th. The Indians are gradually improving in farming. None of them are me- 
chanics, though some of them make some use of tools, assisting the government 
carpenter about building and repairing their houses, making their sleds, &c. 

‘10th. We have been blessed with an excellent revival within the few last weeks. 
The work seemed to be deep and genuine. We have had, in consequence, several 
added to the Church; eleven Indians, three whites, and one negro. When it is 
remembered that our community is. small, numbering only a little over a hundred, 
that there are several Papists among us, and that quite a majority of the remainder 
were already nominally members of the Church, it will be seen that our addition is 
encouraging. The work was above price in the Church. Several who ‘had a 
name to live, but were dead,’ spiritually, have been reclaimed, or perhaps converted, 
and now give good evidence, we think, that they love God. Several who came in 
from the woods to live among us, have renounced their heathenism, and now pray 
to, and worship: understandingly, the Great Spirit. They came forward for bap- 
tism, and brought their children. 

«A few words may be proper to explain the difference between the foregoing, 
and the report of last year from this mission. The number of Indians is less, and 
of church-members but a little more. While a few have come in from the woods, 
and a few have been born, more have left and died. 'The following will show how 
the Church matters are as regards numbers :—

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«“ November 22d, 1849.—Sister Minerva Crane, wife of one of your missionaries, 
left us full of hope for the Church triumphant. ‘The bereavement caused, of course, 
deep affliction to us all, but especially to the husband of the deceased, who is thus 
left far from his friends ‘according to the flesh,’ and lonely, to work in the ¢ vine- 
yard of the Lord,’ whereas he had hoped to be blessed with a «help meet’ to share 
with him in all his joys and sorrows, as well as his labours. 

«Pray for us, that we may be sustained, comforted, and prospered in the missionary 
work.

Fond du Lae Mission.—J. W. Holt, missionary. All the in- 
formation we have received from this mission is contained in 
Brother Pitezel’s report, which came to hand about the time of 
the last session of the Michigan Conference, and bore no date. 
The report itself is as follows :— 


«“ At the time I visited this station, the river had been all over the low land. 
The mission garden, as well as the gardens of the Indians, suffered much from the 
flood. The Indians here are but little advanced in civilization and religion, com- 
pared with the above-named stations. ‘The prospect of a good work was fair in the 
winter, but our expectation was nipped in the bud by an unhappy occurrence with 
an Indian trader, in'which one of the missionaries was concerned. Since that affair, 
most of the Indians appear impatient of restraint. I have just received a letter from 
Brother Holt, in which he states that the Indians have killed three cattle, and eaten 
them, one of which was the mission cow. So abominably lazy are-most of these 
people, that they had rather kill and eat cattle, than to work for food. The school 
taught by Brother Holt, aided by his wife, has numbered twenty-eight scholars, 
twenty male and eight female. Thirty scholars have attended Sabbath-school. 
The school report, until quite recently, has been favourable, and indeed the most 
encouraging thing about the mission. ‘The church only reports eight Indian and 
two white members. If we should be governed by present appearances, there seems 
much reason for discouragement. But the history of most missions furnishes simi- 
lar instances of trial before ultimate success. There is a band here of between four 
and five hundred—it is a field of some extent—an important point, and should be 
abandoned only in case of certain failure after thorough trial.” 


Sandy Lake Mission.—S. Spates, missionary. We are also 
indebted to the report of Brother Pitezel, above mentioned, for 
a short account of this mission. Brother Pitezel writes as fol- 
lows :— 


‘“‘ Sandy Lake has never witnessed a more encouraging year. The school has 
been better attended than ever before. ‘The number of scholars is forty-two, twenty- 
three boys and nineteen girls; average attendance about fifteen. ‘The Church here 
is also small,—only one white member, 6 Indians, and one ontrial. The mission 
crop is promising, and everything looked neat and thriving about the mission pre- 
mises, It appears likea rich and fertile spot in the midst of a cheerless desert. The 
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mission has a fine horse and two excellent cows. ‘Fhe gardens of the Indians have 
suffered much from the great flood. It is said the rice is also destroyed from the 
same cause ; and if so, many Indians will starve next winter.” 


Flint Indian Mission—This is the name by which this 
mission was known last year. It was thought advisable at our 
last conference to make two charges of this work, one under 
the title of Cazier Indian mission, and the other under that of 
Janesville. On the Cazier station, Erastus D. Young and John 
Kahbeege are the missionaries for the present year. On the 
Janesville department, G. W. Brown is the missionary. This 
field was blessed with encouraging prosperity during the past 
year, and is still doing well. But we have been called during 
the year to mourn the loss of one of our most efficient missiona- 
ries, Rev. L. F. Harris, who had the charge last year, and died at 
his post, universally lamented, on the 4th of May, 1849. The 
following is Brother Bradley’s report :— 


«To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY OF THE Missionary SocleTY OF THE 
Meruopist Eriscopan Cuurcs. 


‘Dear BrorHer,—Herewith I transmit my report of the Flint Mission, up to 
September 5th, 1849, that being the close of the conference year, beginning with 
the report of schools, with their average attendance. ae 

“ Ne-bis-Sing, or Bradley's Chapel.—The whole time”during which school was 
taught last year was thirty-four weeks. The whole number of pupils was fifty- 
five, of whom thirty-five were males, and twenty females; fourteen of these can 
read in the Testament. The average attendance was thirty-seven. A Sabbath- 
school was in operation most of the time, at which most of these children attended. 
Four native teachers were employed in the Sunday-school, belonging to which is 
a library of seventy volumes. 

«¢ Pe-wah-ne-go-ing, or Cazier. The school here was in operation eight 
months and a half of last year. The teacher has failed to make any report of the 
condition of the school, so that I am unable to give any statistics relative to it. I 
know, however, that the school was prosperous, and that a Sabbath-school was 
taught during a great portion of the time. 

Oh-gah-keh-ning, or Janesville—The whole time during which the school 
was open at this place last year was eight and a half months. The average 
attendance was about twenty. The whole number of pupils varied from forty-four 
to fifteen, males and females about equally divided. The school was interrupted 
during a portion of the year by the annual visit of the Indians to their hunting- 
grounds. A Sabbath-school is in operation most of the time, which several of the 
adults attended. 

“¢ Ah-tah-wah Band. A school has been in operation here for two months re- 
cently, which promises ultimately to be very useful. 

«“ The total number of members on this mission is about four hundred. Our 
prospects for usefulness are encouraging, as the Indians appear to look toward 
Christianity and its influences as the only hope of’ being saved from entire destrue- 
tion.

‘T hold the duplicates for the land, taken in the name of the Missionary Society, 
and when the deeds come from Washington, and are recorded, I will forward 
them to Brother Lane. 

« The total value of mission property on this work, belonging to the Missionary 
Society, is $3208 99, all of which is necessary to the perpetuity and prosperity of 
the mission, and I think it will increase in value. 

« There is an error in my report of last year, in footing up the value of the mis- 
sion property. ‘The value of the land owned by the society was reckoned twice. 
We get no aid from government for this mission or for schools. 

‘The appropriation made by the mission committee for the support of the mis- 
sion the coming year is $2,005; and I hope we shall not be compelled to have a 
less sum next year.

Notiawa Mission—Manasseh Hickey, missionary. The 
rise and progress of this mission have been spread out in former 
reports. No report has been received from it during the past 
year. The Corresponding Secretary has written to the mis- 
sionary, calling for information concerning it; but though we 
have waited long and anxiously for a response, none has yet 
been given. From all our previous reports, however, we have

reason to suppose that the mission is in a flourishing condition. 
Our report of last year was favourable. Many of the Indians 
were successfully engaged in agriculture, and rapidly acquiring 
and industriously practising the arts of civilized life. A day- 
school had been established with eighteen scholars, and another 
was in contemplation. At the last session of the Michigan 
Conference, seventy-five Christian Indians were reported as 
being in connexion with this mission. It has been marked 
with encouraging prosperity from its commencement. 


3. Indian Missions in the Oneida Conference. 


Oneida and Onondaga Mission.—Daniel Fancher, mission- 
ary. ‘The following report, recently received from Brother 
Fancher, furnishes us with all the information we possess con- 
cerning this mission :— 


‘To THE CoRRESPONDING SgecRETARY or THE Missionary Sociery oF THE 
Merxopist Ertscorpat Cuurcn. 
“ Cardiff, Feb; 22,1850. 

Dear Brorger,—In compliance with your special request, I send you the fol- 
lowing report of the Onondaga and Oneida Mission :— 

«There are within the bounds of this mission not far from five hundred souls, 
including old and young; three hundred and fifty of whom reside at Onondaga, 
and one hundred and fifty at Oneida. At the latter place there are more whites 
than Indians, most of whom are § living without God and without hope.” We have 
at Onondaga sixty church-members, and at Oneida thirty, the most of whom: appear 
to be devoted to the cause of their Divine Master. There are but five whites asso- 
ciated with us ; some, however, belong to other societies, or to other branches of 
the church. At Oneida we have a small ckurch, worth probably $500, and anew 
school-house, built recently, at the expense of the natives, and which is their pro- 
perty. They have no school at present, but probably soon will have, there being 
a State appropriation for that purpose. At Onondaga there is a church worth $800, 
and a parsonage worth $550. There is also a school-house, which was built by 
the State, and in which an English school is taught at its expense. The school is 
at present taught by Rey. R. Ingalls, of the Oneida Conference, assisted by his wife, 
whose services are gratuitous. They are both deeply devoted to the interests of 
the school, and have the happiness of seeing it in a very prosperous condition. 
We have done something in the line of Sabbath-schools at both appointments ; but 
they are at present suspended. We have a temperance society, numbering one 
hundred and thirty members. 

‘1 think there is commendable improvement in agriculture, and some in domes- 
tic economy. Some souls haye been converted during the present conference year, 
and notwithstanding we have had some storms, I think there is now a heavenly 
calm, and a fair prospect of still more good being accomplished. 

«‘ In the above report I have been careful to guard against exaggeration, wishing 
all to understand the real state of the mission. Permit me, in conclusion, to ask

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an interest in the prayers of the pious in behalf of these sons of the forest, that those 
who love the Saviour may be built up in the faith of the gospel, and that those who 
are still in the darkness of Paganism, may be brought to the light and liberty of the 
gospel of Christ.

4. Indian Missions in the Black River Conference. 


St. Regis Mission —James P. Jennings, missionary. We 
have received a regular annual report of this mission, written 
by Brother Jennings, and as it contains all matters of interest 
respecting this new field of missionary labour, we deem any 
remarks of our own entirely unnecessary. ‘The report is as 
follows :— 


«To tae CorRESPoNDING SECRETARY OF THE MissionaRy Society OF THE’ 
Merxopist Eriscopan Cuurcn. 


“Dear Brorarr,—The St. Regis Indians have been visited both with cholera 
and small-pox during the past year. These diseases have proved fatal to between 
eighty anda hundred persons belonging to this tribe. But in the midst of all, God, 
in infinite mercy, has preserved our members and friends from falling by either of 
these diseases. While I am happy to report no diminution in our membership, I 
regret ihat I am not able to speak of an increase, but have to report the same num- 
ber as last year. I rejoice, however, to say, that nearly all these are growing in 
’ grace, and are useful members of the Church, faithfully labouring in the vineyard of 
the Lord. 

‘«‘ During the past year a church has been built on this mission, worth $1,500 ; 
and I think without doubt, before the next session of our annual conference, I shall 
be able to report it free from debt. I hope also to be able to build and pay for a 
school-house for the use of the mission. 

‘In consequence of the prevalence of diseases among the Indians, our Sabbath- 
school has been suspended for a time, but will probably soon be resumed again. 

«The prospects upon this mission were never as good as now. Our congrega- 
tions are increasing, and we are now in the midst of a gracious revival among the 
whites connected with this mission. I cannot but regret that the pecuniary claims 
of the mission require me to be: absent, for it appears that God is moving most 
powerfully upon the hearts of both Indians and whites. 

«The missionary appropriation for the current year is $260; $75 of which to 
pay the interpreter, and $12 the presiding elder’s claim, leaving $173 for the mis- 
sionary. The few families of whites—in all not over twenty—propose to raise $127 
and they are struggling hard to effect it. May Heaven smile upon the labours put 


forth for this mission, and hasten the-day when all’ this tribe shall be converted to 
God!

Wyandott Mission.—Thomas B. Markham, Pascal Fish, 
missionaries. It is generally known that the Wyandott Indians, 
formerly of Ohio, were induced a few years ago to change their 
location, and accordingly removed to the south-west. At the 
time of the unhappy division of the Church, they found them- 
selves within the limits of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. With many of them this position does not appear to 
have been congenial with their wishes; and at the last Gene- 
ral Conference they petitioned to be restored to their former 
connexion. ‘The action of the General Conference on that 
subject left them at liberty to govern themselves according to 
their affinities, and they have since renewed their connexion 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

We have heen hoping to receive a communication from some 
source respecting the present condition and prospects of this 
‘mission, but as yet none hasbeen received. We are therefore 
obliged to confine ourselves to such statistics as we are able to 
gather from the last annual Minutes. From these we learn 
that the membership in this mission consists of one hundred 
and eighty-nine, including fourteen probationers. Of this‘num- 
ber three are local preachers. 

The following statistical summary will give the number and 
names of our Indian missions, the number of missionaries now 
employed, with the be date ag in each mission cireuit and 
station :—

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The above details show that there are in this field twelve 
Indian missions, seventeen missionaries, and an Indian mem- 
bership of ten hundred and seventy-five. The week-day and 
Sabbath-schools reported, number about nine or ten each. 
The number of pupils given is too incomplete to allow of any 
satisfactory report. 


III. SWEDISH MISSIONS. 


The efforts of our Society to evangelize the Swedes, Norwe- 
gians, and Danes, continue to be crowned with cheering suc- 
cess. Since our last report, a new Swedish mission recently 
established at the West has been reported with favourable in- 
dications. 


Swedish Mission in the New - York Conference.—The fol- 
lowing report of Brother O. G. Hedstrom, who has charge of 
the Bethel mission in the city of New-York, we insert entire, 
with the exception of some slight verbal alterations :— 


*¢ «Jt hath the smell of a-field which the Lord hath blessed; therefore it is a 
pleasant thing to walk abroad in it ;? moreover, it hath also, if not ‘all manner of 
fruit in it that is pleasant to the taste,’ yet hath it plants therein, which the right 
hand of the Lord hath planted, from nearly all the climes with which the earth is 
diversified ; even from the uttermost parts of the earth hath the voice been lifted up 
in this mission; and glory to the Highest hath been ascribed by almost all the 
kindreds of the people. 

‘In presenting another annual report of this mission, we cannot omit noticing 
several acts of kindness from its friends received during the year. 

«An esteemed Swedish captain and his lady have forwarded for the use of their 
countrymen worshipping in the Bethel Ship, one hundred copies of the Swedish 
Psalm-Book. 

** Another excellent friend, a Swedish captain, forwarded from home an elegant 
Swedish Bible for the pulpit, accompanying it with several copies of the Psalm- 
Book. 

«« A house justly held in high esteem in this city, where their worth is best known, 
made a donation of medicine, put up with directions, for the benefit of Swedish 
emigrants, and those who have recently located in the West. This voluntary gra- 
tuity was most opportune for my afflicted countrymen, and the value was much 
enhanced by the manner of the offering. May our friends, the Messrs. Sands, of 
this city, live long to enjoy the pleasures known to benevolent hearts! 

‘«‘Most generous gifts have been presented by various benevolent individuals 
during the year, for the benefit of the poor of the society, and the numerous needy 
strangers and foreigners who take refuge in our novel house of prayer. The be- 


nevolence of the members and friends worshipping in this mission is nowhere sur- 
passed, and seldom equalled. 
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“In no society that we have known, have we ever witnessed such numerous 
calls to aid in burying the dead as in this mission. May this paragraph lead some 
* Joseph of Arimathea’ to give us a place of burial,—a lot in Greenwood,—to bury 
such of our sailor and stranger brethren as die among us, far from their kindred 
and native country! The cases of sick strangers have imposed a mournfully 
pleasing task upon us ; and most gladly do we here declare that the ready, cheer- 
ful, and gratuitous services of our American physicians are above all praise. We 
cannot but honour them exceedingly. 

«¢ Called, in multitudes of instances, to have intercourse with our public institu- 
tions, for the pecuniary, physical, or religious interests of strangers, our admiration 
is continually awakened and increased by the kindness and readiness with which 
all connected with them have aided our efforts. Everywhere it must strike the 
stranger that our blessed country seeks to ‘minister,’ and not to be ‘ ministered 
unto.” <A single incident will show what is the moral influence of this state of 
things. One of the members of the mission visited a vessel coming into port with 
passengers, and said to those on board, ‘If you have any provision left from the 
stores you laid in for your passage, you had better give it to me for your poor 
brethren, than sell it for barely what it will bring here” ‘Certainly we will, they 
replied, ‘ and bless God that we have come to a land where there is such care for 
our poor countrymen.’ 

«« Perhaps nothing will show more clearly the fruit and influence of this mission 
than the following extract of a letter from a sailor who, in company with another, 
went home to tell the glad tidings they had heard and believed in America. The 
relation of their experience awakened a deep concern in the minds of many :— 

«©< The first thing I did upon arriving at home,’ says one of them, ‘ was to tell 
them what God, for Christ’s sake, had done for my soul, and that now I was a new 
creature in Christ Jesus. ‘This struck them to the heart, and they with tears began 
to confess that they were sinners in the sight of God.’ He goes on to state that, 
having an engagement in a neighbouring town, to hold a meeting, a number of 
awakened persons accompanied him, and also that more than thirty persons had 
professed to have passed from death unto life. Throngs of people, who seemed 
athirst for the water of life, pressed him on eyery hand to give them Christian 
exhortations. 

«‘ The correspondence of this mission increases every year. The labours of the 
missionary, in his study alone, where he must receive officers and crew, strangers 
from far and near, answer their inquiries, resolve their doubts, instruct their igno- 
rance, and lead them to the Lamb of God, are sufficient to engross the time, and 
exhaust the strength of one man. ‘The results of these labours have extended to 
some of the extreme parts of the earth, as the communication above alluded to 
clearly shows. Many other instances might be adduced; but their recital would 
occupy too much space. 

« About three thousand emigrants who have gone to our western States and Ter- 
ritories, during the past year, upon their arrival in this country, have received at 
our hands, both on board their own vessels, and in our Bethel-ship, the word of 
life, ‘To very many of these, by the Christian zeal of our Bethel Society, the pre- 
cious book of God, the only great and true source of civil and religious liberty, 
has been given. 

‘On account of the transient character of seamen, and most of the strangers 
who land on our shores, we find great difficulty in making any accurate state- 
ment of the statistics of this mission. Some twenty or more have sailed for Cali- 
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fornia, with certificates, and as many more are scattered to the West, in various 
directions. With those who have gone to the West we have sent out a minister, 
who was first taken in among us at the Bethel-ship. He is now actively employed 
in labours among the Swedes and Norwegians in Illinois, The present number 
of members in our mission, at the ship, is sixty. We have one Sunday-school, 
with ten officers and teachers, and fifty scholars. Our prospects are no less 


encouraging than heretofore. 
«“O. G. Hepstrom.” 


Swedish Missions in the Rock River Conference. 


At the Rock River Conference, held in August, 1848, Rev. 
Jonas J. Hedstrom, a local preacher, was received on trial, and 
appointed in charge of the Swedish Mission. Previous to this, 
he had laboured among the Swedes, and organized a society of 
his own countrymen, to whom he preached regularly. Many 
of the Swedes, emigrating to the West, were directed to his care 
by his brother, Rev. O. G. Hedstrom, of the city of New-York. 
Several who had been converted at the Bethel-ship formed the 
nucleus of the society, one of the number being constituted the 
leader of the class. A letter from Brother J. J. Hedstrom says, 
“There are six preaching-places, sixty members, and thirty- 
three probationers. Since I last wrote we have had many to- 
kens for good. We began our meeting on Christmas morning, 
at four o’clock, and the Lord was present in great power. A 
number of souls have been set at liberty within a few days. 
Glory to God! I have not seen so general a revival among 
the Swedes since I began my labours among them. A woman 
whe lives at a distance told me she received the pardon of her 
sins under a sermon from these words,— But He was wounded 
for our transgressions ; he was bruised for our iniquities; the 
chastisement of our peace was upon him, and with his stripes 
we are healed’ 

“ A chorister who had led singing for nine years experienced 
religion, and joined our church. He sings better now than 
ever.” Brother Hedstrom refers to a brother who was sent out 
from this city to aid him, and says, “ His coming was providen- 
tial.” His present purpose is not only to enlarge the field of 
his own operations, but shortly to go over to brethren in Towa, 
who have a long time been crying to him to come and break 
the bread of life to them. God grant that these poor sheep in 
the wilderness, having no pastor acquainted with their own 
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tongue, may soon have one suited to their wants. Brother 
Hedstrom speaks of his class-leader as having talents which 
would make him useful as a preacher ; if so, we shall have the 
man for a third field among our Swedish and Norwegian emi- 
grants in the West ; and blessed are we in being providentially 
permitted to do this good work among a class of strangers who 
have in general been a benefit to our country. 


IV. MISSIONS IN THE DESTITUTE PORTIONS OF THE REGULAR 
WORK. 


To every one who has at heart the welfare and happiness of 
his fellow-men, it must be a source of profound regret, that not- 
withstanding the advanced state of civilization which our coun- 
try has reached, there are still many persons, not only hun- 
dreds, but thousands, who are so slightly elevated above. the} 
condition of barbarism, that they are totally unable either to! 
appreciate or enjoy the social advantages of the age in which 
they live. Apparently they realize no wants beyond the mere 
pleasures of animal existence; and if their temporal necessities 
- are supplied, they seem to care for nothing further. How much 
more painful then is it to the Christian who lives under the 
light of the New Testament dispensation, who experiences the 
exceeding great joy of an assurance that through the mediation 
of our Saviour there is a bright and everlasting future before 
him, to know that in the midst of light and knowledge, thou- 
sands of his fellow-countrymen are perishing in darkness and 
sin, with none to guide them in the way of eternal life ! 

The Christian who would see a fellow-creature suffer for the 
want of nourishment to sustain life, or clothing to keep him 
comfortable, while possessed of the means to afford relief to the 
sufferer, would not fail to receive the condemnation of all who 
were acquainted with the facts. And, indeed, it would be a 
matter of self-condemnation to the conscientious man to know 
that he had permitted any one to experience distress while he 
had the ability to alleviate his misfortunes. This principle 
should stimulate every follower of the Redeemer to strenuous 
exertions for affording the means of grace to every human be- 
ing; for just so far as the immortal spirit is elevated above the 
physical nature of man, is it the imperative duty of every pro- 
fessed lover of God to strive earnestly for the salvation of the 
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souls of those who as yet remain ignorant of the mercy offered 
to them through the blood of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

Deeply impressed with considerations like these, and 
prompted by the benevolent motives of the gospel, it has been 
the uniform policy of our Board to provide, as far as practica- 
ble, for destitute places within the limits of our regular work. 


/ In pursuing this policy, they have but acted in conformity with 


one of the leading objects of the Society, as expressed in the 
first article of its Constitution. By our missionary instrumen- 
talities, thousands who were shut out from the ministry of the 
word and the ordinances of God’s house, have been visited by 
the messengers of mercy, directed to Him who “is the way, the 
truth, and the life,” and thus gathered into the Redeemer’s 
fold. 

The great rapidity with which the population of the United 
States has increased during the last few years,—especially the 
Western portions of the country,—has created a corresponding 
demand for increased appropriations to the domestic portion of 
our missionary work. Buta few years have elapsed since the 
country west of the Mississippi, and north of the Ohio, was 
either sparsely settled or entirely a wilderness; and already 
several new States have been formed in that section of the 
Union. A brief period only will elapse, before regions now 
desolate will teem with a busy and active population, who will 
demand the Christian sympathies and efficient aid of the Church 
in the older States ; for it is an unquestionable fact, that all 
newly settled countries, for a time at least, must, to a great ex- 
ent, depend on missionary labours for the means of grace. 

While, therefore, we listen with deep interest and anxious 
solicitude to the numerous and pressing calls from abroad, and 
while we are gradually strengthening and enlarging the foreign 
field, we must not be indifferent to the urgent and imperative 
necessities at home. ‘True patriotism, as ell as Christianity, 
calls upon us to extend the ameliorating and evangelizing in- 
fluences of the gospel, in a degree commensurate with the pro- 
gress of Western emigration. Fully impressed with the truth 
of the Bible declaration, that “ Righteousness exalteth a nation,” 
we should labour to disseminate the principles of evangelical 
truth to the farthest limits of our ever extending population.

These principles alone can so mould the minds and hearts of 
unregenerate men as to give them an enduring interest in the 
civil and religious institutions of our happy country, and thereby 
add to the security and stability of our glorious Union. . There- 
fore, while as Christians we are blessed with freedom of con- 
science, and liberty of action in reference to the religious in- 
terests of our fellow-men, our efforts for the spread of a pure 
and saving gospel among those who are destitute, should be in 
equal proportion with our high and holy privileges. 

In retrospecting the history of our Domestic Missions, we find 
much to excite our gratitude, and stimulate us to increased ex- 
ertions. God has greatly honoured our humble instrumentali- 
ties in the conversion of multitudes of precious souls who might 
otherwise have wandered on in moral darkness, and ultimately 
have perished. Many of these have been gathered: into the 
Church of Christ, and having remained steadfast in the faith, 
are now labouring earnestly, in their turn, to bless others’ with 
the same precious truths which have been instrumental in their 
own salvation. ) 

The year which has just closed has not been less fruitful in 
good results than its predecessors. While some of these mis~- 
sions have become self-supporting circuits and stations, many 
new and promising ones have been added. The newly esta- 
blished conferences of Western Virginia and Missouri have 
greatly increased the aggregate of Domestic Missions; the 
former having quite a number of feeble circuits and stations, 
and the latter being mainly missionary. Oregon and. Califor- 
nia too, having been organized into an annual conference, must 
hereafter be included in the list of Domestic Missions, and pro- 
vided for accordingly. It must, therefore, be obvious to all, 
that our domestic department is every year assuming an in- 
creased importance, while it presents.claims upon the Church 
which must not be unheeded. The general missionary com- 
mittee, at its late meeting in May, influenced by these considera- 
tions, increased the appropriation to this field for the current 
year. 

Various communications have-been received during the year, 
showing that the great Head of the Church still smiles upon 
this department of our work, and deigns to give efficiency to 
our humble efforts. We have heard of many eneouraging re- 
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vivals as the result of missionary agencies, but as the most of 
these accounts have appeared in our Church papers, it is not 
deemed necessary to insert them in this report. 

From the materials at hand, we have made the most correct 
ealculations within our power of the statistics of these missions. 
But we cannot vouch for entire accuracy, as in some of the 
conferences the mission stations are not designated in the gene- 
ral Minutes; and as we have no access to any other source 
from which to obtain correct information on this subject, we 
are obliged to govern ourselves by the reports of last year. — 

The following exhibit will present the most accurate statis- 
tical view of these missions we are able to give under the cir- 
cumstances :—

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GENERAL STATISTICAL SUMMARY. 


For our general summary we cannot claim entire correct- 
ness; but, from the information received, have done the best 
we could. We have no statistics either from the Liberia ‘or 
South American Missions. But, if they should arrive before 
our Report goes to press, they will be inserted in Appendix A. 
and B. In making out our general summary we have been 
obliged to govern ourselves by the reports of last year, where 
we have no later intelligence. Thus guided, we arrive at the 
following results :— 

In the foreign departments we set down Liberia Mission as 
reported in the Appendix of last year—ten hundred and thirty- 
four church-members ; Oregon, four hundred and sixty-two; 
South America, thirty-one; California, about seventy; Ger- 
many, fourteen,—in all, sixteen hundred and eleven. 

In the domestic field, which embraces the foreign population, 
and the aborigines of this country, there is reported for the Ger- 
man Missions an aggregate membership of seven thousand two 
hundred and sixteen; in the Indian Missions, one thousand 
and seventy-five ; Swedish Missions in New-York and Rock 
River Conferences, one hundred and fifty-three ; and among 
the native population, connected with the regular work, includ- 
ing a few coloured members and a few whites among the In- 
dians, thirty thousand four hundred and thirty-eight. 

In the domestic field are employed four hundred and sixty- 
four missionaries. Of this number there are labouring among 
the Germans, one hundred and eight; among the Indians, 
seventeen; among the Swedes and Norwegians, two, and in 
various destitute portions of the regular work, three hundred 
and thirty-seven. 

In the foreign department, exclusive of printers, teachers, 
mechanics, &c., there are thirty-four. 

The above statistics show that the aggregate of missionaries 
and church-members in our foreign and domestic field is as 
follows :—

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These results, compared with those of last year, show an in- 
crease of twenty-nine missionaries, and two. thousand eight 
hundred and thirty church-members. The statistics of the 
week-day and Sabbath-schools, so far as received, will be found 
reported in connexion with the various missions to which they 
are attached. 


Ausiliary Societies. 


The Board would embrace the present occasion to renew 
their sincere thanks to the Conference Auxiliaries and their 
branches for the efficient aid afforded them in prosecuting the 
great work committed to their care during the progress of an- 
other year. While they cannot but deeply regret that the an- 
nual contributions for missionary purposes bear so little propor- 
tion to the pecuniary resources of the Church, they hail with 

great delight the indications of increased interest in the cause 
which have appeared in many portions of our work. Though 
some of our conference and branch auxiliaries have either fallen 
below their usual contributions, or remained stationary, others 
have greatly advanced upon their former annual collections. 
Upon the whole, we rejoice that we are able to report some 
progress in our financial operations; and we are encouraged 
to hope that our auxiliaries, with their branches, will continue 
to sustain us in our holy work, enabling us to meet our weighty 
responsibilities without serious embarrassment. 

We.cannot withhold the expression of our gratitude to those 
juvenile and Sabbath-school societies from which we continue 
to receive substantial evidences of an unabated interest and 
zeal in the missionary cause. It is with no small degree of 
pleasure we have witnessed the active sympathy of many of our 
juvenile friends in their praiseworthy efforts for the enlarge- 
ment of the Redeemer’s kingdom. Several instances illustra- 
tive of juvenile efficiency, when rightly directed, were given in 
our last Annual Report; and we can scarcely doubt that, since 
then, others have been added. 

The juvenile contributions to the Wesleyan Missionary So- 
ciety, in a single year, amounted to rising $18,000. Other 
missionary organizations are enlisting the services of the chil- 
dren in this good cause, with encouraging success. We doubt 
not there are many children in this country who are as active 
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and as willing to contribute for the benefit of the heathen as 
those in England, or elsewhere. All that is wanting to secure 
this desirable result is proper training. 'The youthful mind is 
generally susceptible of right impressions: and if our Sabbath- 
school officers and Christian parents could be prevailed upon 
to train their respective charges to missionary sympathies and 
benevolent action, the effect would soon appear in the aug- 
mented receipts of the Society. 

While it affords us gréat pleasure to repeat our grateful 
acknowledgments to those societies and individuals who have 
so cheerfully co-operated with us in our efforts to extend the 
triumphs of the Cross, we confidently hope that their zeal and 
liberality, instead of waning, will be greatly increased in the 
future. Unsustained by its auxiliaries, the Parent Society itself 
would soon lose its efficiency. We hope, therefore, our nume- 
rous auxiliaries will continue to rally to our aid, and not suffer 
themselves to become alienated from us by any local or sectional 
considerations. 


Modes of Raising Supplies. 


Notwithstanding the many suggestions that are constantly 
being made of new plans for replenishing the Treasury, we do 
not see that any of them are better than the modes laid down 
in the Discipline of our Church, which have hitherto been, toa 
certain extent, carried into effect. "These are the formation of 
conference auxiliaries, with branch societies, in each circuit and 
station; the preaching of missionary sermons; the taking up 
of an annual collection in each charge, and the cent-a-week 
system. All of these methods have the sanction and recom- 
mendation of the General Conference; and, were they all car- 
ried out to the extent contemplated in their origin, they would 
not fail to bring into the funds of the Society a revenue not 
only adequate to its present wants, but sufficiently large to war- 
rant an increase in the extent of our missionary operations. 

But while a portion of our brethren in the ministry seem fully 
impressed with the importance of keeping alive a missionary 
spirit, others seem to view the whole matter with feelings of 
little interest, if not with entire indifference. We are assured 
that if the preachers in charge of the various circuits and sta- 
tions throughout the connexion, would take the missionary 
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cause into their hands and hearts, and labour with zeal and 
fidelity to inculcate the same feelings among the members of 
their charges, they would quickly find a response to their calls 
for aid. All that is required is for the preachers to Jead,—the 
people are generally willing to follow. But so long as the pas- 
tor neglects his duty, it is scarcely to be supposed that the mem- 
bership will fulfil zhetrs. If our ministerial brethren will but 
place the claims of the morally destitute before their people, we 
are satisfied that the result would be greatly beneficial, not only 
to the Missionary Society, but the Church itself. Missionary 
zeal is Christian zeal ; and the spirit awakened in the Church 
by missionary effort among the members, would of itself be a 
sufficient recompense for the labour bestowed in the good work. 
We hope that our preachers throughout the Church will, with 
one accord, enter heartily into the effort to obtain systematic 
contributions for missionary purposes. Let this be done, and 
in our next Annual Report we shall have a cheering account 
to present of our financial affairs. 


Monthly Missionary Prayer-Meetings. 


Nothing short of divine efficiency can ensure the success of 
any great moral or religious enterprise. However well con- 
certed our plans, however mighty our instrumentalities, all must 
prove fruitless without the agency of the Holy Spirit. This 
must be sought, and can only be obtained by prayer,—earnest, 
believing, and continued prayer. It is an unchangeable law of 
the divine economy, that the success of human agencies must 
always depend upon the strength which God supplies. Hence, 
we are divinely taught that “the race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong ;” or, in other words, that success can 
be secured only through the promised aid of the Holy Spirit. 
This principle is recognized in our excellent Book of Discipline ; 
and upon it is based the recommendation for the establishment 
of monthly missionary prayer-meetings, in all our circuits and 
stations. Perhaps no enterprise in which the Church is en- 
gaged connects with it more difficulties and discouragements 
than her missionary work ; and, therefore, no one calls more 
loudly for divine interposition. ‘There are so many obstacles 
to be overcome, so many trials to endure, so much of opposition 
to encounter, and so much ignorance to grapple with, that all 
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must acknowledge “our sufficiency is of God.” Yet, with all 
our acknowledged necessities, and deep sense of human insuf- 
ficiency, it is feared that special prayer for missions is, to a great 
extent, restrained before God. We have but too much ground 
to fear that missionary prayer-meetings, as such, are scarcely 
known in many portions of our work. Where this is the case, 
it is no.marvel that the cause languishes. 

Would that the whole Church were fully aroused to a sense 
of their delinquency in this matter! Would that every mem- 
ber could realize that it was his or her individual duty to pray 
to the supreme Ruler of all things for his blessing upon the 
missionary enterprise. . Who can tell what great results might 
be accomplished if the united voice of the Church ascended to 
the throne of God, asking him to crown with success his ser- 
vants who are labouring in the missionary field? We have a 
God who heareth and answereth prayer,—who is not deaf to 
the petitions of his people; and could the sympathies and pray- 
ers of all those who profess his name be enlisted in behalf of 
the missionary cause, we cannot doubt that he would smile 
upon and bless it. 

We would call, then, upon all who are associated with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, preachers and people, to give us 
the aid of their prayers. Let meetings be held for the purpose 
of invoking the aid of Heaven in the work of evangelizing the 
world. Let petitions go up in behalf of those who grope in 
darkness, that they may soon behold the light of life, and walk 
in the way that leads to endless happiness. ‘This is our duty: 
we owe it to our suffering fellow-men. They demand our pray- 
ers, and we have no right to refuse to offer them up in their 
behalf. 


Missionary Advocate. 


Two special objects were contemplated in the establishment 
of the Missionary Advocate. One was, that those who con- 
tributed to the funds of the Parent Society might know the good 
that was effected by means of their donations; and the other 
was, that those who, though members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, apparently took little interest in the missionary 
cause, might be awakened to a sense of the responsibility rest- 
ing upon them in neglecting to aid in the great work of the 
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world’s regeneration. While other denominations were annu- 
ally scattering over the country their missionary periodicals, 
the Methodist Missionary Society had no such organ. It is 
true that, to some extent, the Church-papers supplied this defi- 
ciency; but there were thousands of persons who never saw 
those papers, and who, we doubted not, would willingly con- 
tribute to our funds if a proper feeling upon the subject could 
be aroused. Accordingly the Missionary Advocate was com- 
menced, with a view to meet what we deemed to be an actual 
want in the Church. 

From the outset it was scarcely hoped that the receipts from 
this little paper would ever become a source of very considera- 
ble revenue. The most that was anticipated was a small excess 
over the actual expense of its publication; and in order to 
secure an extensive circulation, the price was fixed so low that 
a heavy subscription-list was necessary even to accomplish this 
object. For the first year of its issue, it more than paid its ex- 
penses ; and the Board, encouraged by that fact, resolved to 
double its size, and publish it at the same rates as before. This 
was done, and the paper has continued to be published at the 
same price, and of the same dimensions, up to the present time. 
Excepting the first and fourth years of its history, it has never 
entirely met its expenses; but the Board, fully impressed with 
the importance of sustaining such a periodical, have continued 
its publication ; believing that its influence upon the funds of 
the Society, as well as upon the missionary character of the 
Church, was of far more importance than the apparent loss of a 
small amount of money. 

The results, thus far, have convinced the Board that this view 
of the case was a correctone. In many places where there had 
. been little or no interest taken in the missionary cause, a deep 
_ sympathy for the perishing heathen, and those wandering in 
_ moral darkness in our own country, has been excited among 
our people, and this, in a great degree, through the influence of 
the Missionary Advocate. The effect has been, that wherever 
the paper has been extensively patronized, the contributions to 
the funds of the Society have visibly increased; and we are 
satisfied that a more general diffusion of missionary intelligence 
is all that is needed to place it in sueh a position, pecuniarily, 
as to enable it greatly to extend its operations. In view of these 
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facts, it behooves every friend of the missionary cause, whether 
preacher or lay member, to exert all the influence in his power 
to extend the circulation of the Missionary Advocate. 'Twenty 
thousand copies have been the most yet circulated of any one 
volume ; but we doubt not that, with very little exertion, a sub- 
seription-list of fifty to a hundred thousand might easily be 
procured. We earnestly beseech our brethren not to overlook 
the importance and interests of our little missionary sheet, and 
that while they are labouring to promote other good works, 
they will give a little of their aid in sustaining this interest; 
always keeping in mind that this is the only missionary period- 
ical published by the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


State of the Treasury. 


The whole amount of receipts during the year ending May 1, 
1850, is $107,835 73.. The amount of disbursements for the 
same year, is $100,989 63. Balance in treasury at commence- 
ment of the year, $6,846 10. 

Such was the state of the treasury as reported to the soit 
meeting of the General Missionary Committee and Board of 
Managers, May 2, 1850. ; 

An animated and interesting conversation ensued on the ex- 
tension of the missionary work at home and abroad ; on the 
ability and willingness of the Church to sustain its extension ; 
and the conclusion arrived at unanimously was, that OnE 
Hunprep anp Firry Tuousanp Dotiars must be appropri- 
ated for the support and increase of our missionary work for the 
ensuing year. The committee arrived at this conclusion joy- 
ously, and with full confidence that the Church will answer 
the demand. This is an increase of thirty-three and a third 
per cent. over the appropriation of last year, which’ was one 
hundred thousand dollars. 'This sum, then, the Church heard 
named with fear and trembling. But she has nobly answered 
the call, and will respond to one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars this year. 

The committee then proceeded to make a general distribution 
of the whole sum, as follows :—$65,200 to foreign missions, in- 
cluding Oregon, California, and New-Mexico ; $84,800 to the 
missions to the various foreign populations, and the Indians 
within our country, and to our domestic missions proper.

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The appropriations in every department of our domestic work 
have been increased somewhat, particularly to the missions 
among foreigners and Indians; and to our English domestic 
missions in the far West, where new States are filling up, new 
cities and towns springing into being, and indeed a new empire 
is being created ; also to those Conferences in the older States 
in whose bounds are vast city populations accumulating beyond 
the ability of the churches among them to meet their wants. 
These new suburban populations must be influenced quickly, 
or they will become very corrupt and dangerous; and if we 
expect to have any hold on them, we must found churches 
among them as they accumulate in new parts of our cities. 


- Our domestic city missions do very much in this respect ; but 


the general society feels it ought to do a little at those points, 
and to assist at all the weak and needy points of the work. 
The strong must, in this respect, bear the infirmities of the 
weak. 

At four o’clock, May 3d, was held a special meeting of the 
Board of Managers, to hear the estimates and conclusions of 
the committee. It is proper tosay, that when the General Com- 
mittee had gone through their work, they felt some misgivings 
with respect to so large an increase in the general amount to 
be drawn for, as $150,000; and they therefore cut it down, 
and so reported to the Board. But, to the surprise of the eom- 
mittee, the Board, almost unanimously, restored the estimate to 
$150,000, and made an increased appropriation to the China 
mission, an additional contingent appropriation to the Foreign 
German mission, and a large additional contingent appropriation 
to the Oregon and California missions; and all this Bishop 
Hedding approved. 

So then the Church is called upon this year for Onn Hun- 
DRED AND Furry Tsovsanp Douars for the support and ex- 
tension of our missions the ensuing year. Will she answer 
promptly ?

Legacies. 


To those of our friends who, in view of the uncertainty of 
life, or the prospect of a speedy dissolution, may be desirous of 
bequeathing a portion of their worldly estates for the benefit of 
the missionary cause, it may be proper to repeat the informa- 
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tion, that our Society is incorporated by the laws of the State 
of New-York, and to request them to adopt the “form of a 
bequest” on the cover of this Report, and cause the Board to 
be notified thereof, through the Corresponding or Recording 
Secretary; at New-York. 


CONCLUSION. 


Our survey of the missionary work of our Church is ¢on- 
cluded. It has covered a wide field; but not near so wide as 
the field of our duty. The Church’s sphere knows no limits 
but those of humanity. The heart of Christ knew no limita- 
tion of its love. He died, not to make an aristocracy of the 
choice of mankind, but to make king's of all mankind. He 
died, says the Apostle, “not for our sins only, but for the sins 
of the whole world.” The curse had fallen upon all: the offer 
of redemption was to be as broad as the curse. Such, and no 
less, were the aims of Christ in his voluntary humiliation ; 
such, and no less, was the scope of his final charge, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature.” 

The missionary work is opening before our Church with an 
extent and a grandeur never before known in our history. Our 
domestic field, of itself, extends over nearly a whole vast conti- 
nent. The gold of California is fast peopling the Pacific shore ; 
and from it soon our missionaries can pass in a few days to the 
Eastern Asiatic coast. On that coast we have already planted 
a standard, and the call is loud for more soldiers of the cross to 
surround it. From Africa and from Europe, as well as from 
Asia and the far-off borders of our own America, the cry for 
help is louder than ever. Let us not shut our ears to it. Let 
us not enjoy our ease while the heathen perish. Nor let us 
ever forget the breadth of our Christian commission. 'The final 
charge of Christ, with all its weight of obligation, has never 
been repealed. If the commission of the Christian Ministry 
‘ and of the Christian Church is valid at all in successive gene- 
rations, it must be valid under the same conditions, and to the 
same extent,—it must rest on the same principles, and imply the 
same spirit of self-denial and self-sacrifice, in each generation, 
as in the Apostolic age. ‘The only modifications possible are 
the non-essential ones arising from the varying circumstances 
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and exigencies of different ages and of different nations. In all 
its vital elements the command is still the same. . It sounds 
upon our ears to-day, if we will but hear it, just as clearly, and 
just as authoritatively, as when it fell on Mount. Olivet, from 
the lips of Jesus, on that early morning when, from the midst 
of his disciples, he ascended into heaven, and “was taken up 
out of their sight.” It is yet in force, and will be, until every 
nation has heard the joyful sound, until every knee has bowed 
and every tongue has confessed that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father; until that final hour of the joy 
of the Son of God, when “he shall see of the travail of his soul 
and be satisfied ;” until that predicted hour of the triumph of 
the Son of God, “when the heathen shall be given unto him 
for an inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for 
his possession.” 


APPENDIX. 


A. 


Arrica.—Just as the Report was going to press, the Journal of 
the Liberia Mission Conference came to hand, containing the 
Minutes of the Conference. There is only time or room to in- 
sert the Minutes and the Statistics. It is gratifying to observe 
an increase in the Church in Africa. Last year there were 
1,034 members and probationers ; this year there are 882 mem- 
bers, and 235 probationers, making a total of 1,117 ; being an 
increase of 83. There is also an increase in the Sunday-School 
Department. Last year 18 schools, this year 20; scholars last 
year 690, this year 810; increase 120. We observe also a 
pleasing account of the religious condition of the schools, as 
indicated by seventy-five conversions. The Sunday-school 
statistics are more particular this year ; but we find no account 
of the day-schools ; nor do we find, in our hasty examination, 
any account of the number of local preachers for this year. 
The amount contributed for missions had not been ascertained 
at close of conference, but the Minutes say it will be quite as 
much as last year, which was about $535.

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CONSTITUTION, AS REVISED 


BY THE 
GENERAL CONFERENCE IN 1844. 


Arr. 1. Tis association, denominated “Tar Misstonary Society 
or THE MeTHopist Episcopan Cxuurcu,” is established for the express 
purpose of enabling the several annual conferences more effectually to 
extend their missionary labours throughout the United States and else- 
where ; and also to assist in the support and promotion of missionary 
schools and missions in our own and in foreign countries. 

Art. 2. The payment of two dollars annually shall constitute a mem- 
ber; the payment of twenty dollars at one time a member forlife. Any 
person paying one hundred and fifty dollars at one timeinto the treasury 
shall be a manager for life, and the contribution of five hundred dollars 
shall constitute the donor a patron for life. 

Art. 3. The officers of this society shall consist of a president, vice- 
presidents, a corresponding secretary, recording secretary, treasurer, and 
assistant treasurer, who, together with thirty-two managers, shall form 
a board for the transaction of business. They shall all be members 
of theMethodist Episcopal Church, and be annually elected by the society, 
except the corresponding secretary. Each annual conference shall 
have the privilege of appointing one vice-president from its own body. 

Art. 4. The corresponding secretary shall be appointed by the 
General Conference. He shall reside in New-York, and conduct the 
correspondence of the society, under the direction of the board. He 
shall be subject to the direction and control of the board of managers, 
by whom his salary is to be fixed and paid. He shall be exclusively 
employed in conducting the correspondence of the society, and, under 
the direction of the board, in promoting its general interests, by travel- 
ling or otherwise. Should his office become vacant by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, the board shall have power to provide for the duties 
of the office until the Bishops or a majority of them shall fill the 
vacancy. 

Art.5. The board shall have authority to make by-laws for regulating 
its own proceedings, to appropriate money to defray incidental expenses, 
to provide for the support of superannuated missionaries, widows, and 
orphans of missionaries, who may not be provided for by the annual 
conferences—it being understood that they shall not receive more than 
is allowed by the Discipline to other superannuated ministers, their 
widows, and orphans—and to print books at our own press, for the bene- 
fit of Indian and foreign missions, fill vacancies that may occur during 
the year, and shall present a statement of its transactions and funds to the 
society, at its annual meeting, and also shall lay before the General Con- 
ference a report of its transactions for the four preceding years, and the 
state of its funds. 

Arr. 6. Ordained ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, whe- 
ther travelling or local, being members of this society, shall be ex officio 
members of the board of managers. 

Art. 7. The annual meeting, for the election of officers and managers, 
shall be held on the third Monday in April, in the city of New-York. 

Art. 8. At all meetings of the society, and of the board, the presi- 
dent, or, in his absence, the vice-president first on the list then present, 
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and in the absence of all the vice-presidents, a member appointed by 
the meeting for that purpose, shall preside. _ : 

Art. 9. Twenty-five members, at all meetings of the society, and 
thirteen at all meetings of the board of managers, shall be a quorum. 

Art. 10. The minutes of each meeting shall be signed by the chairman. 

Art. 11. It is recommended, that within the bounds of each annual 
conference there be established a conference missionary society, auxl- 
liary to this institution, with branches, under such regulations as the 
conferences shall respectively prescribe. Each conference, or other 
auxiliary society, shall annually transmit to the corresponding secretary 
of this society, at New-York, a copy of its annual report, embracing the 
operations of its branches, and shall also notify the treasurer of the 
amount collected in aid of the missionary cause ; which amount shall 
be subject to the order of the treasurer of the parent society, as provided 
for in the thirteenth article. <a 

Arr. 12. Any auxiliary or branch society may designate the mission 
or missions, under the care of this society, to which they desire any 
part or the whole of its funds to be appropriated; which special desig- 
nation shall be publicly acknowledged by the board. But in the event 
that more funds are raised for any individual mission than are necessary 
for its support, the surplus shall go into the treasury of the parent 
society, to be appropriated as the constitution directs. 

Arr. 13. The annual conferences shall be divided into as many mission . 
districts as there are effective superintendents,and there shall be a com- 
mittee, consisting of one from each mission district, to be appointed by 
the Bishops, and to be called the General Missionary Committee. It shall 
be the duty of this committee to meet annually in the city of New-York, 
at the time of the holding of the anniversary of the missionary society, 
to act jointly with the board of managers, the corresponding secretary 
and the treasurer, in fixing the amount which may be drawn for during 
the ensuing year, and the division of said amount between foreign and 
domestic missions. Said committee shall, in conjunction with the board 
of managers and the bishop who shall preside in the New-York Confer- 
ence, determine what fields shall be occupied or continued as foreign 
missions, and the number of persons to be employed on said missions, 
and shall, in conjunction with the board, estimate the sums necessary 
for the support of each mission, subject to the approval of the presiding 
bishop. Said committee shall determine the amount for which each 
bishop shall draw for the domestic missions of those conferences over 
which he shall preside, and he shall not draw on the treasurer for more 
than said amount. 


Provided nevertheless, that in the intervals between the meetings 
of the General Missionary Committee, the Board of Managers, with 
the concurrence of a majority of the bishops, may, if they shall deem 
it important, adopt a new missionary field, and also provide for any 
unforeseen emergency that may arise; and to meet such demands, 
may expend any additional sum not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

Should any of the members of said committee in the interval of the 
General Conference go out of office by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the bishop presiding in the conferences where the vacancy shall occur, 
shall appoint another to fill his place. 

_ Said committee to be amenable to the General Conference, to which 
it shall make full reports of its doings. 

Any expense incurred in the discharge of its duties shall be met by 
the treasurer of the society. 

Art. 14, The sums allowed for the support of a missionary shall not 
exceed the usual allowance of other itinerant preachers. The bishops, or

president of the conference, (if the mission be domestic,) and the superin- 
tendent, where there is one, and if not, the missionary, (if it be foreign,) 
shall draw on the treasurer for the same, in quarterly or half yearly 
instalments, and they shall always promptly notify the treasurer of all 
drafts made by them, and shall require regular quarterly communications 
to be made by each of the missionaries to the corresponding secretary 
of the society at New-York, giving information of the state and pros- 
pects of the several missions in which they are employed. No one 
shall be acknowledged a missionary, or receive support out of the funds 
of this society, who has not some definite field assigned to him, or who 
could not be an effective labourer on a circuit, except as provided for in 
Article 5. The assistant treasurer shall be subject to the direction of 
the treasurer, and of the Board of Managers. 

Arr. 15. In all other cases of the appointment of a missionary, the 
name of such missionary, and the district in which he is to labour, 
together with the probable expenses of the mission, shall be communi- 
cated by the bishop, or the mission committee of each annual con- 
ference, to the treasurer of this society, that a proper record of the same 
may be preserved. 

ArT. 16. This constitution shall not be altered but by the General 
Conference, upon the recommendation of the board of managers, or by 
the board, on the recommendation of the General Conference.

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, BY-LAWS, &c. 


I. The duties of the officers of the Society. 

The Presiding Officer shall preserve order, keep the speaker to the 
point under consideration, and appoint committees not otherwise provided 
for. He shall not take part in debate nor propose any new measure, unless 
he first leave the chair. In case of an equal division on any question, 
he shall give the casting vote, and may assign his reasons. 

The Treasurer shall keep an account of all the receipts and disburse- 
ments, answer all orders of the board on the Treasury, exhibit the state 
of the funds to such auditing committee as shall be appointed by the 
board, and shall report monthly the state of the Treasury. 

The Corresponding Secretary at New-York shall keep a vigilant eye 
upon the missions, and convey to the superintendent having charge of 
the foreign missions, to the board or the standing committees, all such 
communications from, and all information concerning our missions, both 
foreign and domestic, as the circumstances of the case may require :— 
and shall in all cases give to such missionaries as may be sent out by the 
board, as well as to such as are now in the missionary field, the letter of in- 
structions authorized by the board, with such other instructions and expla- 
nations as the peculiarity of circumstance may call for, and shall explicitly 
inform all our missionaries that they are in no case to depart from such 
instructions. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of all 
meetings of the board, and of the society, and notify all meetings of the 
board and of the society. He shall also certify all accounts which have 
been passed by the board, and ordered for payment. 


Il. Organization of Standing Committees, and their duties. | 

On the first meeting of the board, after the annual election, the fol- 
lowing standing committees shall be appointed :— 

1. The Estimating committee, whose duty it shall be to make an esti- 
mate for the salary, outfit, &c.,of each missionary, and all expenses at- 
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tending our foreign missions, and for the salary of each of the correspond- 
ing secretaries. es) 

2. The Finance committee,—duty to aid the treasurer in providing 
ways and means. ? ; : 

3. The African committee,—duty to take into consideration all matters 
relating to missions in Africa, which may be referred to them by the board, 
or the corresponding secretary. 

4. The Oregon committee,—duty to take into consideration all matters 
relating to missions in Oregon, which may be referred to them by the 
board, or the corresponding secretary. 

5. The South American committee,—duty to take into consideration all 
matters relating to missions in South America, which may be referred to 
them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

6. The China committee,—duty to take into consideration all matters re- 
lating to missions in China, which may be referred to them by the board, or 
the corresponding secretary. 

7. The Foreign German committee. 

8. The committee on Domestic missions,—duty to take into consideration 
all matters relating to the Domestic field, which may be referred to them 
by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

9. The Legacy committee,—to take into consideration all bequests 
made to the society. 

10. The Pudlishing committee,—to prepare and publish the Missionary 
Advocate. 

11. The Auditing committee,—duty to adjust such accounts as may be 
referred to them by the board. 

Each committee shall organize by the appointment of a chairman and 
secretary. The secretary shall keep correct minutes of all the business 
brought before the committee, and the disposition of the same, in a book 
kept for that purpose, which shall be brought to the regular meetings of 
the board, and shall hold a regular meeting once in each month. 

The treasurer and corresponding secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all the standing committees. 


III. Meetings of the board, order of business, and rules of debate. 


1. Regular meetings. 
1. The board shall hold their regular meetings on the third Wednesday 
of each month, at 4 o’clock, P. M., at the committee room. 
2. All meetings of the board shall open with singing and prayer, and 
close with prayer or the benediction. 


2. Order of business. 

1. The minutes of theiprevious meeting to be read, and, when approved, 
to be signed by the presiding officer. 

2. The corresponding secretary to present his report. 

3. The treasurer’s report. 

4. Reports from the standing committees in the following order :— 
Estimating— Finance — African — Oregon—South American—China— 
Foreign German—Domestic Missions—Legacy—Publishing and Auditing. 

The report to be made by simply reading the minutes of their proceed- 
ings, upon which the board shall take such action as the case may require. 

5. Reports of special committees. 

6. Unfinished: business. 

7. Any miscellaneous matters. 

The board shall appoint in the month of January, in each year, a 


committee to make arrangements for the annual meeting, and for the 
anniversary. 
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3. Rules for the transaction of business. 


1. A motion being made, seconded, and stated from the chair, shall be 
considered in possession of the board, but may be withdrawn by the 
mover before any order may be taken on it; and every motion shall be 
reduced to writing if the presiding officer, or any other member, require it. 

2. A motion to amend shall be considered first in order, and shall be 
decided before the original one. 

3. Every member wishing to speak, shall rise and address the chair, 
and no one shall speak more than once on one question, until every 
member desiring to speak shall have spoken; and no member shall speak 
over fifteen minutes without the permission of the board. 

4. A motion to lay on the table shall be taken without debate. 

5. When a report is presented by a committee, it shall be considered 
in possession of the board, and may be adopted, amended, recommitted, laid 
on the table, or indefinitely postponed, as the board may judge proper. 

6. It shall always be deemed out of order to use personal reflections in 
debate, or to interrupt a speaker, except to explain, or call him to order. 

7. It shall be deemed out of order for any member to leave the meeting 
without the permission of the chair or the board. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be considered in order, and shall be 
taken without debate. 

The following resolution was adopted by the board, and ordered to be pub- 
lished in the Annual Report, viz., Resolved, That the chairmen of the stand- 
ing committees be required to return all documents submitted to them by the 
corresponding secretary, after the final action of the board in relation to them, 
and that he be expected to keep them on separate files. 


It> Subscriptions and donations for the Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church may be sent to the 'Treasu- 
rer, at New-York; the Assistant Treasurer, at Cincinnati; or 
paid to the Presiding Elder of the District, or the preacher 
in the circuit or station to which the contributor belongs. 


The Secretaries of the several Annual Conferences are 
requested to furnish the Treasurer, at New-York, with the 
names of the Presidents of their Conference Missionary Societies 
respectively, that we may be able to publish them, as heretofore, 
on the cover of the Annual Report. 


NOTICE. 


It is earnestly requested by the Board of Managers that the 
missionaries, employed by this Society, transmit to the Corres- 
ponding Secretary regular quarterly reports of the state of the 
missions, as the Constitution directs; and that, either personally, 
or through their Superintendents, they furnish the Board at the 
close of the year—by the first of March, if practicable—with a 
full report of the state and progress of their missions respectively, 
including all the statistical information necessary for the Annual 
Report. 
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BEQUESTS AND DEVISES. 


Persons disposed to make donations to the Society, by will, are re- 
quested to observe— 


1. That a bequest or legacy to the Society may be made of per- 
sonal property or money, to any amount, by adopting the following 
form of bequest :— 


“J give and bequeath unto ‘The Missionary Society of the Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church,’ incorporated by-an Act of the Legislature 
of the State of New-York, passed April 9, 1839, the sum of 

. Dollars, and the receipt of the Treasurer of 
the Society shall be a.suflicient discharge therefor to my executors.” 


Observe—— 


2. That there is a difference between a bequest of money and a 
devise of realestate. Corporations can only take land, or the proceeds 
of land, by devise, as they are authorized by statute. In case of a 
gift, by will, of land, or of proceeds of land, the Society can be bene- 
fited by the gift, only under the circumstances, and to the extent, 
indicated in the following section of an Act of the Legislature :— 


“§ 1. The Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
incorporated on the 9th April, 1839, shall be capable of taking, holding, 
or receiving any real estate, by virtue of any devise contained in any 
last will and testament of any person whatsoever, the clear annual 
income of which devise shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand 
dollars: provided, no person leaving a wife, or child, or parent, shall 
devise to such corporation more than one-fourth of his or her estate, 
after the payment of his or her debts, and such devise shall be valid 
to the extent of such one-fourth ; and no such devise shall be valid 
in any will which shall not have been made and executed at least 
two months before the death of the testator.” 


Observe, finally, that the restrictions named in the above section 
apply only to devises of real estate, and do not apply to bequests of 
money or personal estate. In the case of a gift of money, the will: 
may be made at any time, and of any amount.

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GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS TO MISSIONARIES. 


Dear Broruer,—Your appointment as a missionary indicates the confidence 
which the appointing power has in your wisdom and integrity, as well as the great 
necessity of a faithful application of yourself to all those duties which grow out of 
your relation to the Church and to the world. To some of these duties permit me 
to call your attention. 


I, As a Methodist minister, it is expected that you will attend to all those duties, 
so far as they are applicable to the state of your mission, which are prescribed in 
our Discipline for those who have the charge of circuits. On this head, therefore, 
it is only necessary to refer you to those sections of the Discipline which treat of 
the duties of a Methodist preacher to God, to his brethren, and to those who are 
more immediately committed to his charge. 


IL. As a Methodist missionary, it is expected that you will sarees attend to the 
following directions :-— 

1. It is made your duty to form your circuit, unless you ee among the slaves, 
into an auxiliary missionary society, and to make regular class and quarterly collec- 
tions, and to transmit the amount so raised to the treasurer of the Parent Society, 
either by endorsing it on your draft, or by sending the money. ‘The reason of this 
requirement is founded on the very obvious principle, that it is the duty of all men 
to help themselves according to their several ability, and to contribute their quota 
toward defraying the expenses attendant upon the worship of God, building houses, 
supporting ministers, &c. And this plain Scriptural duty should be inculcated 
upon all who hear the gospel, that they may be early trained to its performance, 
that thereby the Missionary Society may be aided in its benevolent efforts to diffuse 
abroad the gospel of the grace of God. Itis hence expected that you will punctu- 
ally attend to this part of your duty in all cases where it is practicable, let the 
amount collected be ever so small. 

2. Another duty enjoined upon all our missionaries, is to send regular quarterly 
reports to the corresponding secretary. By referring to the constitution of the 
Society, you will perceive that the spirit of this rule is complied with when the 
superintendent of a missionary district, which may include a number of circnits or 
stations, sends his report of the whole work, and therefore, in such cases, it is not 
necessary for each missionary to send a separate report. By attending to this re- 
quirement in this way, much time and expense may be saved. In general, these 
reports should be short, embracing the principal facts; or, if lengthened out, be 
filled with those incidents or historical details which alone can make them interest- 
ing and profitable. If you are on a foreign station, or among the aborigines of 
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our country, those facts respecting the peculiar customs, language, and habits of 
the people—their laws and government—their individual conversions and progress 
in Christianity, will always render your reports entertaining and instructive. But 
mere common-place observations on topics which come under the eye of every one 
in any place, or speculations on abstract truths, unless needful to illustrate the 
grace of God in Christ Jesus, are dull and monotonous to the reader, and convey 
not the information which is expected from the report of a missionary. 

You will also recollect that these reports, if published, as it is desirable they 
should be, will return to the people about whom you speak : and hence the neces- 
sity of saying nothing that will give just cause of offence, or which you would not 
be willing to express to their face. Much injury has been done to the cause of 
missions, in some instances, by exaggerated accounts of the wickedness and 
miseries of the people, made apparently with a view to awaken sympathy, and to 
enlist the benevolence of the community in their behalf. ‘These errors should be 
scrupulously avoided, lest “your good be evil spoken of.” 

In the report which you may transmit toward the close of the, missionary year, 
that is, the one which will reach the secretary by the ,first of April in each year, 
you are requested not to forget the following items of information :—1. The number 
of church members, distinguishing between the Indian, white, and coloured mem- 
bers. 2. Number of missionaries employed, whites and natives. 3. Of schools, 
teachers, and scholars. ‘These items of information are essential to make out an 
accurate statement of the condition of the several missions for the Annual Report. 
And facts of this character are worth a hundred general remarks, and for the want 
of which our Annual Reports are often very imperfect and unsatisfactory. 


Ill. The mere fact of your being a missionary throws you into the midst of a 
people of strange habits, of different modes of thinking, and who, in many instances, 
are of various sects of religion. These circumstances necessarily render your task 
difficult; and make it needful to use great caution and prudence, lest you excite 
such a prejudice against you as to obstruct your usefulness and prevent your suc- 
cess. All these habits and prejudices, not in themselves sinful, should be respected, 
or, at least, so far tolerated as not to make them matters of conscience and contro- 
versy. Surrounded as you are by these circumstances, while you strenuously 
maintain “ the truth as it is in Jesus,” and « contend earnestly for the faith once 
delivered to the saints,” it is highly important that you should cultivate with other 
Christian denominations, with whom you may come in contact, a spirit of Christian 
jove and union, and thus endeavour to strengthen each other’s hands in the great 
work in which you are mutually engaged. While contending against the supersti- 
tions of paganism, in its various forms, and condemning those vices which corrupt 
the soul, it should be made manifest, by the manner in which you do these things, 
that you are actuated solely bya love to perishing souls, and by an ardent thirst for 
their salvation. Thus shielded by the purity of your motives, and the exemplari- 
ness of your conduct, you will be able to pass through the fire of opposition unhurt ; 
and should you even fail in the accomplishment of your object, you will have the 
consoling satisfaction of having done all things for the glory of God in Christ J esus, 
and the salvation of the souls committed to your trust. 


IV. It need hardly be added, that your success in your mission mainly depends 
upon the uprightness of your conduct among the people. The pious and holy de- 
portment of a missionary is a living comment upon the doctrine he preaches, and 
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a lively exhibition of those Christian virtues which he recommends. Everything, 
therefore, which would cause your motives to be suspected, and render you in any 
way an object of contempt by the sober and thinking part of the community, should 
be scrupulously avoided. So to behave on all occasions as to let « no man despise 
you,” on account of inconsistencies of conduct, frivolity of speech or manners, or 
of loving “this present world” more than the cause of God, is essential to enable 
you to gain the confidence and affection of the people to whom you are sent, and 
without which all your labour will be in vain. 

But much more especially is vour “sufficiency of God.” Not by human might, 
wisdom, or prudence, but by God’s Spirit, must we look for success in the great 
work of “ converting sinners from the error of their ways.” To maintain, there. 
fore, constant communion with Him from whom cometh every good and perfect 
gift, by the constant exercise of prayer and faith, and a life of self-denial, is above 
all other things most essential for a successful issue of your labours. To his grace, 
then, you are recommended, in the hope that he will guide and sanctify all your 
words and actions, and make you instrumental in enlarging the kingdom of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in the world. 


N. B.—The above instructions have been prepared in conformity to the request 
of the Bishops. 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS TO FOREIGN MISSIONARIES. 


Dear Brorurr,—You are hereby instructed by the Board of Managers of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church :— 


I. To give your entire attention to the great business in which you have engaged, 
and to undertake no business or enterprise which will in the least interfere with 
your appropriate work; and you are also to see that the missionaries, teachers, and 
all others under your supervision, shall do the same. 


II. You are to report directly to the Board, through the corresponding secretary, 
all matters which relate to the state of the mission, and to consider no instructions 
as legitimate which do not come from the official organ of the Board. 


III. You are to make a detailed report at least once in each year, and oftener it 
practicable, embracing the following particulars, with any other matters of which 
you may judge it important that the Board should be advised, namely :— 

As to the persons employed in the mission—missionaries, teachers, physicians, 
artisans, &c., &c.; and in relation to each of these, whether they have families, 
and if so, of what number, what labour they perform, and what salary they receive. 
Also how many pupils in the schools, and what number of each sex. 

As to the fiscal state of the mission—what amounts have been received from 
the Board, distinguishing between cash and merchandise. What amounts from the 
mission, distinguishing between contributions, produce, meat, or receipts for ser- 
vices rendered by the mission physician or artisans to those who are not connected 
with the mission. 

As to the estimated value of the mission property, distinguishing between real 


estate, stock, goods in store, produce, furniture, farming utensils, mechanics’ tools, 
&c., &e. ’ 


IV. The superintendents of our foreign missions are hereby directed to keep a 
diary of all their proceedings, as well as of the operations of the missions generally ; 
and to require all the missionaries under their supervision, as far as it may be 
practicable, to do the same. These diaries should contain not only the operations 
of the ministers, but of the secular members of the mission. And it will be ex- 
pected that these diaries will be transmitted to the corresponding secretary by 
every opportunity, up to the time such opportunities may occur. 


V. You are particularly instructed on no account to exceed in your expenditures 
the amount appropriated for the support of the mission, which amount will be 
annually communicated by the corresponding secretary. 


THIRTY-SECOND ANNIVERSARY. 


The anniversary meetings of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church have heretofore been held in New-York. We learn that the new policy 
of the Board to hold the anniversary successively in different and distant cities, 
has given general satisfaction to the Church and friends of missions. In pursuance 
of the resolution of the Board, the thirty-second anniversary was held on the even- 
ing of May 22d, in Philadelphia, in the Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
audience began to assemble at seven o’clock, and at half-past seven the church 
was filled with a select company of the friends of missions, among whom it was 
gratifying to notice many members of other Churches and congregations. 

The Hon. Judge Parsons, of the Presbyterian Church was called to the chair, 
and the exercises were opened by singing by the choir, and prayer by Rev. G.. 
Crooks, Pastor of the Church. Heber’s Missionary Hymn was then sung with 
great effect. The Hon. Chairman then addressed the audience for about ten mi- 
nutes, referring to the grandeur and glory of the missionary work generally, and 
the great importance of the Domestic Department of itin particular. The Secretary 
of the Society was then introduced, and made a rapid and condensed statement of 
the domestic portion of our mission work. 

The Rey. H. Mattison, of Oswego, N. Y., next addressed the audience for half 
an hour, presenting, in a perspicuous and lively manner, the encouragements to 
missionary work, and the ability of the Church to carry it forward triumphantly. 
There were striking and interesting poinis in this address that will not soon be 
forgotten by the audience, 

The Rey. John Chambers, of the Congregational Church, Philadelphia, spoke 
next. His theme was, that there had been, and now are, many religions in the 
world, yet there was but one Christianity, and this was designed by God to be the 
great regenerating and conservative principle of society. This Christianity was 
committed to the Church, and she was charged with preserving and diffusing it. 
This, he said, was what the Methodist Episcopal Church was endeavouring to do, 
through her well-organized and widely extended Missionary Society. 

After the collection had been returned in the baskets, the Secretary, at the in- 
stance of the Chairman, asked if the audience desired to make any further expres- 
sion of their interest in the missionary cause. Mr. W.P. Hacher rose and pro- 
posed that the members of Trinity Church make their late pastor, the Rey. Mr. 
Hagany, a life director, by the contribution of $150. It was done in a few 
minutes. Mr. A. Cummings rose and said: we owe much to the land of Luther, 
and I propose that we contribute $100 towards building a church in our Foreign 
German Mission, the centre of which is in the free city of Bremen. More than 
‘$100 was instantly contributed. 

Shortly after ten o’clock, Mr. C. A. Walborn rose and said, there were one hun- 
dred persons in each of our thirty annual conferences, who are able and willing 
each to give $50 a year to the cause of missions, and he moved the following » 
resolution :— 

Resolved, That the churches in each annual conference contain, at least, one 
hundred members and friends of missions, who are able and willing to give an- 
nually fifty dollars each; and that the Boardof Managers ought to take measures 
to accomplish such subscriptions as soon as practicable. 


§ ANNIVERSARY MEETING. 


When it was ascertained that the collections and subscriptions amounted to 
about $500, the meeting adjourned to the next evening, at half-past seven o’clock, 
in the Union Methodist Episcopal Church. 

. Friday evening, at an early hour, the audience began to assemble in the Union 
Church, and at a quarter to eight o’clock, President Allen, of Girard College, took 
the chair. After the preliminary exercises of singing by a full and effective choir, 
and prayer by the Rey. D. W. Bartine, the chairman made a few appropriate and 
eloquent remarks on the missionary cause as a work of time and faith. He al- 
luded to the slow progress of the Apostolic Mission; that it required three hundred 
years to reach the throne of the Roman empire, in the person of Constantine, and 
nearly four hundred years to remove the Pagan rites from the Roman Senate, and 
establish Christianity there. But success was sure, and the signs of the times in- 
dicated that it was not far distant. 

The Rev. Mr. Kettell addressed the audience on the number, power, and com- 
binations of the missionary forces in the hands chiefly of Protestant countries ; 
God thus indicating that it was his will that the churches and communities so en- 
dowed, were charged with spreading the kingdom of his Son through the earth. 
Tt was a beautiful and appropriate speech. 

The Rey. Mr. Foster of New-York, rose and spoke for half an hour, on the 
necessity of activity and liberality in the missionary cause. These topics were 
elaborated with great beauty and power, and the hearts of the audience responded 
to the sentiments of the speaker. 

The collection in the baskets was now taken, and when returmmed, the Secretary, 
at the instance of the chairman, asked if the audience desired to take any further 
action in aid of the missionary cause. Mr. J. Whiteman rose and said, there was 
one man who had Jong gone in and out before that Church, and was known and 
loved by all: he proposed to make John Wilmer a life director of the Parent 
Society, by the contribution of $150 by members of the church. It was done 
instanter. The chairman, and speaker, and several pastors and ladies were 
made life members. : 

Mr. A. Cummings rose and said: some years ago, the whole land heaved under 
the emotions of fear and hope, upon the publication of the will of the late Stephen 
Girard, by which Girard College was founded. Hope, the hope of the Christian - 
has triumphed, and the evidence of it is before your eyes to night, when you see the 
President of the College, Chairman of this Christian Missionary Meeting. Upon 
this sudden and unexpected allusion, made without reflection on the dead or flat- 
tery to the living, the tears started from many eyes, and all were ready to say, 
what hath God wrought? He proceeded to recur again to Germany, and said, that 
in consultation a number of laymen coneluded to offer the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That the Churches in Philadelphia will answer, at the end of the 
missionary year, for the balance necessary to build the first Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Germany, provided the Churches in New-York will do the same in 
reference to the proposed Church in China. 

After some explanations, going to say the contributions in various parts of the 
country, in Sunday schools, &c., will go on for each church specifically, and when 
the year closes on the 30th of April next, whatever may be the balance wanted for 
the church in Germany, Philadelphia will answer for it, if New-York will do the 
same for China, the resolution was carried heartily and unanimously. Upon ascer- 
taining that the collections and contributions for the evening amounted to about 
$500, making during the anniversary, $1,000, the meeting adjourged sine die with 
the benediction. 


CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 


AS REVISED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1844. 


ARTICLE I, 


THIS association, denominated “THe Misstonary Socirry oF 
rHE Meruopist Episcopan Cuurca,” is established for the ex- 
press purpose of enabling the several annual conferences more effec- 
tually to extend their missionary labours throughout the United 
States and elsewhere ; and also to assist in the support and promotion 
of missionary schools and missions in our own and in foreign countries. 


ARTICLE Il. 


The payment of two dollars annually shall constitute a member ; 
the payment of twenty dollars at one time a member for life. 
Any person paying one hundred and fifty dollars at one time into 
the treasury shall be a manager for life, and the contribution of five 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a patron for life. 


ARTICLE IIl. 


The officers of this society shall consist of a president, vice-pre- 
sidents, a corresponding secretary, recording secretary, treasurer, 
and assistant treasurer, who, together with thirty-two managers, 
shall form a board for the transaction of business. ‘They shall all be 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and be annually elected 
by the society, except the corresponding secretary. Each annual 
conference shall have the privilege of appointing one vice-president 
from its own body. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The corresponding secretary shall be appointed by the General 
Conference. He shall reside in New-York, and conduct the cor- 
respondence of the society, under the direction of the board. He 
shall be subject to the direction and control of the board of managers, 
by whom his salary is to be fixed and paid. He shall be exclusively 
employed in conducting the correspondence of the society, and, un- 
der the direction of the board, in promoting its general interests, by 
travelling or otherwise. Should his office become vacant by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, the board shall have power to provide for 
the duties of the office until the Bishops or a majority of them shall 


fill the vacancy. 
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ARTICLE V. 


1 . . 

The board shall have authority to make by-laws for regulating its 
own proceedings, to appropriate money to defray incidental expenses, 
to provide for the support of superannuated missionaries, widows, 
and orphans of missionaries, who may not be provided for by the 
annual conferences,—it being understood that they shall not receive 
more than is allowed by the Discipline to other superannuated 
ministers, their widows, and orphans,—and to print books at our own 
press, for the benefit of Indian and foreign missions, fill vacancies 
that may occur during the year, and shall present a statement of its 
transactions and funds to the society, at its annual meeting, and also 
shall lay before the General Conference a report of its transactions 
for the four preceding years, and the state of its funds. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Ordained ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, whether 
travelling or local, being members of this society, shall be ex-officio 
members of the board of managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The annual meeting, for the election of officers and managers, 
shall be held on the third Monday in April, in the city of New-York. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


At all meetings of the society, and of the board, the president, or, 
in his absence, the vice-president first on the list then present, and 
in the absence of all the vice-presidents, a member appointed by the 
meeting for that purpose, shall preside. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Twenty-five members at all meeting of the society, and thirteen 
at all meetings of the board of managers, shall be a quorum. 


. 


ARTICLE X. 
The minutes of each meeting shall be signed by the chairman. 


ARTICLE XI. 


It is recommended, that within the bounds of each annual con- 
ference there be established a conference missionary society, auxili- 
ary to this institution, with branches, under such regulations as the 
conferences shall respectively prescribe. Each conference, or other 
auxiliary society, shall annually transmit to the corresponding sec- 
retary of this society, at New-York, a copy of its annual report, 
embracing the operations of its branches, and shall also notify the 
treasurer of the amount collected in aid of the missionary cause ; 
which amount shall’ be subject to the order of the treasurer of the 
parent society, as provided for in the thirteenth article. 


ARTICLE XII. 


_ Any auxiliary or branch society may designate the mission or mis- 
sions, under the care of this society, to which they desire any part or 
the whole of its funds to be appropriated ; which special designation 
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shall be publicly acknowledged by the board. But in the event that 
more funds are raised for any individual mission than are necessary 
for its support, the surplus shall go into the treasury of, the parent 
society, to be appropriated as the Constitution directs. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


The annual conferences shall be divided into as many mission 
districts as there are effective superintendents, and there shall be a 
committee, consisting of one from each mission district, to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishops, and to be called the General Missionary 
Committee. It shall be the duty of this committee to meet annually 
in the city of New-York, at the time of the holding of the anniver- 
sary of the missionary society, to act jointly with the board of man- 
agers, the corresponding secretary, and the treasurer, in fixing the 
amount which may be drawn for during the ensuing year, and the 
division of said amount between foreign and domestic missions. 
Said committee shall, in conjunction with the board of managers and 
bishop who shall preside in the New-York Conference, determine 
what fields shall be occupied or continued as foreign missions, and 
the number of persons to be employed on said missions, and shall, 
in conjunction with the board, estimate the sums necessary for the’ 
support of each mission, subject to the approval of the presiding 
bishop. Said committee shall determine the amount for which each 
bishop shall draw for the domestic missions of those conferences 
over which he shall preside, and he shall not draw on the treasurer 
for more than said amount. 

Provided nevertheless, that in the intervals between the meetings 
of the General Missionary Committees, the Board of Managers, with 
the concurrence of a majority of the bishops, may, if they shall deem 
it important, adopt a new missionary field, and also provide for any 
unforeseen emergency that may arise; and to meet such demands, 
may expend any additional sum not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

Should any of the members of said committee in the interval of the 
General Conference go out of office by death, resignation, or other- 
wise, the bishop presiding in the conferences where the vacancy 
shall occur, shall appoint another to fill his place. 

Said committee to be amenable to the General Conference, to 
which it shall make full reports of its doings. 

Any expense incurred in the discharge of its duties shali be met 
by the treasurer of the society. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The sums allowed for the support of a missionary shall not exceed 
the usual allowance of other itinerant preachers. ‘The bishops, or 
president of the conference, (if the mission be domestic,) and the 
superintendent, where there is one, and if not, the missionary, (if it 
be foreign,) shall draw on the treasurer for the same, in quarterly or 
half-yearly instalments, and they shall always promptly notify the 
the treasurer of all drafts made by them, and shall require regular 
quarterly communications to be made by each of the missionaries to 
the corresponding secretary of the society at New-York, giving in-

formation of the state and prospects of the several missions in which 
they are employed. No one shall be acknowledged a missionary, 
or receive support out of the funds of this society, who has not some 
definite field assigned to him, or who could not be an effective 
labourer on a circuit, except as provided for in Article 5. ‘The as- 
sistant treasurer shall be subject to the direction of the treasurer, 
and of the Board of managers. 


ARTICLE XV. 


In all other cases of the appointment of a missionary, the name of 
such missionary, and the district in which he is to labour, together 
with the probable expenses of the mission, shall be communicated by 
the bishop, or the mission committee of each annual conference, to 
the treasurer of this society, that a proper record of the same may 
be preserved. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


This Constitution shall not be altered but by the General Confer- 
ence, upon the recommendation of the board of managers, or by the 
board, on the recommendation of the General Conference. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, BY-LAWS, &c. 


I. The duties of the officers of the Society. 


The Presiding Officer shall preserve order, keep the speaker to the 
point under consideration, and appoint committees not otherwise pro- 
vided for. He shall not take part in debate nor propose any new 
measure, unless he first leave the chair. In case of an equal divi- 
sion on any question, he shall give the casting vote, and may assign 
his reasons. 

The Treasurer shall keep an account of all the receipts and dis- 
bursements, answer all orders of the board on the treasury, exhibit 
the state of the funds to such auditing committee as shall be ap- 
pointed by the board, and shall report monthly the state of the 
treasury. 

The Corresponding Secretary at New-York shall keep a vigilant 
eye upon the missions, and convey to the superintendent having 
charge of the foreign missions, to the board or the standing com- 
mittees, all such communications from, and all information concern- 
ing our missions, both foreign and domestic, as the circumstances of 
the case may require :—and shall in all cases give to such missionaries 
as may be sent ogt by the board, as well as to such as are now in 
the missionary field, the letter of instructions authorized by the board, 
with such other instructions and explanations as the peculiarity of 
circumstances may call] for, and shall explicitly inform all our mis- 
sionaries that they are in no case to depart from such instructions. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of 
all the meetings of the board and ofthe society, and notify all meet- 
ings of the board and of the society. He shall also certify all accounts 
which have been passed by the board and ordered for payment. 
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II. Organization of Standing Committees, and their duties. 


On the first meeting of the board, after the annual election, the 
following standing committees shall be appointed :— 

1. The Estimating committee, whose duty it shall be to make an 
estimate for the salary, outfit, &c., of each missionary, and all ex- 
penses attending our foreign missions, and for the salary of the cor- 
responding secretary. 

2. The Finance committee,—duty to aid the treasurer in providing 
ways and means. 

3. The African committee,—duty to take into consideration all 
matters relating to missions in Africa, which may be referred to them 
by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

4. The Oregon committee,—duty to take into consideration all 
matters relating to missions in Oregon, which may be referred to 
them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

5. The South American committee,—duty to take into consideration 
all matters relating to missions in South America, which may be re- 
ferred to them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

6. The China committee,—duty to take into consideration all mat- 
ters relating to missions in China, which may be referred to them 
by the board or the corresponding secretary. 

7. The Foreign German committee. 

8. The committee on Domestic Missions,—duty to take into con- 
sideration all matters relating to the domestic field, which may be 
referred to them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

_ 9. The Legacy committee,—to take into consideration all bequests 
made to the society. 

10. The Publishing committee,—to prepare and publish the Mis- 
sionary Advocate. 

11. The Auditing committee,—duty to adjust such accounts as 
may be referred to them by the board. 

Each committee shall organize by the appointment of a chairman 
and secretary, The secretary shall keep correct minutes of all the 
business brought before the committee, and the disposition of the 
same, ‘in a book kept for that purpose, which shall be brought to the 
regular meetings of the board; and hold a regular meetingonce in 
each month. 

The treasurer and corresponding secretary shall be ex-officio 
members of all the standing committees. 


III. Meetings of the board, order of business, and rules of debate. 


1. Regular meetings. 


1. The board shall hold their regular meetings on the third Wed- 
nesday of each month, at 4 o’clock, P. M., at the committee room. 

2. All meetings of the board shall open with singing and prayer, 
and close with prayer or the benediction. 
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: 2. Order of business. 

1. The minutes of the previous meeting to be read, and when ap- 
proved, to be signed by the presiding officer. _ 

2. The corresponding secretary to present his report. 

3. The treasurer’s report. 

4, Reports from the standing committees in the following order :— 
Estimating — Finance —African—Oregon—South American—China 
—Foreign German—Domestic Missions—Legacy — Publishing — 
Auditing. 

The report to be made by simply reading the minutes of their pro- 
ceedings, upon which the board shall take such action as the case 
may require. 

5. Reports of special committees. 

6. Unfinished business. 

7. Any miscellaneous matters. 

The board shall appoint in the month of January, in each year, a 
committee to make arrangements for the annual meeting, and for the 
anniversary. 


3. Rules for the transaction of business. 


1. A motion being made, seconded, and stated from the chair, 
shall be considered in possession of the board, but may be withdrawn 
by the mover before any order may be taken on it; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing if the presiding officer, or any other mem- 
ber, require it. 

2. A motion to amend shall be considered first in order, and shall 
be decided before the original one. 

3. Every member wishing to speak, shall rise and address the 
chair, and no one shall speak more than once on one question, until 
every member desiring to speak shall have spoken; and no member 
shall speak over fifteen minutes without the permission of the board. 

4, A motion to lay on the table shall be taken without debate. 

5. When a report is presented by a committee, it shall be consi- 
dered in possession of the board, and may be adopted, amended, re- 
committed, laid on the table, or indefinitely postponed, as the board 
may judge proper. 

6. It shall always be deemed out of order to use personal reflec- 
tions in debate, or to interrupt a speaker, except to explain, or call 
him to order. 

7. It shall be deemed out of order for any member to leave the 
meeting without the permission of the chair or the board. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be considered in order, and 
shall be taken without debate. 

The following resolution was adopted by the board, and ordered 
to be published in the Annual Report, viz., Resolved, That the chair- 
men of the standing committees be required to return all documents 
submitted to them by the corresponding secretary, after the final ac- 
tion of the board in relation to them, and that he be expected to keep 
them on separate files. 


THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 


Since our last anniversary, events of a painful and pleasing 
nature have taken place. Our much esteemed and excellent 
brother, the Rev. Dr. Pitman, has been obliged to retire from 
the office of secretary, owing to the failure of his health. 
He carries with him into his retirement the respect and sympa- 
thies of the Board, the missionaries, and the friends of missions. 
Although his health has failed him, yet the work he has done 
towards extending the Redeemer’s kingdom remains, and will 
bear fruit for a long time to come, to the honour and glory 
of God. 

We regret also to have lost the presence and counsel of our 
brother, Lancaster S. Burling, who was one of the founders 
of the Society, and for many years the recording secretary 
of the Board. He has been obliged to retire from the city on 
account of ill health. May the light of the Divine counte- 
nance rest upon him in his retirement! His memory is 
precious among us. 

Since our last meeting, also, information has reached us of 
the decease of Mrs. Bastion in Africa, the wife of the Rev. 
N. S. Bastion, who was sent out as Superintendent of the 
Liberia Mission Annual Conference. She died in great peace, 
and rests in her grave in Africa, beside her only child. 
Blessed be her memory in the Church ! 

With the exception of these events, nothing has happened 
unfavourable to our missions, except that our Mission Confer- 
ence in Africa is left without a Superintendent. We still 
cherish the hope that we shall find shortly a suitable man 


for this post. 
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The past year has been one of great prosperity in nearly 
every department of our missionary work. The Indian 
Missions have been the least prosperous, owing to the unsettled 
state of the bands and tribes. The state of the missions 
generally will appear from the reports which follow :— 

The number of missionaries has been increased in nearly 
every department. In the English Domestic Missions, there 
has been an increase of forty-three. In the Foreign Ger- 
man Mission, there had been three appointed last year, but 
only one had reached Germany. Since then two others 
have been appointed, making in all five missionaries with 
their families now in the mission. Its progress and 
prospects will be seen in its own reports. Last year there were 
but three missionaries in Our mission at F'uh-Chau, China. 
This mission has been strengthened by the appointment of a 
Missionary Physician, the Rev. Dr. J. W. Wiley, and the 
Rev. James Colder, with their wives, both of the Philadelphia 
Annual Conference. Besides these, two ladies have been sent 
out as teachers. 

We have not been able to strengthen our Liberia Mission by 
sending out more missionaries: but it has been graciously 
strengthened by a general revival in the Churches ; and some- 
what strengthened by the enlargement of its means of educa- 
tion, by rebuilding, on an enlarged scale, and in a substan- 
tial manner, the Monrovia Academy, in the town of Monrovia, 
the capital of the republic. We are looking out for a suitable 
man to become the Principal of this seminary. Much infor- 
mation respecting this mission willybe found in the reports 
from it in their appropriate places. 

The Oregon and California Mission Conference is one of 
great interest and importance. It has been strengthened since 
our last meeting by an addition of ten missionaries; and under 
the advice of the Board, the Superintendent of our Foreign 
Missions is selecting five more to join the mission as early as 
practicable: a branch of this mission is established at Santa 
Fe. Two of the brethren sent out during the year were ap- 
pointed to be presidents of our principal institutions of learning 
—the one in Oregon, the other in California. Much informa- 
tion will be found under the appropriate head. 

Since our last anniversary fifteen missionaries have been 
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sent out toour Foreign Missions. 'The Board is anxious to en- 
large the work both at home and abroad ; and we have good 
hope that the Church will show fee as willing as she is 
able, to sustain a gradual and judicious extension of our 
missions. 

For extended information with respect to each mission, we 
refer to the reports, and the remarks preceding and accom- 
panying them. For information respecting the Treasury we 
refer to the Treasurer’s Report, and to the Address to the 
Church.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


Tus is the most extensive, as well as the most important, 
department of our missionary work at present. And yet it is 
not so esteemed generally by the Church, because it is not as 
open to observation, and cannot be so frequently and clearly 
reported in our missionary publications as our foreign missions. 
But could the Church be made to comprehend the relation of her 
Domestic Missions to her expansion and stability, she would 
most gladly give them a generous support. The Domestic 
Missions were the foundation of our whole missionary move- 
ment, and have contributed largely to the extension and estab- 
lishment of the Church. Since the institution of the Mission- 
ary Society, there have been converted in the Domestic Missions 
not less than seventy-five thousand precious souls. ‘There are 
at present in these missions not less than thirty-five thousand 
Church members; besides the German Missions, in which are 
about eight thousand communicants, and a few Swedes and 
Welsh—in all over forty-three thousand. Every year some 
of them become self-supporting Churches, and in a short time 
begin to return into the treasury the money they received while 
in an infant or feeble state; and thus, in their turn, they con- 
tribute to the further extension and establishment of the Church. 
In this way the whole Church is engaged in extending and 
establishing herself throughout our country. 

Our Domestic Missionary work naturally divides itself into 
three departments :— . 

1. The missions in which the services are in the English 
language. And these divide themselves again into three classes. 

(a.) Those which are in the new States, and in the Territories 
where the populations are sparse, and the members and friends of 
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the Church in particular settlements and villages are not able 
at present singly to meet the expenses of a minister and of the 
institutions of the Gospel: By sending them a pastor, and af- 
fording them an appropriation from the missionary funds, they 
lay the foundation of a Church, which, as it grows, requires 
less missionary support, until, in a few years, it becomes a self- 
supporting Church, and begins to contribute to the missionary 
cause. When we remember how rapidly the new States and 
Territories are filling up; and that the foundations of society 
are now being laid in them; and that the moral and religious 
principles and usages which are early and deeply planted in 
the beginning of society, will endure, and mould the character 
of the people for generations, and even centuries to come, we 
shall see how important it is for our Church to be present by | 
her missions, at the laying of the foundations of society in every 
settlement, village, and town in the new parts of our country. 
The value of such a movement may be seen in Ohio and Indi- 
ana. Our ministers were first upon the ground in these States, 
and our Church now stands foremost there in the sacramental 
host of God’s elect. So we must endeavour to do in Illinois, 
Missouri, Jowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and on westward to the 
Rocky Mountains. God has called us to this work—to this 
high and noble destiny, and we must meet our responsibilities. 
(b.) The second class of English Domestic Missions is in 
the suburbs, and in particular districts of our large towns and 
cities. 'To those who are not acquainted with the state and 
circumstances of society in large cities and towns, it may well 
be a matter of surprise to learn that true and important mission- 
ary ground may be found among them. Cities are like great 
whirlpools—they draw the multitudes into them. There is not 
only by consequence a large surplus population, which the 
churches could not contain, if these multitudes would attend ; 
but there are thousands upon thousands whose circumstances 
do not allow of their agreeable attendance in the churches ; and 
there are still many more thousands who have no desire to go 
out of their way to hear the Gospel. Besides all these, many 
cities and towns increase so rapidly, that suburbs spring up in 
a year, and a transient population floats into them, but gradu- 
ally gives way to a permanent population. And in almost all 
large cities there will be found certain localities occupied by a 
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dense vicious population, which cares not for religion. Now, 
under each and all these conditions, we find true and fruitful 
missionary ground, the cultivation of which is important, not 
only because souls may be saved, but also because such popu- 
lations are dangerous to society, if not checked by the influence , 
of the Gospel, and purified by its power. 

Experience has fully shown that missions to these city popu- 
lations are productive of great good. The missions which 
have been established in dense and vicious districts, and among 
the poorer or more destitute portions of the population, have 
awakened oftentimes deep and general attention to religion, and 
thousands upon thousands, who have become serious, have 
been directed to the several churches. Besides this fruit, mul- 
titudes of children have been collected into Sunday schools, 
and others are, to some extent, blessed with a religious educa- 
tion. And in new districts and suburbs, missions have laid 
the foundations of populous and powerful Churches, which, in 
their turn, have sent out support to subsequent suburban mis- 
sions. 

It is but just to add, that this particular field of Domestic 
Missionary enterprise is cultivated chiefly, though not alto- 
gether, by local home missionary societies. It is a noble work, 
and nobly sustained in many instances. 

(c.) The third class of English Domestic Missions are those 
in parts of the country, and sometimes in villages and towns, 
where, for various reasons, our Church has not been able to 
establish herself fully. We feel it to be our duty to offer a full 
and free salvation to every man, woman, and child that will 
hear it; and to provide for the continuance of this full and free 
Gospel among those who will accept it. Hence we must plant 
our missions in these feeble points, and if they are accepted, in 
a short time Churches will be gathered and established, which 
will support themselves, and in their turn contribute to the 
extension of the Church. 

2. The second department of our Domestic Missionary work 
is our missions among the Indians of our own country. 
A deep and melancholy interest gathers around the remnants 
of those once powerful Indian nations. Providence has per- 
mitted us to possess their lands; and to acquire such an ascen- 
dancy over them, and such relations to them, as to make them 
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our wards and us their guardians. Can we doubt the designs 
of Providence in giving us this power? Are we not required 
to use it for the glory of God, in bestowing the light 
of the Gospel of God on these children of the forest ? 
We shall not be guiltless before God if we fail in this matter. 
Besides, God seems to have prepared these wild men of the 
forest for the Gospel of his Son: they are not idolaters openly 
and palpably; there are no outward forms of idolatry—no 
visible idols as objects of worship. But on the contrary, they 
all have the simple conception of one great Spirit, 7. e., one God. 
Here then is the foundation for the Gospel to rest upon when 
it is offered to them. They have no refined or subtile systems 
of philosophy, cosmogony, or superstition; they are not ad- 
vanced in civilization so as to be proud of their superiority, or at- 
tached to their constitution and laws, and thus disposed to resist 
the advances of the Christian white-men ; but, on the contrary, | 
they feel their inferiority, and with confidence turn to us for 
light and support. They are in a savage state, and, like clay 
in the hands of the potter, may be moulded by Christian influ- 
ences. They are much in the same condition as the barbarous 
nations of Western Europe, when the Gospel was brought to 
them from the east; and accepting it, they laid the foundations 
of their several states in the doctrines and institutions of the 
Christian religion, and immediately commenced their progress 
in civilization, wealth, and power, and have steadily advanced 
and are advancing up to the present time. So will it be with 
the Indians, so soon as they can be permanently placed on lands 
belonging to themselves in perpetuity and in severalty, and 
have the Gospel and its institutions among them. ‘The agents, 
then, in accomplishing the civilization and Christianization of 
the Indians, are:—-The General Government, and the Church 
of God. It does not become us to review the policy of the 
Government towards the Indian tribes and nations; but we 
may say, for years past the public mind as well as the Govern- 
ment has been endeavouring to solve this problem, viz :— 
How can the Indians be located on lands belonging to them 
permanently and in severalty, in order to civilize and Chris- 
tianize them? 'This problem has been very difficult of solution, 
chiefly because the progress of the white population westward 
has driven the Indians successively back into the forests, and 
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thus necessarily kept them in their savage state, by rendering 
it impracticable, if not impossible, to give them adequate lands 
for their permanent habitations. But recently several influen- 
ces have been brought to bear on the solution of the problem. 
Public opinion is becoming imbued with the moral element, 
and is beginning to say, the debt we owe to these unfortunate 
people must be speedily and faithfully paid. By their own folly 
and by the measures of the State and General Governments, 
they have been broken up into bands and scattered so as to 
take away their power as nations; their hunting-grounds are 
becoming inhabited by white men, and their game is disap- 
pearing. If they retreat westward, in a few years they will 
meet the white population spreading eastward from California 
and Oregon; and thus be shut up in the inhospitable regions 
of the Rocky Mountains, there to perish, and their bleached 
bones will cry to heaven against us even to the day of judg- 
ment. What then remains for them and for us? Only this,— 
‘Let the General Government gather them by nations, and the 
nations by tribes, to the west of our present States and Terri- 
tories, and in the vicinity of the Mississippi and its tributaries ; 
and give them in perpetuity broad and sufficient lands; and 
survey their lands and appropriate them to each family, or free 
man among them, without the power to alienate them fora 
long series of years, and an absolute prohibition ever to 
alienate them to white men; and send them blacksmiths and 
farmers, and other persons and agencies, to teach them the arts 
of civilized life ; and exercise a guardianship over them until 
they have become sufliciently enlightened and civilized to 
govern themselves ; and let the question of their being admit- 
ted into the Union, or remaining under the general guardian- 
ship of the Sauer) Government, remain open to be decided by 
the progress of events. 

Among the measures of the Government, should be suitable. 
provisions for common schools in every settlement and village ; 
and these should be committed to the General Missionary 
Societies, whose teachers should teach them the rudiments of 
a good common education and of the Christian religion at the 
same time. ‘Thus the Government and the Churches would 
work together to the accomplishment of the great end proposed 
—the civilizing and Christianizing of the Indians. 
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The manner in which our Indian Missions are conducted, 
will be seen in our remarks immediately preceding the reports 
of our superintendents and missionaries among them. 

3. The third division of our Domestic Missions are those to 
the European populations which speak their own foreign lan- 
guages, and to a great extent preserve their national customs. 
One of the most remarkable signs of the times is, the flocking 
to this country of thousands upon thousands of Europeans annu- 
ally, from those countries in which the life and power of the 
Gospel have died out to a great extent. Doubtless the primary 
motive which impels these foreigners to seek our shores is to 
improve their worldly condition; but it is equally clear that 
God intends to make this out-going from the Old to the New 
World a powerful means of restoring evangelical religion to the 
nations on the continent of Europe. These Europeans, upon 
arriving in the United States, see the Church and the Christian 
religion under such new and peculiar aspects—so different from 
what they were accustomed to see in Europe, that their atten- 
tion and confidence are powerfully attracted. This is particu- 
larly true of the Germans, the Swedes, the Danes, and the 
Norwegians. When these Europeans are truly converted 
they instantly commence declaring their experience to their 
countrymen here, and reporting it by letters to their friends in 
their native lands. This correspondence exerts a powerful 
and extensive influence in Europe. It is so ardent, so peculiar, 
and sanctioned by the tender ties of nature. Every letter is a 
missionary ; and from our Foreign German Mission, in par- 
ticular, we often hear of the influence of this peculiar corre- 
spondence. Besides all this, from the converts among them in 
the United States, living missionaries are prepared to go back 
to their native lands, and minister the words of eternal life to 
their people. These missionaries have not so much occasion 
to carry back to Europe the doctrines of Christianity, as to carry 
back the life of evangelical religion. Thus God is sending 
these multitudes from Europe not only to offer them the life 
of the Gospel, but also to prepare persons among them to carry 
back the Gospel to their native lands. 

It is scarcely possible to conceive the numbers of these for- 
eigners now in our country. It is reckoned that nearly every 
sixth inhabitant in New-York and Philadelphia is a German, 
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besides the multitudes of Irish, Swedes, Danes, Norwegians, 
French, and Italians. In Cincinnati and St. Louis, it is 
reckoned that every third inhabitant isa German. The new 
States and Territories are tapidly filling up from Europe. 
Of, say, ten millions of people in the western and south-west- 
ern States, one million and a half are European Germans. 
These remarks indicate the vast extent and great interest of 
this missionary field. 

But when we remember that these Europeans settle chiefly 
together in particular parts of our cities and large towns, or 
in particular regions of the country ; and preserve, to some 
extent, and in some instances to a great extent, their most 
objectionable customs, and their infidel rationalistic and 
socialist doctrines, their influence on the manners and insti- 
tutions of our country becomes a question of great and pressing 
importance. In some of the largest German populations, as in 
Cincinnati and St. Louis, they have even conceived the idea 
of preserving their nationality and their national customs in 
our midst. ‘Their influence is beginning to be felt in changing 
our national peculiarities. "We see this now clearly in their 
disregard for the Sabbath. They are introducing among us 
the European idea of the Sabbath—i. e., that it is a day of 
recreation and amusement, and not a day of sacred rest and 
religious observance. Hence they have their public gardens, 
and public amusements on Sunday afternoons and evenings— 
such as Sunday evening theatres and concerts. Politicians 
will not interfere by making laws; and the only hope that 
appears is in the influence of Evangelical Missions and 
Churches upon these Europeans, thus assimilating them to 
our own people, and thus strengthening the bonds of these 
States, and giving stability to our institutions, civil and 
religious. 

For our particular work among these Europeans in our 
country, the reader is referred to the special remarks and 
reports on them in their proper places.

The above table is not correct: it was not in our power to 
make it correct. We do not doubt but that, if complete returns 
had been made to our office since January, 1851, as we 
earnestly desired and declared through our papers, the table 
would show more favourable results. We have no data to 
enable us to make up the Sunday Schools in our English 
Domestic Missions. In this respect our German Missions are 
much better reported, and indeed in all respects they are better 
reported. Yet, notwithstanding the lack of full and particular 
information, we find an increase in every department. The 
number of missions is increased. by forty; missionaries by forty- 
three; and the communicants in these missions have increased

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1,885. We shall hope from each Presiding Elder next year a 
correct statistical view of the missions under his care; and 
any particular information that may throw special light on the 
operations of his missions. 


German Missions. 


When we see the outcoming of the people of Germany to the 
United States of America, we are constrained to ask, Of what 
is this a sign in the Divine providence? We have partly an- 
swered this question in the general introduction to our Domes- 
tic Missions. In further answer, we spread before the Church 
the following reports from our German Missions, under the care 
of the several annual conferences named in them. Let the 
reader remember, that it is scarce fifteen years since this work 
began to take form and body among the European Germans in 
the United States; and see, now it is expanded into districts, 
circuits, and stations, with their pastors, churches, parsonages, 
Sunday schools, and in some instances day schools. And it 
still goes on increasing. It is the parent of the Foreign Ger- 
man Mission in Bremen; and we have good hope that it will 
yet send out other branches to Germany, as well as extend 
everywhere among the German population in this country. 
It is probable that it will, to a good extent, influence the other 
German Churches in this country, as early Methodism influ- 
enced the English Church; and thus indirectly become the in- 
strument of very much good, which will not appear formally 
in connexion with the Missions or Churches under our care. 

Two things are remarkable in these missions: 1. Many of 
the members have been Roman Catholics ; it is thought nearly 
one-fourth. 2. In proportion to their wealth, they do more to- 
wards sustaining their pastors, and supplying mission funds, 
than perhaps any portion of the Protestant Church. 

We spread before the reader, in an extended form, the report 
from the superintendent of each German district, that the 
Church may have, at one view, the rise, progress, and present 
state of our German work within the conferences. The reader 
will excuse some peculiarities in the composition of the reports, 
as they are written by brethren not very familiar with the Eng- 
lish language. 
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German Mission District, New-York Conference.

Dear Brorner,—In rendering you my annual report, I cannot forbear first to 
express my unfeigned gratitude to the Grear Heap of the Church, for his unspeak- 
able goodness, continued to us in this department of the work generally; but more 
especially for the showers of refreshing, with which he has watered some of the 


missions during the past year, ina more eminent degree. The following missiong 
are under my superintendence, in the New-York German District :— 


New-Yorr Sxconp-strert.—C. Jost, Missionary. 

This was the first vine of the German Missions planted by the Church along 
the Atlantic coast. It was commenced in the autumn of 1841, and continues to 
shoot forth its branches of new missions, and to yield its fruits of new-born souls, 
and of Christian virtues, in a very encouraging manner. The salutary influence 
this mission exerts upon the masses of German immigrants, as they land upon these 
shores in search of new homes, can never be properly estimated until the light of 
eternity reveals it. Thousands have their hearts impressed here, for the first time, 
with the power of gospel truth and grace, of whom we afterwards hear from every 
part of the country, as soundly and happily converted to God. During the last 
winter there was a blessed revival in this mission, and a goodly number of souls 
were converted and added to the Church. The work of grace was also deepened 
in the membership, many of whom profess, and give clear evidence of, the blessing 
of sanctification. This mission would long since have been a self-supporting 
Church, were it not for the fact, that so many, after they have been converted and 
incorporated here with the membership, find it necessary to leave again, and seek 
a more permanent home for themselves and families in other parts of the country. 
But the fact that nearly all the other missions along this coast, are sprouts from 
this vine, or at least receive branches from it, comforts us in our losses here. The 
number of Germans in this part of the city is very great indeed: the physical con- 
dition, however, of most of them, is anything but cheering; they being generally 
very poor, and having to do the lowest drudgery for the merest pittance, while to 
some of them even this is denied. The trustees have bought a parsonage during 
the last year, which has increased their indebtedness by $2,600. A new mission 
has also been commenced in connexion with this in Harlem, and a class is already 
formed. 


BioominepaLe Mission, (in the city.)—C. F. Grimm, Missionary. 


Though this mission was feeble for some years from its commencement,’ yet 
within the last three years it has flourished exceedingly ; and it may now be justly 
regarded, considering its circumstances of location and Church accommodation, as 
among the most thrifty scions from Second-street. It is located in Thirty-sixth- 
street, between the Eighth and Ninth Avenues. Had we a church here of suffi- 
cient capacity, we have reason to believe that the amount of good done, which has 
been very great, would be yet immensely greater. This mission has been entirely 
supported, from the beginning, by the “ Ladies’ Home Missionary Society, of New- 
York.” They have nursed it with great assiduity, and with maternal care; and 
they have now the happiness of seeing much precious fruit of their labour of love ; 
and we have no doubt they will, by the blessing of the Lord, see yet ‘ greater 
things than these.” 
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WasuineTon-sTREET Musston, (in the city.)—John Swahlen, Missionary. 


Could the amount of good done here be measured or weighed by the amount 
of missionary labour spent, or by the opportunities of doing good, it would com- 
pare favourably with the best of our missions. Here the immigrants land, and here 
their minds are all agitation and all excitement; here therefore they need a faith- 
ful and sympathizing friend, to whom they can unbosom themselves, and intrust 
their interests and their wants. Here they meet such an one in your missionary, 
who is ready to greet them on board of their ships with the word of life in the shape 
of tracts, or Bibles and Testaments, or the oral word of consolation and instruction. 
An interesting case of conversion and extensive influence, occurred here within the 
last year, which is given as a specimen of many others of the kind, which we have 
reason to believe occur through the instrumentality,of this and our other missions. 
The missionary gave a tract to an immigrant as he landed; he also heard one 
sermon from him—and proceeded, with deep impressions, on his way to Dayton, 
Ohio, where his impressions ripened into a sound conversion, by means of our 
mission there. Being filled and overwhelmed with happiness, in having found 
such an unexpected treasure in the religion of Jesus, he felt constrained forthwith 
to return to Germany, to communicate his experience to his relatives and friends, 
who he now saw were still in total darkness. He has already formed in Germany 
the nucleus of a Church of happy converts to the living truth and grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. The place of worship in Washington-street, though exceedingly 
poor and unfit for the purpose, is yet probably as good, all things considered, as 
we can get, unless we should build one. As things are, it is certainly one of the 
most laborious missionary posts in the world; and when the year is ended, the 
missionary can show but very little of the fruits of his labours, in the form of a 
society and congregation, for want of more adequate room. ‘The number of Ger- 
mans settled in this part of the city is quite large, from whom alone, and without 
any reference to the thousands of immigrants that are almost weekly landing here, 
and passing on to the west, a substantial society might, under other circumstances, 
be reasonably expected to be formed. O, when will the treasures which the Lord 
has poured into the lap of his people, be poured back into the lap of his Church, to 
enable her to carry on his work without any embarrassments from poverty? Much 
more might be said of this mission, and of the happy relation in which it stands to 
the missions in Germany ; but we must omit this for the present, for want of room. 
We will simply add, that it is the point of contact between the Foreign German 
Mission and our missions in the West. ‘The fruits of it are not gathered and gar- 
nered in Washington-street, but are spread all over the West, to strengthen the in- 
fant Church there, or to lay the foundation of new ones. 


Wixtramssuren Mission, L. 1—W. F. Brenner, Missionary. 


This mission was commenced in the spring of 1846, in a private house. In 
the course of the summer a small church was built, merely to answer the present 
purpose ; and the success of our cause here has been in just proportions to the im- 
pression made by such a church, in a place where the German population has since 
increased to ten thousand, and another German church, of an imposing character, 
has been built. Our influence here, however, is deeply felt, and our doctrines and 
spirit are appreciated by the people; and had we a church commensurate with our 
wants, we have no doubt that the success in this place would be ten-fold greater than 
it is. The signs of spiritual life, as well as of growth, are nevertheless here, and 
there is an evident struggle on the part of the membership for an advancement of 
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the work of God. ‘The Sabbath-school has lately increased greatly in interest, as 
well as in number and influence. The missionary had to be removed in the latter 
part of the year, to supply a vacancy in West Baltimore Mission. This mission 
can never fulfil its high destination, until it has a church edifice suited to the num- 
ber and condition of the people.

Newark Mission, N. J—S. F. Zimmermann, Missionary. 


The effects of the storms which, through inexperienced and unworthy labour- 
ers, and other causes, had injured and retarded the growth of this vine, have well- 
nigh disappeared, and the sun of the Divine favour, and the clouds of mercy, afford 
their enlivening influence again. The past year has been a year of prosperity, both 
in the confirmation and spiritual growth of the society, as well as in the conversion 
ofmany precious souls. A protracted meeting, of three weeks’ continuance, resulted 
in much good. And although the society will not be reported larger in number 
than it was last year, yet it is in a much better condition than it was; and the 
fruits of the Spirit are, among other signs, very visible in their contributions for the 
furtherance of the work of God. The Sunday school also, is in a very thrifty con- 
dition. It has formed itself into a missionary society—has, among other moneys 
for its necessary support, raised twenty dollars for the treasury of the parent society ; 
and intends, with the blessing of God, without aid from others, to support a Ger- 
man colporteur for the city of Newark the coming year. A new appointment has . 
also been commenced in another part of the town, where the Germans are very 
numerous, and already the buddings of Divine grace appear. The opportunity for 
doing good here is very great, and daily enlarging before our eyes, The German 
population in the city is nearly a fourth part of the whole population—reckoned at 
ten thousand, and their physical condition is much better than that of the same 
class in New-York. 


PuinapeLpuia Mission.—John Sauter, Missionary. 

The cloud that has rested upon this field from the commencement, has at 
length been lifted up, and through the course of the past year a commodious church 
has been secured through the very seasonable and efficient aid of a number of 
active ladies, from several of the English churches. As the proceeds of two 
festivals they gave for this purpose, Mrs. Jane Peterson paid over to the Trustees 
$1,056, besides some minor sums, which have come in at various times. In con- 
sequence of this happy relief, the condition of the society has been ygreatly im- 
proved, our influence is more deeply and more extensively felt, and our congrega- 
tion is daily growing in number and respectability. The Sunday school, also, has 
received a new impetus through the aid and influence of the ladies alluded to, and 
the prospects of extensive usefulness are opening here apace. ‘The German popu- 
lation in the city is reckoned at 60,000, about equally divided into Protestants, 
Catholics, and Rationalists. Although there are a number of other German churches 
in this city, it is very evident they cannot do our work. What the German popula- 
tion needs, is an earnest and spiritual ministry. We are charged, in a good degree, 
with supplying this service to them. It ought to be the steady aim of the Church, 
as fast as the men and the means can be found, to increase the number of our 


churches here. 
East Batrimore Mission.—W. Schwartz, Missionary. 


This mission had to pass through a fiery ordeal during the course of the past 
year; but it has, by the grace of God, nobly withstood the shock, and come out 
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purified. 'T'he holy fire has with very little intermission continued to burn upon 
the altar of this mission, and the work of the Lord has been steadily advancing. 
Quite a number of souls have been converted, and the society has been greatly im- 
proved in every respect. The spirit of Christian liberality is also being developed in 
this mission in many respects—as they have improved their Church property, al- 
though they have a somewhat heavy ground-rent to pay ; and have, besides, contri- 
buted a handsome sum to the missionary treasury. There are two other appoint- 
™ ments connected with this mission—the one in the country, which has been carried 
on successfully for some years; the other was commenced during this year, on Fede- 
ral Hill, where there are a great many Germans, and is, without doubt, the begin- 
ning of another very important mission. There is also a German colporteur em- 
ployed in connexion with this mission, and generally supported by the firm of 
Baker & Brother, in Baltimore, who also pay the hall rent for the appointment on 
Federal Hill. Both these enterprises, supported by this Christian liberality, have 
already been productive of much good. 


West Battimore Mission.—W. F. Brenner, Missionary. 

Through the scarcity of suitable labourers in the German department of the 
work, this mission had to be supplied from the East Baltimore Mission, for a great 
part of the year; and although the very best has been done, which under those 
circumstances we were enabled to do, yet it is easy to see, that the appointment 
had to suffer somewhat for want of a regular pastor. Since new-year, however, 
this want has been supplied, and the blessing of the Lord has returned with it. 
Several happy conversions have taken place here lately, as well as several trium- 
phant deaths. The Sabbath school has been also materially improved. 


Poveuxrerste Mission.— Anthony Koenig, Missionary. 


Concerning this mission we can only say, that it is in a very flourishing con- 
dition, that peace and prosperity have marked its progress through the past year 
in an eminent degree. Quite a number of souls have been added; a very 
commodious church has been finished, and dedicated ; and the prospects for the 
future are very encouraging. ‘The number of Germans in this place is, to be sure, 
not so very large, but nevertheless quite large enough to justify, and abundantly to 
remunerate, the Church for planting a mission here. 


Aupany Mission.— Augustus Hertel, Missionary. 


During the first part of the year this mission suffered much from causes which 
need not here be mentioned ; but since the appointment and administration of 
Brother Hertel, the injuries have been repaired, and a number of very promising 
men have been conyerted and joined the society. Our labours and our influence 
are, however, still very circumscribed here, being still confined to a school- 
house, which in a city like this, and where there are some good German churches, 
looks like a very small business indeed. We are struggling, however, with all our 
might, for a church, and hope by the grace of God and the help of his people, 


soon to succeed. 
ScuenEectaDy Misston.—Brother Meckel, Missionary. 


This mission experienced, also, some painful shocks during the year, being left 
for a short time without regular pastoral care ; but the great Shepherd, ever mind- 
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ful of His precious charge, preserved the flock from injury, and the work there is 
assuming a very interesting aspect. They have a very convenient church, with a 
moderate debt upon it; the congregation is very respectable, and large for the 
place. The prospect is very fair and promising for a self-supporting Church before 
many years. 


Rocurster Misston.—John J. Graw, Missionary. 


Although the German population in this place is quite large, being estimated 
at 10,000, yet our society is still small, one reason for which is, that our Church 
is somewhat on one end of the town, and rather too far out of the way. The 
Germans, however, are fast gathering in that neighbourhood, and it may appear, 
before long, that the church is exactly in the right place. The society and Sun- 
day school are in good condition; the upper part of the churchis so far finished, that 
we may comfortably worship in it. The missionary has also commenced preach- 
ing and holding prayer-meetings in other parts of the town, and considerable 
interest has been awakened among the people as the result of his labours. 


Burrato anp Tanawanpa Misston.—C. H. Hoevener and Jacob K. Kindler, 
Missionaries. 


This mission forms a circuit of sixty miles in circumference, and includes, 
besides Buffalo, Tanawanda, Simpson’s school-house, Lancaster, and Chukte- 
walka. The work has prospered greatly during the past year, and the influence 
of the mission is deeply felt, and heartily appreciated among the German popula- 
tion, which in the bounds of the circuit, at the lowest estimate, must number 10,000. 
We labour here, however, as in the fire, on account of the number of other Ger- 
man Churches, which are all in league against us. But the Lord in his infinite 
mercy has granted us one victory after another, and we are abundantly encouraged 
to fight on, and to contend to the last for the faith once delivered to the saints. 


Cottikoon anp Exnenvitie Misston—W. F. Dinger, Missionary. 


As in other places, so here has persecution done its utmost to hinder the work 
of God, and to destroy the mission in the bud; but our triumph has been equal to 
the malice of the foe, who would not even allow our Bible to stay in the public 
school-house where we preached, but laid it out upon a stump before the door. 
This is now a circuit, including eight appointments, which are more or less regu- 
larly filled according to circumstances. A more grateful people for the Gospel, 
and for its ministers among them, we have seldom found anywhere. The popula- 
tion is, indeed, very sparse, but itis almost daily increasing, and the prospects bid 
fair for an extensive field of missionary enterprise. A very comfortable frame 
church has been built in the course of the year, which is appointed to be dedi- 
cated to the worship of Almighty God, on the 4th of May next. 


The missions have done all in their power in a financial respect: some of them 
have done nobly toward replenishing the treasury of the parent board, others strug- 
gling with Church debts, have not been able to do much for that purpose. As the 
contributions for the various purposes of Church collections will not be finally re- 
ported until the session of the annual conference, we refer to its minutes for the 
statistics thereof :—

Cincinnati German District, Ohio Conference. 
Joun Kistine, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Brorner,—I herewith send you the report of the Cincinnati German 
District. 

Lawrencesure.—Jacob Rothwiller, Missionary. 

This is a station which supports its own preacher. They are a band of faithful 
Christians, and are firmly united in the fellowship of love. There are only seventy- 
four full members, and nineteen probationers, making ninety-three ; yet they have 
supported their own preachers, and have not suffered them to want for the last 
four years. Their present pastor is an industrious, energetic, and influential man. 
Since conference there have been added to this charge twenty-five persons: 
among whom was an infidel, and six others who had been awakened under Brother 
Nippert’s ministrations in Germany, but because they could not enjoy the privileges 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in their own native land, they came to America, 
and are now members in Lawrenceburg, rejoicing “in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made them free.” Here we see the fruits of our missions in Germany. 
The brethren here have a good brick church, with a prosperous Sabbath school, 
a tolerable library, and sufficiently manned with officers and teachers. ‘There is 
one exhorter in this charge, and a fair prospect for enlarged success. 
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Race-street Sration, Crvetnnatt.—Jacob Fry, Missionary. 


Since the organization of this charge in 1842, there have been received on pro- 
bation one thousand members, more than six hundred of whom were received into 
full membership. And after the setting off, first to Everett-street charge, and 
second to Buckeye-street charge, together with the many removals, there remain 
still two hundred and thirteen in full membership, and thirty on probation—making 
in all two hundred and forty-three. They have a good brick church, parsonage, 
and one local preacher. Prospect good. 


Tue Evererr-streer Misston.—George Danker, Missionary. : 


This mission was commenced in 1846, by John Barth; in 1847, they 
bought a lot fifty by ninety-five feet, at $1,850, and built a small church on it. 
This churchis now too small, there being one hundred and fifty-eight in all; one 
hundred and forty in full membership, and eighteen probationers. At our last quar- 
terly meeting it was resolved to move the frame to another place in the town, and 
begin a new mission in it, and occupy the old site with a brick Church, forty by 
sixty feet. At the close of the Jove-feast, the proposition to carry out the plan of the 
quarterly meeting conference was met by the subscription of $900; added to 
which, the brethren came forward to the call of Brother Ellis from St. Louis, who 
wanted pecuniary aid for the Church in that place; they immediately gave him 
about $12, and invited him to come again next evening. Then Brother Nulson 
(now gone to Germany) arose and stated :—That he was about to leave for his na- 
tive land to serve in the cause of his Master, and if it was not too late to ask it, he 
would like to bear with him an expression of their good-will to Germany, in the 
shape of a missionary contribution; whereupon they immediately responded by 
placing in his hands $36 for the German Mission. (This love-feast was held in 
the Buckeye-street charge, for both Buckeye and Everett-street charges.) The 
missionary spirit here is so great, that I have no doubt but that the church will 
be built. 


BuckEYE-stREET Cuarce.—W. Ahrens, Missionary. 


In 1849, Adam Miller commenced the building of a church here. In 1850, 
J. H. Barringburg reported a brick church forty-four by sixty-two feet, with a 
basement and a parsonage. The present preacher reports one hundred full mem- 
bers, and thirty-six probationers ; two Sabbath-schools—one German, with seven- 
teen officers and teachers, and sixty-five scholars; one English, with twenty-five 
officers and teachers, and two hundred scholars ; books in library, three hundred 
and seventy-five ; one local preacher. This is a prosperous charge. 


Newrvort anp Covineron Misston.—Frederick Shimmelphinning, Missionary. 


Seven appointments, thirty-six. full members, twenty-two probationers, one 
meeting-house. In 1849, P. B. Baker commenced here and built a meeting-house. 
In 1850, C. Vogel was stationed here, and reported forty members. ‘Their present 
preacher has received on probation twenty-five, and by certificate five. 


Hamitton Mission.— William Koetler, Missionary. 

This mission was taken from the Dayton Mission at the last Ohio Conference, 
and John Hartman sent to labour on it, After Hartman failed, Willian Koetler, a 
local preacher, was sent to labour on it. Here there is a frame meeting-house, 
nineteen full members, six probationers; one Sabbath-school, six officers and 
teachers, and twenty scholars. ,

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Dayton Mission.—John Hoppin, Missionary. 

This work, with what is now Sydney Mission, was commenced in 1839, by 
A. Miller. In the year 1840, E. Reimenschneider was appointed there ; in 1841, 
BE. Huebner; and in the fall of 1842, John Kisling, and re-appointed in 1843. 
Immediately after conference, Brother Schmucker divided the work, and placed 
Shalbert in Dayton; Kisling commenced North of Piqua. Since that time, the 
North was called Sydney Mission, and the South, Dayton Mission. ‘The present 
preacher in Dayton has received since conference, forty by letter and on probation. 
There are now one hundred and thirty members in that charge; two local preachers; 
one meeting-house. Prospect good. 

Sypney Mission.—B. F. Deamer, Missionary: 

When Kisling Icft this work in 1844, he reported twenty-two regular appoint. 
ments ; one hundred and seventy members; one local preacher; one exhorter; 
and one frame meeting-house. The present report is four appointments ; four 
meeting houses; two parsonages ; sixty-eight members; one local preacher,— 
all told. Here is a country sixty miles long and twenty broad, almost exclusively 
settled with a German population, where we once had a good beginning, but still 
forty of the German members that Kisling reported there, are now in the English 
Church. This is not as it should be. 

Deriance Mission.—Brother Figen, Missionary. 

Eight appointments; one hundred and thirty-three full members; sixteen 

probationers; one meeting-house being built. Prospect good. 
Awneota Misston.—P. B. Baker, Missionary. 

Thirteen appointments; forty five-members in full connexion; twenty-six 

probationers ; one meeting-house being built. Baker wants help. 
Fort Wayne Mission.—Brother Foetzing, Missionary. 

Twenty full members; ten probationers; one meeting-house,—all told. 

The work is progressing on the district: one hundred and sixty-four have been 
added since conference, and thirty-six of them from the Church of Rome. The 
nett increase since conference is one hundred and thirty-three. The appropria- 
tions for the district amounted to $2,615. We need a larger appropriation next 
year. Pray for us.

North Ohio German District. 


* The following brief sketch of the rise, progress, and present 
state of the German Missions in the North Ohio Conference, is 
furnished by the Presiding Elder, the Rev. E. Reimenschneider. 
It is dated January 13, 1851, and extends to the Chilicothe 
Conference in September last. We regret that it does not con- 
tain the statistics of the Sunday and day schools :— 


In the fall of 1841, I was transferred from the Ohio Conference, then held in 
Urbana, to the North Ohio Conference, and was appointed to travel among the 
Germans in the Northern part of Ohio. The whole conference was my field, and 
my usual travel was, in three weeks, from four to five hundred miles, preaching 
nearly every day. The first class was formed in Delaware; but as I afterwards 
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could not attend to it, it united with the American brethren: the second class was 
formed about Lower Sandusky, now Fremont, and then the work broke out pow- 
erfully in a large settlement about Woodville, Sandusky county, where the settlers 
had been so bad that drinking, cursing, gambling, dancing, &c., &c., were the 
order of the day. The leaders were first convicted ; many were converted ; and 
so deep and wide was the work, that they could not get another dancing party 
together. Hear the history of one conversion. A well-informed man, and a strong 
Lutheran, had threatened to hang me on a tree if I did not quit the settlement, and 
cease leading his brethren astray. To his children, he said, that he would cut off 
their heads if they went to hear these enthusiasts, as he called us. I had a con- 
versation with him, in which he endeavoured to overthrow our doctrines. -After 
this he disputed with one of our brethren, who talked to him about the necessity 
of being converted ; and the spirit of God shook and convicted him powerfully. 
After a hard struggle through the day and a part of the night, he found peace; and 
notwithstanding all were in a deep sleep, he walked through the house praising 
God, and calling upon all to get up and help him praise the Lord. The man of 
the house told him that he would be an enthusiast. He answered that he could 
not help praising God, for he had pardoned all his sins—let others say what they 
please. I need not say that he became my warmest friend. May God grant that 
it may beso with all enemies of religion! In this revival about fifty were converted 
Besides this, two classes were formed, one in Evansport and one in Pappalreach— 
both in Defiance county. These established the Defiance Mission, which now be- 
longs to the Cincinnati German District. I left this mission with about one hun- 
dred members, nearly all converted, four of which are now watchmen upon the 
walls of Zion. 

In 1843 this mission was divided, and one part was named Defiance, and the 
other Lower Sandusky. _The Columbus mission was begun in 1843 by brother John 
Barth. Delaware, where, as said before, a class was formed, was again taken up 
with Columbus, and a local preacher, who was sent by brother Schmucker to Dela- 
ware, worked together with brother Barth: the work prospered much. Great 
awakenings took place in Columbus, Delaware, and Marion counties. The next 
year the Delaware mission, I believe, was separated from the Columbus mission. 
The latter has had a slow but steady progress. In the two last years, Chilicothe, 
which was once before given up as unfruitful, was taken up again with Columbus, 
and the effect was glorious. ‘The membership in Chilicothe now numbers about 
sixty, all of which serve the Lord with a warm heart. Last year was a fruitful one 
for Columbus mission, and many souls were converted to God. At the Ohio Con- 
ference in 1850, the mission was divided, and the one part called Columbus and 
the other Chilicothe. Brother C. Helwig was appointed to Chilicothe, and B..Brau- 
muiller to Columbus. Both work with diligence; and there are good signs for an 
extensive revival this year: they have already good times in Columbus. On these 
two missions there are three churches and two parsonages ; all worth about $6,000. 
Both missions have several appointments in the country; and if circumstances 
continue as at present, it will be necessary to appoint two preachers to Columbus 
next year. The German population in this mission is about eleven thousand, in 
which all classes are represented, and all of whom, with but few exceptions, are 
without experimental religion. May God bring about the time when this wilder- 
ness shall be turned into the garden of the Lord! The missions pay about half of the 
salaries of their preachers ; and there are good prospects that within a few years 
they. will be stricken from the, missionary list, and support themselves. 
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Tue DezawaRE anp Gatton Misston—lN. Nuhfer and M. Ruff, Missionaries. 


These two missions were together for several years, but were separated in the 
fall of 1849, and both had a blessed, progress. Delaware had last year an exten- 
sive revival, and a great number were added to the Church; which, however, did 
not appear so, as the year before an error was made in returning the number of 
membership. ‘The increase was at least fifty members. There are three churches 
and one parsonage on the mission ; all worth about $1,800. ‘The missionaries are 
N. Nuhfer and M. Ruff, the last one appointed by the Presiding Elder. ‘The mis- 
sion pays half of their salaries; and probably in a few years it will sustain itself. 
The Sabbath schools are in a flourishing condition. The German population is 
about three thousand five hundred: and notwithstanding that there is more religion 
among them than in many other places, yet the most of them live without God in the 
world. ‘The prospects for this year are promising: awakenings have begun, and 
we hope that they will progress gloriously. Galion Mission had last year good times— 
many were converted, and the membership more than doubled. The brethren are 
zealous in good works: they pay two-thirds of the salary of their preacher, and 
will pay it all within a few years. The mission was by the conference supplied 
with one preacher, namely, brother G. Nachtrieb; but the official members thought 
that the mission should be extended, and asked me to give them a second preacher, 
which I did in the appointment of brother C. Jung, who is supported wholly by 
the mission. They have a church and a parsonage, and a second one is in course 
of erection ; worth, in all, about $500. The German population is about three 
thousand—most of them unconverted. The prospects for this year are, so far, pro- 
mising. 

CLEeveLAND Mission. 

This mission was commenced in 1845, by the Rev. Mr. Buhre, but little wasdone 
the first year. Brother C. Helwig, who followed him, built a church with great 
exertions. ‘The mission has not had so good a progress as is desired; but if we 
consider all things, we have reason to thank God for what he has done. Brothers 
Klein and Jung extended the mission last year to Sandusky City ; but as the field 
was too large, it was divided at the conference in 1850. The membership has 
nearly doubled the last year. 


Cirvetanp anp Liverroon Missions.—C. Gahn and H. Rehm, Missionaries. 
There have been already many awakenings, and, we look out for good times. 
The German population in both these missions is fourteen thousand. No part 
of Ohio is settled more with Germans than this. The Roman Catholics are 
strong—also Rationalism; but very little heart-felt religion is to be found. We 
may form several missions here in future, but at present we have no openings. A 
church and parsonage are on the missions, worth about $3,000. 


Sanpusky Crry Misston.—Brother Reider, Missionary. 


I cannot report anything as yet’of this mission. 


Lower Sanpusky Mission.—P. Schneider and W. Geyer, Missionaries. 

This mission had blessed times last year. They had an extensive revival, and 
many were added to the Church. As the mission could not be well travelled in a 
four weeks’ round, it was last conference divided. One part was called Woodville 
Circuit, and supplied with a single preacher, brother P. Schneider, who is supported 
froin the circuit, which is in a flourishing and prosperous condition. In Toledo the 
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seed had been sown for many years with tears. Many have lately been converted 
in a protracted meeting, and a class has been formed. Many Germans live in 
Toledo, and it may become a station in future. There are two churches on the 
mission, worth about $1,200. 'The prospects are good: the German population is 
about two thousand. ? 

The other part of the former work is called Tiffen Mission, and is supplied 
by brother W. Geyer. This mission does not prosper so well as might be hoped 
for. Last year they had a considerable awakening in Tiffen; but this year the 
preacher lay almost the whole time sick of fever, and is therefore unable to make 
the necessary efforts for the cultivation of this field. There live many Germans in 
and around Tiffen, and we hope the Lord will raise up for his praise a people here. 


Derrorr Misston.—A. Klein, Missionary. 

This mission was begun in 1846, by brother J. M. Hartmann. It has had good 
times from the beginning. A church building was commenced by brother Hart- 
man, and continued by brother C. Helwig, who came two years after him. The 
building is now nearly finished. They had blessed times last year, and many 
were converted: among the Sabbath-school scholars was a remarkable awaken- 
ing. ‘The mission supports the preacher in part, and we hope that it will be a self- 
sustaining station soon. They have one church, and another in course of erection, 
worth $3,500. Brother A. Klein has had blessed times this year, and we hope 
for a blessed future. The German population is about five thousand: a great part 
of them are Catholics, and many Infidels. It will require much work yet to cultivate 
this moral wilderness. 

Awnn-Arzor Mission. 

Ann-Arbor Mission was commenced in the fall of 1846, and has made but a 

slow progress. We have gathered a little Church with great pains, and there are 
but little prospects for the future. Many Germans live in this part of the country, 
but they do not much incline to hear our missionaries. The mission has a church 
worth about $1,200. 
' This is a short view of the beginning, progress, and present state of the mis- 
sions on my district. I would only add, that I myself have had a blessed year. 
The Lord has given me my portion of the blessing of perfect love, and there is a 
sweet heaven of the love of God within my soul. I have notsaid much about Sabbath 
schools, and would therefore now remark, that on all missions we have them as far 
as possible, and that they do much good. 

The statistics are taken from the Minutes of 1850, because I have no other 
sources of information, ., 


Pittsburg German Mission District. 


Perer Wixxins, Superintendent. 
To THE CorRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Broruer.—! have received your note informing me of your desire to 
have certain information of the state of the work in the Pittsburg German District 
for the next annual report. The Pittsburg District has retained nearly the same 
form, except that a new mission has been located in the Muskingum Valley, which 
takes in the town of Zanesville and surroufiding country. The Marietta Mission 
which had two missionaries last year, has received but one this, and is now sup- 
porting its own pastor. . Pittsburg and Birmingham had one missionary, but have 
two this year. JI have just closed my second round on the District, and the Lord 
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has been, with us at. our quarterly meetings. About one hundred have been ‘con- 
verted and one hundred and. sixty-five have joined on probation. Our quarterly 
meetings as well as the meetings in general, have been so far well attended by the 
Germans, who have listened with attention to the word of God. The district in 
its present form makes it necessary for the Presiding Elder to travel about 1 000 
miles each quarter, which is done mostly by steamboat. I will now give you an 
account of the several stations and missions in the district. 


Pirrssure anp Brruineuam.—Sebastian Barth and Adolf Katter, Missionaries. 


The work among the Germans in Pittsburg was commenced in the fali of 1838, 
when brother Nast paid a visit to Pittsburg, and formed during a stay of two weeks 
two classes consisting of thirty-five members. Brother Hartmann was the first 
regular missionary that was sent shortly after brother Nast returned to Cincinnati. 
The work has had some severe struggles for some year past, but the Lord has an- 
swered the prayers of his children, and has sent prosperity to this mission. Our 
membership consists of one hundred and twenty-two in full connexion, and sixty- 
two on probation, including one local preacher and one exhorter. ‘There are con- 
nected with the mission two Sabbath schools, one in Pittsburg and the other in Bir- 
mingham. We have two churches and two parsonages in the basement of the 
churches: the value of the property is $7,000, with $1,500 debt. The German 
brethren of this mission are mostly poor, and it is very hard for them to raise 
the support for brother Barth, who receives no aid from the missionary funds. 
The most that the Society can raise is perhaps $250 : it is impossible for him to 
get along with this. Brother Katter receives a very moderate support from the 
Missionary Society. The missionaries have had a good work since conference ; 
forty have been converted, and forty-seven joined on probation. The spiritual 
condition of this mission is good. The German population within the bounds of 
this mission is about 20,000, a large part of which is Roman Catholics and Ration- 
alists. We should have a new mission in Alleghany city; it has a large German 
population, but we can do but little without a church. If the Board should see 
proper to make an appropriation, no doubt, if the right men could be found to under- 
take the work, our English brethren would help us to a church, and the Lord 
would give us success, as in other missions. We have in this mission four regular 
appointments, and the brethren preach each four times a week. 


WaureLine Station.—Paul Broadbeck, Missionary. 


The Wheeling mission was commenced at the close of the year 1838, when 
brother Swahlen, then an exhorter from Cincinnati, visited Wheeling, and formed 
the first class. He was afterwards appointed missionary to Wheeling, and built, 
in 1839, the first German Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States. The 
work prospered well for several years ; but for some time past the progress has been 
slow. Yet, notwithstanding, many souls have been converted, and joined the 
Church, but have moved to other parts of the country with their certificates: and 
several of the brethren who were converted and joined the Church in Wheeling, 
are now in the missionary field, and doing good service. ‘This mission has for some 
years supported itself, without aid from the missionary funds. It has a membership 
of one hundred and two in full connexion, and fourteen on probation; a Sabbath- 
school, consisting of nine officers and teachers, thirty scholars, and one hundred 
and sixty volumes in library ; also two local preachers. The Church property 
consists of a church and. parsonage, both. brick, valued at $3,000, free from debt. 
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The German population in this mission is estimated at five thousand, Our church 
is in South Wheeling ; but it would be well if something could be done in East 
Wheeling. A young man could be usefully and successfully employed there. 
Wheeling has two regular preaching places, and the missionary preaches four 
times a week. Our meetings are well attended, and the prospects are good. 
Twelve conversions, and fifteen accessions since conference. 


Cartina Crrovir—John M. Mulfinger, Missionary. 


The work commenced some time in 1839, when brother Swahlen, from Wheel- 
ing, visited the Germans there, and formed a class. Brothers Reimenschneider 
and H. Koeneke, then exhorters, came from Wheeling, and visited them also with 
good success. Rev. C. C. Best, now of the Pittsburg Conference, was the first 
missionary regularly appointed, and the mission was called “* Monroe Mission,” and 
embraced a large circuit, which was afterwards divided into three. The work on 
Captina circuit has advanced steadily, and it has supported for a number of years 
the missionary, without aid from the missionary funds. The German population 
within the bounds of the circuit, is supposed to be two thousand. Our membership 
consists of one hundred and fifty-two in full connexion, and twenty-one on proba- 
tion. There are six regular preaching places, which are filled once in two weeks. 
The missionary travels fifty miles each round, and preaches four times a week. 
We have two exhorters on the circuit; one Sabbath-school, consisting of ten offi- 
cers and teachers, sixty scholars, and one hundred and ten volumes in library. 
Some of the Sabbath-school children are truly seeking religion, and some have 
experienced the same during the year. Thirty accessions have taken place since 
conference. The prospects on this circuit are promising: many inquire, “ What 
must we do to be saved ?”? May the Lord assist the missionary to point them to 
the Saviour. We have a church and parsonage here, valued at $700. The cir- 
cuit supports brother Mulfinger, who labours well in every part of his work. 


Bucruitt anD Martaca Mission.— William Dresler, Missionary. 


This mission was embraced in the original Monroe Circuit, but was taken 
from it four years since. The German population is supposed to be two thousand 
five hundred in the bounds of this mission. ‘They are quite destitute of the means 
of grace on some parts. We have a membership of one hundred and three in 
full connexion, and nineteen on probation, including one local preacher and two 
exhorters. There are six regular preaching places, which are served each every 
two weeks, and require sixty-five miles’ travel each round, and preaching five 
times a week. We have connected with this mission, three Sabbath schools, with 
fourteen officers and teachers, eighty-seven scholars, and sixty-six volumes in 
library. The Sabbath-schools are increasing in interest, and some of the scholars 
have been converted during the year. We have two churches and one parsonage, 
valued at $600. The appropriation from the Missionary Society is $125, and the 
mission raises about the same amount. The missionary has a large family: he 
performs his work well. 


Marietta Crrcuir—Christian Vogel, Missionary. 


This is the place of my conversion, and was set off as a mission in 1840; it 
had belonged to the Monroe Mission. In 1839, quite an interesting revival took 
place in Marietta and surrounding country. Rev. G. Danker, who was truly a 
converted man, preached then for the Lutherans; but they complained that he’ 
preached too hard, and too much repentance te them. So he preached them his 
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farewell sermon, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, and laboured as a, 
local preacher in and around Marietta, with great success, The first time he 
preached as a Methodist minister, which was on the evening of the 23d of October,, 
1839, I was awakened and converted to God. During the winter many were con- 
verted, and joined the Church. Marietta Mission suffered greatly by the removal 
of a large number to other parts of the country ; but the work has revived again, 
so that they requested, at our last conference, to be taken from the list of missions. 
They now support the missionary themselves. Marietta mission has contributed a 
goodly number of labourers to the German work. We have a membership of one 
hundred and thirty in full connexion, and fourteen on probation, including one 
Jocal preacher and one exhorter. There are five regular preaching places, which 
are served each once in two weeks. The missionary preaches four times a week ; 
and the circuit is fifty miles round. The German population is about three thou- 
sand within the bounds of this circuit. We have two Sabbath schools, with twenty 
officers and teachers, eighty-four scholars, and ninety volumes in library. Some of 
the children have been converted during the year. We have three churches and 
a parsonage, valued at $1,800, free from debt. The progress of the work is slow 
but sure: a number haye been converted, and some joined the Church, since con- 
ference. 
Pomeroy Circuit.—John Geyer, Missionary. 

This was originally called Chester Mission, and was comenmced in 1841. 
Brother Koeneke was then on the Marietta circuit, and visited the German settle- 
ment between Chester and Pomeroy, where he found brother Geyer, who held 
meetings with his countrymen. Brother Geyer visited us in Marietta on Christmas, 
1840, and joined the Church. Brother Koeneke appointed a protracted meeting 
near Chester, and took some brethren with him from Marietta. The meeting re- 
sulted in a large number of conversions, and about thirty accessions. For several 
years the work went on progressing; but recently not much has been done, the 
Lutheran ministers endeavouring all they can to prejudice the people against us. 
The Church has supported the missionary for a number of years, and some souls 
have been converted during the last year. Five have been converted since con- 
ference, and ten joined on probation. We have a membership of one hundred and 
twelve in full connexion, and fifteen on probation. Three of the converts in this 
mission have entered the travelling connexion, and another young man will enter 
at our next conference, if there is need. We have two churches and a parsonage, 
and one new church building: the value of the Church property is about $2,000. 
We have two local preachers and two Sabbath-schools, with fifteen officers and 
teachers, fifty-eight scholars, and two hundred and sixty volumes in library. The 
German population is about one thousand. There are four regular preaching 
places, which are served once a week. 


PortsmourH Misston.—Charles Shelper and Conrad Bier, Missionaries. 


Some twelve or fourteen years ago, brother Paul Broadbeck, now missionary at 
Wheeling, was converted amongst our English brethren: he was a Roman Catholic. 
When brother Schmucker was Presiding Elder of the German Missions in Ohio 
Conference, he preached with success in Portsmouth, and laid the foundation of 
that now flourishing mission. The German population is estimated, within the 
bounds of this mission, at six thousand. We have a membership of one hundred 
and eighty in full connexion, and thirty-one on probation. There are thirteen regu- 
lar appointments, which are filled once in two weeks. It requires to travel one 
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hundred and seventy miles each round, and preaching four times a week for each 
missionary. We have four Sabbath-schools, with thirty-five officers and teachers, 
one hundred and fifteen scholars, and one hundred and seventy-five volumes in 
library; we have two churches and a patsonage, valued at $2,600, with a debt of 
$150. The appropriation from the missionary funds is $250. Both preachers are 
men with large families: this leaves a heavy burden on the mission ; but they will 
do their part well. Since the last annual report was made out, there have been 
about fifty conversions ; since our last conference, thirty-one have joined on proba- 
tion. The prospect is good: this is a very important field. May the blessing of 
the Lord attend the labours of our brethren! I have to spend two Sabbaths each 
round on Portsmouth mission. 


West Unton Misston.—John V. Balduff, Missionary. 


' Of the rise of Methodism on this mission, I have no information, not having 
received your note in time to make personal inquiries during my last visit. I sup- 
pose the book, written by Rey. Adam Miller, on the origin and progress of Ger- 
man Missions, will give some information. The mission also takes in the town 
of Maysville, Ky. There are seven regular appointments, which are filled once in - 
two weeks, and require the missionary to preach four times a week, and travel 
one hundred and fifteen miles each round. The German population is one thou- 
sand five hundred: our membership is ninety in full connexion, and twenty on 
probation. We have three Sabbath-schools, with fifteen officers and teachers, sixty 
scholars—no library reported ; we have one local preacher, and two churches and 
a parsonage, valued at $1,400, with a $300 debt on the church in Maysville, Ky. 
The appropriation from the funds of the Missionary Society has been $150, to 
which the membership, though poor, will add $100. Since conference, some fif- 
teen conversions and twenty-five accessions have taken place. The prospect is 
good, and the missionary is doing well his work. 


Musxineum Misston.—William Florke, Missionary. 


This mission was set off at our last annual conference. It takes in the town 
of Zanesville and surrounding country. The German population is large, but 
no society has yet been formed. I have visited the mission, and preached in 
Zanesville on Sabbath. The missionary has nine regular appointments, which he 
visits once in two weeks. At some places the people come out, but at others they 
will not attend. May the Lord sustain the missionary, and give him success! 
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At the close of this repott, I would say, that the work on this district is in a 
healthy state. The missionaries are at their posts, and labour in earnest. There 
is a general hungering and thirsting after a full salvation. That the Lord may in- 
crease our faith, and give us grace to feed his sheep and lambs, is the prayer of 
your brother and fellow-labourer in the Gospel.

German Missions in Indiana District. 
Grorer A. Breunie, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Broruer,—-With this I send you my report of the Indiana Goaean Dis- 
trict, of Ohio Conference. As I trust that my predecessor, brother Kisling, has 
already given you the statistical part of this district, I will now only report the rise, 
progress, and present state of the missions; also the moral and physical state of 
the German population. On account of my insufficiency in writing English, I give 
the report in German, as follows :— 


EvansvinLe Mission. 


This was commenced in 1842, by Rev. P. Schmucker, who formed the first 
class of about twenty-four members. In 1843, brother H. Koneke followed him, 
and in 1844 was assisted by brother C. Muth. They formed, within a territory of 
seven counties, a four weeks’ circuit. In 1847, Evansville was separated from the 
other parts of the mission. At this time the work of God began to pause. Differ- 
ent kinds of obstacles sprung up; some dangerous characters crept into the Church, 
which have proved to be a harm to this day. The spiritual state of the mission is, 
as yet, not so good as it ought to be; but in the name of the Lord we are resolved 
to do our best, and hope that it may be better soon. 

The German population is about six thousand souls, one-third of whom are Ro- 
man Catholics. They have mostly sunk into great wickedness: however, there is 
a good proportion yet who are religiously inclined. In temporal affairs, they are 
diligent to accumulate property, by following the different kinds of employment, 
especially by the keeping of coffee-houses. Evansville is, in all probability, the 
most important mission-point in Indiana. We are of good hope, that within a few 
years this mission will be independent of the missionary treasury. 


Mount Vernon Mission. 


This mission was a part of the Evansville mission : it was separated from it in 
1847. The German population is about three hundred families. The people are, 
in a moral point of view, better than in large cities. With the exception of Mount 
Vernon, the Germans in the different settlements follow agriculture with good suc- 
cess. ‘The members of the mission are united in love and peace, and are in a pros- 
pering state. 

: Boonvitte Mission. 


This mission, like the Mount Vernon Mission, was formerly a part of the 
Evansville Mission, until 1847. The German population within this mission is 
from five to six thousand souls, about one-third of whom are Roman Catholics. 
Also here is to be found but very little godliness amongst the Germans. The 
prejudices against Methodism are tolerably strong, but much less now than for- 
merly. We have confidence, that by visiting from house to house, and by distribut- 
ing tracts, many of the people will be gained. With respect to temporal matters, 
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‘the most of the settlers are new and poor; but the diligence of the people, and 
the goodness of the land, promise prosperity within a short space. 


New Atpany Mission. 


This mission was formerly called Charlestown. It was formed in 1843, by Rev. 
C. Muth, and has from its infancy suffered considerably by the introduction of the 
dispute about infant baptism. This was done by some German Baptist brethren. 
Notwithstanding, blessed be God, the work has had a good steady progress till 
now, and especially since the last Ohio Conference, the work prospers. A goodly 
number have been conyerted. The spiritual state is good, with a few exceptions. 
The German population is about three hundred and fifty families. The peo- 
ple are well provided with ministers, and ought to be better, therefore, than they 


are. We have good reasons to expect prosperity. ‘Temporal prosperity among the 
Germans is increasing. 


Loutsvinte, Ky., Station. 


This mission was founded in 1841, by Rev. P. Schmucker. Seldom has.a mis- 
sion been started with such rapid results. In the first year a fine little society was 
formed of new converts. In the third year, the members undertook to support their 
pastor themselves, and they have done so ever since. Every year a goodly number 
have been added to the Church, who gave evidence of their earnest desire to be 
saved. Also a goodly number of the fruits of the mission have been harvested ; and 
especially through the cholera, many have gone triumphantly and landed, no doubt, 
in the harbour of eternal happiness, and now they sing the songs of the Lamb. 
The Church increases in the internal life of God. 

The German population is about twelve thousand souls, the most of whom have 
deeply sunk into an ungodly life—many into gross immorality. Infidelity and 
Rationalism have set deep roots, but the truth of God will conquer, and the mouths 
of all men shall be stopped. ‘The Germans possess here an important part of the 
city property; a considerable number are engaged in an important part of the 
commerce, and other profitable business ; others, on the other hand, make a poor 
living. Our prospects for the future are as promising as they ever have been. 


Lovisviite Mission. 


This mission is in the lower part of the town, and was formed in 1847, by brother 
J. Rothweiler, with a number of our members from the other Church in Louisville. 
With this mission is also connected Jeffersonville, with a class of about twenty-five 
members. The greatest obstacle in the way of this mission is, that our church 
stands in a very improper place. The brethren were induced to build there, be- 
cause they got the lot cheap; but this was a great error on their part. The place 
may be good in future, in about five or six years; but until then, and hitherto, 
much more could have been done for the Lord, if the church was in a proper place. 
The membership is united together in great love. In Jeffersonville the work is 
especially prospering since the last conference. A “ill be -builtthere.this 
year.

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this part was again cut off from Madison mission, and bears since the name of 
Rockford mission. The work of God has had a good progress till now. The 
membership support their pastor, and their spiritual state is excellent, with but a 
few exceptions. The German population is about four hundred families. The 
moral situation of the people is better than in many other places. In general, the 
people are religiously inclined. In a temporal view, it may be said that they are 
middling well off. The prospects for the future are promising. 


Mapison Misston. 


This mission has not been so fruitful as some others. The Roman Catholics 
have a strong hold within its bounds ; but we do not lose confidence, for the labour 
and means which have been spent on this mission, have already been richly repaid 
with a membership, who show themselves in earnest about their souls’ salvation. 
About three hundred families of Germans live within the bounds of this mission. 
The moral state of the Germans is more unpromising than that of the people in the 
country. They need the Gospel preached in a simple and earnest manner. As it 
regards temporal affairs, a large majority of them are in rather humble circumstances ; 
notwithstanding, it may be hoped that,within a few years the mission will be inde- 
pendent of missionary support. May God grant it! 


Avrora Mission. 


In 1848, the Rev. J. Geyer, then stationed in Lawrenceburg, formed the first 
class in Aurora. The other parts of the mission, a few settlements, were visited 
by brother Wittenbach, who, by the grace of God, formed several classes in 1847. 
The mission, as in its present geographical form, was connected for some years with 
the Laughery mission. At the last Ohio Conference, this part was again set off 
from Laughery, and took the name of Aurora mission, Aurora being the most im- 
portant point. ‘The membership is about sixty: love and peace reign among them. 
The German population is not less than three hundred families, all of whom, with 
a very few exceptions, are in need of experimental religion. Prejudices against us 
are tolerably strong, but they must give away, for Godis on ourside. In temporal 
circumstances, the Germans are prospering. 


Laveuery Mission. 


This mission, in part, belonged before to the Lawrenceburg mission, and was 
formed by Rey. T. Kisling. In 1846, brother Wittenbach took up some settlements, 
and in 1848, under the administration of brother 8. Mulfinger, some other doors 
were opened, so that the mission is now an extensive one, with nineteen preaching 
places, and two missionaries. The German population may be about seven or 
eight hundred families. The Lord has blessed the labours of his servants abun- 
dantly from time to time, although we have perhaps on no other place more oppo- 
sition from spiritless and godless preachers, than on this mission. ‘There are not less 
than nine or ten of them, and five Roman Catholic churches, within the mission, 
The best, ds well as the meanest of them, work altogether against us. In temporal 
matters, the Germans are prospering. 


Inpranapotis Mission. 


In 1848 brother L. Nippert was appointed to this mission. His work was notin 
vain. At present there is a class in Mogorthaar settlement, and another class in 
Indianapolis. This last class is an ornament of the Church. The time is not long 
when we will have a strong Church in this important place. The German popula-~ 
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tion in the city may be from eight hundred to one thousand souls: their moral state 
is better than in some other large cities. The German people are much divided in 
Church matters, In temporal affairs, we find them increasing through diligence 
and frugality. 


Terre Havre Mission—C. Muth, Missionary. 


Terre Haute and vicinity, on the Wabash, was taken into the mission-list at the 
last Ohio Conference, and brother C. Muth appointed missionary. We had not to 
wait long for fruits. Brother Muth has formed a class of about twenty-seven mem- 
bers in the city, most all of whom are converted. He has formed classes also in 
some parts in the country. Great things the Lord has done. Brother Muth’s con- 
gregations, eager to hear the Gospel, are encouraging. I have seldom seen such 
a deyotedness, and hunger and thirst for the word, as in this place. In all proba- 
bility, brother Muth will have a rich harvest before the year closes. The members 
are of one heart, and of one soul. ‘The German population is sunk deep in a moral 
point of view, notwithstanding we see the triumph of the Gospel on the greatest of 
sinners. All praise be to God! As to temporal affairs, the Wabash country pro- 
mises great prosperity. 


Now let me say further, that at the next Ohio Conference three new missions 
ought to be taken up: 1. Vincennes and neighbourhood, with a stout population. 
2. Poland, at which place brother Richlé has worked until now. This field is 
very promising. 3. Lafayette and neighbourhood. 

_ The Indiana German District is already too large and toilsome. In taking up 
the three new missions, the work in Indiana ought to be divided into two German 
Districts. The acquaintance I have with the work upon the district is but short, 
as I came to it since last conference ; and in reporting to you, I have done as well 
as I could under the circumstances.

German Missions in the St. Louis District. 


Puitie Kunn, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
Dear Brorarr,—l intend to give you, as far as I may, a full report of the Ger- 
man work upon the St. Louis German District, Illinois Conference. 


WasHINGTON-STREET Station, St. Louis, Mo. 


In August, 1841, brother L. 8. Jacoby was sent to St. Louis by Bishop Morris» 
where he found one German Methodist amongst the English brethren, namely, 
brother Hoffman, now a local preacher in Jowa. He attempted to plant the banner 
of the Cross amidst the persecution of the Germans, who threw stones at him» 
burnt his tracts, and ridiculed him in the streets. In the spring of 1842 a little 
society was formed of about twenty-six members, who bought a lot on Washing- 
ton-street, and built a little church thirty-two by fifty feet, soon after which some 
of our most bitter enemies were converted to God, and joined the mission. The 
little society toiled hard for about four years, during which time some were con- 
verted, and added to the mission. Since the close of 1845, the Lord has blessed the 
mission in a signal manner. Every winter since it has had a glorious revival; so 
that after five years from the beginning, the church was entirely too small, and 
accordingly, in the spring of 1847 it was taken down, and a larger one erected in its 
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place. The first year after this one hundred and ninety joined on probation, and 
were converted ; and so the work has continued, and within the last eight weeks 
eighty souls were converted toGod. The present state of the station is, therefore, 
good: the members grow in grace, and are diligent in all good works. The 
church stands in the midst of a dense German population, whose moral state is 
some better than in other parts of the city, but still sins of all kind abound. The 
Germans here are mostly from northern Germany, and favourable to Christianity. 
One portion of them are in moderate circumstances, another is very poor, but dili- 
gent, and increasing in worldly goods. Our prospects, in the midst of much oppo- 
sition, are good. The station now has two hundred and twenty-five members, and 
eighty-six on trial; two local preachers, three exhorters ; one day school of about 
‘seventy children; and a very flourishing Sabbath school, with one superintendent, 
four officers, fifty teachers, and one hundred and seventy scholars ; one library, of two 
hundred and fifty volumes; and one very large Bible class. Thirteen German mis- 
sionaries have been sent out from this mission, eleven of whom are members of the 
Illinois Conference. The station has also employed a colporteur, a converted Jew, 
who distributes our tracts and sells our books, and invites the people to church. The 
Lord blesses his labours. Some Catholics were led through him to seek the Lord ; 
and to one priest he sold a German and an English Testament, who promised 
him also to come to our church, after he had a conversation with him about experi- 
mental religion. 


Cotumsus-streET Mission, St. Louis, Mo. 


This mission was started in September, 1843, with some members from Wash- 
ington-street. It is in the southern part of the city, and had many difficulties in 
the beginning. The first, and a part of the second year, they held their meetings 
in a store which they had rented for the purpose. In the fall of 1844 they pur- 
chased a lot, on which a church was built in 1845 and 1846. At the conference 
in 1847, they had a membership of eighty-seven ; the next year they numbered one 
hundred and ten; but in the year following, the cholera and the enemy both 
broke in, and reduced them to about sixty members. Our present missionary is 
earnestly engaged in building up the mission ; and we expect the time when it will 
become a new leaven in the Lord. One part of the members are earnest, the other 
part are not what they should be. This part of the city is entirely inhabited by 
Germans, with many factories. Their moral state is to be regretted. They mostly 
come from South Germany, and are Roman Catholics, very common people, who 
drink in iniquity like water. The most of them have property, and we hope by 
patience and perseverance to gather a good Church here yet. We have at present 
one exhorter, forty-one members, seven probationers; one Sabbath school, with 
one superintendent, eight teachers, thirty-five children; one Bible class; and one 


day school, with twenty-five children. From the mission have also gone out three 
efficient missionaries. 


Broapway Mission, St. Louis. 


This is in the northern part of the city,in the vicinity of New-Bremen, entirely 
inhabited by Germans. The mission is also a branch of the Washington-street 
Church, and was organized in 1848, since which time about fifty souls have been 
converted to God; but owing to the many removals, it has but twenty-five mem- 
bers, twelve probationers, and one exhorter; also a Sabbath school, with one 
‘Superintendent, nine teachers, forty children; and a day school, of about forty chil- 
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dren. The members are earnest, mostly poor; but a light in the world, and the 
salt of the earth. We have a church here on rented ground, and we think here- 
after it will be removed to New-Bremen. One part of the population has the 
form of godliness, the others are very wicked, and engage in all kinds of wicked- 
ness. ‘There are many wealthy infidels here, who are now building a church for 
themselves, into which they will not have the Bible brought. Our prospects are good. 


Fourts-street Mission, St. Louis, Mo. 


This is also an off-shoot of Washington-street mission, and was supplied with a 
missionary last Illinois Conference, in September, 1850, who at present is at large 
to collect funds for paying the church debt. Our school teacher from Washington- 
street, who is a local preacher, has preached here for more than a year. There are 
thirty-three good members. The church lies four squares south of the court-house, 
on Fourth-street, in the middle part of St. Louis. Within about two blocks of the 
church a great many German beer and coffee-houses are to be found, more than 
in any other part of the city; also a good many German store-keepers and me- 
chanics, most of whom are against true Christianity. About three blocks from us, 
on Seventh-street, is a Rationalist church, attended by thousands of Germans. Our | 
prospects are very good. If the missionary could be here now, I have no doubt he 
would gather a Church soon; but the debt is pressing and must be paid. We 
have a Sabbath school here, with forty children and seven teachers. 

About our work in St. Louis I wanted to say further: At the commencement of 
our mission there were but three German churches in the city; one Roman Catholic, 
one Old Lutheran, and one Evangelical. The preacher of the last one had to 
leave in 1844, and his place was supplied with one of the Rationalistic creed. In 
1845 two other Evangelical churches were built, one in the northern, and the other 
in the southern part of the city, near our churches in those places. The church in 
the southern part divided again about two years ago, and built a third Evangelical 
church. The old Lutherans have also built another large church, within one 
square of our church in the northern part of the city, and still another one last year 
near our Broadway church ; so that they have three churches here also. Besides 
this, four or five German Roman Catholic churches have been built since, and 
another one the Germa: dels intend to erect. But still, among the twenty-five 
or thirty thousand Germans, there is at least room enough for four more German 
Methodist churches. If many of our rich Methodists did know how well they 
could spend their money for German Missions in such places as St. Louis, I am 
fully pursuaded they would cheerfully give it, and enable us to break the bread of 
life to thousands who now die the death eternal for want of it. I hope, by the 
blessing of God, to live until at least we have six flourishing German Methodist 
churches in the city, in which thousands are prepared for eternal glory. 


Betivinte Mission, Ill. 


In August, 1841, at the same time when brother Jacoby commenced in St. Louis, 
brother Hartman was sent to Bellville. He could not have much access in the 
town, and therefore laboured more in the country, and extended his mission over 
the field which now forms our Bellville, Moscouta, Monroe, and Highland missions. 
In some of the places his labour was blessed, and he received sixty members during 
the year, three of which are members of the Illinois Conference up to the present 
time. In 1842 the town of Bellville was given up, and the missionary confined his 
labours to the other places. From 1844 to 1846 the work increased, and two mis- 
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sionaries were appointed to the mission. At the Illinois Conference of 1845, the 
southern part of the mission was cut off, and formed into the Monroe mission, and 
the northern part of the mission is now called Moscouta. This Moscouta mission 
had a blessed year, and at the Conference of 1846, the northern part of it was cut 
off and formed into the Highland mission. In 1848 the town of Bellville was taken 
up again, and formed into a mission ; so that, after a time of seven years, out of the 
one mission four have been formed, which I now intend to describe. 

Bellville Mission, in the town of Bellville, Illinois, with two thousand Germans. 
We have here thirty-nine full members, and thirteen on trial ; with one local preacher, 
and one exhorter; a Sabbath school, with one saneiamhddne twelve teachers, 
and fourteen children. There is also a flourishing day school, in which about sixty 
children are taught in English and German, in all things needed for the present or 
the future life. The society has bought the old church of their English brethren, 
and almost paid for it. ‘The moral state of the Germans in Bellville is not satis- 
factory. No other little town in the West may easily be found where sin more 
abounds than here. A part of the Germans are moral people, educated and wealthy, 
but Atheists and Rationalists in principle. One half of the German population is 
strong Roman Catholic, living in all kinds of sin. Our prospects may be called 
good. 


Hientanp Mission, Il. 


This mission is within the towns of Highland, Standen, Alton, Edwardsville, and 
some settlements. In the commencement, since 1846, we made but slow progress, 
until the little society built a church in 1847 and 1848—since the dedication of 
which the work has prospered, and especially so last year. Our membership con- 
sists of seventy-three full, and thirty-six members on probation; with one local 
preacher; two Sabbath schools, with seventy children, seventeen teachers, and two 
superintendents. The circumference of the mission is two hundred and twenty 
miles, with eleven preaching places, which are visited by the missionary once in 
two weeks. ‘The moral state of the Germans here is better than in some other parts. 
They have, in general, good common-school education, and though they are not 
rich, yet they are comfortable. Our prospects are good.

Moscovra Mission, Ill. ote 


We have eighty-eight members here, of which, sixty-six are full members, and 
twenty-three probationers, with one local preacher and two exhorters; two Sab- 
bath schools, one superintendent, ten teachers and fifty scholars. Our members 
are consistent Christians; some of them in moderate circumstances, others poor, as 
most of the Germans in this vicinity. The mission is about one hundred and sixty 
miles in circumference, with six preaching places, visited once intwo weeks by 
the missionary ; in which time he preaches nine sermons, leads classes and prayer 
meetings. This field of labour is ahard one. About six hundred German families 
live here, many of whom are educated, and revolutionists from Germany, also 
enemies of the Christian religion, who exerta great influence upon the uneducated 
In the eastern part of the mission we have the old Lutherans, who pardon sins ae 
excommunicate those as heretics who will not believe them. One of these leading 
men, however, got religion last summer in our mission, and joined us, with some 
ates After the Lutheran minister had tried all things to bring him back to the 
Church, without success, he spoke at last the anathema against him from the pulpit, 
until he would acknowledge his error of becoming a Methodist, and on his knees 
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ask for pardon. Our good brother on the other side rejoices in the liberty of the 
children of God. Our prospects are good in some places—in others not 80 good 
O that the Lord may pour out his Spirit upon the dry bones! 


Monroe Mission, IIl. 


This mission was commenced in 1845, and had but slow progress in the begin- 
ning. Since the beginning of 1848, until conference, September, 1849, the work 
prospered. ‘The year from 1849 to 1850 was a trying one; the enemy had sown 
weeds, which had to be rooted out. Since September, 1850, the Lord has blessed us 
again, and twenty-three joined, and were mostly converted. Our members are 
very diligent in all good works, which you may learn from the fact that, although 
they had but one fourth part of a crop of some things, and of others none at all, on 
account of the great dryness during the summer, yet they supported their pastor in 

“part, and made up $150 for necessary repairs on their church and parsonage. We 
have reason to believe that after another year they will support their pastor them- 
selyes. We have sixty-five full members, and twenty-five on trial ; with two Sab- 
bath schools, two superintendents, eight teachers, and thirty-seven children; and six 
preaching places, to which the missionary attends once in two weeks. Rationalism, 
Romanism, Puseyism, are all at home within the bounds of this mission, and some ~ 
of the Germans are much depraved. The youth are, with some, neglected entirely, 
as they do not send them to school. We have therefore commenced a day school, 
and pray for the blessing of God upon it. The country is good, and the people 
will be well off soon. Our prospects may be said to be good, though we have to 
fight for every inch of ground ; but, blessed be God, we win one victory after another. 
Hallelujah! 


Cuester Muisston, Ill. 


The town of Chester was taken up as a preaching-place by our missionary on 
Monroe mission, about two years ago. There was no other German preaching 
there then, and most of the Germans were awakened by our ministry. But now 
the cry was raised—Fall not away from faith ; and accordingly an old Lutheran suc. 
ceeded in building a church. Six, however, joined us; and with these, and some 
others in the country, a mission was begun at the Illinois Conference in 1849. 
The Lord blessed the work, and now we have fifty-five members and one exhorter, 
with anice brick church. They have also a little Sabbath school, with three teachers, 
and ten children. ‘The missionary has four preaching places, which he visits once 
every week, travelling about fifty miles. Most of the Germans here are of the 
middle class: many have good common-school education, and are in morals much 
above others, although we find drunkards and Sabbath-breakers among them. The 
said Lutheran minister, as it is understood, intends to exclude all his members be- 
longing to temperance societies. The country here seems not to be so fertile as in 
other parts. Our prospects for the future are good. Some of the people who 
have been awakened in the country, have settled in the town, so that they may 
have the advantage of the mission. 


Mancuester Mission, St. Louis county, Mo. 


This mission was commenced in March, 1847, with glorious prospects, The 
second Missionary built a good parsonage in the town of Bolville, and laboured 
with good success, when the cholera appeared, and took three of the missionary’s 
tamily, and he could not do a thing for two or three months. About fifteen of the 
best members died also—the others scattered abroad, and everything was ruined. 


~ 
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The next missionary left the field within the yeer for want of support, as he said. 
_ Besides this, there are five other ministers within the bounds of the mission, who 
all exclaim, Here is the Lora’s temple! here is the Lord’s temple! and warn the 
people about the Methodists more earnestly than they do about the devil. We have 
about twenty full members, and seven on probation; with two Sabbath schools, 
five teachers, and sixteen children ; five preaching-places, within a circuit of sixty 
miles, which the missionary visits once in two weeks. 

Within this mission I have found the most hardened sinners I have ever met 
with. They all say they believe in Christ and the Bible, and quarrel one with 
another, as to having the best belief; yet they live in open iniquities—cursing, 
swearing, Sabbath-breaking, drinking, and all kinds of sin. May God have mercy 
upon these poor Germans, of whom there are about four or five hundred families. 
The country is very poor, and our prospects without faith are not good—with much» 
faith, very good. 


Jackson Mission, Mo. 


This mission, located in Cape Girardeau county, of which Jackson is the county- 
seat, was commenced in March, 1847. Our missionary was by many greeted with 
joy, and soon gathered fifty souls, most of whom are yet as pillars in the Church. 
But now two old Lutheran ministers made their appearance also, and attempted to 
prove with the Bible, that to distil and use liquors was allowed; also that we may 
work as well on Sabbaths as on other days. By these operations some doors were 
closed against us; but the Lord was still with us, and we have now a membership 
of one hundred and nine, eighty nine of whom are full members, and twenty pro- 
bationers; one local preacher, three exhorters; three Sabbath schools, with three 
superintendents, eight teachers, and forty children. The circumference of the mis- 
sion is one hundred and thirty miles, with five preaching-places, visited once in 
two weeks by the missionary. The Germans here come, with few exceptions, from 
the northern part of Germany—have but little education, and are still less enter- 
prising, and the land is poor. About four hundred families of Germans reside 
here. Our prospects may be said to be good.

Tron Mount Misston, Mo. 


This mission was laid out last conference. Our missionary was received favour- 
ably by some, and others opposed him: four joined the Church as full members with 
certificates, and one on trial. The Germans here live very scattered. Within one 
hundred and twenty miles there are five preaching-places, among about two hun- 
dred grown Germans, who are mostly Roman Catholics, many of whom work in 
the different iron works and lead works (mines) about here. I found out one Ger- 
man settlement on my first round, who have not had German preaching within 
fourteen years, and received me like an angel. They will of course be supplied 


now. The people are mostly of the poor working class, and we hope to be able 
to form a society soon. 


Now, in conclusion, let me say, that in my judgment nothing but German mission- 
aries can save the liberty and the souls of the Germans, by preaching to them, in 
small as well as large settlements, Christ crucified. The Germans come in masses 
to this country, full of their old prejudices. Many neither can nor will learn Eng- 
lish ; know neither the laws of God, nor the laws of man; and think they are now 
at iiheriy to do what they please. English preaching they cannot understand, 
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neither will they go near it; but as soon as they are converted by the German mis- 
* sionaries, they not only praise God for their conversion, but also that he has brought 
them to this blessed country of liberty. They are now good citizens of this country, 
loving its government and their fellow-citizens. The unconverted among them 
must now take care not to be so much below them, and abstain from many things 
which they otherwise would not have done. 

But, moreover, other Christian denominations are fired up ; as soon as we begin 
everything comes in motion ; and when, hitherto, nobody cared anything about the 
souls of the people, they now must try by all means to keep them from falling 
from faith and becoming Methodists. I truly think that the government of this 
country ought to pay our missionary treasury some thousand dollars annually for 
the work among the Germans.*

Missouri German District. 
Report of Rev. T. Kerrmann, Presiding Elder. 
To THE Corresponpine SECRETARY. 

Dear Broruer,—Inclosed you will find the report of the Missouri German © 
District for the present year. You desire to have a clear yet brief view of the rise 
and progress of Methodism among the Germans in this District. As muchas I am 
able I will give it to you, having collected strict accounts of brethren who have 
laboured here in the beginning. 

In 1840, the work was begun with Pinkeny Mission, (the present Warren Mis- 
sion :) Rev. John Swahlen was pastor two years; he received several members, 
and one church was built. But taking into consideration what little fruit there 
was seen, it was left vacant for about two years. 

In 1842, Herman Mission was commenced: Rey. William Schreck laboured 
here two years, and his labours were blessed of God ; a society of fifty members 
was formed, and one church.built. 

In 1843, Versailles Mission was laid out, and Rev. Sebastian Barth was 
sent there as missionary, and a good work was begun. 

In 1845, Weston Mission was commenced: Rey. Henry Nuelson, missionary, 
laboured there two years, and, thank God, not in vain ; about twenty-five members 
were gathered. 

In 1845, Brunswick Mission was commenced. For two years Rev. William 
Feigenbaum laboured there ; about sixty joined the Church, but most of them did 
not like to be governed by our discipline and live as Christians, and, therefore, have 
since fallen away from us. At present the work has commenced again, and we 
seem to get a good foundation now. 

In 1845, Pinkeny Mission was again taken up. Rey..F. Harstman laboured 
there for two years with good success; so that about one hundred and fifty mem- 
bers were taken into the society, many converted, and four churches built. 

In 1845, Jefferson City Mission (part of the Versailles Mission) was com- 
menced. Rey. Dryer laboured there two years with good success. I did not 
learn how many were converted and how many joined. 

In 1846, a part of the Warren Mission (formerly called Pinkeny Mission) was 
838 a

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taken, and out of it and other new places, the St. Charles Mission was formed. 
Rey. F. Harstman was the missionary, his labours were blessed, and a small 
society was formed. 

In 1848, The Nodaway Mission, (now called St. Joseph Mission,) a part of 
Weston Mission, was laid out. Rev. W.Ellers laboured there one year with 
some success. ‘ 

This will show, how the good work of the Lord among my dear countrymen, 
has begun and progressed. The present state of our missions and circuits in this 
district, you will find in the report for the present year. 

My dear brother,—I feel like pushing on the battle even to he gates of the 
enemy. We have abundant work to do: the German population is very large here 
in Missouri, and they are still coming in by thousands every year. If we had the 
men and the means we could lay out two more missions at present. In taking a 
part of Warren Mission, we could form a Marthasville Mission, and take in several 
settlements of Germans. Also, our present St. Joseph Mission should be divided— 
there is more work than two men can perform. God being our helper, we shall 
form a Linden Mission next year, taking a part of St. Joseph Mission and some 
new places. We have good prospects for the future on almost every mission. On 
some missions our dear countrymen are beginning to oppose us mightily, and this, 
I think, is a sign, that the Lord will help. 

As far as I have succeeded in getting information, and from personal acquaint- 

_ ance, Ican say that the moral condition of the Germans in this district is, in 
general, “ good ;” the intellectual condition, needs to be “ much improved 3” 
and as to the physical condition, I can say that it is ‘‘good,” especially if taken 
in reference to the other Western States. 

Now, my dear brother, I hope that you can make out with this report. It is 
insufficient in many respects, but I have done as well as I could, with the little 
knowledge I have of the English language. 

I would wish to remark here, that the present Florence Circuit was formerly 
called Versailles Mission. It is this year divided into three fields—of which the 
central part is now Florence Circuit, the upper part is the present Lexington Mis- 
sion, and the lower part is called Boonville Mission. The present Union Circuit 
is a part of Herman Mission. 
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There give you a list of the names of our missionaries and missions in this District.

Quincy German District, Illinois Conference. 


Henry Koenexe, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broruer,—Our German work in general, in the Far West, which is con- 
nected with the Illinois Conference, has every year remarkably increased. It be- 
came too large for four districts, and we were obliged to lay out the fifth at our last ~ 
conference, with which-we have also taken in Minnesota Territory. The doubtful 
question made by many well-disposed a few years ago.! Whether Methodism 
would find a home among the Germans—is satisfactorily answered. The desires 
of those who wished it never might, and who cease not to use unhallowed means 
to prevent it, have hitherto been disappointed ; and the time is coming when even 
they must confess that it the work of God. We confide in God that he will con- 
tinue to work with us, and by us, until his enemies shall become his footstool, and 
confess that Christ is God. 

The Church having exhibited the praiseworthy undertaking of sending misson- 
aries to our fatherland, this has not only gladdened and encouraged the hearts of 
our people, but it has increased their love and confidence in that Church which has 
sacrificed so much for them; at the same time they confidently believe that this 
work will be carried on with the same means and zeal with which it has com- 
menced. - Many have by this means obtained the long sought-for opportunity of 
sending to their friends, left in their native land, the organ of our Church, which is 
granted to them by means of Brother Jacoby’s paper, which has been sent by many 
of our people to their friends in Germany, and some have received letters of the 
good the “ Hvangelist” has accomplished, in opening their eyes to see the know- 
ledge of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus. Hallelujah! 


Quincy Sration, Ill—H. F. Koeneke, Missionary. 


This station isin avery good condition, and numbers at present one hundred and 
twenty members, and forty probationers ; with two,local preachers, three exhorters ; 
a Sabbath school, with thirty-four officers and teachers, one hundred and forty 
scholars, two Bible classes, and two hundred and four volumes in library. Last 
winter there was a revival in the Sabbath school’; thirty-eight found the Saviour, 
thirty-two joined the Church on trial, (which are in a separate class, and in charge 
of the preacher ;) twenty of the above number are registered in the Church book, they 
have prayer meetings at two different places in the week, so that there is good hope of 
them once becoming pillarsin the house of God. There is connected with the station 
a day school with fifty scholars, who are taught both English and German if desired. 
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The church property is valued at $3,500, on which there is a debt of $400, which is 
already subscribed for by the members to have it liquidated. This station,jbesides 
supporting the preacher, sent $74 35 missionary money to the conference, which 
was principally raised in the monthly prayer meeting, except $20 which was given 
by an unknown member. In connexion with the American brethren, this station 
had for six months a colporteur in employ, who distributed $40 worth of tracts 
gratnitously, and sold books to the amount of $150. The meetings are well 
attended, so that our church is getting quite too small for the attendance on 
preaching. The prospects are very flattering, so that by next year there must be 
something done, either in enlarging the present house, or in laying out a mission 
in another part of the city. The German population’is about three thousand, 
and increasing every year: nearly one-half are Roman Catholics. 


Minucrrex Mission, Ill.— Peter Henners, Missionary. 


This mission is about one hundred miles in circumference, lying in Adams, 
Marquette, and Pike counties, with five preaching places, fifty-two members, nine 
probationers ; one local preacher, one exhorter ; two Sabbath schools, with fourteen 
officers, eight teachers, forty scholars, no library ; two churches, worth $280 ; no 
debt. The members are in a good state; strangers do not frequent the meetings 
much, and the Germans are also very much scattered; yet there are two new 
preaching places in prospect, where there are about twenty families. The mission- 
ary receives $150 from the missionary fund. 


Bearpstown Srarion, Ill.—ZLouis Kunz, Missionary. * 


This society consists of forty members, fourteen probationers ; one local preacher ; 
a Sunday school, with nine officers and teachers, and twenty scholars, one hun- 
dred and twenty volumes in library; a frame church, with a parsonage, worth 
$1,000, a debt of $200. This society has had two years of hard trial, which were 
occasioned by an unfaithful preacher, who sought to lead the whole society from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. It appears that through these trials they have 
become grounded in their most holy faith. They have tried to support their own 
preacher, but under the present circumstances it is impossible for them ; another 
reason is, that some fruitful members are moving away. There are a great num- 
ber of Germans in the city. I think we can, with propriety, expect an abundant 
harvest in the future. 


Pexin Mission, Ill.—John Bisckof, Missionary. 


This mission has a circumference of one hundred and forty miles, lying in Taze~ 
well, Peori, and Mason counties, with six preaching places ; forty-three members, 
and thirty-nine probationers ; one local preacher ; one Sabbath school, five officers 
and teachers, twenty-four scholars, no library ; also a frame church, worth $400, on 
which is a debt of $75 ; alsoa parsonage worth $100. In Pekin the prospects are 
flattering, at the other places tolerable. 'The German inhabitants on this mission- 


ary ground are about three thousand. The missionary receives $200 from the 
missionary fund. 


Srrinerierp Misston, lll Henry Zahrman, Missionary. 

This mission has a circumference of two hundred miles, lying in Sangamon, Men- 
ard, Cass, and Morgan counties, with seven preaching places, thirty-seven members, 
thirty-three probationers, and one exhorter. The church property consists of thirty- 
five acres of land, on which is built a church and parsonage, together with a camp 
ground. The property is worth $650, we have a debt on it of $150. Here is a 
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large German settlement: we have some opposition. The prospects in general 
on this mission are good: there are quite a number of towns in its boundary, 
although there are not many Germans in it, but they are coming on. The German 
population is about two thousand five hundred. The missionary receives $125 
from the missionary fund. 


Navvoo Misston, Ill—Frederick Merten, Missionary. 


This mission includes the cities of Nauvoo and Warsaw, with another preaching 
place seven miles from Warsaw. There are forty-eight members, and twenty proba- 
tioners ; one exhorter; two Sunday schools, with sixteen officers and teachers, 
seventy scholars, eighty volumes in library. In both places we have church 
property, the parsonage is at Nauvoo, where the preacher lives. The whole is 
worth $800, we have a debt of $50. The prospect on this mission is very good, 
particularly in Warsaw. The German population is about four thousand. The 
missionary receives $150 from the missionary fund. 


Buriineron Mission, lowa—Henry Nulson, Missionary.* 


This mission consists of the city of Burlington; the society numbers fifty-four 
members and six probationers ; one exhorter; a Sabbath school, with fifteen officers © 
and teachers, sixty scholars, and one hundred volumes in library. They have a good 
brick church and a parsonage, valued at $2,000, but a debt of $600 resting on the 
society, which is quite a burden for them; they have made a sinking fund to 
liquidate the debt. The German population is about two thousand, and yearly 
increasing ; afgreat number attend church nowhere, and a great number are 
Roman Catholics. The prospect at present is much better than last year. The 
missionary receives $160 from the missionary fund. 


Desmornes Mission, lowa—Theodore Muller, Missionary. 


I have filled this vacancy with Theodore Miller of the Milwaukie Mission. 
This mission is one hundred and fifty miles in circumference, lying in Desmoines 
and Lee counties ; with seven preaching places ; thirty-eight members and,twenty- 
eight probationers ; a Sabbath school, with five officers and teachers twenty scholars, 
and thirty volumes in library ; a block church, worth $150. The prospects on this 
mission are very good ; it includes the towns of Keokuk and Fort Madison ; in the 
latter place we can soon build a class. The population of Germans in this 
mission is about five thousand. I believe a good many of them will be brought to 
the church before long. 'The missionary receives $75 from the missionary fund. 


Patmyra Mission, Mo.—Henry Roth, Missionary. 


This mission has a circumference of two hundred and fifty miles, lying in 
Marion, Lewis, Clark, Scotland, and Schuyler counties; with seven preaching 
places, fifty-three members, nineteen probationers; one local preacher, two 
exhorters ; three Sabbath schools, with nine officers and teachers, twenty-four 
scholars, no library; a block church*and a parsonage, worth $300. In several 
places the prospects are good, but in the country settlements poor—the immi- 
grants prefer the free States. The population of the Germans in this boundary is 
about three thousand, of all kinds of Germans. The missionary receives $50 
from the missionary fund. 


* Since this report was written, Brother Nulson has gone to join the Foreign 
German Mission. 
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The following is the statistical summary of the district:—There are nine missions, 
two of which are stations, employing ten missionaries, including the presiding 
elder. There are four hundred and ninety-one members, two hundred and eight 
probationers ; six local preachers, nine exhorters ; twelve Sabbath schools, with one 
hundred and seven officers and teachers, three hundred and ninety-eight scholars, 
five hundred and thirty-four volumes in library, and, besides this, four Bible 
classes, The church property is eleven churches, (of which three are brick, four 
frame, and four block houses,) seven parsonages, (of which three are brick, two 
frame, and two block houses ;) the whole is worth, $8,630, on which is a debt of 
$1,475. The whole appropriation for all missionaries, including presiding elder, is 
$1,260.

Towa German District. 


The following brief report of the Rev. Joun Pianx, Pre- 
siding Elder of the Iowa German Mission, will give additional 
evidence of the activity and value of our German work. 
The reader must not criticise the language too severely ; but 
remember that it is written by a German, who is but imperfectly 
acquainted with the English language. We have occasionally 
corrected it, but have not sought to divest it wholly of its 
German impress. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Broruer,—According to your desire I undertake to give you a report of 
the Iowa German Mission District. As this is a new district, and the missionaries 
gave their reports at conference to the Presiding Elders, I have not all the informa- 
tion I desire. You will therefore excuse the imperfections of this communication. 


Gatena Sration.—Rev. Charles Hollman, Missionary. 


This is the most active society I know of; it supported its preacher last year, 
and built a parsonage worth $600, It likewise supports a married preacher this 
year. -Galena has a large population of Germans of all sorts. The mission is 
highly prosperous. 


Prarrevitte Mission.—Rev. Philip Salk, Missionary. 


This mission was formerly a part of Galena, and extended over the lead-mines 
with a large population of Germans of all descriptions, Catholics, Rationalists, and 
nominal Christians. At one appointment we had no success until last summer, 
when twelve were converted in a short time ; the prospect is very good for the 
time to come. 


Minnesota Misston.—Rev. Gerhard Zinbkin, Missionary. 


This is a new mission, in the north of Iowa, with a large and still increasing 
population, a great part of them Rationalists; but the God of missions can find 
way to their hearts, 

Dusvque Mission.—Rev. Philip Funk, Missionary. 


This mission is of five years’ standing, and has had many battles to fight; but, 
thanks to God! victory has been on Israel’s side. There is an extensive German 
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population here, many of them Catholics, who go from the priest to the grocery ; 
profane swearing is common; and the worst of all is, when we warn them of their 
danger, nominal preachers and Catholic priests raise their voices against us, even 
in the pulpit. Yet, notwithstanding all this, we had a glorious time during Christ- 
mas: there were as many as twelve mourners at once at the altar of prayer, and 
among them were two Catholics and one Rationalist, who never. believed Christ 
to be the Son of God, until last Christmas day. Glory be to God for the power of 
the Gospel of his Son! The prospects are good, we had a large increase this year. 


Towa Ciry Misston.—Rev. R. Havighorst, Missionary. 


This mission at first belonged to Muscatine ; last year to Iowa mission, under 
the name of lowa City Mission ; this year it was made a mission of itself. The 
Germans are scattered all over the country for fifty miles round the city. 


GermancrEEeK Mission.—Rev. H. Wiethorn, Missionary. 


This was the first mission in Iowa, under the name of Iowa Mission. The first 
year the progress was very poor. As soon as the Lord commenced his work, they 
sent for preachers to their own liking. They have two in the bounds of this mis- 
sion, one of them a Rationalist. But I gota letter from there with joyful news: 
about Christmas, souls were converted and seven joined the Church. There is a 
set of fine-looking Germans, sensible men, on this mission, and, according to his 
letter, an open door and good prospects. 

Muscatine Mission.—Rev. H. Feigenbaum, Missionary. 

This is an important post, with about two thousand Germans in its bounds; but 
we labour under great disadvantage for the want of a place of worship in the city: 
we have one commenced, but we shall be hard pressed to finishit; and we 
can do but very little until it is done. The Lutherans havea good church; 
and we have to preach in private houses ; may God open hearts and hands to help 
us to finish it! If we had a church, ere long we would have a large society in 
Muscatine; for many have the outer form—all they want is the power of the 
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Dubuque, January 3rd, 1851. 


Wisconsin German District. 

The following is the report of the Rev. C. Eisenmayver, 
Presiding Elder of the Wisconsin German District. It em- 
braces the year ending September, 1850. It is a matter of

wonder and rejoicing to see how the work spreads among the 
German population of the West. A large portion of the in- 
habitants of Illinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin is German. Ger- 
many is literally colonizing the vast North-Western regions 
known as Iowa and Wisconsin. It is the duty of the Church 
to spread the leaven of the Gospel among these new settle- 
ments ; and she is endeavouring to fulfil her duty, as may be 
seen in what follows, extracted from Brother Hisenmayer’s 
report. 

To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Brorser,—In the fall of 1848, at the session of the Illinois Annual Con- 
ference, the Wisconsin German District was formed with eight missions, two of 
which being in Iowa, two in Illinois, and four in Wisconsin. The missions in 
Towa and Illinois had some classes; in Wisconsin we had in the whole about 
thirty members. At the Illinois conference in 1849, the Bloomington Mission in 
Iowa, was placed to Quincy German District, and at the session of the same con- 
ference in 1850, a new district, called the German Iowa District, was formed by 
Bishop Hamline, to which came all the western missions of the Wisconsin Ger- 
man District, namely: Platteville Mission, with fifty-two members ; Galena Mission 
Station, with fifty-one members; and Dubuque Mission, with eighty members. 
At present, the Wisconsin German District of the Illinois Annual Conference, has 
ten missions; two of which are in the north-eastern part of Illinois, and the others 
in Wisconsin, of which I give you the following report, viz:— 


Mitwavxre Mission— Rev. Philip Barth, Missionary. 


This mission has not had that increase in the last year that was expected among 
so many Germans. Besides the numerous Catholics, there are nine Protestant 
Societies here, of which we have the best church and the best congregation. 
Since conference fifteen have joined on trial, most of whom are converted. 'The 
religious state of the missions is tolerably good. The other Germans, with but a 
few exceptions, go in the morning to the church, and in the afternoon to the ball- 
room or other places of amusements. Our Sabbath school is gaining in general 
interest ; several of the scholars have been converted to God of late. 


Cuicaco Mission.—Rev. Henry Dryer, Missionary. 


Last year this mission was visited several times with seasons of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord ; clear conversions took place, among whom were some 
Roman Catholics, who now are earnest members of our Church. The religious 
state of the mission is very good; perfect love is not only professed but also lived 
by some. ‘They built a parsonage last year without debt. We anticipate that 
this mission will, not long hence, become a self-supporting church. 


Coox Mission.—Rev. H. Vosholl, Missionary. 


This mission was instituted at the Illinois Conference in 1849, by Bishop Janes, 
and embraces the country round Chicago. It has six preaching-places, and in some 
of them small classes. ‘The Germans are not so thickly settled here as in Wiscon- 
sin, but the field and prospects are such as to promise a good circuit. The circum- 
ference of the mission is about one hundred and fifty miles, with more than three 
hundred German families, most of whom are Protestants. 
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East Troy Misston.—Rev. W. Buehren, Missionary. 


This was formerly named Jefferson Mission. Some members have withdrawn, 
so that the membership now is less than last year, but the religious state seems to 
be much better than ever. They built a parsonage last year, The mission has a. 
circumference of about one hundred miles, with three preaching-places. The 
Germans are more respectable here than in the northern countries, and it may be 
expected that they will soon support their own pastor. There is a good little 
Sabbath school. 


Warertown Misston.—Rev. William Feigenbaum, Missionary. 

Fifteen months ago a Methodist preacher could not find a night’s lodging here 
except in the tavern, now we have a lively and well-established class; also a 
frame church-building, with a parsonage, and two lots of ground in a good 
situation. By the liberality of the friends of missions, there remains only a small 
debt of about $80. There are some preaching-places in the country which be- 
longed to Jefferson Mission formerly, these begin to become fruitful. The pros- 
pects are very good. The German population in the bounds of this mission are 
about six to eight hundred families. In Watertown, live some well-educated and 
rich people, who, though they were Rationalists and built a church for themselves, - 
yet they came to our assistance nobly when we were building, for which may 
the Lord bless their souls! The Sabbath school is gaining in interest, two of the 
scholars were converted. 


Wasuineton Misston.— Rev. C. Wenz, Missionary. 


Nearly the whole of the area of this mission is settled with Germans. There 
are eight preaching-places within a circle of one hundred miles. The western 
settlements are mostly new and poor. We have three little classes and Sabbath 
schools. Our prospects are good. 


Suesorean Misston.—Rev. A. Kellner, Missionary. 


Brother Kellner has already begun the building of a church and parsonage in 
Sheboygan, for which he has collected several hundred dollars. The Lord blessed 
his indefatigable labours last year in Watertown, and will be with him this year. 
Half of the inhabitants are Germans, many of them atheists. In the country there 
are three preaching-places, with a class, and our prospects are better than ever 
before. 

Manirowac Misston,—Was supplied by Brother F. Kopp, 


a local preacher from Washington Mission. Manitowac, like Sheboygan, is a 
landing~place for emigrants. Besides the town there are four preaching-places in 
the country, with two small classes. The Germans here, as on Sheboygan Mission, 
are the majority. of settlers. 


OsuxosH Misston.—fev. C. Bernreuter, Missionary. 


For want of a suitable man this mission could not be supplied until last spring. 
About half of the inhabitants of Oshkosh are Germans, and many of them infidels. 
There are also several preaching-places in the country. Our prospects for the 
present are not good, but we should labour and wait. 


Mapison Mission.—Fev. J. Young, Missionary. 


This is a new mission in and around Madison, the seat of Government, with a 
circumference of about one hundred miles. Some families who had been members 
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of our Church in Ohio, have joined, and a class has been formed. Our prospects 
are only toletable. ‘The main hinderance is, that we till now were not able to get 
a proper place for worship in the town. The Lord who has helped us in other 
places will help here also.

Swedish and Norwegian Missions. 


These missions, which have been known among us scarcely 
six years, now number in them some six or more missionaries, 
There are four distinct missions in as many different conferences. 

The first is in the New-York Conference, Rev. B. Griffen 
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Presiding Elder, and Rev. O. G. Hedstrom missionary. It was 
commenced, and is still continued, in the Bethel ship, lying at 
the foot of Carlisle-street, Hudson River, New-York, and on 
board of which the pastor will, “from this time forth, have his 
office, in which he will generally be found during parts of every 
day in the week. We regard this arrangement as likely to 
increase materially the interests of the mission. 

At the meeting of the General Missionary Committee in May, 
1850, an appropriation was made, in view of the increasing 

labours of brother Hedstrom, and the opening doors among his 

countrymen, for the support of an additional missionary. The 
Board, upon application from brother Hedstrom, made an ap- 
propriation for the temporary employment of an assistant during 
the season of the arrival of emigrants, especially to attend to 
the distribution of the Holy Scriptures and tracts, and to visit — 
the sick in the hospitals for emigrants and asylums for seamen. 
It affords us much satisfaction to say that the application of the 
Board to the American Bible Society, to print an edition of the 
New Testament Scriptures in the Swedish and English lan- 
guages, was promptly attended to, and we now have this work, 
in addition to numerous others, as the fruit of this blessed 
organization. 

The necessity imposed upon us of edifying the parents and 
children among these people, has led our Board to make a small 
appropriation for translating and printing our General Rules, 
our Ritual, the Scriptural Catechism, and a few tracts in their 
language. This work is in a state of progress, and we are now 
able to furnish to them cur General Rules and Ritual. 

There will be, in all probability, one or two more missions 
established in the West for their benefit, during the year 
1851. 

The second mission is in the Rock River Conference, Rev. 
John Sinclair, Presiding Elder; Rev. J. J. Hedstrom and A. 
Errickson, missionaries. . 

The ¢hird is in the State of Iowa, but newly formed. 

A fourth exists in Wisconsin Conference, in which Rev. C. 
Willerup and C. P. Augrelius labour, under the superintendence 
of the Presiding Elder of Milwaukie District. 

Missions, four; missionaries, six; members, three hundred 
and thirty-eight; Sabbath schools, one; scholars, forty-two. 
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The following letters will be read with interest, and will fur- 
ther illustrate this department of our missionary work :— 


Swedish Mission in New York. 


Rev. B. Grirren, Superintendent. 
To THE CoRRESTONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broraer,—With gratitude to the Lord, will I commence this my fifth 
Annual Report of the Swedish Mission in the Bethel-Ship John Wesley. The 
past year has been a period of great labour and care for the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of seamen and emigrants from Sweden, Norway, Finland, and Denmark, 
who come yearly to this city. About twelve thousand seamen visited this port 
last year, in their own ships, from the above-named countries, bringing out above 
four thousand emigrants ; the greater part from Norway. With the aid of some of 
our brethren, I have regularly visited all these emigrants, preached to them, and 
distributed about fifteen thousand Bibles and Testaments as well as tracts (by the 
Tract Missionary) among these friendless strangers. This work has been princi- 
cipally on board of the vessels out in the stream, and sometimes I have preached 
on from three to four different vessels in one day, and at the same time invited 
them to the worship of God in the Bethel Ship. Ihave the great pleasure to say 
that a goodly number of seamen and emigrants have been happily converted to 
God. We receive very encouraging letters, from different parts, from seamen and 
emigrants awakened in the Bethel Ship. I need not tell you that we have had to 
tax all our powers to write, interpret, advise, and help them to the utmost, both 
temporally and spiritually. I might here go into particulars of very interesting 
cases to cheer the hearts of the friends of missions, but it would swell my report to 
an unreasonable length. 

I commenced the labour in the Bethel Ship nearly six years ago, and what hath 
God wrought! Several societies have sprung up in the West among the Swedes 
and Norwegians, through the preaching of the Gospel in their own language ; and 
God has raised up several preachers among them, so that there are now six that 
preach in their own language—two in New-York, two in Illinois, and two in 
Wisconsin. 

Rey. S. B. Newman, a preacher of the Alabama Conference and a native of 
Sweden, has come to my help, and I assure you that there is plenty of work for us 
both, as well as for our excellent assistant, Peter Peterson, who was appointed to 
my help, and who is now on the point of receiving license to preach, We preach 
in Swedish every Sunday morning, and afternoons and evenings in English. 
Monday evening we lecture and have prayer meeting in Swedish. Tuesday 
evening, class meeting in English. Wednesday evening, Bible class led by brother 
Newman. Thursday evening, prayer meeting in English. Friday evening, we 
lecture and have prayer meeting in Swedish. We have a flourishing Sunday 
school, consisting mostly of Swedes and Norwegians, of whom many are adults 
that learn the English language. 

We have not been idle in the missionary cause ; we have formed a Missionary 
society called the Swedish and Norwegian Missionary Society in the Bethel Ship, 
auxiliary to the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and hope 
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to raise by subscription and public collection about $70 this year: a considerable 
amount has been raised for the poor and burial of the dead. 

Through the faithful management of our excellent and generous Board of 
‘Trustees, we can say our financial embarrassment is removed. As I have said in 
my former reports, so I say still, that it is impossible to estimate our success by the 
number of our membership here, because some just on probation go to different 
parts, and the greater part of those who are awakened and converted cannot join 
at all, because of their short stay among us; therefore our actual membership is 
about the same as last year, as they are continually on the move. But, thank the 
Lord! as they go to different parts of the world they are not idle ; we have heard of 
glorious conversions through their instrumentality: in one case about sixty were 
converted to God through the testimony of a sailor. (This was in his native 
country.) God has called some of our members to their home above during the 
last year; some of them have had an unusually clear prospect of their glorious 
home in heaven. Glory be to God in the highest for his wonderful gift of such a 
salvation for time and for eternity! But I must close and give God all the glory. 
Amen.

Swedish Mission, Rock River Conference. 


Rev. Jonn Sivczarr, Superintendent. 
To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broraer,—Presuming that you desire to hear from the Swedish Mission 
in the West, I will embrace the present opportunity to state that the work is ina 
prosperous condition; we have had a large increase of members since our last 
conference. We have extended our work across the Mississippi River into Jefferson 
county, in the State of Iowa, where there is a large Swedish settlement. I visited 
that place last spring, and the people received me with much friendship. We began 
and continued a meeting three days, and the Lord was present to bless the people. 
Many were inquiring after the way of life; but having some appointments out, 1 
had to leave this interesting field and go to my work on this side of the river. I 
visited my countrymen in Iowa the second time last fall, and held a meeting eight 
days. There was much opposition from those that rejected the life and power of 
religion ; but the Lord poured out his Spirit and blessed the people: many souls 
were converted, and many more cried for mercy. I have never seen so great and 
general a revival among my countrymen as we had during this meeting. The last 
Sabbath that the meeting continued was the most interesting. We had a com- 
munion season on that day, and as no efforts had before been made to form a 
society, it was thought better to see how mary would join our Church. ‘The invi- 
tation was given, and sixty came and joined on probation. Two class leaders 
were appointed, and the missionary and people parted with many tears of joy, 
praising the Lord for his goodness. 

Two other societies have been formed on the mission since the last conference. 
{ think there are more than a thousand Swedes in this part of the country. We 
have over one hundred and fifty in society at present, and the Lord continues to 
favor us with his presence. Thanks be to his holy name!

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Swedish Mission in Wisconsin. 
Rev. J. Lermy, Superintendent. 


Rev. C. Witiervpe, (colleague of Rev. C. P. Augrelius,) 
now in Wisconsin, was, as it will be remembered, an esteemed 
local preacher within the bounds of the Philadelphia Confer- 
ence, and had been recommended to that conference as a suita- 
ble person to “itinerate.” There being no immediate call for 
his services in that section of the Church, he was, in conse- 
quence of his own desire, and a necessity for the case—he being 
a Norwegian—received as a travelling preacher by the Genesee 
Conference, and transferred to the Wisconsin Conference, to 
serve as a missionary among the people of his native tongue 
who are found out there in great numbers. 

He entered upon his work in the latter part of the month of 


November, 1850. His own words are :— 


«T left Milwaukie for the country, and travelled West. I went out on the 
prairie to visit the families, and it was just like being in Norway. I heard no other 
language than the Norwegian—their dress, manners, customs, &c., &c., were the 
same as in Norway. 

“I commenced to preach, sometimes in the school-house in the village, (there 
being no church,) and at other times in private houses (Norwegian houses) on the 
prairie. The news soon spread that a Norwegian preacher had arrived; and 
whenever I preached, from that time forth, the house was always crowded.” 


Brother Willerup goes on to say that the mosth appy results 
have thus far been manifest: he has gathered into society some 
sixty-seven persons, all in earnest to save their souls. As a 
specimen of the zeal with which this excellent man prosecutes 
his work, read the following extract :— 


«© As T had not received the Methodist Discipline in the Norwegian language, 
and wishing that the people should become acquainted with it, I translated it, and 
made two appointments, at which I invited all who wanted to know what Method- 
ism was to be present, and there I read to them what I had translated.” 


He does not labor in vain, for he says,— 


“ Not a day passes, when I am at home, but there are from ten to more than 
twenty persons coming to see me about their spiritual interests, and are asking 
some, like the jailer,‘ What must I do? or, like Nicodemus, «How can ‘a 
things be?” One, now a dear brother and member of our Church, came with tears 
of joy. He said, ‘ Pastor, the Lord has blessed my soul; I know and feel that I 
am a child of God. I now know what you mean by the witness of the Spirit. 
Glory be to God ; I can tell you both when and where he spoke peace to my poor 
soul.’ ” 
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Brother W. gives account of several other very interesting 
cases, and concludes by saying, “many such cases occur 
every week.” Among other items, he gives the following :— 
“Since I came out here, I have baptized sixteen, buried one, 
and have had four marriages.” ; 

Tue Fruit of this beginning is disclosed in the extract fol- 
lowing :— 

‘I have held several class meetings and prayer meetings—something that is 
entirely new to them. They come out more and more: some will come from dis- 
tances of from five to six miles, no matter if it storms ever so much. It is encourag _ 
ing to hearsome of them talk of the marvellous loving-kindness of the Lord. Sixty- 
seven have joined our Church.” 

Cucren Burmpme.—* We think of building a church soon. We have got about 
$400 subscribed in money, and about $300 subscribed in work. This is far from 
being enough to build such a house as we should have; but the Norwegians are 
very poor, and can do no more. Now that this is to be the first Norwegian Metho- 
dist church, we hope that our brethren and friends from abroad will assist us,” 
Besides the money, &c., subscribed, we have got two acres of land, on which to 
build, and where we may have a graveyard.” k 

NuMBER oF SerrLeEMENTS.—Our brother mentions above 
thirty localities, in which these people have settled themselves 
in families, varying in number from ten to three hundred ; and, 
according to his reckoning, making an aggregate of nearly 
twenty thousand souls. 

THE INSTRUMENT Of good in this vast field, like most of 
those we have had to work with, gives good proof of his calling. 
Read his own account :— 

«© My preaching in my own language begins to go pretty well. At first it was 


very broken; but remember, J had not for nearly twenty years talked the language, 
and never before had preached in it. Notwithstanding, the word of the Lord has 


taken hold of the hearts of the people.” 


Welsh MMlissions. 


Our missions among the Welsh are probably of an earlier 
date than those among the Germans ; but the number of the 
people of that language has ever been comparatively small 
among us. We have, however, for many years numbered a 
few of these in our American congregations and societies, and 
these few have generally taken rank among our most reliable 
brethren and friends. We now number five District Missions 
in the Welsh language, one in each of the following confer-

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ences, viz:—Pittsburg, Oneida, Black River, and in Wisconsin 
two. We give the names of the Presiding Elders who have 
them in care, and of the missionaries in the order in which 
we have named the conferences :—

Brother Wilcox remarks of the mission under his super- 
intendence :— 


« This is a new mission situated in Columbia, Dodge, Marquette, and Winne- 
bago Counties, but I have not been able to ascertain the numbers. I think the 
mission promises to be successful among them.” 


Rev. Elmore Yocum writes in relation to the Welsh Mission 
under his care :— 


« There are four missions in this district. A Welsh Mission was commenced some 
three years since, in the neighbourhood of Dodgeville, Wisconsin; last year the 
membership increased from twelve to about forty. The greater portion of these were 
in the bounds of Fondulac District, more than one hundred miles distant from 
where the first class was formed: it was thought best at the last session of the 
conference to divide the work, and the Rev. W. Owen was appointed to the 
mission in Fondulac District, and Rev. H. Roberts to the one in Platteville District. 
The Welsh population in the bounds of the mission may be estimated at some- 
thing above one thousand, embracing a territory of ten or fifteen miles square ; 
the seat of the mission is at Dodgeville, where there is a class of fourteen 
members. The last quarterly meeting was held at Holyhead, four miles east of 
Dodgeville ; some interest was manifested, and the missionary intended to attempt 
the formation of a class—the result I have not heard. The members are truly pious, 
and carry out all the distinctive features of our Church: several have been con- 
verted and added to the Church during the year.” 

Summary :—five missions, five missionaries, and one hundred and ten members. 
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Srench Missions. 


At the meeting of the General Committee in 1850, an ap- 
propriation was made for the support of a missionary to the 
French in New-York; the Vestry-street Church having offered 
to pay five hundred dollars per annum towards its support. 
Measures have been taken during the year past, to secure the 
services of a suitable person for that work, and it is now 
believed this point has been gained. We encourage ourselves 
with the hope that the year we have entered upon, will witness 
the opening of this mission, and the gathering of some of these 
interesting people, to be associated with a class of their country- 
men already connected with one of the Churches in the city 
of New-York. 

Importunate application has been made to the Board during 
the past year to furnish a French Mission for a most promising 
field within the bounds of the Michigan Conference. This 
matter having been in the hands of the Committee on Domestic 
Missions, they have reported to the Board, that in the event 
of the establishment of a French Mission by the Michigan 
Conference, there is a man to be had as a missionary. We 
now expect this mission will be organized during the present 
year. We have already a company of zealous brethren who 
speak the French language in the locality referred to.

[There may, in addition to these numbers, be from 25,000 to 35,000 Indians, 
within the era of the unexplored territories of the United States.] 


It will be seen that all that remains of the many and power- 
ful nations which once occupied this great continent, amount 
to scarcely 400,000. And these no longer exist as nations em- 
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‘bodied together ; but are divided into tribes and smail bands, 
and scattered from Maine westward to the Pacific ocean. One 
of two events awaits them. Hither they must perish from the 
face of the earth, or become settled and fixed on the soil to 
which they have, or may obtain, title; and the white popula- 
tion must plough around them, instead of driving them further 
and further into a wilderness, as heretofore. 

Thus under the guidance and protection of the Government, 
the first elements of physical, social, and political society will 
be evolved. Concurrent with this development of the physical, 
social, and political interests of the Indians, will be the progress 
of Christianity among them. The offices of the Christian mis- 
sions will be to enlighten the minds, and form the morals, of 
the Indians, and to assist in training the women in the arts of 
housewifery ; but especially to educate the Indian youth and 
children. The whole history of the efforts of the Government, 
and of the Church, to elevate the Indian to a state of civiliza- 
tion, shows that the one cannot accomplish it without the other. 
The true policy, therefore, is for the Government and the 
Christian missions to work together. 

And in order to accomplish the work, each must begin at the 
foundations of society ; for the Indians are in a barbarous, and 
even savage state. We must begin with families, settlements, 
and villages, rather than with nations and tribes; with the 
garden and single field, rather than with large farms; with the 
cabin, rather than with the house; with a plain church, rather 
than a fine edifice; with the common school, rather than the 
boarding academy. All efforts and expenditures made in any 
other way have proved fruitless; but wherever the Indian has 
been fixed upon the soil, and given, in form, or by courtesy or 
custom, a right to a particular portion of it, and the simple ele- 
ments of society and Christianity have been introduced and 
cultivated, there we see him steadily advancing in civilization, 
morals, and wealth. We must make these fixed communities 
of Indians the centres from which the light shall spread, and 
induce others to become willing to settle, and thus influence the 
General Government to aid them to accomplish their wishes. 

But this must be a work of time; and many years may elapse 
before the Indian population will become fixed on lands of their 
own, and these lands divided and vested in severalty or indi- 
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vidual property. But the work is begun. Some bands hold 
their property in severalty, and are rapidly advancing in civili- 
zation, religion, and wealth: others have temporary locations, 
on which they are making improvements. There let the ele- 
ments of society and religion be introduced by the Government 
and the Christian missions ; and when these bands shall obtain 
a permanent location, they will be partly prepared for further 
progress. ‘The care of the Government and the missions will 
be given to them in their new homes. We conclude, then, that 
the Christian missions should be directed chiefly, if not exclu- 
sively, to the bands which are settled, if not permanently, yet 
temporarily. 

In the midst of each of these settlements let the missionary 
dwell in his own house, so that his family may be an example, 
as well of domestic as of religious duty. Adjoining him, let 
there be a neat plain church, suited to the condition of the vil- 
lage or settlement ; and near it a convenient school-house, in 
which the children may be assembled daily, and taught by a 
good and religious teacher, under the superintendence of the 
missionary. 

There is yet one important element in the elevation of the 
Indian tribes: they must gradually lose their own language, 
and acquire the English. This is a work of time, and must 
be accomplished chiefly by means of the common schools. The 
adult population will of course retain their own language, and 
must be addressed in it, and will use it in public worship and 
in social intercourse ; but the children may easily be taught the 
English tongue in the schools: and as they must grow up in 
the presence, to some extent, of the English population, they 
will retain and use the English, and to some extent their own 
mother tongue, at least for a generation or two. With the 
English language, the Indian will acquire the elements of Eng- 
lish literature, and the forms of thought, and the feelings which 
it represents, both social and religious. We doubt whether the 
Indians will ever be raised to a good state of civilization and 
religion, without the use of the English language. ‘The influ- 
ence of a language upon the principles, feelings, and habits of 
a people, is not appreciated as it ought to be. 

According to the general principles above, the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church is endeavouring to 
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conduct her missions among the Indians. She has even, by 
private benevolence, chiefly by the agency, and under the 
advice, of Bishop Janes, purchased lands in various locations, 
and granted the Indians occupation and use of them, and thus 
fixed them and their families on the soil with the missionaries and. 
teachers. In every such instance the Indians have advanced 
rapidly in the arts of civilized life, and in morals and religion : 
and so influential has been the example, that individual Indians 
have purchased Government lands adjoining, and made rapid 
improvements thereon. Small villages of comfortable log- 
houses, some of them neat, flcored and furnished, have been 
created under this movement in two or three years. If the title 
to a sufficient amount of land was vested in each Indian family, 
in such cases, in ten years there would be in each place a well- 
regulated and prosperous Christian community. 
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Our tables show thirteen missions and twenty-three mission- 
aries, these are under the superintendence of several Presiding 
Elders, and are scattered through the Oneida, Black River, 
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Missouri, Michigan, and Wisconsin Conferences. We have 
reports from all these missions, either from the Presiding 
Elders or the missionaries having them in charge. Of these, 
as of our other missions, we are obliged to say, that we are not 
able to give as complete an. account as would be gratifying to 
all, and yet we are able to give many more particulars than 
ae hitherto been published. We must repeat the oft-declared 
expectation that next year our superintendents, of. missions will 
give us timely and detailed accounts.

To tHE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Brorurr,—The Report of the Onondaga Indian Mission was forwarded 
to the Presiding Elder in time; but there being some inaccuracy in it, it has been 
returned for correction. He has also requested me to forward it directly to you. 
I accordingly report as follows :— 


i. Our church is located in the Onondaga Reservation, in Onondaga county, 
N.Y., within the bounds of the Oneida Annual Conference. 

2. There is one missionary, assisted one-fourth of the time by a native local 
preacher. ; 

3. The} number of Church members is, fifty-five. Whole number of baptized 
adults in the tribe, seventy-eight, Whole number of baptized children, embracing 
youth, sixty-four. 

4. There is one English school supported by State appropriation. 'The whole 
number of scholars for the winter term is seventy. The average number some 
oyer thirty. The progress is as good as could reasonably be expected. 

5. There is one church, which, including the bell, is worth. $1,000. ,There is 
also. one parsonage, designed for the missionary and teachers, worth $650. 

6. The regular religious services are two sermons on the Sabbath—class meet- 
ing, Sabbath eyening ; prayer-meeting, Tuesday evening ; and either an exhorta- 
tion, or prayer meeting, Thursday evening. 

7. The preaching is through an interpreter. The other services are conducted 
much like meetings of the same character among,the whites. 

8. The domestic, social, and moral state of the Indians, though very much im- 
proved, is far below what it should be. 

-9.. Were I to propose any new measures, it would be to hava a female employed 
for one year to instruct thejnative women at their houses in domestic matters, 

This would, no doubt, prove a great blessing to this people. She would have to 
board at the parsonage, and go out from day to day among.the people. .Several 
families are ready to be instructed, and a proper person would meet a hearty 
reception.

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St. Regis Mission, Black River Conference. 
Rev. Grorcre C. Wooprurr, Superintendent. 
To THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. . 


Dear BrorHEer,—This tribe has existed as a distinct band, probably between 
two and three centuries, and has been known by the name of St. Regis. 

They at present number between ten and eleven hundred, including all of all 
ages and sexes: they are about equally divided between the State and Canada. 

There is but one missionary employed here, and an interpreter, who is an ex- 
horter, and acts as an assistant. 

The Church at present numbers fourteen in full membership, ten on trial. Ten 
children have been baptized. 

The State has a school established here. There is one day-school, and one 
Sabbath school under the charge of the Mission. In the day-school there have 
been forty-one different scholars; an average of about fifteen. Our Sabbath 
school numbers about twenty scholars. Most of those who attend the school, 
when they commenced, scarcely knew their letters; but some of them now can 
read by spelling their words in easy reading. The school has been in progress a 
little over three months. 

The Church property consists of a lot, of one acre, cost $100, on which is 
built @ chapel 36 by 48 feet, with a bell tower, and a basement under one half of 
the house,—all finished and painted at an expense of $1,750, in which is a bell 
sent by Bishop Janes, weight 550lbs.; cost of freight and hanging, $35. Two 
lots for parsonage, one of an acre, another of one-half acre. Expense of both, $85, 
On which is built a dwelling house, 24 by 36 feet; one and a half stories, mostly 
finished, and in part painted. Expense $525. Whole amount, $2,415; of this 
(including $200 recently received from Bishop Janes) there has been paid 
about $2,000. 

Owing to the amount of financial businéss imposed upon me, and the work ne- 
cessary for me to do foreign from this mission, we have not as many services esta- 
blished as I would be glad to report. The service consists of preaching every 
Sabbath morning at half-past ten o’clock, through the interpreter, followed by a 
class meeting, (the Sabbath school being before preaching ;) and in the evening 


’ either a prayer meeting, or exhortation, by the interpreter. Prayer-meeting every 


Thursday evening at some of the natives’ houses, sometimes preaching on week 
days. (The other part of the Sabbath I am absent, as I preach twice to white 
congregations, besides my labors for the Indians. On week days I am either 
engaged in attending to the building matters, or absent soliciting aid for the 
mission.) 

The plan of conducting our public preaching is: 1. Singing by the natives. 
2. Prayer by the missionary. 3. Reading of Scriptures, one verse, and then inter- 
preted to the Indians; so on through the whole or a part of a chapter. 4. Sing- 
ing. 5. Preaching through interpreter. 6. Singing. 7%. Prayer. 8. Benediction. 
Class meetings as usual for such meetings. Prayer meetings the same as among 
others. The school is opened by reading Scriptures and prayer, and all read as 
they are able twice around the recess, and the same repeated, together with every 


- effort that can be made to interest and benefit them. 


The domestic and moral state of these Indians would probably fall very much 
below many, if not all, neighbouring tribes, They, as a whole, are exceedingly 
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degraded. Indolence, ignorance, intemperance, and many other vices, exist 
almost universally among them. There are, indeed, some few exceptions: yet 
all are extremely poor, and they live in the most poverty-stricken manner. They 
have been under the exclusive control of the Roman Catholics ever since they first 
existed as a distinct tribe. " 

We propose, by the grace of God, to turn the inclinations of this people to 
higher pursuits—to the improvement of their nobler faculties:—1. By building a 
school-house at another place, about five miles distant from here, and commencing a 
school, and holding meetings there, so as to call the Indians from the village on to 
their lands, and to get them away from under counter influences. 2. By having 
this mission wholly distinct from any societies among whites, (as at present there 
are three regular appointments among whites.) 3. By immediately finishing the 
parsonage and all other necessary fixtures, so that whoever may be the one to 
whom this work may be committed the next conference year, may devote his 
whole time to the work of benefitting the Indians. 

Cur prospects are, on the whole, encouraging. _ Our congregations are increas- 
ing ; and IJ think our members are seeking for more religion, and some who had 
backslidden are returning to the fold again. JI think, by the time of our Annual 
Conference, we shall be able to report the buildings completed, and not more than 
four or five hundred dollars debt. 

Some of our members have died during the past year. One,an aged lady, Mary 
Sawyer. She died in peace. Another, a young girl of thirteen years old, Char- 
lotte Tarbell, died peacefully after an illness of over three months.

Wyandoti Indian Mission,;Missouri Conference. 
Rey. Georce W. Rosins, Superintendent. 
To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broruer,—Y ours of the 25th of January reached me on the 8th instant, 
and as you request an answer by the Ist of April, I hasten to reply. And first | 
remark that we have but one white missionary, in all this territory ; though we 
need at least four. The Wyandotts, with whom I am stationed, are located in 
the forks of the Missouri and Kansas rivers, twenty-five miles south-east of Fort 
Leavenworth, and number about six hundred. Here I am assisted by Squire 
Grey-eyes, a supernumerary, and J. M. Armstrong, and George J. Clark, inter- 
preters. _We have ninety-three church members,* and some twenty-five proba- 
tioners ; one local preacher, and three exhorters ; and nineteen children baptized, 
(recently.) We have no school in all the country, except a small Sunday school 
taught in my own house, varying from fifteen to forty scholars. They progress 
well. 

The church property consists of some sixteen er eighteen acres of ground en- 
closed ; two cabins built of hewn logs. One eighteen by sixteen, the other, six- 
teen by fourteen feet square, with puncheon floor, meat house, corn crib, and 
stable, of round logs. We have a meeting-house, built by the members of our 
church, of hewn logs, twenty by twenty-six feet. ; 

The Delawares, numbering about eight hundred, and Munceys, some three 
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* We only return those as members who attend class regularly. | 
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hundred in number, live together ; that is, the Munceys live on the Delawares, 
land, which lies west of the Wyandotts, extending up the Missouri River to Fort 
Leavenworth. These. two tribes speak nearly the same language; so that one 
interpreter answers for both. Here we have ninety-two members and proba- 
tioners ; one of whom brother Charles Ketchum is an assistant preacher, and also 
Levi Tackson interpreter. Twelve children baptized. I would here remark that 
all the church property in the territory belonging to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at the time of thé separation, was claimed, and is still held by the Church 
South. Consequently we have neither church, house, nor parsonage in all the 
country, that we can occupy, except those at Wyandott, already named, and 
have to worship in private houses or in the woods. We have preaching every 
Sabbath, generally twicé, but not at the same place ; prayer-meeting on Wednes- 
day and Friday nights ; and class méeting regularly. We preach through an inter- 
preter ; but when we pray or speak in class, each one speaks in his own tongue, 
and God interprets for all. 

_ The Kickapoos, and a small band of the Potawatamies, are located about four 
miles west of Fort Leavenworth, on the Missouri River. Here we have twenty- 
five members, but have no native assistant, and can only visit them once in four 
weeks; I take an interpreter with me; they have no school, but greatly desire 
one. ‘The Shawnees are located on the south side of the Kansas River, and west 
of the State of Missouri; numbering about nine hundred. Here we have between 
fifty and sixty members; assisted by brother Paschal Fish, a native, and one local 
preacher. But in consequence of a majority of the chiefs of the nation being 
under the influence of the Church South, and having complained of us to their 
agent, requesting him to forbid us preaching in their country, the agent has 
accordingly notified and requested the Presiding Elder and myself, and all other 
ministers of our Church not to attempt if. We have no school among the 
Shawnees ; but our members there, and also those of our Church among all the 
tribes, are anxious that we should have schools for their children ; they want their 
children educated, and some of them are sending their children to other schools. 
The most of the Indians of all of these tribes, and especially the converted or reli- 
gious part of them, are an agricultural people—many of them have good houses, 
(which makes me almost ashamed of my little cabin,) and good farms; some ot 
them raise quite a surplus of corn, wheat, potatoes, pork, and beef. Their morals 
will compare favourably with many who have enjoyed far better and greater 
privileges: and, as an instance, I can say that after a residence with and near these 
several tribes, and an intimate acquaintance with many of them for nearly twenty 
years, I have never witnessed the first (sober) quarrel among them; and if it were 
not for those civilized and refined gentlemen that sell them whisky, and set them 
the example to drink it, there would soon be no use for missionaries among them, 
And indeed the exemplary lives of many of them now are worthy of imitation by 
some, who think they are civilized, and call themselves Christians. I think that 
our Church should have @ school for the Wyandotts, one for the Delawares and 
Munceys, one for the Kickapoos and Potawatamies, and also one for the 
Shawnees. , 

I would here remind you that the members of our Church, of the Wyandotts, the 
Delawares, and Shawnees, sent up a strong petition and request to our Annual 
Conference last fall, to have some hymns and Scripture lessons ‘printed for them in 
their several languages. We have the translations ready, and men able and 
willing to make any that may be wanting; but have not the means to print them. 
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We need them. Some of the people have learned to sing in English, but do not 
understand What théy sing. They also have a few translated, and have leamed 
them by rote: such as,— 
“My God, the spring of all my joys, 
The life of my delights, &c.,” 


and they almost sing them to death. I have heard the same hymn sung five times’ 
im one prayér-meeting, and no other, only varying the tune. Besides, singing 
forms a great part of their devotions. They delight to sing, and they sing delight- 
fully. Please bring this matter before the Board, and ask a pittance for this very 
necessary object. 

I have so much labor to perform, and so many different tribes to visit, that 
my visits are few and far between. Whereas it is necessary that the missionary 
should be always among the people, visiting from house to house, teaching cate- 
chism, and praying with the people ; because the minds of these people, just open 
ing to the truth, are in danger of running into divers speculations and errors. 
Hence the fruitful source of fanaticism. 

It is true that our Church has spent a great deal of money upon these missions ; 
but after all, we have great reason to rejoice for the amount of good that has been 
done; though much more might have been done, and at less expense. Butit is a 
consolation to know that many who have been brought to God through the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, have died in peace, and ate gone before us to enjoy that rest 
that remains for the people of God. ‘Two have died quite recently in the triumphs 
of faith. Their last words and dying testimony will compensate us for years of toil 
and privation ; and what are dollars and cents compared to the salvation of one 
soul?—who said to weeping friends as they stood round her bed, “ Now you see 
that religion is true. See what support and comfort it gives me when I am dying!” 
Then taking an affectionate leaye of her parents and friends, she died without a 
struggle or a groan. 

The following was left on my table this morning by one of our class-leaders of 
the Muneey tribe. Having learned that I was about to write to you, he says, “ Tell 
my pious father, the Bishop, I send my salutation to him, though I never saw his 
face, but I hope to meet him at the right hand of God; for when my Heavenly 
Father saw me in the road to danger and ruin, he called me by his kindness; and 
when I went to him by faith, he gave me the bread of lifes and since | ate of that 
bread, I feel in my heart to carry that food to the people that are starving, that they 
may. be brought into the liberty of God’s dear children. May the Lord bless you, 
and may we meet in the kingdom of Heaven! (Signed) Levi Jackson.” 

I forgot to say in the proper place, that at our last quarterly conference at Wyan- 
dott, we organized a missionary society, auxilary to the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, but owing to some of our officers being absent on 
business at Washington city, we have held no missionary meetings yet. 

Many of our female members manifest a desire to learn the arts of domestic 
housewifery, such as spinning, weaving, &c. —

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Kazier and Janesville Indian Missions, Michigan Conference, 


Rey. G. Braptey, Superintendent. 


The Indians in these missions are the Chippeways of Sagenaw, including the 
Swan Creek, and Black River bands. Men, two hundred and ninety-one ; women, 
three hundred and thirty-five; children, seven hundred and seventy-eight ; total, 
one thousand four hundred and four. They are divided into eleven bands, and 
live quite remote from each other: the largest number at any one point is two hun- 
dred. In eleven of these bands we have preaching-places, and more or less in 
society. The work is divided into two circuits, called Kazier and Janesville Indian 
Mission Circuits. 

Kazier mission embraces the following appointments and bands :— 


Braviey’s CHAPEL. 


The band residing here is the largest of any. Number of members in Church, 
ninety-five ; number of children attending school, thirty-eight : most of the children 
are baptized. The school teacher’s report is as follows :— 


Bradley's Chapel, Feb. 13, 1851. 

Rey. G. Braptey, Dear Brorner,—Our school, which commenced at_ this 
place the 20th November, has continued until the present time, with the exception 
of twelve days. There has been much interest manifested, both on the part of 
parents and children: yet I am sorry to say some are careless about sending their 
children, while others have not clothing sufficient to keep them at school. They 
are making as rapid progress as could be expected. The first quarter my school 
numbered thirty-five ; and the average attendance was eighteen. Eleven of them 
could read very readily in the Testament ; five were studying arithmetic ; ten could 
write; and some tried to study geography, but it seemed beyond their comprehen- 
sion for the present. 

This quarter the school has been larger: it numbers forty-two; and has averaged 
twenty-five. Fifteen can read very well in the Testament; twelve are studying 
arithmetic ; and as many can write—some of them very well. 

Several weeks past I have appropriated one half-day per week to sewing and 
knitting. They seem very anxious to learn. My last school was well attended— 
all calling for work—not only the girls, but the women: and if we had the mate- 
rial, we could well appropriate one day in every week to this department. But in 
order to do this, I shall be obliged to call on you for aid. We need at least ten 
dollars’ worth of goods to commence with. That amount will clothe the children 
and fit them for school, besides keeping them in work some time. We want about 
eighty yards of calico, needles, thread, and tape, to make and fit the clothes for 
wearing. Besides this, we want about twenty yards of cloth suitable for boys’ pan- 
taloons: then we ought to have six or eight pounds of yarn for knitting stockings— 
white yarn will do as well as any. I hope you will not think me extravagant in 
asking so much; we certainly need it all. I think it quite as necessary to teach 
them to work, as it is to teach them their books; and if they have but one, this 
would be of some use to them. I am thankful, however, that it is in my power to 
teach them both, and hope I shall not be backward in doing my duty. Could more 
of our white brothers and sisters see and realize the anxiety these poor creatures 
manifest to learn and become civilized, I think they would not be so backward 
in assisting to enlighten them, and bring them upon an equal footing with ourselves.

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We shall want but very few books this year: a few of Sanders’ Spelling Book and 
Primer, and Emerson’s Arithmetic, with some paper and ink, will be all we shall 
want. ‘Twelve books of each kind will be enough. 

Thad nearly forgotten to speak of a school register—we ought to have one, I 
think. If you furnish us with goods, I hope we shall have them soon after the 
summer term commences, that we may improve all the time.

Henry Jackson, a native preacher and interpreter, reports:—The school has been 
kept eleven weeks. There are now thirty-five students belonging to this school. 
The average attendance has been twenty-five—five girls. One can write on paper 
very well. Seven boys read in the Testament; three write on paper; several are 
trying to study arithmetic. Sunday school is kept for the school. They are ques- 
tioned on-the Scriptures in their own language. 

Lands owned by the society, one hundred and sixty acres ; owned by the Indians, 
one hundred and sixty acres. There are no mission improvements here: a school 
house is much needed.

We have no mission improvements in any other, of, the bands: but haye several 
classes in several other bands; and there is still a prospect of great good among 
these Indian tribes. The influence of the Gospel is not confined to these bands, 
but goes through them to other bands.

Religious services in all the schools daily, and Sabbath schools regularly, 
Two white missionaries, one natiye preacher, Henry Jackson, (member of confer- 
ence,) and two teachers, exhorters, and interpreters, two female teachers. 

For the support of the mission the present conference year, received from the 
Missionary society $1,895; nothing from Government. Government supports a 
blacksmith and Indian farmer, for their benefit at Sagenaw. 


Brother Bradley makes some suggestions at the close of the 
report, touching the policy which he»thinks ought to be pur- 
sued by the Government and the Missionary Board, towards 
these Indians. But as the Government has the policy which 
he-suggests under consideration, and.as. the attention. of the 
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Missionary Board has been already called: to the:subject, we 
withhold his remarks. Perhaps the ground he: suggests is 
covered in the introductory remarks to the Indian Missions.

Dear Brorxer,—lI herewith submit my report. of the Indian Missions in the 
_Fond-du-Lae District, Wisconsin Conference. 


Onema Inpran Misston.— Henry Requa, Missionary. 

This mission is located twelve miles south-west of Green-Bay, Brown County, 
Wisconsin ; number about one thousand souls. 

Our missionary is assisted by his wife in the school, and an interpreter, for 
whose services we pay $50. 

Church members one hundred and twenty-five, all treated as probationers, as it 
is found difficult to go through the regular form of trial which the discipline would 
require, if they were recognised as members. The number. of children baptized 
Icannot give, as no account was kept previous to my coming on the district. 
I have baptized seventeen. 

Schools.—One school and forty scholars. _ Progress moderate, 

Church Property.—There is one church. thirty-six teet by forty, .worth [about 
$600, and a mission-house twenty-three feet by twenty-nine, the lower story 
furnished with a good cellar, worth about $350. Religious services are regular— 
preaching, prayer, and weekly class-meetings. 

The Plan of conducting the Services and Schools. 

First, singing ; second, prayer; third, reading Scripture lessons,..which are in- 
terpreted by the Church interpreter; fourth, singing; fifth, preaching through an 
interpreter ; sixth, singing and prayer. Then follows a social meeting, in which 
all join, consisting of speaking in their own language, (the Mohawk,) and singing ; 
which closes by one or more prayers suited to the several necessities of those 
present. In the school the usual method as practised among whites is pursued, 
viz :—spelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

The Domestic, Social, and Moral state of the Indians. 


Domestic.—They differ from other Indians in their mode of living, which in 
many respects resembles that of the whites, in having good houses to live in, 
barns, and other conveniences for farming. ' 

Social,—In their family arrangements they are but midway between the savage 
and the Christian; the education of their children being an object of very small 

importance with them. In their government, they are lamentably lax, but per- 
_ceptibly improving, They have their own laws for government, which every year 
seem to approximate still nearer to the standard of the whites and the Bible, 

Moral Condition.—Intemperance and licentiousness have for a great many years 
been the sins of this tribe; but they are gradually rising above them, and becoming 
more virtuous and stable in their habits, 
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The Policy or Measures proposed, and the Prospects. 


There ought to be a regular mission-school, in which the children should be 
boarded, and thus separated from the vices and extremely lax discipline of their 
homes. We can do more in one year for their elevation and education in this 
way, than we probably can by ten years’ adherence to the present system. Now 
they are do very irregular in their attendance, that they forget nearly as fast as they 
learn ; and the good they get in school, is lost before they visit the school room 
again. Every missionary that has ever been here, coincides with the views here 
expressed—decisions made after years of anxious toil and careful observation. 

There has been a gracious work among this people this winter: forty-three have 
united with the Church, and it is believed that more will unite when they 
haye an opportunity. The missionary writes, December 28th, 1850 :—I hasten 
to give you the tidings of a better day for Oneida. ‘Tuesday night of this week, 
sixteen rose for prayer, and fourteen of them hastened to the altar; Wednesday, 
twenty-seven came forward. Since then our large altar has been found too small. 
They have kneeled two deep around a considerable part of it, besides quite a 
number of penitents who occupied the front seats. Such weeping for sin, such 
groaning for pardon, such a willingness to confess and forsake sin, I think it has 
seldom, if ever, been my fortune to witness. 'T’o God be all the praise. 


Broruertown Mission.—Jesse Halsted, Missionary. 


Its location.—It is located on the east side of Lake Winnebago, about sixteen 
miles from Fond-du-Lac. The Brothertowns and Stockbridges probably number 
trom eight hundred to one thousand. Number of members fifty-three, probationers 
nine ; there are also of whites, eleven members and five probationers. 

Church Property.—There is a church some thirty-five by forty feet, worth from 
$600 to $800. There isa log mission-house which much needs to be exchanged 
for a better, and which they have been trying to do. They have some materials 
on hand for the same, but I doubt whether they can- succeed without help from 
abroad. ‘The above Indians are citizens of the United States, and speak the 
English language. They have their schools the same as other citizens, and 
religious meetings as among the whites.. They have one Sabbath school, five 
teachers, forty scholars, and seventy-five volumes in library. In their moral and 
social condition, they are improving. 

Improvements needed.—The church at Oneida is suffering very much for want 
of paint and repairs on the roof; and it would be economy to paint the one at 
Brothertown, if we could obtain the means; as I said above, we need help fora 
mission-house at Brothertown. We have hitherto depended mostly on mission 
goods for such improvements ; this makes some care for the missionaries, but they 
are willing to take the trouble, as it not only makes improvements, which are 
much needed, but benefits the Indians more than it would to give them the goods 
without any return. They will readily part with their corn and lumber for cloth- 
ing at a reasonable price, for if they go to the stores they have to pay high for 
everything, and have many temptations thrown in their way to indulge in drunken- 
ness. If they make these exchanges at home they escape some danger ; and 
goods being on hand, they can be donated where really needed. Can you afford 
us any, assistance ? 

Fond-du-Lac, March 6th, 1851. : 
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The following extracts are from a quarterly report of Brother 
Pitezel, (December 25th,) in reference to the mission at Sault 
St. Marie, and at Na-om-i-kong ; and the annual report of Bro- 
ther Barnum (January Ist.) of the Kewawenon Mission, all 
within the Michigan Conference. The reader may smile at the 
enumeration of stoves, beds, barrels, bushels, d&c.: but let him » 
remember they are signs of civilization. 


Sautr Sr. Marre Mission.—Rev. S. Steel, 
who was appointed in charge, arrived here soon after conference, with his family. 
They were nearly all so feeble as to be scarcely able to walk. They stopped with 
us a week, and then, accompanied by Brother Marksman and wife, they went to 
Na-om-i-kong, the place of their residence. 

November 22d, I went to Na-om-i-kong to hold our first quarterly meeting ; 
the ground was covered with snow, it was cold and wintry, but we were favoured 
with a good wind to sail, and reached before night, distance thirty-five miles. 
Found Brother Steel on the top of the school-house, in true mason style topping 
out the chimney. Brother Steel and family had recovered their health, and were 
‘in labours more abundant.” We had a very good meeting Saturday night and 
Sabbath, but nothing extraordinary. Iwas detained till the next Friday, by a hard 
wind blowing all the time from the east—was then favoured with a good day, and 
reached home before night, 

At Na-om-i-kong, we have purchased for the mission rising of sixty acres of land : 
the Indians have bought all around us, and are building and improving consider- 
ably We have built since conference a comfortable school-house and an ad- 
dition to the mission-house ; have also fitted up a comfortable dwelling for the 
interpreter. The school could not commence while these improvements were 
going on. It was opened on the 27th of November; Brother Steel, in a letter of 
the 12th of December, informs me, that the school numbered twenty-four Indian 
children, fifteen of which were male. Most of these could read in the Testament, 
nine were writing, five studying arithmetic, and two geography. 

He does not give the number of Church members; they are about the same as 
in my last report. 

Religious prospects ——Brother Steel says:— Our religious prospects are of 
decided improvement,’—meetings of all kinds well attended and interesting. 
Brother Marksman says in a letter, received the same time :—* The Lord is now 
troubling the careless and hard-hearted sinners here. Last evening, after the 
exhortation of Brother Isaac, Brother Steel told me that I might speak also. And 
immediately I lifted my cries to God in prayer, «O Lord, thou hast permitted thy 
poor servant to see sinners converted to thee in former times, O let us see sinners 
coming to.thee this evening ” In the name of God I got up and exhorted sinners 
to come to Jesus and be saved. Four persons came forward to the moumers’ 
bench.” He says further on:—* We laboured till nearly ten o’clock—had a most 
excellent meeting. They all prayed till their tears ran down their cheeks: every 
soul in the house was in prayer. One of Brother Steel’s boys prayed with all 
his might,” &c. 

We still have regular preaching among the site at the village of Sault St. 
Marie ; not, we trust, without some token of Divine approval. We have a Sab. 
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bath school here, numbering twenty-five scholars, and more encouraging than it 
has been before. Some of the children have tried most successfully the collectors’ 
ecards, and will have enough by spring to make a handsome addition to the library. 


Of the Kewawenon Mission, Brother Barnum says :— 


First—We have two Societies on this charge,—one known as the Kewa- 
wenon Mission; the other, the Carp-River Class. The last-mentioned has 
not been visited since my return from conference, on account of the unsettled 
state of things where it is located, caused by one of those changes to which we 
are subject in this new mining country. 

Second.—Iudians and half-breeds—eighty-seven, of whom fifty-one are mem- 
bers and probationers in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Third.—One school, small—cannot be otherwise, as there are but few children. 

Fourth.—One Sabbath school,—eight officers and teachers,—forty scholars en- 
rolled during the year. We have a good library, the same as described in former 
reports. 

Fifth—One nice little chapel—worth perhaps $550 to $600. 

Sixth—Appropriation of the Government should be $250, but in the unsettled 
state of Indian affairs, I do not know whether we shall get it or not. 

Seventh.—Our appropriation is $600, of which the Missionary Society will pay 
$350, certainly, and if the Government withholds its aid, the Missionary Society 
must pay all. 

Lighth.—The spiritual condition of the Society among the Indians does not seem 
to be as good as it was a year ago. Then, we had just passed through a good 
revival, since then, some have gone astray. We are thankful, however, that 
some continue faithful. Recently some of our meetings have been quite lively 
and interesting. We are encouraged to press forward. — 

Ninth.—The Indians continue to improve in their knowledge of farming and 
the use of tools. None are mechanics properly speaking. 

Tenth—We have had no revivals among the Indians during the past year. 
The Carp-River Class was the fruits, mostly, of a revival last spring. That, how- 
ever, has since been scattered, so that but very few remain in connexion with us 
here. We hope a portion of them, at least, are faithful Christians in other parts of 
the country. 

The following items of information, recently communicated to a friend of the 
Indians, who wishes to labour to have the Government permit them to remain and 


pay them their annuities where they are, may perhaps be interesting to you and 
the Church :—

It is proper to say—the foregoing consists in part of estimates. They are, how- 
ever, thought to be low, by those who have the best means of judging, The 
estimate of the potato crop, was for the crop of 1849. Last year, a much larger 
amount was planted, but the crop was not good. : 

I take pleasure in saying, that our little band here may well be considered the 
most thrifty portion of the Kewawenon Indians. Christianity in earnest” is what 
is wanted to make men and women of Indians.

The first five stations as given above constitute what is called The Nottaway 
Indian Mission. It was commenced among the Pottawottomie Indians, located on 
Nottaway Creek, Calhoun County, Michigan. Subsequently, however, the work 
was extended by taking in other Indian settlements in the Grand River country, 
until, as now, the missionary and his interpreter travel nearly four hundred miles 
to fulfil their engagements on the mission. The following bands are visited oc- 
casionally, and may be considered accessible to missionary effort, if the Board 
could employ (or recommend) another missionary and interpreter; viz :— 
Maple River, Wabsis, Cabmoosie’s, Casua, Mahgua, Brush Creek, and 
Pokehagan. I amnot able to give the statistics of these bands, but they number 
several hundred.

* Selkrigg’s is a Protestant Episcopal Mission, at which there are ten persons 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Hence we give no other statistics 
of this band. 
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There are two schools in the mission, both of which are regularly opened by 
reading the Scriptures, singing, and prayer. All the studies, and the books used 
for instruction, are in English. 

Suggestions. 

First.—Two missionaries with their interpreters should be employed. 

Second.—Board instruct the superintendents that none but English studies and 
white teachers should be allowed at the mission-schools. 

Third.—A chureh is greatly needed at Shimanorak onicing, also at Nottaway. 

Fourth.—The Indian Department at Washington should be solicited for aid to 
the missions and their schools.

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FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Oregon and California Mission Conference. 


Twenty years ago, a deputation of Flat Head Indians came 
from beyond the Rocky Mountains, to St. Louis, Mo., to ask 
of Governor Clarke a religious teacher. They had seen the 
governor in their country in 1804-6, and heard him speak of 
the Christian worship. Their request was communicated to 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
the Rev. Messrs, J. and D. Lee were sent out as missionaries in 
1834. 'This mission to the Indians failed to realize in any 
tolerable degree. the reasonable expectations of the Church, 
and it was about being brought to a termination in 1846. In 
the mean time a white population was gradually accumulating 
in Oregon, and it was thought best to change the character of 
the mission, and direct its attention to the emigrants which 
were settling there. 

Nearly coincident with this movement was the acquisition 
of California. Thus the territory belonging to the United 
States on the Pacific, was large enough for an empire : it only 
wanted the population to make it an empire. The Divine 
Providence had provided the means of assembling a population 
there. The eyes of men seemed hitherto to have been holden, 
that they should not see the gold which glittered in the waters, 
lay upon the surface of the ground, and entered largely into the 
soil and hills of the country. But when the time had come,— 
when this most important part of the world was brought under 
the dominion of our country, whose institutions gave protec 
tion and freedom to religion,—then men’s eyes were opened to 
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see the shining treasure, and all nations awoke with wonder, 
and sent their children to the land of gold. Providence had 
provided facilities for reaching the Jand: for in the progress of 
Christian nations the application of steam to ocean navigation 
was brought to great perfection; and by means of steam ves- 
sels, the representatives of all nations, Pagan, Mohammedan, and 
Ghreian, appeared suddenly in California. At present it is 
estimated that there are two hundred thousand people in Cali- 
fornia, and thirty thousand in Oregon. 

It pleased God that the mission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church should be on the spot, and ready to lift up the Banner 
of the Cross to the polyglotic multitudes. It instantly became 
necessary to enlarge the mission ; and the Rev. Wm. Roberts, 
of the New-Jersey Conference, was sent out as superintendent. 
Under his administration the mission has assumed the regular 
form of an annual conference, called the Oregon and Califor- 
nia Mission Conference. It is composed of two districts : one 
in Oregon, of which brother Roberts has charge for the present ; 
and one in California, of which the Rev. Isaac Owen has 
charge. These districts are divided into circuits and stations, 
and Churches are regularly organized in many of them. In 
some of them commodious houses of worship are built : some 
of them, indeed nearly all of them in California, support their 
own pastors; so that the Missionary Society has not much 
more expense than to send out the missionaries and their fami- 
lies. During the last year ten missionaries (seven of them 
with families) have been sent ; and five more are being selected, 
and will probably sail in the summer. 

Of the ten already sent, two are designed as principals of 
colleges: one, the Rev. F.S. Hoyt, at Salem city, in Oregon; 
and the other, Rev. E. Bannister, at some point in California. 
The means of endowing, to a fair extent, the institution in 
Oregon, have already been provided ; and the inhabitants of 
California have already subscribed liberally towards founding 
a college or university in connexion with the mission. 'Thus 
the Church will see that measures are taken to occupy, to some 
reasonable extent, that vast and interesting country. 

Let us look, for a moment, at the value of this mission, judg- 
ing of it from the importance of the country. 

The geographical position of the country is of profound 
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signification. Lay down a map of the world, and it will be 
seen that Oregon and California are about midway between 
the vast Pagan empire of China, and the powerful and 
enterprising Christian nations; i. e., between Eastern Asia 
and Western Europe. California and Oregon are to be the 
points through which, if not indeed from which, Pagan 
Asia is to be influenced. The intercourse and enterprise be- 
tween Hastern Asia and Western Europe will probably pass 
through California and Oregon. How important is it, there- 
fore, to have this central position in the earth strongly occupied 
by the institutions and spirit of Protestant Christianity! It is 
a cause of rejoicing that the Churches are alive to this matter, 
and each is exerting herself in the glorious work. There isa 
blessed rivalry; each is provoking the other to love and to 
good works in this respect. 

The mingling of the nations in California and Oregon is an 
ominous fact. A greater number of nations are represented 
there at present than were represented at Jerusalem on the day 
of Pentecost, when {the kingdom of Christ was opened with 
great power; and more languages are spoken on the Pacific 
coast now than were spoken at Jerusalem then. Besides: the 
Chinese, of which there are between two and three thousand in 
California, as well as the inhabitants of the islands of the 
Pacific who are there, leave their Pagan worship behind them, 
and necessarily imbibe, in a greater or less degree, Christian ideas 
and feelings, and fall into the forms of Christian life and con- 
duct. They behold the activity and greatness of the Christian 
nations, and are thus gradually brought under the influence of 
Christianity. When they return to their native lands and 
islands, they will not fail to spread abroad some of the elemen- 
tary truths of Christianity, and something of its life and action. 
In its measure, their return to their homes will be like the dis- 
persion of the disciples from Jerusalem by persecution :—“ They 
went everywhere, preaching the Word.” ‘There is good reason 
to think that Oregon and California will be the seminaries, in 
which teachers of heathen Asia will be prepared for their mis- 
sion, and the doors through which the Church will more 
effectually find access into the empire of Paganism. 

Let the Church then cherish her missions in this new rising 
empire, and with patience and faith wait for the glorious results. 
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Second Annual Report of the Oregon and California Mission 
Conference.

To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broraer,—T'wo weeks since the Oregon and California Mission Confer- 
ence closed its Second Annual Session at Oregon city. The interval has been 
spent in making preparation to send to you, at the earliest practicable hour, the An- 
nual Report of our labours for the past year. 

This communication will be designedly brief, and is intended to exhibit the 
General Plan of the Work; the Doings of the Conference; the Circuits, with 
their Occupants; the Particular Departments of our Work; and the Fiscal 
State of the Mission. 


GENERAL PLAN OF THE WoRK. 


Our field of labour along the Pacific coast embraces two very extensive districts. 
In Oregon, the work lies chiefly in the valley of the Walamet and Columbia 
rivers; but includes also the Dalles, east of the Cascade mountains, and the 
Umpqua valley, along the coast. It was divided last year into five circuits, and 
supplied with nine men, (including brother Leslie, who was supernumerary, and 
not including my own labour.) For Astoria and Clatsop, we could obtain no 
supply. Qur present arrangement divides the work into seven circuits, and 
requires thirteen more to occupy them, besides the superintendent and the men en- 
gaged in our institutions of learning. The Oregon Institute has been in vigorous 
operation during the year, and has been the scene of brother Doane’s operations, 
since his arrival from the States in February last. We are just commencing to 
erect buildings in the towr of Portland, for an academy, where we expect brother 
Doane to go immediately on the arrival of brother Hoyt. 

To fill these appointments we have five men belonging to the conference four 
on trial, one employed by the Presiding Elder; and three places, Oregon city, 
Yamhill, and the Umpqua, remain to be supplied. Iam not aware that any men 
can be engaged to fill these vacancies, unless sent from the older States. In this 
district the superintendent is expected to perform the duties of a Presiding Elder 
so far as the general superintendency will allow. ; 

In California, last year, the work was chiefly in the valley of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin, and about the Bay of San Francisco. Three men have laboured 
in this district most of the year; and although there was entirely too much on 
their hands, they have succeeded in performing much valuable service. At the 
first, two large circuits were formed. They more nearly resembled districts, how- 
ever: that of San Francisco including the town, and such places within reach as 
lay south of it; and that of Sacramento including the city, and all the accessible 
places north of the Bay of San Francisco, and east of Monte Diablo. Subse- 
quently, the Stockton circuit was formed, and filled with a brother who accom- 
panied br brother Owen across the mountains. At the head of each of these circuits 
a man was placed, who filled the appointments in person and by proxy to the best 
of his ability, performing the double duty of preacher in charge and Presiding Elder. 
For the present year, the whole field is thrown into one district, to which a Pre- 
siding Elder is appointed. Eight circuits have been organized, and five more are 
about to be ; requiring the services of fourteen men, besides the one or more to 
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superintend our educational interests. ‘T'o fill these appointments there are three 
members of the conference, and one on trial, now at work; two, as is supposed, on 
their way from the States; four are employed by the Presiding Elder; and the 
four or more vacancies are to be supplied with such help as can be found. In 
extent, this district stretches from the ocean to the Sierra Nevada, and from the 
head waters of the Sacramento to the City of the Angels. A 

The geographical relation these two districts sustain to each other, presents 
peculiar embarrassments to the prosecution of our work, considered as one confer- 
ence. The distance is so great, and the travel so expensive, that the preachers 
can never, all of them, get to conference. The most that can be expected is for 
the Presiding Elder, and perhaps one or two others, who may be most convenient, 
to attend from the distant district—the others must remain. By holding the con- 
ference in the different districts each alternate year, the difficulty is divided ; but 
can be obyiated only by the organization of separate conferences. It is presum- 
able that portions of the intervening country will be settled ; so that, if the distance 
is not diminished, the perils of the overland route will be considerably lessened. I 
have long desired to see the country between the settled portions of Oregon and 
California ; but there has as yet been no opportunity. A vessel has recently en- 
tered the mouth of the Umpqua, and reports eighteen feet of water on the bar. 
Several town sites have been laid out along the river, and quite a settlement made 
in the valley. That portion of the route I hope to explore before the sailing of the 
next steamer. The communication between the two countries is very direct at 
present. The mail steamers are due at Astoria about the 25th of each month, 
but do not yet come any higher up the Columbia. A small river steamer plies 
between Astoria and the foot of the rapids, just below Oregon city. 


Doines oF THE CONFERENCE. - 


The first Wednesday in September was the time appointed ; and at nine in the 
morning the little company met together in the church at Oregon city. 
None of the brethren from California could be present; so their district could be 
represented only by letter, and by the superintendent. The committees of 
examination had been closely employed with the candidates for the first year since 
Monday. Brother Wilbur was re-elected secretary. The Rev. Isaac McElroy, a 
located elder from _the.Indiana Conference, who crossed the mountains with 
brother O Owen, was present, and on the presentation of the proper testimonials, was 
duly received ‘into the_c conference. Brother James Corwin, a located elder from 
the same conference, labouring at present at Stockton, was alsoreceived. Matthew 
Lasciter, a local preacher, recommended from California, was admitted on trial. 
This brother came not long since from Van Dieman’s Land, where he had been a 
local preacher some fifteen years. There was no one recommended from the 
Oregon district,—an ominous item this, so far as: the filling up our ranks is con- 
cerned. ‘The cases of Clinton Kelly and his brother Albert, located elders from 
the Louisville Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, were attended 
to, according to discipline. These brethren, at the time of the unfortunate division 
of the Church, being south of the line, were constrained, for peace’ sake, to adhere 
South, but very soon left and came to Oregon. 

After securing the advice of the proper authorities in the case, they were duly 
examined, and recommended to the Annual Conference for the recognition of 
their orders; and giving the required satisfaction, as to their agreement with us in 
doctrine, discipline, and usages, they took the ordination vows in open conference, 
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without the imposition of hands, and will be furnished with the required certifi- 
cate by the bishop having charge of foreign missions. Brother J. L. Parrish was 
discontinued at his own request. He had received an appointment from the 
government as Indian agent, and deeming it a position in which he could be 
extensively useful, he accepted the office, desiring at the same time to retain his 
position as an itinerant minister, if the two were at all compatible. It was 
judged that the one would seriously embarrass the other ; in which case he desired 
to be discontinued. If he should retain the office of agent, we have some hope 
that he may be of service to the ill-fated Indians of this fertile valley. The 
reports of the various committees were a decided improvement on the last confer- 
ence. Religious services were held every evening; but Oregon City is a dry 
place, and the congregations were moderate. At the close of the session on 
Monday evening, a missionary meeting was held of considerable interest. The 
audience was not large, but with most commendable spirit, raised on the 
spot $312 for missionary purposes. The utmost harmony prevailed throughout 
the session; and the various exercises were of manifest spiritual profit. It is a 
great benefit to a Methodist minister to be at conference once a year, even though 
it be as youthful in its beginning as is ours. Highly as I used to prize this privi- 
lege in the States, it is doubly valuable here. Our enjoyments would have been 
greatly heightened, however, could we but have had the society and counsel of our 
brethren from the California district. In making out the appointments for that 
district, we were guided almost entirely by their representation. I had taken the 
precaution to have them meet together at the latest hour before the steamer sailed, 
and report the then existing condition of the work, with its necessities and 
resources, and proceed to act accordingly, with the understanding the appointments 
would correspond. This course was deemed expedient to prevent delay in the 
preachers getting to their work. The following are the appointments :—

Umpqua—One to be supplied. 

Astoria and Clatsop—Chauncey O. Hosford. 

Oregon Institute—Francis S. Hoyt, Nehemiah Doane. Brother Doane will be 
in charge of this institution until the arrival of brother Hoyt, at which time, if his 
services can be spared, he is. expected to take charge of another institution.

I will now state the prospect we have of supplying the above vacancies, begin- 
ning with the Oregon district. For that on the Oregon City circuit we have no 
hope, except in securing the services of some one sent purposely from the States. 

For Mary’s River, John W. Starr has consented to labour in part. His health 
will not allow him to travel quite over the bounds of the circuit, and the supply in 
this case is but partial. I will take occasion to say that brother Starr is a most 
acceptable and useful preacher, and was once compelled to leave the travelling 
connexion on account of health. For the vacancy on Yamhill circuit, we have 
employed James Gerrish. We have no man for the Umpqua Valley. 

In the California district the services of several brethren have been engaged, as 
follows:—For Santa Cruz, brother Briar; San Joachin, brother Hartsough; Fea- 
ther River, brother Wilson ; Los Angelos, brother Morrow; and it is hoped a 
brother Hustes will consent to labour at Sonoma and Nappa. There will then 
remain the vacancies at San Francisco and San Jose, and two other places, 
Nevada and Benicia, not yet named—in the former of which we have fifty or 
more members. 


Tue Crgcurts, WITH THEIR OccuUPANTS. 


We have no stations: of set purpose, everything is thrown into the circuit form ; 
and it is hoped that every appointment will be a field for the exercise of a pure 
itinerancy. Necessity here, as elsewhere, will sometimes modify our action. 

Oregon City and Portland, during a part of the past year, present an instance. 
Brothers Wilbur and Parrish were appointed to labour in this circuit. Imme- 
diately after conference, brother Wilbur was taken down with fever; and 
although he so far recovered as soon to be able to go to his post, yet he was 
very feeble during most of the winter. Instead of extending his labours, as we 
had hoped, through every part of the adjoining country, he very wisely, though not 
very contentedly, stayed at Oregon City, and mainly served the people there. 
Brother Parrish resided at Portland ; but his family was greatly afflicted. His wife 
and child were both sick, nigh unto death. There was no parsonage and no 
church ; and what with deep family affliction, and extreme disadvantages of posi- 
tion, but little was accomplished. The winter was remarkably severe, and the 
cost of keeping a horse so great at either of those places, that but little travelling 
could be done. Early in May, brother Parrish resigned ; and shortly after, brother 
W’Elroy came in from California, end assisted brother Wilbur until conference. 
An extract of a letter from brother Wilbur will give some items of interest :—** I 
came to this place, as you know, tremblingly, and in great weakness both of body 
and mind. My health was poor through the whole of the winter. During the 
summer, my health has been good in the main. We have not realized what we 
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hoped, and what we thought at dne time we should soon enjoy,—I mean a general 
revival of religion. Yet the Lord has not left us without some evidence that we 
have not lived in vain, or laboured in vain. To the praise of God be it spoken, 
some six have professed to be born from above, and are among the most reliable 
ones we have. We have raised at Oregon City, for the support of the ministry, 
$667 27; for finishing the church, procuring a bell, &c., $530: total 
$1,197 27. At Portland and vicinity, for support, $230 ; for meeting-house and 
parsonage, $3,500: total, $3,730, Total on the circuit, $4,387 27. In some 
parts of our work we are greatly encouraged. The Lord is giving us a good de- 
gree of favour among the people. We. are constantly looking up for a plenteous 
shower of grace to save us from worldly-mindedness. Our Portland church we 
expect to be ready to dedicate to the Lord in about four weeks. It is decidedly 
the best church in the country, thirty-two by fifty feet, finished outside and in.” 

A new congregational church has just been finished in Oregon City, and there 
is one in course of erection at Portland. The Rev. Mr. Atkinson is pastor of the 
former, and Mr. Lyman of the latter. These places are daily increasing in im- 
portance, and new villages are daily springing into existence along the Walamet 
and Columbia rivers. 

Salem.—Brothers Helm and Rayner have been on this circuit during the year, 
and brother Leslie has been able to preach nearly every Sabbath. A letter from 
one of these brethren contains the following:—* Shortly after commencing our 
work on Salem circuit, we took in six new appointments, at which we had small 
but interesting congregations—three of which, however, we had to discontinue 
during the rainy season. ‘The winter was unusually severe, yet, by the blessing of 
God, we were able to meet nearly all our engagements. Our congregations, 
during the winter, rather increased in size; and as soon as the summer fairly 
opened, we had a number of two days’ meetings, at all of which we enjoyed the 
presence of the Lord, and a few were added to*the Church. Some of them 
were reclaimed backsliders, and others, those who were just starting for the celes- 
tial country. At our camp-meeting on the Calipooia, we had a precious time. 
All the conversions were clear; convictions seemed to be deep. One poor soul, 
who came forward for prayers, criedout in the bitterness of his spirit, «I have tried 
to be a Universalist, a Deist—yea, even an Atheist; but it will not do. If ever I 
am damned, I cannot blame my parents. My father taught me to serve God, and 
my mother prayed for me a thousand times. O that I could obtain salvation by 
laying down my life!’ But, thank God, he did obtain it, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus. We have had some success during the latter part of the 
year. ‘Two new appointments have been added, and two new classes organized. 
We have received by letter, and on probation, fifty-seven. How many have 
removed, | cannot just now say. It has been a year of hard labour ; but the best 
of all is, God is with us.” The camp-meeting alluded to in the above extract took 
place while I was absent at the Dalles; and, from all accounts, was a season of 
extraordinary power. 

A new church has been commenced at Salem, but will not, I fear, be ready for 
use the coming winter. This is to be regretted, as the chapel of the Institute holds 
but a small congregation. This circuit is now divided into two, the waters of 
the Santiam being the line of division. North of this line is the present Salem 
circuit, under the care of brother Waller, with brother Leslie as supernumerary. 
It is supposed that some valuable assistance can be obtained from the Oregon In- 
stitute. South of the line is the present Calipooia circuit, under the care of 
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, +4 
brothers McKinney and Parrott. Choice portions of thevineyard these, forthe culti- 


vation of these brethren. May success attend them ! 

- Mary’s River.—Of this circuit brother Waller, who, with brother Parrott, occu- 
pied it last year, writes as follows:—* During the winter we had hard toiling. 
Mud and water were abundant. In more than one instance we came near 
drowning our horses, by swimming streams. Our general course has been to turn 
our horses into the stream, cold and rapid, and carry our riding apparatus across on 
a jog, descending and ascending steep and muddy banks. Some part of the win-’ 
ter the waters were so high, that we were unable to get to our appointments, 
But when, with any show of consistency, we could get to our work, we have done 
so, and in not a few instances when the people have least expected us. At our 
first quarterly meeting we received a man on trial who had recently lost his wife; 
he had formerly been a member of our Church, and in his wanderings had lost his 
membership. But God,I trust, has so sanctified his recent affliction as to bring 
him to himself. He has been received into full connexion, and promises useful- 
ness to the Church. On my last round he pnt $5 into my hands for the mission- 
ary cause. Our second quarterly meeting was at an inclement season of the year, 
cold and snowy. Yet the Lord was present. A man who had been serious a 
long time, united with us on trial, and has since been taken into full connexion: 
his wife and eldest daughter have both been converted and received on trial—an 
excellent family. Our camp-meeting commenced on Thursday, 27th of June, 
and held over the Sabbath. Religious services commenced at three o’clock in 
the afternoon. ‘Two discourses before dark. Divine influences were manifest 
from the first, and increased as the meeting progressed. It might be said of the 
preachers most emphatically, that they preached not themselves but ‘ Christ Jesus 
the Lord, and themselves the servants of the people for Jesus’ sake.’ The meeting 
was well attended, and,many who came to see and be seen, (if not to scorn,) went 
away to pray. Saturday and Sunday evenings were nights not soon to be for- 
gotten. The power of God was present to heal. The cries of the penitent— 
shouts of conyerts—triumph of saints, and rejoicing of angels, all came up with 
acceptance, I have no doubt, before God. The meeting closed on Monday 
morning. It was judged that twenty were converted and reclaimed. Twelve 
united on probation. 

« At our last quarterly meeting, the seed which was sowed at the camp-meeting 
was evidently springing up and producing fruit. A man and his wife who had 
been educated in the Papal Church, both, for the first time, spoke in love-feast, 
of their full purpose of soul to seek salvation by faith in Christ. We have had 
one Sabbath school in successful operation ; four of the scholars have professed 
religion. I have baptized seven adults and about as many children on the circuit. 
Three or four brethren have died during the year ; one local preacher in California, 
one class-leader at the mouth of the Columbia, on his return, and one private 
member, son of one of our local preachers, a few weeks after arriving home from 
that land of gold and death. All died in the Lord. Blessed be their memory! 
We closed our labours on the circuit with a two days’ meeting ; one person pro- 
fessed to be reclaimed, and joined on probation. It was aseason of great serious- 
ness and profit. The work on the circuit has been deepening and extending ever 
since the camp-meeting, and I am full in the faith, that if suitable effort is made 
there will be a great in-gathering of souls the ensuing year. I have become 
ereatly attached to the people, and leave them with ardent desires for their 
salvation, 
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“In conclusion, f Would say in the language of another, ‘God forbid that I should 
sin against the Lord, in ceasing to pray for them.’ ” 

This circuit is assigned to Brother Helm for the present year, with Brother 
J. W. Starr as his colleague, the probable limitation of whose labours I have 
already spoken of. The usual route to the Umpqua lies directly through this 
circuit ; distant one day’s journey at the nearest point. 

meat —Brothers McKinney and Hosford laboured under serious embarrase- 
ment on account of personal affliction. Brother Hosford had the ague at inter- 
vals for several months ; and Brother McKinney, though a man of almost giant 
frame, suffered severely from a cold settled on his lungs. At this time they are 
both greatly improved. Brother McKinney writes:—*« We have sixteen appoint- 
ments on this circuit; eight on the Sabbath, the rest on week-days. The first 
month was spent in getting our work arranged. At our first quarterly meeting 
we had a refreshing season from the presence of the Lord. There were no con- 
versions, two joined the Church. During the second quarter there was one very 
happy conversion, and one united on probation. Our third quarterly meeting 
was a camp-meeting—a good season, well attended ; there were four conversions, 
and seyen joined the Church. From _that time until the close of the year, we had 
excellent refreshing seasons at all our appointments, with good congregations. 
Four persons more joined at the last quarterly meeting, and one was baptized ; 

although one hundred and fifty members were reported on this circuit at the last 
conference, we could find only one hundred and ten ; we have received fourteen.” 
But for the afflictions above mentioned, much more would have been accomplished 
by these excellent brethren. A new village called Lafayettee is just coming 
into being, at the falls of the Yamhill River, which promises to be a place of some 
importance. Two miles below Lafayettee, on the south side of the river,is a 
place called Dayton, very near the old Yamhill camp-ground. Which of these 
rival places will be the greater is uncertain. The proprietors of the latter offer 
strong inducements for us to build a church and parsonage, and the former is one 
of our regular appointments. 

In extent, this cireuit reaches from the Tualatin plains to the Ricreal, (La Creole;) 
and from the Walamet to the Coast Mountains. One of the appointments is so 
far in the mountains as to be inaccessible in the rainy season. Most seriously is 
our work impeded for want of bridges. It is a short day’s ride from this ap- 
pointment to the Pacific Ocean. A new road has been opened the present season, 
from the Tualatin plains to a place called Milton, on the Columbia River, at the 
lower mouth of the Walamet, and another to Portland. 

When the day arrives, that proper attention is paid to roads and bridges, a very 
great obstacle will be taken out of the way of the itinerant ministry, 

Astoria and Clatsop.—For this place we had no supply last year. Brother 
Hosford has gone there for the present, and could he meet with proper encourage- 
ment and support on all hands, he might succeed in doing much good. But this 
position is one of great hazard, and requires much experience in the ministry. 
I trust we do not forget in wishing for men of more experience, “ Except the Lord 
build the city they labour in vain that build it.” I regard this position as affording 
great facilities for doing good. The minister stationed here can have access to 
every vessel almost that enters the river, and the commerce of the Columbia River 
is now of sufficient importance to employ a man to look especially after the 
interests of seamen. If a man could be detailed for this service, I respectfully 
submit, if the American Seamen’s Friend Society would not take an interest in 
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his support. Everything on the Columbia is enormously high, and those who 
really care to support the Gospel are few and far between. 

I wait with solicitude to hear of Brother Hosford’s success. I need hardly re- 
mind you of the geographical position of this circuit. Astoria is a small village 
of from two to three hundred inhabitants, on the rugged side of a peninsula, on 
the south side of the Columbia River, ten or fifteen miles from its mouth. This 
peninsula runs down between the river and Young’s Bay. Directly south-west 
of this bay, lie the Clatsop plains—quite a fertile district of country, the low 
shores of which are washed by the waters of the Pacific. Quite a number of 
families reside here, some of whom have long been asking for the regular ministra- 
tions of our Church. 

Between these places on the coast and the Walamet valley, there is no available 
overland route ; the coast mountains lie between. These have been passed, but 
with difficulty ; cattle were driven some years since from the Walamet to Clatsop, 
but the only available route is the river. 

Dalles of the Columbia.—Y ou will perceive from the appointments that this is a 
part of our regular work, and is placed under the charge of Brother Waller. Of 
course, the utmost he can do is to pay two or three visits to the station during the 
year. ‘This is afflictive. Our buildings ate all torn down. The destruction com- 
menced during the Cayuse war; was completed by the troops of the United 
States, a detachment of which now occupies our premises. In June last, I visited 
this place in company with Brother Waller, a hasty sketch of which I gave in 
July last. The Wascossam Indians, to whom the place belongs, are not very 
numerous. Some of them died with the measles in 1848, and a few came down 
to the Walamet. But the fisheries at the Dalles constitute a place of great resort 
for the surrounding tribes ; and if it were possible for us to supply our work so as 
to allow Brother Waller a considerable portion of his time to labour for the Indians 
of the upper country, it might be the means of saving some of them. 

A Romish priest has a station just below ours. Quite a number of those who 
formerly belonged to our mission cannot be seduced by his enchantments. I think 
some few of the Indians are truly pious; but it must require a miracle of grace to 
preserve a converted Indian from backsliding and apostasy, amid the enticements 
of Romanism, and the temptations of his own native heathenism, entirely destitute 
of all helps to piety and means of grace. 

The Umpqua Valley.—This is a new territory, and is just beginning to be 
settled. Since commencing this report I have visited this valley, and formed some 
acquaintance with its limited population, The Umpqua River rises in the Cascade 
mountains, a little north of the boundary line between Oregon and California, and 
after winding its crooked course in a westerly direction for some seventy-five 
miles, empties into the Pacific Ocean in north lat. 43° 41’ 22”. The valley drained 
by its waters extends north and south, from the Calipooia to the Umpqua moun- 
tains, about seventy miles; and from the Cascade or President mountains on the 
east, to the coast mountains on the west, about forty-five miles; comprising an 
area of some 1,500 square miles. The surface presents a picturesque appearance» 
being broken into chains and masses of detached hills, divided by small but fertile 
valleys, well adapted to grazing and agricultural purposes. The road from Oregon 
to the United States or California goes through the best portions of this valley. 
Four locations for town sites have been selected by the Umpqua Exploring Com- 
pany; one at the bay, one at the head of navigation, one at the junction of 
Umpqua and Elk rivers, and a fourth on the north branch of the Umpqua, at the

crossing of the Oregon and California road. I herewith send you a sketch of the 
Umpqua river and its tributaries, and a chart, from actual survey, of the bay and 
entrance to the river. Four fathoms can be carried over the bar at low water, 
and the river is navigable to Scottsburg, thirty miles from its mouth. Above this 
place it is so full of rapids, and the bottom made up of rocks, that doubts may be 
entertained if it can ever be used except by canoes and craft of light draught 
of water. 

Having but three days to spend in exploring, my personal observations were 
limited. But I am satisfied the country will be settled very shortly. Up to my 
latest advices, five or six vessels had entered the harbour, and extensive arrange- 
ments were making for occupancy.. The nearness of this country to the gold 
regions ; its great fertility and undoubted healthfulness ; and the ease with which 
the harbour may be entered, will secure its speedy settlement. In latitude 43° 34’, 
or less than ten miles south, there is another harbour called the Caoos Bay, a little 
north of Cape Gregory; the bearings to the entrance of which are much more 
southerly than those of the Umpqua, so that a vessel in distress could have a valu- 
able choice. The extreme southern position of the country lies in close proximity 
to the Rogue’s River Indians, who are so exceedingly treacherous and blood-thirsty 
as to be most dangerous neighbours. What wise plan can be adopted to sub- 
due them remains yet to be seen. We have no man for this portion of the work. 


California. 


In relation to the California district, I am dependent on the representations of 
the brethren there for all my information concerning the past year, excepting that 
obtained by my brief tour in February and March last. The following letter from 
brothers Owen and Taylor was addressed to our conference, and will give a fair 
view of our operations in the land of gold. It is dated Santa Clara, California, 
August 22, 1850 :— 

«Dear Breruren,—We tegret that it is not in owr power to visit you at the 
present session of your conference, but trust, should we be spared, to do so another 
year. Through Divine permission we commenced our work at San Francisco on 
the 22d of September last, and at Sacramento on the 23d of October; and have 
been permitted to pursue our regular work with but little interruption since. We 
have been visited with some affliction in both our families. The youngest child of 
each has been called from this to a better world. In the midst of all we have 
reason to bless God that we have been able to do something for the cause of Christ 
and his kingdom in this land. We have organized the following circuits ;— 

« San Francisco—Embracing the Oregon Chapel and Happy. 

“San José—Embracing the Pueblo, Santa Clara, San José Mission, and the 
Embarcadero. 

“ Santa Cruz—Embracing Santa Cruz, Monterey, and San Juan. 

‘¢ Stockton—EHmbracing the town and country around it. 

“Sacramento City, El Dorado—Embracing Coloma, Placerville, Weberville, 
Georgetown, and Greenwood Valley. 

« Nevada—Embracing the town, Rough and Ready Diggings, Bear River, and 
the Upper Yuba country. 

“ Feather River—Embracing Yuba City, Marysville, Eliza, Nicholas, and several 
points on the Feather and Yuba rivers. 


“In addition to which we take the liberty to recommend the organization of the 
following circuits, viz:—

*‘ Los Angelos—Including the Pueblo and country along the coast below San 
Juan. 

« Bonicia—Embracing the town of Martinez and the Suisoon Valley. 

* Sonoma—Including the village and Nappa Valley. 

“ Sacramento River—Including Fremont, Vernon, Cash Creek, and the Upper 
Sacramento: and the 

“ San Joachin—Embracing the Sonorian camps and mining regions along the tri- 
butaries of the San Joachin river. : 

*« By the aid of our friends in Oregon and Baltimore we have erected a chapel 
at San Francisco, and also at Sacramento City ; and by the liberality of the people 
of California, we have secured a lot in Happy Valley, San Francisco, and also 
enough to commence the erection of a building, which will be done this fall. We 
have a church nearly ready to use at San José; also a lot and church commenced 
at Santa Cruz. At Stockton we have four lots, and the best Methodist church in 
the country. The people there have opened a subscription to build a parsonage. 

“ Our Church at Weberville is in partnership with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. This was done by brother Jenkins. We have a good church for 
the mountains at Nevada City; besides which, we have a number of lots given us 
at other points for church purposes. There is a parsonage neatly finished at 
Sacramento city. Four Sabbath schools have been organized ; one at San Fran- 
cisco, one at Santa Cruz, one at Sacramento, and one at Yuba City. We have 
the nucleus of a Book Concern at San Francisco. It will require fifteen men to 
supply the work for the present year—one for the district, and fourteen for the 
regular work. Two of the men are now in the work; two we recommend to 
the conference; six we expect willbe sent us from the States ; four have consented 
to take work under the Presiding Elder; and one more we hope to employ. 
Believing, as we do, that, after the request made by brother Roberts when in Cali- 
fornia last spring, the men we recommend in California will be received into your 
conference, and the men we think worthy to be employed will be approved by the 
superintendent ; and in view of our peculiar situation in California, being, in point 
of men for the regular work, behind nearly all the denominations in this country ; 
and in view of the approaching rainy season, we have made the appointments as 
far as we could with the men we have, leaving six to be supplied by men sent out 
by the Board. We have appointed brother Briar to Santa Cruz. He was formerly 
of the Iowa Conference—located and came to this country to travel: is a good 
preacher, and now at his work. Brother Corwin to the Stockton Circuit. He was 
left in charge of this work last spring, and has succeeded well. Brother Hart- 
sough goes to the San Joachin. He is abrother of respectable talents, and devoted 
to the work, Brother Lasciter to the El Dorado. This brother is a good preacher 
and has a small family. Brother Wilson to the Feather River. Brother Wilson 
is an old travelling preacher of the Missouri Conference: his family is small. We 
hope to be able to employ brother Hustus on the Sonoma Circuit. This brother 
was formerly of lowa. Brother Morrow to Los Angelos. This brother, on leav- 
ing the States, was a member of the Indiana Conference. We should be glad to 
reccive our appointments by the returning mail.

The following extract of a private letter from brother Taylor, I think of sufficient 
importance to transcribe here. It bears date, San Francisco, August 24, 1850 — 
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“ Our congregations are very large. It is said that forty persons left our chapel 
last Sunday for want of room. I preach nearly every Sunday, P. M., to immense 
crowds on the Plaza. Our class meetings are very interesting. At our quarterly 
meeting here last Sunday we had one very clear and powerful conversion: at our 
Santa Cruz quarterly meeting, which closed last Tuesday evening, two professed 
religion and joined the Church. T'wo have recently professed religion at the city 
hospital, and one at my house—all, I think, very hopeful cases. Glory be to God! 
Our dear little missionary girl, Oceana, left us on Wednesday, the 14th inst. She 
plumed her little wings and soared away to the land where the people never die. 
She suffered much for upwards of five weeks, but exhibited the greatest patience 
and cheerfulness possible. We feel the bereavement keenly, but submit gladly 
to the decisions of God’s providence. We expect to go and see her when we get 
through with our work. We-selected a green spot in the city cemetery on the 
road to Mission Dolores, and laid her in the sand. I intended leasing enough for 
a family burying-ground; and I think it likely that I and my ‘ sister Ann’ will one 
day sleep by her side. 

“The devil wants this entire country very much—claims universal empire here 
now; but I, for one, have adopted the Spartan motto: “ Victory or death!” I 
think I shall, unless the Lord shall direct otherwise, die by the work on the Pacific.” 


ParricuLakR DEPARTMENTS OF OUR Work. 


Under this head I include Education, Sunday Schools, and the Circulation of 
Periodicals and Books. 

Education.—Most of the inhabitants of Oregon are frorh the Western States, and 
have laboured under such disadvantages as are incident to newly-settled countries. 
Nor have they been better off in this respect, since coming here. In some parts 
of the country there are children growing up who have not been to school for five 
years, and some never at all. Things are improving somewhat. It is not quite 
so difficult to procure books and teachers as it was. 

The three principal schools of the country are: The Oregon Institute, Rev. 
Nehemiah Doane, Principal ;* Tualatin Academy, Rey. C. Eells, Principal; and a 
school at Oregon City, under the care of Rev. Mr. Fisher, of the Baptist Church. 
The Romanists have a school for girls at Oregon City, taught by the nuns; and 
another at Champoic, formerly for both sexes, but now, I am told, for females 
only. There are various neighbourhood schools throughout the country, taught by 
such persons as chance to come along, and continue but for parts of the season. 

The first of the above institutions is under our care, and has been in vigorous 
operation during the past year. Until the arrival of brother Doane from the States 
last February, it was under the care of Rev. St. Michael Fackler; since which 
time brother Doane has been in charge. The spring term, which commenced 
March 18th, closed with eighty-six students. Forty were in the primary depart- 
ment, taught by Mrs, Doane, and thirty-seven in the upper department, taught by 
the principal himself. The services of Miss Mary Leslie were then procured to 
take charge of the primary department, so that Mrs. Doane might assist in the 
upper division. Under this arrangement the school greatly prospered. The num- 
bers increased to one hundred and five before the close of the term. The progress 


* Now (April, 1851) Rev. F. Hoyt: brother Doane has taken charge of an acad- 
emy at Portland. 
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of the students was very creditable both to themselves and their teachers. The 
institution has supported itself during the year—I mean the tuition has paid the 
current expenses. It is in contemplation to finish the building so as to adapt it to 
the double purpose of a male and female seminary; and then, with an efficient 
corps of teachers and apparatus for the illustration of the natural sciences, the 
institution will maintain a leading position in the country. During the session of 
the conference, a proposition was received from the proprietors of the town of Port- 
land, in which they offer to give sixteen town lots in a most eligible situation, for an 
academy, and pledge the town for a subscription of $5,000, for the erection of 
suitable buildings ; on condition that we would take hold of and sustain an institu- 
tion of learning in that place. After considering the subject as thoroughly as pos- 
sible, it was decided to accept the offer. We had heard with great pleasure of the 
appointment of Rey. F. 8. Hoyt as Principal of the Oregon Institute ; and concluded 
that, immediately on the arrival of brother Hoyt, brother Doane should proceed to 
Portland, and teach in the school house until suitable buildings could be erected. 

This movement embarrasses the Institute. Brother Doane’s services were greatly 
needed there: but on the whole, it is a most judicious movement. Portland is 
about the head of ship navigation, and has increased in population beyond all mea- 
sure. If we did not accept the offer others would—probably the Papists ; and we 
gladly submit to a temporary inconvenience, to secure an important result. Brother 
Doane will proceed at the proper time to his new station, organize the school, and 
either remain there or return to the Institute, as may be thought best on the arrival 
of other labourers. Itis in contemplation to erect a building at Portland to accom- 
modate males and females, after the model of the Wesleyan Institute, at Newark, 
N. J., though on a much smaller scale. The necessity for additional teachers will 
be obvious. ; 

It will soon be necessary to organize a Collegiate department at the institute ; 
but of this more can be known after the arrival of the newly appointed President, 
who, we doubt not, will bring with him a ripeness of scholarship and experience 
in teaching, that will impart new life and vigour to the institution. A committee 
was appointed at the last conference to select a site and inquire into the expe- 
diency of locating aschool on the Mary’s River Circuit, to accommodate the upper 
part of the valley. 

In California, we have as yet no institution of learning under our care. Whatever 
change may transpire in relation to the commerce in gold, the Pacific coast is des- 
tined to receive a heavy population. A new empire is springing up along these 
shores, with wonderful rapidity ; and the necessity for institutions of learning is in- 
creasing every hour. Especialreference has been had to this necessity, in all our ar 
rangements for California. Our senior missionary in that district, Brother Owen, for 
some years past, previous to going there, was connected with the Indiana Asbury 
University, and since his arrival has made our educational interests an object of 
especial study. His plan was: first, to erect small neat churches at all our preach- 
ing-places, with a view of making them school-houses under our control, and erect- 
ing larger houses for public worship, so soon as circumstances would justify. Second, 
at the earliest possible period, to establish a University, probably in the valley of San 
José, in which to embrace not only the usual course of studies embraced in colleges, 
but also the learned professions, The appointment of the Rev. E. Bannister, 
to take charge of an institution of learning, just now, is exceedingly opportune,* 


* Brother Bannister is now in California, and preliminary steps are taken to 
establish an institution. ’ 
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Sabbath Schools.—For many reasons our Sabbath-school interests are behind- 
hand. In Oregon there is a deficiency of teachers, in California of children, and in 
both countries, a lack of that all-prevading consciousness so essential to secure the 
right kind of action,—that children can be converted; that the Sabbath school 
furnishes the best possible instrumentality ; and that if the children of the pre- 
sent generation are not converted while children, they will probably be lost- 

- Some men on this coast believe these truths and act on them. No one depart- 
ment of our work has given me more solicitude than this. In public discourses, 
in official meetings, and in private interviews, Christ’s command « Feed my lambs,” 
has been a special topic. 

Nor has it been without effect. In the Oregon District many a mother has ac- 
knowledged her thankfulness for haying the law of the Bible cn the training of 
children laid down with clearness and force. But there is one thing I notice, and 
that is, that whatever improvement there may be in family government, it is a rare 
thing that a child is converted except in connexion with a Sabbath school. Our 
country is yet very new, and the population widely scattered, and in the rainy 
season it is very wet and muddy ; so that what is difficult in summer on account 
of distance, is impossible in winter, on account of swollen streams and impassable 
sloughs. With all these embarrassments, if we had a proper supply of preachers 
thoroughly experienced in Sabbath schools, a material change would be effected. 
Within the bounds of the conference there are eight Sabbath schools, fifty-two 
officers and teachers, two hundred and seventy-one scholars, eleven hundred and 
twenty volumes in the libraries, nine Bible classes, and seven scholars in infant 
classes. In the Oregon divison of the work, the reported expenses of the schools 
are $76 34. There have been $31 raised in the schools for benevolent purposes, 
and nine children have given evidence of conversion to God. There were several 
schools in active operation on the Yamhill and Mary’s River Circuits in the sum- 
mer of 1848, which were abandoned on the approach of winter, and since then 
have never been resumed. ‘There were libraries connected with each of them, 
which do not appear in the above report. They are silently working in several 
neighbourhoods, and may yet be brought from their seclusion. Just as soon as we 
shall have a proper supply of labourers, who have had experience in Sabbath=school 
work, just so soon will that department prosper, but it is not likely to prosper 
before. Where but little or nothing is sown it is not reasonable to look for a 
harvest. . 

The circulation of Periodicals and Books.—In San Francisco there is a Book 
Concern. It isa small building connected with the Oregon Chapel, in which 
several hundred dollars’ worth of books were on sale when I was there in March 
last. The supply consisted of books of our general catalogue, Bibles, and school 
books ; some of which I purchased for Oregon. The concern I thought would be 
likely to suffer for want of some one to give his whole time to its interests, the 
numerous duties of Brother Taylor being seriously in the way. It isin contem- 
plation, (here in California,) so to enlarge this Book Concern as to keep a full 
supply of all our books, together with school books, and such other miscellaneous 
books as may be judged proper. Also to establish a paper to be called the 
* California Christian Advocate,” with the necessary editor and agents. 

The present establishment, together with such enlargements as may be made 
by that time, is to be offered to the General Conference of 1852, to be entirely 
under its control, and subject to such arrangements as are the Book Concerns of 
New-York and Cincinnati. The present supply of books, which has been obtained 
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by donation and purchase, amounts to several hundred dollars, and is eatits a good 
beginning. ' 

I have no information as to the number of our periodicals circulated in this 
Cistrict. In the Oregon District no Book Concern has as yet been formally esta- 
blished, although many hundred dollars’ worth of our books have been circulated 
among the people. A committee was appointed at the last conference to make ar- 
rangements to locate a Book Establishment at Salem, with a view also of starting a 
paper to be called the “ Oregon Christian Advocate :” this likewise is to be intro- 
duced into the sisterhood of Book Concerns, and offered to the General Conference 
of 1852. I have received recently nearly $500 worth of books from New-York. 
Brother Waller has sent for a supply, which will cost him nearly $2 ,000 by the 
time they arrive in the country. These, with several other contributions of books 
from the Sunday-School Union of our Church at various times, go partly towards 
supplying the demand. But the supply is only partial, and subject moreover to many 
inconveniences which might be obviated we think by some other arrangement. 

The report of the Committee on Periodicals showed that in this district there 
were eighty-seven subscribers to the Christian Advocate and Journal, twenty-five 
to the Western Christian Advocate, ten to the Quarterly Review, and seventeen 
to the Ladies’ Repository. There were also a few subscribers to the Sunday- 
School Advocate, the number of which was not reported. But the postage on 
all periodicals is decidedly prohibitory. It is three cents per paper quarterly in 
advance. Full one-third of all our papers fail, from some cause-or other, to reach 
us; and we begin to hesitate to ask for more subscribers. Some remedy must. 
be provided. In regard to the sale of books we can succeed only by carrying 
them about in our saddle-bags; and some of us have been of the opinion fora 
time that an organization of our own located at New-York, somewhat similar in its 
plans and objects to the American Tract Society, would be of immense service 
to us both at home and abroad. Much good has been done by our books and 
periodicals. Our people generally lose their books in crossing the mountains, 
and are glad to find a supply on their arrival. 

The following tabular view may close this part of the report ;— 
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There were forty-six conversions on the Oregon District. 
Before proceeding to the financial part of this report, which cannot be finished 
in time for the January steamer, I beg leave to offer the following :— 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR OUR GENERAL WORK. 


More Men.—The first point relates to the number of labourers in the field ; they 
are tuo few, and we cannot use what we have to the best advantage, for want of 
men of experience in the ministry. If it be at all within the bounds of propriety, 
I desire that six additional ministers shall be sent to the Oregon District, so as to be 
ready to enter the work at the next conference. It is indispensable that one or 
more of the number should be on hand, early the coming spring, to relieve me of 
a portion of my work; so that I can appropriate more time to visit the destitute 
portions of the country, and communicate with the Church athome. There should 
‘be four men sent to the California District forthwith, to make out the six which 
were needed in September, two of whom, Brothers Simonds and Briggs, arrived 
in the October steamer. The reinforcement in that district should be modified by 
the latest information you receive from the brother who is in charge. 

Schools—The second point relates to our institutions of learning. I earnestly 
recommend that two most capable teachers be selected, whose wives themselves 
are capable of teaching, and willing to teach, and sent to Oregon forthwith. We 
want them at the earliest hour they can be brought to the country. In all 
cases, music must be remembered, because the Roman schools teach it, and we 
must in every way compete with them; and we especially need to have our people 
educated on that question. For the teachers I am urgent. Much has previously 
been said in behalf of the Oregon Institute ; I will not repeat it here. But let me 
say a word for Portland :—It contains more than a thousand inhabitants, and 
is doubling its population every six months. The educational interests are just 
now thrown into our hands,—shall we be faithful to the trust? The answer is 
with the Church at home. 

Book Depository.—The third item relates to a Book Depository, where all our 
publications can be had at all times, both by the preachers and people. Much 
depends on this. It is to be feared the country will be deluged with the pernici- 
ous publications of the day, unless we pre-occupy it with good books. Brother 
Waller is doing a noble work in circulating books. But few of us can join him, 
we are too poor; but if there were a depository in some suitable place, I think 
several of our men would turn collectors in good earnest. Connected with this 
depository there should be a press and paper ; so that we can have a medium of 
communication with the people, and publish an occasional tract to meet the wily 
movements of the enemy. But some cheaper publications are needed for mission 
fields—some that can be obtained gratuitously when necessary. 

If in this report I speak more of the wants of Oregon than of California, it is 
simply because I understand them better, and I know Brother Owen will faith- 
fully represent the wants of that district. Brother Wilbur has engaged to furnish 
information, such as is needed by persons procuring an outfit for the Pacific coast 
It is an onerous task to ask for so many persons to “ come over into Macedonia 
and helpus.” I fear that some who come will not really understand the difficulties 
they will have to meet. We want labourers here, and not idlers,—men and women 
who have bodies as well as souls, and won’t grumble at hard work and poor fare ; 
with thrift enough to wait on themselves, and help to develop the resources of 
the country, so as to obtain a support from the people with but little dependence 
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upon the Missionary Society. Send us helpers whose loss will be felt at home : 
and combine, if possible, ripe experience with manly vigour and youthful enterprise. 


FINANCES OF THE Mission. 


In all our financial operations we have laboured to secure 
two things :—Firs?, to accomplish the greatest amount of work 
at the least expense ; Secondly, to develop the resources of 
the country so as to make every circuit pay its own expenses 
as far as possible. 'The total expenses of the men employed in 
the Oregon District the past year amounts to $4,087 11, not 
including the Principal of the Oregon Institute, nor the Super- 
intendent of the Mission. The Institute has fully paid its 
current expenses, and is not therefore. included. Of this 
amount $1,826 90 have been contributed by the people. The 
total expenses of the Superintendent, including disciplinary 
allowance and travelling expenses, amount to $1,337 88. This 
includes a trip to California. 

The details of finance on the California District have not 
been received, possibly they may yet arrive. I doubt not, but 
most, if not ail the current expenses of that portion of the work 
have been met by the people. 


Conclusion.—The events of the year have fully justified the wisdom of forming 
our work into a conference organization, and could we but have had in both dis- 
tricts all the appliances of Methodism, much more would have been accomplished. 
Before the present year closes, it is hoped every vacancy will be filled, and a Pre- 
siding Elder be provided for each district, besides the General Superintendent. No 
part of Methodism can be spared on this coast. The excellencies of our itinerant 
system over every local organization are most obvious, and the great value of our 
system of lay preaching is equally clear. For nearly two years our ministers have 
been carrying the bread of life to the cabin of the hardy emigrant along some parts 
of this coast, but never so fully as during the past year; and although no very special 
revival has taken place, many souls have been converted, many more backslidden 
members of the Church have been reclaimed and reinstated in the Divine favour, 
and still many more of God’s children have been strengthened and encouraged in 
their pilgrimage to heaven. To God be all the glory. There has been abundant 
reason also for the deepest humility before God. “ Iniquity abounds, and the love 
of many waxes cold.” Error, in its vilest forms, and most alluring drapery, stalks 
abroad at noonday. ‘The agencies of evil put forth more enterprise and effort in 
the cause of darkness, than, it is to be feared, do the friends of light for the promo- 
tion of holiness. That we are not more wise to win souls, and skilful in turing 
many to righteousness, and more enterprising to do good, is both our misfortune 
and our sin. We hope for mercy and grace through the merits of Jesus Christ. 


, Salem, Oregon Territory, September 23, 1850. 
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Foreign German Hlission. 


Few events in the history of modern missionary enterprise 
have been more surprising and hopeful than the recent estab- 
lishment and great success and expansion of the mission of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in the free city of Bremen and its 
vicinity. The first missionary, the Rev. L. S. Jacoby, reached 
Bremen in October, 1849, and at the present time—that is, in 
about eighteen months (to May 1st, 1851)—the mission has 
been reinforced by three additional missionaries and their wives, 
and two assistant missionaries ; and has been expanded beyond 
the city of Bremen, forming a regular circuit of some twenty 
appointments.* ‘Two of these are in Bremen, with large saloons 
fitted up for public worship; one is in Bremerhaven, (or port 
of Bremen,) with a commodious recom fitted up; one in the 
large village of Hastedt, three miles from Bremen, containing 
three thousand five hundred inhabitants, and no parish church, 
here the mission has a room fitted up; one in the still larger 
town of Vegesack; and others in smaller villages, and in large 
farm-houses. In several of these appointments Churches have 
been formed, and small classes in others; and the whole work 
is regularly organized into a quarterly conference, and is under 
the superintendence of the Rev. L. 8S. Jacoby. 

Connected with the mission are several Sunday schools, con- 
taining in all about eight hundred children. Also a regular 
book and publishing department, from which are issued a semi- 
monthly religious paper, called the Evangelist, various tracts 
and books suitable to the state of Germany and calculated to 
diffuse evangelical religion. One of the most remarkable signs 
of Divine favour in this mission is, the readiness with which a 
respectable house in Bremen became publisher for the mission. 
This department has received large and valuable aid from the 
American Bible Society—at one time five hundred dollars’ 
worth of Bibles and Testaments for sale and distribution, and 
at another time a donation of three hundred Testaments for the 
use of the Sunday schools. 

One of the most valuable functions of this mission is, to influ-

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ence the thousands of emigrants who embark at Bremerhaven 
for the United States. This is done by one of the missionaries 
and an assistant missionary or colporteur, visiting the emigrants 
before they embark and when on board ship, and conversing 
with them, distributing tracts among them, and, when practica- 
ble, praying with them. Great pains are taken to give them 
good advice and instructions how to proceed when they arrive 
in the United States, so as to escape the land sharks that live 
by preying upon the inexperienced foreigner in a strange land. 
Those that are Protestants, or accessible, are instructed where 
and how to find Protestant worship in the United States. 
While this process is going on at Bremerhaven, we have mis- 
sionaries in New-York, Philadelphia, and Ralston charged 
with giving attention to the emigrants as soon as they arrive, 
Frequently they are visited on ship-board, and advised and 
cared for, as had been done at their departure from Germany. 
Thus the mission in Germany, and our German missionaries 
in the United States, work’ together for the German emigrants 
that flock to our shores. 

The effects of the mission at Bremen are already being felt 
in other parts of Germany. It is strengthening by its autho- 
rized visits the Wesleyan mission in the kingdom of Wirtem- 
berg, in the vicinity of Stuttgard. 

By the time this Report is spread abroad, a branch of this 
mission will have been established in the free city of Hamburgh, 
unless some unexpected hinderance arise. 

When we remember that every great religious movement 
which has made an impression on the Christian world within the 
last five hundred years, commenced in Germany, we see clearly 
that Germany bears the same relation to Europe and the world in 
areligious pointof view, that,Francedoes ina political. “A revo- 
Jution in France is a revolution in Europe,” has passed intoa pro- 
verb. With as good reason may we say, a reformation, or revival 
of evangelical religion, in Germany, will be followed by a corre- 
sponding movement in the Christian Churches generally. ‘The 
reformation in doctrine and worship commenced in Germany 
in the sixteenth century: a century later evangelical religion 
began to appear in Germany, and produced the vital and moral 
religious experience and power which now characterize Pro- 
testant Churches to so great an extent in Europe and America, 
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and in Asia and Africa. It produced also the spirit and 
system of modern Protestant missions, which are leavening the 
whole world. 

For a century past the life and power of evangelical religion 
has been nearly extinct in Germany. It remained only with a 
few small communities, and a few individuals. The great 
mass of the German people, the higher, middle, and lower classes, 
became sceptical after the French revolution of 1789 which 
swept over Europe. A generation passed away in a trial of the 
French infidel philosophy, and the heart of Germany yearned for 
something better. In feeling for this better something—for God, 
Rationalism naturally sprung from the preceding infidel philoso- 
phy. Another generation passed away in experiment on Ration- 
alistic Christianity ; and the consequence was, that the heart of 
Germany yearned for something in religion that it could feel 
and know. 

While this state of the German mind was in process of form- 
ing, a few of her most learned and religious men in the univer- 
sities and principal Churches had dug down to the fountains of 
living water, and caused the streams to flow out. But they 
were perturbed by the dregs of a Rationalistic Christianity ; 
yet they prepared the mind and heart of Germany for a better 
day. Concurrent with this internal movement in Germany, 
was a wonderful, but, for a time, unexplained, movement going 
on in the United States. The children of Germany were flock- 
ing to our shores, and mixing with our people. It pleased 
God to move the hearts of thousands of them, (as may be seen 
in the preceding pages on our German missions in the United 
States ;) and they became not only thoroughly convinced, but 
thoroughly converted. Among them were men of strength, 
some of education, and many of great enterprise and self-denial. 
All these converts immediately began to report by letters to 
their kindred in Germany the wonderful work of God which 
they had seen and experienced among us. Some desired that a 
deputation should go back to Germany, and see whether there 
was not an opening for an evangelical mission in their 
fatherland. 'The Church authorized the Rev. William Nast to 
visit Germany. He did so, returned, and reported that the 
land was ready. As quickly as possible the Rev. L. S. Jacoby 
was despatched to Bremen to establish a mission. 'The results 
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have been indicated above; and the details now follow. Let 
the Church read and ponder well ; and remember, the evange- 
lization of Germany is the evangelization of the world, to a 
great extent.

Report of the Superintendent, L. S. Jacopy, dated March 1st, 1851. 


Bremen Sration. 


This is under my own particular pastoral care ; and if we are not able to report 
the growth of our little society as we would wish, we have still to acknowledge that 
the Lord is with us, and that souls have been awakened and converted. The 
society consists now of twenty-three members on trial, and twenty-eight in full con- 
nexion—most of them converted and faithful to their profession. I have received 
fifty-eight on trial since the beginning of the mission. One left for St. Louis, where 
he is now a useful member; two young meni left for their home ; one brother died 
in full triumph of faith; and three were dismissed. There are at present several 
families walking with us, and I doubt not that they will join us next quarterly 
meeting. Our meetings are held:— 

1. In the Kramer-Amthouse. Here we have a saloon twenty-five feet by 
seventy, arranged for service. We meet here Sunday night, and have still a full 
house, though not more crowded, for there are now two evening services in the 
city. We have from three hundred to four hundred hearers. Wednesday night 
we have from one hundred and twenty to two hundred present. I never have 
met with a more attentive congregation than I have here. 

2. I preach every two weeks, Saturday night, in the entry of a large house on 
Grosslinger-Deich, a suburb of Bremen. My congregation is about one hundred 
and twenty to one hundred and fifty persons. The Lord has blessed his word in 
the awakening of souls. We hope the Board will permit us to rent this house, and 
we will try to commence a Sunday school as soon as we can find sufficient teachers. 

3. Monday night we have prayer meeting in my house. This meeting has been

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so well attended since New-Year, that two rooms have been generally crowded. 
There are from fifty to seventy persons present. 

4. Tuesday, two classes meet. 

5. Thursday, the third class meets in my house. 

6. Friday, I hold Bible class with the teachers of the Sunday school. 

You may be assured that the mission has already gained many friends among 
its former opposers. 

A very flourishing Sunday school is annexed to this part of the mission, which 
meets in the Kramer-Amthouse Sunday afternoon, from half-past two till half-past 
four—sometimes till five. I have to attend to this school as superintendent; and 
it will be some time before the superintendent can be made free from this hard, 
but highly important office. We have on an average two hundred and fifty children 
in attendance, who are divided into twenty-three Testament classes, and eight 
infant classes, with thirty-one teachers. We have a library of one hundred and 
n'nety-five volumes; one vice-superintendent, one secretary, one librarian. The 
Testament classes learn from the Scripture by heart; and the infants, hymns out of 
our Sunday-School Hymnbook. We have reason to believe that a great deal of 
good has already been done; and parents and children express their gratitude 
toward our American brethren. The children are now occupied in making small 
presents for America, to prove to friends there that they love the Sunday school. 


Bremen Crrcuit.—fev. C. H. Doering and Lewis Nippert, Missionaries; 
W. Fiegé, Helper. 

1. Bremerhaven, (Bremen,) a town not far from the mouth of the Weser, the 
harbour of the Bremen vessels and others. The town may contain about five 
thousand inhabitants, who make their living mostly by the poor sailors and emi- 
grants. There is a great deal of wickedness committed in this place, as is gener- 
ally the case in these seatowns, We preach here in the winter season every two 
weeks, butin the summer weekly. A loft story has been rented and fitted up for 
preaching ; the rent is 80 R. gold a year; the place will held about three hundred 
persons. Our congregation in attendance is very attentive ; and here we have not 
yet had the least disturbance, although, on account of the wickedness prevailing 
in this place, we might expect it otherwise. The most of our hearers are work- 
men, ship carpenters, and now and then a few sailors—but not many, as most of 
them have either to load or unload the vessels on Sunday, or are spending their 
holy Sabbath in the town dancing and drinking. Our success among the emigrants 
is not as we anticipated. Their heads are in general so full of America—so many 
visionary plans for the future are laid out, that only a few of them will listen to our 
spiritual advices; and only afew of them attend our preaching, as our place is rather 
out of their way, being at one end of the town, and the house where the emigrants 
stay at the other. But our tracts are liberally distributed among them by our col- 
porteurs, and many books and Testaments sold to them; and by this we hope to 
sow the seed of eternal life, the fruit of which may be reaped there. We hope 
soon to form aclasshere. We have here aschool, with about twelve teachers and 
one hundred and thirty children. 

2. Vegesack, (Bremen,) a town lying on the Weser, with about five thousand 
inhabitants, about ten miles distant from Bremen. This place is mostly inhabited by 
sea-faring men and their families. The mostof the captains of the Bremenvessels have 
their families here : about one hundred of them are said to live here. On account 
of the violent disturbance we had here, we preach at present every two weeks, on 
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Sabbath afternoon ; but soon we shall commence again weekly, as the feeling 
seems to abate a little. The offenders are yet under legal investigation, and so far 
no other attempt has been made. A great deal of bad, mean, and low falsehoods 
was written against us in their weekly paper, but seems now to cease ; and the 
reason is, they have to pay for it. They first thought the editor of the paper 
would receive their communications without charge; but he, as we understood, 
having sent his bills to the contributors, they have ceased to write. Also we have 
had the honour to be represented on their theatre, a low caricature ; but also of 
this the people got tired, and they won’t go any more. Notwithstanding all this, 
our congregations have continued to be large. The hall holds from three hundred 
to four hundred persons, and is generally well filled, and often over crowded. But 
yet it will be hard to form here a society, as every influence is used against us. 
The Lord has blessed here our labours in the awakening and conversion of some 
precious souls; and this is especially what we want, even if we are not permitted 
always to reap the fruit of our labours, if they become only a salt in their own 
Church. We had opened here a Sabbath school with fair prospects; but on ac- 
count of this disturbance we gave it up for the present, but intend soon to com- 
mence it again. For the hall which we occupy, we have to pay 200 gold rix- . 
dollars rent, an enormous price ; but yet we could obtain none cheaper for our 
purpose ; but a part of this rent will be made up by our collections. 

3. Hastedt, (Bremen,) a place containing only one street, but stretching about 
three miles, one hour distant from Bremen. It may number from one thousand five 
hundred to two thousand inhabitants, mostly workmen labouring in Bremen, or 
farming the land. The moral condition of this place seems to be low, and perhaps 
only a few attend the Church service: having none in their midst, they have to 
go to Bremen, with which they are connected. Here we met in the beginning 
with some opposition, but it has ceased. We have rented the upper part of a house, 
fitted it up for preaching, and when finished it will contain from two hundred to 
two hundred and fifty persons. For this room we pay 80 gold rix-dollars rent. 
Our congregation here is on the increase: we preach every Sabbath afternoon : 
the Spirit of the Lord is manifestly at work. We hold a prayer meeting every 
two weeks, and a small class, with four attending, has been formed. We have 
here a Sabbath school, with thirteen teachers and one hundred and seventy chil- 
dren; but every exertion is made to get our children away. 

4, Buntenthorsteinweg, a suburb of Bremen, which is considered as the residence 
of the refuse, but each of them possessing a precious soul, for which the Saviour died. 
Also here the upper part of a house is fitted for worship, containing about two hun- 
dred and fifty persons, for which a rent of 80 gold rix-dollars is to be paid; and we 
had to lease it for five years. We preach here twice a week, on Sunday and in 
the week. The place which we occupy now is not so well attended as the tavern 
where we preached first, being more in the midst of them, and the other nearer to 
town. Our hearers, at the present, average on the week evening sixty to seventy 
persons—on Sabbath far less, as most of them are perhaps too poor to appear de- 
cently at church, or are at work. We have here a very interesting Sabbath school, 
with twenty teachers and two hundred children on record. Also here efforts are 
made to get the children away. With some they have succeeded; but others 
geem much to be attached to us. Although we for the present have not the oppor- 
tunity which we wish to do good to the parents, we can do good to their children. 

5. Walle, (Bremen,) a country village, about one hour distant from Bremen. 
Our appointment is here every two weeks. We preach here in a private house, 
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on an open floor—from fifty to seventy hearers in general present. Some are un- 
der religious impressions, a few converted, but no class has been formed. The 
country people of Bremen are not so accessible as those of Hanover and Bruns- 
wick, and a great deal more attached to their Church; having also the most of 
them evangelical preachers, which is notso much the case in Hanover and Bruns- 
wick. . 

6. Tenevre, (Bremen,) a village lying on the boundary line of Bremen and Han- 
over; and the house where we preach is just the last one, and on the boundary 
line. Being prohibited to preach in the kingdom of Hanover, we began to preach 
here, in order to give the people living around there an opportunity to hear us here 
unmolested ; and they come also from two to three hours’ distance for this purpose, 
Also here we preach on an open floor in a private house, for which privilege we 
have to pay 1 gold rix-dollar each evening. From three hundred to four hundred 
persons are present. 

7. Oberneuland, (Bremen,) a village about two hours distant from Bremen, 
This is a new appointment, where we have preached only twice, and this by in- 
vitation. A basket-maker living here attended our preaching in Tenevre, was 
there awakened, and the last time we saw him, he professed to have found peace 
with God. He invited us to preach in his own house, and the last time from 
three hundred to four hundred persons were present. We visited the minister 
having charge of this congregation, and were very kindly received by him. 

8. Huihting, (Bremen,) a village one hour distant from Bremen. We preach 
also here in a private house, on the open floor. Our congregations are over 
crowded, perhaps four hundred persons present—even the chicken-coop near the 
ceiling is filled with little fellows, (children,) popping their heads out and listening 
attentively to our discourse; rather a strange sight, but showing the desire and 
hunger after the bread of life, even of the younger generation. 

9. Lankenau, (Bremen,) one hour and a quarter distant from Bremen. We 
preach here in a dancing saloon, containing from three hundred to four hundred 
persons, and at their own request. 

10. Raplinghausen, (Bremen,) one hour distant from Bremen, and a quarter of an 
hour of Lankenau ; both villages belonging to the charge of the future father-in- 
law of Brother Nippert. We preach in both places on the same evening, and also 
here in a dancing saloon; and the reason is, our congregations on the separate 
evenings we preached were so’ crowded that even the lights could not burn. As 
both places have only been lately taken up in our appointments, we cannot report 
here any fruit of our labour. 

11. Dwobeck, (Oldenhurg,) a village near Delmerhorst, about ten miles distant 
from Bremen. We preach here every two weeks, ina private house on the 
open floor. The man and wife where we preach seem to be under conviction. 
We have here many attentive hearers, and some prospects perhaps soon of form- 
ing a class. 

12. Hasbergen, (Oldenburg,) a village about nine miles distant from Bremen. 
The preacher whom they have here has been sick for several years, not being able 
to preach, and perhaps may not be able for years to come ; but yet the people have 
to keep him, and they have here occasionally preaching by others in the neighbour- 
hood, it being then that he obtains a candidate to help him. I visited him: he: 
seems to be a pious man, and his affliction is becoming a blessing to his soul. 

The Grand Duchy of Oldenburg is yet open to us—no obstruction, so far, in our 
way to preach, as they have also here adopted the so-called Grund-Recht; but 
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how long, it is rather doubtful—as very probably, as it is ramoured already, those 
of the German States who have adopted them, will be compelled by the Diet to 
give them up. The religious state of the country of Oldenburg seems to be de- 
plorable, as only a few true evangelical preachers, as we are told, can be found. 

13. Baden, (Hanover.) As we are forbidden to preach here publicly, we hold a 
private meeting, and lead the class, which is formed here of eleven members, 
although more would join us if we had free hands. 

14. Witzew, (Brunswick.) Here we had a serious disturbance: whether we shall 
continue there to preach, we do not know yet. We have formed here a very 
interesting class' of twelve members, mostly belonging to Morsum and neigh- 
bourhood : many of the people here are under conviction, and seeking, and others 
quite converted—therefore the rage of Satan and the persecution of the wicked. 

15. Theidinghausen, (Brunswick.) A very good and attentive congregation we 
had here until now ; the religious interest manifested there seemed to be on the 
increase ; but violent efforts will probably be made to oppose us, and likely we 
may be forbidden to preach here, although the lawis in our favour, granting re- 
ligious liberties—but the excuse will be, we are foreigners, this privilege being only 
granted to their own citizens ; but in this case we shall attend here to our members» ’ 
as also here we have a class of thirteen, and for the protection of our persons we 
have probably to apply to our ambassador in Berlin. 

The last time Brother Nippert was preaching in Theidinghausen, the tavern- 
keepers there hired a man to take a bottle of whisky along and drink it there : 
but during preaching he got uneasy, he did not know what to do with his bottle ; got 
ashamed that the devil had hired him for such a wicked purpose ; stole away after- 
wards, mightily scolding the tavern-keepers that they had made such a tool of him. 

Our preaching on these open floors is very hard, and nearly breaks us down, 
as we have to preach on them three or four times a-week. It is the same labour 
as to preach in the open air at our camp-meetings, but the Lord has so far given 
us strength and health to perform this ardous labour. 

We have on our field of labour thirty-six members on probation, three Sunday 
schools, forty-five teachers, and five hundred children. 


The above report, except the first part of it, which refers to 
the Bremen Station, was drawn up by Brothers Doering and 
Nippert. We now proceed with Brother Jacoby’s report. 
Waltersdorf Mission mentioned below, has not heretofore been 
reported to the Board, nor has the Board yet authorized its ex- 
penses. Brother Jacoby’s own account will explain how he 
was induced to incorporate it into his report. It may yet be- 
come an important part of the Foreign Mission. Time will 
disclose. 


WattersporF Mision.—Ehrhardt Wunderlich, Helper. 

This mission lies in a part of the Grand Duchy of Weimar, surrounded by 
Saxony. Our Brother Wunderlich, who has been converted at Dayton, Ohio, 
had, by reason of military affairs, to return to his native country. He has been an 
instrument in the hand. of God to do there a great deal of good. Souls have 
been converted, and twenty-six persons joined together in a class after the genera] 
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rules of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Brother Wunderlich leads class on Sun- 
day noon, preaches in the evening in a beautiful dancing saloon, which one of the 
members had built two years ago for that purpose, but has now been changed into 
achapel. He preaches there likewise once a week, holds prayer meetings and 
preaches in several other villagesin the neighbourhood. He is likewise very active 
in distributing Tracts, selling Bibles and Testaments and our publications. I visit- 
ed-him in February, and have been surprised and rejoiced to see what a work 
the Lord has commenced there. 


Our Corrortace.—Brothers €. Poppe and C. Nahrman, Colporteurs. 


The principal occupations of our brethren have been in the last year:— 

First—To yisit a great part of the Bremen District, some part of Oldenburg 
and Hanover, (Brother Nahrman has been nearly two months in Hamburg,) with 
Bibles and books of our own publications, and of other good authors, Baxter, Bun- 
yan, Gossner, &c., and Tracts. They visited from house to house, and conversed 
where they got an opportunity on the subject of religion, sold Bibles and books, 
and distributed tracts, 

Second.—One of them spends, at the time of emigration, generally twice a 
month, three or four days with the emigrants at Bremerhaven, and tries to be as 
useful amongst them as possible. 

Third.—They accompany generally brethren to their country appointments, to 
assist them, and to distribute tracts. 

Fourth.—Brother Poppe has assisted me lately, sometimes in copying German 
letters. 

Fifth.—They have invited people to attend meeting, and children to attend 
Sunday school, 

Our brethren have been very useful in the work, have sold most of the books 
that have been sold, and distributed a good many tracts. 

Brother Feldman, one of our class-leaders, spends a great part of the Sabbath 
with his library, one hundred and thirty-one volumes. He visits the people, 
changes books, distributes tracts, exhorts his subscribers, and prays with them; 
he invites them to attend to meeting, and has done much good. We pay him to 
carry about the Evangelist to the subscribers; by which occasion he tries to get 
more subscribers, and to sell books. 

Brother Ropke, our class leader at Theidinghausen, has tried to sell Bibles and 
books, and has distributed a good many tracts in his neighbourhood. 

Brother Wunderlich, at Waltersdorf, can indeed be regarded as one of our 
Colporteurs, for he has sold a good many Bibles, Testaments and books, and dis- 
tributed many tracts in the neighbourhood. He will now begin to go from house 
to house, and I doubt not his labours will be blessed. 

Bremen Tract Society.—This Society has raised till now, R. Gold 966 31 grote,

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We have now published till to-day about twenty-two different tracts, on about 
1,372,000 pages; amongst them, “The Articles of Faith and General Rules of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church.” “A Defence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church against False Accusations.” “A sermon on the New Birth, from Fletcher.” 
« A Call to the Unconverted, from C. Wesley.” ‘Family Duty, a Sermon from J. 
Wesley.” «Methodism Nothing than the Religion of the Bible, from J. Wesley.” 
‘¢The True Christian, or the Character of a True Methodist, from J. Wesley.” “ On 
the Consecration of the Sabbath-day.” « A short Demonstration of the Authenticity 
of the Scriptures and amazing Credulity of Deists, taken from Fletcher’s Appeal.” 
«Warning and Advice to Emigrants.” We have published, and sell, “ Rules for 
Holy Living, from Newstead ;” which have profited both saints and sinners. We 
have now in the press, from Fletcher, ‘An Address to the Serious Reader, Who 
inquires ‘What must I do to be saved ””” We have distributed more than 800,000 
pages of our own, and about 80,000 pages from the tracts of the American Tract 
Society. Much good has been done by our tracts, and prejudices are vanishing 
against Methodism where they are read, May the Lord bless the donors! We 
hope they will continue to assist us in this great undertaking, which was in the 
past year in the hand of God, one of the principal reasons of our success in 
Germany. In how many thousands of families these little ambassadors have en- 
tered in the past year, and what good there has been done by them, the great day 
of the Lord will reveal, 

The Evangelist, a semi-weekly publication, of large quarto sheet. I can say 
that this paper has been received very favourably. Its contents are generally as 
follows :—First, practical religion, as well in articles on Scripture passages or 
seyeral religious subjects, as likewise demonstrated by true examples. Second, 
gur own Church history, doctrines, usages, defence, &c. Third, Missionary 
notices; then, alternately, Sabbath, temperance, for parents, generally an epitome 
of the latest news from the United States, and everything that can interest 
emigrants. We have nearly three hundred subscribers in Bremen and neighbour- 
hood, and about four hundred through all Germany, mostly paid by their friends in 
the United States. The great reason why we have no more subscribers, is because 
money is so very scarce amongst the middle class in Germany. Our Evangelist 
is neither written in an elegant language nor displays learning enough to interest 
the higher class. «To the poor the Gospel is preached.” 

Our Book Publications.—Besides the publications mentioned under the head of 
Tract Society, we have published :—First, our German Hymn Book, in a very 
cheap edition. We have from one thousand copies only three hundred left, and 
will be obliged to have a new edition. We shall then print it like the English, in 
stanzas, and in small size, the people seem to prefer it. Second, Wesley’s Sermons, 
one volume; an edition of one thousand copies has sold very well, and I expect 
that we have sold nearly half. Third, a Sunday-school Hymn Book, which adds a 
great deal to the interest of our school. Besides our own publications, we have 
works of Bunyan, Baxter, Gossner, and other good German authors, which we 
sell at small or no profit, to promote religious reading among the people. We 
had sold till New-year about 600 R. Gold worth of Books. 

Bible Depository. With our books we have a Bible Depository, which was 
kindly provided for us by the American Bible Society. We had sold till New- 
year, for about 330 R. Gold, Bibles and Testaments, and distributed gratuitously 
R. Gold 17 27 grote worth. We are very careful in giving away Scriptures, we 
rather sell them under cost. We doubt not that the American Bible Society will 
continue to support us in this great cause. 
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Sontl) America. 


The Church scarcely sees this mission. Probably it is hard 
to make her see it in its true light. It is far away, not large ; 
‘not among heathen or savages; and therefore does not strike 
| the Church so directly and ee Yet it is a mission of 
interest and value, and deserves the sympathy and prayers of 
the Church. Indeed we ought to have several other missions 
in South America: we ought to have one in each large com- 
mercial city where there is a Protestant population ; particularly 
at Rio Janeiro and Monte Video. 

The objects of these missions are :—1. T'o take care of the 
Protestant population in these Roman Catholic cities and 
countries. It is our duty to administer to their spiritual wants, 
and thus, with the blessing of God, save their souls. It is our 
duty also to educate their children, especially i in the Sunday 
schools, in the principles and worship of the Protestant Churches, 
and thus raise up a Protestant population in the midst of the 
Roman Catholic cities and states. 2. This leads us to state 
that another important object of these missions is to present an 
example to the Catholic population of the pure simple Chris- 
tianity enjoyed by Protestants, and thus gradually win them to 
embrace it. It is neither the policy nor the desire of these mis- 
sions to interfere with the political or ecclesiastical institutions 
of South America, only so far as the light and example of the 
missions shall influence the public mind. 

It is proper to say that these missions, when once established, 
are of very little expense to the Board. The mission to Buenos 
Ayres, the report of which follows, has not drawn upon the 
treasury for any money during the last year. Its current ex- 
penses were met by the Society there for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge.

To rae CorREsPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Brotusr,—The history of our mission during the past year, furnishes us 
with no remarkable incidents with which to diversify our report. We have pur- 
sued the even tenor of our way. Blessed, it is true, every day blessed, and 
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blessed in a variety of ways; but God always blesses. We have had peace and 
prosperity in a sufficient degree to encourage hope, and inspire thankfulness. 


Statistics. 


We shall not report quite so many in connexion with the Church as we did last 
year. Of the thirty-five Church members then reported, we have lost five. ‘Three 
were permitted to withdraw, because of neglecting class; one withdrew, having be- 
come a Mormon; and the fifth we lost by death. Of the sixteen probationers then 
reported, seven have been received into full membership; three remain on proba- 
tion, not having been present at our love-feasts to be admitted ; three were dropped 
for non-attendance at class ; one removed to California; one not eligible for ad- 
mission ; and one lost by death. 

During the year we have received one from a sister Church, and seven on pro- 
bation. Two of the probationers have been admitted into full membership, and 
five remain still on trial. Consequently, we have now forty Church members, and 
eight probationers. Increase of Church members, five ; decrease of probationers, 
eight ; nett decrease for the year, three.

DEATHS. 


Death is ours. From our losses by death we are privileged to gather hope. The 
probationer, Mrs. Sarah Battely, a native of England, died at the age of fifty-two. 
She had suffered greatly, and a long time, from asthma and dropsy. We have 
reason to believe that death was a happy release. 

Samuel Gay Greenwood died at the age of twenty-eight. He was a good man, 
and an active Christian. He lived with the feeling that he should do something 
for the cause of his Master ; and he did it. I doubt whether he has left behind 
him one more constant in efforts to do good. He rests from his labours. 


OrFicEes OF THE CHURCH. 
Marriages—We have during the year celebrated eight marriages. 1 
Baptisms.—We have baptized, in the same time, one adult and forty children. 
Burials —We have attended fourteen funerals, 
The increase of service in these departments indicates, we think, an extending 
influence of your mission in this city. 
ConGREGATION. 


The attendance upon the public services is good. As J remarked in a letter of 
October last to the Board, there are as many seats rented as our church con- 
tains. This fact induced some to think that galleries were necessary. The esti- 
mated cost of the erection was about $14,000 currency. About $10,000 was secured 
on pledge by the treasurer, Mr. Fay ; but the committee of the Society for the Pro- 
motion of Christian Worship, thought it not advisable to put them up. 


SapBatTH ScHooL. 


Our Sabbath school has been unusually flourishing during the past year. Of 
this department I furnished you a report in October last. The number of scholars 
on our books is about two hundred and forty ; officers and teachers, twenty-seven, 
The attendance has been much improved. 


Finances. 

These are in a good condition. Notwithstanding considerable extra expense in 

furnishing’ the church with some new lamps, blinds, and a stove, the treasurer’s 
report shows a considerable balance in favour of the congregation. |

PROPERTY. 


The property of the mission isin good condition. The parsonage is in good 
repair, and we find it a very comfortable and pleasant residence. The church 
perhaps will require the expenditure of a few dollars during the coming year. 

Our projected mission for the surrounding country remains zn statu quo. We 
have done all we can. The petition is before his Excellency the Governor, and 
has been fora long time. We are awaiting his decision thereon. If favourable, 
we would be ready for our missionary immediately. 

This report I have endeavoured to condense as much as possible, and yet give 
you a clear view of our affairs. My last year’s report was very long—much too 
long and particular, I perceive, for publication. We purpose, dear brethren, the 
coming year to pursue the path of duty, trusting inthe Lord. Pray for us. 


SKETCH OF THE SABBATH SCHOOL OF THE MISSION. 


The first Protestant worship in this city was held in the house of Mr. Dickson, 
an English gentleman, on Sunday, 19th November, 1820. It was conducted by 
Mr. James Thompson, an agent of the “ British and Foreign School Society,” by 
expounding the Scriptures, exhortation, and prayer. Nine persons were present, 
all males. Mr. Thompson arrived in this country in 1818, under the auspices of 
the above-named society, but at this time receiving a salary from this government, 
as superintendent of common schools, conducted on the Lancasterian system. 

Early in the year 1821, the religious meeting was removed to the house of Mr. 
William Tate, a Scotchman, who resided in the dwelling now adjoining the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. On Sunday, the 23d of March, 1821, the first Sunday 
school was opened, with four boys and three girls—seven scholars. 

The religious services and Sunday school were conducted by Messrs. Thompson 
and Tate, conjointly, until May, 1821, when Mr. Thompson left for Chili. Mr. Tate 
then took sole charge, and continued both until his departure for England, in the 
early part of 1822, when they were suspended. 

In October, 1823, Rev. Messrs. Brigham and Parvin arrived here from the United 
States. In the following February, Mr. Tate also returned with his family. Protest. 
ant worship was then again commenced in his dwelling; and in March, 1824, the 
Sunday school was again reopened. Both were now conducted under the joint 
supervision of Messrs. Brigham and Parvin, until Mr. Brigham left; and then by 
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the Rev. Mr. Parvin, until his return to the United States in the latter part of 1825, A 
suspension of a few months followed this departure. 

But in April, 1826, we find the meeting for exhortation, prayer, &c., and the 
school, recommenced in the dwelling of Mr. Tate. Rey. Mr. Parvin returning 
soon after, the religious meeting and school were removed to his house in July, 
1826. Mr. Parvin always preached in the evening, and either preached or read a 
sermon in the morning. The school was held in the afternoon. There were at 
this time about twenty scholars in the school. 

In the beginning of the year 1827, Rev Mr. Torrey arrived here from the United 
States. He commenced his labours in connexion with Mr. Parvin. He immedi- 
ately became very active in the Sabbath school cause; and in a few months after 
his arrival, in May, 1827, there were fifty-one scholars, and among them a class 
of Spanish children. 

About this time, the Rey. Mr. Armstrong, the English clergyman, commenced a 
singing school for the children, which met on Sunday morning; and from this 
originatéd the Sabbath school proper, in connexion with the English Church. 

Mr. Torrey’s school, as we will now designate it, had two sessions in the day, 
morning and afternoon. In July, 1827, the first library was commenced: each 
teacher contributed the books he had which were suitable, and solicited others 
from his friends. 

The first Sunday-school celebration was held on Sunday, July 15, 1827, at which 
rewards were distributed to fifty-two scholars: there were sixty present—eight 
were not entitled to reward. The Spanish class was addressed in Spanish before 
receiving their rewards. Mr. Gilbert, an American gentleman, was teacher of this 
class during this year. 

From this time the Sabbath school prospered greatly, Mr. Torrey bestowing 
much of his time and attention on it, until his visit to Corrientes, in 1835. His effi- 
cient connexion with the school seems then to have ceased. Mr. Junor (still a 
member of our Church) now took charge of the school, as superintendent. Rev. 
Mr. Torrey, after his return from Corrientes, preached several times, but soon 
entered as chaplain on board an American sloop of war. This wasin the begin- 
ning of the year 1836, and the school was soon after suspended. 

In December, 1836, the Rev. Mr. Dempster arrived here from the United States. 
He organized a Sabbath school in 1837, commencing with a few scholars and some 
five teachers. ‘This school was directly connected with the Methodist Episcopal 
mission, and has continued in connexion therewith ever since, with but one short 
intermission until the present time, which was in 1842, during the erection of the 
church, and the interval that elapsed between Mr. Dempster’s final departure, and 
the arrival of the Rey. Mr. Norris, in’ December of the same year. 

Rey. Mr. Norris reopened the school in January, 1843, with nine teachers, and 
the names of fifty children on the register. The school was conducted with sue- 
cess under the administration of Mr. Norris, until his departure in August, 
1847. 

In his report for that year we find the statistics of the school as follows :—One 
superintendent, twelve teachers, ninety-six scholars, and four hundred and twenty 
volumes in the library. Such was the condition of the school three years ago. We 
have now one superintendent, one librarian, twenty-three teachers, and two hun- 
dred and twenty-nine scholars. The number of books in the two libraries, amount 
to about six hundred and fifty volumes. 
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The past year has been one of great prosperity with our school. It has increased 
until we scarcely have room in the church to accommodate the various classes, 
without interfering with each other. 

Such is a sketch of Sabbath schools in Buenos Ayres, as accurate as we have 
been able to make it; and we believe it does not, vary from the truth of history in 
any important particular. It will be thirty years next March since the first school 
was opened in the dwelling of Mr. Tate, with seven scholars. The increase has 
been more than thirty-fold in this single school, not reckoning the schools of other 
Churches.

China. 


China and India are the only remaining strongholds of 
idolatry in the earth. India is penetrated by Christian ‘influ- 
ence and Christian missions from the sea-coast on the south, 
to the Punjaub, almost on its northern extremity. Confidence 
in the ancient religion is shaken everywhere, and attention 
is being turned strongly towards the religion of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The missions to China were commenced much later than 
those to India, and have been prosecuted under much greater 
disadvantages. Yet they have constantly increased within the 
last quarter of acentury in number and strength, and have 
gained upon the confidence and attention of the Chinese peo- 
ple, and have advanced still further and further into the midst 
of the population of the empire. They began in the islands, 
and along the coasts of adjoining countries to the south, where 
Chinese were found for the purpose of trade; now they are 
established within the empire, directly in contact and com- 
munication with not less than six millions of the inhabitants. 
Residences, schools and chapels are builtand peaceably occupied 
by some eighty missionaries and their families, besides assis- 
tants; so that the Christian life is exhibited to the Chinese, as 
well as the Christian doctrine published. And all this has 
been accomplished in less than half a century; and this, too, 
among a people so jealous of foreigners as to have excluded 
them for thousands of years from their country, and permitted 
them to touch their coast at only one point, and that only for 
the purpose of trade. Within ten years, four other points of 
access have been gained by treaty, and occupied ; and thus the 
entrance into China is permanently secured.

CHINA MISSION, 125 


The fruits of the mission to China, as the fruits of all mis- 
sions in old and consolidated heathen states, appear slowly. 
Perhaps the most valuable and extensive results of such mis- 
sions do not appear for ages. Confidence in the old religion 
must be destroyed ; conviction in favour of the new must be 
produced ; and when this is done, old habits, as well as the 
native enmity of the human heart, must be overcome and 
changed, and new forms of thought and feeling are to be 
introduced and incorporated into society. It will require 
centuries to obtain these results. So was it in the case 
of the Apostolic Mission in the old Pagan Roman empire. 
It was probably twelve years before this mission produced any 
fruit among the heathen idolators. It was not until the calling 
of Saul and Barnabas at Antioch, (Acts xiii,) that the mission 
to the heathen began to take effect, and Antioch became the 
centre of the Apostolic Mission to the Gentiles, and Paul the 
master spirit of this mission. And even then, the mission ad- 
vanced slowly,—how slowly we may judge from the fact, that 
it was at least one hundred and fifty years before churches 
were allowed to be built and consecrated for public Christian 
worship: it was not until A. D. 388 that the Roman empire 
was sufficiently leavened with the influences of Christianity, to 
enable a vote to be carried in the Senate, and that too in the 
presence of a Christian emperor, (Theodosius,) declaring that 
henceforth the religion of Jesus should be the religion of the 
empire ; and it required more than 1,000 years for the progress 
of the Gospel to extinguish paganism throughout the Roman 
world. 

This rapid sketch of the slow progress of the Apostolic 
Mission in the Roman world, is given for the purpose of show- 
ing the Church that the great missionary enterprise is a work 
of time, and must be sustained by faith, sacrifice, and patience. 
Who doubts the value of the Apostolic Mission ? Look at the 
prosperity and power of the nations possessing it, and inspired 
by it. And yet, what centuries of toil, what thousands of 
martyrs, what countless millions of money did its slow progress 
cost in accomplishing the glorious and blessed results! So 
must it be with Modern Protestant Missions: so in particular 
must it be with the Christian Missions to China. ‘This 
country must be difficult of conquest by the Gospel. It is 
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possessed of regular civil and political institutions, dating back 
beyond the records or knowledge of Europe ; the people have . 
much wealth and a good share of intelligence, and a subtle 
religion which is incorporated with all their forms of life, 
thought and feeling. Yet the conquest is sure. Yea; from 
the number, power, and combinations of European Christian 
influences working with the missions proper, we may look 
for the conquest of China in a shorter time than it required to 
obtain the victory of the Pagan Roman world. But should it 
require, as in this case, 350 years to obtain a vote in the 
Chinese Senate, that henceforth the religion of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth shall be the religion of the Celestial empire ; and 
should it require a thousand years more to extinguish idolatry 
throughout the land, and erect a Christian church in every 
community, and the Christian altar in every family; and 
should all this require indescribable toil, thousands of thou- 
sands-of martyrs, and countless treasures ; yet will the Church 
say the prize is dearly bought? God ealls her to this work ; 
our brethren with others are in China,and we must not weary, 
but go forward in faith and hope; and may God grant us his 
blessing ! 

The following is the annual report of the Rev. J.D. Collins, 
Superintendent of the mission in China :— 


To tue CorRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broruer,—The suceession of events in this mission as they have arisen 
during the year, is already known to the Board through the quarterly reports 
which have been forwarded, and the letters from time to time sent to them. 
Referring to these communications for particular information relative to our opera- 
tions during the tinre specified, I propose here a more general review of our 
mission and mission field ; mcluding, so far as practicable within my brief limits, 
such a survey of the history and state of other Protestant missions to the Chinese 
as shall serve to exhibit our relative position in the great enterprise in which 
Christ’s Church is ealled to engage for the evangelization of China :— 


Review or Protestany Missions. 


Nearly half a century has elasped since the first messenger from the Protestant 
Churches came to China. The field has notbeen forsaken since. Yet, Protestant 
missions among this people are still but in their infancy. The labours in which 
they are engaged are, to a considerable extent, of a preparatory character ; and 
visible results, as compared with those in some other fields occupied an equal 
length of time, are inconsiderable. But it will not be just to infer from these facts, 
that Christian enterprise in behalf of the Chinese is useless, or that it has been 
hitherto misdirected. Considerations which its history suggests justify it in the 
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past, satisfactorily explain its present aspect, and leave an unclouded future bright 
with the radiance of Gospel promises. Up to a recent period missionaries in 
China have been destitute of official countenance and protection ; and missionary 
labourers have been discouraged by the jealousies and opposition of the authorities, 
not only of this empire but also of Christian lands. 

Dr. Morrison.—The Rev. Robert Morrison, the first Protestant Missionary to 
China, was appointed in 1807, by the London Missionary Society. Vessels sailing 
from England were not allowed to bring missionaries. to India or China ; he ac- 
cordingly proceeded to New-York, and took passage in an American ship for 
Canton, where he arrived in September of the same year. There he engaged 
quietly in the study of the language, and entered upon those literary labours with 
which, rather than with more active and public duties, his missionary life was 
occupied. The dislike of the Chinese government to foreigners and foreign 
religions, had occasioned the almost entire exclusion of the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries, and was yearly becoming stronger. The representatives of the British 
Government endeavoured strenuously to close the avenues of his approach to the 
field, instead of affording him any protection and assistance. By his retired man- 
ner of life, he escaped the particular notice of the government, and was thus 
enabled to remain in the country. Whilst he remained merely a missionary, his 
position was not materially improved. In 1809, he became translator to the East 
India Company ; and by rendering to his government those services to which no 
one else was equally competent, purchased the privilege of an undisturbed resi- 
dence in China. 

Dr. Milne.—The Rey. William Milne was sent out by the same Society, in 
the year 1813, to assist Dr. Morrison, but was not allowed to settle either at Canton 
or Macao. In 1815, after two years’ endeavour in vain to accomplish a settlement 
in Canton or its vicinity, he went with his family to Malacca. This gave rise to 

Out Stations —His attention had been turned to the great number of Chinese 
resorting for purposes of trade and employment to the coast countries of Southern 
Asia, and the islands of the Indian Archipelago. The door of entrance to 
China remaining effectually closed, these outposts continued for many years 
to be the scene, almost exclusively, of the efforts made for the conversion of 
the Chinese. 

Aninstitution of learning, the Anglo-Chinese College, was established at Malacca, 
for the purpose of instructing Chinese youth in the languages and sciences of the 
West, and of preparing such as should give evidence of vital piety for labouring 
as gospel ministers in China. A press was sent out for printing tracts and the 
Scriptures in Chinese; and to such audiences as could be collected the word was 
preached. In succeeding years the number of labourers was much increased ; 
stations were occupied at Singapore, Bankok, Penang, and on the islands of Java 
and Borneo. — All the usual means of promulgating and promoting gospel truth 
were zealously employed. Boarding-schools and day-schools were opened for the 
children, hospitals for the sick, and chapels for those whom curiosity or concern 
for their souls might prompt to enter and hear the message of salvation. In ad- 
dition, religious books were very extensively distributed, and many were sent to 
China by vessels trading to its several ports. It is estimatec that, in the progress 
of the missions at these stations without the empire, there were distributed 2,000 
copies of the Bible entire, 10,000 of the New Testament, 30,000 of separate books 
of Scripture, and 100,000 Tracts ; that 2,000 children were taught in schools, 
and that more than 100 persons, giving satisfactory evidence of saving faith in 
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Christ, were baptized. No expense can be counted too great, and no labours vain, 
which have resulted in the salvation of so many priceless souls. And doubtless 
etemity will reveal to us that but a small portion of the results of the efforts made 
are here exhibited. ¢ 

The Chinese scattered along the coast of India and in the Archipelago were 
seldom permanent residents ; they were foreigners in foreign lands, wandering in 
their habits, and looking forward to the time when their pursuits of gain should be 
crowned with such success as would enable them to return to their own country- 
The truth preached to them, like seed cast amid high and contrary winds, would 
much of it be lost to sight ; some might spring up and bear fruit where sown, and 
some might be carried to distant places; but it could not be expected to reproduce 
itself, and multiply so as to cover broad fields to gladden the heart of the husband- 
man, and fill his hand with plenty. 


Cutna OPENED. 

® Previous to the year 1840, more than fifty missionaries had been actively em- 
ployed at these several out-stations ; only five had effected a residence at Canton, 
and about the same number had remained temporarily at Macao and Hong-Kong. 
During the difficulties which about this time arose between England and China, 
and the war which ensued, circumstances were not favourable for the advance of 
the peaceable principles of the Gospel in China. When, however, in 1844, treaties 
of peace were signed between this empire and several western nations, by which 
a secure residence was secured to their citizens, at the five ports which were ac- 
eessible for trade, the opportunity was presented of offering the Gospel to the 
Chinese upon their own soil, and at their own homes. Those who were labouring 
in the out-stations hastened to occupy a field so much more promising, and from 
which they had hitherto been excluded. The missions to the Chinese in the 
Archipelago are now discontinued. The presses which were first set up there 
have been transferred to stations within the empire. The Anglo-Chinese College 
has also been removed from Malacca to Hong-Kong. Much and valuable 
literary labour had been performed, the results of which were still available. 
Several versions of the Scriptures were offered to the choice of the Churches until 
one more faithful could be prepared; many valuable tracts, embodying, illus- 
trating, or enforcing Christian truth had been translated into, or composed in 
Chinese. Moreover, a large company of experienced men, versed to a greater or 
less extent in the written and spoken languages of the people, were ready to enter 
at once upon their work at the several stations thus assigned to them. ‘The mis- 
sions in China, being a continuation of missions to the Chinese without the empire, 
have thus assumed an appearance of early maturity, and, perhaps, excited hopes 
of rapid results, which have not been fully realized. 


INCOMPLETENESS OF THE PreraraTion Mapr Aproap. 

Within the empire the missionary would find national prejudices, social influ- 
ences, and home feelings, which do not exist abroad, and with which he must be- 
come acquainted, and with reference to which he must adjust his labours. The 
dialect spoken at the station chosen, in many instances, differed from that learned 
at the one occupied before. Bible translations required immediate and thorough 
revision. Several of the maturest Chinese scholars have been engaged upon this 
work for some years, and their labours upon the New Testament have but a little 
while ago been submitted to the public .for examination, with a view to further 
amendments. New schools had to be collected, and new acquaintances among 
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the people made. Considerable time has been required to secure sites and erect 
suitable buildings for residences, chapels, and schools. Many questions which 
have arisen in the progress of this part of the work, occasioning perplexity and, 
delay, have been satisfactorily adjusted. 


CHARACTER OF THE Work. 


- 


On the character and magnitude of the preparations here glanced at, you have 
an indication of the opinions and sentiments of the missionaries concerning the 
conversion of China, viz:—That it is a great gles and must be the result of pro- 
tracted effort. 

Caurion Necessary in Recetvine Converts. 


It is especially important at the commencement of such a work, that there should 
be no deception. All reported progress should be real. Every profession of con- 
version should be sincere, in order to be accepted. One of the greatest trials of 
the faithful missionary to this people, is the doubts he is compelled to entertain, 
whether a thorough work of grace has taken place in the hearts of those who say 
they have renounced idolatry, embraced the Gospel, and wish to be admitted to its 
solemn sacraments. Grievous instances of duplicity have occurred. The Chinese 
possess, in a remarkable degree, the power of concealing beneath an impenetrable 
decorum, their real opinions and emotions. No religious scruples forbid their trifling 
with the most sacred subjects. No one of all their gods is “a jealous God.” Thus 
solicitude on the part of the missionary is kept alive. Before applicants are admitted 
to baptism and Church fellowship, the most satisfactory evidence is required that 
they “‘ have passed from death unto life.’ At all the stations, except Fuh Chau 
Fu, which was the last occupied, there are members who have given this assurance. 
Hopes are entertained of a much larger number—some of them here—that time 
will develop in their lives unquestionable fruits of the Spirit, from graces which 
seem to be already implanted in their hearts, 


DIFFICULTIES. 


A mingled superstition and scepticism, a false religion affiliated with irreligion, 
have diffused themselves throughout this vast empire. They have entered into the 
circulation of the national life, and incorporated themselves with the entire social 
system. ‘The national religion exists not by enactment, but by custom. It per- 
vades the national literature, and thus possesses a manifold power over the most 
illiterate, The observance of its rites by officers of government gives to the hum- 
blest subject who practises the same, a higher regard for them and for himself. It 
shares in the reverence with which the antiquity of their institutions inspires every 
class, and gathers an untold power from its concurrent reception by the hundreds 
of millions of the living, and the countless and mighty dead. 


OPPposITION. 


I have spoken of circumstances affecting the character and retarding the rapid 
progress of our work. You will be desirous to know how far we may expect op- 
position, and what form, if it arise, it is likely to assume. I think we have no 
cause to fear interference on the part of the Government. The officers have uni- 
formly extended to missionaries the same protection which they have to other 
citizens of western nations since the establishment of the relations now existing. 
In many instances they have taken occasion to express favourable opinions in 
respect to endeavours of missionaries to reform the people, and the moral tendency 
of the doctrines taught. I believe they have acted in good faith, and see no reason 
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to apprehend a change. The opposition we do meet with is such as must be over- 
come whenever China is evangelized, and by the same agencies as those which 
may now be employed. 

Prejudice—We meet with popular prejudice against us as foreigners, So must 
a stranger in every old country, to a certain extent. But we shall not reckon as 
an impassable barrier to the Gospel that which it has so many times overcome in 
its triumphant progress through Europe. 


Extent oF THE FIELD. 


The cities of Canton, Amoy, Fuh-Chau, Ningpo, and Shanghai, constitute the 
portion of China now open by treaty stipulation to the residence of foreigners. At 
these cities, and in the country lying immediately around them, there is a popula- 
tion of not less than six millions of souls, readily accessible to the preaching of the 
Gospel. And yet there are less than eighty Protestant missionaries, including those 
at Hong Kong, now engaged in the study of the language, and in the various duties 
of preaching, teaching schools, and printing. But these are men who have given 
their lives to the work, and are labouring with the ardour of Christian love, and the 
confidence of Christian faith. It has been my privilege to become personally 
acquainted with most of them, and I gratefully acknowledge the influence exerted 
upon my own heart by their uniform, single-minded devotion to the progress of 
Christ’s cause in China, and their unwavering trust that it will finally triumph. 


Notice oF THE DirrERENT STATIONS. 


Canton is one of the largest, and probably the wealthiest city in China, having 
an intra and extra-mural population, variously estimated at from one to two mil- 
lions. For more than three hundred years it has been the seat of Chinese trade 
with western nations. The products of all parts of the empire have sought egress 
at its market, and it has thus become the centre of a system of communications 
scarcely less extensive and active than that of the imperial city. It may accord- 
ingly be considered a point of special importance in the operation of Christian mis- 
sions, as affording an opportunity for the exertion of a far-reaching influence upon 
the nation. The pride of the empire has long been indulged there in the presence 
of foreigners, and has grown inveterate. At present, and probably it will be for 
some time to come, it is developed in such forms as occasion much annoyance to 
the missionary, and interpose many obstacles in the way of his labours. 

Hong Kong, held by the English, and Macao, by the Portuguese, are seaport 
towns occupying insulated positions at the mouth of the Canton River. Their 
limited Chinese population does not seem to demand the establishment of our mis- 
sions there, though several gentlemen are now zealously and usefully employed at 
Hong Kong. 

Amoy is also situated upon an island. Possessing a good harbour of easy access, 
it is the seat of considerable native and foreign trade. It has a large Chinese 
population, who are particularly well-disposed toward foreigners, and have treated 
the missionaries with much respect and kindness. Several villages upon the island, 
and many upon the mainland, are readily accessible, and constitute an inviting por- 
tion of this mission field. 

Shanghai, the most northern of the fiye ports, has risen rapidly in commercial 
consideration within a few years, and seems likely to rival Canton, in respect to 
the extent and importance of its mercantile transactions. A larger number of mis- 
sionaries, representing a greater number of societies, have established themselves 
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at}Shanghai than at either of the other stations, although it is the least populous of 
the five cities. The people seem to be by nature and habit peaceably disposed ; 
and I believe as little prejudice and ill-will are felt and expressed toward foreigners, 
and in consequence toward missionaries, as at any place in China, 

Ningpo—The temper of the people at Ningpo is much the same as at Shanghai. 
The foreign trade is very slight. The city is much larger than Shanghai. At both 
places the country in every direction is studded with populous villages, many of 
which are never visited, merely because the number of missionaries is so small. 
At each of these stations are a printing press, boarding and day schools, chapels, 
congregations of attentive hearers, and a number of converts. 

Fuh-Chau.—Returning to Fuh-Chau, we find a city with no foreign commerce, 
second only to Canton in population, and, like it, a provincial city, and the residence 
of the governor of two provinces. We meet here something of that unmannerly 
treatment of foreigners which characterizes the populace of Canton, and an emula- 
tion of the exclusive policy which the people of that city have endeavoured so 
earnestly to maintain. - But unfriendly feelings toward strangers is under control. 
It is not disposed to rise against official authority ; and the officers are concerned 
to prevent any overt acts which would create difficulties for the Government, and 
involve it in a quarrel with foreigners. 

The natural advantages of Fuh-Chau are in its favour. The word itself signi- 
fies “ The Happy Region ;” and it well deserves the name, on account of its com- 
parative healthfulness, great capabilities, and varied beauties. In reaching this 
place the passage on leaving the ocean is up the river Min, closely shut in by 
mountains to the distance of about twenty miles from its mouth. The mountain 
ranges are then seen to fall back from the river on either hand, and sweeping 
around, meet again away toward the west, having formed a circle about twenty 
miles in diameter. The country within this circle consists of alternate hills and 
plains. Situated just without the northern tropic, with no severe frosts to destroy 
vegetation, which continues its growth ‘through the year, this little territory has 
growing upon its plains, hills, or mountain-sides, almost every production of the 
soil of China. 

The entire of this «« Happy Valley” is our mission field. To its teeming popula- 
tion, not Jess than two millions in number, we are at liberty to go and preach the 
word of life. 


DisTRIBUTION OF THE POPULATION. 


The rural population, which comprises somewhat the larger number, reside in 
villages contiguous to the grounds which their inhabitants cultivate. The city oceu- 
pies a central position. The circuit of its walls is nine miles. The streets are 
very narrow. The houses are crowded together, and crowded with occupants 
Immense suburbs stretch off from the principal gates. The largest of these is 
Nantai, which lies outside the south gate. It extends to the river, three miles dis- 
tant, covers the little island of Tung Chiu, and again on the opposite side of the 
river spreads over a space three miles in length. ‘The neighbourhood of the bridge 
across the river isa central position in reference to the great mass of people residing 
in Nantai. Here is an ample field for labour tor ali who have yet arrived. The 
readiness of access to water communication, and superior facility for obtaining 
houses, have induced most of the mission families to settle in this vicinity. It is 
desirable, however, that, with the increase of missionaries, their residences should 
be more distributed. Providence seems to be opening the way for this. Four 
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residences, which have been taken within a few months past, are located, two of 
them some distance towards the city, and two of them within its walls. 


Nantai, South—Probably the majority of missionaries at this station reside at 
Nantai. A long line of hills lies along the south bank of the river, on which are 
many vacant lots, having dry and airy positions, and commanding pleasant pros- 
pects, and to be obtained at a low rent. From this locality it is but an hour’s 
walk to the city; and in going there one passes hundreds of thousands of people. 


Nantai, North.—Between the river and the city the ground is usally low and 
damp. Residence there would be hazardous to health. There are, however, a 
few spots more elevated, one of which has been obtained, and others perhaps may 
be secured, as they shall be required. 


The City.—Upon each of the three hills within the city there are eligible sites 
for pleasant and healthy residences. ‘There has been,as yet, an unwillingness on 
the part of the owners to rent these to foreigners, growing out of the prejudices of 
the people. 


Locatities FoR Lazour. 


City.—It would seem at first sight that our principal efforts should be put forth 
within the city, as being especially the place of our appointment. Though this is 
not yet found to be advisable, yet it is an important point of operation. It is per- 
fectly open for the preaching of the word, and the distribution of books. ‘This may 
be done in the streets to large numbers, who instantly collect when any of us stops 
to address them. ‘The remarks we have often heard them making to each other, 
in reference to what has been said, prove that we frequently address attentive lis- 
teners, who thus acquire a considerable acquaintance with the great truths of our 
religion. Numerous public buildings are at all times open, affording shelters from 
the sun and storms, where the people may be assembled at stated intervals to hear 
the message of salvation. We have not yet succeeded in obtaining rooms for chapels 
or schools within the city ; and indeed have not yet needed them. 

Nantai.—Throughout Nantai no hinderance exists to renting for residence, 
chapels, or schoo] rooms. We have already occupied a chapel and school room 
midway from the river to the city, for more than a year. The population of this 
suburb alone is scarcely inferior to that of New-York or Philadelphia, and is 
greater than any other city of our Union. The people, in wealth, respectability, 
and intelligence, are not inferior to those within the walls. Here is the seat of 
trade, both to the sea and to the river. Its crowded thoroughfares afford most 
desirable localities for chapel labours. In addition, the large numbers here on 
board boats and ships from distant places offer facilities for sending tracts and the 
Scriptures to those not yet accessible to visits from the missionary personally. 


The Country.—The people in the country dwell in villages, each numbering 
from a few hundred to two or three thousand inhabitants. Fewer of them are able 
to read than in the city and suburbs ; but they are willing to learn; and it is likely 
that upon small separate communities a more definite influence might be exerted 
than upon parts of large masses. Day schools might also be established among 
them with great advantage. No one can tell how many of these villages there are. 
Hiundreds can be counted from any position overlooking the plain ; and in passing 


across it, we do not walk more than a few hundred yards after leaving one before 
entering another. * 
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MIssIoNaRrI&s. 


Tt is some four years since the first missionary, the Rev. Stephen Johnson, of 
the A, B. C. F, M., came here from Bankok, in Siam, where he had been labouring 
among the emigrant Chinese. 

The first from our Church arrived September 6th, 1847. At present there are 
here five missionaries of the American Board, two of the English Church Mission- 

‘ary Society, one of the Swedish Lutheran Church, and three of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, besides two others with their wives on their passage to join us; 
thirteen in all. The little Protestant community has dwelt together in the unity of 
the Spirit. By the blessing of God strife or separation has not come among us, 
and we have enjoyed the precious privilege of Christian fellowship during our 
monotonous and toilsome work. We have had for our own profit regular Sabbath 
services in English, each brother preaching in turn. The monthly concert of prayer 
for missions has been maintained, and on a week-day afternoon we meet for social 
prayer and religious conversation. Our spirits have often been refreshed by the 
use.of these means of grace. 

RESIDENCES. 

On our arrival three years since, our first business was to secure a suitable resi- 
dence. The Chinese houses here are not fit. They are low, dirty, dark, and 
damp. An eligible situation offering on the island Tung Chiu, it was taken, and 
the buildings were remodelled and repaired, at a cost of about $450. Owing to the 
annual overflowing of the river, which brings the water upon the lower floor, only 
the rooms of the second story are designed for family residence. These are plea- 
sant and commodious. The lot is at the head of the island, and the prospect up 
the river is open and fine: the yard abuts upon the water, and has a convenient 
boat-landing. This house has been, and continues to be, occupied by brother 
White. It was the home for all our missionaries when the mission was larger 
than it is now; but it was too close. It will, however, very well allow its occu- 
pant to receive temporarily a single person, or a small family. 

Kian San House—The house occupied by brother Maclay and family, is south 
of the river, situated on an elevated position called Kian San, Lookingglass Hill. 
It commands an extensive prospect of the river, Nantai, the city, and the moun- 
tains beyond. The location being dry and airy, is thought to be a peculiarly 
healthy one. The lot was vacant, and the buildings onit have been erected entirely 
at the expense of the mission. The house is one story, built with white walls, having 
a veranda running around it, and presents avery neat appearance. ‘The internal 
arrangement is convenient, and there is a spare room where a stranger may find 
welcome entertainment. A pleasant yard and wall surround the house, and a 
good well of water has been made. The entire cost about $750. 

Kalan Orchard House.—The third mission house was completed in February 
last. It is on the same range of high ground with the Kian San premises, and but 
a few rods distant, The site was offered at about half the price of those hitherto 
rented, but is deemed a pleasant one. There are several Chinese olive trees 
growing on the lot, affording an agreeable shade in summer. The house is twa 
stories, with a one-storied projection on each side. The view from the lower 
story is shut in by the trees. The upper rooms look out upon the country in each 
direction, embracing a good view of the city. The cost of building was $400 ; 
the wall about the grounds, well, and other improvements, $150 more. I think 
the place can accommodate one of the families of our expected reinforcement until 
they shall have time to choose and prepare another home. 
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Scnoots. 


Soon after the.commencement of our mission we opened a day school for boys, 
and have organized two others since. The plan on which they are conducted, is 
to rent a room and employ a native teacher to instruct the pupils in the character. 
They devote one half of each week-day to reading Christian books, and the Sab- 
bath to religious exercises. They are under the supervision of a missionary, . 
who visits the school daily, leads them in devotion, and gives them such instruc- 
tion as he deems profitable. There were two schools connected with the mission 
at the commencement of the year. During the summer tle effective force of the 
mission being reduced to a single person, and other circumstances rendering it advi- 
sable, one was suspended, and has not been resumed. The one which is continued 
is doing well. 


Girls’ School—Very recently a girls’ school has been organized under the 
supervision of Mrs. Maclay. It commenced with ten pupils, and promises to be 
exceedingly interesting. We hope and pray that great good may result from this first 
effort of the kind at Fuh-Chau, to improve the condition of Chinese females, and 
lead them to know and love the blessed Saviour. 

The only mission chapel we occupy at present is on the street, not far from the 
mission residences south of the river. Itis small, having in fact been rented rather 
as a room for the distribution of tracts than as a regular preaching place. It will 
Seat perhaps fifty persons; and as it is not upon a thronged street, it answers very 
well for addressing such congregations as come in. The preacher when he goes 
into the desk here, finds himself in circumstances very different from those which 
surround him at home. Here come in street passengers, few or many as the case 
may be. Some will have the poles on which they carry burdens 3 some packages 
which they have been buying, or are going to sell; some will be empty-handed. 
They stand or sit, gazing listlessly about, noticing the room and its inmates, espe- 
cially the stranger. It may be the speaker is going on with his remarks. The 
incomer expresses aloud to his neighbour his surprise and delight that the stranger 
ean speak their language—wonders aloud how long the man has been in the 
country, or how old he is. Those who are listening to the missionary probably 
repeat the words as they fall from his lips—look to those about them, and express 
their approbation of the truths declared. They may be the most solemn teachings 
of God’s word he thus endorses ; and perhaps his next sentence will be to inquire 
how many thicknesses of clothes the preacher wears, or what viands he eats with 
his rice. Thus itis. A sense of the solemnity of eternal truths is to be inculeated 
as well as those truths themselves. Some seem more serious. We are glad of a 
hearing—are encouraged by a little attention. We scatter the seed, and look for- 
ward to the time when he that soweth and he that reapeth shall rejoice together. 


DistrigurTion oF Tracts. 


We have distributed a great many tracts, At certain times and in certain places 
the people seem beside themselves, in their anxiety to get possession of them. 
They crowd around, they call out, they push each other, and abuse each other, 
in order to come at the books. They take without asking, they grasp them and 
will not let go their hold. Books are seldom destroyed by the Chinese ; if not 
read at once, they are carefully laid aside, and may be read at another time. 
Sometimes we may go gently on with the distribution, at the same time making 
remarks. Books distributed from shop to shop are thankfully received, and almost 
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invariably read. Printing is very cheap here, and at a small cost we have pub- 
lished and circulated more than half a million of pages. We have not at present 
any copies of the Scriptures on hand; we need them, and hope that ere long the 


questions in regard to the different versions will be so far settled as to allow us to 
publish an edition. 


Disposat oF TIME. 


The inquiry will arise, what progress have you made in the language? And 
after being three years in the field, what is your preparation for your work? In 
answering these questions, my remarks will apply generally to each of your mis- 
sionaries here. It has been our endeavour, first of all to acquire a knowledge of 
the language of every-day life—that which is heard and spoken here—in a word 
of the colloquial dialect of this place. In that dialect we are now able to converse 
on all ordinary subjects, and I believe express intelligibly the saving truths of our 
holy religion. | We have reason to feel grateful to God for the gracious ability he 

as given us to attain this position in so short a time; but in reference to a com- 
plete acquaintance with the written language, we are but at the threshold. We 
may be, and should be engaged in active labours, especially preaching the word ; but 
it is now become apparent that we are only to lay down study with our lives. 
In the colloquial we have a great deal yet to do; intonation to correct, a fine 
enunciation to acquire, countless words to learn, and to trace out those set phrases 
and forms of expressions stereotyped by custom, which lead to the minds and 
hearts of the people; all this may be done and the written language remain un- 
touched. We have been studying the character, and have made some proficiency ; 
but years of daily application yet will leave its complete acquisition unfinished. 

Here too is anew world of thoughtas well as of expressions of thought; we are. 
to make acquaintance with this. When we reflect, how ridiculous those ideas 
appear to us which seem natural to the Chinese, we may be sure that ours, on 
corresponding subjects, are equally as ridiculous to them. We must become ac- 
quainted with the shape and complexion of their ideas and feelings, if we would 
have our thoughts find entrance and exert influence over them. 

The world of things no less demands our study. Common-place objects of 
daily use and daily observation—objects in nature, plants, animals, and natural 
phenomera, which are learned here from childhood—present much that is new to 
us, and with which we must become familiar, before we shall be thought by the 
Chinese to have attained the accomplishment—common sense. We shall not 
then for a long time be able to discard our books, our studies, and our teachers. 
Some part of the day should be spent with them; the morning is usually chosen, 
in the afternoon we preach, converse, or distribute books. 

Tn conclusion, you have seen, dear brother, what a great work is here tobe done ; 
seen how many precious immortal souls, for whom Christ died, are passing on to 
meet you at the bar of God, there to say, they never knew there was a Saviour. 

There are twenty hundred thousand here, within a half day’s walk of where I 
am writing ; they are without hope and God in the world. I commend them to 
the sympathies, the prayers, the enlarged liberality, and holy zeal of the Church. 


Fuh-Chau Fu, China, Dec. 23, 1851. 
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Liberia Mission Conference, Africa. 


How wide and deep are the emotions awakened in Europe 
and America upon hearing the words Africa and Slavery pro- 
nounced. The problem suggested by those two words is now 
engaging the attention of the civilized world, its solution in- 
volves the fate of hundreds of millions of human beings. It is 
of remarkable note, that while the elements which tend ulti- 
mately to the solution of the problem are in a state of intense 
activity in the United States, commercial, missionary, scien 
tific, and speculative enterprise are no less active in Africa. 
In the first case the exiled children of Africa are being pre- 
pared to return in great numbers, if not en masse, to the ancient 
land of their fathers ; and in the second case, that land is being 
thrown open and prepared to receive them. ‘Their return to 
Africa will be the rising of a glorious light upon that benighted 
land. Who shall say that the mystery of iniquity which has 
Jong stained and now agitates these States, may not be over- 
ruled for the conversion of Africa to the religion of our Lord 
Jesus Christ ? 

The great point of interest in Africa, both for the African 
race in America and for Africa herself, is the Republic of 
Liberia. From the most abundant and trustworthy evidence 
—derived from public and private sources, obtained by com- 
missioners appointed by Governments, and by benevolent soci- 
eties, and by individual missionaries, and by the actual re- 
turns of commerce—it is now established, that the Republic of 
Liberia is a well-organized and well-administered Christian 
State ; having a territory stretching along the western coast 
of Africa from the Galinas southward, 350 miles, and reaching 
back into the country from twenty to thirty miles ; well-watered 
and fertile almost beyond comparison. (See Map.) 

It produces all the tropical fruits, roots, woods, and grains— 
such as dye stuffs, coffee, cotton, sugar, ginger, arrow root, 
mahogany, ebony, lignum-vite, rose wood, palm oil, and other 
valuable articles of trade. The commerce with the interior is 
increasing, and will bring all the products of those vast regions 
to the sea coast. It is comparatively a healthy country, and 
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has a population of 6,000 colonists, and perhaps 150,000 na- 
tives, dwelling in villages under the jurisdiction of the Republic, 
and in constant communication with its citizens, often assisting 
in the administration of justice as subordinate officers, and oc- 
casionally as jurymen. The colonists are engaged in trade 
and in farming, and many of them have good houses, and 
well furnished. 

But that which strikes the mind of one who has become 
fully acquainted with Liberia, and interests him most, is, the 
refinement and elevation which the African colonist attains to, 
in the land of his fathers. These people not only give 
evidence of ability to govern themselves, but their public 
documents and private correspondence show an extent of 
knowledge, justness of taste, and refinement of feeling, un- 
known to them while dwelling among us; and which prove 
conclusively, that they are capable of great advancement in 
civilization, when they are thoroughly imbued with the Gospel, 
and constituted a free and independent people. ‘The Church 
of our Lord Jesus Christ has therefore a vast and profound in- 
terest in the Republic of Liberia, not only because the salva- 
tion of the souls of her own people is involved, but because she 
offers to contribute largely to a peaceful solution of the fearful 
problem which agitates this country, and to the introduction 
of the Gospel into the interior of Africa. With the peaceful 
and happy accomplishment of these two great results, will 
come the extinction of the slavery of innocent people through- 
out the world. 

’ It is probable that the progress of the Republic of Liberia in 
Africa, will be similar to the progress of the Anglo-Saxon 
power in North America. It will extend itself northward 
until it meets the English Territory of Sierra Leone ; south- 
ward, far beyond the equator, until it meets the British and 
other European colonies, expanding from the Cape of Good 
Hope, up the coast, northward ; and far into the interior, until 
it meets in the heart of Africa other Christian states and 
colonies. ‘Thus the whole population of Africa will be in- 
closed within the Christian colonies and states, and the conti- 
nent redeemed from idolatry, fetichism, and the dominion of 
the false prophet. 
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God hath called the Methodist Episcopal Church to have a 
worthy part in this great work. She was early on the ground, 
and she has expended much treasure in cherishing her missions 
in Liberia; and the mortal remains of some of her sons and 
daughters have consecrated her work in Africa. ‘The mis- 
_ sions exist in the form of an Annual Conference regularly or- 
ganized, and which meets once a year; it has its seminary, 
Sunday and day schools, churches, and parsonages; and the 
policy of the Board is to yield to it, as fast as practicable, all 
the rights and privileges of an Annual Conference, as far as its 
missionary functions are concerned. 

At present, most of the mission stations are on the coast or 
near it; a few are on the St. Paul’s River, and somewhat 
interior. The Board earnestly desire to extend the mission 
into the hill or mountainous country in the interior; but 
hitherto the conference have found full employment among 
the colonists and the 150,000 natives within the Republic. 
But we have good hope that this mission will give signs of 
greater life and spirituality in time to come. The attention of 
our sister Churches, and indeed of the public, is now strongly 
directed to Liberia, and an enlarged and enlightened benevo- 
lence is being manifested in her behalf. 

The Annual Report of the President of the Conference, Rev. 
Francis Burns, will be found below. Taken in connexion with 
the documents on our Plans of Education in Liberia, and in 
connexion with the other documents, the Church will have 
a clear and full view of our missions on the Western Coast 
of Africa. We trust these documents will be carefully read, 
especially by the pastors of our Churches :—

Dear Brorier,—In sitting down to answer the different letters received from 
you by the Edgar and Liberia packet, and to attempt an account of the Liberia 
Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, I am really embarrassed in view of 
the obvious disproportion between the work to be done and the instrument of ac- 
complishment. Called, as I have been, unexpectedly, to the presidency of our 
mission conference, and to the duties which that office embraces, without previous 
consideration of all the subjects and places to be noticed in an annual report, my 
opinions are not entitled to that confidence that they might have received, had the 


antecedent year been devoted to special observations with reference to its closing 
duties, 
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Bishop Morris, by letter, has charged me with the presidency of the conference ; 
and you, dear brother, in seconding his appointment, have thought proper to trust 
these interests to my representation. Well, I have nothing to say: I have done 
and will do the very best I can, God being my helper. 

It was pleasant to learn, on assembling at the seat of the conference, that the lit- 
ue band of missionaries and teachers had generally throughout the preceding year 
been preserved in the enjoyment of their usual health; and, as will be perceived in 
the accompanying reports and other documents forwarded, that their labours had 
been crowned with very encouraging success. We must not however omit to notice, 
that within the few last weeks, there has occurred one event which touches the 
fountain of tears in us, making us to exclaim with the deeply affected Psalmist, 
« Verily every man at his best state is altogether vanity.” Sister Lavinia Johnson, 
of whose state of health I have advised you, is, on earth, nomore. She died on the 
17th ultimo, as letters from Cape Palmas inform me. You are aware that for one 
half of the last year, I assumed her duties in person as school teacher, and got a pas- 
sage for her to Monrovia for her health. After having spent about four months, 
receiving from her friends in this and other places, at which she called, both going 
and returning along the coast, those marked attentions of sympathy and kindness 
for which our friends in Liberia are proverbial, she thought herself so far restored 
as again to attempt school-keeping. It was soon found that again she was sinking. 
I urged her to leave the school to me, and prepare, by the earliest opportunity, to 
go to the United States. She at last consented; but her disease assuming a form 
peculiarly afflicting, soon made it apparent, that she would never again see 
America. Mental aberration rapidly succeeded, which, together with her growing 
weakness, soon terminated her life. Every provision for her comfort was secured ; 
nothing was wanting that a good physician could administer, or money procure. 
I do not doubt that our loss is her gain. It is consoling thus to be assured that 
she is atrest. Having paid this tribute of official reference to one whom we 
personally loved, we pass to the consideration of other particulars requiring notice. 

It may afford you gratification to learn that during this session of the conference, 
there have prevailed among its members, in all their deliberations, the best of 
feelings and great harmony. The law of kindness has sat upon all our tongues; 
and I express but. the general opinion, when Isay that grace has commanded 
our hearts. j 

The financial plan submitted to the conference, as you will perceive by the re- 
port of the Committee appointed to consider it, was highly approved of and cheer- 
fully acquiesced in. In order that you may readily understand, in connexion with 

‘ the various documents I herewith transmit to you, the true state of every circuit, 
station, mission school, &c., within the bounds of our work, permit me to invite 
your attention to them separately ; beginning with— 


RoBERTSVILLE AND Heppineton Circuit. 


This field of labour lies on the extreme north-east of our present limits as a mis- 
sion, and has been during the preceding year under the care of Brother James 
Byrd. The seed sown here years gone by, through the self-sacrificing William H. 
Taylor, and his successors, has not all perished in the ground; though the hand 
that cast it beside all waters—in the evening and in the morning—is long since 
palsied in death, there are those remaining unto this day, and some who have 
fallen asleep, to whom the name of those devoted servants of the Lord is like oint- 
ment poured forth. The native population within, the bounds of this circuit, is 
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neither a3 great nor so fixed as could be desired. But the comers and goers from 
the interior, are induced by the example of those living at this point, to attend 
public worship and hear the ever-blessed Gospel of Jesus Christ. Many of these 
gross heathens, are thus often seen occupying seats in the sanctuary of the Lord. 

Some of the towns, somewhat removed from the immediate vicinity of the mission 
premises, have evinced their anxiety for the Gospel among them, by setting to 
work in the erection of a chapel. It will no doubt be completed and taken into 
the regular plan of the circuit. 


Mitissure and Waite Prains Circuit. 


This is one of our oldest stations, continuing to be under the pastoral super- 
vision of the Rey. John W. Roberts. It lies on the St. Paul’s River, to the north 
and east of Monrovia, and distant about twenty-five miles. White Plains stands 
on the east bank of the St. Paul’s, where are beautifully situated the mission- 
house and manual-labour school for native boys, to which are attached nearly forty 
acres of good land. On the opposite, or west bank of that noble stream, stands 
the Female Academy, devoted to the education of native African girls; well 
known to be under the vigilant and devoted preceptorship of Mrs. Ann Wilkins. 
Particulars as to either of the above-named institutions will not be expected from 
me. Brother Roberts and Sister Wilkins are in constant correspondence with the 
Board, through which,. without question, the state and wants of the entire circuit, 
in all its particulars, have been communicated. It may not be amiss, once for all, 
to refer you to the report on the Extension of Mission Work, for other items of 
information in relation to each charge within the bounds of this mission. 

We have availed ourselves of the permission given us by the Board to erect a 
new and substantial mission-house at White Plains. It is to be wholly of brick ; 
an estimate, by experienced men, of the cost of such a building as is required, 
having being made, it was found that the sum of $2,000 would be necessary to its 
completion. That amount has accordingly been appropriated. 


Urrer CaLpweti Crrcuir. 


This circuit is eight miles below While Plains. It includes Upper Caldwell, 
with New-Orleans, on the eastern bank, and Kentucky, with a wide circuit of Dey- 
towns, on the western. For years this portion of our Republic has been waning 
before the unpropitious influences exerted upon it, until a generally poor and dis- 
pirited people, the sad relics of a former and a happier generation, alone remain 
to represent their predecessors. But the tide has now turned. The population has 
recently increased, and there has sprung up a spirit of enterprise, with courage to 
undertake and accomplish something worthy of themselves. ‘The result is, as 
might have been anticipated, an air of thrift and comfort pervades the entire com- 
munity. Tosay the least, the Church rises with such a state of things, if it be not 
a principal instrument in producing and diffusing it abroad. Our brethren on this 
charge, with $100 assistance obtained from your mission, are putting up a roomy 
and substantial brick church. They will now accomplish, with comparative ease, 
a work of which five years ago they would have deemed it madness even to 
speculate. 

On the Kentucky, or western side of the river, stands the manual-labour school 
for native boys, under the supervision of our dear brother A. F. Russell. ‘The sta- 
tions of the preachers will show you that our energetic brother B. R. Wilson is 
placed in charge of this circujt during the present year. A school has also been 
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established for the children in Kentucky, which will no doubt be a great blessing 
to the inhabitants. 


Lower Catpwetr Crecuir. 


This embraces the settlement of Lower Caldwell on the east, and that of Virgi- 
nia on the west of the St. Paul’s River, with the semi-native settlement of New- 
Georgia, lying on the Stockton Creek, four miles below. Lower Caldwell is 
immediately contiguous to the one just above referred to ; but the remarks made 
in relation to the state of that would not be strictly true of this. 

There is an obvious want of social energy among our people here, though they 
are improving. I do not doubt but a year or two more will witness a change in 
them for the better. The preachers who have laboured among them during the 
past year, are encouraged, from their past success in gathering souls into the fold 
of Christ, to look up, and pray that greater things than these may be done for them 
the present conference year. We are sorry to know that at New-Georgia, for the last 
year, the mission has not been prosperous. The location is regarded as unhealthy, 
and the population not the most inviting on the score of sociability. Unless who- 
ever is appointed there forms previously the determination that none of these 
things shall move him, the true interests of these people will be apt to be neglected. 
To guard against this tendency, our Jong-known and acceptable brother Daniel 
Ware, has been reappointed in charge of the circuit, and brother William J. Tyler, 
received on trial during the present session, given him as assistant, with the under- 
standing that brother T. teaches a school at New-Georgia, and gives to its mhabi- 
tants constantly his special attention. 

The circuits named under the last two headings, have more relative importance 
than the representation given of them by us would seem to indicate. Their posi- 
tion, and consequently their influence for good or for evil, will ever entitle them 
to high consideration by every member of this republic. 


Monrovia. 

What shall we say about this place? No traveller or voyager who visits us, it 
matters not what his character or whom he represents, but he must publish to the 
world his views of Monrovia and its inhabitants. One or two remarks, and you 
will excuse my allusions tothem. I am of opinion that few do better than the Mon- 
rovians after all. Look at their subscription toward your seminary ; and when unfor- 
tunately their old church fell in, their noble subscription of $2,000, now nearly 
all paid, for the erection of another ; then $200 for your Missionary Society, the 
other night at the annual meeting of our Conference Missionary Society ; and all 
within the last fourteen months, Their church will cost between $5,000 and 
$6,000, when completed. With few exceptions, our people here are poor, and 
unable to do a great deal. The burden rests upon quite a limited number. When 
this duty to their house of worship is performed, they intend making the attempt 
immediately to support their own preacher, and relieve the Missionary Society of 
that expense. I should feel that I was running no risk in being their pastor, and 
relying wholly upon them for the support of myself and family. But in their pre- 
sent struggle allow me, most respectfully, to commend them to the consideration 
and assistance of the Board. It will all come back. The day makes haste. 


Mission To NATIVES IN AND ABOUT Monrovia. 


There are several small towns of natives in the vicinity of this place, besides a 
large number of natives coming and going from different parts of this coast, to 
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whom it has been deemed important, in the circumstances, to assign a missionary, 
something on the principle of the seaman chaplainships in your seaport towns. 
We hope it will beiinstrumental of good to the poor and uneducated (except in 
vice) class of human beings who are the objects of it. Brother H. B. Matthews 
has been appointed to this service, 


Care Mount Misston. 


This field of labour, under the care of brother William H. Payne, is a very extensive 
and hopeful one. Its location among the most intelligent and powerful tribes on 
this part of the coast—the decided favour with which they receive the efforts made 
by us to enlighten and elevate them—and the relative influence of the mission upon 
tribes more distant, and at present less disposed to yield their. former practices to 
the sway of civilization and Christianity, all contribute to the importance of this 
mission. At present wars are raging through that section of country. That strong- 
hold of the slave trade, Gallinas, has long exerted over the tribes among whom 
our mission here is situated, a powerful, but, at the same time, a most deadly influ- 
ence. The wars above spoken of may be regarded as the result of antagonistic 
parties on the slave-trade question. I have little doubt as to the side for which victory 
will declare. As you will see by the report of the Committee on Extension of the 
Mission Work, we are holding on our ground till the subsidence of the present 
tempest leaves the whole field clear for our occupancy. ._Then we hope that a 
stand will be taken in that country proportional to its importance. A few repairs 
have been granted to our brother there this year, as the state of the mission build- 
ings, being of native structure, admitted of no delay. We hope our views on this 
point will be sustained by the Bvard. 


Marsuatyi Circtir. 


This point lies nearly forty miles to the south-east of Monrovia, on the sea- 
board, as one goes from this place to Grand Bassa. Those within this circuit who 
make pretensions to civilization, are rather irregular and unsteady as to their place 
of abode, it being a community of individuals engaged principally in trade. 
Enough, however, are always at the place to justify, in the opinion of the confer- 
ence, the appointment of a missionary, whose labour is to be divided between the 
colonists and the natives within his reach. Some addition has been made during 
the past year to that little Church, and our missionary feels confident that the Lord 
is carrying on a work among that people. Brother Gloster Simpson was there last 
‘year, and has been reappointed this. For number of Church members, size, and 
prospects of the work there, see the statistics sent, Report on the Extension of the 
Work, &e. 


Epina anD Grand Bassa Circurr. 


Passing on thirty miles below the last-named place, you come to Grand Bassa, 
_including Edina, Bassa Cove, Bexley, and now a native station named Peter Harris. 
Brother James S. Payne is already known as the preacher in charge of this circuit. 
It is one of our oldest stations, and has passed through a variety of adverses. 
While there has been no general revival of religion on this charge, the Lord has 
visited his people here during the last year, and greatly encouraged their hearts. 
We have some sterling members on this circuit, though most of them are poor, and 
put to it to get along in the world and provide themselves with the necessaries of 
life. This doés not exactly represent the condition of those settled in the little 
town of Bexley, up the St. John’s River, ten miles from the ocean. There the soil 
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is evidently more productive, and is laid, by the sturdy hands of a few agriculturists 
there, under more constant and profitable requisition. ‘To this settloment of indus- 
trious farmers a small amount has been appropriated for a school. For the native 
Station at Peter Harris, it is designed to have another school. This chief is very 
desirous of having his country enlightened and his people civilized by the inter- 
course of Christian men. So repeatedly had this desire been expressed, that we 
did not feel at liberty to delay making efforts there any longer. In fact, the entire 
Bassa country may be regarded as a very promising field, which before long I hope 
to see studded throughout with stations, where the pure Gospel shall be preached, 
and souls be converted unto God. 


LaNESBOROUGH. 

The population in and immediately about this place, may be known by a refer- 
ence to the Report on Extension of Mission Work; and will be seen to be sufhi- 
ciently large to justify the expenditures proposed for that place this year. The 
natives are said to be very willing, for the sake of having a Christian teacher among 
them, to comply with almost any proposition that could be reasonably made to 
them. Thus far, since the establishment of a school there, they have behaved very 
creditably to themselves in everything, the neglect of the salvation of their souls 
excepted. This Bassa region of country, having been longer under the influence 
of Christian civilization, and the native population, from their proximity and inter- 
course with the settlers there, having seen and known much about the institutions 
and spirit of Christianity that others have not, it might be expected, what I believe 
is true, that they are more disposed to embrace the doctrines, and adopt the prac- 
tices of Christianity, than natives in other parts of our work. Besides, these 
Lanesborough people might have been farther advanced, could a suitable person 
have been found to conduct that school, and properly attend to their spiritual in- 
struction. This so far has been rather difficult. Brother John L. Morris is appointed 
to that station, and I hope he will be successful. 


New-Crss Mission. 


Till within the last two years, this place has been a notorious nest of slaves, 
from time almost immemorial. At last they have been expelled hopelessly.. Since 
that period the natives have expressed repeatedly their wish that a missionary might 
be sent to them, and a school established there. A brother was understood to be 
appointed to that field last year, but on account of other controlling considerations, 
the intention was not carried out. You have only to refer to the sources of infor- 
mation above nameéd, to ascertain satisfactorily the amount of population, and other 
items of intelligence that you may require. It is proposed to have a brother reside 
among them, to teach their children in week-day and in Sabbath school, and preach 
as opportunity may serve. Amounts have been appropriated for the support of the 
missionary, and to erect suitable houses of native structure for the time being to 
meet the immediate necessities of the mission. Brother John W. Harland, who 
speaks the Bassa tongue, has been set apart for this point. He certainly has our 
most fervent prayers, that he may be abundantly blessed to that people. 


Srvor anp ReEEDSVILLE Circuit. 


This embraces the settlement in Sinoe, and those along the Sinoe River, from 
three to six miles from its mouth, with contiguous native towns in what is well 
known by the name of the Kroo country. In many respects this too is a thriving 
community. In number it is next to Monrovia; but the largest portion of the 
19 
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inhabitants being lately arrived from the United States, they are struggling with 
all the difficulties incident to the new comer to this coast. But most of them 
are industrious, and many love the Lord. To deprive them of the privileges of 
Christian worship, and Christian instruction for their children, would be a calamity 
that would embitter every condition in life. 

A fine revival of religion has been experienced on this circuit during the latter 
part of the preceding year. It broke out in the Methodist congregation, and spread 
through all the settlements rapidly. Nearly one hundred souls were brought into 
the different Churches, aud between fifty and sixty joined the Methodist Church. 
Our place there is too strait for us. At Sinoe, next the ocean, our house of worship 
is in a most deplorable condition. Last year one hundred dollars were given for 
the building of a new one. Little was done, however, on account of difficulties 
that arose just at the proper season for building, and arrested the work till the most 

- proper time for that purpose was past. I trust that during the present year some- 
thing effectual will be done. A parsonage there is as much wanting as a church. 
One hundred and fifty dollars have been granted this year to repair it; but it being 
so far gone as to render any repairs short-lived, it would, in my opinion, be the 
better economy to build a new one at once. With what has been given last year, 
I think our people there will build their own church. At Reedsville the members 
of the society have put up a little church sufficient for their present purposes. 
They have entreated for a teacher for their children, and a preacher—being so situ- 
ated up the river that during much of the time to get down to Sinoe is extremely 
hazardous. At this point, as a preacher and teacher, brother Plato Hutt has been 
appointed, a devoted and successful minister of Jesus Christ. JI doubt not God will 
bless him, and them through him. Amen and amen! 


Mount Emory anp Carre Paras. 


These are situated without the strict limits of the Republic 
of Liberia, and within the jurisdiction of the Maryland colony. 
The work here is divided into two parts—one among the colo- 
nists of the United States, the other among the natives. Brother 
Francis Burns has had charge of this work, and reports as fol- 
lows. We incorporate this special report into his annual report 
as President of the Conference. 


CoLontaL SETTLEMENTS. 


Cape Palmas.—The society there has passed through, during the year just con- 
cluded, a variety of adverse circumstances, as welt as being the recipient of many 
great mercies. Fifteen have been dropped and expelled; seyen have removed 
from the station, or joined other Churches; and eight have died. We now num- 
ber in society two hundred and eleven, and three local preachers. Our congrega- 
tions are good, both as to size and behaviour ; and among our people there is-very 
generally a strong desire to be Christians, and conform to all the peculiarities of our 
heloved Church. We continue to have our share of influence in society, and hope 
to maintain, nay, increase it annually. I must again refer to our great need of a 
sufficiently roomy and substantial meeting-house. So heavy have been the expenses 
of the mission in relation to the seminary, which necessarily has restricted and local- 
ized a large portion of its means, that I have felt constrained to shut my mouth in 
reference to our wants at Cane Palmas, That exicency being now somewhat got- 
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ten through with, I hope I shall be pardoned in most respectfully soliciting your 
attention to the fact, that would we maintain the proportionate degree of influence 
we at present have among the citizens of Cape Palmas; and would we so hus- 
band the fruits of our own labours and ministry, as to secure it in time to come, when 
this subject may be abundantly more important to us than now, a proper representa- 
tion of whatever is true, and honest, and just, and pure, and lovely, and of good 
report in the doctrines, history, polity, and blessedness of our denomination ; we 
ought, if possible, neither to hesitate nor delay to have a house of worship com- 
Mmensurate to our urgent necessities. Particulars I have stated before, and need 
not repeat them in order te your information. 

Week-day School.—This institution for girls continues to attract unabated inter- 
est. It uniformly numbers about twenty-five pupils. This number might have 
been greatly increased, had not the teacher, sister Lavinia Johnson, been so con- 
stantly more or less indisposed as to place the idea of augmentation wholly out of 
the question. No more light upon the condition and wants of this school, I pre- 
sume, is necessary than I have given in my former communications.* 

Saabbth Schools.—Of these we have two ; one at Mount Emory, averaging eighty, 
and another at Tubmantown, averaging forty; with two superintendents, twelve 
teachers, and four hundred volumes in the library. The donation sent us from the 
Sunday-School Union of the Methodist Episcopal Church was most opportune, and 
the books are being read very extensively, and I trust doing great good. 


Work Amone THE NaATIvVEs. 


We still continue our brethren, Philip Gross, a local preacher, and C. H. B. Scot- 
land, an exhorter, as itinerants among the two tribes to which our labours are par- 
ticularly directed. They each have a school assigned them. But so irregular are 
the boys in their attendance, notwithstanding all our efforts to the contrary, our 
success in teaching them is so far below what we had hoped, nay, anticipated, that 
now for effecting good our chief reliance is, under the blessing of God, upon that 
system of modified itinerancy which we have, under the direction of brother Ben- 
ham, established among them. We have thought of recommending an entire 
withdrawal. of the means given for schools at these places, to be appropriated, in 
some more hopeful department; but we wait for advice. 

Gillibo.—Brother Philip Gross is appointed to this tribe, embracing a numerous 
population, scattered over quite an extent of country. He visits their towns when- 
eyer practicable, talks to them individually or in groups, and by every means in his 
power endeavours to fix the truth in their hearts. Many hear; but their supersti- 
tions, pervading all ages and classes in society, and in the constructions of their 
native teachers referable to every event, are so numerous and inwrought into the 
very being and government of their tribes, that they are slow to practice the truth 
and bring forth fruit to the glory of God. We do not despair. We know that 
there are times when God’s goodness and wisdom are as clearly seen in the man- 
ner by which he tries the faith, patience, and resignation of his people, as when 
the wishes of his Church are immediately and marvellously granted. Our week. 
day and Sabbath school at this point has averaged, throughout the year 1850, str 
pupils. 

Barraka.—Here brother Scotland has been appointed. He is a young man of 


# Since the above was written we have received information of the decease of 
sister Johnson. SEcRETARY. hey ae Wen tk 
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promise, with a wife—speaks the Grebo language with perfect ease—seems to love 
his work, and is quite confident of effecting good. The remarks made in relation 
to Gi'libo, are applicable to this school. The number of day and Sabbath scholars 
are the same.

Our Educational Interests in Liberia. 


In proportion as the slavery question presses upon the atten- 
tion and consciences of the civilized world and the Christian 
Church, does the subject of education in Liberia become inter- 
esting. All eyes are turned towards this new Republic on the 
Western Coast of Africa, as the star of hope to the coloured 
people, both bond and free, in the United States. 'The Liberia 
Republic is establishing and extending itself; and its Christian 
population is in direct contact with the natives, both pagans 
and Mohammedans. Thus the Republic is indirectly a powerful 
missionary influence, and its moral and religious condition is a 
matter of grave concern to the Church. Hence the Protestant 
Christian Missions in Liberia are esential to the stability and 
prosperity of the Republic ; and the stability and prosperity of 
the Republic are necessary to the protection and action of the 
missions. It will thus appear, that the Christian education of 
the people is the legitimate work of the missions. And this 
education must comprehend the simple elements taught in 
common schools, and the higher branches of an English 
academic course; and, shortly, the elements of Latin and 
Greek, and the branches of natural science. All this is neces- 
sary to the stability and prosperity of this new Christian Re- 
public, and the Church within her bosom. 

Perhaps the reader, accustomed to see the African race 
under the pressure of circumstances which crush them in 
America, will smile at the idea of introducing education among 
them, as described above. Let him patiently consider the 
whole subject, and probably he will be convinced that time, 
discipline, and grace, may yet elevate the African race to a 
respectable standing among the nations of the earth. The 
wise and the good do so believe. Our mission in Africa has 
acted on this assumption, and has given early attention to the 
subject of education. But we have been unfortunate in-the loss 
of our teachers which we sent from this country, and we are 
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beginning to hope that coloured men can be prepared for this 
great work: indeed, we hope some are already prepared—the 
persons mentioned in the report below are coloured men. 

In the autumn of 1849, the Rev. N. Bastion was sent to 
Liberia as Superintendent of the mission. The conference 
met in January, 1850. His attention was early called to the 
State of our conference seminary at Monrovia, and the mis- 
sionary day-schools throughout the conference. The results 
are found in the extracts which follow, from his report made 
to the Board in the summer of 1850, upon his return. With 
reference to the seminary at Monrovia, he says :— 


Immediately upon arriving at Monrovia, the painful information was gained 
that, excepting the Sabbath-school, our denomination was wholly destitute of any 
kind of school, either for natives or citizens, in Monrovia, the capital of the Repub- 
lic of Liberia. 

I walked up to the location of the seminary, and found the old story surmounted 
by a new one of brick, and a new roof. The old stone-work had proved too weak 
to support the additional weight, and had cracked very much, which had occasioned 
the cracking of the brick-work; so that the entire wall was very much rent in 
several places, and the building ready to fall down, being supported by timbers 
externally propping the fractured structure. 

I looked upon this extensive mission, thus destitute of central educational 
power, as being, in one very general and important sense, like a great body with- 
out a heart. ‘ 

From what source were our schools, in all this mission and Republic, to be sup- 
plied with teachers? Who was to educate our children in Africa? From what 
quarter were we to be supplied for the present, and for all the coming future, with 
a sufficient corps of well-instructed coloured preachers to occupy and cultivate 
this great and enlarging field of Gospel labour ? 

Preachers and teachers were all doing the best they could ; yet I found many of 
our interesting youth drawn away from our congregations, and the children from 
our Sabbath-schools, through such influences as always arise in the absence of 
sufficient educational advantages at home. 

Can a sufficient number of teachers and ministers come from America? Fifteen 
years of experience give a negative answer. In the providence of our gracious 
God, America has been permitted to do much. In the touching language of our 
excellent President Roberts, “ Liberia is the offspring of American benevolence.” 
Liberia feels, and gratefully acknowledges, all that America has done. for her. 
And however much aid we may still be able and inclined to render Africa, (and 
she needs much from us,) however many white missionaries may yet go to Africa, 
America cannot supply a full body, or any adequate number of teachers and minis- 
ters for Africa. The general and common, and ultimately the entire supply, must 
be coloured men. And it is known that our coloured brethren generally, who 
come over, haye but little correct education. Every country must rear its own 
ministers and teachers. And we have the mind in Liberia, it only needs cultiva- 
tion—the youth needs only to be ‘polished after the similitude ofa palace,” and 
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they shall become beautiful corner-stones in the temple of our God. The youth 
educated here is at home, in his own country; and if called out into the work of 
instruction, or of the holy ministry, the expense of his being sent over is avoided ; 
the expense, hazard, and suffering of a dangerous, tedious, and often fatal acclima- 
tion is avoided. He already understands the condition, institutions, and wants of 
the country, and the customs, manners, and peculiarities of the people; for he is 
himself one of them, their son, their brother, their schoolmate ; and he is at once 
recognised and received, without needing time to wear himself into confidence 
and influence. These important considerations need not be urged—they are’ 
adverted to merely to recall them to recollection. That every country must, to 
meet its own necessities, raise up its own teachers and ministers, is a truth that, 
needs neither to be explained nor argued before this body. 

_ What is tobe done? Let Africa help herself? She is not able to help herself. 
As a nation, we owe her a debt; and as a denomination, we have plighted her 
our faith, in planting our mission there, and for many years inviting her children 
to our pale, and receiving them into it. Individuals, parents and their children, 
whole families, precious immortal souls, have flocked into our fold, there yielding 
to our affectionate Gospel call—and in the sight of Heaven we dare not desert 
them. They are looking up to us to be fed. We have the food in abundance ; 
and the loving, all-constraining Spirit of our Master will not let us withhold the 
mental nutriment for which they are famishing. And, unlike many others, they 
feel and deplore their ignorance; and, with more than a docile spirit, implore us 
to instruct them. 

A lovely Monrovian youth, while making an address to our Dorcas Society 
there, turned to me, and with tears streaming from his eyes, said, “O, you will: 
provide the means for us—will you not 1—that we, too, like the youth of America, — 
may become educated, that we may have understanding and intelligence, and not 
be ashamed to speak before you.’ His words, piercing like arrows, fastened in’ 
my heart. , ' 

I found that the long-cherished idea of a college in Liberia would sleep no longer. 
I remembered that the martyr, Melville B. Cox, had suggested the great thought, ' 
that a school in Monrovia of a high grade, was a mattet of primary necessity to 
the stability and prosperity of our mission in Africa. .I remembered that this hon- 
oured Board had soon carried that thought into execution, and had founded the 
Liberia Conference Seminary, hallowed by the memory of the departed Burton— 
that it had accomplished much good—that our most talented young ministers and 
teachers, and interesting young women of Liberia, had, in two or three brief years, 
gained their superiority within its walls. I stood there, on the rocky summit of 
that consecrated hill, and saw this seminary, this interesting object of our affec- 
tions, and of our long-cherished hopes, and of our deep solicitude, contributions, 
and prayers—I saw it in ruins at my feet. . 

As I stood here upon this hill of victory, distressing thoughts rushed upon my 
mind: were we to abandon to others the fields we had so long possessed and cul- 
tivated, at such a sacrifice of men and treasure? Were we to be driven from the 
centres of influence in Africa, or to be greatly weakened in them, by neglecting 
the cause of education, after having entered upon it with so much success? Such 
T had often seen the fate of our denomination in the Far West. 

Under the circumstances, it was believed to be our duty to begin, at once, the 
re-edification of Liberia Conference Seminary from its ruins; and by the most 
vigorous, means to prosecute the work to its consummation. But the old building 
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would not stand, and we could not therefore repair it. The stone was very small, 
and the brick very poor and soft. The materials were unfit to admit of re-con- 
structing the building from them. 

The question arose: Should we erect a small, cheap house, that might be made 
inconveniently to serve, in some sort, for two, three, or five years—and be, as usual 
with our buildings in that country, a constant bill of expense for repairs, and source 
of diseomfort—and at the end of such time be, as it must, utterly insufficient for our 
rapidly growing wants. This appeared unwise : for it would at first cost half as much 
as a good building, be a constant tax for repairs, and for want of convenience it 
would incommode the school, and thus greatly retard the work of instruction. You 
find Burton complaining of the old building in these respects, in his first report. 
Poor buildings are poor things in Africa. ‘The repairs soon amount to their value ; 
they stand. but a few years; and, in the end, are worth nothing; so that cheap 
buildings are the most expensive in that country. 

It was therefore judged to be a dictate of prudence and economy to avoid, indeed, 
all unnecessary expense, and yet to erect a house that would accommodate our 
growing interests. What was considered to be such an edifice was planned ; and 
it was believed that five thousand dollars would be sufficient for its erection and 
completion. We decided to build; but this sum was found finally to be too small 
an estimate. The old lot was too small for the plan of the new building. The 
vacant corner lot, east of ours, and adjoining it, running to Fort Stockton hill-sum- 
mit, was to be bought, so as to locate the building in the centre of the two. Many 
additional expenses, as to the foundation, materials, and work, were ascertained to 
be necessary ; and it was found that the entire expense of erecting and completely 
furnishing the building, according to the outline sketch and detailed plan forwarded 
to Dr. Durbin, from London, would cost eight thousand three hundred dollars. 
And it was only by an economical plan entered into with the builder, by advancing 
his son, a merchant, about one thousand dollars of funds for the purchase of goods, 
which could be advantageously used in paying for materials and work, that the 
entire expense was brought within this sum. It is the prevailing opinion, that the 
house, when completed, would be worth ten thousand dollars, either in Africa or 
America. ’ 

What was to be done, in view of this increased probable expense? It was be- 
lieved by the leading and most prudent men, in the Church and in the State, to be 
my duty to make a beginning, and throw myself on the kindness of the Board and 
the Church, reposing on the kindly care of our Heavenly Father, who, from the 
first, had cared for poor, bleeding, oppressed, and neglected Africa. 

But haying “counted the cost,” from what source were the funds to come? The 
agent, brother M’Gill, informed me it was certain, from the state of the accounts, 
that of the appropriation for 1849, at least two thousand dollars would remain unused 
at the end of the year. This was very encouraging. A superintendent for your 
mission having been appointed, and the expenses for the coming year thus increased, 
it was believed that the general appropriation for Liberia would not be less for 1850 
than it had been for 1849. And although it had been intimated that a gradual 
reduction in the general appropriations for Africa would take place, we believed 
that under circumstances existing, upon due consideration, it would not be com- 
menced this year; and twenty-one thousand dollars were assumed as the basis of 
our calculations. 

Strict examination being made into every expenditure of the mission, some were 
found to be wholly unnecessary, and others entirely unproductive. For reasons 
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which are given in the special account of that field, Golah was left unsupplied for 
one year, according to the advice of a committee appointed by the conference spe- 
cially to inquire into the expediency and propriety of such a measure, as seen in 
their report. From one thousand to twelve hundred dollars more were at once 
made available from this source alone. 

By stopping the printing of the « Luminary” for one year, another thousand dol- 
lars was gained. 

For reasons seen in the sequel, the missionaries were willing to do with less 
expense for repairs, and a smaller sum than usual would suffice for incidental 
expenses. 

With a view to place the mission-schools upon aself-supporting system, at as early 
a period as possible, additional preparations for manual labour were made; and seve- 
tal of the boys having attained such age and such skill in labour, as to be able, 
wholly or partially, to earn their own support, a great reduction was made in the 
aggregate expenditure in supporting the mission boys. 

And the people of Liberia and the members of the conference subscribed neatly 
another thousand dollars. 

In a word: the people generally, and all the brethren of the conference, with the 
teachers, were greatly in favour of the work; and many personal sacrifices were 
cheerfully made, willing to suffer for a time, if needful, that this greater, more per- 
manent, and general interest might be promoted. 

Thus the entire amount appropriated by the conference estimating committee for 
1850, exclusive of the salary of the superintendent, but including all travelling and 
incidental expenses, will not quite reach twelve thousand dollars, as you have seen 
by the report of the committee from Africa, forwarded to your Corresponding 
Secretary ; leaving eight thousand dollars for the Seminary, besides the two thou- 
sand dollars unused in the appropriation for 1849. 

The expenses for the erection of the Seminary, being, in gross, eight thousand 
three hundred dollars, were at once reduced three hundred dollars by the sale of 
the materials of the old building, and by the work of the mission carpenter two 
hundred dollars more. ‘These sums, combined with the Liberia subscription of one 
thousand dollars, left but six thousand eight hundred dollars necessary for the 
completion of the work, exclusive of two hundred and fifty dollars paid in the 
purchase of the additional lot. 

Thus, out of the ordinary annual appropriation and expenditure, we cultivate 
every productive part of our old mission field ; we abandon or neglect no spot not long 
proved as sterile; we open two new fields among the heathen, and we save money 
enough to erect and finish a very permanent, neat, and convenient new Seminary 
building. We “clear” an edifice worth ten thousand dollars out of one year’s 
appropriation. Here it was believed was ground for confidence and action at once, 
without the assumption of unwarrantable responsibility. 

_ The lot of ground was bought; and the written “ contract,’ which has been 
forwarded to you, was entered into with a responsible man, and a competent builder. 

The necessary appropriation was recorded on the “estimates for 1850,” and the 
agent directed to pay quarterly, as the work should progress, And, as you have 
seen in the contract, the work is under the constant inspection of a building com- 
mittee, with President Roberts as its chairman; and the payments are withheld 


unless the work is approved by them. The house is to be completed by January 1, 
1851. 
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Semmary Burnprne. 


The following is a brief general description of it:—As all 
soft woods, and indeed almost any wood used in building, is 
quickly destroyed in Africa by the ants, especially when laid 
near the ground, so as to be damp, or kept from the light, it 
was determined to build with brick and the most durable hard 
woods. Accordingly the walls are all of hard-burnt brick. 

The general dimensions are, thirty-three feet wide and forty- 
three feet long ; the foundations of stone, laid in good lime mortar, 
and rising two feet above the ground, with openings for venti- 
lation under the first floor. The building is two stories ‘high. 
The first story is twelve feet in the clear, and the second eleven 
feet; and above is a spacious and well finished attic. A piazza 
eight feet wide surrounds the whole building. It is two stories, 
corresponding with the stories of the main edifice. It is sup- 
ported by brick columns, extending from the lower to the 
second floor; and above these well-turned Doric columns. It 
is divided within into suitable rooms for conducting a liberal 
school on an enlarged scale. It is probably the most capacious 
and substantial edifice in the republic. 4 

The contract for building this edifice, including two light- 
ning rods, platforms, desks, tables, six-dozen Windsor chairs, 
Venetian window blinds, shelves, and everything necessary in 
furnishing and. fitting the building for well-conducting the 
school, was taken at $8,300. 'The source from whence this 
money is derived, is stated above. It gives us great pleasure 
to say that there is good hope at present that the board of in. 
struction can be efficiently organized shortly. 


Scuoots ror Native CHILpREN. 


One of the most efficient branches of the mission, is, schools 
for native children. At first, these schools allowed the children 
to be sent and withdrawn at pleasure. ‘The consequence was, 
that but little progress was made in moral education, or in- 
struction in letters; and even the pupils which were retained 
and pretty well educated, when they left the schools returned 
to the bush or savage life. Thus the fruits of the schools were 
lost to a great extent to the mission. This state of the schools 
led toa thorough inquiry into their condition, and the best man-

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ner of conducting them. At the session of the conference in 
Monrovia, in January, 1850, a committee was appointed to re- 
port a system on which these schools should be conducted ; 
their inquiry led to the conclusions contained in the following 
resolutions :—It will be perceived that the native boys and girls, 
become apprentices legally in the school, and that the mission 
authorities may, after they have remained in the school four 
years, and have attained the age of eighteen years, bind them 
out as apprentices to mechanics or farmers, to serve to the end 
of their general apprenticeship. They will thus improve, if 
not complete, their mechanical or agricultural knowledge, which 
they began to obtain during their pupilage in the school. If 
this system is faithfully carried out, the native youth taken 
into the schools will be taught letters, and Christian doctrines, 
and morals, and, at the same time, some mechanical art, or a 
knowledge of husbandry ; and thus be fitted for the state of 
Christian society. 

It will be perceived that the native children in these schools 
are supported at the expense of the mission: they must be 
lodged, boarded, and clothed ; thus increasing the expense of the 
mission. ‘heir parents afford them no support in the schools ; 
clothing and goods suited to a warm climate are valuable do- 
nations to this mission. They may be sent to care of Rev. 
G. Lane, Treasurer, 200 Mulberry-street, New-York. 


The resolutions reported by the committee, and adopted by 
the conference, are as follows, viz :— 


1, That no child shall be received into the mission, and be entitled to support, 
only at the session of the annual conference, and by the consent of the president 
of said annual conference, and the concurrence of the estimating financial com- 
mittee ; action on the case of children, presented for support by the mission, shall 
take place in the sessions of this committee. 

2. No boy shall be received into the mission, and be_entitled to be supported by 
it, until he shall have arrived at the age of fourteen years. Girls may be received 
at any age, and entitled tosupport, at the discretion of the president and committee. 

3. Nor shall any child be received into the mission for education and support, 
for a less term than four years. 

4. And all native boys that shall have been supported by the mission so long as 
four years, and who are as much as eighteen years old, shall thenceforward support 
themselves in the mission ; or, at the option of the president and committee, they 
shall be apprenticed to some one, who may be a mechanic or farmer, until their 
general apprenticeship shall be out. Nor shall any expense accrue to the mission 
on account of the boys, after said term of four years shall have expired. 
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5. And no boy shall be received into the mission, and be entitled to support, 
without being first « indentured” legally, with the above privilege granted of again 
apprenticing him to another person, if thought expedient, as above stated. 

6. And no mission school of native children shall have more than twenty in 
number supported by the mission at any one time. 

And it is further resolved :— 

1. That every person having mission children under his or her eare, shall make 
a quarterly report to the Superintendent of the mission, in writing, to be forwarded 
to him, wherever he may be, by the earliest opportunity: This report shall con- 
tain a full account of the number of children, and the condition of the school. And 
they shall make a very full annual report of their schools, during the session of the 
annual conference, to the president, and financial or estimating committee ; and they 
shall receive compensation only for the time the children are ‘actually under their 
care, and supported by them. Persons having these children intrusted to their care, 
sha'l be’ required to give a satisfactory account to the committee in case any ab- 
scond ; showing that this has been sedulously guarded against, and that timely and 
vigorous means have been used to restore or regain them. 

2. All the native male schools shall be diligently and vigorously taught four 
hours per day, five days in the week, viz:—from ten o’clock in the morning until 
two o’clock in the afternoon. 

The remaining portion of each day the children shall be diligently instructed 
and exercised in some useful industria] pursuit. 

The great end aimed at will be to give these youth a plain education, to lead 
them to adopt the modes and habits of civilized life, to train them, and rear them 
up as Christians, and to bring them to adopt such habits of industry and economy, 
as that, when no longer supported by the mission, they may be found good citizens, 
well able to support and take care of themselves. 

3. All the teachers of all our schools, as well as the schools, whether composed 
of the children of Liberians or natives, shall be subject to the authoritative super- 
intendence, inspection, and control of the preacher in whose charge the school may 
be located, and to the general superintendence of the Presiding Elder of the district. 
But this superintendence shall not proceed so as to interrupt the proper manage- 
ment, conduct, and continuance of the school, upon enlightened and true educa- 
tional principles, but it is intended only to forward this great end. 

And the teachers shall receive payment of their salaries only in proportion to 
their faithfulness in teaching, and the number of months the school shall be in 
actual operation.

Mission Property. 


The committee appointed to consider the state of mission property, beg leave to 
make the following report :— 

Your committee having in the best possible way possessed themselves of infor- 
mation in regard to such property within the bounds of this conference and mission, 
presents the condition, state, and amount of property, as follows :— 


Monrovia District. 

In Monrovia, is one mission-house or parsonage, in tolerably good condition | 
but needs repairs to the amount of $50, and valued at $2,500. The printing 
office, a stone building, one story, at present used as chapel or house of worship, 
requires repairs to the amount of $100,and is valued at $500. The seminary 
now being finished, composed of brick two stories, and a foundation of stone, with 
piazza on all sides supported by columns, and of the best finish which the country 
can afford, is valued at $12,000, including the two lots upon which it stands, 
fenced in. 

New-Georgia.—Here is one church in a bad condition, requiring $150 for re- 
pairs, valued in its present condition at $100. 

Lower Caldwell.—One frame church in a very bad condition, so much so as to 
be considered dangerous to use ; it is valued in its present condition at $50 ; amount 
necessary for repairs $150. 

At Virginia is one meeting-house of native structure, worth $10. 

Upper Caldwell, one church in bad condition, and valued at $30. A new one, 
materials principally of brick, is in course of erection by the people. 

Kentucky has one comfortable church lately erected, and valued at $200. 

At Millsburg is one frame house denominated teacher-house, which stands con- 
nected with two lots, and valued at $75; also the female academy, a brick house, 
two stories high, double piazza in front and shed in the rear, with which are con- 
nected a stone kitchen, one or more out-houses, and two lots, valued altogether 
at $4,000. : 

At Heddingtonis one frame mission-house, much dilapidated, and not at present 
tenantable, valued at $150 ; also a small kitchen. 

Robertsville has a parsonage of frame construction, which needs some repairs, 
to the amount of $40, and one meeting-house of native structure, and two incon- 
siderable native houses ; altogether valued at $210. 

At Grand Cape Mount is one mission-house of native structure, valued at $56, in 
pretty good condition ; also one school-house of same quality, valued at $7, not 
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in a good condition. In consideration of the inconvenience of the school-house 
at this place, owing to its small size, and as there is no meeting-house, it is recom- 
mended that there be erected on the station a house of sufficient dimensions to 
suit the purposes of both school and worship. 

alt Edina, is one mission-house or parsonage with lot, valued at $250. The 
property at this place is represented to be in a very decaying condition, and almost 
useless in the rainy season. ‘T'he location is represented as being unhealthy, and 
rendered so by its lowness ; it is overflowed in part in the rainy season. From 
the continnal repairs necessary for the house—it being old, and the timbers not of 
the best—to build is considered economy. 

At Mount Hall, a former native station among the Bassas, there is a small 
house of native structure, but so far destroyed as to be no longer serviceable. 

Ait Lanesborough is a small house, but it needs much repairs. In order to meet 
the wants of this station, it is recommended that the property here be improved by 
repairs and additions. The present property here is valued at $25; and necessary 
to repairs, &c., the amount of $125. 

New Cessters.—It is recommended that $75 be appropriated for the erection of 
several houses for this station. 

At Marshall i8 one frame church, ina very bad condition, valued at $50 ; and 
one mission house of native structure, valued at $30. 

At Cape Palmas one good dwelling-house, forty-five feet in length by sixteen 
in breadth, with a piazza in front eight feet wide, and a tier of rooms, three in 
number, occupying the place of the back piazza, eight feet in width; also the main 
body ofthe house isa story and a half high, with two large rooms and a bed room on 
the lower floor, and the same number corresponding to those in size upou the upper 
floor ; two dormar-windows in each side of the roof. There is also a kitchen 
twenty-eight feet by twelve, or kitchen and store-room, divided by a partition, 
forming rooms on the lower floor and two in the attic ; also there are a hen-house 
and two other small houses: all of which are valued at $2,500. There is also on 
this charge one school and church, forty-five feet by eighteen; a few repairs are 
recommended, among which are, a new end in the parsonage, and sash with glass, 
which latter is important in the rainy season. The repairs now important, exclu- 
sive of sash, require $50. 

At Gillibo, a native station, is a frame house for the teacher, twenty-five feet by 
fourteen, one story anda half high, with a piazza in front ; also one at Barraka, 
twenty feet by twelve, height and piazza as above-named at Gillibo. 

Greenville Sinou, one dwelling-house, twenty-four feet long by eighteen wide, 
standing on blocks ; it is in a very dilapidated condition, and will very soon need 
entire rebuilding ; worth $150; the kitchen is in a similar condition.

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The extension of the work in Africa claimed the attention of 
the Liberia Conference at its late session. ‘The report of their 
committee will be found below. From it we gather :— 

1. That the one hundred and forty thousand natives within 
the republic are accessible at many important points. 

2. That the conference could obtain a few men, now in the 
local ranks, for the enlargement of its work, and a few for 
teaching common schools, if they had the means of paying 
these men. 

We are persuaded that our mission conference in Liberia 
ought to enlarge its work, especially in the native towns, where 
the people are comparatively settled. These offer more fruit- 
ful fields for missions than wandering tribes. If an active mis- 
sion were established in each principal native town, with a good 
church, and a good school house, and a good parsonage, the 
mission would give stability and prosperity to the town, and 
thus become the nucleus of a larger and better population. 
Cannot the mission become the heart and soul of the town, and 
not the town of the mission? Let the conference in Liberia 
carefully inquire into this matter; and if it will do its part in 
prosecuting the mission in Africa, and the Churches in Africa 
will do their part towards bearing the expenses of the same, 
the Church at home will not withhold her support. 


Report on the Extension of the Mission. 


The Committee on the Extension of the Missionary operations within the bounds 
of the conference, beg leave to report as follows :— 


I—Messvrapo Districr. 


1. Grand Cape Mount.—This is our outer station on the north west. It is in 
the Vey country, the most intelligent tribe of Africans near us, indicating quite an 
inclination to civilization. Now that the slave-trade in this region is broken up, 
they are loud in their calls for missionaries and for schools. Lugary, Manna Rock, 
Gallinas, once the stronghold of the slave, are all anxiously begging for missiona- 
ries. Prospects of great good are before us in that country. Your committee, 
however, recommend a mission at present to only one of those places, Manna Rock, 
a district in which is a population of several thousands. 

2. Litile Cape Mount also presents to us an inviting field for labour. 

3. The Goulah Mission, our most interior station, was suspended for one year, 
that the expenses might be applied to our high school. This is a populous tribe, 
perhaps ten thousand, kind, teachable, and promising. 
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4. Robertsville and Heddington, our oldest native stations. The remains of 
much of the good done exist, and the present missionary scems greatly encouraged 
by signs of success. This region of country, in comparison with others within th 
bounds of our conference, is very sparsely settled by a wandering people, mostly 
strangers. 

5. Millsburgh and White Plains—These are among our most prosperous 
mission stations. Much care and expense have been taken to make themso. Your 
committee would call the attention of the conference to the increase of native popu- 
lation on the south of the St. Paul’s, opposite to Millsburgh. Hundreds of Goulahs 
are leaving their country and settling amongst our people, and are thus indicating 
their disposition to seek civilization and the light of the Gospel. 

6. Kentucky, Upper Caldwell, and adjacent Deytowns. Kentucky is a new 
settlement of Americans, a growing farming district, and, like most of our new set- 
tlements, needs much careful instruction. Upper Caldwell is an 6ld station. The 
natives too, Goulahs, are settling in New-Kentucky. Our Manual-Labour School 
was, for several important considerations, removed from Robertsville to this place 
in January, 1850. Brumleys and Willies, and other Deytowns, so long cpposed to 
anything like the preaching of the Gospel amongst them, have consented to protect 
and encourage the missionaries, if sent. 

7. Virginia and Lower Caldwell_—These are American towns, receiving, at 
this time, one-half of the emigrants to this republic. Streets swarming with chil- 
dren greet the eye—children, whose parents are struggling with the very many 
temporal, trying, and sometimes suffering incidents of this new country; poor 
and illiterate, as most emigrants to this country must be ; emancipated mostly with- 
out money or opportunity of bettering their condition. Your committee recommends 
that schools be established at these two places ; and that $100 be appropriated for* 
Virginia, and $150 for Caldwell, this year. Important points like these should not 
be neglected. With these appropriations the committee think the people can 
maintain their schools. 

8. New-Georgia.—This is a settlement of recaptured Africans—Congoes and 
Eboes—who have married American women. Although natives, they are freeholding 
citizens of this republic. As natives, they need all the light and instruction they can 
get. Concentrated in this place are most of the Congoes captured in the slave-ship 
Pons. To this place go many of our own recaptives. The conference will per- 
ceive at once the great need there is of a school at this place. If New-Georgia 
could be made a separate station, cut off from the St. Paul’s circuit, and the charge 
of the Church and school intrusted to one of our preachers, a good school could be 
taught with but little additional expense. 

9. Monrovia.—Our oldest, largest, most intelligent, and wealthy station. Here 
is our largest Church. The people have much of the spirit of missions and benevo- 
lence. In this respect, they are equal to any people, contributing according as God 
hath prospered them. Something now, however, should be done for the native popu- 
lation in and around Monrovia. The liberal donations that could be obtained annu- 
ally, if applied in this way, would go far towards supporting a domestic mission in 
this town. 


TI.—Granp Bassa District. 


1. Marshall_—Much has been expended in this place, it is to be feared, to little 
purpose. ‘There are, however, some good people, and a rising generation of children 
claiming our attention and sympathy. Several native towns in the vicinity are in-

viting us, and have given signs of encouragement to labour among them. Taking 
Marshall and the native towns together, they would offer a field of usefulness for a 
diligent man. 

2. Edina, Bassa Cove, and Bexley. —These form one of he counties of this re- 
public. They are growing, enterprising, and industrious. Edina and Bassa Cove 
have no schools. The people have showed quite a zeal, not only in building and 
repairing churches, but in domestic missions among the natives, and contributing 
to the missionary funds. A majority, like the rest of our colonists, are poor and 
illiterate. Your committee recommend that schools be established in both these 
towns. A growing population of civilized and Christianized people, who must 
make an impression upon the heathen, needs and calls for good schools. Bexley 
is provided for. 

3. Lanesborough is situated among the Bassas, a powerful and populous tribe of 
Africans—ten thousand would be far from an over-estimate. They are a located 
people, permanent in their towns and country. Amongst such our missionaries 
should operate. In and about Lanesborough are about one thousand six hundred 
people. Ought not a permanent building and more solid operations be carried on 
at that place ? 

4, Peter Harris, an African orator of great power and influence, has made re- 
peated application (promising protection and friendly influence) for schools and 
preaching. “ His town,” says the Presiding Elder of that district, “is but a few 
miles from Bassa Cove, and can be reached by land or water conveniently. Its popu- 
lation, and that of the adjacent towns, are worthy of a trial’—numbering about 
five thousand. 

5. Grand Corah.—Trade Town, Timbo, and River Cess, are asking missions 
from our Church. To these densely-populated places—great trading stations for all 
nations engaged in African commerce, growing still more important and giving us 
the preference—we look with hope, that the Board will enable us to take them all 
up. We have several men well qualified for the work in our local ranks, who could 
be employed were the means at hand. Your committee recommend that the breth- 
ren in this country look around them, and see to what extent the chiefs of these 
places will protect and defend, and use their influence in favour of missionary 
operations. 

6. New Cess.—We are glad that something js now being done in this country. 
Where the slaver once lived the missionary of the Cross labours. God sustain him ! 


IIJ.—Care Panmas District. 


1. Harper and Tubman Town.—This district is chiefly in the Maryland colony. 
Our mission hath planted its standard strongly there. Our members increase with 
the increase of the people. The Presiding Elder of the district, brother F. Burns, 
says, “ that from several towns quite interior has application been made to me for a 
teacher. But it is only in the vicinity of Cape Palmas that at present a promising 
opening is made, embracing what is properly called the Cape Palmas people and 
their allies, the Grayways. The former are immediately about us, within half a 
mile at the farthest ; the latter distant ten miles below us, on the beach. They are 
four thousand in number, at least. Among them a stirring, zealous, faithful mis- 
sionary might, I think, with advantage be employed.” The conference would do 
well to lay hold on these Cape Palmas and Grayway people now. In this colony 
are other missions, with abundance of means of every kind to gain access, to make 


influence and maintain it. "We must be diligent, and well perform our part in this 
important colony. 
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2. Sinoe.—This is a distinct county of our republic, of great and growing impor- 
tance, requiring as much attention as any other portion of our work. We think Sinoe 
has been too much overlooked. Greenville, Louisiana, and Reedsville are the set- 
tlements. Good schools, and an enlargement of the work, could it be done, is 
much needed in this county. Our mission has taken strong ground, and is increas- 
ing. Other denominations are doing much, and are strong. Your committee 
would recommend that u school be immediately established at Reedsville, and that 
$150 be appropriated towards maintaining it. It is a new settlement, containing ' 
some thirty children, and no one living in it competent to teach even an infant class 
in a Sabbath school. The inhabitants are from the State of Mississippi—are mostly 
Methodists. Blue Barre, too, opposite Greenville, on the south side of Sinoe, 
claims our attention. What has become of our native school at that place? In a 
population of two thousand souls, no such point should be allowed to fail for want 
of activity and means. With these remarks, your committee submit this report to 
the conference. J

Tue Constitution of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church provides, that ‘‘the payment of twenty dollars at one. 
time,.. constitutes a member for life; any person paying one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars at one: time into the treasury, shall be a mana- 
ger for life; and the contribution of five hundred dollars, shall con 
stitute the donor a patron for life.” Now it has happened, that a list 
has been. published every year of life-members, but not of patrons 
and life-directors. We propose to supply these lists, as far as we 
can, this year, in hopes that friends who see the errors and defi- 
ciencies, will correct the one and supply the other, in letters to this 
office.

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CONSTITUTION © 


OF THE 


Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
AS REVISED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1852. 


ARTICLE I, 


THis association, denominated “Tur Misstonary Society or 
THE Merruopist Ertscopan Cuurcu,” is established for the ex- 
press purpose of enabling the several annual conferences more effec- 
tually to extend their missionary labours throughout the United 
States and elsewhere; and also to assist in the support and promotion 
of missionary schools and missions in our own and in foreign countries. 


ARTICLE II. 


The payment of two dollars annually shall constitute a member ; 
the payment of twenty dollars at one time a member for life. 
Any person paying one hundred and fifty dollars at one time into 
the treasury shall be a manager for life, and the contribution of five 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor a patron for life. 


ARTICLE III. 


The officers of this society shall consist of a president, vice-pre- 
sidents, a corresponding secretary, recording secretary, treasurer, 
and assistant treasurer, who, together with thirty-two managers, 
shall form a board for the transaction of business. ‘They shall all be 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and be annually elected 
by the society, except the corresponding secretary. Each annual 
conference shall have the privilege of appointing one vice-president 
from its own body. 

ARTICLE Iv. 


The corresponding secretary shall be appointed by the General 
Conference. He shall reside in New-York, and conduct the cor- 
respondence of the society, under the direction of the board. He 
shall be subject to the direction and control of the board of managers, 
by whom his salary is to be fixed and paid. He shall be exclusively 
employed in conducting the correspondence of the society, and, un- 
der the direction of the board, in promoting its general interests, by 
travelling or otherwise. Should his office become vacant by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, the beard shall have power to provide for 
the duties af the office until the bishops or a majority of them shall 
fill the vacancy. 

ARTICLE V. 


The board shall have anthority to make by-laws for regulating its 
own proceedings, to appropriate money to defray incidental expenses, 
to provide for the support of superannuated missionaries, widows, 
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and orphans of missionaries, who may not be provided for by their 
annual conferences respectively,—it being understood that they shall 
not receive more than is allowed by the Discipline to other superan- 
nuated ministers, their widows, and orphans,—and to print books at our 
own press, for the benefit of Indian and foreign missions, fill vacancies 
that may occur in their own body during the year, and shall present 
a statement of its transactions and funds to the society, at its annual 
meeting, and also shall lay before the General Conference a report of 
its transactions for the four preceding years, and the state of its funds. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Ordained ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, whether 
travelling or local, being members of this society, shall be ex-officio 
members of the board of managers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The annual meeting, for the election of officers and managers, 
shall be held on the third Monday in November, in the city of New- 
York. 

ARTICLE VIII. 


At all meetings of the society, and of the board, the president, or, 
in his absence, the vice-president first on the list then present, and 
in the absence of all the vice-presidents, a member appointed by the 
meeting for that purpose, shall preside. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Twenty-five members at each meeting of the society, and thirteen 
at each meeting of the board of managers, shall be a quorum. 


ARTICLE X. 


The minutes of each meeting shall be signed by the chairman of 
the meeting at which the minutes are read and approved. 


: ARTICLE XI. 


It is recommended, that within the bounds of each annual con- 
ference there be established a conference missionary society, auxili- 
ary to this institution, under such regulations as the conferences shall 
respectively prescribe. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Any auxiliary society or donor may designate the mission or mis- 
sions, under the care of this society, to which they desire any part or 
the whole of its funds to be appropriated ; which special designation 
shall be publicly acknowledged by the board. But in the event that 
more funds are raised for any particular mission than are necessary 
for its support, the surplus shall be at the disposal of the society for 
its general purposes. 

ARTICLE XIII. 


The annual conferences shall be divided into as many mission 
districts as there are effective superintendents, and there shall be a 
committee, consisting of one from each mission district, to be ap- 
pointed by the bishops, and to be called the General Missionary 
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Committee. It shall be the duty of this committee to meet annually 
in the city of New-York, betwen the Ist and 15th of November, as 
shall be determined by the corresponding secretary and treasurer, to 
act jointly with the board of managers, the corresponding secretary, 
and the treasurer, in fixing the amount which may be drawn for dur- 
ing the ensuing year, and the division of said amount between foreign 
and domestic missions. Said committee shall, with the concurrence 
of the board of managers, and with the concurrence of at least two of 
the bishops, determine what fields shall be occupied or continued as 
foreign missions, and the number of persons to be employed on said 
missions, and shall, in conjunction with the board, estimate the sums 
necessary for the support of each mission, subject to the approval of 
two or more of the bishops. Said committee shall determine the 
amount for which each bishop may draw for the domestic missions 
of those conferences over which he shall preside, and he shall not 
draw on the treasurer for more than said amount. 

Provided nevertheless, that in the intervals between the meetings 
of. the General Missionary Committee, the Board of Managers, with 
the concurrence of a majority of the bishops, may, if they shall deem 
it important, adopt a new missionary field, and also provide for any 
unforeseen emergency that may arise; and to meet such demands, 
nfay expend any additional sum not exceeding five thousand dollars. 

Should any of the members of said committee in the interval of the 
General Conference go out of office by-death, resignation, or other- 
wise, the bishop presiding in the conferences where the vacancy 
shall occur, shall appoint another to fill his place. 

Said committee to be amenable to the General Conference, to 
which it shall make full reports of its doings. 

Any expense incurred in the discharge of its duties shali be met 
by the treasurer of the society. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The sums allowed for the support of a missionary shall not exceed 
the usual allowance of other itinerant preachers. The bishop, or 
president of the conference, (if the mission be domestic,) and the 
superintendent, where there is one, and if not, the missionary, (if it 
be foreign,) shall draw on the treasurer for the same, in quarterly or 
half-yearly instalments, and they shall always promptly notify the 
treasurer of all drafts made by them. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Each superintendent of missions, and where there is no superin- 
tendent, each missionary shall make a regular quarterly report to the 
corresponding secretary at New-York, giving information of the state 
and prospects of the several missions under his care. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Each missionary shall report to his superintendent once a quarter,. 
in writing, the state and prospects of the special work in which he 


is engaged. 
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ARTICLE XVII. 


No one shall be acknowledged a missionary, or receive support 
from the funds of this society, who has not some definite field assign- 
ed to him, or who could not be an effective labourer on a circuit, 
except as provided for in Article V. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


This Constitution shall not be altered but by the General Confer- 
ence, upon the recommendation of the board of managers, or by the 
board, on the recommendation of the General Conference. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, BY-LAWS, &c. 


I. The duties of the officers of the Society. 


‘The Presiding Officer shall preserve order, keep the speaker to the 
point under consideration, and appoint committees not otherwise pro- 
vided for. He shall not take part in debate nor propose any new 
measure, unless he first Jeave the chair. In case of an equal divi- 
sion on any question, he shall give the casting vote, and may assign 
his reasons. 

The Treasurer shall keep an account of all the receipts and dis- 
bursements, answer all orders of the board on the treasury, exhibit 
the state of the funds to such auditing committee as shall be ap- 
pointed by the board, and shall report monthly the state of the 
treasury. The assistant treasurer shall be subject to the direction of 
the treasurer and of the board of managers. ‘The treasurer and as- 
sistant treasurer shall each keep the accounts of his receipts by con- 
ferences, and of his expenditures by missions. 

The Corresponding Secretary at New-York shall keep a vigilant 
eye upon the missions, and convey to the superintendent having 
charge of the foreign missions, to the board or the standing com- 
mittees, all stich communications from, and all information concern- 
ing our missions, both foreign and domestic, as the circumstances of 
the case may require, and shall in all cases give to such missionaries 
as may be sent out by the board, as well as to such as are now in 
the missionary field, the letter of instructions authorized by the board, 
with such other instructions and explanations as the peculiarity of 
circumstances may cal] for, and shall explicitly inform all our mis- 
sionaries that they are in no case to depart from such instructions. 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of 
all the meetings of the board and ofthe society, and notify all meet- 
ings of the board and of the society. He shall also certify to the trea- 
surer, or to the auditing committee, as the case may require, all ac- 
counts which have been passed by the board and ordered for payment. 


JI. Organization of Standing Committees, and their duties. 


On the first meeting ofsthe board, after the annual election, the 
following standing committees shall be appointed ;— 

1. The Estimating committee, whose duty it shall be to make an 
estimate for the salary payable to any person engaged, not in the mis- 
sions, but in the immediate service of this board: and also. estimates 
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for such incidental expenditures as may have no special relation to 
any particular mission, and which may be referred to them by the 
board, or treasurer, or secretary. 

2. The Finance committee,—duty to aid the treasurer in providing 
ways and means. 

3. The African committee,—duty to take into consideration all 
matters relating to missions in Africa, which may be referred to them 
by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

4. The Oregon committee,—duty to take into consideration all 
matters relating to missions in Oregon, which may be referred to 
them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

5. The South American committee,—duty to take into consideration 
all matters relating to missions in South America, which may be re- 
ferred to them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

6. The China committee,—duty to take into consideration all mat- 
ters relating to missions in China, which may be referred to them 
by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

7. The Foreign German committee,—duty to take into considera- 
tion all matters relating to missions in Germany which may be refer- 
red to them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

8. The committee on Domestic Missions,—duty to take ito con- 
sideration all matters relating to the domestic field, which may be 
referred to them by the board, or the corresponding secretary. 

9. The Legacy committee,—duty to take into consideration all be- 
quests made to the society, and referred to them by the board, or the 
corresponding secretary. 

10. The Publishing committee,—duty to publish as instructed by 
the board. 

11. The Auditing committee,—duty to adjust such accounts as 
may be referred to them by the board. 

Each committee shall organize by the appointment of a chairman 
and secretary. ‘The secretary shall keep correct minutes of all the 
business brought before the committee, and the disposition of the 
same, in a book kept for that purpose, which shall be brought to the 
regular meetings of the board; and may hold a regular meeting once in 
each month, or meet at the call of the corresponding secretary, or 
treasurer. 

Each committee having charge of a particular mission, shall make 
out estimates for the mission under its charge, to be laid before the 
General Missionary Committee and Board, at their joint annual meet- 
ing, to guide them in making the estimates for the succeeding year. 

The treasurer, corresponding secretary, and superintendent of foreign 
missions, shall be ex-officio members of all the standing committees. 


III. Meetings of the board, order of business, and rules of debate. 


1. Regular meetings. 


1. The -board shall hold their regular meetings on the third Wed- 
nesday of each month, at 4 o’clock, P. M., at the committee room. 

2. All meetings of the board shall open with religious exercises, 
and close with prayer or the benediction, under the direction of the 


chairman. 
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2. Order of business. 


1. The minutes of the previous meeting to be read, and when ap- 
proved, to be signed by the presiding officer. 

2. The corresponding secretary to present his report. 

‘3. The treasurer’s report. 

4. Reports from the standing committees in the following order :— 
Estimating — Finance —A frican—Oregon—South American—China 
—Foreign German—Domestic Missions—Legacy — Publishing — 
Auditing. 

The report to be made by simply reading the minutes of their pro- 
ceedings, upon which the board shall take such action as the case 
may require. 

5. Reports of special committees. 

6. Unfinished business. 

7. Any miscellaneous matters. 

The board shall appoint in the month of September, in each year, a 
committee to make arrangements for the annual meeting, and for the 
anniversary.

3. Rules for the transaction of business. 


1. A motion being made, seconded, and stated from the chair 
shall be considered in possession of the board, but may be withdrawn 
by the mover before any order may be taken on it; and every motion 
shall be reduced to writing if the presiding officer, or any other mem- 
ber, require it. 

2. A motion to amend shall be considered first in order, and shall 
be decided before the original one. 

3. Every member wishing to speak, shall rise and address the 
chair, and no one shall speak more than once on one question, until 
every member desiring to speak shall have spoken; and no member 
shall speak over fifteen minutes without the permission of the board. 

4. A motion to lay on the table shall be taken without debate. 

5. When a report is presented by a committee, it shall be consi- 
dered in possession of the board, and may be adopted, amended, re- 
committed, laid on the table, or indefinitely postponed, as the board 
may judge proper. 

6. It shall always be deemed out of order to use personal reflec- 
tions in debate, or to interrupt a speaker, except to explain, or call 
him to order. 

7. It shall be deemed out of order for any member to leave the 
meeting without the permission of the chair or the board. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be considered in order, and 
shall be taken without debate. 

The following resolution was adopted by the board, and ordered 
to be published in the Annual Report, viz., Resolved, That the chair- 
men of the standing committees be required to return all documents 
submitted to them by the corresponding secretary, after the final ac- 


tion of the board in relation to them, and that he be expected to keep 
them on separate files. 


THIRTYTHIRD ANNIVERSARY. 


The thirty-third anniversary of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, was celebrated in the Bromfield-street Church, Boston, in the after- 
noon and evening of May 19th. Very judicious arrangements were made by a 
local committee, consisting of Dr. Snow and Mr. J. P. Magee, with the sanction 
of a committee of the Board of Managers at New-York. 

At 3 o’clock the chair was taken by Bishop Waugh, and the preliminary devo- 
tional services were by Rey. J. H. Perry, of New-York. 

The Rev. W. H. Goode, of Indiana, addressed the audience, on Indian Missions. 
He had been a missionary among the Indians, and was ready to go again if re- 
quired. The red men of the forest had dwindled down to a mere handful, and 
had become the wards of the government and the Church. They asked and de- 
served our aid and instruction in matters of religion ; they were ready and anxious to 
accept our message of salvation, and our schools of Christian instruction. They 
were ready to quit the chase, and their roving habits, and settle around the school- 
house, the parsonage, and the church; and he would say that this was the only 
plan on which Indian Missions could succeed. He was glad to learn that this was 
now the settled plan of our Indian Missions ; and he had reason to believe it was 
in accordance with the judgment and will of the general government. He hoped 
our Indian Missions would be enlarged and vigorously prosecuted. 

Rev. Dr. Nast, of Cincinnati, next addressed the audience, on our,German Mis- 
sions in the United States. He drew a rapid and powerful picture of the chaotic 
state of mind and feeling on the subject of religion of the vast emigrant pop- 
ulation pouring into our country from Germany. The peace and safety of the 
country as well as the salvation of their souls demanded the infusion of evangeli- 
cal religion into their minds and hearts. Of this emigrant German population one- 
half are Roman Catholics; and in cities two-thirds. One of the most interesting 
features of the German Missions, is the conversion of Roman Catholics. Among 
ten thousand German communicants in our German Missions, perhaps three or four 
thousand had been Roman Catholic by birth and education. Our manner of wor- 
ship and of presenting religion is grateful to the German mind and heart. Meth- 
odism is peculiarly adapted to the mental and moral condition of the Germans. 
When they arrive in America they see a blaze of free, simple gospel light, without 
the authority of the State, or the tinsel and pomp of the Roman Catholic wor- 
ship, and, they are attracted and penetrated by it. He had forgot to say, in its 
proper place, that of the one hundred and ten or more regular missionaries now 
employed in the German Missions, a number of the most successful had been Ro. 
man Catholics. He alluded with great beauty and feeling to the power of the Ger- 
man Lutheran Bible over tht German mind. The Catholics could not destroy this 
influence : they had tried and failed. He concluded by an earnest appeal in favour: 
of our German Missions, because we owe our Protestantism to Germany. 
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Rev. Dr. WClintock next addressed the audience, on our Foreign German Mis- 
sion, the centre of which isin Bremen. We have room for but one beautiful and 
powerful passage in his very effective speech. He said :— 

In 1821, two young men entered the University of Tubingen, in Germany, from 
the Gymnasium, to complete their education. They were both well trained accord- 
ing to the German plan; both of promise and talent ; both were to be theologians. 
They formed a friendship at the University, and for six years lived, studied, and 
formed their plans of life together ; and they supposed their lines of life would 
run parallel: that they would both be theologians—ministers, probably, with the 
usual ambition of an enterprising and talented German student—both professors 
and lecturers. In 1827 they both finished their studies at the University. It will 
be enough to show how widely different are the plans of the Almighty Providence 
that rules ovér us from our purposes and arrangements, to say that the name of 
one of these young men was a name that has filled all the literary world,—a name 
at which theologians in Europe and America have been accustomed for years to 
turn pale, and of which they have not yet lost their dread, and it will be many 
years before they shall lose their terror,—no less aname than that of David Freder- 
ick Strauss, the author of the “ Life of Jesus ;” and the other the name of William 
Nast, who has just spoken. In eight years from the time he left the University 
Strauss had written that famous book, in comparison with which all that infidelity 
had done before was as nothing; that book of pride and power—of clear, acute, 
philosophical, and yet worldly and wicked thinking—which has puzzled Christen- 
dom, and which puzzles it still. And in those eight years, William Nast had come 
to America, with blasted hopes and fainting heart, with no sure Christianity, with 
no hope in this life, and with no hope and hardly any belief in the life to come 3 
and in eight years he had been led by Providence through many a lane of sorrow 
and darkness up to the hour when that memorable awakening occurred which re- 
sulted in his glorious birth unto God. Though that great book of Strauss’s has 
done and is doing an enormous work of evil there, itis not rash to say that what 
God has done in converting William Nast here, and sending him to be the first 
German missionary in this land, will more than counterbalance all that Strauss 
and his book have ever done. That Providence which always works by compen- 
sations, which never allows a poisonous plant to grow without planting in some 
other spot an antidote, raised up William Nast to counteract that evil work, and to 
be the instrument of converting thousands upon thousands of his fellow-country- 
men here, and then to be a most powerful and potent agency to convert his father- 
land—to reconvert his fatherland; rather; to bring it back to that glorious faith 
and sure religious experience from which it has so widely wandered. And all this 
is a single answer to the question why we should send missions to Germany. 

Rev. H. Slicer, of Baltimore, next addressed the audience, on our African mis- 
sion. This mission covers the State of Liberia and the Maryland Colony. It 
stretches along the western coast some three hundred and fifty miles. He intro- 
duced his speech by reading from the Annual Report about to be published, the 
statistics of the mission, (see Report,) and then said,— 

From the time when the first slave-ship, about the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, was found hovering like an ill-omened bird upon the west coast of Africa, 
down to the present hour, it has been a grave question with statesmen, philanthro- 
pists, moralists, and Christians, in all the civilized world, what means could be 
devised, and what system put in operation, that would most probably, in the shortest 
time, wipe the foul blot of the slave-trade from the escutcheon of Christian nations. 
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Among the efforts made to abolish it, was the prohibition by Congress to 
American citizens, in 1800, to hold any property in slave-ships, and the direction 
to United States ships to seize all vessels engaged in the trade; also, the passage 
of a law, in 1807, forbidding the importation of slaves. after January Ist, 1808, 
Then followed the declaration of the United States Congress, in 1820, that the 
slave-trade was piracy, and affixing to the law against it the death penalty. It 
was not until fowr years after, that the British Parliament, led on by Canning, 
passed a similar bill. Various efforts were made by the United States and Great 
Britain, by means of armed vessels, to put an end to the slave-trade; but this course 
was found to be entirely ineffectual, as will appear from the fact stated in Walsh’s 
Notes on Brazil, that from 1819 to 1828, a period of nine years, there were: cap- 
tured but 13,281 slaves, or an average of 1,400 per year, although there were an- 
nually transported from the African coast 100,000 slaves. 

In consequence of these failures, Mr. Buxton, of the British Parliament, became 
a convert to the system of establishing missionary posts upon the coast of Africa, 
as the best means of accomplishing the desired object. These’ posts establish a 
barrier between the slave-trader and the barbarians in the interior, and the business 
cannot be carried on. 

The influence of the African mission is not only potent in destroying the slave- 
trade, but when it shall be prosecuted vigorously, it will shed a broad, clear, strong 
light into the interior upon the benighted millions of that dark continent. The time 
was when Africa could boast of her heroes, her statesmen, and her literature ; when 
she gave generals to the army and bishops to the Church; and the time will come, 
under the ordination of a gracious Providence, when Africa shall rise from her 
slumbers and shake off the incubus that now weighs so heavily upon her. God 
hasten Africa’s regeneration. 

The speaker concluded by stating that the independence of Liberia had been 
acknowledged by Great Britain, France, and Belgium, and it was his opinion that 
our government ought to follow suit, and pronounce the State of Liberia free and 
independent. 

After the address of Mr. Slicer the meeting was adjourned until half-past seven 
o’clock in the evening. Bishop Janes took the chair, and the exercises were 
opened by singing and prayer, by Rev. Mr. Green, of Canada. 


Rev. D. Wise, of Providence Conference, then spoke on our domestic missions. 
This, he said, was a department of but little prominence before the public, but of 
vast importance to the Church. There were thousands in every large city who 
were but nominally Christians, and needed to be aroused from their slumbers ; and 
there were thousands more who had neither knowledge, nor hope, nor desire of 
God. They will not awake or arise until the missionary appears among them with 
the gospel of the grace of God. 

Besides, the suburbs of our growing cities and towns, as well as the frontiers of 
our new States and Territories, all springing into life, and taking form and position 
in society, need constant attention. We must send the missionary to throw into 
these seething and forming masses the salt of the heavenly life. These fields will 
yield a rich return, both in souls and in missionary contributions, in after years. 
But my time is gone. I conclude by appealing to the Church to sustain, with great 
devotion and vigour, the domestic missionary work. 

Rev. Dr, Simpson, (now Bishop Simpson,) of Cincinnati, next addressed the 
audience, on our missions in California and Oregon. He took a deep interest in the 
work on the Pacific coast. Four years ago he had moved to form a mission confer- 
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ence there: then it was thought a wild project; but what have four years 
wrought! Now we are about to have two conferences, and in the two 
nearly sixty men employed. Colleges, seminaries, and schools are growing up 
with the mission, and all the elements of a powerful empire are being 
leavened and formed. The character of the population gave interest to these 
missions. All nations of the earth are sending their contributions to make up 
this empire ; and China, that had been sealed to Christendom for thousands of years, 
was about to be entered through a door opened in our own land. The geographi- 
cal position of the mission was one of great interest. It was the centre of the 
world; it lay half way between the old Pagan empire, to the west of it, and the 
new Christian empire, to the east of it; and these two powers were to meet, and 
stand face to face on our Pacific coast. Who can doubt on which side will be the 
victory? But we were-first in the field, and we must be first in the glorious strife 
and final conquest. 

Rev. George Loomis, late seamen’s chaplain in China, next addressed the 
audience, on the China mission. He had seen all the mission stations in China. 
Our mission at Fuh-Chau would compare favourably with any of them, both with 
respect to men employed, and the vastness and promise of the field. There is an 
old and peculiar civilization in China. They are not barbarians—they are intelligent 
and shrewd; but they are idolaters—they bow down to stocks and stones. But 
the light was beginning to dawn; the clouds were being agitated, and began to 
show signs of breaking up, and passing away; the cause of it is the Christian mis- 
sions. The work is slow, is difficult, is a work of faith; but the fruits are sure, 
and will be abundant. 
| He made an eloquent appeal to the Church to cherish the China mission as a 
\ work of faith and of promise—even if of distant promise. 

The collection was then taken up in the baskets, when the Corresponding Secre- 
tary made a few remarks, and the audience was dismissed, in fine spirits and in 
good humour. 


THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


Our “ fathers, where are they? and the prophets, do they live 
forever ?” 

“Our Elijah,” as said the venerable Dr. Bangs, “ hath been 
taken up ;” and this is the reference we must have to the de- 
parture of our late President, Rev. Bishop Hedding, whose 
name will long be as an odour of a sweet smell in all the habi- 
tations of our people. 

Collins—the youthful, devoted Judson D. Collins, late super- 
intendent of our mission in ,China—hath ceased on earth to 
stretch out his hands unto God in behalf of the people of his 
first love, and for whose enlightenment and recovery to Christ 
he gave the morning of his life’s short day. He “rests from 
his labours.” Africa hath lost a father, in his care for her, in - 
‘the departed Dr. James Moore, and a son of promise in the 
gifted W. H. Payne. We adore the Giver of such benefits to 
the Church and to the world, and we submit ourselves to the 
infinite wisdom and goodness that hath removed them to a pre- 
sence “ which is far better.” We look up to the same gracious 
source for the supply of all our needs. 

The past year, as the preceding, has been one of prosperity. 
One of our mission conferences—Oregon and California—has 
become two regular, separate, and independent conferences, as 
much so as either the New-York or the Ohio Conference. 

To the African and German missions additions have been 
made to the number of labourers. 

In our South American mission at Buenos Ayres there has 
been a steady increase, and measures have been adopted by the 
Board for the reopening of the mission in Monte Video. 

For China it is determined that at least five effective men 
shall be kept in the field; “but what are these among so 


many ?”

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


Our Domestic Missions are attracting, in a greater degree 
than ever, the attention of our Board of Managers; and also of 
the Church at large. 

It is not a time in which we may deal with a slack hand, but 
‘give a portion to seven and also to eight ;” for it has been de- 
monstrated that for our “pence” contributed to them, ‘‘ pounds” 
come into our treasury. ‘To continue this good work we shall 
much depend upon the attentions of the Superintendents of 
those districts embracing Domestic Missions. 'The reports re- 
ceived at the office of the Board during the past year have been 
greater in number and more complete in detail than heretofore ; 
but we are far, very far from being satisfied with such statis- 
tics as we are now able to present to the Church. We hope to 
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furnish to every superintendent, if not to every missionary, dur- 
ing the current year such blanks as will enable us to show to 
the Church more completely the fruit of the offerings made for 
this department of our work. Many of the missions have dur- 
ing the past year become wholly self-supporting; in some in- 
stances they have actually succeeded so far beyond their ex- 


pectations, by His good-will from whom all good gifts proceed, | 


that they have returned to the treasury as much if not more 
than the amount appropriated for their support.

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In reference to the importance of our Missions to the foreign 
populations in our midst, we beg again to submit the following 


remarks :— 


«These Europeans settle chiefly together in particular parts of our cities and 
large towns, or in particular regions of the country ; and preserve, to some extent, 
and in some instances to a great extent, their most objectionable customs, and their 
infidel rationalistic and socialist doctrines: so that their influence on the manners 
and institutions of our country becomes a question of great and pressing impor- 
tance. In some of the largest German populations, as in Cincinnati and St. Louis, 
they have even conceived the idea of preserving their nationality and their national 
customs in our midst. Their influence is beginning to be felt in changing our na- 
tional peculiarities. We see this now clearly in their disregard for the Sabbath. 
They are introducing among us the European idea of the Sabbath—~. e., that it is 
a day of recreation and amusement, and not a day of sacred rest and religious 
observance. Hence they have their public gardens, and public amusements on Sun- 
day afternoons and evenings—such as Sunday evening theatres and concerts. Pol- 
iticians will not interfere by making laws; and the only hope that appears is in 
the influence of Evangelical Missions and Churches upon these Europeans, thus 
assimilating them to our own people, and thus strengthening the bonds of these 
States, and giving stability to our institutions, civil and religious.

German Mission District, New-York Conference. 
Joun C. Lyon, Superintendent. 
New-York Crry, Szconp-srreet.—C. Jost, Missionary. 
To THe CorresronpInc SECRETARY. 

This mission occupies a very prominent position among the German Missions 
along the Atlantic coast; and is, in a very important sense, the representative of 
Methodism to the German population landing on our happy shores in quest of a 
peaceful home. Here the first impression, in relation to vital godliness, is made, 
and here the German takes his type of that form of religion which he expects to 
find in the interior of the country. This high responsibility has been fully met by 
this mission during the past year, and hundreds have here been impressed with the 
reality of a vitality in godliness of which they had no conception before. The 
missionary has laboured hard and faithfully, in full view of the confidence reposed 
in him by the Church to lift up the gospel standard for the people, according to 
our approved understanding of it, and the Lord has fully sustained him and blessed 
his labours in a very eminent degree. Nearly one hundred have been received on 
probation during the year, which would have swelled the congregation very much 
indeed ; but the frequent removals from this point to the interior leave the num- 
ber at the close of the year but very little augmented. The present number of full 
members is one hundred and sixty-two, of probationers fifty-four ; local preach- 
ers two, and exhorters two. The Church property, with the parsonage, which was 
purchased during the last year at $2,600, is worth $20,000; the debt remaining on 
the whole is $10,500. The money made up in the congregation during this year 
is :—Penny collections, $275 ; class coliections, $242; missionary collections, $270 ; 
sinking fund, $300; other collections, $100. There are two Sabbath schools, a 
German and an English one, each numbering about two hundred scholars and 
thirty officers and teachers, and one Bible class, in charge of the preacher. 

In connexion with this mission, there was, in the course of the year, another 
one commenced at Harlem and Morrisania, with the help of an exhorter; and the 
success of the effort has been exceedingly encouraging. The attendance on the 
word has been very good, especially at the last-named place, where a class is formed, , 
and $15 have been collected for the Missionary treasury. 


Wasuineron-street Mission.—H. Kastendick, Local Preacher. 


This mission has also been under the charge of Rev. C. Jost, of Second-street, . 
during this year, and is one of the most laborious and even dangerous posts in al. 
our missionary work. As the immigrants land near this place, it is made the duty 
of the missionary to meet them with tracts, and Bibles, and Christian counsels, and 
to proffer them any aid they may need of him on their way to the interior, in the: 
discharge of which duty they are often insulted by a heartless set of runners, who 
had for a long time monopolized this business, and had often swindled the unsus- 
pecting strangers out of all their money. On one occasion brother Jost escaped 
narrowly out of their hands with his life, as they were dragging him along the 
wharf to throw him into the river. The Lord is, however, blessing this mission in 
a very remarkable manner, despite all the opposition and persecution it has had to 
suffer from almost every quarter. One very remarkable triumph of divine grace -

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may be recorded as having occurred during this year, which of itself is worth all 
the labour and expense of the mission since its commencement. A man who kept 
a grocery and drink-shop, understanding that a man was to preach who had crossed 
the ocean with him a few years before as a blacksmith, determined to have some 
sport in hearing him; but the divine power coming down upon him, before he was 
aware of it, he, 


“Though he had come to mock, yet stay’d to pray.” 


In a few days afterwards he found peace in believing, and yielded the glorious 
fruits thereof in quitting his business, and disposing of or dashing to pieces his 
drink-shop as an offering upon the altar of missions. This brought upon him a 
storm of persecution, chiefly from his wife, who saw no reasonable hope now of a 
support for the family; yet in the midst of this distress the Lord took hold of her 
soul, and in two weeks after the conversion of her husband she also was able to 
testify of the redeeming grace and dying love of Jesus. The Lord also gave him 
a much more profitable business than that which he had given up; so that a few 
months after his conversion he gave $25 into the Missionary treasury, as a thank- 
offering to the Lord for what he had done for his own soul and that of his com- 
panion. The membership in this mission is twelve; probationers, eight. The 
Sabbath-school numbers sixteen scholars and four officers and teachers. Small as 
is the mission, still they made up $80 missionary collection in it. Our place of 
worship is certainly one of the most uncomfortable occupied anywhere, and so 
difficult to be found; yet it is about as good a one as we could get in that part of 
‘the city, without preparing or purchasing one especially for the object, which could 
not be done without a very heavy expense. Yet if such an enterprise were set on 


foot, however expensive, it would doubtless yield a due proportion of blessings to 
‘the Church and to the world. 


Broominepate Misston.—C, F. Grimm, Missionary. 

This was commenced and has been fostered by the Ladies’ Home Missionary So- 
ciety up to this time with a laudable maternal care, and great has been the success 
attending it through this year. A number of conversions have taken place 3 some 
remarkable cases might be detailed from the errors of Popery, and others from the 
not less fatal errors of a false Protestantism. The only thing we have to de- 
plore here is, that the church is too small and about $400 still in debt. We very 
much need a new one in order to promote the work of God here. The population 
is increasing very fast here, and despite the German prejudices against Metho- 
dism, the Lord works here mightily, and gives clear indications of desiring to do 
yet more abundantly for us; but we have not room for the people. Our ery has 
been to the Lord for years past here, to raise us up help in the shape of liberal 
friends to aid in building a new church. The membership is fifty-six ; probationers, 
twenty-five ; local preacher, one ; Sabbath school, one ; scholars, seventy; officers 
and teachers, seventeen ; and a very good library of two hundred yolumes 


WituamssureH Mission.—F. Gratz, Missionary. 


This mission is at this time enjoying a greater degree of prosperity than it was 
wont to do for some years past, as the storm of persecution from without has some- 
what abated, and the members walk in great peace and harmony among themselves, 
and the work of conversion is steadily going forward. There are at least ten cases 
of clear conversion reported for this year, and the influence of Methodism and 
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vital piety is being more powerfully felt among the people. The number of mem- 
bers is twenty; probationers, twelve; hearers, from forty to fifty; one Sunday 
school, and eighty scholars; eighteen officers and teachers, and a good library. 
The German population in this city is estimated at 12,000 ; and there is every pros- 
pect of a final conquest here for Christ, which will crown abundantly every effort 
that has already been made, or may yet be made, for the glory of God. But it is 
hardly reasonable to expect this result before we get a larger and better church. 

Apart from the labours of this mission, the missionary operated three days in the 
week in Brooklyn, as German colporteur, under the Brooklyn City Tract Society, 
who paid him $250 a year for such service. The Germans in that city live so scat- 
tered that they cannot well be concentrated for public worship ; many of them are 
also under the influence of the rawest kind of German infidelity; but still the mis- 
sionary has access to many of them, and has reason to believe that he has not 
laboured in vain in the Lord. 


Newark Misston, N. J.—C. H. Hoevener, Missionary. 


This mission had the misfortune to lose its very efficient and laborious mission- 
ary, by death, on the 24th February. Though he died very happy in the Lord, after - 
a short illness of bilious pleurisy, yet we cannot but believe that he hastened his 
death by his excessive labours and anxiety for the prosperity of the work of God 
here. His moving into the parsonage while it was still wet with the plastering may 
also have contributed its share to this our loss of a faithful labourer in the vineyard 
of the Lord. He has, however, left his charge in a very prosperous condition ; a 
considerable number of souls were happily converted to God last winter, and his 
death is deeply mourned by the whole society and the community generally. There 
are members, fifty; probationers, twenty-three ; hearers, eighty to one hundred ; 
one Sunday school—forty-one scholars, twelve officers and teachers, and a good 
library. The worth of the Church property, inclusive of the parsonage lately built, 
is about $4,000, upon which a debt of $1,400 remains. The class-collections 
amount to $37 18; missionary collections, $20. About thirty joined the Society 
this year. 


Poveuxeersig Mission.— Augustus Hertel, Missionary. 


When the missionary of last year was dropped, at the last conference, on account 
of incapacity, he immediately commenced to distract and divide the society, and to 
begin an opposition Church ; which of course embarrassed our operations here for 
some time. The opposition, however, had to yield up the ghost after a few months, 
and peace and prosperity have returned to our cause, and the banner of the cross 
waves again triumphantly over our sanctuary. Some of the deluded members re- 
turned penitently to the bosom of the Church; others, however, were ashamed to 
yeturn, and were therefore scattered in different directions. 'The number of Ger- 
mans is not very large in this place, though quite sufficient to justify the Church in 
a persevering effort for their conversion. The full members in the society are 
twenty-three; probationers, three ; there is also a Sunday school of thirty scholars, 
fourteen officers and teachers; the Church debt is still $1,100, but efforts are being 
made gradually to liquidate it. 


Arpany Mission.—John J. Graw, Missionary. 


Much cannot be said about this mission, as it has still to struggle for a bare ex- 
istence—not however on account of any want of materials to operate upon, but for 
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want of a suitable place to operate in. During the past year the missionary has 
spent much of his time in trying to collect money for the purpose of building a 
church, and at the last quarterly meeting there were $1,200 secured in cash and 
subscriptions, $800 more being necessary, according to a resolution of the commit- 
tee appointed by the Troy Conference, to begin the building. There is every 
reason to be encouraged here in the work of the Lord; feeble as is this young vine, 
still it has yielded a due proportion of fruit in the happy conversion of a number of 
souls. If we succeed in the coming year in getting a suitable church here, we 
shall thank God and take courage. There are in the society ten full members, 
and five probationers; one local preacher; one Sabbath school, with fifty-eight 
scholars, fifteen officers and teachers, and two hundred volumes in the library. 

N. B. The helper at the mission in Rochester, Jacob Gabler, was taken away 
from there last fall, and given to brother Graw, to enable him to go out and make 
collections for the Church in Albany. His prospects of success are very fair. 


Scuenectapy Misston.—Sebastian Meckel, Local Preacher, Missionary. 


During the past year, the condition of this field of labour has been materially 
improved, and the spirit of Methodism has evidently taken deeper hold of the peo- 
ple and developed itself more fully than before. There had hitherto been a marked 
opposition to the peculiarities of our Church; which, however, is gradually passing 
away, and the altar for the penitents and the class-meeting have ceased to be scare- 
crows in their midst. All things considered, this is one of the most interesting of 
our missions along the Atlantic coast—not so much on account of its present actual 
membership, which we regret to say is still small, but on account, more especially, 
of the character of our hearers, which is remarkable for its uprightness and good 
sense ; and when the Lord once makes a break among them, and the Holy Spirit 
comes down upon them in his wonted power, we expect a fair tornado sweeping the 
whole country. There being no other German church in the town or neighbour- 
hood, the people come sometimes as far as twenty miles to hear preaching and to 
receive the sacraments. There are fifteen members, and nine probationers ; one Sab- 
bath school, with thirty-six scholars, eight officers and teachers, two hundred and 
twelve volumes in the library, and one Bible class. The value of the Church property 
is $2000, upon which there is a debt of $700. The German population is about fout 
hundred, of which we have from one hundred and fifty to two hundred hearers. 


Rocuesrer Misston.—Jacob Kindler and Jacob Gabler, Missionaries. 


Our Church in this place being quite on the north-east extremity of the city, it 
was resolved within the last year to build another church, in an opposite direc- 
tion, where the German population is quite large. The enterprise is nearly com- 
pleted : -it will cost between $400 and $500, and when dedicated, which we expect 
‘to take place before the close of the conference year, we hope to have it free from 
all embarrassments of debt. We also expect to complete the basement of the first 
church, within that time, so that we shall have two churches finished by the close 
of this conference year. Our English brethren and friends have come up nobly to 
our assistance, both with their contributions and their labour of love, in various 
ways to. carry on the work, for which we feel ourselves under immortal obligations 
tothem. There are thirty-eight full members, forty-four probationers ; among these 
there are twenty-one converted from Roman Catholicism, and the rest from every 
other false creed and no creed. There are also two Sabbath schools, i. e., one a Ger- 
man and the other an English school: the last consists of ninety-five scholars, fifteen 
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teachers, and two superintendents ; the first consists of eighty-two.scholars, two 
superintendents, twenty-three teachers, and one Bible class,.of which two scholars 
were converted during the past year. The work of God is of an interesting and 
prosperous character here ; at the last quarterly meeting the altar was regularly 
crowded with penitents, and we took ten into full connexion and fifteen on proba- 
tion. They have also raised, for various purposes, about two hundred dollars dur- 
ing the past year. 


Burrato anp Tonawanpa Misston.—John Swahlen and C. Afflerbach, Mission- 
aries. 


This is, properly speaking, a circuit of two or more Sabbath appointments, be- 
sides some others which are filled during the week. It has been heretofore a hard ° 
place for Methodism on many accounts, chiefly on account of the viciousness, 
stupidity, and prejudice of the people; the cause is, however, looking up. The 
society at head quarters has been materially purged and improved during the past 
year, and {the gospel car is evidently moving forward. There have been also a 
church and parsonage bought at Lancaster, ten miles from Buffalo, at $1000, during 
the past year, $400 of which was paid down ; and the prospect of doing much good 
in that place is very encouraging indeed. If we can station a missionary there for 
that place and neighbourhood, for the future, it will aid the cause very much. 
There are also arrangements made for building a parsonage in Buffalo—a matter 
very much needed there. The missionaries have been very laborious and diligent 
in every department of their duty, especially in that of collecting money for the 
payment of the obligations on both of the churches. After clearing out the un- 
worthy members, and losing thirteen who removed with certificates, there remain 
thirty-five full members and thirty probationers. There isa German and an Eng- 
lish Sunday school connected with the mission in Buffalo, both of which are quite 
large and flourishing. In Tonawanda an effort must forthwith be made to build a 
church, as it is impossible otherwise to carry on the work of God there. The Ger- 
man population in the bounds of this circuit is at least twenty thousand ; and if the 
legislature should pass the Maine Liquor Law, it would, without doubt, be greatly 
promotive of the cause of God here. 


Coxiixoon anp Savcerties Mission.—F. W. Dinger and W. F. Brenner, 
Missionaries. 


This is also a circuit, consisting of ten appointments; twenty-two full members, 
and twenty-two probationers; three thrifty Sabbath schools, which together number 
one hundred and forty regular scholars, and twenty-four officers and teachers. The 
church in Collikoon, which was finished last year, cost $1,500, upon which there 
is a debt of only $50. The appointments of Saugerties and Rondout were only 
commenced within this conference year, and owing to the very severe affliction of 
brother Dinger during a few months of the winter, could not be attended; but the 
number of hearers and the general interest taken in the word, while it was preached 
unto them, warrant the belief of a very’ prosperous field of labour in future on this 
end of the circuit. Being seventy-five miles distant from the other end of the cir- 
cuit, and the road exceedingly rough and difficult, it will be better policy for the 
Church, in future, to divide the circuit, and to make Saugerties and Rondout, with 
the Stone Quarries and other places in the neighbourhood, independent of the rest. 
The upper part of the circuit, called Collikoon, in Sullivan county, is exceedingly 
rough and mountainous, but healthy, and it is thought will become quite produc- 
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tive in time. The Swiss, finding here a country so similar to their own fatherland, 
crowd in here and fix their habitation among the hills and dales. They are a very 
steady and industrious race of men, quite ready for the gospel of Jesus, and they 
make good and substantial Church members. They are, however, still very poor— 
make what little they need fer their own support; they cannot, 
therefore, do anything of importance, as yet, for the support of the cause of God. 


PaitapeLpata Mission.—John Sauter, Missionary. 


. Two remarkable conversions have taken place in this mission this year, the 
one of a Jew, and the other of a Papist. The former rejoices with joy unspeaka- 

- ble in the love of Jesus Christ, and waits no longer for another ; the other, a very 
promising young man, has thrown off the galling yoke of Popery with such decis- 
ion and firmness, and taken upon himself the mild yoke of Jesus, that he excites the 
admiration of the children of God, as well as the malice of priests and his former 
brethren—but he replies to them all, that he has found a Priest, who not only par- 
doned all his sins, but filled his soul also with peace and joy in the Holy Ghost. 
The mission counts forty-eight full members, and seventeen probationers ; one local 
preacher and one exhorter; also, a Sunday school, with ninety scholars, fourteen 
officers and teachers, and two hundred volumes in the library. The past year, one 
of the brethren, Christopher H. Schultz, dying happy in the Lord, bequeathed the 
Church, by his will, two-thirds of all his real and personal estate, by which we will 
realize about $2000 net; this will enable her to pay off the remaining debt on her 
property and retain a foundation for a fund to build a parsonage. The German 
population in this city is very great; rationalism is stalking, with a shocking bold- 
ness, through the streets, and our influence, with a church on one side of the city, is 
like a drop in the bucket. We ought to have yet another good and impressive 
church somewhere in the centre of the city, in order to do our part of the work 
necessary to lift up a standard against the enemy. May the Lord soon lay to his 
helping hand, and waken up friends for an undertaking so noble and necessary. 


West Barrmore Misstion.—Simon F. Zimmermann, Missionary. 


Here we have a fine brick church, forty feet square, with basement, worth four 
thousand dollars, with about one thousand dollars’ debt still hanging over it—but 
we have not been distressed on account of it. There was a serious mistake made 
in selling the old Emory chapel in this neighbourhood for a German church, to 
others, which has, of course, drawn the people to where prejudice most inclines 
them, without regard to vital godliness. The mission is, however, doing all that 
can reasonably be expected under such circumstances. The membership, consist- 
ing of twenty-six full members, four probationers, and one local preacher, are 
walking in the fear of the Lord and the comforts of the Holy Ghost. 

There has been a marked improvement here during the past year, in the amount 
of brotherly love and Christian union. ‘Three conversions are reported to have 
taken place, besides an interesting young man, who came forward on the evening 
of our last quarterly meeting, and professed to find peace in believing. There is 
also a good and interesting Sabbath school here, with fifty scholars, and ten officers 
and teachers; but the burden of labour in it falls generally upon a few, which has 
sometimes caused their hands to hang down. This Church will, however, in time, 
occupy a very important position in relation to the German population, which is 
every day increasing in this part of the city. 
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Kast Batimore Misston—William Schwartz, Missionary. 


This is the oldest mission in Baltimore, and is considerably in advance of the 
other in point of number, but far behind it in Church property. Properly speaking, 
this mission can hardly be said to have a church at all, even to this day ; because 
the litle one built by brother Adam Miller, first missionary here, being found not 
to answer the purpose, was disposed of, and a medical lecture house secured on 
ground rent. This house, though in a proper place, is very uncomfortable, espe- 
cially in warm weather; and the difficulties of keeping up the interest of a 
congregation under such circumstances, especially with formidable opposition 
in the neighbourhood, may easily be imagined. ‘There are eighty in full 
membership, twenty-five probationers, two local preachers, and three preaching . 
places in all—one on the Harford road, and the other at Ellicott’s mills, which 
has lately been commenced, and affords from forty to sixty hearers. It will be the 
interest of the Church to establish a separate mission there as soon as possible. 
There is also a Sabbath school connected with the appointment in Baltimore, of 
forty-two scholars, twelve officers and teachers, and two hundred volumes in 
library. The Church property is worth about two thousand dollars. Despite the 
discomforts and opposition from without, the converting power of the Lord has 
been as signally manifested here during this year, as in any of our missions in this 
district. 


GeneraLt Remarxs.—During the past year we have enjoyed ourselves more in 
the preaching of a present, free, and full salvation to the people than in any year 
of our lives before; and we have witnessed more glorious, more deep and abiding 
effects from it in like manner. Our practice has been to mind our own business, 
and strictly to hold controversy with nothing but sin and the devil, and to preach 
Christ and him crucified, in the full assurance that this is all-sufficient for the pull- 
ing down of the stronghold of Satan, and the building up of the kingdom of Christ. 
All the interests of the Church have been attended to, temporal and spiritual, and 
each society has contributed, with laudable ambition, to the fulness of their ability, 
and sometimes even beyond their ability. The missionary in the Second-street 
church, New-York, has, by his laudable efforts to increase the spirit of Chris- 
tian liberality, given a new impulse in this respect to the whole district. The 
work in the New-York Conference district has suffered heretofore immensely by 
the employment of unworthy and improper persons, who had imposed themselves 
upon us the more easily, because our demand for labourers was greater than our 
supply ; bet, happily for us, we have gotten rid of five such characters within the 
last three years—not, indeed, without an immensity of trouble and abuse heaped 
upon us by them; but the Lord has evidently approved our course, and brought 
many souls into his gracious fold through our instrumentality during that time ; 
and were it not for the frequent removals of the converts to the far west, in quest 
of a more permanent home, we should at this time make a large show of member- 
ship—in all probability more than threefold the number we now report. But we 
are confident that the great Head of the Church smiles upon our labours, and that 
he designs his work to go on and spread more abundantly in these parts; and in 
humble reliance upon the full fulfilment of his gracious promises, we labour on, 
and suffer and toil cheerfully, not counting our lives dear, so that we may finish 
our course with joy. We ask a continued interest in the prayers of all the friends 
of Jesus and of missions.

The general love and peace, that passeth 
understanding, in this mission, is much to be praised. The missionary earns the 


reputation that his name beareth with right. The mission has a flourishing Sab- 
bath school. 


Everert-street Mission.—Sebastian Barth, Missionary. 


This has been, up to the last Ohio Conference, a fruitful field, but has, since that 
time, suffered harm by discord; but we hope that the dark clouds soon shall pass. 
The mission has a well-organized Sabbath school. 
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Fronr-street Misston.—Valentine Balduff, Missionary. 


This mission has been commenced since the Ohio Annual Conference, and has 
yielded glorious fruits. The missionary works diligently and successfully. We 
have hopes that this mission soon will have a church. Its Sabbath school is pro- 
mising. 


Newrort anp Hammnron County Mission.—F. Schimmelphennig, Missionary. 


This mission is progressing slowly but surely. The members walk fifteen to 
twenty miles to quarterly meeting. The mission has two Sabbath schools. The 
missionary in charge has the work of the Lord close to his heart. His helper, 
Emil Bauer, travels under the presiding elder, and seems to be a promising young 
brother. 


Lawrencesure Station, Inpiana.—Adolph Katter, Missionary. 


This mission has supported itself for several years, and is distinguished by stead- 
fastness and liberality above many others. It has a well-organized Sabbath 
school. The pastor is much beloved, and seems to be a man devoted to God 
indeed. 


Dayton Mission.—Jacob Rothweiler, Missionary. 


This mission is confined to the city of Dayton, and has, up to this time, been a 
fruitful field of labour. We hope it will soon be strong enough to support its pas. 
tor. The mission has a growing Sabbath school, and the missionary is a talented. 
man, and much beloved. 


Sipyey Mission.— Wm. Katter, Missionary. 


This is a very extensive field, with many Germans. Much good has been done: 
here already, but much more has to be done yet. Two missionaries ought to work 
here in order to serve the population effectually. 'The mission has two Sabbath 
schools. Brother Katter has travelled only since conference, and works with good 


success. 


West Union Mission.—Conrad Bier, Missionary. 
This is one of the oldest missions, and has some established members, but cannot 
sustain itself yet. 


Waverty anp Furnace Mission.—John Pfetzing, Missionary. 


This mission has been much enlarged, and the missionary has been allowed to 
see glorious fruits from his labours since last conference. The mission has two 


Sabbath schools. 


In conclusion, I must remark, with regret, that during this year not so much of 
importance has been done in awakenings and conversions, upon the Cincinnati dis- 
trict, ag in former years. But the brethren work and pray for victory, and we hope 
and believe that the Lord will give it

Dear Broruer,—I send you, herewith, my Annual Report of the North Ohio 
German District of the Ohio Conference. 


Conumsus and Newark Mission—B. Braumiller and W. Floerky, Missionaries. 

This mission has eight appointments or places of public worship. In Columbus 
we preach every Sabbath twice; the other appointments are visited every two 
weeks, The German population is about four thousand. We have ninety-two 
members and thirty-three probationers ; four Sabbath schools, with thirty-six teachers 
and officers, one hundred and six children, and one hundred and six volumes in the 
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library ; two church edifices and a parsonage, worth $2,500. This mission had 
prosperity the last year. Since conference we have had some conversions and in- | 
crease. The spiritual condition of the membership is good, and the prospects 
promising. ‘The members pay now a third part of the support of their preachers. 


Detaware AnD Marton Misston— Wm. Geyer and H. Rehm, Missionaries. 


This mission has six appointments or places of public worship. In Delaware 
there is preaching twice every Sabbath; the other appointments are filled partly 
once a week, partly every two weeks. The German population is about two 
thousand five hundred. We have one hundred and twenty-two members and ~ 
twenty-four probationers; three Sabbath schools, with twenty-six teachers and 
officers, one hundred and sixty children, and one hundred and eighty volumes in 
the library; two exhorters, three churches, one parsonage. The value of the 
Church property is $1,800. The spiritual condition of the membership is good, 
and the prospects promising. The membership contributes two-thirds of the sup- 
port of their preachers. 


Gatton Crrovir.—George Reiter, Missionary. 


This circuit has nine appointments, or places of public worship, which are visit- 
ed every two weeks. The German population is about three thousand. We have 
ninety-four members and forty-one probationers; two local preachers; three Sabbath 
schools, with twenty-four teachers and officers, one hundred and twenty children, 
and one hundred and seventy-four volumes in the library ; two churches, and one in 
progress of building; one parsonage. The value of the Church property, $1,300. 
The Lord has greatly blessed this field of labour. It was taken from the Delaware 
mission two years ago, with fifty-fourmembers. The brethren immediately deter- 
mined to support their pastor, and succeeded. There is a warm missionary spirit 
among the people. The spiritual condition is very good, and the prospects so pro- 
mising that I think we ought to send two preachers next year. 


CLEVELAND AND LiverPooL Mission.—K. Gahn and D. Neuer, Missionaries. 


This mission has ten appointments, which are filled partly once a week, partly 
every two weeks. The German population here amounts to ten thousand. We have 
seventy members and twenty probationers ; two Sabbath schools, with twenty-one 
teachers and officers, fifty-four children, and one hundred and sixty-seven volumes 
in the library ; one church with a parsonage, and one churchin process of building. 
The value of the Church property is $4,000. The spiritual condition of the mem- 
bership is.good, and the prospects promising. The membership is poor, and can 
therefore pay only the fourth part toward the support of their pastors. 


Sanpusxy City Mission.—P. Schneider, Missionary. : 

This mission has five appointments. In Sandusky city there is preaching every 
Sabbath ; the other appointments are attended to every two weeks. The German 
population is 3,500. We have twenty-six members and eight probationary mem- 
bers ; two Sabbath schools, with ten teachers and officers, thirty-three children, and 
thirty volumes in the library. One church edifice is nearly completed. Our pros- 
pects for the future are good. This is the second year of the mission, 


Tirrin Mission.—J. H. Westerfeld, Missionary. 


This mission has eight appointments, which are filled every two weeks. The 
German population is about three thousand. We have thirty-five members, nine 
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probationers, and one local preacher. Brother Westerfeld:is just now organizing a 
Sabbath school. Our prospects here are not so good as in other places. Only few | 
persons attend the preaching of the word. 


Woopvitte and ToLepo Mission.—G. Nachtrieb and J. Schweinfurt, Mission- 
aries. 


This mission has nine appointments, which are visited partly once a week, and 
partly every two weeks. The German population is about four thousand. We 
have one hundred and five members and forty probationers ; one local preacher, 
one exhorter ; six Sabbath schools, with thirty-seven teachers and officers, one hun- 
dred and fifty-five children, and two hundred volumes in the library ; five churches, 
one parsonage. The value of the Church property is $3,000. The spiritual condi- 
tion of the membership is good, and the prospects promising. The membership 
pays nearly half of the support of the pastors. 


Ann Arzour Misston.—Wm. Engel, Missionary. 


This mission is the most unproductive field of labour in the whole district. We 
have laboured here already for five years, and the fruit of all our labour is only 
fifteen members and one probationer. The Sabbath school has sixteen scholars, 
with sixty-two volumes in the library, and the only teacher is the missionary him- 
self, The Church building is worth $1,200. Many appointments have been made 
in the country, round about Ann Arbour, but had soon to be given up again, be- 
cause none would come to hear the word. There are about 3,000 Germans within 
the mission ; but they are so filled with prejudice against Methodism, that the door 
seems to be closed against us. 


Derrorr Mission.—J. A. Klein, Missionary. 


This mission comprehended, last year, beside the city, four appointments in the 
country. At the last conference these were formed into a new mission, called the 
St. Clair and Mount Clemens Mission, having seventy-eight members, The German 
population in the city of Detroit is about five thousand. The mission numbers 
fifty members and twenty-six probationers; one local preacher; one Sabbath 
school, with twelve teachers and officers, fifty scholars, and one hundred and 
fifty volumes in the library. The church, with parsonage in the basement, is worth 
$3,500, The spiritual condition of the membership is better than it ever was, and 
the prospects for the future are very good. The Church has been blessed with two 
revivals—one last summer, the other this winter. - It will soon be a self-supporting 
Church. The membership contributes, at present, a third of the pastor’s support. 


Sr. Cram anp Mount Cremens Mission.—J. Krehbiel, Missionary. 


This mission has five appointments, which are visited every two weeks. The 
German population is two thousand. We have forty full and thirty-eight proba- 
tionary members; one Sabbath school, with eight teachers and officers, thirty 
children, and one hundred yolumes in the library. There is one church on the mis- 
‘Sion, worth $300. The spiritual condition of the mission is good, and the prospects 
‘promising. There has been a revival of religion since conference. .The members 
pay a fourth of the preacher’s support. The settlers in this region are new, and 
their number increases constantly. I believe that this will become one of our 
most fruitful fields of labour.

Pittsburgh German Mission District, Ohio Conference. 
Peter Witxins, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

This district has undergone some changes since the last annual Report was 
made up. The town of Portsmouth has been detached from the circuit and made 
a self-supporting station, and the country appointments, twelve in number, form 
what is now called Waverly and Furnace Mission, which belongs now to the Cin- 
cinnati District; also, the West Union Mission. The Chillicothe Mission has been 
taken from the North Ohio District, and put in this district. The Pittsburgh Dis- 
trict has lost in membership, by this transaction, but the districts have now a better 
form. 


Pirrssurex Mission.—John Hoppen, Missionary. 

We have here a brick church, with basement, part of which is used for a par- 
sonage, but there is yet a debt on it of $950, which is rather heavy and embar- 
rassing for the society. The location of the church is not good, being on an 
alley. , The average number of hearers is from two hundred to two hundred and 
fifty, and the German population within the bounds of this mission is probably ten 
thousand. Our membership is one hundred and forty-seven, of which number fifty- 
three are on probation. We have also two Sabbath schools connected with this 
mission. ‘The German school consists of ten officers aud teachers, forty scholars, 
and fifty volumes in the library. The English school has been recently established, 
and consists of fifteen officers and teachers, forty scholars; and $30 have been 
raised to purchase a library. Both schools are promising. The membership are 
mostly poor, and therefore not yet able to support the missionary without aid from 
the Missionary Society ; but they are doing what they can. The appropriations 
from the Missionary Society are not spent in vain, but are producing fruit. | Since 
the arrival of brother Hoppen, in October, he reported last night at our love-feast, 
forty-four accessions on probation ; and he states that the conversions since confer. 
ence have kept fully pace with the accessions: a number of the converts were 
Roman Catholics. Brother Hoppen has a hard field, but labours with success. He 
has the assistance of one local preacher, and two exhorters. By information re- 
ceived from Bishop Morris, I see that brother Wm. Engel is appointed to take 
charge of the new mission in Alleghany city. The missionary has not yet arrived, 
but he can form a class as soon as he arrives. 
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Brruincuam Misston.—Charles Helwig, Missionary. 

Birmingham was taken from Pittsburgh at our last annual conference, with forty- 
three members. We have a good brick church, but the church stands not on as 
good a place as it should, and is $500 in debt. The membership is at present 
forty-eight, of which twelve are on probation. The German population may be 
estimated at two thousand, and is constantly increasing. As the mission is yet 
new, and persecutions and difficulties present themselves in every form, the aver- 
age number of hearers is nof very large,—say from sixty to eighty. They have a 
good little Sabbath school, with nine officers and teachers, thirty-seven scholars, 
and forty-three volumes in library. Brother Helwig reports twelve conversions 
and seven received on probation, some of whom were bitter persecutors, but they 
are now rejoicing in the way of salvation through Jesus Christ. Some of the Sab- 
bath-school children are converted and have joined the Church. The mission has 
also one local preacher, and one exhorter. 


Wueetine Mission.—Paul Brodbeck, Missionary. 

We have a brick church and a brick parsonage here, both free from debt. The 
membership is one hundred and twenty-six, of which sixteen are probationers. 
The average number of hearers is about one hundred and fifty, and the German 
population is estimated at five thousand. We have a Sabbath school, with nine 
officers and teachers, thirty-two scholars, and one hundred and fifty volumes in the 
library. Since the last annual report was made, brother Brodbeck reports twenty- 
six accessions to the Church, and eighteen conversions. The society supports the 
preacher without aid from the missionary funds; but it is rather more than they 
ought to do. Brother Brodbeck is now in his second year, and must therefore be 
removed at the next conference. If a man with a small family is sent they can 
support him; but if not, they may need a small appropriation. We can hardly 
expect we will ever have a very large society here, owing to the many removals 
still farther West. The socicty is now larger than it ever was, but a number are 
making preparation to move. Wheeling Station has furnished two candidates for 
the travelling connexion ; their loss is seriously felt in the Church. We have one 
exhorter here. 


Carrina Circurt.—John M. Mulfinger, Missionary. 


We have but one church and a parsonage on this circuit: but as the circuit is 
very small, the people generally come together at the church on Sabbath morning, 
and in the afternoon he preaches in the neighbouring classes; also, during the 
week. The regular appointments are six, which are served once in two weeks. 
The membership is one hundred and sixty-one, of which twelve are probationers. 
The average number of hearers is about one hundred and fifty, and the German 
population two thousand. We have one Sabbath school, with ten officers and 
teachers, sixty scholars, and one hundred and forty volumes in the library. The 
Sabbath school has a good influence on the youth, and a good number of them 
have been converted and connected with the Church. We have not seen that de- 
gree of prosperity in conversions and accessions to the Church which we have de- 
sired ; but otherwise the circuit is doing well. The members support their own 
pastor, and sent to the last Ohio Annual Conference about $120 for benevolent 
objects, of which $100 was for the Missionary Society. 


Bucxmut anp Maraca Missioy.— Wm. Dresler, Missionary. 


We have on this mission two churches and one parsonage ; in all, five preaching 
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places. The membership is one hundred and thirty-seven, of which thirty-one are 
on probation ; also, one local preacher and two exhorters. The German popula- 
tion is two thousand five hundred, but are, to a great extent, inaccessible to us, 
But still our meetings are attended by such as are not members of our Church. 
We have three Sabbath schools, with fifteen officers and teachers, ninety-three 
scholars, and seventy-six volumes in library. Some of the Sabbath-school children 
are reported to have been converted since the last annual report was sent in. 
Brother Dresler reports twenty-three accessions and fifteen conversions since the 
last report was made up. The membership are mostly in poor circumstances, but 
they have a missionary spirit ; they sent $48 missionary money to the conference. 


Marrerra Mission—F. Heitmeyer and G Reiche, Missionaries. 


We have four churches and one parsonage ; also five preaching places. Marietta 
has preaching every Sabbath, and the other appointments once in two weeks on 
Sabbath, and also every two weeks a week-day appointment. We have on this 
mission one hundred and forty members, of whom sixteen are on probation ; also, 
one local preacher and two exhorters. The German population within the bounds of 
this mission may reach two thousand, but the great mass of them are yet inaccessi- 
ble to us. Rationalism and Universalism have here a strong hold. We have four 
Sabbath schools, with twenty-eight officers and teachers, one hundred scholars, and 
one hundred and fifty volumes in the library ; these schools exercise a good influ- 
ence on the rising generation, and some of the children seem concerned about the 
salvation of their souls. The preacher in charge reports five conversions and 
eleven accessions since conference ; this is not as we would wish it, but we will 
praise the Lord and not despise the day of small things. The average number of 
hearers in Marietta is about one hundred; that of the country appointments I am 
not able to state; but the missionaries state that atsome appointments the attendance 
is large. 


Pomeroy Crrcvit.—Henry Henke, Missionary. 


We have on this circuit three churches and one parsonage, which are all paid 
for, and the brethren are now building another church at one of the country ap-. 
pointments. There are four appointments, but the principal one is at Pomeroy. 
The membership is one hundred and thirty-eight, of whom fifteen are on proba- 
tion. The German population is about one thousand five hundred, and the average 
number of hearers about one hundredin Pomeroy. We have two Sabbath schools, 
with sixteen officers and teachers, sixty-two scholars, and one hundred volumes in 
the library. We have also a day-school of about thirty scholars, in connexion 
with this charge. Our prospect for increase is not great, but still, since the last 
annual report was made, we have had twenty-one accessions and ten conversions. 
The circuit supports the preacher without aid from the Missionary Society, and sent 
$40 missionary money to conference. We have also two local preachers in 
Pomeroy, who labour much. 


Portsmoutn Station.—George Danker, Missionary. 


We have a good brick church and parsonage here, free from debt. Our mem- 
bership is seventy-three, of which eight are probationers. The German populatior 
of Portsmouth may reach 1,000, and the average number of hearers is about one 
hundred, but sometimes more. We have a very good little Sabbath school, with 
twelve officers and teachers, forty scholars, and one hundred volumes in the library. 
The brethren at Portsmouth resolved, at the fourth quarterly conference of last 
year, to ask the presiding bishop of the Ohio Conference, should he see proper, 
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to make them a self-supporting station, which was readily granted: so they receive 
no aid from the Missionary Society. Our work in Portsmouth advances slowly 
yet surely. About ten have united with the Church since conference, and the mem- 
bership is much builded up by the pious labors of father Danker: may he long 
yet remain a blessing to the Churches. 


Curtuicotne Misston.—Christian Vogel, Missionary. 


We have a very good church here, with a good basement, part of which is used 
for a parsonage: there is yet a debt of $600 on it, but the brethren are making 
a vigorous effort to have it liquidated. _Our membership is sixty, of which four are 
probationers, The average number of hearers on the Sabbath is about one hun- 
dred and seventy-five, but not as large in the morning. There are many like Nico- 
demus, that fee] ashamed in open daylight. The German population is about one 
thousand five hundred. We have one Sabbath school, with thirteen officers and 
teachers, fifty scholars, and one hundred and twelve volumes in the library. There 
have been, since the last report was made out, twenty conversions and nine acces- 
sions to the Church. The indications for Chillicothe are, that if the Missionary 
Society will extend their fostering care a year or two longer, the Church will sup- 
port their pastor without further aid from the Missionary Society.

Dear Broruzr,—lI herein send you the report of the state of this district, with 
the statistics up to the last Ohio Conference, September, 1851. We have great 
reasons to thank the God of all grace, that he has not suffered his work to stand 
still in this part of his vineyard. New doors have been opened unto us, and in 
some places we have been permitted to see prejudice against us giving way. A 
large number have been converted to God and sanctified through faith in Christ. 
Still we have much to wish for yet, but our trust is in the Lord; and he who has 
been with us hitherto, and done great things for us, will do much more yet. I 
have also received your letter, to my great encouragement in the holy missionary 
cause, and I promise you to do all I can for it. 
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Evansvitte Mission.—John Bier, Missionary. 


Since the last report no important change has taken place within this mission. 
Brother Bier’s work is restricted to Evansville, where he preaches three times a 
week, holds class and prayer meetings, visits diligently from house to house, and 
takes a warm interest in the Sabbath school. Evansville has a German population 
of not less than eight thousand souls, and we have a membership of forty-four, and 
fourteen probationers, with two exhorters. We have a Sabbath school of fourteen 
teachers and officers, with forty-five scholars, and a library of two hundred 
and twenty-five volumes; one church, with parsonage, worth $2,500. The mission 
has experienced a little sifting, which has been of advantage to it, and I have 
reason to believe that the spiritual state of it is now better than it had been. Sev- 
eral have been converted during the year, and the meetings are well attended by 
those who are not members. O that God may pour out his Spirit upon this field 
of dry bones, that they may live! 


Movnt Vernon Mission.—F. Heidmayer, Missicnary. 


This mission has four regular preachirg p'aces, with fifty.miles’ travel to get. to 
them. The German population is still increasing, and numbers at least three 
hundred families, of whom we have one hundred and thirty-six members, thirty- ° 
one probationers, two local preachers, and two exhorters. We have four Sunday 
schools, with twenty-six officers and teachers, one hundred and seven scholars, 
and one hundred and twenty-nine volumes in library. Three children have been 
converted, and four dollars and five cents raised for the Sunday-School Union. 
Four churches and one parsonage, worth about fifteen hundred dollars, with one 
hundred and fifty dollars’ debt, are in the mission. The spiritual state, with but 
few exceptions, may be said to be good, and our prospects are promising. Last 
summer we had a camp-meeting here, and twenty-one were powerfully converted 
to God, and about as many connected themselves with the Church. The meeting 
will not be forgotten by many. Since conference it has pleased the Lord to pour 
out his Spirit in a large measure. For the future this miscion will not need to be 
suppuried from the mission funds. Thaaks be to God. 


Boonevitte Mission.—C. Wittenbach, and H. Lukemayer, Missionaries. 


I have not received a full report of this mission. The circumference of. it is 
about one hundred and fifty miles, with eight regular preaching’ places; German 
population about eight thousand. We have one hundred and sixteen members, 
twenty-eight probationers, and two exhorters. There are two Sunday schools, 
with eight-teachers, forty-eight scholars, and fifty-six volumes in library. The 
schools are in a prosperous condition. We have here three churches and one 
parsonage, estimated at fifteen hundred dollars. A blessed camp-meeting was held 
here, at which were several conversions. The Lord has visited this part of his 
vineyard during the year. At the last conference the mission was divided—which 
will, no doubt, work to good advantage. ‘The spiritual state is, with a few excep- 
tions, cheering, and we have very good prospects. 


New Atzany Mission.—John Strauch, Missionary. 


This mission has nine regular preaching places, within a circle of ninety-six 
miles, which are travelled every fourteen days. The missionary preaches six times 
a week, and visits at least one class a week. He cannot take that part in the Sab. 
bath school that he wishes to, for want of time. The German population is said 
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to number eight thousand souls. We have eighty-three members and thirty-four 
probationers; one local preacher, three exhorters, and five churches, worth about 
two thousand dollars. There are two Sabbath schools, eight teachers and officers, 
twenty-five scholars, and forty volumes in library. Glorious revivals have taken 
place last year, especially since conference ; and thanks be to God, this mission 
will soon need no more missionary appropriations. The spiritual state of it is good, 
and there are many witnesses of entire sanctification. 


Lovrsvitte Mission Sration.—H. Bahrenburg, Missionary. 


The mission is within the upper part of the city. The missionary preaches 
three times a week, attends class and prayer meetings, and takes a warm part :in 
the Sabbath school. The German population is said to be eighteen thousand. We 
have one hundred and forty-five members, and twenty-five probationers ; one exhort- 
er; one Sabbath school, sixteen teachers and officers, eighty-five scholars, eighty-two 
volumes in library, and two Bible classes, with an annual expense of forty dollars. A 
flourishing day school is connected with the station, with forty-one scholars, who are 
taught in the English and German languages. Our church is too small for the congre- 
gation; it is worth about $2,500. The spiritual state is good, and with, perhaps, a 
few exceptions, all have attained the blessing of perfect love. A goodly number, 
who are not members of our Church, attend our administrations of the word. 
Since last conference the Lord has revived his work, and a number have been 
soundly converted to God. Our prospects are hopeful. Because of constant 
removals, the Church does not increase much. 


LouisvitLe Mission.—F. Heller, Missionary. 


The mission comprises the western or lower part of the city, together with Jef- 
fersonville, in Indiana. Within its bounds about three thousand Germans are said 
to live. We have seventy members and eighteen probationers. The missionary 
has been faithful in the discharge of all his duties. There is a Sabbath school, with 
thirteen teachers and sixty scholars, of whom six have been converted to God. We 
have two brick churches, one of which was built in Jeffersonville last summer ; it 
is worth about nine hundred dollars, and is paid for,entirely. Both churches, with 
a parsonage, are worth $4,000, with a debt of $664. The work of the Lord is 
taking a steady, forward course: we have a net increase of eighteen members this 
year. The church in Louisville is not much visited by strangers, because it is not 
in the proper place ; however, its trouble and cost have been more than paid. Let 
me relate here, for example, the conversion of a man and his wife. They had 
been respectable citizens of Vienna, in Austria, and both of them Roman Catholics. 
He had been connected with the revolution in 1848, and in order to escape death 
had to seek an asylum in this country. His wife had to remain in Vienna, with 
their only son, a child of about three years old. One day, as the boy was playing in 
front of the house, the mother heard the report of a gun, and ran to bring him in ; 
but, lo! she took up the bleeding corpse of her only dear child. The cup of her 
sorrow was, however, not full yet; for the next thing they did was to plunder 
her house and store, and then set them on fire. But God protected her, and she 
fell not into the hands of her enemies. Happily the husband had as much money 
left as to send her enough from America to pay her passage, and a kind Providence 
led her on safely till she found herself with her companion at Louisville. At one 
of the quarterly meetings held in our church she became the subject of converting 
grace, and soon after he found peace through the blood of the Lamb. Both are now 
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happy in the Lord, worthy members of our Church, and praise the Lord joyfully 
for his wonderful providence, though so painful. May the Lord keep them to 
eternal salvation. 


Rocxrorp Missron Circurr.—C. Dierking, Missionary. 


‘This mission has ten regular preaching places within a distance of ninety-two 
miles. ‘The missionary preaches five times a week, and visits at least one class ; 
but he is not able to take that part in the Sabbath school which he would like to. 
There are five Sabbath schools in the mission, with twenty officers and teachers, 
eighty-four scholars, and one hundred volumes in library, at an expense of three dol- 
lars. Seven of the scholars have been converted. They count about four hundred 
German families within the bounds of the mission. We have one hundred and 
sixty members and twenty-seven probationers ; one local preacher and three exhort- 
ers; six churches and one parsonage. Four of the churches we have in common 
with our English brethren. The worth of the other two churches and parsonage 
is said to be seven hundred dollars. The members support the missionary them- 
selves ; they are nnited in love and peace. We had a camp-meeting here last year, 
and the power of God was mightily felt. 


Manison Misston.—H. Koch, Missionary. 


It takes about seventy miles’ travel to reach the five regular preaching places of 
this mission. Class and prayer meetings are visited by the missionary often. The 
German population, according to the last report, is three hundred families, of whom 
one hundred are members of our Church, with two exhorters. Among other con- 
tributions, our brethren have done more than they well could afford in paying 
off their heavy Church debt. We have two churches within this mission, and one 
was built last year. A parsonage is connected with the Madison church. The 
value of the property is estimated at $3,500, with about $700 debt upon it. We 
have one Sabbath school, with eight officers and teachers, and twenty scholars. Most 
of the members are growing in grace, and testify their religion by a pious life. By 
the removal of our members in Madison, the class there has been almost broken 
up, and our prospects are rather gloomy. 


Avrora Misston.—L. Heiss, Missionary. 

The circumference of this mission is forty-five miles, with five regular preaching 
places, which are served every two weeks, except Aurora, where every Sabbath 
divine service is had. The missionary visits classes and prayer meetings, and is 
diligent in visiting from house to house. The German population is about three 
hundred families. We have sixty members and eight probationers. There is one 
Sabbath school, with ten teachers and twenty-five scholars, at five dollars’ 
expense. We have one church, which is worth about eight hundred dollars. The 
spiritual state of the members, with a few exceptions, is praiseworthy. The work 
of the Lord does not stand still here; some have been converted, and our prospects 
are good. 


Laveuery Mission.—H. Henke and F. Baker, Missionaries. 


This mission has sixteen regular preaching places. To reach them it takes one 
hundred and fifty miles’ travel once in fourteen days. I am not able to say what 
“part the missionaries take in the Sabbath school, and class and prayer meetings ; 
neither how often they preach. It is to be hoped, however, that they have been 
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faithful in the discharge of their duties. The German population within the bounds 
of this mission is between seven and eight hundred families. We have one 
hundred and sixty-six members and forty-eight probationers; one local preacher 
and one exhorter. We have three Sabbath schools in the mission, with eleven 
teachers, sixty scholars, sixty-eight volumes in library, and three Bible classes, at 
three dollars’ expense. Six scholars have been converted. There are four churches 
and two parsonages ; two of the former we have in common with our English 
brethren. One of our own churches was burned the winter before last; but a new 
and better one has been built, free of debt, by the united efforts of the brethren 
and friends. We had a blessed camp-meeting last summer, and, in spite of all 
opposition, we saw the arm of the Lord made bare, for it was a time of rejoicing, and 
sinners were converted. Prejudices are giving way, and a door has been opened 
to us, promising to bring a rich harvest, notwiths'anding there are many to oppose 
us. The spiritual state is.good, and our prospects are most flattering for the 
future. 


Inpranaroutis anp Moreanrown Misston.—J. Barth and P. Doerr, Missionaries. 


Brother Barth’s work is chiefly in Indianapolis, and brother Doerr’s in the 
country. We have five regular preaching places within ninety-five miles of travel. 
The missionaries visit the classes every week. Brother Barth takes a warm 
interest in the Sabbath school, and by his labours two good ones have been formed. 
About four hundred German families live within the bounds of the mission. We 
have forty-four members and fifty-six probationers. "We have one exhorter and 
two churches, and a third one is in progress of building. They are worth about 
$2,200. The spiritual state is cheering, except in Morgantown, where it is 

gloomy. There are three Sunday schools, with forty-three officers and teachers, 
one hundred and twenty-eight scholars, and two hundred and sixteen volumes in lib- 
rary, at an expense of forty dollars and sixty-five cents. Several influential persons 
have joined the mission. Our prospects are hopeful, and Indianapolis promises to 
become soon a self-supporting station. At the last Ohio Conference the appoint- 
ments in the country were organized into a separate mission, which was called the 
Palestine Mission. 


Terre Havre Mission.—C. Muth, Missionary. 


The mission is but one year old, and has four regular preaching places, which 
are visited every two weeks. ‘The missionary has to lead the classes himself until 
he shall have raised leaders. Besides attending the Sabbath school he visits from 
‘house to house, which is, by the blessing of God, one of his most fruitful services. 
There are about four hundred German families within the mission. We have 
twenty-seven members, fifty-nine probationers, and one exhorter. He has organ- 
ized two Sabbath schools, with forty scholars, ten officers and teachers, and 
eighteen volumes in library. A church has been bought for fourteen hundred 
dollars, but is not fully paid for yet. The spirimal state, according to the report I 
‘had of the mission, is one of love and peace. ‘The Lord has done great things 
here in a very short time. To him be all the glory. 


In conclusion, let me say:—The work is going on, class and prayer meetings are 
well attended, and many of the members are hungering and thirsting after full sal- 
vation. Numbers have been converted to God, and our membership has increased 


several hundreds. I believe one-third of the conversions were of persons who 
have, been Roman. Catholics. 
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The following statistics the Corresponding Secretary has 
been obliged to pick out of the preceding report. They are 
not satisfactory, and the superintendent should have made 
them complete in tabular form. ‘This is the best we could 
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North Indiana German Mission District, Ohio Conference.

To tHe CorresponpING SECRETARY. . 

This work embraces eight missions, lying principally along the Wabash Canal, 
from Defiance, in Ohio, to Vincennes, in Indiana, a distance in length of three 
hundred and forty miles, and in width sixty miles. 


Fort Wayne Mission.—I. Straugh, Missionary. 


This mission lies in and around Fort Wayne, among a German population of 
three thousand. It is composed of twenty-one full members, nine probationers, 
and one exhorter; a small Sabbath school, with two teachers and thirteen scholars. 
We haye one small church. Fiye members have been added since last conference, 
and prospects are encouraging. 


Derrance Mission.—John Ficken, Missionary. 


This work is among a German population of one thousand five hundred, of 
whom one hundred and sixty are members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
We have one meeting-house, and two are being built; two local preachers and one 
-exhorter; three Sabbath schools, with eighteen officers and teachers, and seyenty 
scholars. 
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Ancota Mission.—P. B. Baker and Charles W. Seaman, Missionaries. 

This work has been enlarged the past year, and now extends from Brockport to 
Peru, a distance of seventy miles, and requires three hundred miles’ travel to make 
one round. The German population is large; one hundred and four are full 
members, and forty probationers—in all, one hundred and forty-four. The increase 
since last conference is thirteen. We have two churches and one parsonage ; one 
local preacher; two Sabbath schools, with eleven officers and teachers, and thirty- 
eight scholars. Brother Baker is a laborious and useful preacher. There have 
been twelve conversions at one place. 


La Fayerre Misston.—C. Kellar, Missionary. 
This brother has commenced operations in earnest. He has usually from fifty to 


one hundred hearers, although he has no regular place to preach ; yet the prospect 
is good. 


Terre Haute anp Potanp Mission.—C. Muth and G. Wahl, Missionaries. 

This work was begun one year ago last conference, and has now ten preaching 
places, eighty-nine members, one meeting house, and one being built; two Sab- 
bath schools, with ten officers and teachers, and twenty-nine scholars. This work 
has had the most determined opposition, and some few have been drawn off; but 
the members seem the more closely united, and no doubt the work will prosper. 
Although six were drawn off, yet from brother Muth’s report the increase is four 
members. The German population is one thousand two hundred. 


Wurre River Misston.—J. H. Damm, Missionary. 
This also is a new work, and brother Damm had to move six hundred miles and 
seek a home after he came to the work. His report is, that he has found many 


Germans and is beginning to preach to them. He has three preaching places and 
is seeking more. 


Parestine Mission.—H. Wilke, Missionary. 
This work was taken from the Indianapolis Mission last conference. There are 
about one thousand Germans, among whom brother Wilke has nine preaching 
places, twenty-eight full members, and thirty-seven probationers—sixty-five in all ; 


two Sabbath schools, with eleven officers and teachers, forty-one scholars; also two 
churches. The prospect is good. 


InpianaPoiis Mission.—John Barth, Missionary. 


The German population is not known, but supposed to be seven hundred ; of 
whom sixty are members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. One good brick 
church; one Sabbath school, with twenty officers and teachers, eighty-seven schol- 
ars, and two hundred and sixteen volumes in the library. At our last quarterly 
meeting there were eight conversions. 


The increase on the District since the last conference is fifty-five, and the num- 
ber of conversions forty-eight. 

It will be perceived that the following table is very meagre ; 
it is however such as the Corresponding Secretary could pick 
out of the body of the report. This is probably new work, 


and has not yet assumed proper consistency and form. It will, 
we trust, be better next year.

Rev. anp Dear Broruer,—tIn sending my annual report of the St. Louis Ger- 
man District, Illinois Conference, I must first of all express my gratitude to Al- 
mighty God, the head of the Church, for his mercies which he has so plentifully 
given us in this part of his vineyard; for though we have to fight with all sorts 
of enemies, yet we can say, ** God is with us!” We feel heartily thankful to the 
Church which has taken us into her bosom and cherished us. May God bless her 
a thousand fold. 


Wasu-st. Misston Sration, Sr. Louis, Mo.—Conrad Eisenmayer, Missionary. 


‘This Church has supported the pastor for eight years, and the present superintendent 
in part. It is situated on Wash-street, between Tenth and Eleventh-streets. The 
building is forty-seven feet by seventy, in the basement of which there are a 
school-room, a large room for prayer and official meetings, and three dwellings. 
In the rear part of the lot stands the parsonage, with entrance from the alley. The 
property is worth about $8,500, with a debt upon it of $2,600. At the session of 
the conference, in September last, they counted two hundred and thirty-two full 
members and fifty probationers, two of which are local preachers and three ex- 
horters. Since conference many have been awakened. The pastor is indefatiga. 
ble, and has had a protracted meeting from November till February, during which 
about forty souls were converted to God and fifty joined the Church. The meetings 
are better attended now than ever ; often the church is crowded. Above a thou. 
sand souls have been converted here since the commencement of the mission: many 
of them have moved into other parts of the country to become the seeds of other 
missions. ‘The Sunday school has fifty-six officers and teachers, and one hundred 
and sixty scholars, twelve of whom have been converted during the last year. 
There are two Bible-classes and three hundred and fifty-two volumes in the library. 
The expensés of the school last year amounted to $102. They have also a flour- 
ishing day-school with sixty scholars, which is taught. both in English and German. 
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Cornumsvus-st. Mission, St. Lovr3, Mo.— Henry Drey2r, Missionary 


This mission has its place of worship in Columbus-street, the south end of the city. 
The building is a two-story brick house, thirty-five feet by fifty-one feet. Below, 
the pastor resides; also another family. The property is worth about $3,500, and 
has a debt upon it of $400. Tne church is entirely surrounded by a Roman Cath- 
vlic German population. Fora few years past the work has progressed slowly 5 
but, thanks be to God, things are taking a brighter prospect now. The meetings 
are well attended by strangers, some of whom are deeply awakened —which gives 
us reason to believe that we soon shall have an increase. We labour and pray for 
a revival of the work of God, and expect it, and hope soon to have a fine station 
here, producing much good. Last conference we had forty members, one local 
preacher, and four probationers ; since then several mure have joined. The Sab- 
bath school has thirteen officers, thirty-six children, and sixty-five volumes in the 
library, with a yearly expense of $15 90. 


Broapway Mission, Sr. Louis, Mo.—R. Havighorst, Missionary. 


The church stands on Broadway, in the northern part of the city. It is a frame 
building, twenty-eight feet by forty-five, with a parsonage and a school room, both 
of which are rented out at present. The lot has been leased to us by the Rev. Dr. 
Boyle, free of rent for the first five years. Our property is worth about $1,500, 
and has a debt of $700, of which $10) are covered by subscription. The mem= 
bership at conference time was twenty-two, with five probationers, since which it 
has doubled its numbers, with fair prospects. Our young missionary is very faith- 
ful, and beloved of all who love the truth. We have a Sabbath school, with eight 
teachers and officers, thirty children, and fifty volumes in library. 


Fourtn-stReet Mission, St. Louis, Mo.—W. Eilers, Missionary. 


The church here is a small brick building, twenty-four by forty feet, on the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Spruce-streets, four squares south of the court-house. In the 
rear stands a little dwelling for the missionary, which used to be a carpenter's shop, 
—in all worth about $6,000, with a debt of $1,600. The missionary was 
requested by the late Illinois Conference to collect funds for the payment of the 
debt, but has not been able to do much as yet for that purpose. He will make 
a beginning next week, and travel about till all is paid. If that is done, then we 
are safe, and can do much good, the Lord being our helper. 

The pastor had to dismiss some members; others have moved away: and hence 
we have only thirty-one left, twenty-two of whom are in full connexion, and nine 
on probation—all diligent in good works. There is a flourishing Sunday school, 
with twelve officers and teachers, fifty scholars, and two hundred volumes in library, 
at an annual expense of fifty dollars. 


General Remarks about St. Louis.—It is said that about thirty thousand Germans. 
live here, of whom the great mass are infidels, not believing even the existence of 
a God. They publish a paper called the Free Leaves, and print and distribute 
tracts, in order to diffuse their dangerous views; they have also several schools.in 
which the children are taught gratis. Besides these, we must notice the Ration- 
alists, Romanists, Puseyites, and those who say Lord, Lord, &c., with all. of whom 
we have to contend. If we were not carrying on the work of God we would be 
miserable ; but we need not fear, since God is with us.

Mancuester Mission, Sr. Lovis Country, Mo.—C. Hoech, Missionary. 


This mission embraces the western part of St. Louis county, and has, within 
about fifty or sixty miles, five preaching places, on some of which the missionary 
preaches once in every eight, and on the others once in every fourteen days; and 
besides holding prayer-meetings and classes, he visits from house to house. A large 
mass of Germans live here, to whom we gain access more and more, and of whom 
some respectable persons have joined us of late. We have as yet no church here ; 
but in the little town of Bolville we have a good parsonage, worth about 
$200. There are twenty-one members and ten probationers; and two little 
Sunday schools, with five teachers and fifteen scholars. The prospects are better 
now than they have been for the last three years. 


Tron Mountain Mission, Mo.—John G. Kost, Missionary. 


This mission extends over Jefferson, St. Genevieve, and St. Francis counties, with 
a circumference of at least two hundred miles. The missionary visits, within two 
to three weeks, seven preaching places, and also holds class and prayer-meetings, 
besides visiting from house to house. In Jefferson county we have four members 
and twenty-one probationers; also a Sunday school, with six teachers and eighteen 
scholars. One of our members gave us thirty-five acres of woodland, with a house, a 
smock-house and stable, and a garden of two acres; and for the help of the brethren 
in another place, he gave as many buildings as here, worth $200. In St. 
Genevieve an old whisky-seller has been converted to God. We have also 
had access to a large Roman Catholic settlement, with good prospects. 


Jackson Mission, Mo.—Jacob Miller, Missionary. 


The mission in Cape Girardeau and Perry counties is one blessed of the 
Lord. The members are growing in grace and knowledge, and stand fast in all 
the assaults of Satan. Some have been powerfully converted since conference, and 
our prospects may be said to be good. If the people were not so poor they would 
like to support their minister themselves. Three to four hundred German families 
live within the bounds of the mission. "We have two frame churches, twenty-five 
fniles apart, and by one of them a parsonage, with a fine garden, worth in all about 
$1,000. There are six preaching places, at each of which the missionary preaches 
once in fourteen days: in order to do this he has to travel one hundred and twenty 
miles. We have three Sabbath schools, with sixteen officers and teachers, and 
fifty-seven scholars—of whom last year four have been converted to God. We 
count ninéty members, with twenty-two on probation—one hundred and twelve in 
all. Of these, three are exhorters. 


Cuester Mission, Inuivois.—Henry Lehrmann, Missionary. 

This mission includes Chester, on the Mississippi River, and Georgetown, toge- 
ther with some settlements in the country. It has five preaching places, on some 
of which the missionary preaches every week, and on others every two weeks. 
His circuit is sixty-five miles. We have here a strong opposition ; but missionary 
and people are faithful, and we expect, therefore, the victory. At our second 
quarterly meeting ten souls were soundly converted to God, and we hope to 
gain yet many of the families, of whom from two to three hundred reside here. 
We have a brick church, with basement, in the town of Chester. The basement, 
upon which we have a debt of $250, is used as a dwelling for the missionary, and 
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has also a large school-room. ‘The intention of the brethren is to pay most of the 
debt within the year. The church we have in common with our American brethren, 
and a debt upon it of $100. Church and lot are worth at least $1,(\00. Our mem- 
bership is forty-nine, with six probationers; and the Sunday school consists of three 
teachers and ten scholars. 


Monrok Mission, Intunois.—Francis Horstmann, Missionary. 


This mission is established within the counties of Monroe and Randolf, and has 
had much to suffer during the last six months. Some of the best members have 
died—among them the wife of the missionary, who was a missionary herself; also, 
an exhorter, a steward, &c. We thank God that they all died in peace. 
There are now five preaching places in the mission, which the missionary attends 
every two. weeks, to preach and hold class and prayer-meetings—to do which he 
has to travel seventy miles. We have one church, with parsonage, worth about 
$800, free of debt. They have two Sabbath schools, with sixteen officers and 
teachers, seventy scholars, and fifty volumes in the library, of which the expense 
last year amounted to $30. They have also a good day-school, in which a young 
brother teaches both in German and English. We have seventy-eight members 
and seventeen probationers, one local preacher and one exhorter, in the midst of 
thousands of Germans, whose prejudices against us are fast vanishing away. 


Bettevitte Mission, Inuois.—John Schmidt, Missionary. 


This mission includes the town of Belleville, with about two thousand German 
inhabitants ; also a German settlement of about forty families, twelve miles from 
town. The missionary was much hindered for.eight months on account of the 
illness of his wife. She has now gone home in the full triumph of faith. I was 
present at her departure on Monday, the 3d of March. Our brother now goes 
about deeply mourning, but fulfilling his duties, We have a very flourishing Sab- 
bath school, with nine officers and teachers, and fifty-eight scholars; a mem- 
bership of fifty-nine, fifteen of whom are probationers; also one local preacher 
and one exhorter. We have a church in the town, with two lots and a good 
parsonage, worth $1,500, with a debt of $500. We have alsoa nice frame church 
building in the country worth $300, without debt. 


Moscovran anp Nasuvitie Mission, Intinots.—George Boeshanz, Missionary. 


The bounds of this mission are filled up with thousands of Germans. It ought 
to have been divided last conference ; but for want of money to support the second 
missionary, it could not be done. Such, however, was the call to the preacher 
from different parts of the mission, that I went around with him for a week 
at the first quarterly meeting, to see the new places, and was convinced that 
there was work enough not only for two but for three preachers. At one place 
called Dutchhill, which the missionary had been obliged to give up for want of time, 
several sound conversions had taken place since the time he preached for them 
last. I was in trouble what to do. The man I had; but wherewith shall I pay 
him? was the question. The thousands of my countrymen who live here in sin, 
and are going to hell for want of instruction, affected my inmost soul. I have written 
to you for $60 for a young man, but have not as yet received an answer.* I was 
afraid that I should not get the money ; yet I hoped for the best, and sent to the mis. 
sion our young brother, Philip Hehner, who now labours there together with brother 
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* The money has been sent.—Cor, Sec. 
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Boeshanz. The prospects are very good: fourteen joined at the first quarterly 
meeting, and some more at the second, so that we expecta good year. If the mem- 
bers were not engaged in building a new church and a parsonage, they would support 
the young man themselves; but now they are not able. They number seventy-two 
in full connexion, and thirty-two on probation—one hundred and four in all; one of 
whom has license to preach, and one to exhort. There are three Sunday schools, 
with eighteen officers and teachers, sixty-six scholars, and one hundred and eight 
volumes in the library. There are also two churches; and a third one, together 
with a new parsonage, they are building. The first church, with the new parsonage, 
stands in the town of Moscoutah, and is worth about $1,500; the second one is in 
Grand Prairie, also a brick building twenty-two by thirty-two feet, which cost at 
least $600; the third they are building of frame, by Nashville, on Crooked Creek, 
all without any debt. The missionary has collected these funds besides his other 
work. God bless that brother—Amen. We have now ten regular preaching places 
in the mission, on some of them preaching every week, and on the others every 
two weeks. Some more will soon be taken up. The distance to travel is one ~ 
hundred and twenty miles. 


Hicuianp Mission, Innrois—John Keck and Hermann Koch, Missionaries. 


Within a circle of two hundred and fifty miles, this mission has twenty regular 
preaching places, which are served every two weeks, with the exception of High- 
land, where, with the assistance of the local preacher, there is preaching every 
Sunday. About one thousand German families live within the bounds of this 
mission, amongst whom our prospects are good. In Vandalia, the former capital 
of Illinois, and the country around it, the Lord has opened usa largedoor. There 
is a great work: many are awakened, some convérted; ten have joined already, 
and about thirty are ready to join, according to a letter I have received to-day. 
They have been exhorted by their old guides not to fall from their faith ; but they have 
answered promptly that they had been led in vain long enough by their former 
pastors—now they would go where they could find meat for their souls. We have 
at present but one church in Highland, the basement of which is used for a school 
and parsonage. It is worth about $1,500, with a debt of $300, $100 of which is 
subscribed. There are four Sabbath schools, with fifteen officers and teachers, and 
seventy scholars. At.conference we had seventy-six members and thirty proba- 
tioners ; since then, twenty-five have joined. 


GeneraL Remarxs.—From the above you will learn, that within the bounds 
of this district, including myself, fifteen missionaries are at work. The district 
has seven hundred and fifty-one members, and two hundred and twenty-one pro- 
bationers; in all, nine hundred and seventy-two. We would be able to report a 
larger increase if it were not for the many removals by letter. These members 
made up last year $224 85 missionary money for your treasury, $25 55 for M’Ken- 
dree College, $16 40 for the Sunday-School Union, 43 05 for the Tract Society, 
$18 55 Bible money, and $33 95 for fifth collection. There are fourteen churches 
upon the district, with twelve parsonages, worth in all about $28,500, with a debt 
of $6,450. We regret that we have but two day schools to report ; Sunday schools 
we have twenty, with one hundred and seventy-two teachers and officers, six hun- 
_ dred and twenty scholars, and more than eight hundred volumes in the library, at 

"an expense the past year of $242 20. 
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The Corresponding Secretary has been obliged to pick out 
these statistics from the body of the foregoing report. ‘The 
table ought to have been made out by the superintendent. 
We find a slight variation from the results of our table and 
the closing remarks of brother Kuhl ; but the difference is in 
favour of his district.

Missouri German Mission District, Illinois Conference.

To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Brotuer,—The following is a report of the German Missions in the Mis. 
souri District of the Illinois Annual Conference. You will thereby have a bird’s. 
eye view of the state of the German work in this frontier country. I have en- 
deavoured to give, as far as possible and as space would admit, a correct statement of 
the progress of our beloved Zion, as well as of the moral and religious condition 
of the German people within the bounds of the respective fields. In looking over 
the past, and seeing what has been ‘accomplished by our feeble efforts, the Church 
has reason to continue her generous enterprise of evangelizing this portion of our 
fellow-citizens. 


Herman Mission.—Joseph Zimmerman, Missionary. 


This mission lies in Gasconade and Franklin counties, and has a circumference 
of about ninety miles, with six appointments, which are visited every three weeks. 
There are sixty-eight members, twelve probationers, three local preachers, two 
Sabbath schools, with six officers and teachers, and thirty-five scholars, We have 
two Church edifices on this mission, one of which is about ready to be dedicated : 
it is a fine brick building, and shows the zeal of the members, and the interest 
which they take in the work of the Lord. There is also a parsonage. The 
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Church property may be valued at $800, of which $50 are yet unpaid. More than 
three hundred families of our German countrymen reside within the bounds of 
this work, the majority of whom, although professors of religion, content themselves 
with the mere form of godliness ; but others, I am sorry to say, have imbibed the 
nefarious principles of Socialism and Rationalism. Y 


Union Crrcuir.—C. F. Langer, Missionary. 


This very interesting field of labour lies in Franklin county, and has seven ap- 
pointments. The missionary makes his round on this circuit every two weeks, 
which causes him to travel about eighty miles. We have forty-seven regular 
Church-members, and thirty-seven probationers; one local preacher, and one ex- 
horter on the work. The two Sunday schools are supplied with seven officers and 
teachers, and attended by about twenty scholars. There are two Church edifices, 
(log buildings) worth about $160. The missionary also teaches a day-school ; and 
although I am not able to give the number of scholars, I am happy to state, that in 
a letter received from him lately, he informs me of the conversion of some of his 
scholars. The German population within the bounds of this work is very numer- 
ous: a great proportion of them are Roman Catholics; others call themselves Lu- 
therans, and say that they are the only true Church of Christ, and are very active 
in their opposition to us. But despite of all opposition, the work of the Lord is 
advancing. At our camp-meeting, in August last, sixteen were converted, of 
whom six were Roman Catholics. Thanks be to God, the work is still going on. 
There are awakened souls here ; may God give them peace in believing! The 
members of this circuit, it is due to say, have done nobly in supporting their mis- 
sionary, and I am sure that as long as they will continue to make sacrifices to the 
Lord in this way, he will bless them abundantly. 


Jerrerson City Misston.—John D. Kruse, Missionary. 


The circumference of this mission is about seventy-five miles. It includes five 
regular appointments, which are visited twice every three weeks. ‘The number of 
members is fifty, and probationers twenty-eight. There are two exhorters, three 
Sunday schools, with seven officers and teachers, and thirty scholars. There 
are three churches, (log buildings,) which may be valued at $600, $70 of which 
are yet unpaid. Besides these the members have lately bought a property 
in the capital of Missouri, (Jefferson city,) consisting of a fine lot, with a good 
frame house, which is large enough for a parsonage; there is also a large 
room, which we have fitted up to hold our meetings in. The property cost six 
hundred dollars, and we have sanguine hopes that with our subscriptions we will 
shortly be able to cover the entire cost. ‘The German population within the 
bounds of this mission is very large; upwards of three hundred families reside 
here. Some are Romanists; others belong to the Lutheran Church; and some 
there are who do not belong to any denomination. We have observed that many 
of them are open and undisguised Pantheists, and especially that part of them who 
have had the advantages of a higher order of education. May God have mercy 
upon them. I wish to state here that our missionary, who is faithfully labouring 
among them, has been greatly blessed in his labours; souls have been awakened 
and converted, and many of the infidels seem to be aware of the danger they are 
in, and we notice a desire on their part to stop the tide of gospel light. Our camp- 
meeting last ‘August was a very interesting and spirited one. Many of our 
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countrymen attended, and we have good reason to think that many of their preju- 
dices against us were removed. Brother Kruse has lately taken up an appoint- 
ment in the penitentiary, to preach to the German convicts, and we hope his 
labours will result in the conversion of many of them. The prospects are very 
good on this mission. I hope to see the arm of the Lord revealed in the conver- 
sion of many of our dear countrymen before this conference year rolls round. 


Frorence Circuit.—John Hausam, Missionary. 


This circuit, which lies in Pettis, Benton, and Morgan” counties, in comparison 
with others is a small field of labour, but considering the large German population, 
there is an abundance of work todo. The three regular appointments ate visited 
weekly by the missionary. We have one hundred and ten members and eighteen 
probationers, three local preachers and one exhorter. We have two Sunday 
schools, with seventeen officers and teachers, attended by fifty-one scholars. The 
library connected with these schools contains one hundred and fifty-three volumes. 
The missionary teaches a day school, which will, no doubt, be the means of doing 
much good. There are one parsonage and two churches, (log buildings,) and a third 
one nearly finished. The Church property may be valued at about $350. The 


members are earnestly praying for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon their 
countrymen. 


Boonvitite Mission.—Adam Klippel, Missionary. 


This mission, situated in Cooper and Moniteau counties, has three regular 
appointments; one in the city of Boonville, and two in the country, which are 
visited every two weeks. The circumference of the mission is about eighty miles. 
We have thirty-seven members and twelve probationers on the mission. There 
are two very neat churches, one of which is in Boonville, and not yet finished, but 
we expect to have it ready for dedication next month. The whole Church property 
is worth about $1,600, on which there is a debt of about $600. About one hundred 
and fifty families reside in the bounds of this mission, half of whom are Roman 
Catholics. The Romish priest who was here last year undertook to burn a Bible, 
and some other Protestant books, that he found in one of the families belonging to 
his Church. For this act of Popish bigotry he came pretty near being rewarded 
with a coat of tar and feathers by the American citizens. Our brethren at one 
appointment, by their own exertions, erected a beautiful and comfortable frame 
church last year. Our prospects are good; a good foundation is laid, and our 
meetings, especially those in Boonville, are interesting. We expect to have a 


series of meetings after our church in Boonville is completed. May the Lord 
bless us. 


Lexineton Misston.—David Huene, Missionary. 


This large mission, which lies in Lafayette and Jackson counties,-has a cireumfer- 
ence of one hundred and fifty-two miles, and contains five appointments, which are 
visited every two weeks by the missionary. There are twenty-five members and 
three probationers; one exhorter; two Sunday schools, with six officers and 
teachers, and from fourteen to eighteen scholars, and a small library. There 
is one church, (a log’ building,) worth about $150. This mission does not only 
cover a large space of territory, but has also within its bounds a highly interest- 
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ing population of Germans. ‘Those of our countrymen who live in Jackson county 
stand more neutral in Church matters; they love to enjoy the work. But still we 
have some members in the town of Westport. In Lafayette county we find 
upwards of one hundred and fifty German families, the majority of whom belong 
to some denomination; a goodly number are called Old Lutherans, and are very 
bitterly opposed to Methodism. Our meetings are, however, well attended, and 
we are looking, by faithful prayer, to the time when we shall have an outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit. 


Weston Misston.—John Raus, Missionary. 


This mission, situated in Platte and Clay counties, has a circumference of about 
one hundred miles, with four appointments. The missionary makes his round 
every two weeks. ‘There are on the mission thirty-six members and three proba- 
tioners; one local preacher; two Sunday schools, with six officers and teachers, 
and twenty-one scholars. There are two churches, one of which is in the city of 
Weston, and is a fine brick building. The Church property is worth about $1400, 
on which there is a debt of about $360. Between one hundred and fifty and two 
hundred German families live within the bounds of this work. The Roman 
Catholics have a church and a priest in Weston, and nearly one half of all the 
Germans belong to that Church. Our meetings are well attended. Since confer- 
ence we have had some additions to our society. The prospects may be considered 
good. 


Sr. Josepn Mission.—Peter Hellweg, Missionary. 


This work has a circumference of about eighty miles, and lies in the counties of 
Buchanan, Andrew, De Kalb, and Clinton. It has seven appointments. We have 
twenty-eight regular members and ten probationers ; two Sunday schools, supplied 
with seven officers and teachers, and attended by about twenty scholars, having 
also a library of sixty volumes. We have no churches or parsonage as yet on the 
mission ; but with the help of God we hope soon to be able to relieve this pressing 
want. 

This is a most interesting mission, being situated in the most delightful and 
fertile region of country in the west, as well as being the place of rendezvous 
every year of many thousands of emigrants to Oregon, California, and New-Mexico. 
The city of St. Joseph, which is the centre of our mission, contains a population 
of between three and four thousand inhabitants. About six or seven hundred of 
them are Germans, and their number is rapidly augmenting. This being the 
starting point to the Pacific coast, necessity brings together people of almost every 
nation. The spiritual condition of the Germans is most deplorable, and our mis- 
sionary has to contend with all sorts of isms—Rationalism, Socialism, Pantheism, 
Atheism, and Romanism. One fact our missionaries have observed—that of the 
number of German infidels in St. Joseph, the majority were born and raised 
in the Church of Rome. For the purpose of combatting this cloud of iniquity 
our missionary needs particular gifts, and the grace of God in a special manner. 
The most successful method of labouring amongst them is by private conversation. . 
As yet we have the field to ourselves. The surrounding country is now beginning 
to attract the attention of the Germans—for this is a rich and fertile dig aaa 
will soon teem with a vast German population. 


48 MISSIONARY REPORT. [1852. 


Orercon Mission.—A. Holzbeierlein, Missionary. 


This was originally a portion of St. Joseph Mission, and was laid out at our last 
annual conference. It is the most extreme north-western work on the whole 
district, and borders on the Mormon settlement, at Council Bluffs. This mission 
has five regular appointments, which are attended to once in two weeks. There 
are as yet only from eight to twelve regular members and five probationers; one 
Sunday school, with three officers and teachers, and from eight to twelve 
scholars. There is one church, which is valued at $120. The German 
population is very numerous, but I do not know the precise number of 
families. The majority are of Protestant descent. There formerly existed near 
Linden (a small town in the bounds of this mission) an association of Communists, 
commonly called Phalanx, which dissolved after being together a short time. 
They were very obnoxious to gospel truth, and did not allow a minister to come 
among them; now, however, the scene has changed, and a door is opened unto 
us. Upon the whole, the prospects are good on this distant mission. 


Brunswick Mission.—Jacob Feisel, Missionary. 


This mission lies in Chariton and Carrol counties. It has four appointments 
within a circumference of about one hundred and twelve miies. We have thirty- 
one regular Church members and four pobationers; one local preacher, and one 
exhorter; with one Sunday school, five officers and teachers, and twelve scholars, 
There are two churches on the work—one a log and the other a frame 
building: the whole may be valued at $700. The history of this mission 
is somewhat peculiar. The first two years &fter the work was commenced our 
countrymen joined the Church in large numbers; for there was no preaching by any 
other denomination of the Germans. They loved our missionary very much, but 
they rather forgot to seek the Lord in the forgiveness of their sins. The next two 
years most of them left us again, because they did not like to be governed by the 
Discipline, and only a few remained with us ; but with these few our missionary 
commenced the work anew last year. There is now a good foundation laid—our 
discipline is strictly administered ; and although the accessions to the Church have 
not been so numerous, yet we are happy to add that some precious souls have 
been converted and united with the Church, and with these few we intend to push 
forward the battle of the cross, until the Jast sinner is brought into the fold of 
Christ, believing that we can do more for the Lord with half-a-dozen true and 
warm-hearted Christians, than with one hundred worldly-minded professors. 


Warren Ciacurr.—lV. Reitz, Missionary. 


Here we have the largest number of Church members in comparison with the 
other fields on this district. We have one hundred and ninety-three members, 
twenty-one probationers, and one local preacher ; four Sunday schools, with eleven 
officers and teachers, and sixty-two scholars. The circumference of this circuit, 
including seven regular appointments, is about one hundred miles. The mission- 
ary makes his round twice in three weeks. There are five churches (log build- 
ings) and one parsonage. The Church property is valued at about $800. 
There is a very large and thickly-settled German population within the 
bounds of this circuit, crammed together on sterile lands. If they scattered about 
more, and moved up into the Platte purchases, they would do far better; but it is 
hard for them to part, especially with their relations and acquaintances. It is 
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indispensably necessary to have a second missionary for this work. Last confer- 
ence we fell short of means to add a second man, but next year I hope we will be 
able to support one out of the missionary fund. In consequence of this, we shall 
have to make a mission of this circuit again next year: there is no other course to 
adopt if the work be attended to as it should. 


Sr. Cuartes Misston.—Charles Koeneke, Missionary. 


This mission, including two regular appointments, has a circumference of about 
twenty miles. In St. Charles there is preaching once during the week, and every 
other Sabbath. We have sixty-seven members, four probationers, and one local 
preacher; two Sunday schools, with twelve officers and teachers, and forty 
scholars. There is also a library connected with this school of one hundred and 
fifteen volumes. There is one church, a good brick building, and one parsonage. 
The whole property is worth $1,800, of which $300 are yet unpaid. It is truly 
astonishing what sacrifices our beloved brethren on this mission have made in 
building their church and parsonage. May the Lord bless them abundantly for it. 
Upwards of one hundred families of Germans reside within the bounds of the mis- 
sion, Some of them belong to the Evangelical Lutheran Church, a considerable 
number are Roman Catholics, and others there are who are not connected with 
any denomination. I am glad to say that Methodism has had, and continues to 
have, a salutary influence upon the Germans on this mission. The missionary 
informs me, by a letter which I received from him lately, that some of our country~- 
men who had recently come from the fatherland, were converted and united with 
our Church. We have very good prospects. May the Lord help us to be faithful 
to the end. 
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Quincy German Mission District, Illinois Conference.

To tHe CorRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Dear Broruer,—I herewith send you the report of the Quincy German Dis- 
trict. In general the work progresses well: notwithstanding I cannot speak of. 
extensive revivals, yet our work is steadily improving, not only in its extension, 
_ but in numbers and strength. What we have to say of new places is this: so soon 
as we have a small society, we endeavour to build a church, and if we can succeed 
in this, the work generally progresses well; without this, we can do but little 
among the Germans. This is evident from our experience in a number of instances, 
for several years past; yet it is often very difficult to accomplish this object, as 
subscriptions from without the Church are not easily obtained ; hence I have often 
wished that to missionary churches at least a part might be appropriated from the 
missionary treasury. By such means the work would be greatly advanced, and 
missions might much sooner become stations and circuits. From this report you 
will see that all our churches built on this district are free of debt, excepting Bur- 
lington, which we hope, however, will also be free within three years,—an evi- 
dence that there is an active zeal manifest among our members which indicates a 
disposition to provide for the future. We generally build small houses at first, and 
in a few years larger ones; and as soon as possible, our members endeavour to 
sustain their own pastor. 

In Quincy our church is too small. We often have not room, especially on the 
Sabbath, for all who come, and many stay away on this account. We must build 
a larger church here. 

In Perry we must build a new church and parsonage. 

In Bierastown we have, on account of the unsuitable place we now occupy, to 
build a new church. * 

In Warsaw our church is too small, and within two years we must build a new 
one, for which some proyision is made by the purchase of the adjoining lot. 

In Nauvoo it is very necessary to build, but I know not how; the members are 
very poor, and cannot raise $20 among them. 

‘ In Canton a commencement will be made this spring; but the completion will 
be very difficult. 

In Peoria, also, we shall not be able to do much until we have a church of our 
own. We need help indeed. 


Quincy Srarion, Inu.—C. Hollman, Missionary. 


This society is in a very good condition, and fruitful in good works. Besides 
supporting their own preacher, they sent $101 missionary money to the last confer- 
ence, which was all collected in the monthly missionary prayer-meetings, except- 
ing $15 which was collected in the monthly Sunday-school prayer-meeting. 

At the last conference a class of sixteen members was taken from the Millcreek 
Mission and attached to this station. The Church now numbers one hundred and 
thirty-six full members and thirty-seven probationers; one local preacher and 
three exhorters; one Sunday school, with thirty-two officers and teachers, one 
hundred and thirty scholars, and one hundred and eighty volumes in the library, 
with one Bible-class; also, a day-school, where the English and German are taught. 
The prospects in every respect are good. The Church property consists of a brick 
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church and parsonage, worth $3,000, and a frame church in the country worth $300. 
There are about three thousand Germans here, the half of whom are Roman 
Catholics. 


Perry Mission, Inu.— Henry Ellerbeck, Missionary. 


This mission is about one hundred and twenty-five miles in circumference, in 
Adams, Marquette, and Pike counties, with six preaching places, sixty-five full mem- 
bers, and sixteen probationers; one local preacher and one exhorter ; two Sunday 
schools, with sixteen officers and teachers, forty-four scholars, and fifty volumes 
in the library. There are on the mission two log meeting-houses, one built this 
year, worth $300, free of debt. The society is in a good condition, and the pros- 
pects are tolerably good; within the bounds of this mission there are about one 
thousand two hundred Germans, mostly Protestants. The missionary receives 
$125 from the Missionary Society, 


Bearpsrown Misston.— Win. Fiegenbaum, Missionary. 


For two years this was a station, but it was impossible for the members and 
preacher to sustain themselves; and it was therefore renewed again at the last 
conference as a mission. There are fifty fall members and twenty probationers ; 
one exhorter. Last winter we had a small revival here, the first for two years, 
and received fifteen on probation. The prospects are now much better than for- 
merly. There is one Sunday school, with eleven officers and teachers, thirty-two 
scholars, and eighty volumes in the library ; one Bible-class, and a day-school of 
twenty-eight scholars, taught by the missionary four days in the week ; one frame 
church, and parsonage connected with it, worth $800, free of debt. There are 
from twelve hundred to thirteen hundred Germans here, of whom one-fourth 
are Roman Catholics. The missionary receives $100 from the treasury. 


Pexin Mission, Inu.— Henry Roth, Missionary. 


This mission lies in T'azwell and Mason counties, and is one hundred and forty 
miles in circumference. There are five preaching places, fifty-eight full members, 
and twenty-five probationers; one local preacher; one Sunday school, with eight 
officers and teachers, three scholars, and fifty volumes in library; one frame church, 
worth $500, free of debt. In Pekin the prospects are very good. We had a re- 
vival here last winter, and twenty-two conversions ; in the other places the pros- 
pects are only tolerable. The German population in its bounds is about three thou- 
sand, nearly all Protestants. 


Prorta Mission, Int.— Henry F’. Koeneke, Missionary. 


This mission was newly established at the last conference ; but as another Ger- 
man preacher commenced here at the same time, some hinderance has been thrown 
in our way. We now have eight probationers here, and from recent reports the 
prospects are improving. There are about one thousand two hundred Germans 
within the bounds of this mission, of whom one-fourth are Roman Catholics. 


Sprinertetp Mission, Inu.— Peter Henners, Missionary. 


This mission is two hundred miles in circumference, in Sangamon, Menard, 
Cass, and Morgan counties, with seven preaching places, fifty-two members, 
twenty-four probationers, and one exhorter. The Church property consists of 
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thirty-five acres of land, on which are a frame church and parsonage worth $650, 
free of debt. Itis in the centre of a large German settlement. The Lutherans 
have built a church within a quarter of a mile of us. On the other parts of the 
mission the Germans are much scattered. There are in the bounds of this mission 
about three thousand Germans, nearly all Protestants. The prospects are at pre- 
sent tolerably good ; one Sunday school, with four teachers and ten scholars. 


Navvoo Mission, Inu.—Frederick Stoffregen, Missionary. 


This mission includes Nauvoo and Warsaw, with another preaching place eight 
miles from Warsaw: it has seventy full members, sixteen probationers, and two 
exhorters ; two Sunday schools, with eighteen officers and teachers, seventy schol- 
ars, and eighty volumes in the library. In both places we have Church property. In 
Nauvoo we have two acres of land, on which are four small brick houses: one is 
occupied by the preacher ; the second is his kitchen; the third is used as a church, 
but is in danger of being blown over by the first wind-storm; the fourth is used 
fora stable. Four years ago this was all bought for $300, and is not worth more 
yet. In Warsaw we have a small brick church worth $800, free of debt; and here 
we haye a fruitful society. The prospects are very good. German population, nearly 
two thousand five hundred, mostly Protestants. 


Buruneton Mission, lowa—John Walther, Missionary. 


This mission is confined to Burlington, with sixty full members and fourteen 
probationers; one local preacher and one exhorter ; one Sunday school, with four- 
teen officers and teachers, forty scholars, and thirty-two volumes in the library ; 
one Bible-class; one good brick church and parsonage, worth $2,300. The oppres- 
siye Church debt has been reduced to $400 by a yearly sinking fund. This so- 
ciety has progressed slowly from the beginning. Last winter the missionary had 
a little controversy with the Romish priest, which resulted in several Catholics 
joining our Church. German population about two thousand five hundred, of 
whom one-third are Roman Catholics, and one-third Rationalists and Atheists. The 
latter attend no church. There is another Protestant church here besides our own. 
The German immigration is very strong to this place. The prospects are very 
good. 


Drsmornes Mission, lowa.—Christof Bonn, Missionary. 


This mission is one hundred and sixty miles in circumference, in Desmoines and 
Lee counties ; with eight preaching places, fifty-six members and thirteen probation- 
ers, one exhorter; one Sunday school, with six officers and teachers, twenty-four 
scholars, and forty volumes in the library ; one log church, worth $200. German pop- 
ulation, over five thousand—perhaps one-third of them Roman Catholics. The 
prospects are good of this becoming one of our most fruitful missions. The mis- 
sionary receives $140 from the treasury. 


Patmyra Mission, Mo— Wm. Niedermeier, Missionary. 


This mission is two hundred miles in circumference, in Marion, Lewis, Clark, 
and Scotland counties, in Mo., and Van Buren county, in lowa; with seven preach- 
ing places, fifty-six members, and twelve probationers ; two local preachers, and 
two exhorters ; three Sunday schools, with fourteen officers and teachers, thirty-two 
scholars, no library ; one log meeting-house and parsonage, worth $300. At three 
of the appointments the prospects are good; at the others only middling. The Ger. 
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f 
mans here are much scattered. In Lagrange and Canton the German population 
appears to be increasing; in the latter place we expect to build a church this spring. 
German population about two thousand two hundred: but few Roman Catholics 
among them.

To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Rey. anp Dear Broturr,—I hereby send you my yearly report of Iowa German 
Mission District ; and Ican say, to the glory of God, that it has been a year of much 
rejoicing. 

Towa district is a place of great responsibility, as the German immigration is 
daily increasing ; and it is a lamentable fact, that the chief part of them are either 
partly or altogether infidels. But, thanks be to God, many of them yield to the 
doctrine of the cross. The preachers for this year are, as far as I can see, in their 
proper places, and marks of the approbation of our Lord have shown themselves in 
the conversion of souls. May the Lord revive his work more abundantly amongst 
us. 


Garena Sration—August Korfhage, Missionary. 


In the beginning this mission made very slow progress, indeed discouraging: but 
it triumphed over its enemies. Two years ago, with forty members, it became self 
supporting. The first year it had a single man—last and this year men of families. 
It has now a membership of eighty-one in all. They have a neat frame church 
and a frame parsonage, worth about $1,200, on which there is between 
$200 and $300 debt. Many of the members profess the great blessing of 
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sanctification, and some of the most inveterate infidels have been converted the 

past year, and stand as witnesses for their Redeemer. Likewise a number of 

Roman Catholics have been brought to Christ. The prospect is very good. 


Dusuave Misston.—Philip Funk, Missionary. 


This is brother Fank’s second year. There was a good work on this mission last 
year. Brother Funk found eighty members here ; of these sixteen were given to the 
Clayton mission, which left him sixty-four ; and now there are one hundred and 
five members, who, if assisted one year more by the Missionary Society, will 
become self-supporting, though many of them are poor. A number of Roman 
Catholics have been converted. One young man was driven from his fathei’s 
house on account of his conversion; but he left it rejoicing, preferring to forsake 
father and mother rather than Christ. A young woman was followed by her 
mother with a butcher’s knife as soon as she came home, having heard of it before 
her arrival. She took her to the priest, and he pronounced her possessed of the 
devil, (may the Lord have mercy on them!) and by violence constrained her from 
joining us; but she told one of her sisters that they could not make a Catholic of 
her. The wife of a man of family, as soon as she heard of his conversion and union 
with the Methodists, left him, and went to her father’s, leaving a child of about a week 
old behind her. ‘The good brother took the babe to one of the sisters to take care 
of it, and after three days he went to see his wife to know what she would do. She 
finally came back, but the priest was sent for. He met him with the sword of the 

pirit, so that it was not pleasant for the priest to stay long in his presence. He 
left him by pronouncing him also possessed of the devil; but, thanks be to God, 
last camp-meeting his wife came, broken-hearted, to. the feet of Christ, and the 
Lord heard her prayer. Now she wonders how it was possible that she was so 
blind. The prospects are good on Dubuque mission. 


Crayton Mission.—F. Schuler, Missionary. 


This was a part of Dubuque mission ; it has a very large population of Germans, 
but many hardened infidels. Brother Schuler is the very man for this work; he 
has the whole armour of God on. A German town (Gutenberg) refused for five 
years to let a preacher come among them; but it is now a regular appointment, and 
ihe missionary has seldom less than fifty hearers, a number of whom are under 


deep convictions. We have thirty-two members on the mission, with a very good 
prospect. 


PLATTEVILLE AND Frerrort Mission—H. Weithorn, Missionary. 


There is much yet to be done in this laborious field. Eleven appointments have 


been taken in since last conference, the most of which, the preacher says, have 
good prospects. 


German Creex Mission.—Gearhart Timken, Missionary. 


This is the oldest mission in Iowa, but yet the slowest in progress. It seems 
the Germans have united together to resist the gospel; even the word of God does 
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not seem to move them, May the Lord still spare them. The membors. are 
growing in grace. 


Towa Crry Misston..—F. Merten, Missionary. 


This mission was taken off German Creek a year ago, and has enjoyed the bless- 
ings of God since that time. Some excellent members have been added to the 
Church, and the prospects are good. 


Muscatine Misston—Henry Fiegenbaum, Missionary. 


This is a very important field, there being a great many Germans. We have 
much trouble in building a church in the city of Muscatine, and can do nothing 
without it. One side of the basement being finished, the missionary is enabled to 
preach in it, and the work already begins to prosper. The country appointments 
give good promise. 


Sr. Pau Misston.—Jacob Haas, Missionary. 


This is a new country, as well as a new field of labour, and an important one, 
There is no German preacher, but brother Haas, in Minnesota. The immigration 
is great. Brother Haas has to go on foot from one appointment to another: his 
feet are sometimes sore from travelling; but he does it all without a murmur, and 
his greatest rejoicing is that he has a little band of soldiers of the cross around him. 
Prairie La Crosse, half-way between Galena and St. Paul, was taken in by brother 
Haas during last summer. It is a large settlement of Germans, mostly Catholics, 
and the prospect of winning them is very flattering. This should be a mission by 
itself, as there are two more settlements in the country. They begged of me to 
send them a preacher, if brother Haas could not come any more. It cost brother 
Haas three dollars every appointment. 

May the God of missions bless the labours of the missionary department in all 
jts branches. We are still praying that the time may soon come when all nations 
may know the Lord Jesus as their Saviour. 
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Wisconsin German Mission District, Illinois Conference.

To rue CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

This district includes the most of the eastern half of the State of Wisconsin, 
the north-eastern part of Illinois, and a part of north-western Indiana. I have to 
travel every quarter between nine hundred and one thousand miles on horseback 
or in a buggy; and have to preach from fifty to eighty times every round, Although 
this may seem hard work, yet the love of Christ and of souls can make it easy. 
The Lord fills my soul sometimes with such grace and faith that I feel like pushing 
the battle to the very gates of the enemy. The Lord can make this moral wilder- 
ness to blossom as a garden of roses; and although the Germans in general are, as 
yet, far from being religious, we have a fair prospect of effecting a great deal of 
good amongst them. We have had since conference a net increase of one hun- 
dred and twenty probationers on the district; and have had in the same time about 
eighty conversions, mostly at the quarterly meetings. Amongst them is a goodly 
number of Roman Catholics, who now say, that the absolution of Christ makes 
them feel a great deal happier than the ablas (indulgence) of his holiness the Pope ; 
for the absolution of Christ gives them power over sin, and joy in the Holy Ghost, 
which the ablas (indulgence) of the Pope could never do. The preachers are all 
zealously engaged, and we hope the Lord will give us yet greater success the rest 
of this conference year. This district ought to be divided into two next year, and 
about seven or eight new missions should be established in places where thousands 
of Germans are already, and where thousands more are coming in, and where our 
ministry has not reached them as yet. We hope the Lord will provide the men, 
and the Church the means, to supply such needy places with the healing gospel of 
Christ. What would have become of us poor,—in nominal religion and infidelity, — 
benighted German emigrants, if the Lord had not, in his great mercy, awakened 
the Methodist Episcopal Church to come to the aid of our sin-sickened souls with 
the gospel of Christ? And what would have become of this country in future 
ages if the leaven of the gospel had not found its way into the hearts of the thou- 
sands which Germany has already sent and will yet send? Let infidel France and 
Germany answer. The Lord is doing a great work through the German Missions 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Although our numbers are yet comparatively 
small, our influence over other denominations is, notwithstanding, immense. Like 
the old Methodist fathers, who were hissed at, spoken evil of, and pronounced false 
teachers; so are we likewise treated by many who call themselves alone ortho- 
dox. - But as other Churches became, wherever Methodist doctrine was preached, 
in general more pious and religious, so also is it the case now amongst the Ger- 
mans in many parts of this country. The work of reformation is going on glori- 
ously amongst the Germans in many places where our missions have been estab- 
lished. My heart feels joyful for the doings of the Lord amongst my countrymen. 
I feel thankful to my English brethren for what they are doing for us. I feel my- 
self one of them in heart and spirit, and I can say I feel myself, since my conver- 
sion to God, as thorough an American in my feelings, as if I had been born in this 
country. Convert a German to God, and he will be an American all through. 


Mitwauzic Misston— Wilhelm Schreck, Missionary. 


This mission includes the city of Milwaukie, with about nine thousand German 
inhabitants. The Germans of this place are much divided in their religious opin- 
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ions, while a great many of them are infidels and Catholics, ‘The mission has had 
some success this winter. We had a revival about New Year, when a number of 
precious souls were converted to God. Since conference twenty-one have joined 
on trial; yet the whole number of the society is not much increased, because of 
many removals. The Sabbath school is in a very prosperous condition, and is in- 
creasing In number from Sabbath to Sabbath. Three of the scholars have been 
lately converted. The Germans in Milwaukie are in general very wicked, and 
need a religious reformation very much. They are mostly poor, although there 
are some rich men among them. ‘Their intellectual condition might be better. 
May God strengthen the hands of the missionary, and give him wisdom and grace 
in his arduous labours amongst them. 


Curcaco Misston.— Louis Kunz, Missionary. 


This mission is in a prosperous condition. We have had on every quarterly 
meeting, and every Christmas and New-Year, revivals with many conversions, and 
the work of the Lord is on the increase in the hearts of the members of the 
Church. Chicago has a German population of about twelve thousand souls, which 
is daily increasing. At present we can only reach a part of the Germans, as the 
place where our church stands is in the northern part of the city, where, compar- 
atively, only a small part of the Germans are now living; the mass of them are 
now settling in the southern and western part of the city. A mission in that part 
of the city would have glorious results. We have already a Sabbath school estab- 
lished there as the beginning of a new mission, and the missionary is trying to 
preach there from time to time, with good success. The Sabbath school in North- 
ern Chicago is also in a prosperous condition; eight of the scholars have been 
lately converted to God. The German population is, ina moral view, not much 
’ better than in Milwaukie, but they are more accessible to the missionary. Their 
physical and intellectual condition seems to be mostly pretty good. The church 
and parsonage of the Northern part of Chicago will get out of debt this year. 


Coox Mission.—Henry Vosholl, Missionary, 


This mission includes the country south of Chicago, and parts of north-western 
Indiana, and has a circumference of about one hundred and fifty miles. It has 
eight regular appointments, which the missionary fills every two weeks, amongst @ 
German population of about four thousand souls. The membership has largely in- 
ereased since last year, and the time is not far distant when this mission will sup- 
port its own pastor. We had conversions on every quarterly meeting, Last Sab- 
bath, two weeks ago, when I was there last, we had five conversions one Sunday 
evening, one of which was a respectable German farmer’s wife. She seemed tobe 
very deeply convicted in meeting, but could find no relief. After she came home to 
the missionary’s house, she kept kneeling on the floor crying to the Lord. We 
prayed with her; but all seemed in vain. All at once she got up, and holding her 
ears towards the missionary’s wife, she cried with all her might, ‘‘ Take them out, 
take them out.” The missionary’s wife could not at first understand her meaning: 
at last she saw two gold ear-rings, which she took out, to the woman’s great sat- 
isfaction, and shortly the woman’s heart was filled with peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. This woman’s husband was greatly astonished, when his wife came back 
from quarterly meeting, and he witnessed the change in her and his two sons, (who 
were likewise converted.) He had been reading a good many books about religion, 
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in his lifetime, and had always thought the’ conversion of a sinner takes many 
years ; now he saw, without being able to contradict it, that the Lord coulddo it in 
one day. He has great faith now in quarterly meetings, and says he will never 
miss one in future, if the Lord does such wonderful things there. There is a Sab- 
bath school on this mission, and as soon as spring opens there will be two more 
established. They are at present building a meeting-house on the mission. The 
moral, physical, and intellectual condition of the Germans here is better than in 
many other places in the district. 


Wueerine Mission—Christian Holl, Missionary. 


This mission lies north of Chicago, and embraces the north-eastern corner of 
Illinois. It has a circumference of one hundred miles, with about three thousand 
Germans. It has five regular preaching places, in which the missionary preaches 
from eight to nine times in two weeks. It was established only last conference, 
and promises fair to be the first self-supporting mission on the district. We have 
had powerful times at every quarterly meeting. It numbers already fifteen in 
full membership, and fifty-three probationers, who are nearly all converted and are 
united in brotherly love. They are now building a fine church in the town of 
Wheeling. They have two fine Sabbath schools in successful operation. West 
of this and Cook Mission, there are Germans enough for at least three new mis- 
sions. Some of them are now calling on our Church to send them missionaries, 
to supply them with the bread of life. 


East Troy Misston.—Christian Wenz, Missionary. 


This mission lies in the south-eastern part of Wisconsin, and includes the town 
of Southport, on Lake Michigan. It has a circumference of one hundred and fifty 
miles, with six regular preaching places, and includes a German population of about 
two thousand souls. The prospects of the mission are now considered pretty 
good. We had a revival there on our first quarterly meeting, at which eighteen 
souls were happily converted, and thirteen joined on probation. They intend to 
build a meeting-house nextsummer. The Germans on this mission are, in their 
physical, moral, and intellectual condition pretty respectable, and we have hopes 
that they will soon support their own pastor. We have a fine little Sabbath school 
here, in which some of the scholars have lately been converted. 


Watertown Mission.—Philip Barth, Missionary. 


This mission ineludes Watertown and four appointments in the country, with a 
population of about three thousand Germans, a good many of whom are infidels. 
There is a fine church and parsonage in Watertown, with only a small debt of $50 
onit. There is also a good little Sabbath school. The missionary is now teach- 
ing a day-school part of the week, in order to gain the confidence of the people. 
The Germans here are in general middling well off in their physical and intellect- 
ual condition ; but their morals need to be greatly improved before they can be call- 
ed a Christian people. 


Mapison Mission.—Conrad Barnreuter, Missionary. 


This mission includes Madison, the capital of the State of Wisconsin, and 
stretches from Fort Atkinson eighty miles north-west across the Wisconsin River 
into Sauk County up to Baraboo. It has seyen regular appointments, in a German 
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population of about two thousand five hundred souls. The physical, intellectual, 
and moral condition of the Germans is comparatively good ; but there ought to be 
two missionaries on the mission because of its great length, if we would expect the 
mission to prosper well. We have at present two good classes, seventy miles apart 
from each other. ‘There is territory and Germans enough for two good missions. 
Church or parsonage there is none yet. 


Wasuineton Mission.—Frederick Miuhlke, Missionary. 


This mission includes Washington, Dodge, and part of Fond du Lac counties, 
and has a circumference of about one hundred and fifty miles. It has eight regu- 
lar appointments, in a population of three thousand Germans, which the missionary 
fills every two weeks. This mission is now prospering again. We have just closed 
our second quarterly meeting, and have had a good time. Two were powerfully con- 
verted, and the members of the Church were built up in the faith, and warmed 
with the love of God. The Germans on this mission are in general, in their physi- 
cal and intellectual condition, quite behind other parts of the country. Their morals 
need to be improved. There are many bigoted Catholics on this mission; two 
weeks ago they burnt a number of Bibles, which a colporteur had given to them. 
We are finishing a church here, which was built a year ago. 


Suesoyean Mission.—August Kellner, Missionary. 


This mission embraces the town and county of Sheboygan, and three regular 
preaching places in the country. It includes about three thousand Germans. We 
succeeded in building a fine church and parsonage in Sheboygan, worth about 
$1,000, on which there is a debt of $135. To raise funds for his church, it was 
necessary for the missionary to go on collecting tours: he could not, therefore, do 
as well for the spiritual interests of his charge, as he would have done had he been 
all the time present; but we have good prospects now, and hope the Lord will 
grant success to his spiritual labours amongst the people. The Germans in She- 
boygan go to hear preaching pretty regularly. Their physical condition is fast 
improving, and their morals are tolerably good, asis also their intellectual condition. 
There is a fine Sabbath school prospering in Sheboygan, and one in the country. 
The missionary preaches from seven to nine times every two weeks. 


Manirouwoc Mission.—John Bischof, Missionary. 


This mission includes the town of Manitouwoc and the surrounding country, 
with a circumference of about one hundred miles. It is nearly all settled by Ger- 
mans, whose condition, as it regards religion and morals, is very low. Nearly half 
of them are Atheists, and drinking and swearing seem to be their daily business. 
They are mostly very poor, and have, for a stranger who sees them for the first 
time, a very wild appearance; for many of them let the hair on their faces 
grow to a great length, as a sign, they say, of manliness. To preaching 
very few of them will come. But we labour on in faith, and hope the Lord 
will hear our prayers, and will make even this moral wilderness yet to blossom as 
the rose. In the country we have two good classes, who are trying to build a 
church this spring; they have also a Sabbathschool. May the Lord prosper them. 
The missionary preaches about ten times every two weeks, and visits from house 
to house. 
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Osnxosu Mission.—Friederick Kopp, Missionary. 


This mission embraces the towns of Oshkosh and Fond du Lac, and the country 
around Lake Winnebago. ‘There are about four thousand German souls within its 
territory. Although their intellectual and physical condition may be called com- 
paratively good, there is a great improvement needed in their morals, particularly in 
the town of Oshkosh. Sabbath-breaking, drinking and swearing is their common 
practice. Many of them are Pantheists. There is yet no opening for preaching 
in Oshkosh, although we have tried it again and again; the people there, it seems, 
will have no kind of preaching: But in the country we have lately formed two 
very good classes. May the Lord pour out his Spirit over Oshkosh Mission. The 
missionary has four regular preaching places, but intends to take up more as soon 
as a door opens. We have not succeeded yet with a Sabbath school.

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Swedish ftlissions. 


Among the European nations that are sending their children 
to our land, the Scandinavian are becoming conspicuous. 
The Swedes, Danes, Norwegians, and Fins, are found to be 
accessible to our missionaries, and for some years past most 
encouraging results have been obtained. The centre of these 
our missions is New-York, but they really extend into Iowa 
and Wisconsin; and informally, by reflex action, to the Scan- 
dinavian countries from whence the emigrants came. In these 
respects the action of the central mission in New-York is the 
same as that of our German missions. 

The following is the annual report of the mission in New- 
York. Its central place of worship is the Bethel Ship, at the 
foot of Carlisle-street, North River :—

To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Through the mercy and goodness of God, our heavenly Father, another year of 
labour and care is past since my last report, and I am reminded of the duty to send 
youanother. This is the most difficult thing that I have todo; not because I have 
nothing to report, but I have so much that I hardly know where to begin. Our labour 
has been incessant during the whole year in preaching, praying, and exhorting, as 
well as personal conversation, night and day. We preach three times every Sab- 
bath, and converse between the sermons. We have a meeting every evening, except 
Saturday evening. Swedish lecture and prayer-meeting on Monday evening; class- 
meeting on Tuesday evening in English, and on Wednesday evening in Swedish ; 
prayer-meeting on Thursday evening in English, with a Swedish lecture; and prayer- 
meeting on Friday evening. We have not been without our trials; but we have no 
time to speak of them. Glory be to God in the highest! he has remembered us in 
mercy in the awakening and conversion of many souls. Itisimpossible for us to say how 
many have come to Christ during the year, as they stay so short a time with us—as those 
whom we labour with are mostly sailors and emigrants from Sweden, Norway, Finland, 
and Denmark, who pass on their way to the west, and the sailors belonging to different 
ships, of almost every nation on the globe ; and the many rich and precious letters 
that we receive from a great number of those sailors, and also from the emigrants 
in the west, humble us in the dust before the Lord; and thus, in the midst of our 
labour, our burdened hearts, that constantly cry for a continual reyival, burst into 
tears of joy when we receive these cheering epistles from the many that haye 
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hearkened to and received the truth asit isin Jesus. It is thought that at least fifty 
persons we know of have experienced religion during the last year. Our actual 
membership is nearly the same as it was last year, owing to constant removals— 
some to the west, and others to California. Several have gone home during the 
year—some to Sweden, Norway, and Denmark—for nothing else than to warn their 
friends to flee the wrath to come; and some of them, we have heard, have proved 
a great blessing to many souls. 

At the next conference time it will be seven years since this mission was estab- 
lished, and the labour has increased sevenfold. From this mission have sprung 
several other missions in the west, so that now we have eight missionaries preach- 
ing in the Scandinavian tongue. But it has increased in the Bethel Ship seven- 
fold; therefore we need, if possible, more to help here. I will here mention the 
valuable aid, during the last year, of my colleague, Rev. S. B. Newman, not only 
in helping to preach in English and Swedish, but in writing and translating some 
of our excellent tracts, our Church rituals, and some of Wesley’s sermons. We 
had also the aid of our excellent Norwegian colporteur, Peter Peterson, who was 
with us during the season of emigration. He has since been licensed to preach, 
and has been called to his mission among the Norwegians in Iowa. I have visited, 
with the aid of my colleague, and a tract missionary belonging to the ship, (brother 
Bergner,) and preached on board of nearly thirty emigrant vessels, to between three 
and four thousand emigrants, and distributed tracts, and nearly sixteen hundred 
volumes of Bibles and Testaments. This, with the other labours and exposures, 
prostrated my health, and I was taken down with bilious rheumatic fever for five 
weeks, during which time all the work fell on my colleague, who faithfully 
laboured on till the Lord again restored me to a tolerable degree of health. The 
poor and destitute emigrants have been very numerous, and we have endeavoured 
to do what we could to relieve their numerous wants, by giving them pecuniary 
aid and affording them advice. ‘The expenses in this way have averaged $30 a 
month during the last fourteen months. I am under special obligation to some 
friends who, have aided me in this great expense. Several of our members, who 
were converted in the ship, have been called home to their heavenly inherit- 
ance during the past year. They died peacefully in Jesus. 

We are endeavouring to do a little for the missionary cause. I might lengthen 
my report, but will close with a prayer to the Lord, that he will give us health, and 
strength, and grace to go forward, and that his saving truth might spread to the 
end of the earth, and all know him, from the least to the greatest. Amen, and 
Amen. 


P. S.—Our report would not be complete without an affectionate reference to 
the visits and interest of our superintendent during the year. 

The Sabbath school, and the self-denying officers and teachers, are entitled to 
the highest regard, both of ourselves and all the friends of this mission to our 
countrymen; especially to brother Green—one of the most devoted helpers a mis- 
sionary was ever blessed with—are we indebted, and shall love to remember and 
pray for him, that he may be as useful in his new field as he has been in ours. 
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Swedish Mission in Rock River Conference.

This work was begun near five years ago, but was not taken under the care of 
the Church until a little more than three years since. It has been very hard work 
from the beginning to advance and establish the life and power of godliness among 
the Swedes, on account of the deep-rooted formalities of the old dead state Church 
of Sweden; but although there have been those who have with all their power 
tried to stop our progress, yet every now and then the good Lord comes in power, 
and pours out his Spirit and revives his work. The first part of the present con- 
ference year the work did not prosper very much}; one of the preachers was sick, 
and the enemies of our Church tried to overthrow our influence, and fill the path 
of the missionaries with as many thorns as they could. Newspapers, pamphlets, 
and books, written against our Church, have been furnished in abundance. These 
things have injured many weak consciences, and overthrown the faith of some. I 
turn from this dark picture to tell of some things that God hath wrought. 

Last Christmas was a time of God’s power near this place, (Victoria.) We hada 
quarterly meeting, and the Lord revived his work; but as there were many present 
from other parts of the country, we cannot tell how many experienced religion. We 
had quite a number of conversions; some backsliders were reclaimed, and fifteen 
joined the Church. Others have joined since, so that in the neighbourhood where 
I stood five years ago, and preached to five persons, we have now three societies, 
numbering seventy-five members. These societies would have been much larger, 
but last year, and the year before, many meved away—some to Wisconsin, others 
to Minnesota, and some were transferred to American societies. At Knoxville, 
another appointment, we had a revival this winter, and many, through the mercy 
of God, were brought to the knowledge of the truth. 'The old society, formed two 
years ago, was reorganized, as many of the first members had moved away ; Six- 
teen new members were added—making in all twenty-two. At Andover, in Henry 
county, the society has been greatly blessed of the Lord. A few weeks since 
quite a number of persons experienced religion—how many we cannot tell, as they 
were told that if they came to hear the Methodists they would go crazy. This 
kept many away from meeting; but it did not stop our people—they came, and 
many others with them. The saying of our enemies, that they would go crazy, 
was occasioned by the conversion of three particular persons who had greatly with- 
stood our words. They attended meeting, and it pleased the good Lord to let them 
feel their sins in a way that led them to cry out for mercy; the Lord heard their 
prayer, and their conversion was as powerful as their conviction had been. This 
was a day of triumph in Israel: blessed be the name of the Lord. An old Swedish 
soldier and his wife were savingly brought from darkness to light at the same 
meeting. 

That part of the work in the bounds of the Iowa Conference is in a prosperous 
condition. There are two societies, one of which is quite large, and three preach- 
ing places in that conference-—and six in the Rock River Conference where we 
preach regularly, and four other places where we preach when we can. We have 
over two hundred members in full connexion. We are very poor, but we shall do 
something for the missionary cause. 
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We have sent twenty dollars through our superintendent, A. E. Phelps, and we 
hope to make a good report on that subject by conference. Our work is very much 
retarded for the want of books in the Swedish language. 

Our doctrine, discipline, and usages, are greatly misrepresented by our enemies ; 
but we try to stand by them according to the ability that the Lord giveth. 


Brother Hedstrom reports, as we understand him, two hun- 
dred members. 


Norwegian fMlission, Wisconsin. 


‘The following isa brief but clear report of this new and 

promising mission, sent to the Corresponding Secretary, by 
J. M. Letny, Superintendent. 
C. Wittervr anv C. P. Acrenius, Missionaries. 

This mission, erroneously called Swedish Mission in the report of last year, 
has now one hundred and ‘orty members and probationers. Many more have 
been awakened, and are seriously inquiring what they must do to be saved. It 
extends to most of the Norwegian settlements in the State, and has been greatly 
blessed under the faithful labours of the present missionaries, Rev. C. Willerup and 
Rey. C. P. Agrelius. Societies have been formed at most of the settlements; but 
the largest and most prosperous are in the vicinity of Cambridge, where there is a 
church in progress and nearly finished, built of stone, and forty-four feet by sixty-four, 
and, when completed, will need some $800 to clear it of debt. Brother Willerup is 
making every possible exertion to get it ready for worship; has even applied most 
of his income from the Missionary funds; has given his own notes to a considera- 
ble amount more; has already been sued on some of them, but rejoices that 
although they should sell him they cannot sell the house. Will not some of our 
rich brethren east send us speedy relieft May God put it into their hearts so to 
do. We shall greatly need more men on this mission if the right ones can possi- 
bly be obtained. 


Welsh Missions. 


We have a valuable paper from Rev. Charles Cooke, of the 
Pittsburgh Conference, in relation to the origin and history to 
this time of the mission for the benefit of the Welsh population 
in Pittsburgh. 


Welsh Mission, Pitisburgh Conference.

This mission is located in the city of Pittsburgh. Some years since, a small class 
of persons was attached to our Church in this city, from Wales. ‘They held meet

ings in a small school-house, but were in great want of spiritual teaching 
and encouragement in their own language. Living here at the time, I occa- 
sionally preached for them, when but a few of the few could understand 
me, though all seemed happy to be thus cared for. I became greatly inter- 
ested in them, and at their request wrote to the old country a letter of invitation to 
any good local preacher, who could come well recommended, to come over and 
settle among them. One came, the Rev. Evan Roberts ; but unfortunately for 
himself, he was of a trade he could not get employment at on his arrival. The 
brethren did all they could to sustain him and his family, and we took him into 
‘the office of the Pittsburgh Christian Advocate, asa “roller boy.’ With great per- 
severance and effort, both on his part and theirs, a lot was procured, and a small 
brick church edifice built upon it. Last year, by the exertions of the missionary, 
Rey. D. Cadwallader, the last of the debt was paid. 

At the last session of our conference, no one could be procured to take charge of 
the mission, and it was left to be supplied. I used all the means that were availa- 
ble to obtain a supply from abroad, but without effect. In this state of things, on 
the recommendation of the Church itself, I appointed the Rev. Griffith Peters, a 
licensed local preacher amongst them, to the charge. They have expended up- 
ward of a hundred dollars in repairs on their church, the congregation and mem- 
bership have slightly increased, their Sunday school is doing very well, they are 
living in great peace, and now, free of embarrassment, are praying for, and ex- 
pecting the Lord to send prosperity. Their statistics are as follows:—1l. A house 
of worship worth $2,200. 2. A membership of sixty-one persons. 3. They have 


three classes, one at M’Keesport, some miles from the city. 4. An interesting 
Sabbath school. 


Srench Missions. 


In New-York there is a large and increasing French popula- 
tion. It is very diverse in its character, and not inclined to 
evangelical religion; but as far as any religious interest is 
manifested, it is chiefly in the direction of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Of course this population is not very accessible, and 
yet many excellent persons have been for several years anxious 
that our Church should send a missionary among these people. 
Last year our brother John B. Cocagne was appointed to this 
work. He is a Frenchman by descent, and speaks the Jan- 
guage well. For several years he was a member of the Black 
River Conference, and was transferred from thence to this mis- 
sion. We have reason to believe that he has laboured faithfully. 
Extracts from his report will be found below. The report was 
not intended for publication, but we deem it proper to let the 
Church hear from the missionary himself the state and pros- 
pects of the mission. Should it assume, as we hope it will, a 


form promising permanency, a neat place of worship must be 
quickly provided for it. 
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. French Mission, New - York Conference.

This mission was commenced last J uly, under circumstances not the most invit- 
Ing nor encouraging. Some years ago our French brethren, aided by our Mission- 
ary Society, began a mission among my countrymen. Through great and perse- 
vering efforts they gathered a respectable congregation: but their missionary, Rev. 
Mr. Williamson, leaving our Church left the mission without a shepherd; and 
since that our French Methodists have rather shown something of an unwillingness 
to come to our help. They have become attached to their American classes, 
and are now afraid to venture out too far lest they should sink again in the enter- 
prise. Itis true we have a French class, but it israther small. Several of those 
brethren attend our public means of grace; but much more needs to be done to 
encourage the work. Could they all be persuaded to form themselvesinto a Church, 
and give their attention to this mission, no doubt we could hope for greater success. 
As matters have been during the present year, we say we have not as yet made 
a thorough trial of what may be done. 


Another source of difficulties with which we have met thus far, has been the 
want of a suitable room in which we could have our religious services during the 
hours the most convenient for our French population. To draw some of my coun- 
trymen we need a neat and attractive room, which can be used rather to suit their 
convenience than ours. Yes, among this class of people the idea of a Church 
will draw some who will not think of going into a room such as we have occupied. 
But probably the hardest part of our work is yet to be told. We are acquainted 
gvith the means generally employed in France by the Roman clergy in training 
the rising generation; everything is said and done to establish and maintain the 
authority of priests, and hence what they say is law and gospel with very many 
of the young. And the result of all this is evident: God’s word has not been 
brought before the minds of the people. 


Your missionary has certainly been agreeably disappointed in some things. He 
has met with a far better reception than he expected. With few exceptions, I 
have been well received in my visits, and in many instances the-people have urged 
me to call as often as my duties would allow. American Protestantism has exerted 
a good influence upon very many of my countrymen who have been in this coun- 
try long enough to see its working and transforming power. Instead of saying with 
their catechism, “ Out of the Roman Catholic and Apostolic Church no salvation,” 
they all say that the pious Protestants will be saved as well as the Romanists. ‘There 
are not a few who have told me plainly that our system of religion was altogether 
more simple and rational than theirs; and that our conduct, as a people or Protes- 
tants, was more like what Christ required of all men than their ceremonies and 
outward observances. 

Again: we have not access to the people only, but your missionary finds many 
in his visits who are revolving various questions in their minds. They often wish 
me to give them some explanations of various portions of Scripture. These are 
imperceptibly advancing towards the light, and with uncommon perseverance, the 
hope may be cherished that a better state of religious feeling will yet exist among 
them. 


are) 
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But 1 will indicate more directly what has been done in our mission since last 
July. Though a perfect stranger in the city, your missionary went about and soon 
visited over three hundred families. Since his first visit he has found a number of 
other families coming in while others were moving West. These families have 
been visited, up to this day, over four times each, making my visits generally short, 
and preaching the gospel to many who are not accustomed to go to religious meet- 
ings. In the course of my visits I have distributed, up to this date, eighteen thou- 
sand eight hundred pages of tracts, seven thousand six hundred pages of which 
were given me by the American Tract Society. We have also distributed a num- 
ber of Bibles. Some clothing has also been given to the most needy. 

We have received two persons on probation among us, one of whom promises to 
be useful to us in future. Both are no doubt soundly converted to God. We may 
also mention another person who acted as a local preacher in France, among our 
Wesleyan brethren, but coming here among strangers and meeting with difficulties, 
he became rather discouraged and cold in religion; but since the opening of our 
French Mission, he has been awakened, and is now rejoicing in God his Saviour. 
_ We look upon him, also, as promising usefulness among us. A few others have 
also manifested some considerable interest for the salvation of their souls. We 
would add, that if we can have the use of a suitable room when needed, we can 
gather a Sunday school without much trouble. Several ladies have asked me at 
different times why we did not begin such a school, for they preferred to send their 
children to us than to their Romish school in Canal-street. We could also gather a 
Bible-class if we had the room and aid needed. 

In conclusion, I would say, let us try it another year with renewed courage. But 
to awaken more interest among the people, and to do good on a larger scale, we 
ought to have a colporteur to help me at least a part of his time; then we could 
visit the vessels as they come in, and thereby scatter the word of life in different 
parts of the country. We could also extend our work in the city, and call more to 
our public means of grace. On the whole, we think that God has blessed us in our 
work. We look not back; but, trusting in the Most High, we expect to see better 
and more prosperous days. 


French Mission, Detroit, Michigan Conference. 
James Suaw, Superintendent. 
Tuomas Carter, Missionary. 

The French Mission in Detroit was organized in May, 1851. 
They have now a little society of thirty-two, principally pro- 
bationers ; the majority of them are persons who have joined 
the mission from Roman Catholic families. This first effort 
among the French Canadians has been much blessed. They 
have also a Sunday school, and are about to build the first 
French Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States. 
The following account of the mission is by the superintendent : 

The organization of this mission was suggested by the conversion of several French 


individuals, who desired to have the gospel preached in their own language ; and 
by the discovery of the fact, that there were a number of French families in the 
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city inclining to Protestantism, but for lack of a French ministry were aepdortins 
about as sheep having no shepherd. ‘The mission was commenced in May last, by 
Rey. Thomas Carter, from the city of New-York, under no very flattering pros- 
pects. Services have been held regularly on the Sabbath day, in the Second Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, at half-past three o'clock, P. M. Twenty-four have been 
added to the society since Mr. Carter commenced, the most of whom have been 
converted under his labours. They have a very interesting Sabbath school in ope- 
ration, (of thirty-five to forty children, and ten to twelve teachers,) full of promise 
and encouragement. Mr. Carter is succeeding beyond all expectation, and will, 
without doubt, when better opportunities are afforded him, become an instrument of 
great good to this interesting, but hitherto overlooked class of our population, many 
of whom were among the first settlers of our country. 

There seems to be but one impediment in ‘the way of great success, and that is 
a suitable place in which to hold their meetings—their present place of worship 
being needed by the society that owns it, and which grants them a partial use of 
it. We hope, however, that this hinderance will soon be removed, as some of our 
liberal citizens are interesting themselves in their behalf, in procuring a lot on which 
to build a church. Pledges of contributions have already been given; and we 
doubt not but the liberality of our citizens will be cheerfully manifested as soon as 
the preliminary arrangements shall be made for building, which we hope will be 
soon done. 


Indian sMlissions. 


Wyandott Indian Mission, Missouri Conference. 


In the Indian country west of Missouri we have two Indian 
Missions, which suffered much in the division of the Church. 
They are beginning to revive a little, and may yet be fruitful. 
The following Report of them is made by the superintendent, 
Rev. G. W. Robbins. Our force at present is composed of

We have two Missions in this territory. The first is styled, The Wyan- 
dott, Delaware and Kickapoo Mission. This embraces the country inhabited by 
the tribes of Indians bearing its name. These tribes, and our work among them, 
we propose to notice separately. 


Missionaries. 


Tue Wyanvorr Nation.—James Witten, Missionary. . 

This nation numbers about six hundred inhabitants, occupying a delightful coun- 
try, which is impreved and cultivated in a manner that compares favourably with 
the agriculture and improyements of the adjoining country in the State of Missouri. 
’ The products of the soil are sufficient to meet the necessities of the nation, and 
leave a small surplus. The people generally appear well dressed, and some of 
them in a manner approaching to elegance. We have here seventy-five members 
and six probationers, who worship in a neat church, constructed of hewn logs. 
This was built by the members of the society after they were turned out of their 
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brick church by the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. We have also two rudely- 
constructed log cabins, occupied as a residence by our missionary, Rev. James: 
Witten. Attached to these cabins we have the usual out-buildings, (barn excepted,) 
and about eighteen acres of ground inclosed by a fence, but not more than two- 

. thirds of the amount is cleared for cultivation. We have no school under our own. 
control at present ; but two of our brethren are engaged in teaching schools that are 
supported by the nation. These schools will be suspended about the first of May. 
We have made arrangements to open a school in the church immediately after that 
time. We expectsoon to re-open our Sabbath school, which, by reason of affliction 
and other unavoidable circumstances, was suspended during the winter. Our day- 
school will be taught by brother Robert Witten, son of our missionary, a young 
man of undoubted piety, and, as we suppose, otherwise qualified to take charge of 
the school. When once we get the school in operation, we intend to prosecute the 
good work as our means shall justify. 

The Delaware nation numbers about one thousand souls, including a band of 
Munceys, who reside on the land, and speak nearly the same language with the 
Delawares. That portion of this nation which has embraced Christianity has 
made a considerable advance towards civilization; but by far the largest portion 
remains firmly attached to old superstitions and modes of living. We have here 
two preaching places, thirty members, and ten probationers; no Church property 
of any kind yet, but the timber is now preparing for the erection of a church this 
spring. We have no school among this people. Many of them are very anxious 

, to have one, but their heathen chiefs and head men are sternly opposed. This 
throws a difficulty in the way, but we do not despair of final success. 

The Kickapoo nation numbers about six hundred inhabitants, including a band 
of Potawatamies, who have intermarried with the Kickapoos. We have one 
preaching place here, and have heretofore recognised thirty members; but we fear 
that at this point we are to lose our labour, and the people their souls. One of their 
chiefs has had the address to gain among his people the style and reputation of a 
prophet. He has great influence with his band, and is now teaching them that 
God intends to guide them by him, and that therefore they need no longer give 
heed to the Bible, or the men that preach it. We anticipate bad consequences to 
our little society. We should have had a man on the ground who could have 
nipped the evil in the bud; but we fear now it is too late. We have no school or 
church in this nation. 

The mission is in the pastoral care of Rev. James Witten, assisted by Charles 
Ketchum, a native of Delaware, and probationer in the conference, and Squire 
Greyeyes, well known in the history of missionary operations among the Wyan- 
dotts. Our prospects at present are not so encouraging as they have been in the 
country embraced by this mission, but we have too much at stake to relax our 
efforts in the least. Our second mission in this territory is 


Snawnee Mission—Henry Reeder, Missionary. 


Pischal Fish, Native Assistant Missionary. 


This mission embraces the principal settlements in the Shawnee nation not occupied 
by missions of other Chr‘stian denominations. The nation numbers about eight hun- 
dred inhabitants, considerably advanced towards civilization, particularly in agri- 
culture. On this they depend for a livelihood. We have here three preaching 
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places, and fifty members and probationers, under the pastoral care of Rev. Henry 
Reeder, assisted by Paschal Fish, a native preacher, and probationer in the confer. 
ence. There is also one local preacher, who renders occasionally valuable services. 
Our prospects of success among this people are good. 


We have a mission house, 
built of hewn logs, nearly completed. 


It is thirty-six by eighteen feet in dimensions, 
one story and a half high, with a porch in front the whole length of the house. One 
room is to be fitted up, with all possible despatch, for the reception of a school, for 
which our brethren have beey long anxiously waiting. The school will be under 
the direction of brother Reeder, assisted by sister Reeder, a lady of good education, 
and otherwise qualified for the situation. We entertain hopes that the board will 
have no cause to regret any appropriations it may make for this point. 


Genera Remarxs.—You will perceive that we report a large decrease in num- 
bers this year. This is owing to two causes. First. Death has been here, and 
taxed our societies largely; but, thank God, so far as we have learned, our brethren 
have died in peace, and we feel that the end of all our missionary labours with 
respect to them has been accomplished—they are safely lodged in Abraham’s 
bosom. Secondly. Whisky, during the last year, did an unusually sad work for 
us. Cholera came, and the doctor said, ‘* Drink brandy.” About this; time an 
unusually large payment came, and made money plenty. The devil and his people 
at the same time contrived to make whisky equally plenty; the land was flooded 
with it, and it was constantly sounded in the Indian’s ears, «“ It is good for cholera.” 
This was too much for frail nature—many drank and fell. We had to cut off over 
forty members and probationers for this sin alone. 

We have been much hindered in our labours since conference by affliction. The 
missionaries have been confined to their homes for nearly half the time, and two of 
them, brother Witten and brother Greyeyes, have buried their wives since New 
Year: but they died in the Lord. 

Since the separation of the Church South from us, we have done nothing in the 
work of education. First, because in the separation the Church South have held 
all the Church property ; and secondly, until our last conference we had no appro- 
priations for this object. 

We have never reported anything respecting our missions to the superintendent 
of Indian Affairs, but will report in future. We never received any aid from 
government on any account. We will claim for our schools when we get them in 
operation.

To tur Corresronpine SECRETARY. 

The name is Oneida Indian Mission. The location is partly in Lenox and 
Madison counties, and partly in Vernon and Oneida counties. i 

We have one missionary, and one Indian local ppeacher, employed by the pre- 
siding elder of the district. The number of Church members is thirty-five, and 
probationers nine; whole number of men, women, and children, about two 
hundred. We haye one English school, with eighteen scholars; and one 
Sabbath school, with about twenty scholars, part of whom are white children. Our 
school has been attended with some prosperity, though not what we anticipated and 
hoped. The Oneida Indians in the State of New-York are divided into two par- 
ties, living nearly two miles apart, so that the school can only benefit the party 
where it is located. We have not money enough to support more than one schoo! 
for six months, so that when that is spent it will have to be closed, if no new appro- 
priation is made by the State. We have petitioned the Legislature for another 
appropriation; but how they will consider our position cannot, for some time yet, be 
told. 

Our Church property is a small meeting-house, with half an acre of land, valued 
at about $500. A sad disaster occurred at the close of the last conference year. 
A dreadful tornado swept through Oneida Valley, moving our meeting-house from 
its foundation, and nearly making it a wreck. But the benevolence of the ministry 
and membership of Oneida Conference has enabled me to make all necessary 
repairs, with the exception of a few dollars. Our religious services are preaching 
and prayer-meeting on Sabbath morning and evening, and also on the evening of 
Thursday. ‘The missionary and local preacher preach alternately. Our religious 
meetings are conducted in the same manner as our meetings are among the whites. 

The domestic, social, and moral state of the Oneida Indians is gradually im- 
proving. 

We had a revival of religion last winter, which has increased our numbers and 
our graces. 

We have had a good missionary meeting, and raised nearly eight dollars for mis- 
sionary money. I have but few suggestions to make,—We need two schools, and an 
interpreter half the time.

with names and statistics. If he will read it he will find it is 
a picture that will well repay inspection. 
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Norraway Banp. 

Religious State-—This station is reported by the missionary (Rev. A. C. Shaw) 
as in a more flourishing condition now than at any previous time since he has had 
charge of the mission. The Indians here are seeking for the richer blessings of a 
more matured and elevated Christian experience. So great is the interest which 
they take in this subject, that they often retire to the woods, and kneeling down in 


prayer,— 


“ Sink into the purple flood ; 
Rise into the life of God.” 


Then with minds full of glorious vision, they come back to tell their brethren, 
« Christian’s God give them bright sky.” And why not? What reason is there 
that the red man should not find in the gospel an inexhaustible fountain of ever: 
new delight ? 

The School—The mission teacher, Miss Lavinia White, is well adapted to her- 
work. Her piety and zeal qualify her for great usefulness in this department. She- 
labours incessantly for the good of all, and particularly to promote the temporal and 
spiritual interests of the children. The scholars are certainly making some im- 
provement in manners, cleanliness, and dress. They are making as rapid progress 
as could be expected in learning to speak our language. “Many of them,” says: 
brother Shaw, “I have heard read in the Bible, and as they came to the word 
Jesus, they would stop and say—‘ This is the good man who gave us the mission- 
ary” One of these children died not long since—the chief's daughter, about thir-- 
teen years of age; she embraced religion last spring, and united with the Church. 
A few days before her death, she was asked if she was afraid to die: her answer 
was, ‘No; for Jesus is with me now, and I know he will not leave me when I die.” 
I went into see her, and found that life was ebbing fastaway. Her father stood near- 
the bed, holding her hand and singing, ‘ Jesus ish-pe-ming kah e zhod,’ (Jesus, my 
all, to heaven is gone.) Stopping every now and then and pointing to heaven he 
would exclaim, ‘ Yes; there, my child, there is your home,’ while she would answer: 
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in holy triumph, ‘ Peshega dah gosy Ke-zha Mun e doo!’ (Glory to God!) O, 
what a scene was this! As I looked on, I thought it was enough to pay for all our 
privations and sufferings.” Thus died this child of the forest, and so passed her 
happy spirit away to the paradise of God—saved as the result of missionary labour. 


M’Crure Cuaret at MresHIMNEKONING. 


Location.—Meshimnekoning means “The place where apples grow.” It is in 
Tonia county, and is distant about eighty miles north from Nottaway Station. Itis 
comparatively a new settlement, composed of Ottawas and Chippewas. These 
Indians have here a most beautiful situation. It is on the north side of Grand 
River, where the stream nearly encircles their land, sweeping round it in the form 
of a horse-shoe ; and at one point, where the bank rises to the height of nearly 
thirty feet, forming a promontory, from the summit of which, glassy waters, forest 
trees, and opening farms, constitute a view at once charming and extensive. Else- 
where, however, round a considerable portion of the settlement, the ground rises 
gradually for some distance back, and then settles into level table-land, on which 
there are choice specimens of excellent timber. Nothing is wanted in order to 
make this a delightful spot, but industry, energy, and skill—in a word, the civilizing 
element of Christianity. 


Origin of the Mission—Conversion of an Indian Chief—It was on the after- 
noon of a day in February, 1848, that the missionary and his Indian interpreter 
pursued their lonely path through the forest, in order to visit the Meshimnekoning 
Band, of whom Day-o-maig and Muh-nut-quott were the two chiefs. Arrived at the 
planting grounds,” the missionary learned that the entire band were about two 
miles and a half distant, engaged in making sugar: so leaving their horses they 
proceeded thither on foot. The interpreter being lame, and having to walk with 
crutches, it was dusk before they came in sight of the red men’s fire. At this mo- 
ment a silent prayer was offered up, and they went forward putting their trust in 
the living God. The youthful minister felt that his enterprise was not without 
peril, yet he faltered not, for a voice within him whispered, ‘* The cross shall con- 
quer.” 


They soon came up to a tent and pulled aside the blanket door: on entering they 
found the old pagan priest lying wrapped in his Indian blanket. Quickly rising up, 
he said, “ What you want? What you come here for?” The missionary replied, 
«« My friend, we have come to see you—to visit your Indians here.” «Oh, ho! then 
come, go with me over to Muh-nut-quott’s, and then we will have a talk,” rejoined 
the priest. Accordingly he led the way to the Ogimah’s dark palace. 


But whom do they meet !—two white men ; pedlars of that liquid fire that has de- 
stroyed so many thousands of the noble Indian race. They had been selling this 
eursed poison to them until they were quite drunk. The missionary inquired of 
these men whether they had seen Muh-nut-quott? They said sneeringly, « He is in 
his wigwam.” They entered the tent. To the left of the door, wrapped in a large 
red blanket, lay the chief. The missionary’s heart almost sunk within him, for he 
perceived, alas! that the spirit of evil was there to resist the Spirit of good. Nev- 
-ertheless he approached and gave the friendly hand: but the chief would neither 
take the hand nor speak to him ; on the contrary, his face grew black with anger 
and his eye spoke fight. One of the whisky traders now came in and sat fon 
by his side. This seemed to add fuel to the fire already kindled in his breast for 
‘they talked freely together, and in a very excited manner. ‘ 
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As all the Indians had been drinking the “ fire-water,” and some of them were 
quite intoxicated, the preacher and his companion felt that their situation was any- 
thing but safe or comfortable. It was dark. They were in the dense forest, far 
from a white man’s dwelling, with nothing but blind roads to follow, if it should 
become necessary for them to fly. Not that they were afraid of death, but the 
thought of being at the mercy of drunken Indians—there was something in it re- 
volting to human nature, from which the mind shrank in terror and appalled. 

At length the chief rose, and fixing his keen black eye on the missionary, said, 
«What do you want?” « We have come to tell you the words of the Great Spir- 
it,’ was the answer. “ But,” said the chief, «I know as much as you; I know 
about the Great Spirit myself.’ Seeing that Muh-nut-quott had lost the power of 
self-control, the minister asked to be excused from talking to him about “ this new 
religion” till the next morning ; but ** No,” was his decided answer, “ you must stay 
and talk to-night. You talk a little while, and then I will talk, and we will see 
which is the wisest man, you or I.” Again he was advised to wait till morning, 
but “« No, no,” was his reply. In vain the missionary and the interpreter tried to 
reason with him, or to tell him of their intention to pass the night with a white 
friend. ‘* You must stay and talk now: by-and-by, at midnight, the moon will be 
up, and then you ean go to the white man’s house.” 

Muh-nut-quott now became so much excited that he sprung from the ground, at 
the same time clapping his hands and giving the Indian’s wild and frantic whoop ! 
This sound, so sudden and full of terror, startled our young men, till, as one of 
them says, ‘‘ the earth beneath us seemed to shake, the blood chilled in our veins, 
and the very hair on our head stood up in mass!” Turning himself round, Muh- 
nut-quott addressed the old Pagan priest, and spoke vehemently. At this moment 
were heard the voices of other Indians approaching from an adjoining camp. The 
noise of those outside, and the gestures of those within, plainly told that they were 
ready for any kind of violence. 


The Indian interpreter now said to the missionary, “‘ Leave quickly; go, go— 
and I will come when I can.” The young minister left immediately, and felt his way 
along through the dark, one mile from the wigwams. Here, stopping on the bank of 
a creek, he leaned himself against a tree, and awaited with prayer and some anxi- 
ety the arrival of his interpreter. An hour elapsed, and he came up with this word 
from the chief, « Where is that preacher? where is that preacher?” 

Next morning the interpreter went down to see if they were sober, but they were 
stupidly drunk. After waiting two days, both went again to the sugar camp. Ap- 
prised of their coming, the Indians had all things in readiness for the anticipated 
“talk.” . On entering the wigwam, at the right of the fire were seated the young 
men. On the left lay the chief, partly reclining on his elbow, with a large knife in 
his hand ; but asall were now sober, the servants of Jesus feared not to approach them 
Again the friendly hand was offered; for a moment the chief looked into the mis- 
sionary’s eyes, as if he would read his very soul, then rising up, he threw his knife 
three or four feet from him, and gave the minister a hearty welcome. They con- 
versed together for an hour, and, as is usual on such occasions, the pipe sent up its 
curling incense as a token of peace and mutual good-will. 

Preliminaries over, the missionary offered up a prayer, in which he felt that fire 
came down from heaven to consume the sacrifice. He then preached to them.. 
During the sermon Muh-nut-quott listened attentively, and it was easy to see that the- 
truth affected him, for the big tear often gathered in his eye, while ever and anon, 
a deep sigh would break from his troubled heart. At the close he was invited to. 
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speak. He rose and said—« All you say is very true; I like it much; but I am 
weak in my heart and cannot do good. We cannot meet these whisky traders— 
they are too much for us.” 

Several times during the ensuing summer the missionary visited this band, and 
preached to them the words of eternal life. At length, at a camp-meeting which 
was held in the autumn of the same year, Muh-nut-quott and several of his Indians 
were converted, baptized, and received into the Church. For more than three 
years this chief has been a faithful class-leader in his band, during which time he 
has seen many of his Indian brothers, including the head chief, made happy in a 
Saviour’s love. Thus was organized an infant Church in the bosom of the wilder- 
ness; and thus, also, was verified, in the experience of our youthful missionary, the 
truth of those inspiring words, “ The cross shall conquer’—words which have often 
since led him on to similar victories. 

The Chapel.—The erection of this building was suggested in the following man- 
ner :—At a quarterly meeting which I attended at this place in January, 1851, the 
two chicfs requested a private interview, in the course of which, among other 
things, they represented that as the school-house had been partitioned off, so that 
half of it might serve as a residence for the interpreter and his family, and the other 
half only remained for school and meeting purposes, there was neither room enough 
nor accommodation suitable for either. Under these circumstances they wished to 
know whether we could build for them a school-house or a church? They were 
told that no appropriation had been made for anything of this kind, and, therefore, 
that I could give no pledge, but would think of the matter, and see what could 
be done. 

Several considerations presented themselves in favour of a church: the natural 
beauty of the situation; the richness of the soil; the size of the band; its gradual 
increase, and the probability that. other bands in the vicinity, attracted by the 
advantages of our mission school, might be induced to settle here, all indicated this 
as a central point of influence, and one where, as it seemed to me, we should mul- 
tiply the means of doing good. 

Accordingly, myself and brother Shaw determined that at least the attempt 
should be made. We appealed to the ministers and Churches, and from many of 
them met with a generous response. ‘True, there were exceptions, and some asked, 
« How dare you undertake such a project without the sanction of the Conference 
Missionary Committee?” Indeed, we had forgotten this; and so much the more 
as our beloved Bishop Janes had given his concurrence, and afterwards sent us 
$137 75, which he and brother Kahbeege (our Indian interpreter) had raised for us 
at the session of the Genesee Conference. In fact, the case was urgent; we had 
set our hands to the plough, and durst not look back. We had commenced the 
work, and must go through with it. Brother Kahbeege went to Canada, and while 
there collected $42 among his Indian friends at Alnwick and Schoogog missions. 
And here we take occasion to say, that our thanks are due to the Rev. W. Case, 
Wesleyan minister at Coburg, Canada West, for his kindness and courtesy in this 
‘connexion. Altogether the chapel cost from $600 to $700—all paid off, and mainly 
through the persevering energy of Rev. A.C. Shaw. It is owing to the latter gen- 
tleman, and the Indian brethren at Meshimnekoning, that the chapel has received 
its present name. It was completed in October last, and by the writer solemnly 
dedicated to the worship of Almighty God on Sunday, the 26th of that month. 

The school has done well under the management of Miss Sprague, the mission 
rteacher. The attendance has been pretty good, but not so large as it might be, if 
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we had a comfortable school-house near the centre of the village. The Indians 
complain that the building now used (to which reference has been had already) is 
too near the river: consequently they are afraid to send small children, lest they 
should be drowned. The truth is, the old school-house should be given up to the 
interpreter, and with some additions and improvements it might be rendered 
comfortable as a dwelling-house. A new school-house ought to be built, by all 
means. 

Advancement in Civilization—Just take the following fact in illustration of 
this:—At Meshimnekoning there are Christian and pagan Indians; so also there 
are comfortable hewed log houses, and wigwams made of nothing but the bark of 
trees. Where an Indian is converted he wants to enjoy the comforts of life «same 
as white man.” Hence a desire to imitate in dress, to have his own land, a good 
house, wholesome food, and, above all, education for his children. So true is it 
that the light of divine truth is the guiding star of civilization. 

Not long since brother Shaw and myself made a call at the wigwam of one of 
these pagan families. In its external appearance the lodge was primitive enough; 
it was low and small, and fastened to the ground with slender poles. 'The whole 
looked as if a blast of wind might blow it down. At the time of our visit it was 
mid-winter; the snow was falling, and the air cold; so, on entering the lodge, 
my first sensation was one of pleasure, owing to a fine fire in the middle of the 
tent. My second impression created surprise. Instead of a chimney, there was a 
large aperture in the roof—and for a moment it became a question with me how 
the rain and snow were kept out of such an opening; but it was suggested that the 
smoke and heated air did this effectually. But again, when I looked at the pile 
of fagots, and the red glowing element within, sending up long forked tongues of 
flame, and flashes of crimson light, that crackled, and roared, and blazed out so 
wildly, I wondered that the whole establishment was not on fire! But then, the 
Indians understood the philosophy of bark wigwams, without chimneys, better than 
J—at least it seemed to me necessary that they should. 

The individuals of the two or three families residing here were scattered round 
the interior, huddled up in blankets, and seated on the ground, or on mats of their 
own manufacture. They were at dinner when we entered, and, instead of table, 
plate, or chair, each one eating from a wooden ladle a peculiar preparation, called 
« dominaubo.’ We sat down near the old pagan mother, who seemed to have the 
chief direction, and signified a desire to eat. This pleased her very much, and 
with true Indian politeness she handed us her own ladle. Now, the dish, as I said, 
was ‘ dominaubo,” which being interpreted, is ‘corn broth, thickened with pork, 
musk rat, or bear’s meat,” as the case may be. Perhaps it does not belong to the 
French cuisine, but is considered an excellent meal by the missionaries when they 
are hungry. For my part I was doing very well, until brother Shaw must needs 
interpose his friendly caution. ‘Take care,” said he, in a whisper; ‘don’t dip too 
deep in that ladle, unless you are fond of .’ «Hush, my dear friend; pray 
leave me in blissful ignorance,” I replied, remembering at the same time that we 
had noticed on the outside of the lodge the head of a young bear, and the 
remnants of other less delicate animals, used for food by these children of the 
forest. But I had made up my mind for an adventure, and took the matter quite 
composedly. After some religious conversation we invited all to attend meeting 
on the Sabbath, and took our leave. 

From this rude pagan hut we went to the house of a Christian Indian; but how 
different the scene! Here there was a substantial hewed log building, and both 
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within and without it had an air of cleanliness and comfort. There was a cheer- 
ful fire, but it was in the fire-place, and five or six of us (missionaries and their 
wives) sat down before it on neatly-painted chairs. We noticed also a cooking 
stove, shelves, with crockery on them, tables, looking-glasses, and a nice bed and 
bedstead. The occupants, instead of being muffled up in blankets, were decently 
attired after the manner of white people. 

After a while we sat down to an excellent supper. The ladle here gave way to 
plates and dishes, knives and forks, cups and saucers, all laid out on a table cloth, 
coarse, indeed, but clean. Then, as to eatables: there was smoked ham fried, and 
fresh venison boiled ; vegetables, bread and butter, pies, sweetcake, tea and coffee. 
And such coffee! It had all the strength of the peculiar flavour of the berry, and 
was fit for an epicure. 

Pardon these details: the object is, I trust, sufficiently apparent, and will be not 
only perceived but appreciated by every right-thinking and intelligent mind. It 
is to show the power of Christ’s religion in changing the customs and improving 
the tastes of these people—in a word, promoting at once their moral, social, and 
domestic happiness. 


NEEBENEESSE’S Bann. 


This band is of the Ottawa tribe, and formerly lived on Gull Prairie, Kalamazoo 
county. ‘The Baptist Church maintained a mission among them for several years; 
but as the Indians had no title to the land on which they lived, and as many of 
them preferred a connexion with our Church, they have recently purchased about 
fifty acres in the north-western corner of Barry county. To this, their “‘ own green 
land,” they have removed, intending to purchase more as soon as they are able. 
They have invited our missionaries to supply them with the means of grace ; on 
which occasion an Indian made this singular remark:—“ The preaching we have 
listened to,” he said, “ is like smokum pipe—it goes into the mouth and out of the 
mouth; but Methodist preaching makes the heart jump out of the heart.” Doubt- 
less this has reference to an individual exception, rather than to the general rule, 
for many of our Baptist brethren have been among the most zealous and successful 
missionaries that the world has ever seen. 

Brother Shaw preaches to them once in three weeks. Almost every visit is sig- 
nalized by accessions to the Church. During his absence prayer-meetings and class- 
meetings are regularly kept up. Hence there is a gradual growth in membership 
and piety. 

As yet we have no school at this interesting point. This is to be regretted, as 
the Indians greatly desire one. Iam informed that there is a government appro- 
priation of $500 annually, for their benefit, devoted to educational and agricultural 
purposes. Ought they to lose this grant of $300 for a school, and $200 for a 
farmer, because they have changed their place of residence, and left the mission 
through which it was applied? We think not—and hope that the money may be 
so directed as to create a school for them at their new location. 


Hastines’ Bann. 


Location.—This band has a settlement within a few miles of Hastings, Barry 
county—hence the name. 


School.—At this place we have erected a hewed log school-house, and teacher’s 
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house, twelve by twenty, and commenced a school, which promises usefulness. We 
hope and pray that great good may result from this first effort to improve the con- 
dition of these poor people. 

Superstition—Misconception of the truth, and prejudice against Christianity, 
have long exerted a baneful influence throughout this entire band. Superstition, 
like a dark pall, has brooded over it. While the school-house was going up, the 
old chief was constantly engaged with his drum, medicine bag, and other conjuring 
instruments ; he was trying to find out from the spirits whether it was right or not 
that the house should be built. 

Confession of Weakness.—“ While in council with them the last time,” says the 
missionary, “I urged them to become Christians. The old chief said, ‘Your 
preaching make me lose good many nights; me no sleep; me feel very sick in 
my heart. But,’ continued he, ‘if we should be baptized to-day, we are so 
weak, we would get drunk to-morrow; for we all get drunk, even that child, two 
years old” He began to weep, and asked me if I could not come and live with 
them, to watch over, and keep them from drinking till they could stand. * With- 
out this,’ he said, ‘we must die drunkards, for we have no power over our- 
selves. ‘The white man gives us the fire-water, which makes us very bad and very 
poor.’ 

Wretchedness.—* The old Indian was right, for they all live in bark wigwams, 
and are in a suffering condition. 

Prospects.—* We preach to these Indians, and hold council with them, from one 
to two days every three weeks. The second chief, and a few others, are members 
of our Church. At our last visit they were all much affected, and two were bap- 
tized. O when will they all learn to love the blessed Jesus? Surely there must 
be a harvest here by-and-by, for ‘ they that sow in tears shall reap in joy.’” 


WaAsHEKEYAHSHE’S Bann. 


A Chief?s Family.—This is a small band of Indians, living on the Thornapple 
River, in the north-west of Barry county. An old war chief has several sons and 
daughters—seven families in all—living around him in wigwams. Our mission- 
aries have preached to these occasionally for about one year. 

Novel Situation for a Preacher—This patriarchal chief has bnilt a large cabin, 
where they all sleep in winter. As the missionary could not gain access to them 
in any other way, he devised the plan of preaching to them in their sleeping cabin. 
For a time the chief objected, but at last gave consent. It being their custom to 
retire as soon as it is dark, he commenced preaching to them at early candle-light, 
with the seven families in bed! He preached to them several times in this way, 
till at length the truth reached their hearts, and the sleepers roused up, as if 
awakened by the voice of God. The old war chief, and six others, were baptized 
at one time. 

A Change.—* The last time,” says brother Shaw, “that I preached to them, 
they all sat up, and paid attention to the word. At the close I baptized three. 

Touching Appeal—* As I was about to leave, the chief said— Don’t leave me, 
for Iam an old man, just ready to die, and I have all to learn about the gospel 
yet. Do stay and teach me, and the rest of my friends.” Though we were tired, 
having ridden that day several miles through the rain, and hungry, too, for we had 
eaten nothing but a little corn with the Indians, yet we gladly sat up nearly the whole 
night to instruct this man, and point out to him the way to heaven. We felt, too, 
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that the Saviour was there to open unto us the Scriptures, for our hearts burned 
within us while we talked. 

A Strong Reason.—* The chief pleaded hard for a Christian teacher to instruct 
their children. Said he, ‘Though our little ones are few, you say they have 
souls, and when they grow up they must be saved by Christianity, or lost without 
it % 


Wisustaya’s BAnp. 


Homicide Converted.—This is a small band, living near Greenville, Montcalm 
county. Brother Crane, the missionary on this part of the work, has nct sent us a re- 
port: consequently our information in regard to it is but limited. I understand that 
two or three cases of conversion have occurred during the past winter. One of these 
was aman who killed another Indian in a drunken quarrel, which took place at 
Grand Rapids, during the payment there last fall. He is now penitent, and, we 
trust, an altered man. He is a son of Wisustaya, the chief. 

Improvement.—There are in this band some noble specimens of the Indian race. 
We have also some excellent members here. Nearly all live in houses, and are 
making good improvements on their land. As elsewhere, they plead hard for a 
school. 

GENERAL Remarks. 


Error Corrected.—In the Annual Report of May, 1851, there is an error in re- 
lation to the number of members at Nottaway. Itis there given at fifty-one, whereas 
it ought to have been only thirty-five, making a difference of sixteen. This would 
make the aggregate of that year, for the entire mission, one hundred and twenty- 
one, from which it will be seen that our net increase now is sixty-three. 

Number of Missionaries and Interpreters——At our last conference an addi- 
tional preacher and interpreter were appointed to this mission, so that now we 
have two missionaries and two interpreters. The design was to arrange the work 
on’the plan of a circuit: each missionary with his interpreter would thereby visit 
and preach to every band, following each other in regular succession. In accord- 
ance with this idea the mission was organized ; stewards and leaders were appoint- 
ed—all Indians—who, together with the exhorters and local preachers, form a quar- 
terly conference. Brothers Shaw and Elliott reside at Nottaway ; brothers Crane 
and Kahbeege at Meshimnekoning. 

Books needed.—About two hundred copies of « Chippeway and English Hymns” 
are required for immediate use. The Indians have begged for them all through the 
winter, and we have given encouragement that they would be forthcoming in the 
spring. A library of Sabbath-school books is also greatly needed at each of the 
following places—Nottaway, Meshimnekoning, Hastings, and Nebeneesse’s bands. 
Thanks are due to the American Bible Society for its generous donation of two 
hundred and fifty Testaments in Ojibway. ‘These were received last summer, and 
several have been distributed, we trust with good results. 

Purchase of Mission Lands——The Board might well appropriate $100, or so, 
to purchase land for the use of the mission at Nottaway and Meshimnekoning. 
At the latter place there is a fifty-acre lot (joining the eighty acres owned by the 
Indians) which might be had on reasonable terms. M’Clure Chapel, which stands 
near the line, could be moved on to this land at a small expense; at some future 
time a house might be built here for the resident minister, and a mission-farm es- 
tablished. In the mean time the missionaries could raise on it all the grain, vege- 
tables, and hay that they would want, besides having a good supply of pasture. The 
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same remarks will apply to Nottaway, near which there is an unappropriated forty- 
acre lot of government land, at ten shillings per acre. 

Change of Tenure suggested —At every point on this mission the Indians are 
owners of more or less land; but then it is not held in separate or individual 
rights. Usually, the chief enters, say eighty acres, or becomes the purchaser 
thereof, with money contributed by the entire band; the deed is drawn up in his 
name, and he holds it for the rest, dividing it off into five or ten acre lots among 
the different families. Now I believe it would be much better for them if the 
head of each family had a deed for his own share, be the portion great or small. 
This would create a home feeling, deepen the sense of personal responsibility, 
strengthen the desire of social improvement, and greatly increase the motives to 
exertion. But to effect a change of this kind the influence of the general gov- 
ernment is necessary. 

The Indian has a strong attachment to his native soil. He lingers fondly round 
the haunts of his early days, and dreads the thought of separation from them. To 
illustrate this :—Last summer I held a council with the men belonging to the vari- 
ous bands. There was much uneasiness among them at this time, arising from an 
impression that the government was about to order their removal to the north- 
western territory. To ascertain the facts, I had written to Washington and received 
assurances from the Indian Department that nothing of the kind was contemplated, 
so far as Michigan was concerned. When the letters containing these statements 
were read, there was the liveliest satisfaction depicted on every countenance. In 
allusion to this, one fine old man arose and said: “ We don’t want to leave and 
go beyond the Mississippi. The country there is far away, and full of buming 
sand. The frozen lakes in the north-west are too cold. Our brothers that have 
gone are dying off. Why should we leave? These woods and streams are good 
enough. No,” said he, pointing to a tall oak that stood near him, “like that tree 
we have grown up out of the soil; as that trunk stands firm in its own place, so will 
we! And look! those leaves will soon wither and He upon this ground; so we 
will die, and be buried in our own forests.” Need I say that this feeling requires 
nothing but encouragement and proper direction, to be productive of the most ben- 
eficial results. 

In conclusion, while we have reason to be grateful that this mission has heen, fa-_ 
vored with so many tokens of divine mercy, let us hope and pray that a, brighter 
day is still to dawn upon it.

Of this number there are. belonging to the Church, as reported by the missionary, 
two hundred and eighty-two. 

There are two prominent mission stations on the circuit—one called Kazier, 
which gives name to the circuit; the other Bradley’s Chapel Station: these are 
about forty miles apart. T'wo of the bands do not live at either of the above sta- 
tions, but are visited by the missionary occasionally. Kazier Station is located in 
Saginaw County—the Indian name is Pe-wah-ne-go-ing ; Bradley Chapel is situated 
in Lapeer county, called by the Indians Ne-bis-sing. The number of Indians liv- 
ing at Kazier Station is about one hundred and sixty, old and young; the number 
living at Ne-bis-sing, or Bradley Chapel, is, or will be next spring, two hundred and 
eighty or three hundred. 

Lands owned by the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
the different stations, viz :—Bradley Chapel Station, a piece of land on which the 
mission buildings now stand, 2402 acres. 

Five hundred,and twenty acres are owned by the Indians at this station, or the 
governor holds it in trust for them ; some of the Indians hold personally. There 
is a difficulty in fixing the land they buy just right, as they purchase on the stock 
principle ; but I have done the best I could for them. 

They have also purchased, this last fall, for themselves, through me, 729% acres, 
having to take the deed in my own name and convey to them when they pay for 
it, (and so be responsible for the pay to those of whom it is purchased.) otal 
amount of land owned by the Missionary Society, at this station, is 2402 acres; 
making a grand total at this station for missionary purposes of 970 acres. Also, 
under contract to buy another fraction of some sixty-four acres contiguous to their 
other lands, and which will make sufficient land for a large settlement. They 
are to give $3 per acre for this land, and it is considered cheap. 

The mission property here, is a mission church, (frame,) finished, cost $500, in 
good condition, with a nice church bell,sent to it from Philadelphia, weight, two 
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hundred and seventy-five pounds. A log house for parsonage, now six years old, 
rather poor; log school-house, poor; barn, (frame,) eighteen feet by thirty-six ; and 
a fine garden of young fruit-trees. All these lands are now worth at least $5 per 
acre. 

The Indians have over one hundred acres under improvement and some twenty 
good log-houses, where seven years ago they lived in a dense forest, and in the 
poorest kind of wigwams. This settlement is of sufficient growing importance to 
demand a missionary and teacher who can interpret, settled with them and to re- 
main there all the time. There are parts of three bands residing here, who re- 
ceive a small annuity from government, but no oxen as yet; the mission has fur- 
nished them one yoke of oxen, but they will need three yoke next season, as they 
will have one hundred and twenty-five acres to cultivate. A school has been kept 
here about nine months, choosing the time when most of the children remain at 
home, that is, in the settlement. 


Habits—They are making good progress in the arts of civilized life ; domestic 
neatness and order, frugality, honesty, and general industry, are traits of character 
prominent. Some parts of the season are devoted to hunting, of necessity, to 
obtain a competent sustenance; but the women and children generally remain at 
home ; so that the children attend the school more regularly than formerly. A few 
drink the fire-water yet, but the number is diminishing. 


Morals—Good morals are gaining ground more and more, and honesty and up- 
rightness characterize them generally. 

Fuiure Wants—tThere should be built a neat school-house at this station next 
spring, about eighteen feet by twenty-four, and finished and painted and made 
inviting. For this purpose the Indian brethren are getting the lumber this winter, 
and I have promised them, if it be possible, we will help enough to build it after 
they put the lumber on the ground. 

Schools.—At Bradley Chapel, school has been taught during eight months of the 
year. Ican dono better than give the teacher’s report for the last summer. 

The school commenced this spring on the 14th of April, and has continued until 
now, with the exception of one week. At that time nearly all the families had 
returned from making sugar with their children, most of whom were very anxious 
to be at school again; consequently there was a full attendance from the first, and 
has continued so all the summer. The whole number of scholars was forty-two, 
and the average number thirty. 

They are making as rapid progress as could be expected: most of them seem 
interested, and are trying to learn all they can, while others are careless and roving; 
yet great allowance must be made for them. I have fifteen that write, thirteen 
studying arithmetic, sixteen can read well in the Testament, five in history, and 
two large classes in Sanders’s Readers. I feel much encouraged to do all in my 
power toward enlightening them, and not say as some have said, “ They are Indians, 
and you can make no more of them.” ‘They are Indians, to be sure ; yet many of 
them have as great minds as any of their pale-faced brethren who boast of their 
superiority. 

I was very glad, and much obliged for the cloth you sent us for clothing. I was 
able, by using economy, to clothe all who needed clothing most, and make them: 
comfortable through the summer. It was truly pleasing to see the little things 
flock together to make garments for themselves, or others, as I devoted one half. 
day in each week for that purpose. I certainly think it did them more good than 
any one thing that has been done; and it is pleasing to the teacher to see her 
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scholars neat and clean; for any teacher that does her duty must forward her 
pupils, and if they are not clothed and clean, it is hard work sometimes. I hope 
more may be done for them the coming year. I am thankful it has been in my 
power to do them some little good, and, as I am about to leave them, I pray the 
Lord will send some one more competent to fill the station I have occupied the 
past year, and carry on his work to his honour and glory. Yours sincerely, 
Estuer Hanes, Teacher. 


Ne-nis-sine, alias BrapLey Cuaret, July 23, 1851. 


P. S.—Our Sabbath school commenced about the same time the day school did, 
and it has been very well attended. We had one superintendent, one teacher, and 
thirty scholars—all very steady; and though we were alone as to earthly aid, I 
trust we were not without the aid of higher help. I do feel that the Lord was with 
us, and I hope to meet some, if not all these immortal souls, at the right hand of 
God. 

The school was opened by singing and prayer, and the Holy Scriptures were 
read daily. 


Pr-wWAH-NE-Go-ING, Kazier StTation. 


This station is in Saginaw county, about forty miles from the Bradley Chapel 
station ; it is situated on Flint River. This is an excellent location, with very good 
land, and a pretty river running through the settlement, well stocked some parts of 
the year with fish. 

The lands owned by the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
are two hundred and eight acres; the Indians own at this station one hundred 
and fifty-five acres—making a total owned for the benefit of the Indians residing 
here of three hundred and sixty-three acres. This extends along the river, on each 
side, nearly two miles. 

We need a small church or chapel here very much; it would advance the mis- 
sion cause very considerably, as it would tend to concentrate the Indians, or draw 
them to the settlement. We have twelve acres cleared off and fenced for a mission 
garden, and when we get our new parsonage done next summer, this will be a fine 
place. 

The Indian brethren have about fifteen good log-houses, and about seventy-five 
acres under cultivation, and raise excellent corn, and all other summer or garden 
produce. They get from government a small annuity; and they have one yoke of 
oxen from the government; and a little assistance, also, from the government 
blacksmith, in chains, iron wedges, axes, and traps. They have quite a number of 
ponies, and the chief has a cow. 

They are more settled in their habits than formerly ; but still it is quite necessary 
for them, at some seasons of the year, to hunt for a sustenance, and probably will 
be for the present adult race. The rising generation may be able to live by agri- 
culture. Most of the women remain at home, however; so the children regularly 
-attend school. 

The chief at this place, whose name is Sah-quh-che-wa-o-sa, and whose Christian 
name is Thomas Dutton, is a very enterprising man. Generally they are temperate, 
upright and industrious. There are, perhaps, three or four who are intemperate : 
but domestic broils are less frequent than formerly. 

A strict observance of the Sabbath is remarked by all who know them—it is 
-considered a sacred duty. Religious service is had every Sabbath, and on Thurs- 
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day and Saturday evenings; consisting, on the Sabbath, of preaching in the morning 
and afternoon, and prayer-meeting in the evening, and on Thursday evening also. 
We have class-meeting every Saturday evening. 

The class-leaders are strict in marking their class-books, and reporting delinquent 
members to the preacher. Many can give a deep religious experience—so much 
so, that it has been remarked that these Indians show more of real conversion than 
any in our State. 


School.—The school has been kept nine months during the past year by a native 
teacher, Jacob Jackson, with an attendance, om an average, of thirty pupils, who have 
on the whole made good progress. I will here insert the teacher’s report for one 
quarter, which will be a specimen of all the year. 


Kazier Inptan Mission, December 25, 1851. 


Dear Brorner,—lI transmit to you the report of the Pe-wah-ne-go-ing school. 
I have kept the school ten weeks during the quarter, and would have kept more 
but for sickness. It is not so large now as it was last year. Then there were 
thirty-seven scholars—now there are thirty-five ; the average number is twenty- 
four. 

We opened in the morning with reading the Scriptures, singing, and prayer. In 
the forenoon reading, spelling, writing, and geography; afternoon the same. All 
the boys and girls in the first class are learning to write, and some can write a 
middling good hand. I am sorry to say that some of the brethren and sisters have 
neglected sending their children to school; but I hope they will do better in 
future. Yours, &c.,

Sabbath school is kept by the teacher as well as he can, assisted by the mission- 
ary when present at the station. 

These are the principal stations on the mission circuit. There are two other 
bands, where we have small societies visited by the missionary, but no schools. 
Our policy is to get the Indians together at these central stations, and attach them 
to the soil as proprietors or lessees. 


JANESVILLE Inp1IAN Mission Circuit. 


This mission embraces the following bands of Chippeways of Saginaw, in the 
bounds of Flint district, Michigan Conference, with the number of Indians in each 


band :—

Of the foregoing numbers, one hundred and seventy are reported as belonging to 
the Church, and a large majority exhibit in their lives the Christian character. 
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There are three principal stations on this circuit, and six preaching places, with 
societies or classes. These are at various distances apart, and require the mission- 
ary to travel about three hundred miles to visit all the societies; and this mostly 
through forests, and on rivers in canoes. 


JANESVILLE STATION. 


The lands owned by the Missionary Society are one hundred and eighty-one 
acres. The Indians live on these lands, and are promised they shall own them 
when they get money enough to pay for them. 

The Missionary Society has a fine school-house here, with a good parsonage and 
small barn. The cost of the whole has been at least $800. 


Character-—This was the most miserable and degraded band in all this country, 
and consequently were very poor. Drunkenness was their prevailing besetment, 
and they were surrounded by traders and others, who seemed to delight in their 
misery ; but the gospel has been the power of God unto their salvation. There 
are a few of this band that are habitual drunkards, but as a band they are temper- 
ate. They strictly observe the Sabbath, and, considering their former ignorance, 
their conduct is noble. 


Condition—As they were poor, I told them if they would settle together and 
cultivate the land, we would buy some for them, and they could live on it, and 
build houses, and when they got able to pay it they should have it at the cost and 
taxes: so it now stands. 

Through the aid of Bishop Janes the above lands were bought. They have now, 
perhaps, fifty acres under improvement, with several good log-houses; one family 
has a frame house. The preacher in charge of the mission resides here. 

The School_—This is kept in a fine school-house sufficiently large for a church, 
and has been taught here from January, 1851, to the following September, and also 
partly during this fall, making in all about nine months of the year. 

We have now a native teacher, John Smith, from the mission in Canada—a fine 
young man who came to us well recommended from a Normal School near Tor- 
onto. We have good hope the school will prosper more than ever.

PE-SA-I-A-GA-NING, OR AH-TAH-wAH’s PLACE. 


This is located on the west side of Saginaw bay, about twenty-five miles from 
any regular white settlement ; there are a few white families within about four miles, 
for the purpose of getting lumber. At this station there are about one hundred 
Indians, who own one hundred and forty acres of land lying on the coast. The 
Missionary Society has no land here ; but we have assisted them, so that we have 
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a log school-house, rather a poor one, and a small log parsonage for the school 
teacher to live in, who is also interpreter: here we have had a school, in all, about 
two years, and a very excellent school too. The teacher lives here and spends 
most of his time, but occasionally visits other bands and reads the Holy Scriptures 
to them. The following in an extract from his report to me, August Ist :—

As regards the above school there is much encouragement to labour in and for it. 
The children are decidedly of the promising class ; they have made unprecedented 
progress, for Indians, in many of the primary branches of education; and not only 
so, but they have almost entirely become thoughtful and serious on the subject of 
religion, and we have reason to believe that most of them are indeed humble fol- 
lowers of Christ, and amongst the number of those that shall shine forever as stars 
in the Redeemer’s crown of rejoicing.

The above report is a true representation of the school and children; and I 
further say, that this is one of the most intelligent and industrious bands of Indians we 
have. At this place we should have a good school-house built next summer, and 
have ground for a mission garden. 


Nov-TA-wWA-SEE-PEE OR OH-sAH-WAH-BON Bann. 


At this place there live about one hundred Indians, with a prospect of an in- 
crease next season, by others settling there. This band opposed the gospel for a 
long time, but finally it has triumphed, and now the chief is a zealous Christian. 


The Missionary Society owns laud at this station to the amount of 160 acres.

At this place we have no house for school or public worship ; we need one very 
much, and we need it the coming spring; indeed, such is the necessity that I have 
agreed with a man to build one, and I purpose to try to get aid from the neighbour- 
hoods contiguous to the Indians to pay for it. School has been taught here a part of 
the year by Henry Jackson, a native preacher and interpreter: he having to travel on 
the mission some of the time, he has devoted what time he could to the school, 
during which time it prospered. The Indians say they want to live and die here. 

At the other preaching places there are societies, but no schools or school-houses ; 
and our aim is to make no more stations, but as much as possible to try and have 
the Indians settle at those stations already formed, and where we have commenced 
improvements: this they are inclined to do, and I think ina little time most of them 
will be induced to do so. 

We have tried to teach the Indians benevolence, and that practically: conse- 
quently we have been in the habit of taking quarterly collections; and the past 
year the missionaries have held missionary meetings and taken collections, and by 
referring to the statistics I find them credited for the past year as follows :—

There is a gradual increase of the feeling and practice of benevolence, and already 
there is a looking and wishing to get to that state of prosperity when they may be 
able to support their own missionary. 

There are other bands still north of us that want the missionary to preach to 
them. We are acting on the principle of general concentration of all the Indians 
into a colony; this, in our opinion, is the only method that will secure to them a 
home, and will result in any great good to them and their posterity; and could we 
concentrate our mission stations into one, with suitable dimensions and facilities 
for instruction, together with a proper defence thrown around the colony by the 
government, I should rejoice greatly. I do not despair of its being yet done ; the 
mission is preparing the way for such a movement rapidly. ‘The principal men, 
and women too, would now be glad to have it so. 


MIssIoNARIES PRESENT THIS YEAR. 

Rey. E, D. Youne, Preacher in charge of Kazier Indian Mission Circuit, re- 
sides at Ne-bis-sing, alias Bradley's Chapel.

Rev. P. O. Jounson, Preacher in charge of Janesville Indian Mission Circuit, 
resides at Janesville, alias Oh-gah-rah-ming.

We very much need another efficient teacher in April—should like to get an 
educated, energetic Indian—should be very thankful if father Case could furnish 
us with another. 

We have an excellent missionary company of labourers, all at it in good earnest, 
and all beloved. Brother H. Jackson, however, has been much afflicted the past 
three months, he has been near the grave by sickness, but is now gradually recov- 
ering: still I fear he may never do much more service in the missionary cause. 
We got no aid from government in support of missionaries or schools. The In- 
dians get a smallannuity. A blacksmith is supported by government for the bene- 
fit of the Chippeways of Saginaw, and the office of Indian Farmer is filled for 
their benefit: but for six years past it has been of very little benefit to the Indians ; 
and were it changed to that of supervisor, and the same amount of money expended 
properly, it would be of vast service to the poor Indians.

The superintendent concludes his report with a minute 
statement of the receipts and expenditures during the four years 
that he has had charge, beginning September 1847, and end- 
ing September 1851. The aggregate is as follows :—

to Bishop Janes and the donors, through him, for their great 
kindness.

Indian Mission District, Michigan Conference. 


Rey. J. H. Pirezen, Superintendent. 


We must ask for.the following report from the Indian Mis- 
sion District, Michigan Conference, a careful perusal, although 
it may seem to be a long document: it will well repay the 


reading. 


To THE CorRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

The work in this district divides itself between the native population and the 
white settlers in the different localities. I will report them separately, reversing the 
order in which they have usually stood. 


I. STATIONS AMONG THE INDIANS. 


Sannx Laxe ano Mitt Lac.—S. Spates and J. W. Holt, Missionaries. 


Since July last brother Spates has been alone. They were assisted by John 
Jobnson, interpreter, part of the time ; but he could notbe prevailed on to continue, 
and no other person was to be obtained. After the troubles which closed the pre- 
vious year, the mission enjoyed a good degree of quiet. I cannot better state the 
condition of things at Sandy Lake, up to the close of the summer, than in the lan- 
guage of my report of August 25th. The first remarks extend back into the pre- 
vious year, making the year alluded to close with the conference year :— 

« No flattering report can be made of this mission for the past year. It has been 
a year unparalleled in its history for deep and sore trials among the missionaries, 
and scarcely ever have such calamities befallen the Indians. To them it has been 
They carry this in their countenances and upon 
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a year of ‘mourning and woe. 
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their blackened skins. The infrequency of their accustomed mittas, the few dances 
they celebrate, and the comparative silence and gloom that has seemed to settle 
down upon them, are proofs of this. We have among them only four members and 
two whites; but even in these we see the effects of the power of the gospel. They 
stand as a beacon to others. In the midst of the sorest trials the little few have 
experienced the greatest divine support.” 


The day-school has numbered thirty scholars; but they have not been regular in 
attendance, nor has the improvement they have made in their studies been equal to 
that of the children bordering immediately on Lake Superior. A Sabbath school 
has been connected with their operations. Little has transpired since the close of 
summer up to the 20th of November, the date of brother Spates’s last letter to me. 
This portion of our work will doubtless, after the next General Conference, be at- 
tached to another conference, where it can be better attended to than as it is now 
situated. It is painful to think of abandoning a post where great labour and expense 
have been bestowed, seemingly to little effect; but my present opinion is, that unless 
Providence soon opens a wider and more effectual door in that region, the Board 
will be fully justified in turning to others more ready to embrace the gospel. 


Fonp vu Lac.—P. Marksman, Missionary. 


At the last conference it was thought best to re-occupy this station, in view of the 
number of Indians (some four hundred or more) now there, and the probability that 
this number will be greatly augmented for some years to come. Rey. P. Marksman 
was appointed missionary. When he arrived home from conference, the steamer 
Monticello was on her way to Fond du Lac, from the Sawt, and on her return was 
wrecked. No other opportunity offering, brother M. was compelled to remain at 
the Saut St. Marie mission for the winter, which proved to be providential, as 
brother Towsia, who was employed to interpret for this mission, was taken sick with 
the fever and ague after conference, and could not come to his work. Providence 
permitting, brother Marksman will go to Fond du Lac on the opening of navi- 
gation. 


Kr-wa-we-non.— lV. Barnum, Missionary. 


The Indians connected with this station, taken as a body, in point of advance- 
ment in civilization, are ahead of any that I have seen in this northern region. 
They have made less improvement the past year than they would have done had 
they not been in suspense respecting what the government would do with them 
The uncertainty of their future situation led quite a number to spend the summer 
among the miners. ‘This course did not, it is presumed, benefit them temporally, 
and was decidedly opposed to their religious prosperity. The small-pox having 
appeared among them early in the year 1851, affected seriously their public meet- 
ings‘in the season most favourable to the work. The following spring and summer 
were, therefore, not blessed with as great a degree of religious prosperity as is usual ; 
but toward the close of last fall prospects were again brightening. But here the 
missionary, Rev. N. Barnum, shall speak for himself. In a letter, dated November 
20th, 1851, he says:—* We have a few Indians here from the woods who listen 
very attentively to the preaching of the word, and some of them say they wish to 
become Christians. Our prospects, too, for a school seem now to be better than they 
have been for some time past. I intend to start the school as soon as consistent, 
Our Sunday school is considerably larger than it has been. Our congregations are 
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good, and some of our meetings excellent. I am very busy in doing our fall work 
and preparing for winter.” 

This last remark explains why the school had been stopped for a time. Brother 
Stacy, who had taught most of the year, had left a short time before, and brother B. 
was left alone. He has since employed another man. The following particulars 
are from a letter, dated December 17th :—* One station, name as above; one hun- 
dred and six Indians, including some of mixed blood ; forty-four Indian and three 
white Church members; one week-day school, one teacher, twenty-three scholars, 
seven of which are girls; one Sabbath school, six officers and teachers, scholars 
enrolled during the year thirty-four, of which twelve are females; volumes in library 
one hundred ; besides a plentiful supply of testaments, hymn books, question books, 
ecards, and primers. The scholars, I think, are doing well for an Indian school. 

« About the advancement of the Indians in civilization, I deem it sufficient to say 
I think they are doing as well as they have at any time since I came among them. 

«The spiritual condition, though not what I wish, I am thankful to’say I consider 
encouraging. 

“‘ We have had no special revival during the past year. Four—two Indians and 
two whites—have joined, and several have been reclaimed and quickened.” 

Brother B. thinks our church worth $600. The property in all.is worth about 
$1,200. 


Na-om-1-Kone.— BE. Steele, Missionary. ‘ 


This is the Indian station connectéd with the Saut St. Marie Mission. Rev. S, 
Steele, the resident missionary in charge during the former part of the year, was 
succeeded, at the last conference, by his brother, Rev. E. Steele. Brother Marks- 
man, assistant missionary and interpreter, received his appointment last fall to Fond 
du Lace, but, for reasons before given, is still at Na-om-i-kong. This station has 
been more prosperous the past year than any former year since my acquaintance 
with these Indians. Living on their own land they have greater encouragement to 
try to advance in civilization ; if not rapidly, they are, at least, constantly advancing 
in this respect. They have built some eight or ten comfortable log houses during 
the past year. ‘They are gradually laying aside the chase, and turning their atten- 
tion to agriculture and other industrial pursuits. From their connexion with the 
lake, and their superior skill as fishermen, fishing must always be an important 
branch with the Indians. They do considerable every season in the fish trade, and 
as the country settles it will become a more sure and profitable business. During 
the latter part of last winter and last summer the station was attended with a good 
degree of religious prosperity. The Church was quickened, some, we trust, were 
converted, some backsliders reclaimed, and several added to the society. ~The fol- 
lowing account I give as reported by Rev. E. Steele, December 6th :— 

«‘ We have not as yet been blessed with a revival of the work of God this winter, 
but are looking and praying for an outpouring of the Holy Spirit. Our congrega- 
tions are large, considering the population; the house is frequently crowded to 
ov Jowing. The Indians are attentive to the preached word. They all, saint 
and sinner, male and female, young and old, kneel in time of prayer. We have had 
some interesting meetings, in which the presence of Christ was realized among his: 
people.” 

Further on we have the blessed fruit, in death, of the gospel, which was sown and. 
took root in life :—

“ince the last report two members have died—one, a young man, whose 
name was Francis Bangs.* He not only died in great peace, but in the triumphs: 
of faith, praising God, and exhorting all to meet him in heaven. The other was a 
man somewhat advanced in life. His name was Henry O-ge-mah-be-nas, which 
signifies king of birds. He embraced Christianity about two years since, and we 
trust he now rests in Abraham’s bosom. ‘There is now a sister in the last stages of 
consumption, and from all appearance near the spirit world. She is resigned 
—willing to die—says Christ is precious, and believes she shall go to heaven.” 
The sister has since died, leaving a family of nine children with her husband to 
mourn her loss. 

Brother Steele, in a letter dated January 30th, 1852, gives an account of a Pagan 
woman who has recently embraced the gospel. I think it well worthy a place ina 
missionary report. In a conversation with brother Marksman, she said :—« ‘My 
husband, who is a Pagan, went to Grand Island to live last fall. 1 told him I would 
not go, but stay at Na-om-i-kong with my daughter, that I might have an oppor- 
tunity to hear the word of the Lord preached. And now I can understand the 
preached word better than ever before. The light has broken into my mind gradu- 
ally. Some time since I was very sick—thought I should die—could not bear the 
thought of dying and being buried as a heathen, but felt a strong desire to die and 
be buried in a Christian manner. When I felt unhappy in my heart I went and 
prayed, and my mind became calm and happy; and for some time past I have felt 
a desire to unite with this people, (Methodists,) but last Sabbath evening I became 
more convinced of my duty than ever before. I now present myself, I am now 
willing to be baptized.’ 

“The next Sabbath she was baptized, and received into the Church on proba- 
tion.” 

I copy the following from the same letter :— 

‘“‘ Sabbath evening, the 25th instant, after a warm exhortation, and an invitation, 
seven kneeled at the altar of prayer, and cried aloud for mercy. Praise God! O 
Lord, carry on thy blessed work! 

“Tuesday evening, January 27th, we had meeting again, and twelve came for- 
ward as seekers of religion, among them three of the mission boys. A young 
woman spoke. She said—‘*'T'he Lord blessed me last Sabbath evening when 1 
came forward for prayers, and I have been happy ever since ; and by the grace of 
God assisting me, I will live faithful till death. : 

« Thursday evening, January 29th, we assembled for our usual prayer-meeting, 
and ten came forward for prayers. One young man was converted. He arose and 
said—t While I was wrestling in prayer with God, I felt joy in my heart, and my 
heart arose up to meet God. And now I know that Jesus is precious to my soul.’ 

* We hope that what we have seen is but the dropping from the cloud whie 
precedes the sweeping shower. O pray for us, that God may bring all these chil- 
dren of the forest to a knowledge of his salvation.” 

We have lost and gained some members, so that the statistics are about the 
same as before reported—sixty-three-—of whom four are whites and eighteen on 
probation. The day school numbers twenty-eight scholars, eight of whoy re 
girls. They are reported as progressing well in their studies. The Sabbath school 


*«See a tribute to the memory of this young man, by Rev. S, Steele, in the 
Ladies Repository for January, 1852, under « The Dying Indian?” 
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is also doing well. The children are succeeding well in committing Scripture. to 
memory ; seventeen children in six weeks had recited four hundred and seventy-six 
verses. This seems small to such as are accustomed to the recitations of white 
children ; but let white children commit Scripture to memory in Indian, then com- 
pare them with Indian beginners. The school is comprised of twenty-one scholars, 
and four officers and teachers. vty 

Four children board in the mission family; and since the death of his sister, 
brother Marksman has taken into his family two of her children. 

The property of the station, including land purchased, mission house, school- 
house, &c., is estimated at $400. 


II. STATIONS AMONG THE WHITE POPULATION. 


Eactz River.—S. Steele, Missionary. 


This is one of the copper-mine stations. The year has been a prosperous 
one. ‘The society had increased considerably in numbers up to the close of the 
conference year. Rey. S. Steele, the present missionary, wrote me, November Ist, 
soon after his arrival at Eagle River. He says:—* Last Sabbath we held our 
quarterly meeting at the Cliff We had love-feast in the morning at nine, preach- 
ing and sacrament at half-past ten, and preaching and quarterly conference in the 
evening. The meetings were all well attended, particularly on Sabbath evening, 
when the house was filled to overflowing.” I have not heard directly from brother 
Steele since, though I see from a letter, published in the Michigan Christian Advo- 
cate, that he is at home in his new and rugged field, and the work prospering in 
his hands. He says: 

‘© find my time very much taxed with pressing duties. I visit ten different — 
mines and places once in three weeks, on foot, making over seventy miles’ travel, 
preaching, distributing Bibles, Testaments, and books for miscellaneous reading ; 
but was never in better health or spirits than at present. I do not envy any brother 
his appomtment in the Michigan Conference, for verily I believe I have the very 
best, and by Divine assistance expect to gather a few sheaves for the garner of God 
in this lake country. Already the work has commenced, and a few have been 
converted to God.” 

No statistics have been received. I must be guided by the report sent to confer- 
ence. (See p. 96.) 


On-ro-na-con.—E. H. Day, Missionary. 


This mission is also among the copper mines. About twenty persons make their 
depot at the mouth of the On-to-na-gon River. The mission here was commenced 
last year, and has thus far, under the unwearied labour of Rev. E. H. Day, succeeded 
beyond expectation. During the year a few have been gathered into the society. 
As far as the new and unsettled state of things would allow, the Sabbath-school 
cause has been attended to. In a letter from brother Day, of November 24th, he 
says :— . 

“J have this moment got back from the mines, and find the boat just ready to 
leave, and therefore hasten to drop you a line. We are all well. Things look 
prosperous. I have just completed the Church organization, and report two local 
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preachers, one exhorter, four stewards, and fourteen members. The stewards 
have agreed to raise $400 for me, if they can. I hope to give a good report this 
year.” ; 

The mission is important, and the labour too much for one man. We should 
have had two there the present year if they could have been supported. I might 
have said the same of the Eagle River mission. 


Carr River.—W. Benson, Missionary. 


This station is among the iron mines on the south shore of Lake Superior, forty 
‘miles westeof Grand Island. Till the past fall what was done for the people here 
by our missionaries was effected in connexion with the Ke-wa-we-non mission. 
Brother Barnum visited them toward the close of last summer, and spent several 
days with the people, who treated him kindly, and were importunate to have a 
preacher sent them. He reported twenty-eight members, and an interesting 
Sabbath school, in which the members of different Churches were united. Rev. W. 
Benson, who was appointed missionary to this station by our last conference, was 
very cordially welcomed by the people, and will, we may hope, succeed in his 
undertaking. For the two stations last named the missionary appropriation is $100 
each; for Eagle River, $125. 


Vintace or Sainte Marin. 


The station here is among the white population, and has always been under the 
pastoral care of the presiding elder of the district, when he was not from home. He 
must travel most of the summer, but the only station accessible in the winter is 
Na-om-i-kong. He is therefore necessarily prevented from being absent much of 
the time during the winter. For more than sixteen years past the people here 
have been served by different Methodist missionaries, and for a longer time by 
ministers of other denominations—with what success you have learned from the 
reports of the missionaries from time to time. About eighteen or nineteen years 
ago a powerful revival of religion broke out here, principally under the labours of 
Rey. Mr. Porter, a Presbyterian clergyman, now, I think, at Green Bay. But it 
was confined almost exclusively to the fort, in which, at that time, there were two 
large companies; most of the soldiers, and several of the officers, were subjects of 
the work. And such was the influence of temperance principles, that, I have been 
credibly informed, two gallons of liquor could not have been obtained in the place. 
But not a person is to be found here now who is a subject of this work, owing, doubt- 
less, to changes in the army, &c. On my arrival here I found no class among the 
whites—and how long before, this was the fact I cannot say. Nor need we much 
wonder at this, when we reflect that the masses are Roman Catholics; that the few 
of the nominally Protestant population have been fluctuating, differing much every 
season; that for years the place has been noted for intemperance and prostitution, 
Sabbath desecration, and almost every species of vice. It has been only by spells 
that half a dozen praying persons could be convened for prayer, and these members 
of different Churches. On returning from conference last fall I resolved, in the 
strength of the Lord, to make one more trial, and if no change should be effected, 
to recommend a discontinuance of effort here. But (the Lord’s name be praised !) 


God has in mercy lent an ear to our prayers, and sent deliverance to some captive 
souls. 


¥ 
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That the hand of God may be traced in this work I will give some account of 
its commencement. We will see in this that God does not,.and therefore we 
ought not despise the day of small things. After commencing the year I 
appointed prayer-meeting at our house for every Thursday evening, whether any 
one should attend or not. These meetings were strictly kept up, and with the 
exception of an evening or two, for a long time there was but one person besides 
myself and wife to take part in them. In the month of December last Mrs. M., 
wife of one of the serjeants in Fort Brady, became powerfully convicted under the 
preaching of God’s word. She dropped in with us, but did not make known her 
feelings. Her convictions became deeper, and the sense of her condition more 
alarming, the more she heard the gospel preached. She had about made up her 
mind to go no more; but one Sabbath afternoon, while I was endeavouring to 
preach, God appeared to her deliverance, her burden was removed, and from 
that time onward she has walked in the light of God’s countenance. As yet she 
had said nothing to her husband; now she could not conceal from him what the 
Lord had done for her. She immediately erected the family altar, and began to 
publish to her acquaintances what she had experienced. 

About this time I left to hold quarterly meeting at Na-om-i-kong, not knowing 
what had taken place. During my absence Mrs. M. came to our house, and told 
Mrs. P. what had been going on in her mind. On my return I went to see her as 
soon as I could, and found that she had lately been led into the great and marvel- 
lous light of God’s people. I found her husband very serious. He made a resolu- 
tion to give himself to God. The next Sabbath evening I went to their quarters, 
and found the family, and two other soldiers—one reading Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s 
Progress, and the others listening. I found the other two men quite serious, and 
we turned the cccasion into a season of Christian conversation and prayer. I will — 
just say, in a word, that the Lord has set these souls at liberty, and several others ; 
so that I have organized a class of fourteen members, nearly all on probation, Our 
congregations have very greatly increased of late. Much deep and serious interest 
has at times been witnessed under the preaching of God’s word. Often had I 
either sung my hymn alone, or been forced to omit singing before and after 
preaching; but God has put a new song into the hearts of some, while others, 
who thought they could not sing, now aid us in singing God’s praise. To God be 
all the glory! Our prayer, meanwhile, is for a sweeping revival to dethrone the 
man of sin in this hardened village. 

Five of the persons brought in are of the native population; all the others, except 
one, belong to the fort. We cannot predict how far this may contribute to the 
permanent establishment of a society here. Be this as it may, as long as souls are 
converted and saved we rejoice—yea, and will rejoice.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Oregon and California Mission Conference. 


Wim Rozerts, Superintendent. 


To THE CoRRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


In making my third annual report, it becomes my duty to lay before you a con- 
densed view of our operations on the coast of the Pacific for the past twelve months. 
And first of all, our gratitude is due to Him who has “ crowned the year with good- 
ness.” For general good health, preservation in time of danger, comfort in sorrow, 
and success in toil and labours, we ought to be, we are, thankful. At the beginning 
of the year we had sixteen men, with which to serve a country supposed to contain 
a population of more than two hundred thousand souls. To these were added ten 
more, direct from the Church at home, with strong hands and hearts for the great 
work. For most of the year we have had twenty-four men closely employed in 
the Christian ministry. This does not include brother Leslie, supernumerary, nor 
J. W. Starr and James Gerrish, each of whom laboured considerably—nor J. W. 
Millar, who arrived just at conference. Of these twenty-four persons, nineteen are 
men of families, most of whose wives are helps meet for them. Among these 
women are some who, had they lived in the apostle’s day, would have been classed 
with “‘ the women who laboured with him in the gospel.” The health of brother 
Helm failed in April; that of brother Simonds, which was prostrate at the time of 
his arrival, was sufficiently recovered in February last to enable him to go to his 
post. Brothers M’Kinney and M’Elroy were able to work only in part. Brothers 
Lasciter and Parrott left their posts early in the year; they are good brethren, but 
judged they could serve the Church better as local than itinerant ministers. 


Session oF THE CONFERENCE. 


The Oregon and California Mission Conference met at the Oregon Institute, in 
‘Salem, Oregon Territory, September 3d, 1851, to hold its third annual session. 
The superintendent presided. Brother Hoyt was chosen secretary. The session 
throughout was characterized by harmony of feeling and spiritual profit. Death has 
as yet removed no one of our number. ‘There were present William Roberts, A. 
F. Waller, James H. Wilbur, David Leslie, Isaac M’Elroy, F.S. Hoyt, John Flinn, 
C. 8. Kingsley, L. T. Woodward, and J. W. Millar. Brother Helm was extremely 
feeble, but arrived before the close. No one was present from the California dis- 
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trict, owing to the great distance, and consequent impossibility to leave the work a 


sufficient length of time. It was announced that the following persons were regu- 


larly transferred to this conference :—D. A. Dryden, of the Ohio Conference ; A. L. 
S. Bateman, of North Ohio Conference; C. Maclay, of the Baltimore Conference ; 
C. S. Kingsley, of the Michigan Conference; L. T. Woodward, and J. W. Millar, 
from the Indiana Conference. Brother Woodward was on trial in his first, and 
brother Millar in his second year. 

The records of the district meeting, held at San Francisco on the 13th and 14th 
of August last, to prepare the business of that district for conference, were laid 
before the conference for its appropriate action. The appeal of H.S. Loveland, 
from a decision of the quarterly conference of Santa Cruz, (California,) was not 
sustained. Three persons were admitted on trial—J. S. Smith, from Oregon, and 
James Rogers, and Alexander M’Lean, from California. The first named of these 
brethren failed to get to his circuit; from the others the Church may expect good 
service. James O. Rayner, and N. Doane, were admitted into full connexion; the 
former was elected to deacon’s orders, the latter having been ordained previous to 
his embarkation from the States. A supernumerary relation was granted to brother 
Helm. 

An effort was made to secure uniformity in conducting public worship. Our 
numbers are made up of brethren from various conferences east of the Rocky 
Mountains, whose habits at home differ quite considerably. We are disposed to 
have this question entirely conformed to the Discipline. 

The religious character of each minister was carefully inquired into, and passed 
honourably before the conference. Measures were taken to secure ample materials 
for Church history, in each charge throughout the conference. In view of our 
remote position from the place of our birth, and the companions of our earlier years, 
it was affectionately requested that each brother connected with the conference 
should prepare a written account of his life, embracing such items as would enable 
his brethren to prepare a memoir in case of death, and as would throw light upon 
the history of the Church in this country. 

There are five institutions of learning directly under our care, besides two others 
of a still higher grade, the Wallamet University, and California College, to go into 
operation as soon as practicable.* 

Every interest regarded as vital to our prosperity received a share of attention. 
The temperance cause was acted upon. There is melancholy evidence that the 
rum traffic is gaining ground. Hearty co-operation was pledged to the American 
Bible Society, and its agents and auxiliaries on this coast. 


The committee on missions reported the following resolutions, which were ~ 


unanimously adopted :— 

First. That there exists an imperative demand on the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to increase her missionary efforts in this country until ‘the spiritual wants 
of the people are provided for. 

Second. That the Indians within our borders have a paramount claim upon our 
most prompt and vigorous action in their behalf, and that two or more men should 
be devoted to their interests. 


* The remodelling of the Oregon Institute is nearly completed. The Portland 
Academy is so far finished that it may be used in about six weeks. The Sacra- 
mento Seminary and Santa Cruz Academy were adopted into our family. 


¥, 
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Third. That the president of the conference be requested to communicate with 
the proper departments in order to secure the objects of the foregoing resulutions, 
and obtain a sufficient supply of missionaries to fill the work, and render it more 
efficient through all our borders. 

Information was communicated that a supply of books of our General Catalogue, 

amounting in value to about $3,000, was en route for Oregon, sent out to three of 
our men on their own responsibility. The other members of the conference 
requested these brethren to join in a request to the book agents to appoint one of 
our number an agent in this country, to whom small sums of money may be 
paid, and through whom books may be obtained, pledging most sacredly our Chris- 
tian fidelity to circulate our books, and make the concern a saving business. It 
was resolved to memorialize the next General Conference on the subject of estab- 
lishing a book depository in Oregon; and also to divide this present conference 
- into two, the boundary line to be about the forty-second parallel; and to allow 
representation, if possible, without disturbing their relation as mission confer- 
ences. ; 
Resolutions were passed expressive of the fullest confidence in the Sunday- 
School Union of our Church, reminding each preacher of his duty to establish 
Sunday schools, and pledging support to the Sunday School Advocate. The fol-

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THE PASTORAL WORK IN DETAIL, 


Carirornia District.—Isaac Owen, Presiding Elder. 


The amount of territory actually travelled by brother Owen the past year, ex- 
tends from Nevada city, in the north, io Santa Cruz in the south, a distance of 
two hundred and twenty-five miles; and from Sonoma, north of the bay of San 
Francisco, to Sonora, in the southern mines, one hundred and fifty miles. To 
travel this district by the routes most convenient, requires a journey of nearly 
twelve hundred miles each quarter. Brother Owen’s health has been uniformly 
good, and notwithstanding some family affliction, he has attended all the quarterly 
meetings during the year. 
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San Francisco. —William Taylor. 


This city is the great emporium of the Pacific, and is said to number about thirty 
| thousand inhabitants. It was first visited by our ministers in April, 1847. Several 
/ sermons were then preached by them; a Sabbath school was formed, and a class 
organized, by Rev. J. H. Wilbur, then on his way to Oregon with the writer of this 
Report. There being no minister of our Church to look after these interests, both 
\ the class and school were disbanded until February, 1 1849, when by the hands of 
brothers Anthony and Hosford, the scattered members were again collected. At 
my visit to this place, in the following June,I placed a class of some fifteen or 
twenty members in the hands of brother Asa White. In September of that year 
. brother Taylor arrived from Baltimore, and organized the Powell-street charge. 
Brother Taylor is indefatigable ; he has kept up two appointments in the chapel and 
preached once on the Plaza each Sabbath, and in the latter part of the year once 
on the Long Wharf also. He is greatly blessed with health, and quite a number 
have been converted within his charge. His out-door labours are greatly owned of 
God. 


Santa Cruz.—Supplied by James W. Briar. 


This place lies on the sea coast north of the Bay of Monterey, seventy-five miles 
south of San Francisco. The valleys are well watered, and the mountains in the 
rear furnish inexhaustible supplies of the finest timber. Brother Taylor organized 
this circuit in the winter of 1849-50, visiting it once a quarter until the close of 
the year, since which time it has been supplied by brother James W. Briar. The 
society here, though small, is proportionally large for the number of inhabitants, 
and full of life and spirit. 


San Josze.—Charles Maclay. 


This cireuit embraces the San Jose Valley, one of the most fertile and beautiful 
in California. The class in this place was first organized by brother Taylor. 
Brother Wm. Morrow, of the Indiana Conference, was employed to supply this place 
in the fall of 1850. The first of May, 1851, brother Morrow declined the regular 
work, and brother Chas. Maclay, of the Baltimore Conference, was appointed to 
the charge. A camp-meeting was held in June, at which about thirty professed 
religion, and many were reclaimed. A blessed revival followed at San Jose, and 
also in Santa Clara, continuing up to the time of conference.. Brother Maclay has 
purchased and fitted up a house for a parsonage. The points now oecupied are 
San Jose, Santa Clara, Alviso, and Stotlers. Our college is located within the 
bounds of this circuit. 


Srocxron.—James Corwin. 


Stockton is situated on one of the sloughs of the San Joachin River, seventy- 
five miles east of San Jose, and one hundred and thirty south of east from San 
Francisco. It is the great commercial depot of the southern mines, and contains 
about four thousand inhabitants. Brother Corwin is from the Indiana Conference, 
and was employed in this place in January, 1850. Being readmitted into this con- 
ference he was reappointed the following year. This brother was once a carpen- 
ter, and has used his mechanical abilities to fine advantage in building a church 
and parsonage. It occupied a large proportion of his time. The society in Stock- 
ton is small, but efficient and reliable. Brother Corwin has paid more by personal 
labor in building the church and parsonage than he has received from the circuit. 
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Sacramento.— Martin C. Briggs. 


This city is situated on the Sacramento river, sixty miles north of Stockton, and 
one hundred and thirty north-east of San Francisco, and contains ten thousand in- 
habitants. It is the terminus of the overland route to California, and the great de- 
pot of the northern mines. Dr. Wm. Grove Deal, of Baltimore, commenced 
preaching here early in the summer of 1849, with marked success. I visited the 
place in July of that year, and secured a valuable lot for our church. The follow- 
ing October, brother Owen arrived and fully organized the Church, most efficiently 
entering upon his work. A society of coloured people was organized in October, 
1850, and brother Gearles, a coloured man, was employed to serve them. The 
following spring brother Barney Fletcher (colored also) took his place. In the last 
of October, 1850, brother Martin C. Briggs, of the Maine Conference, was ap- 
pointed to this charge, under whose pastoral care it has greatly prospered. On 
account of the great destitution of preachers in the northern part of the work. 
brother Briggs has travelled very extensively, everywhere preaching the word 
much to the edification of the people. Methodism has a strong hold in Sacra- 
mento city. The Church has been enlarged to twice its original size, and still itis 
crowded. Although there has been no especial revival, some have been converted 
and many reclaimed. 


Ex Dorapo.—A. L. S. Bateman. 


This circuit is in the mining district, fifty miles east of Sacramento, on the head 
waters of the American Fork. It embraces Placerville, Coloma, Georgetown, and 
the intermediate points. The first quarterly conference was organized in April, 
1850, and the place was supplied with local preachers until conference, when 
brother Lasciter was appointed. At the first quarterly meeting he retired, and 
brother Warner Oliver acted as preacher in charge until May, 1851, at which tim 


brother A. L. 8. Bateman, of the Ohio Conference, arrived. This brother’s labours 


have been greatly blessed. He had an excellent camp-meeting in July. Many 
were converted and others reclaimed. The circuit is large, yet brother Bateman 
travels it on foot, preaching from town to town, and from cabin to cabin, with good 
success. There are people and territory enough here to make two good circuits. 


Nevapa.—o regular supply. 


A city bearing this name lies in the mining district, on Deer Creek, seventy-five 
miles north-east of Sacramento city, and sixty north of Coloma. There is a 
circuit here embracing Nevada city, Grass Valley, Rough and Ready, and New 
Town. This section is becoming a place of great importance. Some ten thou- 
sand people reside within ten miles square of Nevada. Brother Wm. M. K. 
Lambdin, a local preacher, moved to this place in the spring of 1850, and organized 
a society. In July following the first quarterly conference was organized, and 
brother Lambdin, by request, took charge of the circuit. He left in autumn, and a 
brother Horn was employed. In the last of February brother Horn left, and brother 
Calvin Lathrop, from New-Jersey, kept the society together until conference, 
Thus, under God, our local brethren have done us much service, Our society at 


Nevada is large for Galifornia, and is composed of true men. 
. es 
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Fearuer River—David A. Dryden. 


This circuit, now called Marysville, embraces a town of that name, Yuba city, 
and the mining districts of the vicinity. Marysville lies at the junction of Feather 
and Yuba Rivers, forty-five miles from Nevada, and fifty north of Sacramento. 
It contains about four thousand inhabitants, and is a place of great business. 
Brothers Wilson, Burrell, and Burlingame, local preachers, commenced preaching 
here in January, 1850. In June of that year a quarterly conference was organ- 
ized, and brother Burrell was placed in charge. Brother Burrell returned to the 
States in the fall, and brother Wilson was employed; his health soon failed, and 
he died in March. The following May brother D. A. Dryden, of the Ohio Con- 
ference, was appointed to this charge. The health of sister Dryden was very feeble 
on her arrival and continued so until conference, when there seemed to be no alter- 
native between sinking into her grave or removal to a more congenial climate. 
His present appointment promises well for her recovery. Brother Dryden has se- 
cured a lot and building for public worship, fitting it up chiefly with his own hands. 


Sonoma anp Narpa.—sS. W. Simonds. 


This circuit lies north of the Bay of San Francisco, and embraces the valleys of 
Sonoma, Bodega, Russian River, and Suisoon, which are among the most fertile 
portions of California. Brother Huestis organized a class at Sonoma in the fall of 
1849, and preached for them until the following spring. Brother Taylor visited the 
place, and preached in October, brother Briggs in November, and in February, 
1851. Brother 8S. D, Simonds, of the Michigan Conference, having recovered his 
health sufficiently to enter upon his labour, was assigned to this field as the most 
suitable for his enfeebled physical powers. The Lord greatly blessed him and 
graciously revived his work. Societies were formed, Sabbath schools organized, 
and many happily converted to God. Two camp-meetings were held during the 
summer with blessed results. 


Orrcon District. 


The boundaries of our field of labour in Oregon have been previously described, 
_ 0 that minuteness of detail is unnecessary. From Clatsop and Port Orford on the 
coast to the western slope of the Cascades Mountains, and from the Columbia 
River to the Umpqua, are the limits of travel on the district during the year. My 
own time has been divided as judiciously as might be, between the duties of the 
presiding eldership and those of the general superintendency. Besides the quarterly 
meetings, I have attended five camp-meetings in Oregon and one in California ; 
haye visited California twice, stopping once at Port Orford on the route ; and made 
one trip to the Umpqua. In Oregon the travel has been uniformly on horseback. 
Steamboats are just now commencing to run. 


PorTLAND AND THE CoLumBra River.—J. H. Wilbur, C. S. Kingsley. 


The town of Portland lies near the head of ship navigation, and must always be 
of great importance to Oregon. We have here a most excellent church and con- 
gregation, and a Sabbath school, with a Bible-class not exceeded for interest any- 
where in the territory. 

Brother Wilbur was alone until the arrival of brother John Flinn, of the Maine 
Conference, in October, 1850, who assisted him until the middle of December. 
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Towards the latter end of May following, the arrival of brother C. 8. Kingsley, of 
the Michigan Conference, greatly strengthened our hands at this post. The new 
church, thirty-two by fifty, finished all complete, and all paid for, was dedicated on 
the 14th November, 1850. It is admirably located, and I regard its construction 
under circumstances so promising as highly providential. It will be the birth-place 
of many souls. The places adjacent to Portland have received such attention as 
the brethren could give. About eight miles above Portland is Oswego, a little below 
Oswego, on the opposite side, is Milwaukie—both of which places have been regu- 
larly supplied. Vancouver and St. Helens lie on the Columbia River, and Milton 
on an arm of the Wallamet, near St. Helens, all included in this charge. 


Ortcon Crry—James O. Rayner. 


The population of this place is a little under one thousand souls, and is rather 
economically divided between Baptists, Congregationalists, Protestant Episcopalians, 
Papists, and ourselves. Our society is small, and the Sabbath services very con- 
fining to the preacher. We have a most excellent church and good Sabbath school. 
It is important that we maintain our position here, and I think our small, though 
spirited, society has been faithfully served the past year. | 


Satem.—A. F. Waller, D. Leslie, Supernumerary. 


The Salem Circuit includes the whole of Marion County and part of Clackamus, 
is about forty miles in extent, and embraces sixteen regular appointments. Each 
department of ministerial labour has received all the attention that brother Waller 
could give. He has sold nearly $2,000 worth of our books and periodicals, and 
projected and urged on, as far towards completion as possible, an excellent church 
at Salem, forty by sixty. It is the most excellent building of the kind in the terri- 
tory. It has devolved on him almost exclusively to look up materials, have them 
at the place, raise money, hire workmen, &c.; besides which the reorganization of 
the Institute building devolves on him also, until every energy is taxed to the 
utmost. The Sabbath-school cause has prospered somewhat. At Salem the school 
is continued all the year in vigorous operation, but at other places they are discon- 
tinued in the winter season. The labours of brother Leslie are now limited almost * 
entirely to the vicinity of home. Brother Waller is of opinion that, with all the 
assistance he can obtain, the people on the circuit are but little more than half 
served. An additional man is needed. Three camp-meetings have been held 
among his people, characterized by great labour and corresponding fruits. 


Caxrroora.—John M’ Kinney, Luther T. Woodward. 


The circuit remains the same as last year. Brother M’Kinney had the assistance 
of brother Parrott until January, but was then left alone until the arrival of brother 
Woodward, in May, 1851; since which time bis hands have been greatly strength- 
ened. His health was feeble and his family large. No especial revival has tran- 
spired during the year, although there have been several conversions. Since the 
opening of the season quite an amount ‘of pastoral work has been performed, and two 
parsonages have been built—one at the Kirk settlement, in which brother M’Kinney 
lives; the other at Lebanon, alongside the church erected by brothers Wilbur and 
Waller two. years ago. A camp-meeting was held early in July, with excellent 
success. fat 
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Mary’s River— William Helm, John Flinn. 


There was a vacancy on this circuit which was filled in part by brother J. W. 
Starr, a local elder, whose health would allow him to travel over only a part of the 
circuit. His labours, so far as he could go, were very acceptable. 

Brother James Gerrish, a local preacher from Yamhill, laboured quite usefully at 
some appointments brother Starr could not reach. Brother Helm’s health failed in 
April, and I was compelled to take brother Flinn from Yambill to fill his place. A 
very excellent camp-meeting was held in the Belknap settlement in June; but thd 
prosperity of the circuit was seriously marred by frequent changes and feeble 
health. 


Yamurti.—Isaac M’Elroy, one to be supplied. 


Tt was thought at conference that this vacancy could be filled by a brother resid- 
ing on the circuit. In this we were mistaken. Brother Flinn assisted brother 
M’Elroy from December until the middle of June, during which time the circuit 
prospered. The rest of the year brother M’Elroy was alone, and his health very 
poor. The first camp-meeting of the season was held on this circuit early in June. 
The indications of good were less manifest than at any of our other meetings. 


Umrqua.— To be supplied. 


No man could be found to fill this important post. I visited it in September, 
1850, and explored and preached as extensively as the time would allow. Brother 
Flinn made a trip there last August, and visited extensively during the space of 
about ten days. It afflicts me to know that no more could be done. 


Astoria and Cratsor.—C. O. Hosford. 


The preacher met with a cold reception on reaching this appointment; and after 
boarding two weeks at $12 per week, pitched a thin muslin tent and camped out in 
the rain and storm for six weeks. By this time he obtained a small house at $25 
per month, his wife teaching a small school to help pay the rent. Still there were 
many facilities for doing good. The sick were constantly stopping, during a part of 
the year, on their way from California. Several of them experienced religion. Most 

sof the winter was spent at Astoria, Youngs Bay being difficult to cross in stormy 
weather. An interesting Sabbath school of fourteen scholars was kept up until 
brother Hosford removed across the bay to Lexington. He soon commenced a par- 
sonage in this place, which he had nearly completed at the time of conference with 
his own hands. There were subscriptions enough left, it was thought, to finish the 
building. This field was new and difficult, and, all things considered, brother Hos- 
ford succeeded tolerably well. 


Dates or THE ConumsBta.—To be supplied. 


The numerous duties of brother Waller did not allow him to visit the Indians at 
our old mission station once during the year. 


; 
Stave or RELIGION DURING THE YEAR. 


A variety of causes tends to make emigration to the Pacific coast extremely 
hazardous to piety. « Iniquity abounds, and the love of many waxes cold.” The 
absorbing question which the teeming multitudes who come here propose to them- 
selves is, How shall we, in the shortest time, make the most money? The haste 
to be rich is so universal, that it is by no means strange if spiritually-minded persons 
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are sometimes drawn towards this terrible Maelstrom with fearful power. To save 
our own people, to reclaim those who have already fallen away, and prevent a con- 
sumption of piety, at once so fatal and hopeless, constitutes an important part of 
ministerial labour. . 

il regard the labours of your missionaries here during the year as quite successful 
in strengthening the faith of God’s people, and converting from the error of their way 
those who err from the truth. In the several outpourings of the Holy Spirit which 
have come under my notice, very many backsliders have been reclaimed. Accu- 
rate returns of the number of persons who have professed religion have not been 
made ; but from the various sources of information, I judge not less than one hun- 
dred and fifty persons in both districts haye passed from death unto life. With a 
single exception, there have been gracious ingatherings at each of our camp-meet- 
ings. Santa Clara, and several places on Salem Circuit, have been visited with a 
revival, and at San Francisco there have been conversions every few weeks in the 
year. “If our success be compared with other years it is in advance, and indicates 
a still increasing growth. If it be compared with the amount of pastoral work really 
done, it is truly encouraging, and strikingly indicates the faithfulness of God, who 
is with his ministers alway, even to the end. If compared with what it should be, 
it is distressingly low, and may well be cause for unfeigned humility and weeping 
between the porch and the altar. We should cry mightily : «Spare thy people, O 
Lord ; and give not thy heritage to reproach.” 


Education—The following will give our 
STATISTICS OF EDUCATION. 


Wallamet University, and Oregon Institute, Salem, Oregon.—F. S. Hoyt, 
principal in charge; Mr. Sturtevant, Miss Leslie, and Mrs. Hoyt, assistants. 
Number of students—winter term, seventy; spring term, sixty; summer term, 
seventy-two. The University, when organized, will include the Institute as one of 
its departments, and has a title in equity to part of a claim of land. The Institute 
is self-supporting. 

_ Portland Academy, Portland.—N. Doane, principal in charge. Number of stu- 
dents :—Males—winter term, thirty-seven; spring term, twenty; summer term, 
thirteen. Females—winter term, twenty-nine; spring term, twenty-three ; sum- 
mer term, seven. Organized, December 10,1850. Deficit, $212 15. 

Marysville Seminary, Marysville.—A suitable lot of land secured as a site for 
the institution. 

California Wesleyan College, Santa Clara, California—Incorporated, July, 1851. 
An endowment of $27,500. 

San José Academy, San José.—E. Bannister, principal in charge. Number of 
students, summer term, forty-five. Organized, December, 1850. Self-supporting. 

Sacramento Seminary, Sacramento city—James Rogers, principal in charge. 
Number of students, summer term, sixty. Organized, June, 1850. Self-support- 
ing. : 
Santa Cruz Academy, Santa Cruz.—lI. 8. Loveland, principal incharge. Num- 
ber of students, summer term, fifty-five. Organized, Autumn, 1849. Self-sup- 
porting. 

Our educational interests have received a large share of attention. Regarding 
the settlements on this coast as a new empire, springing up under circumstances of 
extraordinary hope and promise, we have felt justified in labouring to provide the 
most extensive facilities for education. In our applications for help from home 
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in raising funds, and by working with our own hands in building school-houses and 
academies, as well as in teaching, we have toiled for the rising race. Our most 
matured plans contemplate the early organization and endowment of an institu- 
tion to be named the 


Wattamet UNIVERSITY 5 


To be located at Sa’em, Oregon Territory, and to include, as one of its depart- 
ments, the Oregon Institute. We have drawn up a charter to present to the Legis- 
lature in December, 1851. This institution may, without doubt, be the leading 
literary institution of the country if properly fostered. 


Orscon Instirute.—F. S. Hoyt, Principal. 


A choice school has been kept in efficient operation here since the arrival of 
brother Hoyt, in November, 1850. Its condition and resources can best be under- 
stood by the following report of its able principal, Rev. F. S. Hoyt, dated Salem, 
December 1, 1851 :— 


Rev. anp Dear Broruer,—I herewith present you my report up to this date. 
Confident, on engaging in this institution, of enjoying the help of an efficient assis- 
tant, of obtaining a charter at this session (1851-2) of the legislature, and of hay- 
ing some opportunity to co-operate with the trustees in securing an endowment, I 
find, at this hour, that expectation outran reality. The “ castle” projected, was not 
air built, or baseless, perhaps; but its completion is delayed by causes beyond 
human control. Our disappointments are explained as follows :— 

When it became necessary to open a school at Portland, and no other help was 
available, brother Doane was detached, by you, to standin the breach. On this 
brother’s assistance I had relied with much confidence. The hope was then in- 
dulged that a supply might soon be forthcoming. At the worst, the importance of 
securing the opening at Portland, was deemed a sufficient reason for temporarily 
weakening the force at this place. Since then, as you know, it has devolved on 
me to toil alone in the academic division. 

While I regret this, I do not take into account the hardships of overwork; but 
that, while thus engaged in teaching the simplest rudiments, and kept in the closest 
confinement, it is impossible to carry out instructions in their letter or spirit—« de- 
velop the institution ;? and interests vital to the Institute and the cause of ed- 
ucation as connected with our Church, are neglected at this the most favourable time 
for securing them. I say the most favourable time for securing them ; for no one, 
in view of the condition of this country, its finances, and its prospects, can doubt, 
but that if we now fail to secure all we need, we throw away immense advantages. 
It will not answer to weaken this, to man the Portland school. That school, how- 
ever important, must naturally remain a ‘ local”? one, while this will be far other- 
wise. We have not obtained as yet, and shall not this winter obtain, a charter. 
In this the Church at home will share our disappointment. It was our purpose to 
get one this coming winter session of the legislature. But in the unfortunate dif- 
ferences between the people and legislature on one hand, and the federal officers 
on the other, it is quite certain that no privileges obtained at this time would be se- 
cure. Therefore, after troubling ourselves and others to obtain the documents ne- 
cessary, and without the help of a lawyer at our elbow to draw up the bill, and 
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after enjoying the opinion of Judge Pratt, of the Supreme Court, that it is a good 
one, it will sink to rest until another year. We can, without doubt, obtain then a 
liberal charter. Notwithstanding these disappointments, we have reason to thank 
God for much prosperity. Death has not entered the institution. Teachers and 
pupils have enjoyed good health, and good progress has rewarded the diligence of 
the students. I may say that our students are more disposed to be diligent than 
those in most schools comprising pupils of the same age and advancement. 


Ihave been constantly and laboriously employed in the tuition of the pupils, 
giving instruction at any and all hours. A large number have been steadily ad- 
vancing in their studies, and thus laying a good foundation in mental discipline and 
intelligence for future usefulness; and our present classes exhibit a much greater 
proficiency than those of any previous time. 


A marked peculiarity in the young people here is, that however backward in 
learning, or broken in language, they manifest a general eagerness for the study of 
grammar. 

While itis not necessary to dwell on particulars at this point, it may be said, 
that to take pupils of all ages and all degrees of backwardness, and train them to 
thorough and earnest study, is no easy or unimportant task, especially in a country 
where schools have been few, generally inefficient and ephemeral. Some of the 
students have the ministry in view, and evince good talents for usefulness in the 
cause of God and his Church. We trust that others like disposed will join their 
number. 


Assistant Teachers.—Miss Leslie assisted during the year, excepting a few 
weeks, during which time Mr. Sturtevant assisted. He also taught a class in vocal 
music in the evening. 


Mrs. Hoyt taught an hour per day, besides teaching a class in drawing and 
needlework two quarters. 


From experience, we are fully persuaded that no dependence can be put on ob- 
taining suitable teachers from this community for several years: until we can edu- 
cate them ourselves, we must have them from home. We are disappointed in 
this; for a short time since the way seemed open to secure a permanent primary 
teacher, and we much need one well versed in the best mode of training such 
schools in New-York. 

We have no standard of excelience in that department of labour, and are at the 
mercy of a spirit of perpetual change. We need at once, as we have before said 
to you, a lady who can teach instrumental music, Spanish, and French. The qual- 
ification, to teach music well, is absolutely essential. Such a teacher, while of 
much ‘general service, can be wholly supported by tuition fees from the students of 
music. We do not expect such a lady to be expert in everything, but to be pious 
and efficient in her department. We can use such help to decided advantage and 
aid in excusing the kind Romish «Sisters of Charity” from teaching Protestant 
young ladies this accomplishment. 

The male teacher whom you send should be a graduate, that, if nothing unfore- 
seen occurs, he 1nay be on hand to take charge of the first classes in the university, 
without the necessity of reorganizing and changing the faculty. I beg leave to 
suggest that it is not necessary he should be a minister if he is thoroughly pious. 
Aman who can take charge of the Institute Sabbath school, engage actively in 
religious matters at any time, and lead the singing upon the Sabbath, would fill the 
place quite as well, and better than a preacher, who must have his appcintments on 
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the circuit, and thus divide his time and attention between teaching and preaching. 
If it can be, I should prefer one would choose mathematics and natural science, that 
he may now be qualifying himself for distinction in one or the other of those de- 
partments in the university, and that he may turn his leisure to good account in 
using the rare opportunities afforded in this new country for forming a splendid 
museum. On these accounts I should prefer one who would choose these 
departments. It seems to me that a layman can be better and more per- 
manently employed in such work, than one who thinks it his duty to preach the 
gospel. 

Though there can be no difficulty in adjusting the division of labour with any 
capable person whom you may send, I have mentioned my wishes, because, I am 
sure, that the offers of these departments, with so good a prospect of reward, will 
be a great inducement to a graduate to come. Will it not be easier to procure a 
layman than a minister ? 


If the ladies can be procured first, send them; and send one at a time if need 
be. Indeed, perhaps at this moment we need the ladies most; but we need all as 
soon as the board can send them. 


Number of Students and Boarding-House—The number of students the 
past year has been as follows:—Winter term seventy, spring sixty, summer 
seventy-two, and fall fifty-five; this winter we number sixty-two. In the 
fall several causes combined to diminish our numbers. Fever and ague 
prevailed. The land bill, donating land to settlers, caused the desertion of 
villages, and scattered the population far and wide. But the most efficient cause 
was the entire destitution, since brother Leslie removed from the Institute, of 
places at which pupils from abroad could be boarded. By giving up my own 
residence to brother White and family, a boarding-house is again opened, and 
patronage is coming in again from abroad. 


It gives us pleasure to add that brother Alanson Beers has contracted for a large 
and elegant house, to be ready in July, at which he proposes to board as many 
pupils as we can furnish; so that this lack, which has oppressed the Institute for 
years, is to be well supplied, and the trustees, for a term of years at least, relieved 
from the unproductive expense of erecting a building for that purpose. The trus- 
tees, however, charge brother Beers nothing for two lots on which to erect said 
house, and other necessary buildings. When it is ready for use, we are confident 
our numbers will double. 


Condition of the Institute Edifice——During the past year a committee, of which 
brother A. F. Waller was chairman, has kept the work of repairs and completion 
in progress as fast as the means in hand would allow; so that what w asa year 
since (excepting the wings, which had been completed for residences, and two or 
three small rooms) a mere shell, is now nearly fitted throughout for school pur- 
poses, comprising a neat chapel, two spacious school-rooms for the academic 
division, one for the primary, one for recitations, one for the library, and others in 
the third story for students’ dormitories. The whole expense of completion is 
about $4,500, of which about $3,500 is paid. 

Apparatus.—The little parcel came duly to hand, and mostly in good order. 
Some articles, however, in consequence of careless packing, were broken, which 
must be at once replaced, in order to enable me to use well those on hand. I shall 
send a list of broken articles to the manufacturers, expecting them to send them 
gratis. We need, and must have, to meet our wants this year, one hundred dollars, 
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worth of maps; sets of geographical, historical, physiological, &c., maps “and 
charts, are an inestimable help, and no amount of labour can supply their lack. 
We suppose that the music teacher will own a piano, which she would wish to be 
sent here, and at any rate we ask the board to aid us in getting one; and we, of 
course, desire that one shipped so far should be a prime article. We need, and 
cannot get along without, $500 worth of philosophical apparatus, a list of which I 
will send you. With this amount we can manage until we can raise means our- 
selves to buy more. I think the propriety of the request cannot be doubted; for 
why should teachers be sent so far unless they can have facilities to render their 
labour productive? Certainly I cannot be satisfied to labour here unless as good a 
school can be furnished as need be for the same pupils in New-York or Boston ; 
and the local and sectarian hostilities which prevail, render it quite as difficult to 
sustain a school here as there. 


Resources and Prospects——Under all the changes of the year the tuition has 
paid the salaries of the teachers, and its other current expenses. The primary 
teacher is fully paid by the tuition fees of that division, and a music teacher would 
be as fully paid from the income of that department. When the boarding-house is 
opened the tuition will support additional teachers. 


As soon as help comes I shall set about obtaining means to procure a library, and 
open a reading room; also collecting specimens for a museum, and maturing and 
testing a plan for endowment. A plan will be submitted to the trustees at their 
first meeting, but nothing effectual can be done until more help comes. Who can 
stop to beg, situated as we are now! i 


But it may be asked, «« Why do you petition the Missionary Board to purchase 
apparatus? why not send on the money and purchase it yourselves?” We have 
not the means, nor the men to send to beg the means. Indeed, though Oregon is 
rich in a staple population, and in agricultural resources, the people are mainly 
new comers, and their hoarded capital, or “loose change,” is not so abundant as 
many imagine. 

Our land is not now in demand; the land bill sends men to look for ‘ claims” 
rather than town lots. To force sales under such circumstances, in order to 
jncrease or obtain a revenue, is to throw away property. This evil, however, 
will be much abated in the course of a year or two, and then our little means willl 
be available. 5 

The money acquired by past sales is all expended towards completing the 
edifice, and we shall be fully at our wits’ end for means to meet the liabilities 
which now remain undischarged. But I found the chief claim for this outlay by 
the Board upon the necessity to the Church of well sustaining and improving, 
manifold, this school. It is not desired to exaggerate its importance. Without it, 
and the contemplated university, education here would be in the hands of infidels 
and uneyangelical sectarians. With these institutions, religious education must 
occupy the vantage ground. We cannot do without this Institute now. It is the 
nursery of the sanctified talent of the Church,—its educational stronghold,—and is: 
located where it may affect the whole territory. ‘To it the eye of the whole public: 
has been mainly directed, because it has been believed that we intended to make it 
the first in the land. 

It will rule in the ascendant if fostered with a liberal hand now; and with it 
religious education will thrive among us. But institutions gotten up with far 
different purposes have been springing up during the last year, which will material- 


ly lessen our patronage and influence for good, unless we now make a mighty 
15 
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move to render this more efficient. We have one teacher in the academic divi- 
sion; other schools have as much, and more. We have almost no library, and an 
altogether insufficient apparatus for our present classes—and we have now no 


means to get more. 
We are now labouring to get students here, and have them converted, that they 


may bless the Church and the world, and that we may raise up our own labourers: 


for the itinerant field. Give us, then, the appliances we need, and we promise the 
Church and God to spare no pains to make this a thoroughly revival as well as a 
scientific school. No circuit or two circuits on this coast promise to do more for 

he conversion of souls than does this educational establishment; and therefore it 

s, in my opinion, fully missionary ground. We are confident that if anything will 
repay for the outlay of money, this Institute, central to a fast growing and soon to 
be powerful State, located at the capital, on a most beautiful site, easy of access at 
all seasons, and evidently owned of God, may claim that honour. The intelli- 
gent out of the Church pronounce it the most hopeful institution of learning in the 
land; and it will amply repay the expense of fostering it. Of course we do not 
expect to reiterate such requests, this one being granted. I will add no more on 
this score. Assured of your interest in our welfare; grateful for the cordial res- 
ponses received to all applications hitherto, which cordiality has often cheered the 
“schoolmaster’s” toil, the request is left for your consideration, not doubting your 
entire readiness to help us. 


Portitanp Acapemy.—lV. Doane, Principal. 


The proposal of the proprietors of the town of Portland, to have us construct an 
edifice, and take charge of an academic institution in this place, was acceded to, 
and brother Doane was appointed to take charge of it on the arrival of brother 
Hoyt. The building could not be commenced until late in the year, and its con- 
struction devolved chiefly on brothers Wilbur and Kingsley. The school was 
taught in a public school-house owned by the citizens. The first term commenced 
December 10th, 1850; whole number of students sixty-six; and during this term 
there was no other school in town. During the second term there was one other 
school started: we had forty-three students. The third term ended with the con- 
ference year: the number of students was reduced to twenty. ‘Two other schools 
were taught—one of them by sister Kingsley, expressly for females. 


Marysvitte Seminary. 


A suitable tract of land, beautifully situated in the rear of Marysville, has been 
obtained for this contemplated institution. No other steps have been taken. 

The public lands, appropriated by Act of Congress for educational purposes, haye 
not yet been surveyed, and, of course, are unavailing. 


CALIFORNIA. 


San Jose Acapemy.—Edward Bannister, Principal. 


At the conference of 1850 we received information of the appointment of the 
Rey. E. Bannister to take charge of an institute of learning in California, the 
grade and location of which were left to be determined after his arrival. Brother 
Banister arrived in October of that year, and after due consultation, concluded to 
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commence at San José. The beginning was small; but the school grew in inter- 
est, until it now numbers more than fifty students, some of whom are preparing for 
college. A committee of preachers and laymen on the California district, met, 
according to instructions, at San José, January Ist, 1851, to take into considera- 
tion the character and location of said institution. After much careful deliberation 
it was resolved to found a university; but on application to the Supreme Court, 


-which alone is authorized to grant charters, it was ascertained that the Court 


Christ. 


possessed no power to charter a university. Disappointed in this, application was 
made for a college charter, which, in the following July, was granted for an insti- 
tution of learning, under the style and title of the 


CatirorniA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 


The name, it is thought, will be changed. It is located at Santa Clara. Suitable 
grounds, and an endowment of $27,500, have been provided, and $1,100 sub- 
scribed to erect a building suitable for a preparatory department. There are also 
two seminaries in successful operation, which are now taken under the patronage 
of the conference. 


SacRAMENTO SEMINARY. 


This seminary is located at Sacramento City. It was commenced by Rey. James 
Rogers, in June, 1850. It is now incorporated, and placed under our care, and 
brother Rogers appointed principal. Miss Brewster is employed as an assistant, 
and Mrs. Randolph as music teacher. The number of pupils is from fifty to 
sixty. ; 


Santa Cruz Academy. 


This academy was commenced under the care of H. S. Loveland, in the winter 
of 1849-50, and was in a state of prosperity until March, 1851, when the teacher 
left. Various changes took place, materially affecting the school, until conference, 
when the trustees asked the conference to take it under their patronage, and fur- 
nish them a principal. The preacher in charge at Santa Cruz, Rev. D. A. Dryden, 
was instructed to take charge of the institution until another teacher could be pro- 


vided. 


SapsatTu ScuHoots. 


Our Sabbath-school prospects are brightening. The reports handed in at confer- 
ence show that we have twenty-three schools, in which are taught about six hundred 
children. This does not include all the schools which are discontinued in the 
winter. 

Our brethren are bestowing commendable care, and striving to evince their love 
to Christ by feeding his lambs. Twenty-one children have professed religion, in 
connexion with our schools, during the year. We hope to more than double our 
labours and success the coming year. A large proportion of our hopes and expecta- 
tions stands identified with the youth of the land, and with the Sabbath-school 
cause as a cherished instrumentality for training them up for the Church of. 
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Finances anp Cuurcn Prorerty. 


It may be seen (by referring to the table on page 102) that in California we have 
twelve churches and five parsonages; and that the present value is estimated at a 
little less than $29,000, with an indebtedness of $6,000. After the preachers have 
fairly reached their charges, the people have supported them, and paid their trav- 
elling expenses—this latter item being met by the missionary collections taken up 
in the several congregations. There are but few instances in the history of mis- 
sions where an enterprise, on so large a scale, has been conducted on principles so 
purely economical, so far as money is concerned, to the home department. In the 
Oregon district there are five churches and five parsonages, the value of which is 
estimated at $19,000, with no debt. In this is included only the property which 
belongs to the Church here, and not that which belongs properly to the Board. If 
the latter be taken into the account, it will be seen that Oregon is no expense to 
the home department, except in sending men, and getting them fairly at their 


work. Much of our work here is yet truly mission ground, and must be so consi- 
dered. 


PLans ror THE FuTuRE. 


We still plead for more men. ‘The accessions to our numbers from all sources 
do not keep pace with our openings. New doors are constantly opening ; and if 
we do not knock for admittance, we ought, at least, to be prepared to step in when 
invited. We need labourers this day at Mariposa, Jacksonville, Sonora, Moque- 
lumne Hill, Auburn, Downieville, Upper Feather River, Humboldt, Shasta, Rogues 
River, Umpqua, Eastern Oregon, and Puget’s Sound, and it is thought, also, at Los 
Angelos and San Diego. 

It is of vital importance that we have a press both in Oregon and California, with 
a paper in each place, ably edited and efficiently sustained. These presses must 
be the gift of the Church. The men, also, must come from home. In the provi- 
dence of God, a large population from the Atlantic border, and the valley of the 
Mississippi, has been transferred to the Pacific coast,—a population more spirited 
and enterprising than can elsewhere be found, and destined to exert a mighty influ- 
ence, for good or evil, upon the nations of the earth. Representatives from every 
part of the earth’s surface are crowding here. 

We ask for a proportional transfer of ministerial ability and sanctified talent, and 
with God’s blessing upon honest industry, expect to succeed, c

The following is the Report of the Superintendent, Rev. L. 
S. Jacoby :— 


In giving you my Annual Report, I have first to acknowledge the goodness of 
God towards us in the past year. Though I left America as an invalid, whose 
bodily strength was so far gone that it was thought advisable to ask for a superan- 
nuated relation, the Lord has wonderfully restored my strength, so that during the 
past year I have been able to attend to the various laborious charges which have been 
confided unto me. The health of all the missionaries, and their families, with the 

exception of brother Doering, has been generally good. As to our work, I can 
say it has proved successful. From the several reports you will see what has been 
done directly ; but, praise the Lord, our influence indirectly on other Churches and 
Societies has already proved itself salutary. This has been especially the case in 

. Bremen. The Innere Mission (Home Mission) have never shown so much life and 
activity as in the past year, and the leaders themselves acknowledge their indebted- 
ness to Methodism. Our Evangelist, tracts, and books go through all Germany. 
In travelling I cften find opportunity to lecture in private and public; and we find, 
in general, more sympathy with Christian friends than we did before, though there 
are still many prejudices to overcome. Our opposers from America have kept 
silent, and the people generally begin to distrust their reports. I have visited in + 
the past year, as Superintendent, Saxony twice, Hamburg once, Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine and Wirtemburg twice ; and the missionaries as well as myself have again 
experienced the great advantage of that institution of our Church, namely, the pre- 
siding eldership. We have been edified and encouraged together, and the Lord 
will bless our preaching and exhortation. 


Bremen StTArTIon. 


This is under the care of the Superintendent. The prospect since New Year 
are indeed flattering, several souls having been awakened and some converted. 
The members in general are earnest, and esteem highly the means of grace in our 
Church. Since we have commenced this mission we have received eighty-two 
‘members on trial, of which we had to dismiss several, and three have left for other 
missions. We have at present fifty members in full connexion, and thirteen on 
‘trial. There are several persons who have been converted, and have expressed a 
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desire to join us; but they are so situated that they have to give up their present 


livelihood if they will be as strict in the observance of the Sabbath as in our opin- 
ion the word of God commands. I believe, certainly, that Germany will have no 


hope for true life and happiness till the Sabbath is better observed, and I feel it 
therefore my duty to require the strictest observance of the same from our mem- 
bers. ; 

earned haus Chapel, Bremen—We have since last year changed the sa- 
loon into a nice chapel, after the American fashion. We have preaching Sunday 
morning and evening, and Wednesday evening. Our congregations are from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred and fifty persons. We had in the last quarterly 
meeting (New-Year) an especial visitation from the Lord. Though there was a 
great ball over our chapel the congregation was very large, and we forgot all around 
us, and had indeed a sweet taste of the heavenly riches. I have never before expe- 
rienced a more blessed time. 


Thursday I preach in our chapel at the Buntenthorsteinweg, Bremen ; the other 
appointments brothers Nuelsen and Fiege attend to. 

Monday, prayer-meeting in my house, very well attended ; Tuesday three 
classes, and Thursday the fourth meet ; Friday, Bible-class for the Sunday-school 
teachers; and every two weeks, Saturday, class-leaders’ meeting. Friday night 
also, private prayer-meeting at Buntenthorsteinweg. 

At Groeplinger-Deich we had to give up preaching for want of a suitable place 5 
but our own chapel in this suburb will be, with the help of God, ready for service 
in the month of June, and being the only place of worship in that neighbourhood, 
we have fair prospects to do good there. 


We have a very interesting Sabbath school belonging to this part of the work; 
and the confidence which the parents of the children place in us, has been one of 
our greatest encouragements. We have three hundred and twelve children: one 
hundred and seventy-five of them attended regularly through the summer, and 
since November we have had from two hundred and seventy-five to three hundred 
and twelve in attendance. We have thirty-two teachers, one superintendent, one 
secretary, one librarian, and two hundred volumes in library. The children recite 
on Sunday whole Psalms or chapters of the New Testament ; and though itis very 
difficult to exercise a great influence upon the children in two hours during the 
week, we doubt not that the Lord blesses our feeble labour. The children love 
the Sunday school; and few of them can be persuaded to spend the Sunday in 
promenading with their parents, because they do not want to miss the Sunday school. 
We have reason to believe that several of the children are seriously awakened. 
Monday and Thursday morning, from eight till nine o’clock, the children of our 
society receive religious instruction by me, and I then use our Catechisms. 


Finally: I wish to remark that Bremen still remains our head-quarters, and our 
prospects are flattering. We cannot expect that our society will grow very fast, 
because many difficulties are in our way, which cannot be so easily overcome ; 
but we go slow and sure, and have reason to expect the blessings of the Lord. If 
our brethren in America could sometimes attend our meetings they would feel 
reason to praise the Lord for what he has already done. We have not the least 
reason to feel discouraged. We have raised 70 rix-dollars, missionary money ; 107 
rix-dollars, penny collection ; 32 rix-dollars for the poor; also 94 rix-dollars for the 


Chinese Sunday school, from the children of our Sunday school. Total, 2184 rix- 
dollars, equal to $161. 
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The following is brother Nuelsen’s Report of the Bremen 
Circuit, addressed to the Superintendent, Rev. L. S. Jacoby :— 


Bremen Circurr.—H. Nuelsen, Missionary ; W. Fiege, Helper. 


r 

‘When I came here in April, 1852, the circuit was divided into the Bremen and 
Bremerhaven Circuits. Brother N. ippert received the charge of the former, and I that 
of the latter. I had then six appointments to attend to; but since brother Nippert 
left us for Wirtemburg, I received the charge of the whole again, and brother 
Fiege was given me as a helper. 


Bremerhaven continues to be an encouraging appointment. I preached regularly 
every week, on every other Sunday and Monday, in the same building that 
we occupied Jast year. In the winter months, there being no emigrants, we only 
preach every two weeks on Sunday here. If the emigrants are here, we have 
always crowded congregations, that is to say, from three to five hundred persons ; 
and many times the work of the Lord evidently took effect on this poor people, 
and they would come every time there was a meeting: but their stay here is gen- 
erally a very short one. To the greatest satisfaction of my heart we had several 
conversions among these emigrants. Besides these, a good number of ship-carpen- 
ters and citizens of the borough visit our meetings; and though we have no more 
than four members here, we have great influence and good hope of increase. 
Brother Feldmann, our colporteur, is class-leader, and holds the meetings during 
our absence. 

Our Sunday school has doubled the number of its scholars during the winter— 
one hundred and forty scholars, but only six teachers. We have one little boy 
in the Sunday school here who experienced conversion last summer. He was not 
allowed by his ungodly parents to pray at home, until they became, in their poverty 
and sickness, in want of bread: then the little boy kept on praying; at once a good 
neighbour came with a loaf of bread, telling them that she felt every morning a call- 
ing as if she should bring them some bread. The parents were so moved by this 
evident effect of their child’s prayer, that they told him he might pray as much as 
he liked, and not to be afraid that he would get crazy. The whole family now 
attend meeting regularly. 

Hastedt, (Bremen,) is prospering. We preach here in the same place as before, 
and have twenty very zealous members. The congregation is not so large, num- | 
bering only fifty to eighty persons. A rich farmer died here last week, who often 
attended the meetings, but being righteous enough in his own eyes, of course felt 
satisfied. But as death approached, he happily discovered that his own garment 
would not do, and with great uneasiness of mind he sought the better garment. 
Brother Stets, the class-leader, had to come and pray and speak with him, until at 
Jast he was soundly converted. He now preached Christ to every one that visited 
him, telling them that they could not be thankful enough that the Methodists came 
here, and they should attend their meetings and seek to become converted. He 
blamed himself that he never went to class and prayer-meetings. As this man 
was of great influence by his wealth and honesty, I hope his triumphant death, his 
late conversion and preaching, will be of great and good effect. 


The « Innere Mission” (Home Mission Society) have rented of us our meeting- 
room, and have preaching in it every Wednesday. The ministers of Bremen 
preach by turns here. In the eyes of the people it looks very brotherly that they 
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have meetings under the same roof with the Methodists, and doubtless this will be 
of | good influence.*’ 
Vegesack, (Bremen.) Here I preach also, every week on Sunday, and sometimes 


on Monday. But this winter we lost the saloon we rented, and I have since held 


meetings every two weeks in a private house. We have again rented a very con-, 
venient house thirty by thirty feet, which, when fitted up, will be a neat place. for 
worship. The congregation here is very attentive, and belongs generally to the 
higher classes. We have very much opposition here, and threatenings to persecute 


us; but we are protected by the government, and, what is still more, by the Lord. 


himself. We have no class here yet, but I think after we are arranged again we 
shall soon be able to establish one. 


Oberneuland, (Bremen.) I preach here every week to a large and serious con- 
gregation, and a general interest is felt. We have here three members. One of 
them was a notorious drunkard; he is now a very zealous Christian, and tries hard 
to pay the liquor debts which he made before. 

Lankenau, (Bremen.) Preaching in the same place as last year. A large and 
attentive congregation of about three hundred persons. We did preach this win- 
ter every three weeks; but as they want more, I have arranged to preach every two 
weeks; but as yet we have no society. 

Walle, (Bremen.) Here we have not much of a congregation, and I am afraid 
we must drop this appointment to take up some other more promising one. 

Berne, Warfleth, and Weserdeich, (Oldenburg.) 'These three appointments, 
of which the last one is new, lie in a circumference of five miles, and are some of 
my most promising appointments. We preach here every week, and have very at- 
tentive congregations. Some of the people follow us from one appointment to the 
other. We have already witnessed some conversions here, and we perceive a gen- 
eral awakening. May the Lord bless this people. We had some disturbances 
here, but not of much importance. 

Hasbergen, (Oldenburg.) Preaching here every two weeks. One hundred to 
one hundred and fifty hearers. Have good encouragement here, but no society yet. 

Twobergen, (Oldenburg). 'The same. 

Stroemerdeich, (Bremen.) Anew place, Good congregations, and meetings 
every two weeks. 

Baden, (Hanover,) Thedinghausen and Horstedt, (Brunswick,) are the places 
where we are forbidden to preach, and to the latter even forbid to come. We 
have fourteen members here in two classes; they continue to be faithful, but will 
all, except two sisters, leave in the spring for the United States. Seventeen of our 
members went last fall, and most of them joined in Cincinnati. We sometimes go 
to Baden and try to comfort this people. Our mode is to have a party instead of a 
meeting. WhenI was out the last time, I prayed with them before dinner, asked the 
blessing, and so after the meal we prayed again. During the time of eating I ex- 
plained and spoke of a certain theme, and it could be well noticed by the tears 
running down their cheeks that they partook more of the spiritual than of the 
temporal food : we had a precious time. We have no stated times to go out to 
Baden, but try to visit them every month. ; 


* Our mission found Hastedt, a village of three thousand five: hundred ae 


without a church or any public religious service. So we have provoked the State 
Church to a good work. 
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Bunthenthor and Hastedt Sunday schools, which are under my charge, are in a 
prosperous condition, and number each ten teachers and one hundred and thirty 
scholars. It will be noticed that we have thirteen regular appointments and three 
Sunday schools. Besides Baden, I preach, out of four Sundays, three at Bunthen- 
thor ; have a class and prayer-meeting every week ; and in the absence of the Su- 
perintendent I have the charge of Kramer-Amthouse, But brother Fiege assists 
me much, and preaches generally three or four times in the week. It requires one 
hundred and fifty miles of travelling to reach the different appointments, which is by 
railroad, steamboats, stage-coach, and omnibus, and about twenty-five miles a week 
on foot. We have thirty-eight members among them, eighteen probationers, three 
Sunday schools, with twenty-six teachers and four hundred children. Raised mis- 
sionary money 9 rix-dollars 49 grote gold, and penny collection nearly 100 rix-dol- 
lars gold. 

In conclusion: 1 feel thankful that a kind Providence has protected me, has led me 
in my old fatherland to preach the gospel of Jesus Christ, has blessed my feeble en- 
deavours in some degree, and has sustained me under all hardships and trials; and 
also for keeping myself and my family in good health ever since we came to Ger- 
many. May the blessings of God rest on the missions in Germany, and may he 
give us, his poor servants, wisdom and grace, which we need so very much. 


Hampure.—C. H. Doering, Missionary. 


This mission has been commenced since July. Brother Doering has rented a 
preaching place, where he preaches twice on Sunday and once in the week. He 
has commenced a Sunday school, and has already sixty-six scholars. His prospects 
begin to brighten more and more. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-Matne.—E. Riemenschneider, Missionary. 


I send you a report of our brother Riemenschneider, who, though he has been 
compelled to discontinue his visits to some very promising places, has still field 
enough to do good. His prospects in Frankfort and the environs are still encourag- 
ing. Whenever I went with him we had a large and very attentive congregation, 
and his labours have not been in vain. He has, like all of us, his crosses and his 
difficulties, and the night in prison has only encouraged him to labour for Ger- 
many as long as there is adoor open. The following is his report to me :— 

J arrived on the 3d of July in Frankfort, and hoped to begin the same day; but I 
had to wait patiently nearly two months, till the government gave permission to 
hold meetings. During this time I laboured privately, and distributed tracts 
wherever I thought they would do good. 

Preaching—I was first invited by brother Schmidt, a Bible colporteur, from 
Pittsburg, who was on a visit to his parents, near Giessen, and preached at different 
places in the surrounding country, before congregations of five or six hundred 
persons, who were very attentive. I went also to Marburg, Kurfursthenthum, 
(Electorate,) Hessen-Oberrath, Homburg-on-the-Height, and Offenbach, where I 
preached every week, and the hearers came often from five to six hours’ journey. 
Here at Frankfort I preach every Friday, and every second Sunday, before a 
numerous assembly. F 

Difficulties —At Giessen I met with the first difficulties. The mayor ordered me 
to be taken prisoner if I dared again hold meetings: so that I had to act very pru- 
dently. At Erdhausen (Duchy of nee I held a great meeting, at which the 
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mayor, aldermen, schoolmaster, &c., were present, when, without ceremony, two 
constabies arrested me, and I was obliged to pass the night in a common prison. 
Next morning I was conducted before the tribunal, about twelve miles distant, and 
as I could not legitimate myself by a permission of the government of the Grand 
Duchy, I was conducted to the frontiers. In the evening J arrived at Lohra, (Hlec- 
torate of Hessen,) where many brethren and sisters prayed for me, and even some 
of them were about to give bail to deliver me from prison. 

When liberated I began to hold meetings, where fervent prayers were sent up to 
heaven, even for those who would hinder the work of God. The songs of praise 
filled the whole house, and the blessing of the Lord came down in a manner I 
neyer experienced before in Germany. It put me in mind of St. Peter’s entering 
the house of Mary, after being delivered from prison. At Frankfort I held meet- 
ings during two months, and the number of hearers was increased to upwards of 
one hundred and twenty-five persons. But the owner of the house would rent it 
no longer, and I was compelled to take another place ; however, it is very difficult 
to get a house where the owner will permit us to hold meetings, so I was inter- 
rupted in my preaching for about four weeks, and then I had to commence anew. 
At Oberrath I first preached at the house of a brother, but it was too small for the 
accommodation of the congregation. I then rented a saloon in a tavern, but soon 
had disturbance, and was advised by the police to preach no more; so J had again 
to return to the small room of our brother. In America we would have continued 
to preach, and some of the disturbers might have been the first who would have 
enlisted on the side of the Lord. 

Tract Distribution—Much good has been done by the distribution of tracts, and 
they are the principal means of conquering prejudice. In my travels on railroads 
I take the fourth class, to get a good opportunity to distribute them, and the people 
are generally thankful and anxious to get them. When I came from prison, and 
my tracts, which had been examined by the parson and the judge, were handed 
back to me, the surrounding multitude requested me to distribute them: so that all 
I had were soon gone. I saw that the people read them with great attention. 
May the Lord bless them! I have distributed more than one hundred thousand 
pages since I came here. 

Encouragement-—Though we have great obstacles in our way, we find much 
encouragement. At Giessen some awakened souls intend to emigrate in March for 
the United States, for the purpose of serving God after the dictates of their con- 
sciences. At Marburg I could arrange a class, if permitted; also at Homburg. I 
received six florins, missionary money, at Offenbach, and was requested to express 
their gratitude to the American brethren for sending them a missionary. At Eibach 
(Electorate of Hessen) I visited my brother, and preached there. On Sunday after- 
noon I went to meeting, which is generally held by the schoolmaster, who, to my 
greatest joy, read a sermon from Wesley, on the New Birth; the hearers were very 
attentive. How useful Wesley’s sermons would be if they were read all over Ger. 
many ! 


Hersronn, Wortemsure.—. Nippert, Missionary. 


Our brother has been received here very well, and has shown much wisdom in 
all his efforts. He has already done much good, especially in the place itself; and 
the Christians themselves haye expressed their satisfaction with his labours, He 
has a very hard but also a very interesting and recompensing field. The whole 
mission is only an experiment, and the Lord will soon let us know if our brother 
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cau continue to labour there or not. He visits many places where Rationalist 
preachers have the charge, and though it can be said that in Wirtemburg vital 
religion prevails more than in other parts of Germany, there are still many parts 
covered with great darkness. The following is brother Nippert’s report to me :— 


We arrived here the eighth of September, last year, and have made since that 
time pleasant and unpleasant experiences. 


Heilbronn.—Here we reside at present. I had some difficulty in obtaining per- 
Mission to stay here, as is the case with every foreigner in Germany. I rented a 
house and the necessary furniture, and then began my labours in the name of the 
Lord. One of our rooms was fitted up for meetings ; but it soon became too small, 
so that we had to open an adjoining room. These two rooms hold about one hun- 
dred and forty persons, but are not large enough to accommodate the congregation. 
It became necessary, therefore, to rent a saloon. However, to avoid all difficulties 
and not to give offence, I went to one of the first pastors and showed him the neces- 
sity torent a saloon. He told me that he had heard that my rooms were too small 
for the congregation, and that several of the higher class had expressed a desire to 
attend my meetings if I had a more suitable place. He encouraged me to look 
out for such a one, and he did not believe anything would be laid in my way. 
Having this assurance I shall now try to get a suitable place for holding meetings. 
Ihave commenced here lately a class of twenty persons, which meetings became 
a great blessing to them, and I have a prospect soon to get asecondone. The 
emigration has already commenced again, and this city being an embarking place 
for the seaports, I am able to labour among the emigrants. With the evangelical 
preachers of this place I am in a brotherly relation; several have visited me 
already, and expressed their satisfaction with my labours. In Kéckingen, three 
miles from here, I was first invited by several citizens there to preach in the court- 
house ; but the pastor and his presbytery opposed themselves to it, so we have to 
hold our meetings in a private house. Several souls are awakened, and seek with 
earnest the Saviour of their souls. In Untereisesheim the Spirit of the Lord has 
begun his work; souls have been awakened, and one person was, not long ago, 
converted. ‘Twelve persons attend the class. The mayor of Kocherdorf has opened 
to us the court-house to hold our meetings, and here from two to three hundred persons 
attend. Some have been convicted by the word of God,—among them a Roman 
Catholic. The prospects are very flattering at this place. ; 

Neuenstadt is nine miles from Heilbronn. A door hasbeen opened toushere. A 
pious and well-educated family will emigrate in a few weeks to the United States. 
They express a desire to join our Church, and I doubt not that the two sons can 
become useful in the work of God. 

Weinsberg is three miles from Heilbronn. Till now we have held our meetings 

‘in a tavern; but a more suitable place has been offered to me. Here it looks, in 
general, very dark; but the day begins to break. Granshen is a promising appoint- 
ment. Several have commenced to inquire for the way of salvation. 

Meinhardt and Grossérlach, two villages on the Meinhardts Mountains, where 
there is at present a great famine, are opened for us. The prospects to do good are 
promising. At Gruppenbach I have lately preached several times. We had large 
and profitable meetings. 

I visit also some of brother Miller’s appointments, the agent of the Wesleyan 
Church in England, especially Murhardt, where there are now several flourishing 
classes, under the care of brother Gluck, who has laboured with much success. 
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You see, therefore, here is plenty of labour ; indeed a large field ripe for the harvest. 


May the Lord bless our efforts. : 

Most of my travelling is done per pedes (on foot). My fare among) the people 
here is generally very poor; so that I cannot stand it longer than a week, then I 
have to return home to recruit myself again. 

Our tracts have become a great blessing to many persons. The people are very 
anxious to get them; they read them attentively, and many bring their kreuzer 
(about two-thirds of a cent) for the support of the society. A foreman of a paper 
mill related to me, that since the tracts are read by his hands they behave so well 
that he often is* surprised at it. Not long ago passing a village, I commenced to 
distribute tracts ; but being late, and having still several miles to walk, I hurried on, 
with the people behind me asking for tracts. Having gone about two miles, I heard 
somebody cry ; and looking about, I saw a boy of about ten years running after me, 
with a shoe in each hand, in his.stocking feet, on the damp and cold earth, and 
nearly out of breath; he begged me to give him a tract for his parents. 

On the whole I am well satisfied with my field of labour. By many it is ac- 
knowledged and esteemed highly that our Church has sent missionaries to Ger- 
many; and I am persuaded that many who look still with suspicion on our efforts, 
will praise the Lord for our coming. May the Lord support me in my feeble 
labours, and bless them to the welfare of many souls. 


Saxony Misston.—Ehrhardt Wunderlich, Helper. 


This is one of the most interesting fields of our labour. Our young brother, 
though much persecuted, has been visibly supported by the Lord in his efforts for 
the promulgation of his kingdom. They have had powerful meetings, and many 
souls have been awakened and converted to God. Atmy last visit we had the joy-of 
giving to three brethren exhorters’ licenses, (among them the older brother of brother 
Wunderlich,) who are a great help to brother Wunderlich. His principal preach- 
ing-places are, Ruessdorf, Waltersdorf, Triebs, and Dértendorf: the people 
come from twelve to fifteen miles to attend the meetings. Last summer he 
preached every Sunday morning, at five o’clock, to a large congregation, which he 
will commence again as soon as the season will permit. Brother Wunderlich is 
also very diligent in distributing tracts, and selling Bibles and books; but the 
poverty of the people is very great, and we have therefore to sell them the Bibles 
very cheap that they may be provided with-one. Brother Wunderlich writes :— 
«I have received since I came here, in the different villages, one hundred and thirty- 
nine members, of whom two have died, eighteen were dismissed ; so that we have now 
one hundred and nineteen members—thirty in full connexion, and eighty-nine on. 
trial. They are divided into nine classes; for seven I have class-leaders, and two I 
lead myself, I am especially obliged to give thanks to the Lord, that he has raised 
men who support me with all their heart. I preach generally five or six times 
every week, and visit much from house to house.” May the Lord keep his hand 
over this young and very interesting work. 


Our CoLProrTacE. 


Brother E.,C. Poppe has principally visited Bremen and all the neighbouring 
villages, sold Bibles and books, and distributed tracts. If it be possible he exhorts 
the people, and prays with them. He has also had a stand on the fairs at Bremen 
and Vegesack. He has held meetings almost every Sabbath, and has assisted me 
sometimes in writing. 
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Brother C. Narhman has laboured since May last year under the charge 
of brother Doering. He visited Hamburg, and travelled through a part of Hanover. 
He has sold a great number of Scriptures, and also other books of our Concern. 

Brother C. Feldmann has been in the past year very useful in the work of 
God. He labours very diligently with the emigrants at Bremerhaven, and I doubt not 
that some of them will remember his exhortations in the new fatherland, and date their 
conviction from the time he called them to Christ. During the winter he laboured 
in the Duchy of Oldenburg, and his reports are very interesting. He sells books in 
the day time, and visits from house to house, and where he can make it convenient 
he holds meetings at night. He has been very successful in all his efforts, and I 
doubt not the Lord will make him more useful still. 


Brother Schuhmacher spends a part of the Sabbath with our library, 
which begins to get old. He visits people, exchanges books, talks with them, 
and, if convenient, prays with them, and tries in this way to gain souls for Christ. 

All the missionaries have tried to sell books and Scriptures, and to dis. 
tribute tracts. May the Lord continue to bless this very important branch of our 
work. 

Bremen Tract Society—The income of this society last year was only $419, of 
which $200 were received from the Illinois and $214 from the Obio Annual Con- 
ference. Our treasury is empty. We write to the different conferences to support 
us in this great work of distributing good religious tracts over Germany, and use 
this opportunity to entreat them not to let us ask in vain. You will see by the 
reports of the brethren how important tracts are to support us in our labours. If 
our American brethren could witness the anxiety of the people in general to get 
tracts, they would certainly provide us with the necessary means. 

We have published this year seven new tracts, namely—* The Narrow and the 
Broad Way,” “The Call to Repentance,” ‘The Sinner’s Friend,” “ Hast Thou 
Peace?” «The Philosophy of Life,” “Reasons of Infidelity,” ‘The Infidel in 
a Paysant’s Coat and his Correction [Restriction].” We have also republished all 
our old tracts. We have printed the past year in all 168,000 tracts, or 1,784,000 
pages. We have distributed 1,113,552; last year about 880,000 pages; therefore 
since we have been in Germany we have distributed 1,993,552 pages of tracts. 
Have we not great reason to praise the Lord if we consider this work? JI am sure 
when we shall have the general gathering in heaven, we shall hear of many who 
will praise the Lord for the German tracts of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Bible Depository—We sold in 1851, 1,747 Bibles, 2,783 New Testaments, 142 
Psalms. We received for these books about 1,000 gold rix-dollars, and gaye away 
only 22 rix-dollars’ worth. We sell to poor people for such price as they are able 
to pay, but are very cautious in giving away gratis. We are thankful for the sup- 
port of the American Bible Society, and doubt not that this favourable result will 
encourage them to do still more for Germany. 

Methodist Book Concern at Bremen.—You must not smile in reading this title. 
From the commencement of Methodism the press has been its intimate companion, 
and therefore did we enlist the same from the beginning for our work, and, you will 
see, not without success. We have published Wesley’s Sermons; Sunday-School 
Hymn Book ; Fletcher’s Address to Serious Readers who inquire « What must I 
do to be Saved 7” and Newstead’s Rules for Holy Living. Our Hymn Book, the 
first edition, 8vo., of one thousand copies, has been nearly sold; and the second, 
32mo., of three thousand copies, is selling fair. Besides these publications we 
sell our Discipline, Fletcher’s Appeal, the Sunday-school publications of our 
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Church, Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, Baxter’s Works, Kempis’s Imitation of Christ, 
and other sound German works. We have sold in the past year 3,563 books, and 
2,780 pamphlets, for the sum of about 1,300 rix-dollars gold ; and we had, after all 
expenses were paid, a net profit of 170 rix-dollars gold. I think this speaks well for 
a commencement, as well in regard to money as to the good that must be done by 
bringing these books into the hands of the people. 

The Evangelist, our German Christian Advocate, has also made good success. 
We have gained about one hundred and fifty new paying subscribers at the com- 
mencement of this yearin Germany ; so that we have about four hundred and thirty 
subscribers in Germany, and about four hundred and fifty sent from our brethren in 
America for their friends in Germany. Every one who knows the immense num- 
ber of publications here, and the prejudices against a Methodist paper, will agree 
that the Evangelist is doing well. We also receive many letters from friends, in 
which they express their joy and satisfaction in regard to the paper, and we are 
in every way encouraged to continue therewith. Where the Evangelist pays its 
visit, prejudice against Methodism will be soon conquered, 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE FOREIGN GERMAN MISSION. 


Sometime ago brother Jacoby was advised to have a quar- 
terly meeting of such of the missionaries and the helpers as 
could conveniently assemble in Bremen, and to have an annual 
meeting of the mission in the spring. The first annual meet- 
ing was held from the 11th to the 17th of March, and the pro- 
ceedings are given below, in the language and form as received. 
We give them to show the Church that the mission is assum- 
ing a regular and permanent form. One of the most interest- 
ing features of the mission is the appearing of native mission- 
aries in the field. Severalare now engaged as helpers, and one, 
brother Wunderlich, is regularly recommended to the bishops 
to be presented at some annual conference to be received on 
trial, and thus become a regular member of the mission. Oth- 
ers are preparing for the same work. Indeed, we have good 
hope that God will raise up many native missionaries in our 
foreign German mission, to carry on the work there as it was 
carried on in England in Mr. Wesley’s days. 

The first annual meeting of the missionaries of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Germany was called by the Superintendent of the mission, and met in Bremen, 
on the 11th of March, 1852. - The following brethren were present :—L. S. Jacoby, 
superintendent ; E. Riemenschneider, L. Nippert, H. Nuelsen, C. H. Doering. 
The meeting was opened by the reading of the Scriptures and prayer by the super- 
intendent. OC. H. Doering was elected acting secretary. 

On motion made it was resolved to transact the business of the meeting in 


the English language, and the time appointed to transact the business from eight 
o'clock to twelve o’clock, A. M. 


The question being laid before the meeting, by the superintendent, whether it 
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will be advisable to have our helpers recommended to our conferences in America 
to be received on trial in the travelling connexion, 

On motion made it was resolved :—That this meeting thinks it advisable to do 
so, but advises the superintendent not to send any such recommendation without 
the additional recommendation of this meeting. 

Another question made by the superintendent,—Is it advisable to ask* for more 
help from America ? 

On motion made it was resolved :—That under our present circumstances it is 
not advisable to ask for more help from America, but respectfully request the Gen- 
eral Missionary Committee to make an appropriation for an additional missionary 
for Germany if needed. 

On motion made it was resolved :—As on account of the Bremen work more 
additional help is wanted, we respectfully request the Missionary Board to make 
an additional appropriation of $50 to obtuin more of the time of brother Fiege. 

At the request of the superintendent a committee was proposed to examine the 
books and accounts belonging to the mission. E. Riemenschneider and C. H. Doe- 
ring were chosen this committee. ~~, 

On question made, Is it advisable to form a Tract Society? aresolution was passed 
for such a purpose, and the meeting resolved to prepare a Constitution for said 
society. 

The meeting adjourned with prayer by C. H. Doering. 


Friday Morning, 12th March, 10 o'clock. 

The quarterly conference being held, the meeting met at 10 o’clock. All the 
brethren being present it was opened with prayer by brother Nippert. The min- 
utes of the preceding meeting were read. 

The question being made to petition the General Conference to make a deposi- 
tory of German books of our own publications in Bremen, Germany, the following 
preamble and resolution were adopted :— 

Whereas the spread of the publications of our own standard works is of the 
highest importance for the promotion of Scriptural holiness, and for this purpose 
especially needed in Germany, as also to remove the many prevailing prejudices 
existing here against our doctrines and usages, therefore, 


Resolved, That we respectfully request the General Conference to make in 
Bremen a depository of German books of our own publications, to the amount of 
$500, and to grant a discount of fifty per cent., in order to enable us to eel] here, 
as low as possible, our own books. 

Whereas the post of the editor of the Christian Apologist is of the highest im- 
portance for the spiritual welfare of the German work and its influence, even ex- 
tending to Germany; and whereas this important post has been occupied for a 
number of years by our much esteemed brother, Rev. W. Nast, to the general sat- 
isfaction of the ministry and members of the German branch of our beloved Zion, 
therefore, 


Resolved, That we respectfully petition the General Conference for the reap- 
pointment of brother Nast as editor of the German Apologist. 

The recommendation of the quarterly conference of the Bremen Mission being 
before the meeting, it was resolved to give the additional recommendation of 
the meeting to the recommendation of brother Wunderlich to be received into the 
travelling connexion. 

Adjourned. 
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Saturday, 13th March, 8 o’clock, A. M. 


The brethren being present the meeting was opened with prayer by brother Rie- 
menschneider. Minutes read. 

On question made, Shall we form a Missionary Society, auxiliary to the Parent 
Society ? a resolution was passed for this purpose, and a committee appointed to 
draft a Constitution, Brothers Riemenschneider and L. Nippertto be this committee. 

Tn order to give this committee time for such a purpose, it was moved to ad- 
journ. 

Monday, 15th March, 10 o'clock, A. M. 

The brethren met. Prayer by brother Doering. Minutes read. The Com- 
mittee appointed to draw a constitution for the formation of a Missionary Society 
brought in their report, and the following Constitution was presented, which was 
adopted :— 


CONSTITUTION OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY IN GERMANY. 
ARTICLE I. > 


The name of this Society shall be, “The Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Germany,” auxiliary to the Missionary Society of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church in the United States of North America. 


ARTICLE II. 


The officers of this society shall consist of a President, Secretary, and Treasur- 
er, who must be members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 


ARTICLE II. 
A contribution of 2 rix-dollars Prussian currency will constitute a member for 
life ; 24 grote Prussian currency an annual member of the Society. 
ARTICLE IV. 


The missionaries of the Methodist Episcopal Church will raise in Germany an 
annual collection. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society will be held at the annual district meeting of 
the mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Germany ; at which time the Sec- 
retary and the Treasurer will give their annual report, and the officers of the next 
year will be elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 


This Constitution can be altered by two-thirds of the members present, and with 
the consent of the district meeting.

Dear Brorner,—The past year, like those that have preceded it, has been a 
year of mercy and goodness from the hand of our Heavenly Father; and I sit down 
to the pleasing task of preparing a brief report thereon. 

Myself and family have enjoyed almost uninterrupted health, and have been per- 
mitted to labour another year in the vineyard of the Lord. The congregation also 
has been wonderfully preserved, though death has been busy on every side of us: 
But two adults, directly connected with our congregation, have died during the 
year. 


Deatus. 


Francis W. Dominick, one of the oldest American residents here, and highly 
esteemed,—a regular hearer of the word of God until deprived by increasing infir- 
mities, and a warm friend of the Church,—died at the age of sixty-two years. 

The other was a Sabbath-school scholar, Margaret Abbott, aged about sixteen 
years. But a few weeks before her death she was in rosy health, but she was sud- 
denly called to pass through the dark valley ; yet in her death we have hope. She 
had listened to the voice of instruction, and God in his great mercy had visited 
her with his Spirit, in an unusual manner, for some weeks before her end, 
evidently to prepare her for it. In the Sabbath-school class to which she belonged 
a deep religious feeling had prevailed for some time. May her death prove an 
effectual warning to her young associates. — 


StraristTics. 

We have now in our mission fifty-one members of the Church, and twelve on 
probation—making in all sixty-three. 

Some of those on probation have been continued from time to time; residing as 
they do, far in the country, the circumstances prevent action in their case. Whe- 
ther they will be all finally received into membership is doubtful. 

We have received during the year five persons, by letter, from sister Churches, 
and ten on probation. Our net increase on the record is fifteen. 

The additions made to our Church during the past year are valuable ones, not 
only in view of their clear Christian experience, but also in prospect of their being 
permanent and useful members. In consequence of our increase, it has been neces-. 
sary to form another class. We have now three classes—the third led by brother 
M’Kern, on Sabbath morning. 

The Church is at present in a good spiritual condition. ‘The members seem to: 
feel the importance of living near to God, and working for God; and as a conse- 
quence, the Spirit of God works with us, and upon the hearts of the people. 


SaspatH ScuHoou. 


Our Sabbath school prospers, and is full of promise. We have upwards of two 
hundred and sixty children upon the register. Many of these are delinquents, and: 
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are so designated upon our books: but they belong to us, and we must look after 
them; hence we retain their names. We keep the names of none, however, but 
those whom we know where to find, and who are occasionally present at the 
school; so that our list is not a mere nominal one. We have had as many as one 
hundred and eighty-eight present at one time. 

Our apartments are literally filled ; we have room for no more classes without 
seriously interfering with each other. ; 

Our anniversary exercises on the evening of the 11th of September gave univer- 
sal satisfaction. Children were trained to speak appropriate pieces, and to sing— 
and they performed their parts most admirably. There was not a single failure 
among about seventy children who appeared on the platform during the evening. 
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METHODIST EPISCOPAL MISSION CHURCH, BUENOS AYRES. 


The church was crowded to overflowing, and a more delighted assembly I have 
not witnessed for a long time. I will venture to say that those who were present 
never had such a treat before. The collection amounted to fifteen hundred dollars, 
currency.* 

At the present time much religious seriousness prevails in our school among the 
older scholars. I have a meeting in my study once a week, attended by six or 
eight of the larger girls, all of whom I expect to see savingly converted. A 
similar class, from among the boys, I intend to form at my earliest convenience. 
May God bless our Sunday school, and grant unto us the realization of all it at 
present promises.

During the year I have married ten couple ;.in the same time baptized two adults 
and thirty-two children, and attended thirty-four funerals. 


Pusuic Services. 


These have been regularly attended to—preaching twice on each Sabbath, 
except three; during which time the church was undergoing repairs. The congre- 
gation has been increased during the year by the addition of several families ; not 
one, I believe, has left it. Pastoral labour has been considerably increased during 
the past year. 


FINANCES. 


These exhibit a considerable increase during the year. I make the following 
extract from the Treasurer’s report, read at the last annual meeting of the Society 
for Promoting Christian Worship in Buenos Ayres :—

To the above is to be added $200, silver, collected and expended in charity in 
our own congregation. 

From the abeve statement you will perceive that we have done our full share in 
money matters during the year. 

The amount for parsonage repairs, referred to in my last annual report, has been 
paid; and also the church most thoroughly repaired and painted. A part of the 
roof was covered originally with shingles, not having slates enough for the whole: 
This part had become so very bad, that it was necessary to remove the whole of 
it. Its place has been supplied with zinc. e 

The walls, inside, have been lined and coloured in imitation of stone ; the ceiling 
painted, and a ventilator placed in the centre ; and the seats, &c., all varnished. 
‘The church, we presume, never looked better than at present—not even when 
new. : 

Including these repairs on missionary property, our contributions to the mission- 
ary society this year, amount to the noble sum of $1,350. 

It affords me great pleasure to report your mission in such a favourable condi- 
tion, but our desires are far from being realized. We desire, and pray, and wait 
for greater things. Pray for us, that showers of blessings may fall on us during the 


coming year.

During the four years of the present missionary’s administration, the net increase 
in the mission has been forty-two members, and one hundred and fifty-four Sunday- 
school scholars. For the exact and extended statistics of the mission during the 
four years, see fourth and fifth paragraphs from close of the history of the mission 
following. 


The following historical sketch of the mission at Buenos 
Ayres will be read with interest. Asa permanent document it 
may well find a place in the annual report of the society. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL MISSION IN 
BUENOS AYRES. 


To roe CorRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


Dear Broruer,—Last year you desired me, in my annual report, to furnish a sketch 
of the history of this mission. I found it a difficult task to perform satisfactorily, 
and deferred it in the hope of gathering more extensive and accurate information ; 
and though not having succeeded in this according to my wishes, I am persuaded 
that nothing will be gained by deferring it longer. 

No records were kept at the commencement of this mission, or, if kept, I have 
not been able to obtain any knowledge of them. 

Rey. Mr. Norris commenced a regular Church record, prefacing it with the fol- 
lowing note: “On my arrival at this mission, December 22, 1842, I found no class 
book, no Church records or papers of any kind, no register of marriages or bap- 
tisms, except a small book of ten leaves, marked on the outside « General List,’ and 
containing a few lines of pastoral advice, with the following names in the hand- 
writing of several persons.” Then follow the names of thirteen persons as mem- 
bers of the Church. 

Thinking that brother Dempster might have records, I wrote to him about three 
years ago on the subject, having been applied to for a certificate of a baptism said 
to have been performed by him, but have received no answer. Perhaps my letter 
never reached him. 

Last year, in examining into the history of the Sabbath school, I gathered about 
all the traditionary information concerning the mission that is now extant. It is 
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wonderful how much at fault general recollection is on such subjects ; and how 
exceedingly difficult it is to reconcile conflicting relations. 

In order to make this sketch as perfect as possible I will begin at the beginning 
of Protestant worship in this city; at least as far back as it can be traced. In 
doing this I shall be under the necessity of repeating some of the statements made 
in my Sabbath-school sketch, which you published a year ago. 

I will arrange the matter under three general divisions. 


Division I. Mr. James Thompson, a Scotchman, arrived in Buenos Ayres in 
the year 1818, under the auspices of the “ British and Foreign School Society ;” 
the object of which society was, and is,—for I believe it still exists,—to diffuse gene- 
ral information by the establishment of schools on the Lancasterian system. He so 
far succeeded in his mission that in 1820 we find he was employed by this govern- 
ment as superintendent of a school of this description. 

Mr. Thompson was a religious man, a member and licentiate of a Baptist 
Church in Edinburgh, formed by, and under the pastoral care of the late Rev. 
James Haldan. Mr. Haldan in the early part of his-life was an East India sea cap- 
tain, amassed a fortune, became religious, built a house of worship, and established 
himself as minister. 

By this Mr. Thompson, as far as I can learn, the first Protestant worship was 
held in this city, in the house of Mr. Dickson, an English gentleman, on Sunday, 
the 19th of November, 1820. It was conducted by reading the Scriptures, exhorta- 
tion, and prayer. There were nine persons present, all males. This meeting was 
continued until the early part of 1822, when it was suspended in consequence of 
the removal of those persons by whom it was conducted. 

Such was the beginning of Protestantism in Buenos Ayres thirty-one years ago ; 
and I have connected it with the history of our mission because there seems to be 
a link uniting them. 

Although this meeting was commenced and sustained by English subjects, with- 
out, as far as I can Jearn, a single American associated with them, yet the Metho- 
distic element early mingled in it in the persons of English Wesleyans. And 
further: the same individuals, though not Americans nor Wesleyans, have, never- 
theless, always co-operated with the American and Methodist efforts. Mr. Tate, 
we believe the only man now living here who was active in the first meetings in 
1820, is still a member of our congregation. 

It seems proper therefore to claim the beginning of Protestantism in this city as 
the beginning of our mission. If this connexion be legitimately established, and we 
think it is, then is our mission the offshoot of the first seed planted in this soil. 


Drviston II. In October, 1823, Rev. Messrs Brigham and Parvin arrived here 
from the United States. What the special object of their mission was, or under 
the direction of what society, if any, they were sent, I have not been able to 
learn. They were both Presbyterians. 

With these gentlemen commenced the American effort proper. In February, 
1824, they had established preaching in the private dwelling of Mr. Tate, the 
same individual who had been associated with Mr. Thompson, and who had con- 
tinued the religious meetings after Mr. Thompson left Buenos Ayres for Chili, in 
May, 1821, until his own departure for England in 1822. He had now returmed, 
and his doors were thrown open to Messrs Brigham and Parvin. Here we have a 
connecting link in our history. 

This service was continued in the same place for about eighteen months, until 
the Rey. Mr. Parvin’s departure for the United States in the latter part of the year 
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1825. Mr. Parvin ‘married and returned in July, 1826, and recommenced the 
service in his own house. His principal employment was teaching a school. In 
1827 Rev. Mr. Torrey, also a Presbyterian, arrived from the United States, and 
laboured in connexion with Mr. Parvin in teaching and preaching. 

Mr. Parvin soon after left the country, and Rev. Mr. Torrey now became sole 
leader of the religious movement, and representative of American Protestantism. 
He devoted himself entirely to the work of the ministry. United with him were 
those who had been engaged in the original effort with Mr. Thompson. 

The Rev. Mr. Torrey laboured with commendable zeal and considerable success. 
He gathered a very good congregation, and established a flourishing Sabbath school. 
The sacraments were duly administered by him, but he never effected a regular 
Church organization. : 

Tam not aware that Mr. Torrey was under the patronage of any society at home ; 
my impression is that he acted independently. He finally left the South American 
field in 1836, having laboured here about eight years. With Mr. Torrey the 
American Presbyterian effort ended. 

Diviston III. We are now brought to the period when the American Methodist 
Episcopal effort commenced—the beginning, in form, of our present mission. 

At the General Conference of 1832 the attention of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was directed to South America as a missionary field. Dr. Bangs, in his 
History of the Church, vol. iv, page 183, says: “ The General Conference of 1832 
recommended to the bishops and managers of our Missionary Society South 
America as a proper field for missionary enterprise; and with a view to ascertain 
the state of things more accurately by personal observation, that some person should 
be sent to explore the accessible parts of the country, and report upon the prospects 
and feasibility of establishing missions among the people in that populous region.” 


«To this we were much encouraged soon after the adjournment of the last 
General Conference, by a letter received from a Christian gentleman, a member of 
our Chuzch, who had resided for some time at Buenos Ayres, in which we were 
informed that he had succeeded in forming a small class, and that they were quite 
desirous of having a missionary of our denomination sent among them. His letter 
was submitted to the board of managers, and, after due deliberation, it was most 
heartily recommended to the bishops to select some suitable person and send him on 
a missionary tour to South America, making Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Ayres the 
chief points of observation. Accordingly Bishop Andrew appointed the Rey. Foun- 
tain , Pitts, of the Tennessee Conference, for this important service, and, afier 
travelling through various parts of the country, holding missionary meetings and 
taking up collections, he set sail in the month of July, 1835, for his place of desti- 
nation.”—Bangs’s History, vol. iv, p. 185. 

Rey. Mr. Pitts arrived in Buenos Ayres about the close of 1835 or beginning 
of 1836. Rey. Mr. Torrey, as above stated, was then about closing his labours, 
and consequently the field was free for American Methodist effort. Since that date 
our mission has been the sole representative of American Protestantism in this 
city. 

When Rey. Mr. Pitts arrived he found the class in existence, which has been 
alluded toin the extract from Dr. Bangs. This he recognised, and regularly ap- 
pointed a leader for it. It consisted of some eight or ten members. He made 
application to the government for license to preach, which, after many delays, he 
obtained. He preached a few times in the private dwelling of an American lady, 
His stay, however, was short; he returned to the United States in 1836. 
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In December of this same year the Rey. John Dempster, of the Oneida Confer- 
ence, arrived here. He commenced his work at once, preaching in the same room 
that had been previously occupied by Rey. Mr. Torrey. 


« His preaching soon made a most favourable impression upon the minds of the 
people, and his congregation increased to that degree that he found it necessary to 
enlarge his place of worship; and he was, the next year, authorized by the board 
of managers to purchase a lot of ground, and proceed to the erection of a house of 
worship, about $1,500 being subscribed by the people of Buenos Ayres, and 
$10,000 more appropriated by the managers, to meet the expenses.”—Bangs, 
vol. iv, p. 274. 

Efforts were also made by the Church to establish a school in connexion with the 
mission. Rev. Mr. Dempster contemplated having one of a very high order, if not 
a college. 

«In this last work he was aided by the arrival of a teacher, Mr. Hiram A. Wil- 
son, a graduate of the Wesleyan University, who was sent by the managers in 
1838. He soon commenced a school in Buenos Ayres 3 and it has so prospered, 
that in 1840 another male and female teacher were sent to aid him in this good 
work.”— Bangs, vol. iv, p. 275. 

The male teacher referred to in the preceding extract, we presume, was the Rey. 
Orin Howard. He and his lady came out in company with the Rev. Mr. Dempster, 
who had been home on a visit; they reached Buenos Ayres in December, 1840. 
The hope, however, of establishing a mission school was not realized. The want of 
the necessary funds by the missionary society compelled them to recall not only 
their teachers, but also the ministers of the gospel from the South American field. 


The school enterprise has never been recommenced,—which is much to be re- 
gretted. With but little assistance a school might have been established at any 
time since 1842 in connexion with our mission, which would soon have supported 
itself, and proved a great auxiliary to the Church. The funds which have been 
specially contributed for this purpose since that time, and are now available, would 
be almost sufficient to establish and sustain such a school until it would sustain 
itself The English, Scotch, and German Church all have schools connected with 
them, which, I believe, are now sustained by their patrons here. 

Although ihe Rev. Mr. Dempster was authorized in 1837 to proceed to the erec- 
tion of a church, nothing was done until 1839. A lot of ground was then pur- 
chased, in a very eligible situation, containing about fifty feet in breadth and one 
hundred and fifty in depth, for the sum of $27,500 currency—equal, at that time, to 
about $1,900 United States money. 

On this ground a parsonage was erected by Rev. Mr. Dempster, and a church 
commenced, forty by sixty. The parsonage was so far completed as to be occu- 
pied by Mr. Dempster’s family. The church was not finished until his final depar- 
ture in 1842. He had been here a little more than five years, including a visit to 
the States in 1840, when he was recalled. 

The author of the “History of the Missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church” assigns as the reason for the recall of the missionaries from this field, 
its unproductiveness. In our remarks in connexion with the school, we have attri- 
buted it to the want of funds. We have not access to the records of the Board of 
Managers of the Missionary Society ; but we cannot imagine any other justifying 
cause for withdrawing all their labourers, and suspending their operations entirely in 
this mission. 

It surely could not have been for the reason assigned by the author of the “ His- 
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tory of Missions,” &c; for the Board of Managers of the Missionary Society must 
have known, as well when they made their appointments as they did when 
they recalled them, that their missionaries could not have direct access to the na- 
tive population. Romanism was known to be the religion of the State, recognised 
and established by law; and this known, it was sufficient to render it certain, that 
Protestantism would not be permitted to interfere with the subjects of the Church 
in her legal dominions. And that this was understood by the Board, we infer from 
the language of Dr. Bangs, in reference to the Rev. D. P. Kidder, when missionary 
at the same time in Brazil. He says :— The civil regulations of the country would 
not allow him to preach to the natives in their own language.” 


All that could have been expected under such circumstances, would be tolera- 
tion of Protestant worship for Protestants. This was enjoyed, and had been for 
years; and among the Protestant population—the only field for our missionary 
operations—the Rev. Mr. Dempster had been abundantly successful. 


See what he had done. In about four years, deducting his visit home, he had 
collected a large congregation; given character and popularity to the mission ; 
gathered a membership; organized a Sabbath school; established a flourishing 
day school; obtained a subscription of about $1,500 towards building a 
church; bought ground, erected a parsonage, and left a house of worship far 
advanced towards completion: and all this in about four years! Surely the field 
was not abandoned because of its unproductiveness, if anything like reasonable 
expectations were entertained as to what it should produce. 

As further evidence that the mission was entirely successful, he either took 
home with him, or was soon followed by, an application on the part of those whom 
he had served, for a missionary to be returned to them, promising to support him 
themselves. 

We have dwelt the longer upon this subject, because it is a permanent record of 
an objection often urged against our missions— Want of success 3” which objection, 
we think, is generally without foundation, and which, if it existed, would be far 
from warranting hasty abandonment. Our own missions, I am satisfied, have been 
injured by this outery of barrenness. The rising spirit in the Church to sustain 
them has been repressed, and the hands and the heart of the missionary discour- 
aged by it. I doubt whether, in the entire history-of our missions, there has been 
a single failure in realizing all the success that could have been reasonably expect- 
ed. In too many cases unreasonable expectations have been indulged, and these 
have been the foundation of all the disappointment and discouragement suffered by 
the Church. 

I remember to have read, years ago, in “ Horne’s Letters on Missions,” his com. 
parison between the Moravian and Methodist, in their fitness for the missionary 
work ; and I have thought, many times since, when hearing or reading our lamen- 
tations for want of success, how fully we have justified his estimate. 

He says:—*“ The zeal of the Moravian is calm, steady, persevering. He would 
reform the world, but he is careful how he quarrels with it. He carries his point 
by address, and the insinuations of modesty and mildness which commend them- 
selves to all men, and give offence to none. The habits of silence, quietness, and 
reserve, mark his character. The zeal of the Methodist blazes, and burns every- 
thing before it. He is open, active, bold, and ardent; he sees himself in a pushing 
world, and pushes with the foremost. He cannot brook the general coldness, and, 
fearless of consequences, censures with severity whatever he deems censurable, 
He mixes in the world; makes a hundred different attempts to effect his purpose, 
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and, if baffled in them all, directs his labours to some other quarter, which affords 
full scope to his activity.” 

He sums up by saying—* But they will not, I fear, be able to steer clear of per- 
secution, as the Moravians have done; nor do I conceive that they have patience 
and perseverance for a Greenland mission. .A Methodist preacher would think his 
life thrown away in spending twenty or thirty years upon a few converts.” 

I conceive we cannot deny the portrait. Our religious character is well deline- 
ated—the defects truly set forth. Our zeal has been too exorbitant in its demands. 
We looked for a nation to be born ina day. We have not sufficiently exercised 
the graces of patience and perseverance; and from these defects has arisen the 
objection animadverted upon. But we have grown older and wiser; our zeal has 
become better tempered with knowledge and experience; and, I trust, that here- 
after we will not only hope, but patiently wait for the salvation of God. 

I regret that the objection has been so permanently and favourably recorded, 
believing it to be groundless in reference to any of our missions, and certain that 
it is so in the case to which it is applied. 

Although this mission was thus apparently abandoned in 1842, the good provi- 
dence of God overruled, to the reconsideration of the resolutions by the Missionary 
Board; and they happily determined to comply with the request of the citizens of 
Buenos Ayres, and send them a minister of the gospel, and complete their church 
edifice. 

The Rey. Wm. H. Norris was appointed in answer to this call, and reached his 
destination in December, 1842. The church was completed soon after his arrival, 
and.dedicated by him, January 8th, 1843. 

Rey. Mr. Norris, in a letter to the Secretary of the Missionary Society, under 

date, February 19th, 1843, says :—* We opened our church with the usual dedica- 
tion services on the 8th of January. I hoped to have had the assistance of the 
Rey. Mr. Kavaselas, Chaplain of the United States Navy, who was here on a visit 5 
but being ordered to Monte Video the week previous, I had no ministerial aid on 
the occasion. The text of the dedication sermon was Isaiah lvi, 3-7.” 
- His description of the church is as follows :—« It is called the American Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. The size is sixty feet long by forty feet wide. The 
walls are of brick, the roof slate, and the floor of stone. The front isstuccoed after 
the style of the country. The gallery, slips, and pulpit are painted uniformly, in 
imitation of old English oak, by an ingenious lad who has succeeded admirably. 
The altar is carpeted and furnished with kneeling cushions ; the pulpit is well light- 
ed, and supplied with an elegantly-bound Bible and Hymn Book, the gift of Mr. 
James Edney, of New-York, as appears from the inscription they bear. The edi- 
fice is universally admired for its great neatness; it is truly one of the most con- 
venient, pleasant, comfortable little churches I ever saw, and particularly when it 
is lighted up for evening service ; and does much credit to all concerned in its erec- 
tion.” 

We find our Missionary Board appropriating for the years 1842-3, the sum of 
$8,645. This no doubt was for the purpose of liquidating the remaining debt upon 
the Church property. 

The parsonage (see opposite page) was occupied by the Rev. Mr. Dempster’s 
family, though in an unfinished state. When he left it in 1842, it was rented, 
and continued to be until 1848. At that time the present pastor determined to re- 
pair and complete the dwelling, and occupy it himself This was thoroughly done 
at a cost of from six to seven hundred silver dollars, The house is now ina good 
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condition ; a suitable, comfortable, and should be the permanent, residence of the 
minister’s family. It is about forty feet front, two stories high, with back buildings 
extending from each end, also two stories, containing in all eleven rooms. The 
house is also completely furnished, the furniture belonging to the Missionary So- 
ciety. There is also a Mission Library in the pastor’s study for his own use, and 
for the purpose of lending to those who will read. Much good has been done 
with these books. There are about one hundred and forty volumes. 


The value of the property now is not far from $12,000 United States currency, 
or cash. 

Rey. Mr. Norris, as already remarked, arrived here in December, 1842. In the 
letter above quoted, 19th February, 1843, he says :—“ The congregation still ex- 
ceeds our expectations; and several gentlemen of different denominations manifest 
a praiseworthy interest in its increase and prosperity, and judging from the past 
they will afford valuable assistance to the missionary. On a Sabbath evening we 
can generally count the representatives of at least eight denominations of Chris- 
tians. Our choir is small, and composed chiefly of professors of religion, under 
the direction of a pious Congregationalist from New-England. 


‘‘ The Sunday school was organized four Sabbaths since. The missionary elect- 
ed himself superintendent, secretary, and librarian, and regularly discharges the 
duties of his office, besides visiting absent children and looking up new scholars. 
Eight of the nine teachers are men of tried religious character, and experienced 
Sunday-school teachers; five are Methodists, one is a Congregationalist, one a 
Baptist, one a Presbyterian. We have fifty names on the register, including chil- 
dren of four nations. Under such teachers we shall be disappointed if the school 
is not a means of good to the children. 


«We must have a day-school in connexion with this mission: there is still ample 
ground unoccupied, and a loud call for one. I have very frequent applications and 
inquiries on the subject. P 

“‘ During the time that the Society was without a pastor the class continued to 
meet, and also to sustain a weekly social prayer-meeting. I found a list of eleven 
[thirteen ?] members of the Church.” 

Such was the condition of things when the Rev. Mr. Norris entered upon the 
work of this mission. He commenced the first regular Church record, and from 
this time we can trace the progress of the mission by its statistics. 


The request for a minister by the citizens, upon the recall of the Rev. Mr. 
Dempster, resulted in the organization of a Society called “The Society for the 
Promotion of Christian worship in Buenos Ayres.” 

The Constitution of this Society was-adopted at a meeting of the congregation, 
Noy. 21st, 1843, nearly a year after Mr. Norris’s arrival. Its object is solely finan- 
cial, as expressed in art. 2 of the constitution :~ 


‘«* Hach person renting a sitting becomes a member of the Society, and the pay- 
ment of five dollars, Spanish, annually, also qualifies for membership.” 


The design was to raise funds to pay the salary of the pastor and meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the congregation. To do this the expedient was adopted of rent- 
ing the pews, or seats, in the Methodist Episcopal Church. Extra subscriptions 
also were made for the purpose of meeting deficiencies. This Society has never 
met the entire expenses of the mission until within the last four years. During 
that time nothing has been received by us from the Parent Society at New-York, 
except $300 for the completing of the furniture of the parsonage, although heavy 
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expenses have been incurred by us in repairing the missionary property. There 
are amounts appearing against us in the Missionary Reports within the period above 
specified ; but they were appropriated to meet expenses incurred previously. 


The Society for the Promotion of Christian Worship in Buenos Ayres still exists, 
and manages the money affairs of the congregation. 


The Rev. Mr. Norris remained in charge of the mission four years and a half, 
having sailed hence in August, 1847. 


In his last annual report, December, 1846, he gives the following statistics :— 
Members, twenty-six, including a few who reside in Monte Video. In the Sabbath 
school ninety-six scholars, under the charge of one superintendent and twelve 
teachers. He sums up as follows :—* During the three [four?] years of his minis- 
try here, he has attended twenty-four funerals, celebrated eight marriages, and 
baptized thirty-two children.” 


By reference to the record as Rey. Mr. Norris left it, we find that during the 
four and a half years of his administration seven persons were received by certifi- 
cate, and sixteen on probation. These, added to the thirteen members left by Mr. 
Dempster, would make in the aggregate thirty-six. 

Of this number, three were dropped while probationers, and two others were not 
received ; six removed, and four were expelled; leaving on the record the names 
of twenty-one persons—seventeen members and four probationers—being a net in- 
crease of eight. 

The increase in the Sabbath-school department was forty-six children and three 
teachers. 

In December, 1847, the present incumbent arrived, and found, as above stated, 
seventeen members and four probationers; a Sunday school, with ninety-six 
scholars on the register, and a superintendent and twelve teachers. 

Since that time the mission has continued to prosper; the blessing of the Head 
of the Church has rested upon us; and at the present time we consider ourselves 
justified in saying, that the Methodist Episcopal Church in Buenos Ayres exerts 
as extended and decided a religious influence as any other Church in the commu- 
nity. 

During the four years past of our ministry here, we have received by letter ten, 
on probation fifty-five; these, added to the twenty-one found on my arrival, would 
make eighty-six. Of the members two have died, four removed by certificate, four 
withdrawn, and one expelled—making eleven. Of the probationers nine were 
dropped, two removed, and one died—making twelve; leaving an aggregate of 
sixty-three members and probationers, being an increase in the four years of forty- 
two. 

We have upon our Sunday-school register the names of two hundred and sixty- 
five scholars, and a body of teachers and officers numbering twenty-eight; being 
an increase in this department of one hundred and sixty-nine scholars, and fifteen 
teachers. 

In the same time I have baptized one hundred and six children and three adults ; 
married twenty-nine couple, and attended seventy-one funerals. 

These statistics show an increase that should be gratifying to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Missionary Society, and demonstrate most certainly that this mission 
has not been a failure. It is now fully able to sustain itself, and a little more. We 
have this year remitted about $250 to the Missionary Board, and expended more 
than $1,000 in repairs upon missionary property, besides raising about $1,200 to 
meet our current expenses. Surely this mission is not a failure! 
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We have thus endeavoured to group the principal points in the history of this 
mission, so as to present a connected view of the whole. That we are entirely 
accurate in every particular we can scarcely hope; but, let him who comes after 
us, do better.

China Mission.

Owing to the failure of the health of Rev. J. D. Collins, who 
has superintended our mission at Fuh-Chau, China, he return. 
ed home last year. This left the superintendency somewhat 
unsettled. We have not therefore so formal and detailed an 
annual report as we could wish. All our advices are favour- 


able, and we are informed of the plans and purposes of the 
mission. 


In the mean time the Rev. J. D. Collins has sent us such a 
report as he has been able to make from his correspondence 
with the mission, and from his visit to San Francisco, Califor- 
nia. We give it below. It will be seen that brother Collins 
looks to China as the scene on which the triumphs of the cross 
among the Chinese must take place. His views of the Chinese 
population out of China, as a field of missionary labour, are 
commended to consideration. 


To THe CorrEsponpine SEcRETARY. 

Dear Broruer,—My absence from my field of labour, together with the full and 
frequent advices you receive from the brethren actually engaged there, admits of 
my being brief in representing to the Board the operations and progress of the 
China Mission during the past year. 

At the date of my last annual Report, though in feeble health, I hoped so to re- 
gain my strength as to remain in China. This hope was disappointed ; and in obe- 
dience to the earnest advice of those associated with me, I am now seeking in 
this country such a restoration of physical energies as will warrant my return. This, 
by the continued blessing of God, I trust I shall be able eventually to do. The 
strength of the mission has been increased during the year by the safe arrival at 
Fuh-Chau of Mr. and Mrs. Wiley, Mr. and Mrs. Colder, and Miss Seely. Sister 
Seely has since been united in marriage with brother White. The entrance of these 
brethren on their field of labour has been very favourable. Their health, during their 
long voyage and since their arrival, has been graciously preserved. They have 
been successful in obtaining places for residence, and have commenced with much 
interest the study of the language and early missionary labours. The brethren 
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who have been longer in the field, Mr. White, and Mr. and Mrs. Maclay, have 
continued their labours without interruption. Brother Maclay’s school has been 
sustained with its usual interest ; several of the pupils have remained in the school 
almost from its commencement, and have made encouraging progress in the acqui- 
sition of gospel truth. There are about twenty in attendance. The girl’s school, 
under the supervision of Mrs. Maclay, has about half the abovenamed number of 
pupils. Both as an exhibition of Christian interest in the female portion of the 
Chinese population, Christian sympathy with them in their degradation and neglect, 
and as the appointed means of instruction and salvation to the scholars and those 
who may be influenced through them, I regard these schools as two of the most 
important agencies of the mission. It is believed a larger number of pupils can be 
brought to attend, and its usefulness still further increased. Brother White late 
last year opened a school for both boys and girls. 

Preaching at brother White’s and brother Maclay’s chapels, and on Sunday at 
the school-room to those connected in various capacities with the mission, has been 
continued. The attendance has been good, and an increased attention to the word 
spoken has been observed. Wayside preaching, and the distribution of the Scrip- 
tures and tracts, have been attended to. 

Considerable attention has been given by the mission during the year to the pub- ~ 
lication of the Holy Scriptures in Chinese, and we gratefully acknowledge the re- 
ception of liberal donations from the American Bible Society to assist in this de- 
partment of our work. The Committee of Revision, which had been for several 
years engaged upon the New Testament, at Shanghae, submitted their work to the 
various missions soon after the date of our last annual report. The version they 
produced, with slight alterations made at the different stations, will probably be 
generally adopted and used for some time to come. The facilities for printing at 
Fuh-Chau are such that the mission find it much more economical to publish there 
than to send to other stations to purchase. It has accordingly determined to print 
irom time to time those portions of this version that it requires for circulation. The 
Gospel by St. Matthew has been published, that by St. John followed, and other 
portions will succeed these. Much time is required for this work in the prepara- 
tory examination of the text, and in correcting the proof-sheets ; but itis peculiarly 
gospel labour. Enlarged acquaintance with the Chinese, in respect to their liter- 
ature and religion, increases our sense of the importance of giving them the Bible. 

The Chinese possess no books which they believe to be of Divine revelation. 
The works of Confucius are of great authority ; but they are regarded as of human 
origin, and consist of precepts of rare worldly wisdom. They have no book which 
professes to answer authoritatively the great questions which arise in reference to 
the being and attributes of God, man’s spiritual nature and his destiny beyond 
the present state of existence. Here is a great vacancy which the Bible alone can 
fill; and as the missionary goes forward preaching the word, he finds a demand for 
the written testimony which only the largest liberality of the Church can supply. 

The extension of the United States, with its institutions, political, educational, and 
religious, to the Pacific coast greatly lessens the distance which separates it from 
China, and is, in many respects, the initiative to more frequent intercourse and 
more intimate relations with her people. The responsibilities of the Church to 
labour for their conversion have correspondingly increased. Doubtless it is of the 
first importance that the emigration to our western coast should recognise the 
claims and acknowledge the purifying and saving influence of our holy religion. 
The first people professing Christianity dwelling in the sight of the Chinese 
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should, by all means, be truly a Christian people. Viewed merely in the light of 
their ulterior results in the conversion of China, too great efforts cannot be made to 
maintain there the gospel in its purity and power. : 

Tidings have reached the Chinese of the mineral wealth of California. They 
have shared with the rest of the world in the excitement these tidings are calculated 
to produce. At this time there are several thousands of them in that State, engaged 
in the struggle for rapid wealth. They have brought idolatry with them. They 
have erected a heathen temple* in an;American city and amid surrounding Chris- 
tian churches. Their families do not accompany them. They are not establishing 
permanent homes in the country, but, frequently shifting their places of residence, 

‘generally purpose returning to their own land when they shall have secured the 
wealth they came for. They in some cases partially adopt the American costume, 
but no farther than convenience or economy for the time dictates. The knowledge 
of our language they acquire is limited to the exigencies of trade and daily busi- 
hess transactions. Their pronunciation is imperfect, and the number of words they 
know the meaning of is small. Such are the difficulties of their own language, so 
many are the diverse dialects they speak, I deem it utterly improbable that any 
minister will acquire in California such a knowledge of the Chinese as will enable 
him to preach successfully in it. The Chinese acquire a superficial knowledge of 
our customs and institutions because they are surrounded by them and constantly 
compelled to observe them; but they seldom feel so great an interest in them as to 
turn aside from their mercenary pursuits to study their character and workings: 
They have inherited from their forefathers, and personally maintained, in their own 
country, a thorough ignorance and indifference in regard to the great truths upon 
which the claims of the gospel are based. The absorbing lust for gold does not 
induce in them a lively sense of the importance of spiritual concerns. 

It is of weighty and instant concern that these persons should be savingly con- 
verted. The only questions are as to the best time and method of undertaking the 
work. Their scattered positions over a great State ; their wandering habits of life ; 
their unacquaintance with our language in its whole range of religious expression, 
and our unacquaintance with theirs ; their ignorance of the Sabbath; their concen- 
tration of thought and energies upon the acquisition of wealth—all discourage the 
belief that they would be to any considerable extent benefitted by sending ministers 
to them in California from this country at present. 

Something may be done by the circulation among them of the Scriptures and 
tracts. 

They appreciate, to some extent, the advantages of education, especially of a 
knowledge of the English language. A good school, in which gratuitous instruc- 
tion should be offered them, would probably, more than any other instrumentality, 
bring a number under a strong and continued Christian influence, and might furnish 
educated and pious men to enter into the work when more favourable circum- 
stances shall invite the Church to put forth more general, direct, and active efforts 

f or the salvation of the Chinese in California. But this agency cannot be relied 
upon for the ultimate supply of labourers for this field. The experience of forty 
years of devoted missionary labour by various societies, and at various points among 
the Chinese emigrants to the Indian Archipelago, teaches us that the main effort for 
the conversion of the Chinese should be made upon their own soil. Our mission-

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ary stations there must be maintained in efficient, healthy operation. The converts 
there made, through the preached word, or in the seminaries of learning, will go 
with their countrymen and to their countrymen abroad, and preach to them the 
gospel under peculiarly favourable circumstances. They will possess, by nature 
and association, an intimate acquaintance with their tempers, dispositions, and the 
means of influencing them, which the child of no other country can hope ever to 
acquire. ‘They will mingle the saving truths of Christianity with tidings from their 
native land; their presence as Christian teachers will proclaim the fact that the 
stronghold of heathenism has been entered, that the powers of idolatry are shaken, 
and that the religion they see about them, and which they are urged to embrace, is 
destined to take the place of the superstitions which have bewildered them, and in 
which they have trusted. We may not then slacken our direct efforts for the con- 
version of the Chinese with the expectation that the emigration to our country, 
brought under the influence of the gospel, will return and prove to be a more 
powerful instrumentality. We may hope that eventually much will be effected in 
this way. So we should pray. But the indications are not such as encourage a 
present reliance upon it; and as we desire to see the Chinese in their country and 
in ours partakers with us of the blessings of the gospel; we should continue and 
increase our prayerful support of the China mission. 


We are indebted to the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions for the use of their cut, from which the 
preceding map,of the city of Fuh-Chau and its vicinity is 
printed. The geographical explanations below were furnished 
us by Rev. J. D. Collins, the superintendent of our mission at 
Fuh-Chau, who is now on a visit to the United States on ac- 
count of ill health. Possibly brother Collins may contribute 
some information concerning the population, streets, temples, 
customs, &c., of the city. Should he be able to do so, the 
readers of the Missionary Advocate shall have the pleasure and. 


the benefit of them. 


«“ Fon-Caau—Irs Srrvation.—Fuh-Chau Fuh, the suburbs of which are repre-- 
sented in the accompanying sketch map, is situated upon the river Min, about thirty 
miles from its mouth. On leaving the ocean, the traveller passes up this river, 
through a range of mountains, the bases of which are washed by the stream, for 
the distance of twenty miles. At this point the highlands, which have hitherto ap- 
proached the river so closely, fall back on either hand, and sweeping around in a 
circuit, meet again away to the west, forming a circle twenty miles in diameter.. 
The plain which lies embosomed within is called by the Chinese Puh-Chau—the: 
«“ Happy Valley” —and has given the same name to the city, which occupies a 
gentral position upon it. 

« Tur River Min.—<Across this plain the river flows in two great streams; one: 
taking its course along the base of the mountains which form its southern limit, the 
other making its meandering way nearly across its centre from west to east. This. 
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is the branch upon which the city is situated, and a section of which is represented 
in the map. This stream varies in width, at places being less than an eighth of a 
mile across, and at others spreading out in a broad surface between banks more 
than a mile apart. Its channel is very winding, and of difficult navigation to 
European vessels. Chinese junks, of considerable draught, however, pass rapidly 
up and down with favourable tides; so that from the city an extensive commerce is 
carried on with other cities upon the coast.” 


Liberia {Mission Conference. 


The annual report of this mission, together with the minutes 
of the conference, and sundry reports of committees on educa- 
tion; state of the new seminary in Monrovia; extension of the 
work among the natives; improvement and enlargement of the 
mission property, &c., have been received from Rev. Francis 
Burns, present superintendent of the mission. The conference. 
met at Millsburgh, January 21st ; Rev. Francis Burns presided, 
by appointment of Bishop Janes. The session was harmonious. 
During the year two members of the conference have died, viz., 
James Moore and W. H. Payne. 

We gather from the documents, that upon the whole the mis- 
sion is in a healthy condition, and has increased somewhat in 
strength and action. Last year there were ten hundred and 
seventy-four members, this year eleven hundred and thirty— 
being an increase of fifty-six: last year there were one hundred 
and. twelve probationers, this year one hundred and twenty- 
seven—increase fifteen. The whole increase of members and 
probationers is seventy-one. 

The contributions within the mission for the support of the 
ministry, but chiefly for building and repairing churches, have 
been between $1,600 and $2,000. 

The stations of the preachers, and the statistics of the con- 
ference, will be found at the close of the report. 


Liberia Mission Conference. 


Awnnvuat Report, 
To THE CorREsronpIng SECRETARY. 


REVEREND anp Drar Brorner,—In my last I acknowledged the reception of 
various letters, and the despatches sent to the conference and myself from you. 


What influence your advices have exerted upon our deliberations and actions, and 
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to what extent your instructions have been obeyed, will be clearly perceived by 
reference to the minutes of the conference, and the reports of its different commit- 
tees, as well as to other documents herewith sent. 


Want of a means of conveyance for myself and family from Cape Palmas to 
Monrovia, in fulfilment of the wishes both of the bishop and board, detained me at 
Palmas some three or four weeks, and occasioned much loss of time to the brethren 
who were waiting, away from their stations, at or near the place appointed for 
holding the session, and threw back the time of actually beginning two weeks be- 
yond that designated at the previous conference. But such things are neither new 
nor rare, and are likely, to a greater or less extent, to occur again, until we have 
at our own command some sure and certain means of getting from one point of this 
mission to another, as duties or emergencies may demand. 


By using all possible expedition we were enabled to meet the brethren at Mills- 
burg, on Wednesday, 21st January, at ten o’clock. The minutes will show that a 
fair proportion of the members was present, though not all. Two, since we parted 
in 1851, had passed away from us—one far advanced in life, to whom it would 
seem little work remained but that of setting his house in order; the other, a young 
man of promise, not yet eligible to elder’s orders. The former, brother James 
Moore, it appeared, had taken passage on board a vessel for the United States, and 
when nearly there, was struck on the head by something falling from above, and 
survived only six hours. 

Brother William H. Payne had gone with his boy and canoe to make some ob- 
servations about the bar of the Cape Mount River, not far from the mission premi- 
ses at that place; but venturing too far, he was swept out by the rapidly running 
current, his canoe upset, and himself drowned. Though an excellent swimmer, he 
never rose after first disappearing beneath the surface of the water. Memoirs of 
these two brethren are in preparation. Upon two or three others, who have gone 
in and out among us for years, time and toil have exerted an influence, which 
leaves it very doubtful if they meet with us many times more. 

Our session may be said to have been a harmonious one; a fine spirit reigned 
both within and without the conference. 

Those upon whom devolved the duty of making out reports, though rather 
heavily taxed, accomplished their work faithfully. I really feel under obligations 
to my brethren, in this respect, for the relief they afforded me. We got through 
all our work, and started for our homes on the 26th. If our friends in Millsburg 
do not receive a blessing for their attention to their brethren in the ministry during 
the session of the conference, I think it will not be laid to their charge ; they really 
outdid themselves in hospitality and kindness. We not only enjoyed the good 
things of their tables, but, what was infinitely better, the influence of their prayers, 
and were edified by their godly conyersation and counsel. May the Lord abun- 
dantly bless them in spiritual and temporal things. 

In the early part of the month of November, asmall and comparatively defenceless 
portion of our citizens, near Bassa Cove—two men, three women, and five children 
—were unexpectedly attacked, without having given the least provocation, by some 
eight or nine hundred natives, and were butchered in cold blood. A few days 
subsequently, as large, or perhaps a larger number, made an attack upon the set- 
tlement above mentioned, while parties, allies in the onslaught, either openly 
attacked or held in abeyance other settlements in the neighbourhood. Their 
object was to destroy the colony, and annihilate all missionary operations, and 
then restore the accursed slave-trade. 
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A kind and beneficent Providence, ever watchful over the interests of our Libe- 
ria, would not allow them to succeed. The invading tribes concentrated their 
strength principally upon the Cove.. The weight of their onslaught fell chiefly 
on one point, which was defended by about fifteen men, shielded by such works as 
circumstances, and the short notice to prepare for an engagement, had enabled them 
to construct. This point they surrounded on three sides, evidently intending to leap 
simultaneously within the defences, cutlasses in hand, and make short work with the 
little party within. At the same time they intimated their design to attack other points 
in the settlements, which the colonists had thought it important to defend; so that no 
one could come to the assistance of the point on which the greatest weight of their 
power fell. But the struggle was not long. With disappointed expectations, 
wounded pride, and loss of numbers, they soon fled, in the most tumultuous disor- 
der. Ina month from that time four hundred colonists, with three or four hundred 
friendly natives, the President at their head, took the field, encamping out, and 
Scouring the countries from whence these hostile natives came, till it is supposed 
they were tired of their undertaking. Between four and five weeks were con- 
sumed in this campaign. Our men were exposed to much suffering. It is a 
miracle of divine mercy that many more are not either dead or disabled. But four 
colonists lost their lives, and about the same number of friendly natives. Several 
were wounded, among whom was brother John W. Harland, a slug entering his 
nose, and coming out far down in the roof of his mouth, by which he has lost the 
use of his left eye, but otherwise is nearly recovered, as you will see by the minutes 
of the conference. Lieutenant-Colonel M?Gill received a shot in the thigh, but 
had no bone fractured. He is rapidly recovering. 


CAPE PALMAS DISTRICT. 


By deaths, removals, expulsions, and other causes, we have decreased in num- 
bers on the Cape Palmas circuit this year; but our influence is neither circum- 
scribed nor lessened thereby. On the contrary, we believe that a higher respect is 
entertained for our mission, and clearer views of our doctrines and discipline; and 
not only do old doors of usefulness continue sti!] wide open, but also new and im- 
portant ones demand our attention. 


The Church numbers one hundred and sixty-six members and twenty probation- 
ers. The death of the chief magistrate, John B. Russwurm, Esq., the succession of 
another to his office and duties, together with the excitement growing out of a 
proposition to cease being a colony, and to become part of the Republic of Liberia, 
have operated, as might have been expected, disastrously to the peace and spiritu- 
ality of our Church—only, however, so far as the adult members are concerned. 
The younger portion of the Church, with few exceptions, have held on their way 
with admirable steadfastness. 

God is certainly doing a great work in that place among the children of our 
Sabbath schools. The word of his grace is taking deep hold on their tender hearts ; 
and if things proceed as they have done, and now seem likely to do, the time is 
not distant when the Lord will ‘have an army of the children there to enlist in his 
work, and to declare his praise. But the people generally—very generally—are 
poor, and obliged to struggle hard, and that continually, to possess themselves of 
the common necessaries of life. Where the fault of all this lies is not distinctly 
perceived ; at least is not universally agreed upon. 
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Sabbath Schools—Those among the colonists have averaged this year one hun- 
dred and two scholars. The children are being trained up in the literature of our 
own Church. The catechisms, Youth’s, A. and B. Libraries, sent me by the Sunday- 
School Union of our Church, have, by some of the pupils at least, been mentally 
eaten up. In fact it has made the bellies of some of the little folks “ bitter,” for a 
number have turned from their sins to the living God. Nothing more in the book 
line is wanting on this charge for 1852; with care they have a good supply. 

Bible Classes.—Of these we have two; and to manage them requires some tact, 
if one would make them increasingly interesting, and lead forth the mind of the 
members composing them to higher efforts. But the exercise is delightful and 
profitable. We have about twenty young men and women in these classes, who 
make very commendable proficiency in acquiring a knowledge of the Bible. 


Work amone tHe Natives. 


This part of the work on the Cape Palmas Circuit is gradually expanding and 
constantly taxing all our powers of invention to so adapt the limited agencies at 
our command, as to meet the numerous and ever-varying requirements of the mis- 
sion, without materially increasing its expense. 

At Gillibo our brother Gross and his very estimable companion continue to re- 
side and to labour. Although the tribes, within which is his field, have been all the 
year engaged in a war with an adjacent tribe, and brother Gross, his wife, and 
their little ones, live away from any town, wholly by themselves, the mission 
school has gone on as usual, without the slightest disturbance or fear. The aver- 
age number of scholars has increased from six to eight since last year, which rather 
exceeds the number of which the amount appropriated to that school for board of 
scholars admits. ‘The war has greatly interrupted the itinerant labours usually per- 
formed by brother Gross in his vicinity. 

Brother C. H. B. Scotland still has our mission school at Barraka. The num- 
ber of his scholars has become greater than was anticipated in the appropriation ; 
indeed we find it difficult to meet the wants of our schools with the appropriations 
allowed for them. Under date of 31st December, brother Scotland writes: “ My 
object is to save souls; and although I advance slowly, I thank God that the influ- 
ence of this station has begun to be seen by other towns. Christmas-day was a 
day of rejoicing to my soul, and never was I more deeply wrought upon; it was 
so refreshing that I think all my future Christmases will be spent in the same man- 
ner. I held service with the people of Barraka big town, and endeavoured to 
explain to the natives the design of Christmas-day, and why the American people 
kept it as they did. They seemed greatly surprised and pleased. ‘The attendance 
was unusually large, and all were very attentive to what was said. Several had 
prepared dinners, and I received three or four invitations from different native men 
to go and eat with them. 

Davis Town.—This is a new place. Its history is as follows. The man rescued 
from sassawood, two or three years since, an account of which rescue was pub- 
lished in your Missionary Advocate, has been educated by the missionaries now at 
the Gaboon. He belongs to one of the most influential families in the whole Gre- 
bo tribe, Although the Church would not admit him to membership, because he 
would continue to be a polygamist, he nevertheless has always regarded most of 
the superstitious customs and cruel rites of his countrymen with disgust and loath- 
ing. He has used his influence to check, and finally to remove these practices ; 
but with obviously little effect, other than that of raising suspicion and opposition 
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against himself. One could do nothing among so many. He at last concluded to 
move away and begin a new town, of which he would be, by the long-estab- 
lished usages of his country, both the father and chief—the right to direct and 
govern in all things vesting in his own hands. This he has, with some difficulty, 
effected, after having, I believe, secured the protection of the colonial authorities. 
We have said he is a polygamist ; but in other respects his avowed purpose in moy- 
ing away from his people has continually and openly been, that of adopting, both 
for his own family and for his town, a system of municipal policy, more in accord- 
ance with Christian civilization, as respects the rights of conscience, observance of 
the Sabbath, the establishment of regular worship, sacredness of the rights of 
property, &c., &c. In all this, of course, we have felt it our duty to encourage 
him ; and have regarded it as clearly within our commission, to pledge to him, while 
he is faithful to his avowed intentions, our continued countenance and aid as a mis- 
sion. I have in furtherance of our design requested an exhorter of our Church to hold 
meetings at his town every Sabbath afternoon, when practicable. In the remarks 
made by yourself, in the annual report of last year, (see page 158,) you ask, « Can- 
not the mission become the heart and soul of the town, and not the town of the 
mission?” Iam thoroughly convinced of the soundness of the policy here indi- 
cated ; but then the fields should be chosen with great care, and committed to cool, 
experienced, and gifted hands. We have two or three places within this mission 
at which, I should judge, such a policy might be adopted with safety ; but the men, 
the mrn, to execute the trusts that such a system comprehends? Davis Town is 
one of those places. It will, unquestionably, augment with great rapidity. The 
strong disaffection, on the part of a considerable portion of the native population, 
towards their old superstitions, to our mind, surely foretokens this result. Allow 
us to commend this small but deeply interesting beginning to the especial attention 
of our board, and those who hereafter may be called upon to execute their wishes 
at Cape Palmas. 

Natives at Cape Palmas.—These we understand as embraced, by reflected lines 
of gospel light, by daily intercourse, by identity of language, by ties of consan- 
guinity and marriage, and, lastly, by proximity of residence both to the American 
settlers and Davis Town, in all that is done at the latter place. 

Bolobo, Plebo, and Dena Tribes.—These are contiguous tribes, thirty miles dis- 
tant in the interior, stretching semicircularly behind Sarraka and Barraka, from north 
to about east-north-east, and reaching the Cavally river. Thither, as reports 
already sent will have informed you, we have requested our assistant, brother 
Joseph G. Thompson, and brother Gross to go and preach to them, and sound them 
as to their disposition for receiving among them a Christian teacher. They appear 
extremely anxious to have one, promise to do all that may be required, &c.; but in 
our opinion, the time has not yet fully come, if even the means of the station 
would allow of it, to do more than to direct our brethren itinerating among the 
natives, and the preacher in charge, to make a circuit through those countries two 
or three times annually, as weather and the appropriations to the entire circuit will 
justify, till a better understanding be had of some things as yet hanging in doubt, 
It will be understood that the adoption of this arrangement will materially affect 
the amount for travelling expenses, and perhaps slightly some others, at this point 
in our mission, annually. Such has been the case this year, 

New Church near Mount Emory.-—Something like $400 have been paid to- 
wards this ‘building during the year just closed—#300 by our board, and $100 
raised by the people in different ways, for whose benefit it is intended. This has 
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placed all the stone for the building on the ground, and some of the other materi. 
als. Enough has been appropriated the present year, with what we trust the in- 
habitants will yet do, to put the lime, sand, and all the wood materials on the spot, 
leaving nothing to be done the following year but to put up and finish the house. 
As both the carpenters and masons are so occupied by pre-engagements this year 
as to preclude our getting them, without liability to frequent and long interruptions, 
it was judged best to appropriate only so much to this work as would be required 
in getting together all the materials. 


Sinor anpD Reepsvinte Circuit. 


We have not had the gratification of seeing this part of our work on our way to 
the conference this year, as usual. Impelling circumstances, over which we could 
exercise no control, had detained us so long beyond the proper time at the leeward, 
that we were obliged to forego the pleasant duty of calling there. It is however un- 
questionably a place of rapidly-growing importance, demanding not only the active 
exertions of our old-fashioned, nimble-footed itinerancy, but a considerable outlay 
of means to meet the urgent and increasing wants of the charge. A new parson- 
age is immediately wanted. In fact the preacher will be obliged to rent a house 
to live in this year, if he would make himself and family comfortable. You will 
see that we have referred to it in the bill of estimates for 1853. With the little as- 
sistance we have afforded them, our brethren will have finished a church for them- 
selves before the close of this year. 

Reedsville, inhabited by some people taking the common name of “ the Reed’s 
people,” after either their former master or mistress in the United States, is still 
poorly provided for. The people there are in great need of public worship, and a 
teacher for their children, our means not allowing a special appropriation for that 
settlement; and the difficulties of intercourse between it and Louisiana, being 
such, especially during the rainy season of the year, as to render passing to and 
from, particularly for children, extremely perilous. A thought has often arisen in 
our mind about these people, and a large number of others coming among us. It 
is this: At least nine-tenths of the immigrants who come to Liberia, who become 
members of our Churches, have their children educated at our schools, and in times 
of sickness and dependence share our charities, come to us from within the pale 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Well, they are certainiy and heartily 
welcome to our shores, and to every emolument and privilege guaranteed to them 
by the constitution and laws of our free republic. With all our heart and soul we 
say to them, Come. We never think there is a difference, without an extra effort 
and a calling up of some of the painful past; really there is no difference be- 
tween us. The Southern Methodist organization, though it had reference to our 
coloured brethren in the slaveholding portions of the American Union, was cer- 
tainly not in any part of it their action, nor have they any responsibility in the 
matter. We therefore most cordially agree with Bishop Capers, that to erect a 
separate Church organization from that in the Republic of Liberia, « would be to 
set up altar against altar” without anything like a reason for it. Nevertheless, we 
are of opinion there is too much of independence and a laudable ambition to do 
fully their own part in any work to which they have the right of contribution; 
too en anxiety for the comfort of those who have been their servants, and were 
reared in their Churches; in a word, too much genuine Christian benevolence and 
philanthropy, not to desire some avenue of consistent copartnership in bearing the 
expenses of a Christian Mission established principally for the benefit and elevation

of those who once belonged to them, and of whose sweat, and toil, and effort, if 
any beings beneath the sun have it, they have the benefit. We have mistaken the 
character of the whole South, if they have not too much of pride, of liberality, 
and a chivalrous spirit, to permit the Methodist Episcopal Church to sustain the 
whole of a burden, any part of which by fair and logical inference belongs to 
themselves. The terms upon which the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
may operate in aid of the Liberia Mission upon a great scale, are not to 
be settled by us here; but so far as any private charity or munificence is con- 
cerned, it will afford us individually great and lasting gratification to be the instru- 
ment of executing the wishes of any gentleman or lady, in that or any other sec- 
tion of the country. Our brother Beverly R. Wilson has been appointed to take 
charge of our Church interests at Sinoe this year, upon whose public spirit, good 
taste in mechanical operations, and popular talents as a Methodist minister we 
place much reliance. We are quite confident of prosperity. 


BASSA DISTRICT, 


Bassa aAnp Lanesporovuex Circvrr. 


This embraces a number of separate places and fields of labour, a distinct refer. 
ence to which, as far as we possess the means of description, may not be amiss. 
Allow us to say, this whole field has been the scene of the dreadful events men. 
tioned in the former part of this report. At times, of course, the agitation among 
the citizens has been intense, precluding proper attention to almost every other 
consideration. 

Edina—This is the place of residence for the one having the oversight of this 
part of our work. The report of the presiding elder of the district, and the statis- 
tics, will afford you all the information pertaining to the subjects embraced in them 
that you may wish. At this point for years past our brethren have borne the ex. 
pense of building and repairing their own churches, with very little assistance from 
the funds of your missionary society. The peculiar and unlooked-for distresses of 
this year has inclined the estimating committee to grant them a little aid. They 
have increased both in numbers and importance, like Sinoe and the other parts to 
which allusion has been made. As to the old parsonage, being in too dilapidated 
a state, and occupying a very unsuitable because an unhealthy and barren Site, it 
has been thought best to forego all repairs but those indispensable to immediate 
comfort, till a more eligible site for a mission house can be procured and the means 
spared to erect a new building. Here, also, we have a fine week-day school. 

Bassa Cove.—This is a member of the Edina station, commonly so called, lying 
on the opposite side of the St. John’s River, but a distinct society, with a church of 
its own, and with Sabbath and week-day schools. It has received some fine acces- 
sions during the last year, and is now fast rising in intelligence and importance. 
An assistant preacher on this charge resides at this place and teaches the day 
school. 

Bexley.—This beautiful little agricultural settlement is situated about eight miles 
up the St. John’s River. Our society here is composed of men and women both 
thrifty in their temporal circumstances and in earnest to save their souls. In all 
these townships are discernible the operation of social elements that at no distant 
day will elevate their inhabitants to independence, and cast far and wide the light 
of sound Christian doctrine and a pure spiritual worship. We haye here a smal] 
place for our meetings, also a Sabbath and a week-day school. 

Lanesborough.—This is known as being a point among the natiyes at which is 
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posted brother John L. Morris. It will embrace a larger territory this year than the 
last, stretching farther out into what is known among us as the “ Little Bassa” 
cduntry. In addition to the labours of brother Morris, our missionary, it will 
receive help by a constant interchange of the local preachers from Edina and 
Bassa Cove. It continues to be a hopeful field from the good impression that, it is 
believed, has been already made among its inhabitants. 

Peter Harris’s Town is situated in an opposite direction from Lanesborough, 
(regarding Edina and Bassa Cove as the centre,) about twelve miles up the Ben- 
son’s River, and is under the headship of a well-educated chief. He is decidedly 
friendly to the colonists, has thrown open his town for schools and the gospel, and 
given our brethren a warm and pressing invitation to establish themselves in his 
town and territory. It being impracticable last year, on account of indecision in 
the minds of the chiefs of the New-Cess country, and their relation and proximity 
to the hostile tribes to whose bloody deeds reference has been made, to labour in 
that mission as had been proposed, brother Harland employed his time profitably at 
this point; so that in fact nothing has been lost. 

New-Cess Mission.—N otwithstanding the fluctuations in the minds of the head 
men just noticed, I know not that anything prejudicial to their character ought to 
be inferred. With two powerful chiefs, one on either side of them, with whom 
they had for years been at war, and to whom they had finally been obliged to suc- 
cumb,—chiefs who now were combining all their strength for a deadly onset upon 
the unsuspecting colonists,—it ought not to be regarded as something so unusually 
perfidious—at least, notso strange—that their whole course towards the colonists in 
such circumstances should wear an air of mystery. Circumstances have changed, 
and they are now entirely at their own option, and may do and speak as they think 
proper. They ought, no doubt, to be looked upon now as decidedly and openly 
friendly to our mission. It is allowed on al] hands to be one of the finest countries 
within the republic ; thickly studded with large and permanent native towns, and 
offering to the Church one of the most promising fields for missionary effort within 
our knowledge. How grand and consistent with the mission of Christ to a lost 
world the idea of turning this hitherto nest of slavers—this den. of dragons and 
cage of every unclean and hateful bird—into a garden of the Lord, from which 
shall ascend the sweet and acceptable savours of prayer and praise in aspirations of 
‘blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and 
might, unto our God, forever and ever!” ‘This mission must be amply sustained. 

Marshall.—This is thirty miles higher up the coast than New-Cess. The colo- 
nial population at this point does not exceed thirty or forty, in the midst of the 
native population. Some little good is being done by the hands of our old and 
faithful brother Gloster Simpson, but whether enough to justify a continuance of 
our efforts there is the point upon which, hitherto, we have been unable to come to 
a decision. We are hoping that the results of the present year will enable us to 
come to a wise conclusion. 


. MONROVIA DISTRICT. 


Monrovia.—The condition of this station is generally too well understood to re- 
quire many words from me. I cannot but sympathize deeply with its members in 
their present distress. More than a year ago their church fell to the ground, and 
they were obliged to commence rebuilding. There are few helpers. They have 
struggled along till the body walls are complete. Having exhausted what means 
they could command they were obliged io stop the work, awaiting the session of 
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the conference, hoping that some one of its members would be allowed to travel 
and raise means to rescue them from their present difficulties. To the ap- 
pointment of one of the conference members in the employ of the mission to such 
a service, without the employers’ permission, even had we had the man to spare 
from the regular work, serious objections might be raised. Our brethren owe their 
disappointment in this particular principally to the two grounds of objection just 
hinted at. Itis hoped, however, they will yet succeed in securing an agency from 
the conference, members in effectuating their original design, and that he will be 
completely successful. Our brethren are very strongly disposed to help and depend 
upon themselves as far as possible,—a disposition, I am confident, you highly com- 
mend. Allow me to say, should an agent of the Monrovia Church arrive in the 
United States, our friends there will be aiding a worthy and necessitous society in 
furthering, in every possible way, the objects of his mission among them. In the 
late war our people of Monrovia have been obliged, as is generally the case, to act 
a conspicuous and dangerous part. The derangements which this event has spread 
through all departments of industry and enterprise has contributed greatly to their 
present embarrassments. In helping them our friends abroad will be helping the 
cause of our common Redeemer. 
Monrovia Seminary.—This, though far advanced, is not yet completed. The 
instructions from the African committee in the board have been received. The 
committee they appointed in Liberia have had one or two meetings, selected some ~ 
children, acting under the instructions sent them, as far as their limited time and a* 
_due attention to cautious and well-considered proceeding admitted of. They will 
have other meetings soon, and as events open the way they will, no doubt, hasten 
on in a discharge of the onerous duties contemplated in the abovenamed instruc- 
tions. Measures have been taken to secure, for the information of the board, a full 
and particular report of the state of forwardness of the seminary work, which we 
trust to have in time to forward with our other letters and despatches by the first 
opportunity. 


- Mission to Natives In AND NEAR Monrovia. 


During the last year this portion of our work was left, when, by the death of 
brother William H. Payne, a vacancy was created at Cape Mount. No special 
report has been received from it. 

It is proposed to greatly enlarge this field the present year, so as to embrace the 
native towns on the Mesaurado and Paul’s rivers, and on the Stockton Creek, 
within ten or twelve miles, which will afford ample employment, for the portion of 
time they are expected to spend, to the two brethren set to this servicé. 

New-Georgia continues much what it was years ago, the people—Congoes and 
Eboes-—composing it being less susceptible of improvement than some others within 
the republic. Ignorant and intractable though they be, they have a claim upon 
our efforts for their moral and spiritual elevation; and thus from year to year we 
extend to them the means of saving their souls, as far as those means are within 
our gift. Nor has it been done in vain. Many of these native Africans, with their 
civilized wives, have received the truth into their hearts, have led very con- 
sistent and sholy lives, and died triumphantly. In the same individual they have 
both a teacher for their children, and one to break the bread of life to their souls.

No material change has been made in the condition or extent of this circuit, ex- 
cepting what the Lord has made in a powerful revival of his work, both within and

without the Church. The members have the last year nearly, of themselves, 
erected a new church; a very little aid has been derived from the mission funds. 
We have three week-day services within this circuit—at New-Georgia, Lower 
Caldwell, and Virginia. 

Cape Mount.—Since our last report the desolating wars which have long har- 
assed this country, turning it into a field of blood and a mart for slaves, have 
ceased. They have sent numerous and highly-respectable deputations to the 
authorities of this commonwealth, with solicitations for its peaceful interference. 
They have finally met, proposed terms of accommodation, settled their differences, 
and pledged themselves to perpetual peace. 

The universal cessation of hostilities in this region was followed by an earnest 
application on the part of the chiefs of the country for the establishment, or rather 
enlargement, of our missionary operations at Cape Mount. A peace, which to all 
appearance is permanent, having been settled upon, the natives of the interior are 
coming into what is called the Dey and Vey counties, with the intention to remain. 

The demolition of the slave-trade throughout the length and breadth of this coast 
has dissipated that dread of seizure and captivity which formerly awakened the 
fears and quickened the steps of every lonely traveller. It may now be hoped 
with confidence that at no distant day the arts of husbandry will succeed the slave- 
trade and war. We look to this scene of missionary labour with intense interest ; 
it is among a most intelligent, quick-sighted, and penetrating people. 

Brother A. D. Williams, an experienced and popular man with the natives, 
besides being well known at Cape Mount, has been appointed the successor of 
brother Payne. 

Roberisville and Heddington.—At this native station we have encouragement 
to continue our appropriations and appoint a missionary. They still highly prize 
their Church privileges, come to hear the gospel, meet in their classes, and grow 
in grace. Access is still had to towns adjacent to the more immediate neighbour- 
hood of the mission premises. We have but little doubt that the light of this sta- 
tion, though feeble, is nevertheless sufficiently distinct and clear to lead many a 
wanderer to the path of life. We have made provision for a day-school for the 
children this year, which will leave the missionary more at liberty to travel, as 
opportunity and the prospect of doing good may determine. 

Baillah’s Town is situated between two and three miles north-east of the settle- 
ment of Millsburg. It is made up principally of Golahs, whom the superior peace 
and quietness of a} home, in the vicinity of the republic, invite to leave their own 
more tumultuous country, and abide near us. Thus Divine Providence is over- 
ruling their difficulties for their good, by bringing them immediately within reach 
of the gospel. They are moving down very fast, and the probability is, that within 
a year or two their numbers will be very considerable. We have made no sepa- 
rate provision for that town yet, though they are anxious for a school, and are urgent 
upon us to make it a station, and appoint them aman. It is included within the 
adjoining circuit, and will receive the attention of the preachers. One year more 
will, without doubt, give us clearer light as to what course ought to be pursued. 


The following is an extract from the report of Rev. J. W. 
Roberts, presiding elder :— 


Millsburg and White Plains stations, as points of missionary effort, have lost 
none of their importance, but rather increase, as there are reasons to helieve a 
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good influence is exerted upon the natives in their vicinities 3 and many are moving 
down from the Golah country, and settling around, in order to be more in proxim- 
ity to a civilized settlement; and for this Millsburg is more adapted than any other 
settlement in this district, it being the extreme inland settlement. 


The Lord has been pleased to visit this place during the year by a gracious out- 
pouring of his Holy Spirit, and several rejoiced for the forgiveness of sins, while 
believers praised God under the sanctifying influences of the Holy Spirit. Although 
several have been added to the society, the number has not increased since our last, 
the number of removals, by death and otherwise, being equal. Our day and Sab- 
bath schools are kept in regular operation, with the exception of some drawback on 
the school at White Plains, by reason of the want of a school-house, and the em- 
ploying of the boys in transporting bricks for the erection of the new parsonage. 


Our house of worship wears the marks of age, which is of few years in this 
country, on a wooden building. With repairs to the amount of $100, it may 
accommodate comfortably, for several years, the congregation. 

The female academy, under the assiduous direction of sister Wilkins, is appre- 
ciated for its good effects in the object for which it is designed. It would be advi- 
sable, for better government, and otherwise good, to remove or dismiss the larger 
girls connected with the institution, whose dispositions are averse to obedience and 
control, and substitute others in their places. By such a course the preceptress 
would be relieved of much anxiety, and reasons for perplexity. 

The house occupied by John A. Clarke, teacher at White Plains, is situated in 
Millsburg, and is rapidly decaying. To dispose of it by sale would be profitable. 
This establishment, White Plains, has been in a state of internal improvement 
since the commencement of the erection of the new parsonage, which at present is 
so far completed as to be tenantable, and is occupied. There is also in the course 
of erection a small brick kitchen, seventeen and a half feet long, twelve feet wide, 
and nine feet high, on a stone foundation, and may be completed at an expense 
of $150. The necessary buildings yet wanting at this establishment are a carpen- 
ter’s shop, school-house, and house for the boys. The construction of the school- 
house can be so directed as to serve the double purpose of school and boys’ house ; 
and much of the materials of the old house will serve in the erection of thenew. I 
am of the opinion that by enlarging operations at this point the expenses might be 
lessened. 

The Upper Caldwell circuit, embracing the settlement of Kentucky, continues 
to claim the attention of the devoted missionary, whose labours at these points have 
been owned of the Lord for good during the past year. The day school at the 
latter place has not been as prosperous as anticipated. This has not been so by 
reason of the want of efficiency on the part of the teacher, but a default in those 
whose duty it was to send scholars. A reaction in regard to this department is 
essential, so as better to secure the object, or discontinue operations. Much zeal 
is discovered in the people of Upper Caldwell, and especially in brother Black- 
ledge, for the cause of God, in the erection of a commodious brick chapel, which 
during the year has been so far completed as to be rendered proper for service, 
and dedicated to the worship of God. A small debt, however, hangs on it, which 
will require some foreign aid to liquidate. 

Lower Caldwell circuit, embracing New-Virginia and New-Georgia, has been 
greatly favoured of the Lord, in a glorious revival of the work of God, which result- 
ed in the conversion of some thirty souls, and many believers sanctified. The day- 
schools at these several points have been in active operation, with some drawback 
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for want of books, which were very much needed, until the supply by the last 
packet. ‘ioe 

In reference to the supply of books, as mentioned, I am sorry to say the number 
of spelling books was very far inadequate to the demands of the several depart- 
ments in operation; two-thirds as many more will not be an over-supply. At 
Lower Caldwell, also, a new house of worship has been erected, partly out of the 
remains of the old, and is rendered commodious.

CONTRIBUTORS. 


Tux Constitution of the Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church provides, that “the ‘payment of twenty dollars at one 
time, constitutes a member for life; any person paying one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars at one time into the treasury, shall be a mana- 
ger for life; and the contribution of five hundred dollars, shall con- 
stitute the donor a patron for life.” Now it has happened, that a list 
has been published every year of life-members, but not of patrons 
and life-directors. We propose to supply these lists, as far as we 
can, this year, in hope that friends who see the errors and defi- 
ciencies, will correct the one and supply the other, in letters to this 
office. We wish to make the lists complete from the foundation of 
this society. We are sure the present lists are very imperfect. We 
have not means at hand to make them more perfect, but we will keep 
a record of all corrections and additions which may be supplied to us, 
and thus be able, we trust, next year, to make a nearly perfect list.
